ABIJADIE, James, an eminent Protestant di- 
vine, and de«n of Rilaloe, born at Nay, in Berne, 
in the year 1654 (or, according to some accounts, 
in 1658,) died in the parish of Mary -la- bonne, 
in London, 1727. The chief of this author's 
works was, " Trait« de la Verite de la Religion 
Ohretienne ; Rotterdam, 1G84." This has gone 
through several editions, and is perhaps the best 
book ever p\ibUshed on that subject. 

ABAS, Halli, a physician, and one of the 
Persian magi, who followed the doctrines of 
Zoroaster; he wrote A. D. 980, a book called 
a royal work, winch was translated into Latin 
by Stephen of Antioch, 1127, and is now extant.

In 1G04 that 
translation of the Bible now in use was begun by 
the direction of king James, and Dr. Abbot was 
the second of eight divines of Oxford, to whom 
the care of translating the whole New Testa- 
rrer.t (excepting the Epistles) was committed, 
On April 5, 1619, Sir Nicholas Kcmpe laid the 
first stone of the hospital at Guildfoid. The 
a'^chbishop, who was present, afterwards en- 
dowed it with lands to the value of 300/. per 
. anTi. The archbishop, being in a declining state 
of health, used in the summer to go to Himp 
shire for the sake of recreation ; and being in- 
vited l^ lord Zouch to hunt in his park at Bran 
zill, he met there with the greatest misfortune 
that ever befell him ; for he accidentally killed

jthrew him into a deep melancholy ; he over af- 
terwards kept a monthly fast on Tuesday, the 
day on which this fatal mischance happenedf 
and settled an annuity of 20?. on the widow. 
Worn out, however, witli cares and infirmities, 
he died at Croydon, Aug. 5, 1633. 

ABBOT, Maurice, youngest brother of the 
archbishop, acquired consequence in comn er- 
cial affairs, was employed in 1624 in establish- 
ing the settlement of Virginia, and was the first 
person on whom Charles L conferred the ho- 
nour of knighthood. He tvas elected represen- 
tative for London, and in 1638 was raised to tho 
mayoralty of the citv, and died Jan. lOtb, 1640. 

ABBOT, Robert, D. D. eldest brother of the 
two preceding ; he was born at Guildford, was 
educated at Baliol college, and elected master 
thereof, 1009. His eloquence as a preacher re- 
couimendcd him to further patronage ; he wa3 
appointed chaplain to the kmg, and regiiis pro- 
fessor of divinity at Oxford. He was conse- 
crated bishop of Salisbury, 1G15, and died Mar. 
2, 1617, in his 58th year. His writings were^ 
principally controvrsiul. 

ABBT, Thomas, the Gennan translator erf 
Sallust, and the admired author of a treatise; 
'* On merit,' ' and of another, " Of dying for one's 
country," was bori> atUlm, and died at Bucke- 
henr, 1760, aged 28. 

ABDALC'ADER, a Persian who was greatly 
revered by the mussulmans for liis learning, liia 
piety, and the sanctity of his manners. 

ABDALLAH, father of Mahomet, was a 
slave, and a driver of camels, 

ABDALLAH, son of Zobair, was proclaimed 
caliph of Mecca an4 MciUpa, after the expulsioa 
of Ycsid. After enjoying tlie sovereignty for 
four years, he was besieged in Mecca, by the 
eucce^or gf ye^id in E^yria, ?tnd i;acrifict;d to 
the ambition of his rival, 73:). 

ABDAIiLAH, son of Y,esid, celebrated as a 
mussulman lawyer iu the 7th century.

ADDISON, Lance!ot,D.D. son of a clernmaan 
of the same name; he was bom at Maulds Mead- 
bume in Westmoreland, was preferred to the liv- 
ing of Milston, &.C. 1683, and died April 20, 1703. 

ADDISON, Joseph, bora May 1, 167S, at 
Milston, near Ambroslrary, Wiltshire, of which 
place his father was rector. He received the 
first rudiments of his education there under the] 
reverend Mr. Nash ; but was removed to Sails- 1 
bury, under the care rf'Mr. Taylor ; and soon 
after to tbe Charter-house, where he studied nn-l 
der Dr. Ellis, and contracted that intimacy with, 
sir Richard Steele, which their joint labours 
oare sa eu^CtuaU; I^wr^^ In ISfft be ^nr, 
entore4 of Qu^ap's College, Oxford, where, in 
]68d, the accidental perusal of some Latin ver- 
ses, gained him the patronage of Dr. Lancas- 
ter, by whose rec<HnmendatiQn he was dected 
into Magdalen College as Demy. Here he took 
the degree of M. A. Feb. 14, 1093, continued to 
cultivate poetry and criticism, and grew first 
eminent by his Latin compositions, which are 
entitled to particular praise. In 1695 he wrote 
a poem to kuig William, with a kind of rhymini; 
introduction addressed to lord Somers. In 1697 
he wrote his poem on the peace of Ryswick, 
which he dedicated to Mr. Montague, (then 
chancellor of the exchequer) and which was 
called by Smith " the best Latin poem since the 
iCneid.'* Havingyet no public mployment, 
he obtained, in 1<^, a pension of 3002. a year, 
that he mi^t be enabled to travel. While he 
was travelling at leisure in Italy, be was far 
fh>ra being idle ; for he not only ct^ccted his 
olMervationsonthe country, but found time to 
write his Dialogues on Medals. Here, also, he 
wrote the letter to Lord Halifax, which is justly 
considered as the most elegant, if not the most 
sublime, of his poeticalproductions. At his re- 
turn he published his Travels, with a dedica- 
tion to Lord Somers. This book, though a 
while neglected, is said in time to have become 
TO much the favourite of the public, that be- 
fore it was reprinted it rose to five times in price. 
Tbe victory at Blenheim in 17M,^read triumph 
and confidence over the nation : and lord Go- 
dolphin, lamenting to lord Halifax that it had 
not been celebrated in a manner equal to the 
subject, desired him to propose it to some better 
poet. Halifax named Aadison; who. having 
undertaken tbe work, communicated it to tbe 
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Ucasufci , wiiile It was yt. ndvauct d «o farther 
than tlie simile of the Angel, and waa rewarded 
with the place of commissioner of appeals. In 
I the following year he was at Hanover with lonf 
Halifax ; and tlte year after was made under- 
secretary of state. Wlien the Marquis of 
Wharton was appoioted lord-lieutenant of Ire- 
land, Addison attended him as his secretary, and 
was made keeper of the records in Birming- 
ham's Tower, with a salary oi 3001. a year. 
When he was in office, ho made a law to him- 
self, as Swift has recorded, never to remit hit 
regutor fees in civili^to his Mends, "I may 
(said he) have a himdred friends, and if my fee 
be two guineas, I shall, by relinquishing my 
right, tosc 200 gidneas^ and no friend gain more 



witliout any e<nnmunication of his design, be- 
gan the (ubhcationof the Tattler ; but he waa 
not long concealed ; by inserting a remark oi» 
Tirgil, which Addison had given him, he dis- 
covered hims^. Steele's first Tattler was pub- 
lished April S3, 170e2and Addison's contribntton 
appeared May 96. To the Tattler, in abotit tw» 
months, succeeded the Spectator, a series of es- 
say9 of the same kind, but written with lesv 
leyty, upon amrare regular plan, and published 
daily. Tlie next year 1713, in wnich Cato came 
upon the stage, was the grand climacteric of 
Addison's reputation. The whole nation wa» 
at that time on fire with faction. The Whigs 
applauded every line in which Uberty was iitcn- 
tioned, as a satire on the Tories ; and the Tories 
echoed every clap, to show that the satire was 
unfelt. W bile Cato was upon the stage, another 
daily paper, called tb^Quardian, was published 
by Steele, to which Addison gave great assist- 
ance. The napere 9f A<|^i!?on m ffi?rK?<i to 
iJi^ Spnittttor by one of the letters in the lifthtd 
of Clio, and in the Guardian by a hand. It was 
not known that Addison had tried a comedy for 
tlie stage, till Steele, after his death, declared 
him the author of "The Drummer." This play 
Steele carried to the theatre, and afterwards to 
the press, and sold the copy for fiftv guineas. In 
the midst of theae agreeable employments Mr. 
Addison was not an indifi^rent spectator of pub- 
lic affairs. He wrote, as different exigencies 
required, in 1707, " Tbe present rtatc of the 
War," Ace. ; " The Whig Examhier ;" and the 
" Trial of Count Tariff;" all which tracts, be- 
ing on temporary topics, exp^d with the sub- 
jects which rave them birth. When the house 
of Hanover took possession of the throne, it was 
reasonable to exped that the zeal of Addison 
would be suitably rewarded. Before the arrival 
of king Geoi^e,he was made secretary to the 
regency, and was required by his ofiice to send 
notice to lianoter tliat tbejueen was dead.and 
the throne was vacant, to do this would not 
have been difficult to any man but Addison.who 
was so overwhehned with the greatness of the 
event, and so dbtracted by choice of exprea- 
sions, that the lords, Who could not wait for the 
niceties of criticism, called Mr. Southwell, a 
clerk In the houpe, and ordered him to despatch 
the messaged Southwell readily told what was 
necessary, in the common style of business, and 
vahied himself upon having done what was too 
hard for Addison. He was better qualified for 
the Freeh(rfder. a paper which he published 
twice a week, fVom Dec. S3, 1715, to the middle 
of the next year. This was underiaken in do- 
fence of the established government, sometimes 
with argument, sometimes with mirth. In ar* 
gumeut he bad many equals, but his humour 
9 
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wait Bingular and matchless. On the 2d of 
August, nh\ he married Hie counteBs Dowa- 
ger of Wanvick, whom he is said to have first 
known by bccommg lUvor to her eon. This mar- 
riage, however, made no addition to hia happi- 
ness 1 it neithe: found them nor made them 
equal. She always remembered her own rank, 
and thought her eclf entitled to treat with very 
little ceremony the tutor of her son. Ttje year 
after, 1717, he rose to hia highest elevation, be- 
ing made secretary of state ; but it is univer 
eally confedsed that he was unequal to the du- 
ties of liis place. In the house of commons he 
could noi gpcak, and therefore was useless to 
the defence of the government. In the office 
lie could not issue an order without losing his 
time in quest of fine expressions. What he 
gained in rank he lost in credit ; and, finding by 
-experience his own inability, was forced to so- 
licit his dismission, with a pension of 15001. a 
year. His friends paiiiated this relinquishment, 
t)f which both friends and enemies knew the 
true reason, with an account of declining health, 
■and the n€ces.sity of recess and quiet. He now 
engaged in a laudable and excellent work, viz. 
a defence of the Christian Religion ; of which, 
part was published after his death. Addifon 
had for some time been oppressed by shortness 
of breath, which was now aggravated by a drop- 
sy ; and, finding hia danger pressing, he prepared 
to die conformably to his own precepts and 
professions. Lord Warwick was a young man 
of very irregular life, and perhaps of loose opin- 
ions. Addison, for whom ho did not want re- 
spect, had very diligently endeavoured to re- 
claim him ; but his arguments and expostula- 
ttoos had no effect : one experiment, however, 
remained to be tried. When he found his life 
near its Ctid, he directed the young lord to be 
called, and, when he desired witli great tender- 
ness to hear his last injunctions, told him, " I 
have sent for you to see how a Christian can 
die.'' What effect this awful scene had on the 
carPs behaviour is not known : he died himself 
• in a short time. Having given directions to Mr. 
Tickell for tlie publication of his works, and 
dedicated them, on his death bed, to liis friend 
Mr. Craggg, Addison died June 17, 171'J, at Hol- 
land House, leaving no child but a daughter, 
who died at Bilton, in Warwickshire, Feb. 1797.

ADELER, Curtius, a native of Norway, 
lerved in the Dutch navy, was raised to the 
rank of admiral, spent the latter part of his life 
at Copenhagen, where he died 1675, aged 53. 

ADELGREIFF, John Albretcht, natural son 
of a priest near Elbing, pretended to be the vice- 
gerent of God on earth, was condemned to death 
at Konigsbergh for bluphem j, 1C3C. 
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ADELMAN, a bishop of Bresci in the 11th 
century, wrote a letter on the Eucharist to Be- 
renger, printed at Louvainc, 15G1. He died 1662. 

ADELPHUa, a philosopher of the third cen- 
tury, who mingled the doctrines of Plato with 
the tenets of the Gnostics. 

ADELUNG, John Christopher, a German 
professor at Erfurt, and author of a grammati- 
cal and critical dictionary of the German lan- 
guage, and other works ; he died 1806. 

ADEODATUS, or Godsgift, a Roman priest 
elevated to the papal throne 672, died four years 

ADER, William, a learned physician of Tow- 
louse in the 17th century.

^NEAS, GazeuB, or iENEAS of Gaza, a 
sophist by profession, was originally a Platonic 
philosopher, but afterwards became a Christian, 
and flourished about the year 487. He wrote a 
dialogue, entitled " Theophrastus," concerning 
the immortality of the soul, and the resurrection 
of the body. 

JSNEAS, Sylvius, or Pius W, born 1405, at 
Coraigny. in Sienna, where his father lived in 
exite.

Fhrynicus, ii 
Photius, ranks him among the best orators, aai 
mentions his orations as the standard of tb< 
pure Attic fltyle. 

iESCHINES, a celebrated orator, cotempo- 
rary with Demosthenes, and but just his infe 
rior. Being overcome by Demosthenes, he 
went to Rhodes, and opened a school there, and 
afterwards removed to Samos, where he die<! 
at the age of 75. Thece are only three of hii 
orations extant ; which, however, are so ver; 
beautiful, thbt Fabricius compares them to the 

iESCHYLUS, a tiagic poet, bom at Athena 
in the 63d Olympiad. He was the son of £u- 
phorion, and brother to Cynegiras and Aimnias, 
who distinguished themselves in the battle of 
Marathon, and the seafight of Saiamin, al 
which engagement iGschylus was likewise pre- 
sent. To Aminias our poet was, upon a par- 
ticular occasion, obliged for saving his life; 
iElian reUites, that iEschyhis, being chuf ed by 
the Athenians with certain Ua^emous ex< 
pre sions In some of his pieces, was accused at 
impiety, and c<Hidemned to be stoned to death ; 
they were just going to put the sentence in exe- 
cution, when Ajnhiias. with a happy presence 
of mind, throwing asiae his cloak, diowed his 
arm without a hand, which be had lost at the 
battle of Saiamin, in defence of his coimtry. 
This sight made such an impression on the 
judges, that, touched with the remembrance of 
his valour, and the friendship he showed for his 
brother, they pard<»ied iEschvlus. He wrote a 
great number of tragedies, of which there are 
but seven remaining ; and, notwithstanding the 
sharp censures of some critics, he must be al- 
lowed to have been the father of the tragic art. 
The names of bis pieces now extant are, Pro- 
metheus Bound ; Seven Chieft against Thebes ; 
The Persians; Agamemnon: the Infernal Be- 
sioDs ; the Furies ; and the Suppliants. After 
having lived some years at Gela, we are told 
that he died of a fracture of his skull, caused by 
an eagle's letting fall a tortoise on his head, in 
the e9th year of his age 

JESOP, the Phrygian, lived in the time of So- 
lon, about the 50th Olympiad, under the reign 
of CrtBsus, the last king of Lydia. St Jerome, 
speaking (rf" him, says, be was onfortunate in 
his birth, condition, and death ; hinting therein^ 
at his deformity, servile state, and tragical end. 
His great genius, however, enabled him to sup- 
port his misfortunes ; and, in order to alleviate 
the hardships of servitude, he composed those 
entertalninc and imrtractive fables which have 
acquired hun so much reputation ; and he is 
generally supposed to have peen the inventor of 
that kind orwriting. Having had several mas- 
tere, for he was bora a slave, .fisop at length 
came under a philosopher named Xanthus; and 
it was in his service that he firat disidaycd 
his genius for fabling and moralizing. He was 
afterwards sold to Mmon, or ladmon, the phi- 
tosopher, who enfiranchised him. After be had 
received his liberty, he soon acqnired a great 
reputation among die Greeks ; so that, according 
to Meziriack, the report of his wisdom having 
reached Crcpsus, this king sent to inquire after

At length, one 
Philip of Acamania desired time to prepare a po- 
tion which lie was sure would cure him ; and" 
while tliis potion was {H-eparinff, Alexander re- 
ceived a letter ftrom bis most intimate confidant, 
Farmenio, informing him that this Acaraanian 
wa%a traitor, and emptoyed by Darius to poison 
him, at the price of one thousand talents and bis 
sister in marri{\ge. What a situation for a sick 
princel The same greatness of soul, however, 
which accompanied bim upon all occasions, did 
not forsake him here. He did not seem to his 
physician under any u>prehensions ; but after 
receiving the cup into bis hands, delivered the 
letter to Philip, and, with his eyes fixed upon 
him drank it off. The medicine at first acted so 
powerfully as to deprive him of his senses, aiwl 
then, without doubt, all concluded him poisoned: 
however, he soon came round, and, by a cure 
so speedy that it might almost be deemed mi- 
raculous, was restored to his army safe and 
sound. From Cilicia he marched forwards to 
PhflBnicia, which all surrendered to him except 
T]nre ; and it cost him a siege of seven months 
to reduce that dty. The vexation of Alexander, 
at being unseasonably detained by this obstinacy 
of the Tyrians, occasioned a mighty destruction 
and carnage ; and the cruelty he exercised here 
is quite inexcusable.

ALEXANDER, Neckam. an Englishman of 
great learning who gave public lectures at Paris. 
His lectures remain in the pubhc libraries in 
manuscript : he died 13S7. 

ALEXANDER, If oel, or NataUs, an emhient 
writer, bom at Rouen, in Nonnandv. He pub- 
lished an ecclesiastical history in 84 vols. He 
died 1724. 

ALEXANDER (WiQiam, Earl of Stiriing,) 
a dramatic poet and statesman in the n^nis of 
James and Charles I. was bom 1580. ", His po- 
etry (says Mr. Grainger,) for purity and ele- 
gance is far beyond the generality of tbe pro- 
ductions of tbe age in wblcb be. lived." His 
"Recreation of the Muses'* was printed in folio, 
1637, to which is prefixed his portrait by Mar- 
shall, esteemed tbe best of that artist's works. 
He died 1640. 

ALEXANDER, de Medicis, first duke of Flo- 
rence in 1530, was a man of dissolute Md crael 
manners, who owed bis elevation to intrigue. 
He was murdered byjk relation. 

ALEXANDER, Famese, duke of Parma, 
Astingoisbed bhnself in the 16tb century by bis 
military valour.

Ruau*, born 1318, signalized by a victory he 
obtained over the norUicrn po veers, on tbe banks 
of the Neva. He was eainted, and an order of 
knighthood instituted in his honour. 

ALEXANDER, James, a Scotabman, secre- 
tary of tbe province of New- York, and for ma- 
ny years one of the council ; came to this coon- 
trvi715; died n56. 

ALEXANDER, William, commonly called 
Lord Stirling, flrom his supposed title to a Scotch 
earldom, a major general in the American ar- 
my ; was in the battle of Long Island; and was 
wounded ; he was a brave officer, and died 1783, 
aged 57. 

ALEXANDER, Nathaniel, a member of Con- 
gress from (and governor of) the state of North 
Carolina ; he died 1808. 

ALEXANDRINI, Julius de Newstain, a na- 
tive of Trent, physician and favourite of Maxi- 
milian IL, died 1590. 

ALEXIS, William, a benedictine monk of 
' Lyra, and author of poems of some merit, Uved 
in 1500 

ALEXIS, a Piedmontese, who applied him- 
self to study, with a resolution not to reveal his 
discoveries. He however published some me- 
dical tracts, called " the Secrets," at Basil, in 
1536. 

ALEXIUS, Michaelovitch, czar of Russia, 
and father to Peter the Great. He was distin- 
^guished for his wars, his munificence, and his 
improvements in the state ; he died 1677. 

ALEXIUS, Petrovitch, only son to Peter the 
Great, bom 1690, an unfortunate and intempe- 
rate man. He was tried and condemned, by 
secret Judges, in 1719. 

ALEXIUS, or ALEXIS I., Commenus, usurp- 
ed tbe throne of Turkey in 1061, and distin- 
guished himself by his wars against the Turks. 

ALEXIUS n., Commenus, succeeded to the 
throne of Constantinople 1180 ; he was murdered 
byAndronicus. 

ALEXIUS HI., Angehis, dethroned his bro- 
ther, 1195, and put out his eyes. He was him- 
self dethroned in turn, and his life sacrificed to 
the fury of the populace. 

ALEXIUS rV., son of the king deposed by 
Alexius IH. ; he restored his father to the throne 
and reigned with him. 

ALEXIUS v., usurped the throne of Con- 
stantinople, and was killed by the crusaders, af- 
ter a reisn of 3 months, in 1264. 

ALEXIUS, an impostor, who nearly succeed- 
ed in placing himself on the throne of Constan- 
tinople, but was killed by a priest, in 1200. 

ALEYN, Charles, an English poet, who pub- 
lished in 1631, two poems on the battles of 
Creasy and Poictiers. 

' AL-FARABIA, a mussulman philosopher of 
die 16th century. His works are in the Leyden 
library ; he was murdered in Syria, in 954. 

ALfARGAN, Ahmed Ebn Cothair, an Ara- 
bian astronomer, of the 9th centnry. 

ALFENUS varus PUBLIUS, a native of 
Cremona, who rose fVom the occupation of cob- 
bler, to be counsel. 

ALFES, an eminent rabbi, who epitomised 
the Tahnud, died il03. 

ALFIERI, Vittorto, an Italian dramatic poet, 
bom at Asti, in Piedmont, 1749. Within less 
than seven years be produced fourteen dramas, 
besides various other works in prose and verse, 
iaeluding a translation of Sallust, nod a treatise 
on tyranny. His lady was the princess of Schom- 
berg, widow of Chailes-Edward, the last prince 
SO 
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of the bouae of Stuart. He died at Florence, iu 
1803; and his remains were interred in the 
church of St. Croix, where bis widow erected 
a monnment to his memory, which was exe- 
cuted by Canova. He wrote his own life, wliich 
has been printed in two volumes. 

ALFONSO, vid. ALPHONSUS. 

ALFOBD, Michael, author of Biittania illus- 
trata," and other works, was born in^ London, 
but educated m Spain and Rome, and became a 
Jesuit; be died 1^2. 

ALFRED,or ALURED, son of Etltelred, tried 
to expel Harold from the throne, but was mur- 
dered, lorr. 

ALFRED, bishop of Exete)-, wrote several 
learned works, as " Adelmue,'* " History of 
Malmesbury Abbey,'* &c. ; 10th century.

ALFRED, an Englishman, anraamed pbilo 
sopher, left four books on the meteors of Aristo- 
tle, one on vegetables, and five on other subjects. 
He died 1S70. 

ALFRIDE, or Elfrid, natural son of Osery.

AL6ARDI, AlexandiQT, an architect and 
sculptor of Bologna, died 1654. 

ALGAROTTI, Francis, count, an Italian, 
eminent as a connoisseur and critic in eveiy 
branch of the belles-lettres, and an author of 
repute, bom at Venice 1712, died 1764. 

AL6AZALI, an Arabian author, who ditd 
in the 504th year of the begira. 

ALGER, a monk of JLiegc, author of a book 
on the sacraments, died 1131. 

ALGHISI, Thomas, an eminen|#urgeon and 
lithotomist of Florence, author ofxithotomita, 

/ii.(. ) 1 111, i < i( V, & Venetian, who decorated 
the oiirra at Parisi, died 1760. 

ALHAZEN, an Arabian, who wrote on optic? 
about 1100. 

ALL cousin and son-in-law of Mahomet, 
and caliph of Egypt and Arabia. He was as- 
sassinated in 6G0. His memory is still bold in 
veneration by the Persians. 

ALI-BASSA, a diistingulsbed general of the 
Ottoman empire, died 1663. 

ALI BEG, a Pole, who was educated in the 
Mahometan faith, but employed hbnself in trans- 
lating the bible into Turkish. He also wrote on 
the relieion of Mahomet, and died in 1675. 

ALI BEG, son of a Greek' priest, but sold 
while young by some robbers to tbe Jani£.sarics. 
His milltaiy talenu gained him the supreme 
power of Egypt. He was humane, possessed 
an elevated mind, and died about 1775. 

ALI BERG, a learned Turk in the 17th cen- 
tury, acquainted vvith seventeen languages. He 
translated the bible into the Turkish. 

ALICE, daughter of Theobald IV., married 
Lewis VII., king of France. For a time, slio 
was appointed queen regent, and reigned with 
great pmdence and justice. She died 1206. 

ALIGRE, Etienne, who rose by his merit to 
be chancellor of France, died 1635. 

ALIMENTUS, Cneius, a Roman historian, 
150. B. C. 

ALIPIUS, abtehopof Tagaste In Africa, 394* 
He was baptised by St. Ambrose at Milan. 

ALEPUS, a geographer of Antioch, commis 
sioned by Julian to rebuild tbe temple of Jeru 
salem. 

ALKMAAR, Henry d', a German, author of 
the fable of Reynard, a poem, which lashes the 
▼iocs and foibles of mankind. He died 1509. 
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AI4LAINVAL, Leonor JeanChrifldneSoulas 
d% a native of Chartres, and autbor of several 
comedies of merit. He died 1753. 

ALL Acs, Oenys Vairasse d* , a native of Lan 
Kuedoc, who served in the Duke of YotVaHeet 
m 1665. He wrote several books, not much es- 
teemed. 

ALL AM. Andrew, a learned classical scholar, 
born in Oxfordshire, died 1685. 

ALLARD, Guy, author of several histori- 
cal woriEs, and a romance called Zizim, died 
1715. 

ALLATIUS, Leo, a native of Scio, whostu 
died physic at Rome, but distinguished himself 
chiefly as a teacher in the Greek College, died 
1669. 

ALLECTUS, prefect of Britam, murdered 
Carausins 204, and made himself emperor. 

ALLEGRAIN, Christopher Gabrtel, a French 
sculptor, who executed some masterly figures, 
diedl795. 

ALLEGRI, Antonio, an illustrious oainter, 
better known by the name of Corregio, uom the 
place where he was born. He lived at Parma, 
where, wkbeue any instruction, he exoouted 
some of the most perfect lectures in the world. 
His Virgin and Child, and Mary Magdalen, are 
liis finest pictures. He died poor in 1534. 

ALLEGRI, Greeorio, an eminent musical 
compoaer, born at Rome. His compositions, 
the chief of which is the " Miserere,'* are still 
performed in the pontifical diapeR He died 
1640. 

ALLEIN, Richard, bom in Somersetshire, a 
puritan of great learning. His writings are 
mofiUy on theology. He died 1681. 

ALLEIN, William, son of the above. His 
** Millenium,' ' among his other theological tracts, 
was much admired. He died 1677. 

ALLEIN, Joseph, a puritan of great learn- 
ing and piety. His "Alarm" to sinners has 
been often published. He died at Taunton, 
Eng., 1608. 

ALLEN, John, archbishop of Dublin, and 
chancellor of Ireland, was murdered in 1586. 

ALLEN, Thomas, minister of Charlestown, 
Mass., autbor of a work entitled *' an Invitation 
to Sinners to come to Chrut," and a " Scripture 
Chronology.* ' This last is a learned work, and 
Is preserved in the New- England Library. 

ALLEN, James, minister in Boston, came to 
this countiy 1662, and was the occasion of 
nncb difficulty in th^ colony of Mass. He died 
1710, aged 78. 

ALLEN, James, first minister, of Brookline, 
Mass., was bom in Rozbury ; settled 1718. He 
died aged 56. He was a pious and judicious 
divine ; he published several sermons. 

ALLEN, James, member of the house of 
representatives ana, counsellor in Mass., died 
1755, aged 58. He was expelled for reflections 
uaittst the governor, was re-elected, but refus- 
sd a seat till the following year. 

ALLEN, William, chief justice of Penn. be- 
fore the revolution, the friend and patron of Sir 
Benjamin West, tnie painter. He published the 
American crisis, London, 1774, in which he 
megests a plan for restoring the dependence of 
America. 

ALLEN, MpfflB, minister of Midnay, Georgia, 
and a illiilfinwihi il friend to his country. He 
was bora in Northampton, Mass., was taken 
prisoner when Savannah was reduced, and put 
on board a prison-ship, whence, in attempting 
to escape, was drowned, aged 31. 

ALLEN, Henry, preacher in Nova Scotiai 



author of several Grange and absurd religious 
doctrines He died in 1*^ His foUowen were 
few. He published a volume of hymns, and se- 
veral sermons. 

ALLEN, Ethan, a brigadier general in the 
war of the revolution. He captured' Ticonde- 
roga and Cro#ki Point, was taken prisoner near 
Montreal, sent to England, and after having ex- 
perienced much cruelty^as exchanged, 1778. 
He died in Vermont, 1789. He sustained the 
character of an infidel, and in his writings ridi- 
culed the Scriptures. 

ALLEN, Samuel, proprietor by purchase, and 
governor of New-Hampshire, died 1705. 

ALLEN, William, chief jusUc«(;of Pennsyl- 
vania before the revolution. 

ALLEN, Ira, a brother of Ethan, removed 
early in life to Vermont, whero he held various 
ofiices, and possessed the confidence of the peo- 
ple. He wrote the " Natural and PoUticat His- 
jtory of Vermont." He died 1814. 

Allen, sir Thomas, illustrious as an Eng- 
lish admirail, made the first attack on the Dutch 
in 1665. 

ALLEN, Thomas, a learned divine, who 
wrote observations on St. Chrysostom's book on 
(saiah, died 1638. 

ALLEN, Thomas, a native of Stafifordshire, 
illustrious for his knowledge of mathematics 
and philosophy. He publuhed among other 
works, the second and third books of Ptolemy 
{on the judgment of the stars ; he died 1638. 
-ALLEN, John, first minister of Dedham, 
Mass., author of some controversial wriUngs. 
He died 1671, aged 75. 

ALLBSTRY, or ALLESTREE, Richard; 
bora in Shropshire, in 1619, joined the royal par- 
ky, and on the restoration of Charles, was made 
kiTig's chaplain. He published 40 sermons, and 
other works. ^ 

ALLESTRT, Jacob, an English poet, nephew 
to the above. Some of his pastorate were much 
admired ; he died 1686. 

ALLETZ, Pons Augustin, native of France, 
who publislied some works of celebrity, died at 
Paris, 1785. 

ALLEY, WiHiam, an English writer, author 
of " the poor man's libraiy," and a translation 
of the Pentateuch, died 1570. 

ALLEYN, Edward, an actor of great reputa- 
tion in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I., and 
founder of Dulwicb college in 1619, which he 
named " the college of God's gift." Ah idle tra- 
dition hath aadgned the following as his motive 
for endowing it : thatonccj personating^the devil, 
he was so terrified at seemg a real devil (as he 
imagined) upon the stage, that he soon after to- 
tally onitted his profesdon, and devoted the re- 
mainder of his life to religious exercises. He 
founded this college for a master and warden, 
who are always to be of the name of Alleyn or 
Allen, with 4 fellows (3 of whom are to be di- 
vines, and the fourth an organist ;) and for sax 
poor men, as many poor women, and twdve 

K or boys, to be educated in the coU^e. He was 
rn in London 1566, and died in 1096, and was 
buried in the chapel of the college. 

ALL10SI, N., a civil officer of eminence in 
the service of Stanislaus, king of Poland, died 
1779. 

ALLISON, Francis, D. D.. a distingaisfaed 
minister and teacher, native of Ireland, came to 
tikis country in 1755, was settled in Philadelphia, 
and became vice-provost of the collie in that 
city ; be died 1777, much respected for bis taleatf 
and learning.

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ALLISON, PMrick, P. D^ a native of Femi- 
sylTania, and a distinguished praaclier, settled I 
at Baltimore ; he died IflOS. 

ALLIX, Peter, a French protestant, of eminent 
learning and piety, who lived in England, where , 
he waSgreat^ esteemed, and honoured with the 
title of D. D. He wrote ** reftoctionB on the 
Scriptures,*' dec, and died 1717. 

ALLOIBL Balthazar, an able historical pain- 
ter, bom at Bologna; he died 163& 

ALLORY, Alexanider, a painter of Florence, 
fkmous for his skiU in the Mpresenution of na- 
ked flgures. His figures are preserved at R<»ne 
and Florence ; he med 1607. 

ALMA6RO, Diego, <Mieof theccmquerorsof 
Peru, who accompanied Pizarro in 1S25 ; he 
was infamous for his cruelties. 

ALMAIN, James, a famous logician and di- 
vine, who defended Lewis XIL agakist pope Ju- 
liosll. He died at Paris, 1515. | 

ALMAMON, or A6DALLAH IH., a caliph, 1 
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neat peisoas of the present age ; never before 
printed,** 3 vols. 8vo. vm. He died in Hertford- 
shire, Dec. 12, 108S. 

ALOMUYADAD, Ismael, an Arabian histo- 
rian, who gave a chronological account of the 
Saracen affairs in Sicily from 843 to 004. 

ALOADIN, a Mahometan ; prince of the as- 

BMins. He lived in a castle between Damas- 
cus and Antioch, where he promised future hap- 
piness to young men who would stab his etie- 
miee. The word assassin is derived from this 
circumstance. 

ALONZO, John, an eminent architect of 
Spain. 

ALPAGO, Andrew, an Italian physician who 
resided some time at Damascus. He translated 
Avicenna, Averrqes, ^., and was made pro- 
fessor at Venice in 1555. 

Alf AIDE, the beautiful wife of Pepin, anO. 
Biother of Charles MarteJ ; she died in a con- 
vent

ALMANSOR, or ALMANZOR, king of o«- 
dova. in Spain.

ALMANZOR, Joseph, king of Morocco, de- 
feated by the Spaniards, 1158. 

ALMANZOK, Jacob, son of Joseph, obtained 
a celebrated victory over the Spaniards in Cas- 
tile, about 1200. 

ALliAKUS, Elmerus, abbot of St. Augus- 
tin's monastery, in Canterbury, 1011. Hisme-^ 
m(M7 was held in the highest veneration. 

ALMEIDA, Francis, a Portuguese, who was 
distinguished in the wars of Grenada, and was 
sent out by Emanuel, in 1505, as viceroy of 
India. 

ALMEIDA, Lawrence, son of the above, a 
desperate warrior, who visited Ceylon, and 
made it tributary to Portugal ; he was killed in 
battle. 

ALMEIDA, Apollinarius d'., a Portuguese 
bishop, of the Jesuit order, who went as mis- 
sionary to Ethiopia, and was murdered by the 
natives, 1568. 

ALMEIDA, Manuel d', a Fortuguesa Jesuit, 
who, after a residence of forty years as a mis- 
sionarv in India, died at Goa, 1646. He pubUshed 
historical observations on Ethiopia. 

ALMEIDA, or ALMEYD A, Theodore d', a 
celebrated Portuguese priest and philosophical 
writer, bom 17Si2. His original works amount 
to 40 volumes ; and he published, besides, five 
volumes of translations. He died at Lisbon, 
May, 1805. 

A lMELOVEEN, Thomas Jansen d* , a Dutch 
physician, who wrote a description of the Ma- 
labar plants, published 1678, in 13 vols, folio. 

ALMELOVEEN, Theodore Jansen d% pro- 
fessor at Hardwick, in HolUmd, died 1743. 

ALMICI, iPeter Camillas, an ecclesiastic in 
Italy, who published critical reflections on Feb- 
ronius, died 1779.

ALPHONSO VI., king of Leon and Caslile, 
made war against the Moors; he died, IIGO. 

ALPHONSO VIH., king of Leon and Caslile, 
sumamed the Noble, came to the throne 1158. 
ALPHONSO X., king of Leon and Castile, 
sumamed the Wise,^mcceeded his father, Fer- 
dinand lU. in 1353, and died of a broken heart 
in 1384. 

ALPHONSO n., king of Leon and Castile in 
1313. He kiUed in battle 200,000 Moors. 

ALPHONSO v., king of Arragon, surpamed 
the Magnanimous.

Of the 45 years he 
spent at court, he enjoyed for 30 of them so ab- 
solute a power over the king, that nothing could 
be done without his express orders ; nay, it is 
related by Mariana, that the king could not 
change an officer or servant, or even his clotlirs 
or diet, without the approbation of Alvares. A t 
length be was seized, tried, and condemned to 
lose his head, on a charge of having madly in- 
vaded the rights of kini^y majesty, reduced the 
whole court into his power, and made himself 
master of the state in general, &.c. &c. He was 
executed the 4th of June, 1453. 

ALVAREZ; Emanuel, a Portuguese Jesuit, 
who was distmguished as a grammarian ; be

AMELOT DE LA H6USSAYE, Abral.ain 
Nicholas, a native of Orleans 1634, sent as se- 
cretary to the French ambassador at Venice. 
He wrote much, but was sent to the Bastile ibr 
his sentiments. 

AMELOT, Denis, a French writer, author of 
a translation of the New Testament, and other 
works. He died 1678. 

AMERBACH, John, a native of Swabia, 
eminent for his learning, died 1515. His son, 
John, was professor of law at Basil, and the 
friend of Erasmus. He died 1562. 

AMERBACH, Vitus, a Bavarian, professor 
of philosophy at Ingoldstadt, and a writer of 
eminence, died 1550. 

AMERICUS, Vesputius. a Florentine, a dis- 
coverer in the continent called, after him, Ame- 
rica, died 1526. See COLUMBUS. 

AMES, Fisher, a distinguished statesman and 
eloquent orator, bora in Dedbam, Mass., author 
of a celebrated speech in Congress on the British 
treaQr in 1776. He possessed a mind of a great 
and extraordinary character, and died in 1808. 

AMES, William, of Norfolk, Eng., a learned 
divine, professor or the universi^ of Fimnelcer, 
Holland, died at Rotterdam, on his way to New-

AMHERST, Jeffrey, lord, commander^in-ehicf 
of the British army at the conquest of Canada, 
1760; bom in England 1717 ; captured Louisburg 
1758 ; succeeded Abercrombie in the command 
of the armv of North America ; returned to 
Kigland, where ho was created field maishaL 
and died 1796, aged 80. 

AMHUR8T, Nicholas, bom at Marden, lit. 
Kent, but ufi what year is uncertain. Hereceiv< 
ed his grammatical education at Merchant Tay 
lors* School, in London, and thence was removH 
ed to St John's College. Oxford, but expiOlc^ 
for iiregufairity of condttct Soon after Mr< 
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Amburst quitted Oxford, be seems to have set- 
tled in London as a writer by profession. He 
publidbcd a volume of miscellanies; but tbe 
principal literary uudertaking of Mx. Amburst 
was, " Tbe Craftsman,*' which was carried on 
for a number of years with great spirit and suc- 
cess, and was more read and attended to than 
any production of tbe idnd that bad hitherto 
been published in England. Ten or twelve 
thousand were B(rid in a day ; and the effect 
which it bad in raising the indication of the 
people, and in controlling the power of admi- 
lUsuration, was very considerable. He died at 
Twickenham. April 27t 1742, of a broken heart, 
and was buried at the charge of his printer, 
Sichard Franklin. 

AMICONI, (Siacomo, a Venitian, was a sue 
cesrfttl portrait and historical painter in Eng- 
land, and afterwards painter to the king of 
Spain.

ABIICUS, Antony, an ecclesiastic of Palermo, 
and historiographer royal to Philip IV. of Spain.

AMIN-BEN-HAROUN, son of Aaron Ras- 
cbld, was the sixth caliph of the house of Abas- 
sides, a cruel and imprudent prince, who was 
put to death after a reign of 5 years, 823. 

AMIRAL, Henry, a native of France, noto- 
rious for his attempt to asaaasuiate Collot d* 
Herbc^ and Robespierre, and rid France of her 
tyrants, was executed 1792. 

AMMAN, Paul, of Breslau, professor at Leip 
sic. died 1600. 

AMMAN, John Conrad, a Swiss physician, 
who succeeded in teaching the deaf to speak in 
France, died about 1730. 

AMMANATL Bartholomew, an eminent 
sculptor and arcnitect of Florence, died 1586. 

AMMAN ATI, Laura Battiferri, wife of Bar 
Iiolomew, celebrated for her getiius and learn- 
ing. Her poems are highly esteemed by the 
itatians. She died 1589. 

AMMf ANUS, Marcellinus, a Latin historian, 
died about 390. 

AMMIRATO, or AMMIRATI, Sclpio, bom 
in Naples in 1531, wrote a history of Florence 
in two vols, folio, and many other work^ of less 
importance, and died at Florence, 1600. 

AlfMON, the son of Lot, and progenitor of 
tbe Ammonites, lived about 1900 B. C. 

AM MONTDS, a peripatetic philosopher, pre- 
ceptor to Plutarch. 

AMMONIUS, Saceus, a philosopher of the 
3d century, and founder of the Eclectic sect, 
died 343. 

AMMONIUS, a surgeon of Alexandria, who 
fim adopts the present operation of lithotomy. 
AMMONIUS, Andrew, a learned native of 
Lucca, who came and settled in England, lie 
lived some time in Sir Thomas More's house, 
and itflerwards in St. Thomas* College, for he 
was not in circumstances sufficient to hire a 
hooae of his own.

AWONIUS, Livinus, a Carthusian Monk, 
esteemed by Erasmus for bis learning and piety, 
died 1556. 

AMONTONS, WUUam, was bom in Nor- 
mandv, the last day of August, 1063. He was in 
the 3d form of the Latin school at Paris, when, 
after a dangerous illness, he ccmtracted such a 
dekfness as obliged him to renounce abnost all 
conversation with mankind. In this situation, 
he b^an to think of employing himself in the 
invention of machines. He singled, therefore, 
to tbe study of geometry ; and it is said that he 
would not try any remedv to cure bis deafoess, 
either because be thougbt it incurable, or be- 
cause it increased bis attention. He studied 
with great care the nature of barometers and 
thermometers; and, in 1687, presented a new 
hygroscope to the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
which was very much approved. Amontons 
found out a method to acquaint people at a great 
distance, in a very little time, with whatever 
one pleased. This method was as follows: Let 
there be people placed in several stations, at such 
a distance from one another, that, by the help 
of a telescope, a man in one station may see a 
signal made by the next befiore him ; he must 
immediately make the same signal, that it may 
be seen by persons in the station next after him, 
who are to communicate it to those in the (ok- 
lowing station, and so on. [Hence certainty 
originated the modern Telegraph.] When the 
Ro>'al Academy was newly regulated in 1699. 
Amontons was admitted a member of It, and 
road there his " New Theory of Friction," in 
which he happily cleared up a very hnportant 
part of mechanics. Ue died the 11th of October, 
1705. 

AMORT, Eusebius, a Bavarian ecclesiastic, 
and writer on theological subjects, died 1775. 

AMORY, Dr. Thomas, a dissenting minister 
of considerable note, bom at Taunton, Jan. 38, 
1701, dind in London, June 24, 1774. His ser- 
mons chiefly tended to illustrate the perfections 
and providence of God ; the evidences of a fu- 
ture state ; the truth and excellency of the Gos- 
pel ; the great duties of a Christian life, 8tc.

AMURATH n., successor to Mahomet as 
Ottoman emperor; he was tbe first Turk who 
utK*)! cannon in battle ; he resigned his crown' 
to his son, but afterwards resumed it, and died

valiant and successful warrior, and died 1595. 

AMURATH I., successor to Mustapha, a cruel 
prince, who put 30,000 inhabitants of Bagdad to 
the sword, died 1640. 

AMY, N., an advocate of the parliantent of 
Aix, and a writer on natural science, died 17^. 

AMYRUTZES, a philosopher of TrebiZ(Ond, 
who renounced Christianity tor Mahonietuuism, 
and became m favourite of Mahomet U. 

AMYOTvJames, bishop of Auxerre, and grand 
almoner of France under Henry III., and Charl(« 
IX., and a writer on several subjects ; but cliiof- 
ly known as the translator of " Plutarciro Lives 
and Morals.*' He was bom at Melun, 1514, and 
died 1593. 

AMYRAULT, Moses, an eminent French 
divine, bom 1596, at Borgucil, a small town of 
Touraine. He was a man of such charity and 
compassion, that, during the last ten years of 
his life, he bestowed his whole salary on tlie 
poor, without distinction of Catholic or Protes- 
tant, and died 1664, 

ANACHARSIS, an illustrious Scythian phi- 
losopher. He travelled to Athens in the lime of 
f^olon, with whom he contracted an iiiiiniati' 
friendship ; and Solon not only instructed him, 
tjut sought all opportunities of doing him ho 
nonr. He had a Quick and lively genius, a strong 
and masterly eloquence ; and there wa^ soinc- 
thing so determined and resolute in his manner, 
that those who imitated him were said to speak 
in the Scythian style. He was extremely fond 
of poetry, and wrote upon certain laws of the 
Hcythians and Greeks. Croesus invited hini to 
SaVdis, and oflTered him money ; but the phi 
losopber answered, " that he was come to 
Greece to learn tbe laws and manners of that 
country; that he bad no occasion for gold or 
silver ; and tb^^ it would suflice for him to re- 
turn to Scythia a wiser an4 more intelligent man 
'than he came from thence." After itaWng long 
in Greece, lie prepared to return home ; and 
paiydng throvgh Cy^icum, be found that city 
celebrating very solemnly the feasts of Cybele, 
and vowed to do the same If he should get home 
in safety. Upon h}s arrival in Scythia, he at 
tempted to change the ancient customs of his 
^nntry, and to e^ablish those of Greece ; which 
proved extremely disagreeable tp the Scythians, 
«6 
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and at length destructive to himself. For en- 
tering one day a thick wood, to perform his vow- 
to Cybele as secretly as might be, he was dis- 
covered in the midst of the solemnity, and shot 
dead with an arrow by the king himself. There 
aremany beautiful apothegms of thin philosopher 
preserved by La*rtiu8,Plutarch,and other writers. 

A N ACLETUS, bidhop of Rome, sutl'ered mar- 
tyrdom 92. 

ANACLETUS claimed the papacy in oppo- 
sition to Innocent II., but not succeeding, died 
in obscurity, 1138. 

AN ACOANA, queen of Xiragua, in the it^land 
of St. Domingo, was cruelly put to death by 
Ovando. 

ANACREON, a Greek poet, bom at Teos, a 
seaport of Ionia, flourij-hed about the 0'.ld Olyin,- 
piad. This poet had a most delicate wit,*liut 
was certainly too fond of pleasure; for love-anti 
wine had the disposal of all his hums. The 
manner of his death, which liupp<>ucd at Abdcra , 
isi«aid to have been very extraordinary ; for 
diey tcU us, he was choked with a gra^ e-tftont-, 
which he swallowed as he was regaling on soimj 
new wine.

ANASTAPirS III., pf»pc after Perglus Tfl., 
eminent for his wisdom, died two years afit-r his 
election, 913. 

ANASTASn:S IV., pope, a charitable nnd 
humane man ; he died llo4. 

ANASTAPIUP, contested tbe papacy with 
Benedict III., and not succeeding, he died in t>l»- 
scuritv. 

ANASTASIUP, Bibliothecarius, a loamrd 
Greek of the 9lh rcnturj', librarian of tlie chnri h 
of Rome, and abbot of St. Mary beyond the 
Tyber. 

ANASTASIT'S, Sinaite, a monk of Mount 
Sinai, in the 7th rtntur>'. 

ANAPTASll.'S, Thoopolitanus, bishop o( 
Antioch : he was banished from hi? see, tun 
restored 593; he died 6 years after. 

ANATOLIUS, patriarch of Constantinople, 
died 4.58. * ' 

AN-VTOLIUS, bishop of Laodlcea, nhoul 
360; eminent for his knowledge of aritlinictic 
and eeomt'try. 

ANAXAGORAS, one of the most celebrate^ 
philosophers of antiquity, bom ni (Mazomcno*; 
in Ionia, about 450 B. C. He placed the supreme 
good of human life in contemplation. ' 

ANAXANDRIDES, king of Sparta, aboul 
550 B. C, father to Clcomenes and Leonidas. I 

ANAXANDRIDES, acomicpoctof Rhodt* 
about 350 B.C. ^ 
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AMAXARCHUS, a philosopher of Abdera, 
put to death by the king of Cyprus. 

ANAXILAUS, apytiiagoreaii philosopher of 
the age of Augustas. 

AKAXIMANDLK, a phUosopherof Mnetus, 
died 547 6. C. 

ANAXIMENES, the pupil and successor of 
Aoaximaitder, lived 550 B. C. 

ANAXIMENES, a historian, who accompa- 
nied Alexander the Great in his expedition ; 
be wrote a history of Greece. 

ANCHARANO, Peter, a native of Bologna, 
author of books on the civil and canon law, 
died 1417. 
ANCHARANO, James, a writer of theology. 
ANCiLLON, David, a protestant divine, bom 
at Metz, eminent for his learning, piety, and 
eloquence, died at Berlin, 1662. 

ANCILLON, Charles, son of David, inspee- 
lor of the French courts of justice in Berlin, 
and hisioriofmipher lo the king, died 1751. 

ANCKWITZ, a native of Poland, ambassa- 
d<H- to Denmark, accused of betraying his coun- 
tr}' to Russia, and executed 1794. 

ANCOURT, Floren-Carton d', an eminent 
French actor and dramatic writer, bom at Fon- 
tainbleau, 1661 ; he died 1726, having written 
fi Ay-two plays. 

ANCU8 MABTTUS, fourth king of Rome, 
extended the boundaries of his kingdom, and 
built Ostia, died 646 B. C. 

ANDERSON, Akjxander, profrssor of mathe- 
matics at Paris in the 16ih centurj-. 

ANDERSON, Andrew, a printer, who ob- 
tained from Cliarics II. the exclusive pri\ilege 
»f printing in Scotland for 41 years. 

AXDERSt)N, Adam, huthor of a valuable 
treatise on trade and commerce, died 1775. 

ANDERSON, James, D. D. minister of a 
Scotch Presbyterian church in London. 

ANDERSON, James, Esq. advocate and clerk 
of the Scotch parliament, and author of an able 
>1ndication of its independence, died 1712. 

ANDERSON, John, A. M. an able nnd popu- 
lar preacher, and minister of Dumbtuion, died 
1720. 

ANDERSON, &ir Edjnund, made lord chief 
JQstlce of tlie common picas in 15d'2. lie was 
a very strict lawyer, ^nd governed himself en 
lirdy by statutes ; for we have his eiprfss de- 
claration, tliat ho neither expected ])recedents 
in all cases, nor would he be bound by them 
where be saw that they were not founded ui>on 
justice, but would act as if there were no such 
precedents. Of this we have a proof from the 
reports in his time, published by Mr. Golde^bo- 
roo«h : " The case of Re!<ceit was moved acrain ; 
and dhnttlewortli said, that he could not be re- 
ceived, because he was named in the wjit ; nnd 
added, that he had searched all the bncks, and 
there was not one case where he who is named 
in the writmay be received."-"What of that ?" 
said Judpe Andeiaon ; " shall we not give judg- 
ment because it is not adjudged in the books bc- 
f«>re t we wiU give judgment according to rea- 
son ; and if there be no reason in the books, J 
will not rr^ard theni."—IIe held his office to 
tliv time of his deatli, which happened August 
l,lf«i. 

ANDERSON, John, a native of Hamburgh, 
tod at'thor of a natural history of Iceland, 4cc. 
died 1743. 

ANDERSON, James, a celebrated British 
writer on commerce, died 1754. 

.ANDERSON, George, an En^Uh self-taught 
nmW m ati c ian, bom at Weston, in Bucking- 
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hamshire, in 1760. His parenu were peasants, 
and he was obliged to work as a day-labourer. 
Having at length attracted the attention of a 
worthy clergyman, he was by him sent to e 
grammar-school, and afterwards to New Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he took the degree of M. A. 
He also entered into deacon's orders, but never 
qualified as a priest, having obtained a clerk- 
ship at the board of control under Mi. Dundas. 
He translated, fVom the Greek of Archimedes, 
" Arenarius, a treatise on measuring the sands," 
and *' A general view of the variations which 
have taken place in the affairs of the East In« 
dia Company since the conclusion of the war 
in India in 1784 ;" and died April 30, 1796. 

ANDERSON, Larz, a minister of Gustavua 
Vasa, a man of ^eat abilities, and chancellor 
of Sweden ; he mtroduced Lutheranism into 
Sweden. 

ANDERSON, Dr. James, an indefatigable and 
SJble writer on agriculture, political economy, 
and other subjects of general interest; he was 
bom in 1739, at Hcrmiston, near Edinbureh, 
and died at West Ham, in Essex, 1808. His 
literary productions are very numerous, and a 
correct list of them will be found in the Gentle- 
man's Magazine, Ixxviii. 1053; among which 
the principal are, " Essays relating to Agricul- 
ture, and Rurnl Affairs," 3 vols. 8vo. " The 
Bee," 18 vols. 8vo. " Recreations in Agricul- 
ture, 6 vols. 8vo. 1803. His style is copious, 
and sometimes prolix, but always perspicuous 
and guardi d. His manners were gentleman^ 
and unconstrained, and his conversation was 
pleasant, and wt41 stored with anecdotes. 

ANDfER DES ROCHERS, John, aPirench 
engraver of prent merit and industry, bom at 
Lyons, died 1741. 

ANDOCIDES, an Athenian orator, lived 400 
B.C. 

ANDR ADA , Diego do Pay va d*, a Portuguese, 
an eloquent preacher, and acute reasoner, much 
ndniirt d lor hi^ learftiug and judgment, lived 
ai>oiit 1562. 

ANDRADA, Franci? d% brother to the above, 
Kistciriofirni her lo Philip IH of Spain. 

ANDRADA, Thomas d', reformer of the Au- 
gustiucs ; he was taken prisoner in Africa, where 
he chose to remain, to console his fellow slaves. 

ANDRADA, Anthony d', a Portuguese Jfr 
suit, who, when a missionary, discovered Thi- 
bet and Cathay ; he died 1634. 

ANDRE, Nathaniel St., an English surgeon, 
the friend of Pope, died 1776. 

ANDRE, John, aid de camp to Sir Henry 
Clinton, an adjutant general of the British ar- 
my in America, in the war of the revolution ; 
he was taken as a spy, when negotiating tvitli 
Arnold, about the surrender of Wt eat Point, and 
hung. He was distinguished for histalents and 
elepance of manners, and died much lamented^ 
both by friend nnd foe, aged 29. 

ANDREAS, James, an eminent Lutheran di- 
vine, chancellor and rector of the university of 
Tubingen ; his writings were numerous and 
much esteemed i he died 1590. 

ANDREAS, John, a famous canonist of the 
14th century, bom at Mugello, near Florence. 
We are told wonderful thinn ccmceminc the 
austerity of his life ; as, that ne macerated his 
body with prayer and fasting, and lay upon tbe 
bare ground for 90 years to(ether, covered only 
with a Vear skin : and this is attested bv very 
good authors. — Andreas had a beautlfiil daugh 
ter, named Novella, whom he loyed extremely ; 
and he is said to teve Instructed her so weU In 
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all parts of learning, that when he was engaged! 
in any affair which tiindered him from reading' 
lectures to his scholars, he sent his daughter in I 
Ills room : when, lest her beauty should prevent 
tiie attention of the hearers, she had a little cur- 
tain drawn before her. To perpetuate the me- 
mory of this daughter, he entitled his commen- 
taiy upon the Decretals of Gregory IX. " The. 
Novells." Andreas died of the plague at Bo 
logna, in 1348, after he had been a professor 45 
years, and was buried in the chtkrch of the Do- 
minicans. 

ANDREAS, John Valentine, a German Fro 
testant divine, died 1654. 

ANDREAB, John, was bom a Mahometan, at 
Xativa, in the kingdom of Valencia, and suc- 
ceeded liis father in the dignity of alfaqui of 
that city. He was enlightened with the know- 
ledge oi the Christian religion by being present 
at a sermon in the great church of Valencia, on 
the day of the Assumption of the blessed Virgin, 
in 1417. Upon this he desired to be baptized ; 
and in memory of the calling of St. John and 
St. Andrew, be took the nam^s of John Andreas. 
At the desire of Martin Garcia, bishop of Bair- 
celona, he composed his famous work of " The 
Confusion pf the Sect of Mahomet." It con- 
tains 13 chapters, wherein he has poUected the 
fabulous stories, impostures, forgeries, brutali- 
ties, foUies, obscenities, absurdities, impossibili- 
ties, lies, and contradictions which Malioroet, in 
order to deceive the simple people, has dispersed 
in the writings of that sect, and especially in the 
Koran. Th& book, which was published at first 
in Spanish, has been translated into several laii" 
fuages; and ail those who write against the 
Mahometans quote it very much. 

ANDREiG, John Gerhard Rclnhard, an apo- 
thecary of Hanover, who travelled over differ- 
ent countries to increase his knowledge of chy- 
mistiy and botany, died 1793. 

ANDREINI, Isabena, an actress of Padua, 
and a poetess, eminent for her wit, beauty, and 
genius, died 1604. 

ANDRELINUS, Publius Faustus, a native ^f 
Italy, professor of philosophy at Paris, and puct 
laureat to Lewis All. and his queen, died 1516. 

ANDREW, St., a fisherman of Galilee, and 
disciple of John the Baptist ; he preached the 
gospel in Scytliia,iind was there put to deatii 
on the cross. 

ANDREW, a native of Damascus, bishop of 
Aleria, in Crete, and author of commentaries 
on the Scriptures, died 720. 

ANDREW, a sculptor, architect, painter, and 
musician, of Pisa, died 1330. 

ANDREW, bishop of Samosata, in the 5th 
Centuij. 

ANDREW, John, secretary to the yaticani, 
9M bishop of Aleria, in Corsica, di^ 14f)3. 

ANDREW, of Ratisbon, author of a history 
Of Bohemia, 4bc., in the 15th century. 

ANDREW, Tobias, defender of the Carte- 
iian philosophy, and professor of Greek and his- 
tory, at Groningen, died 1670. 

ANDREW DEL SARTO, a painter of Plo- 
fencA, and favourite of Francis I. of France, 
dlsthnguished as a copyiit, died 1530. 

ANDREW, Valerius, of Brabant, professor 
fkf dvil law at Louvain, was living 1853. 

ANDREW, Ives Mary, a professor of ma- 
thematics at Caen ; a man of great leaminc, 
Whose poetry wes much admired ; he died 1764. 

ANDREW I., Mngof Hungary, compelled his 
■nbjeets to embrace Cbftsttanity ; be was killed 
Hi battle in 1099. 
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ANDREW II., king of Hungary ; he was in 
the crusades, and displayed great valour in bat- 
tle ; he attempted to meliorate the condition of 
his subjects, and died 1235. 

ANDREW III., king of Hungary, was op- 
posed in his claims to the throne, and involved 
in a civil war during his reign ; he died 1305. 

ANDREW, king of Naples, son to Clmrobert 
king of Hungary, was assassinated with the 
connivance of bus queen, 1345. 

ANDREWS or ANDREWE, Eusebius, an 
English barrister, and colonel in the army of 
Charles 1., was beheaded by Cromwell in 1650. 

ANDR£WS, John, D. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in, and afterwards provost of, the 
university of Pennsylvania, died 1813. 

ANDREWS, Henry, a self taught mathema- 
tician, was born of jKior parents at Frieston, 
hear Grantham, 1774. He commenced ]iS$ as a 
servant, afterwards kept a school at Ruyston, 
and united to that the business of a boekscller. 
For more than 40 years he was the completer 
of the Nautical epheioeri^, and calculator of 
Moore's almanac. He died Jan. 2tf^ 1820. 

ANDREWS, Jamrs Petit, a mtsceilaneoiis 
writer of considerable learninj^ and talents, was 
bom near Newbury, Berks, in 17.'J7 ; nna died 
in London, Aug. 6, 1797. His first work was 
one of unccimmon pleasantry and humour, enti- 
tled "Anecdotes, ancient and n»odern,with obser- 
vations," 8vo., 1789, 17y0. His beat work, how- 
ever, was " The Uii^tory of Great Britain, con- 
nected with the chronology of Europe, with 
notes, &C-, containing anecdotes of tlic times, 
lives of the learned, and specimens of their 
works, from Casar's invasion to the accession 
of Edward VI." 2 vols. 4to., 1794, 1795. It is 
much to be regretted that he did not live to com- 
plete this work. Mr. Andrews also published, 
in 1796. a continuation of " Henrj's history of 
Great Britain," 1 vol. 4to. and 2 vols. 8vo. He 
was, in the latter part of his life, one of tho 
magistrates of the police-office. Queen Square, 
Westminster. 

ANDREWS, Lancelot, bishop of Winches- 
ter, in thereigns of James I. and Charles I., was 
Iwm in Londo:), in 1565. There is a pleasant 
story related of him while he was bishop of 
Winchester, in the life of Waller the poet, who, 
going to see the king at dinner, overheard a 
very extraordinary convej-sation between his 
mnjesty, the bishop of Winchester, and Neale, 
bishop of Durham. These two prelates, stand- 
ing behind the king's chair, his majesty a^ked 
them ; " my lords," said he, " cannot I take my 
subjects* money when I want it, ^nithout all this 
formality In parliamcnti" The bishop of Dur- 
ham readily answered, " God forbid, sir, but 
you should ; you are the breath of our nostrils.** 
Wiierenpon the king turned, and said to the 
bishop of Winchester, " well, my lord, what 
say youl" " Sir," replied the bisho , •» I have 
no skill to judge of parlianientar}' cases." The 
king answered, " no put-ofl^s, my lord ; nnswer 
me presently." " Then, sir " said he, •♦ I think 
it lawful for you to take my brother Neale's mo- 
ney, for he ofiers it." This great prelate died 
at Winchester-house, in Southwark, September 
27, 1686, having written many excellent reli- 
gious tracts, particularly " A manual of private 
devotions and meditations for every day in the 
week ;" and *« A manual of directions for the 
visitation of the sick." 

ANDREWS, Miles Peter, a dramatic writer 
of some consideration in ids day, and member 
in parliament for Bewdley, died, after a l^w 
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days' il!uc88, July 18, 1814. By the death of hisl 
brother he had succeeded to a share in the cele-! 
brated maautactory of gunpowder at Dartford ;; 
and purchased the noble mansion built by Lord 
GfeuviUe, facing the Green Park. His death 
wus so unexpected, that he had sent out above 
200 cards of invitation to ladies to see the me- 
morable fireworks in the Green Park, from his 
windows. He left property estimated at 1 10,000Z. 

ANDRISCUS, an impostor, who pretended 
to be the son of Perseus, king of Macedon ; he 
reigned a short tiaie, and was put to death by 
order of the senate, 147 B. C. 

ANDROMACHUS, a Cretan, physician to the 
emperor Nero. 

ANDRONICUS I. was seated on the throne 
of Constantinople, as emperor, in 1183, and af- 
terwards put to death for bis cruelties. 

ANDRONICUS, Palieologutf 11^ succeeded 
bis father, Michael VIH., and, after a feeble aiid 



(arbttlent reign, was banished, and di^ in a ofa history of Sicily forthe first five centuriea, 



monastery, in 1333. 

ANDRONICUS, Falteologus III., grandson 
of the preceding, a bold, warlike, and enterpris- 
ing prince, died 1341. 

ANDRONICUS IV., was seated with his fa- 
ther on the throne of Constantinople, and died 
in exile. 

ANDRONICUS, founder of a sectof the same 
Dtme ; be maintained that the upper part of 
woman was the work of God ; but the lower 
the work of the devil. 

ANDRONICUS, of Thessalonica, teacher of 
Creek at Paris, Ronae, and Florence, died 1478. 

ANDROXICUS, Livius, the oldest of the Ro- 
man dramatists, lived about 240 B. C. 

ANDRONICUS, Cyrestes, an Athenian, in- 
ventor of weather-cocks, and architect of the 
famous octagon temple at Athens. 

ANDRONICUS, a Rhodian philosopher, lived 
about 63 B. C. 

ANDR0S3, Edmund, sir, governor of New- 
York in 1674, and of New England in 1686 ; he 
was odious and tyrannical in his administration, 
and was seized by the people and sent to Eng- 
land, but never tried ; be came over as governor 
of Virginia, 1682, and died in London, 1714, at 
an aclyanced age. 

ANDROUE-r DU CERCEAU, James, a 
French architect of the 16th century. 

AN DRY, Nicholas, a native of Lyons, pro- 
fessor of philosophy, and dean of the faculty of 
medicine at Paris, died 1742. 

ANBAU, Bartholomew, principal of the col- 
lege at Lyons, murdered by the catliolics in 1565. 

ANELLO, Tbomaa, vulgarlv called Massanl- 
tVjo. was a poor fisherman of Naples, bom in 
1621 Having headed the malcontents in an in- 
sarrectioa at Naples, caused by the viceroy's 
layinj^a new tax on rruit, fish, &c., in 1647, he 
occasioned the most shocking disturbances in 
tbttcity, mttrdering a great many people, and 
among the rest tbe duke of Caraffa. He ordered 
laaay gibbets and wheels for torture to be set 
up, and was followed 6y ten or twelve hangmen 
to execute bis orders. After this sedition had 
continued, with afl kinds of barbarity, for ten 
^ys, it was suppressed by four gentlemen 
knocking the traitor on the head. His corpse 
was dragged about tbe streets with all the scorn 
iuid contempt imaginable. His head, being 
then cut off; was thrown into one ditch, and his 
i»odf into another. 

ANEURIN, an ancient British poet, died 
about 5T0, supposed by some to 6c the same as 
Utt vcacrablc Gildas. 
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ANGE DE ST. JOSEPH, le Pere, a Ganne^ 
lite, of Toulouse, and missionary in Persia, died 
-~97. 

ANGE DE STE. ROSALIE, a learned Au 
gtistine, author of a history of the royal fuoiif 
of France, died 1726. 

ANGELI, Bonaventure, a native of Ferran^ 
professor of law, and writer of a history of Par- 
ma, died 1576. 

ANGELI, Baldus, an Italian physician of tht 
16th century. 

ANGELI, Peter, a Latin poet of Tiueany, 
and professor at Pisa, died 1596. 

ANGELIC, John, a celebrated painter, of 
Fiezola, died 1455. 

ANGELIS, Dominico de, an eminent scholar, 
of Lecce, in Otranto, who wrote <m hiMoricu 
subjects, died 1719. 

ANGELO. See MICHAEL. 

ANGELO, Thomas de, an ecclesiastic, author 



died 1720. 

ANGELONI, Francis, author of an Augustan 
history, by medals, ftrom J. Csesar to Constantinei 
died 1652. 

ANGELUS, Christopher, a learned Greek, 
driven from home by the Turks, became a 
teacher of Greek in En^and, and died in 
1638. 

ANGIER, Samuel, a native of Dedham, au- 
thor of tracts on theological subjects, died 1677. 

ANGILBERT. St., the minister and favourite, 
and afterwards toe son-in-law of Charlemagne ; 
an elegant poet and able statesman, died 8l4. 

ANGIOLELLO, author of a history of Ma- 
homet I., in the Italian and Turkish tongue, 
after bavins been a slave, died after 1473. 

ANGLICUS, Gilbertus, physieian to the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, died at tbe close of the 
13th centurr* 

ANGLICt78, Bicardus, an eminent Enflish 
physician and author on medicine, died 1330. 

ANGLUS, Thomas, an English priest, emi- 
nent for his learning, and his attachment to tbe 
peripatetic philofofdiy, died after the reign of 
Charles I. 

AN6UIER, Francis and Michael, two bro- 
thers, natives of Normandy, of great merit as 
sculptors, the former died 1699, the latter 168S. 

ANC^ILLARI, John Andre del*, an ItaUan 
poet of the 16th century. 

AN6USCI0LA, Sophonisba, a native of AI- 
mona, in Italy, eminent for her historical and 
portrait paintings, died 1696. 

ANICETUS, pope of Rome 157,8uiB3red mar- 
tyrdom under Marcus Aurelius, 168. 

ANICH, Peter, bom near Inspruck. an in- 
genious mechanic, much esteemed for his know- 
ledge of astronomy, died 1766. 

ANICEflNI, Lewis, a Venetian engraver of 
great celebrity. On seeing his pieces, Michael 
Angelo is said to have exclaimed, that the art 
of engraving had reached tbe summit of perfec- 
tion, time of his death not known. 

ANIELLO, Thomas, vid. ANELLO. 

ANKERSTAOOM, John James, a Swedish 
officer who murdered Onstavus, king of Sweden, 
for which he was executed, 1793. 

ANNA, Comnena. See COBfNENA. 

ANNA, Ivanovna, daughter of Ivan Alexio- 
vitcb, emperor of Russia, married Williara, 
duke of Courland, and soeceeded Petei: n. 1730. 
She died 1740. 

ANN AND, WUUam, A. M., anative of Edin^ 
burgh, was made dean of Raphoe, in Iieltta. 
,nd died 1710.

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ANNAT, Francis, a native of Rouergue, of 
the order of the Jesuits, teacher of philosophy 
at Toulouse, died at Paris 1670. 

ANNE, of Austria, daughter of Philip II. of 
Spain, married Lewis Xlli., and was the mo- 
ther of Lewis XIV. ; she died 1666. 

ANNE, of Beaujeu, daughter of Lewis XII 
of France, married the duke of Bourbon, and 
was regent during the minority of her brother, 
Charles VIII. ; she died at ChanteUe, 1523. 

ANNE, of Brittany, first married Maximilian 
of Austria, next Charles VIII. of France, and 
afterwards Lewis XII. ; she diecl 1514. 

ANNE, of Cleves, daughter of John III... 
duke of Cleves, was married to Henry VIII., 
but was soon divorced, and returned to Cleves; 
she died 1557. 

ANNE, daughter of Jtoies II., succeeded 
William III. as queen of England. In 1683, she 
married prince George of Denmark, and died 
1714. 

AKNE, dutchess of the Viennois, after the 
death of her brother John I., defended her rights 
against the claims of Robert, duke of Burgundy ; 
■he died 1296. 

ANNE, of Ferrara, daughter of Hercules II., 
duke of Ferrara, married Francis, duke of 
Guise. She was for some time imprisoned at 
Blois. 

ANNE, of Russia, married Henry I., king of 
France, and afterwards Raoul, a relation of her 
first husband. 

ANNE, of Cyprus, married Lewis, duke of 
Savoy ; she showed herself able, active, and 
discriminating, at the head of public affairs, and 
died 1403. 

ANNE, of Hungary, married Ferdinand of 
Austria, ai^ placed hun on the tlirone of Bohe- 
mia ; she died 1547. 

ANNE, De Gonzague, wife of Edward, Count 
Palatine, died 1684, and was honoured with a 
eulogium by Bossuet. 

ANNEBAUT, Claude d', of an ancient fami- 
ly in Normandy, distinguished himself for his 
brave^r and «^om, and died 15oS. 

ANNEIX DE SOUVENEL, Alexis Francis, 
a learned advocate of the parliament of Britta- 
ny, died 1758. 

ANNESLEY, Samuel, L. L. D., a native of 
Cumberiand, died 1696. 1 1 is said John Wesley 
was his grandson by the mother^s aide. 

ANNESLEY, Arthur, eari of Anglesey, and 
lord privy seal in the reign of king Cbarics II., 
bom 1614, died 1686. At the sale of his books 
after his decease, a discovery was made of the 
earl's famous memorandum, in the blank leaf 
of an Eikon Basilike ; according to which, it 
was not king Charles I., but bishop Gauden, 
who was the author of that performance, which 
produced a long controversy. 

ANNIU8, de Viterbo, a Dominican, whose 
real name was John Nanni, master of the sa- 
cred palace of Alexander VI. ; he died 1503. 

ANaUETIL, Lewis Peter, a French historian 
of eminence, prior of an abbey in Anjou, and 
director of the college of Senlis. His writings 
are numerous ; he died in 1808. 

ANaUETIL DU PERRON, Abraham Hya- 
cinth, a native of Paris, enlisted as a common 
soldier in an expedition fitting out for India, that 
he might there pursue his favourite study of 
Oriental literature ; he published several works 
connected with that pu»uit, and died 1805. 

ANSCHARIUS, a Frenchman, bishop of 
Hamburgh and Bremen, celebrated for tl^estic- 
ca» of his preaching, died 863. 
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ANSEGISUS, abbot of Lobbcs, in llie dio 
cess of Cambray, a man of great learning and 
application, died 833. 

ANSEGISUS, a learned priest of Rheinis, 
made archbishop of Sens, died 883. 

ANSELM, archbishop of Canterbury in the 
reigns of William Rufus and Henry I., bom 
1033, at Aost, in Savoy, died at Canterbury 1109. 
He was the lirst archbishop who restrained the 
English clergy from marrying, and was cai»o- 
nized in the reign of Henry VII. 

ANSELM, an Augustine monk, author of a 
chronological history of France, died 1694. 

ANSEIiM, Anthony, distinguished as apreaeli- 
er and a poet, died 1737. 

ANStU, a Latin poet, the friend of Antony, 
in the age of Horace and Virgil. 

ANSON, Peter Hubert, a French writer, mem 
berx)f the national assembly, and farmer of the 
post, died 1810. 

ANSON, George, lord, was the son of Wil- 
liam Anson, Esq., of Sbutborough, a vcr>- an- 
cient and^vorthy family in Staffordshire, and 
was born in 1700. On the breaking out of the 
Spanish war he was appointed to comma) :d a 
fleet of five ships, destined to annoy the enemy 
in that dangerous and unfrequented sea which 
lies beyond America, and in tliat unej:i>fct».d 
quarter to attack them with vigour. His depar- 
ture being unaccountably delayed some months 
beyond the proper season, he sailed about thu 
middle of September, 1740; and about the ver- 
nal equinox, in the mofit tempratuous weather, 
arrived in the latitude of Cape Horn. He duubiid 
that dangerous cape in the month of March, 

1741, after a bad passage of 40 days, in which 
he lost two ships, and by the scurvy, four or fi\ e 
men in a day. He arrived off Juan Fernandez 
in June, witli only two ships, besides two at- 
tendants on the squadron, and 335 men. He left 
it in September, took some prizes, burnt Paita, 
and staid about the coast of America till May, 

1742. He then crossed the southern ocean, pro- 
ceeding with the Centurion only, the other ships 
having been destroyed in August. Having re- 
freshed his crew at Tinian, he sailed in October 
for China ; staid there till the beginning of 
1743 ; waited for the galleon at the Philippine 
Islands, met her on the 20th of June, and took 
her. (lavinic sold the prize in China, he set nai! 
for England, December 1743, and on the loth kA' 
June, 1744, arrived at Spit head, having ssiikd 
in a fog through the midst of a French fleet then 
cruising in the channel. In 1747, being then on 
board the Prince Georgeof 90 guns, in company 
\^th Admiral Warren and twelve Bhips ihon", 
he intercepted off Cape Finistcrre a powerful 
fleet, hound from France to the East and Wot 
Indies ; and by his valour and conduct nuaiu 
enriched himself and his officers, and strength- 
ened the British navy, by taking six men of w ar 
and four East Indiamen, not one of them escap- 
ing. The French admiral, M. Jonquiere, on 
presenting his sword to the conqueror, paiil, 
" Monsieur, vous avez vaincu I'lnviucible, et lu 
Gloire vous suit," pointing to the two ships f^o 
named. King George IL, fonhis signal services, 
rewarded him with a jleerage, by the title of 
Lord Anson, baron of Sobarton, in Hants. I fe 
died suddenly at his seat at Moor Park, in Hert- 
fordshire, June 6, 1762. His natural disi)osition 
was calm, cool, and steady : but it is reported, 
that this ht>nest, undesigning seaman was fre- 
quently a dupe at play ; and it was wittily ».Ih 
■served of him, that he had been round the world, 
but i\c.\vr m If, See R0BU<>9. 
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ANSTEY, Cliristopher, a lively, but not vo- 
luminous poet, born at Trumpington, in Cam- 
bridgeshire, 17-24, died at Hardenhuiab, near 
Cbippeiiiiam, Wilts, August 3, 1805, in bis 81st 
year. Mr. Anstey was author of several short 
poems ; but is principally known as Hie inventor 
of a new and diverting species of poetry, of 
wbtcta, however, he has letl but one specimen 
of any length, which is, "The N6w Bath Guide," 
or, " Memoirs of the B[lunderhea]d family. He 
was educated at King's College, Cambridge, and 
intended for the church ; but inheriting, some- 
what unexpectedly, a moderate fortune, be re- 
signed all thoughts of a clerical life, and passed 
the greater part of his time at Bath. A monu- 
ment is erected to his memory in the Poet's cor- 
ner of Westminster Abbey, by the filial affec- 
tion of his son. 

ANSTI3, John, an able herald ahd antiquary, 
and a very eminent writer, on heraldic subjects, 
bom at St. Neot's, in Cornwall, 1669, died 1744. 

ANTAGORAS, a Rhodian poet, in the ser- 
vice of Antigonus of Macedon. 

ANTELMI, Joseph, a canon of Frejus, in 
Provence, author of some theological tracts, 
died 1697. 

ANTEi?, John, a native of America, educated 
in Germany, a Morayian missionary to Abys- 
sinia, died 1811. 

ANTEfcJIGNAN, Peter, a native of Rabas- 
tiens in the I6tli century, author of a grammar, 
and editor of Terence. 

ANTHEMIU3, Procopius, was killed by his 
son-in-law Ricimur, 472. • 

ANTHEMIUS, an architect of Lydia, in the 
Cch century. 

ANTHONY, St., the founder of monastic 
life, was born at Coma, in Egypt, 251. Two 
orders of chivalry have been instituted under 
his naniQ. 

ANTHONY, Francis^ was born in London. 
He was a famous empiric, and died 1623. 

ANTilON y, John, son of the above, succeeded 
bis father as proprietor of his medicine, and died 
1655. 

ANTHONY, king of Navarre, a weak and 
irresohite prince, died 1552. 

ANTHONY, titular king of Portugal ; he wob 
obliged to fly from his dominions, and died at 
Parte, l.-iOj. 

ANTHONY, illegitimate son of Philip, duke 
of Burgundy, distinguished for his valour, died 
1504. 

ANTHONY, a native of Andalusia. Vide 
ANTONIUS, caUcd Nebrlsscnsis. 

ANTHONY, Paul Gabriel, a learned Jesuit, 
bom at Luneville, died 1743. 

ANTHONY, a Sicilian, who set fire to the 
grscnal at Gallipoli. 

AXTHONY, N., an architect from Switzei-- 
Itnd, who settled in Paris, died 1801. 

ANTHONY, of Padua, a Franciscan monk, 
who taught In the Italian universities, died 1231. 

ANTHONY, of Pratovecchio, a lawyer of 
Tuscany, professor at Boli^na, died 1464. 

ANTHONY, St., professor of divinity at Tou- 
lonae, Montpelier, and Padua, died 1231. 

ANTHONY, a native of Palermo, a poet and 
writer, died 1471. 

ANTHONY, of Messina, called also Anto- 
nello, the first Italian who painted in oil, about 
143(1. 

ANTIGENIDES, a Theban musician. 

ANTIGONUS I., a Macedonian general, who 
wasslaiD at the batUe of Ipeus, 301 B. C. 

ANTIOOW^j GpimtUB, frJMiOiwn qf the 



above, remarkable for bis afiection to bia fa- 
ther ; he died 243 B. C. 

ANTIGONUS, Doson, king of Macedonia, 
took Sparta, aud defeated the lUyrians : be died 
221 B. C. 

ANTIGONUS, Carystius, a Greek pbiloso- 
pher, about 300 years B. C. 

ANTIGONUS, Sochffius. founder of the sect 
of the Sadducees, about 30i) B. C. 

ANTIGONUS, son of Aristobulus II., king 
of Judea, was led in triumph by Pompey, and 
put to death 27 B. C. 

ANTIMACHO, Mark Anthony, a native of 
MantuS, atuthOT of some Latin poems, died 1552. 

ANTIMACHUS, a Greek poet, author of the 
Thebaid, or War of Thebes, 408 B. C. 

ANTINE, Maiur Francois d', bom at Gou- 
vieux, in Liege; he was celebrated for his 
piety, and died 1746. 

ANTIOCHUS L, succeeded hts flfcthcr 6elcu« 
cus, on the throne of Antioch ; he died S61 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS n., surnamed Theos, lost his 
dominions by the revolt of the Parthians: he 
died 264 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS ni., or Great, he was at first 

successful, but was finally conquered by the Sci- 

pios, and died 187 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS rv., son of the Great, succeeded 

after his brother Philopater, and died 165 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS V. was slain by Demetrius, in 
the second year of his reign. 

ANTIOCHUS, Sidetes, obtained the crown 
of Syria, and was slain In battle, 130 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS, Grypus, son of Sideles, fell 
by the hand of one of liis subjects, 97 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS, a stoic philosopher of Aska- 
lon, 100 B. C. 

ANTIOCHUS, a monk of the 7th century, 
and author of homilies on the Scriptures. 

ANTIPATER, one of Alexander's generals, 
died 318 B. C. 

ANTIPATER, a stoic philosopher of Sidon. 

ANTIPATER,LiEliusC(Bl., a Latin historian. 

ANTIPATER, a Jew, minister to Hyrcanus, 
the brother of Aristobulus. 

ANTIPATER, a bishop of Bostra, in Arabia, 
in the 5th century. 

ANTIPHILUS, a painter of eminence, and 
the rival of Apelles. 

ANTIPHON, an Athenian orator, and the 
first who laid down rules for that art ; he was 
put to death 411 R. C. 

ANTISTHENES, a philosopher of Athens, 
founder of the sect of the Cynics. 

ANTOINETTE, queen of France, vid. 
MARIE. 

ANTONI, de Sceaux, a famous rope dancer 
on the French stage, died 1732. 

ANTONIA, daus?hter of Mark Antony, mar- 
ried Drusus, and died in the reign of her grand- 
son, Caligula. 

ANTONIANOi Silvio, a man of great learn- 
ing, who raised himself from a low condition 
by his merit ; his parents being bo far from able 
to support him in his studies, that they them- 
selves stood in need of charity. He was bom 
at Rome, in 1540, and made a quk:k and most 
surprisine progress in his studies ; for when he 
was but 10 years old, he could make verses upon 
any subject proposed to him; and those so ex- 
cellent, though pronounced extempore, that even 
a man of genius could not compose the like 
without a good deal of time and pains. There 
was a proof given thereof at the table of the 
cardinal of Pisa, when he gave an enterf ain- 
n)ent one day to several other eardinals. Alej^' 
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ander Faraese, taking a nosegay, gave it to this 
yontli, desiring bim to present it to him of the 
company whom he thought most likely to be 
pope ; he presented it to the cardinal de Medicis, 
and made a eulogiom upon him in verse. This 
cardinal, who was pope some years afterwardB 
under the name of Pius IV.,. brought him to 
Borne, and made him professor of belles-lettres 
in the college at Rome He was afterwards 
chosen rector of the college, and died 1603. 

ANTONIDES, Vander Goes, John, a poet, 
bom at Goes, in Zealand ; be died 1684. . 
ANTONINUS, Pius, a celebrated Roman em- 
peror, succeeded Adrian, 138, and died 161. 

ANTONINUS PHILOSOPHOS, Marcus Au 
relius, the Roman emperor, bom at Rome, the 
96th of April, in the 12l8t year of the Christian 
era, and died on an expedition against the Mar- 
comanni, in the 19th year of ms reign. The 
whole empire regretted his loss as a most valua- 
ble prince, and paid the greatest regard to his 
memory ; he was ranked among the |od8, and 
almost every person had a statue of bun in his 
house. His book of " Meditations'* has been 
much admired by the best judges. 

ANTONINUS, a geographer, whose age is 
unknown. 

ANTONIO, Nicolas, canon of Seville, and 
author of " Bibliotheca Hlspanica," in four 
volumes folio, died 1684. 

ANTONIUS, Marcus, one of the greatest 
orators ever known at Rome. It was owing to 
him, according to Cicero, that Rome might boast 
herself a rivw even to Greece itself in the art 
of eloquence. He defended among many others, 
Marcus Aquilius; and moved the judges in so 
sensible a manner, by the tears he shed) todthe 
scars he showed on the breast of his client, that 
he carried his cause. He was unfortunately 
killed, during the disturbances raised at Rome 
by Marius a^ Cinna, in the year of Rome 667. 
ANTONIUS, Marcus, the t^umvir, was son 
of Antonius Creticus, by Julia, a noble lady of 
such merit, that Plutarch affirms her to have 
been " comparable to the wisest and most vir- 
tuous ladies of that age." Mark Antony, losing 
his father when young, launched out at once 
into all the excess of riot and debauchery, and 
wasted His whole patrimony before he had put on 
the manly gown. He afterwards went abroad 
to learn the art of war under Gabinius, who 
gave him the command of his horse in Syria, 
where he signalized his courage in the restora- 
tion of Ptolemy, king of Egypt. Prom Egypt 
he went to Caesar, in Gaul ; and after some stay 
there, being itumished with money and credit 
by Caesar, returned to Rome to sue for the quaes- 
torship. In this suit he succeeded, and after- 
wards attained the tribunate, in which office he 
was amazingly active for Ctcsar, who, when he 
had made himself master of Rome, gave Antony 
the government of Italy, with the command 
over the lesions there ; in which jpost he gained 
the love of the soldiery. But what was more 
to his honour, he assisted Cesar so successfully 
on several occasions, that^ twice particularly, 
when Caesar's army had been put to flight, he 
rallied the scattered troops, and gained the vic- 
tory : this raised his reputation so, that he was 
reckoned the next best general to Caesar. After 
the defeat of Pompey. at Phaisalia, Cesar, as 
an acknowledgment or Antony's great servi- 
ces, made him master of the horse ; in which 
office he behaved with violence ; and this be- 
haviour, together with his dissolute life, (for he 
was drunken and debauclied to the last degree) 
32 
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[was the reason why Caesar, the next year, did 
not admit him his colleague in the consulship : 
he did, however, admit him two years auTter. — 
Upon the death of Caesar, Antony was much 
frightened, and hid himself during the night, uji> 
der the disguise of a slave ; but hearing that the 
conspirators had retired to the capitol, he assem- 
bled the senate as consul, to deliberaue upon the 
present situation of the commonwealth. Here 
Cicero moved for a decree of a general amnesty, 
or act of oblivion, for all that had passed : to 
which they unanimously agreed. Antony dis- 
sembled well, for it was nothing but dissimula- 
tion : he seemed to be all goodness; talked of 
nothing but healing measures ; and; as a proof 
of his sincerity, moved that the conspirators 
should be invited to take part in their delibera- 
tions, and sent his son as a hostage for their 
safety. Upon this they all came down from tlie 
capitol ; and, to crown the joy of thedayi Bru- 
tus supped with Lepidus, as Cassius did with 
Antony. Antony is said to have asked Cassius, 
during supper, '' whether he still wore a dagger 
under his gown." *• Yes," replied Cassius, 
" and a very large one, in case you invade tlje 
sovereign power." This was whJV Antony all 
the while aimed at ; and, as the ev^nt showed, 
he pursued his measures with the greatest ad- 
dress. He artfully proposed a decree for the 
confirmation of Caesar's acts ; and, getting Cas- 
sar's register imo his power, he proposed as 
Caesar's acts whatever suited his purpose. Be 
procured a public funeral for Caesar, and took ' 
that opportunity of haranguing the soldiers and ' 
populace in his favour; and he inflamed them 
so against the conspirators, that Bmtus and Cas- 
sius were forced to leave the city. He made a 
tour through Italy, to solicit the veteran sol- ' 
diers, having first secured Lepidus, whohad the 
army, to his interests ; he seized the public trea- 
sure, and treated Octavius with superciliousness 
and contempt, though the adopted son and heir 
of Julius Cesar. The patriots, however, with 
Cicero at their head, espousing Octavius, in or- 
der to destroy Antony, the latter was forced to 
change his measures, and look a little abroad : 
he endeavoured to extort the provinces of Ma- 
cedonia and Syria from Bmtus andi Cassius ; 
but, not succeeding, resolved to possess himself 
of Cisalpine Gaul, and besiege Decimus Brutus ' 
in Mutina. This siege is one of the most me- 
morable things of the kind in history ; and, in 
conducting it, Antony, though defeated, gained 
very great reputation : the consuls Hirtius and 
Pansa were both slain ; and notliing but superior 
forces cotfia have left Octavius master of the 
field. Antony fled in great confusiouj wanting 
even the necessaries of life ; and this very man, 
who had hitherto wallowed in luxury and in- 
temperance, was obliged to live some days upon 
roots and water. He fled to the Alps, and was 
received by Lepidus -, with whom and Octavius . 
he formed the 2d triumvirate, as it has usually 
been called. When these three conferred, they 
would easily be persuaded that the patriots 
wanted only to destroy them ail, which could 
not be done so efl*ectually as by clashing them 
against one another , they therefore combined, 
proscribed their respectlx'e enemies, and dividea 
the empire among themselves. Cicero fell a 
sacrifice to the resentment of Antony, who, in- 
deed, was charged with most of toe murders 
then committed: but they were rather to be 
charged to the account of his wife Fulvia, who, 
being a woman of avarice, croelty, and revenge, 
committed a thousand enormities, of which her 
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husband was ignorant. Upon the defeat of the most illustriouf personage of the ttoee, 



BrutoB and Cassius by Octavius and Antony, 
at Philippi, which was owing chiefly to the mi- 
litary skill and bravery of the latter, Antony 
obtained the sovereien dominion, and went into 
Asia, where he had Uie most splendid court tltat 
ever was seen. The kings and princes of Asia 
came to his court, and acknawledged no other 
sovereign in the East but him. Queens and 
princesses, knowing him, doubtless, to be a man 
-of amour and gallantry, strove who should win 
his heart; and the famous Cleopatra of Egypt 
succeeded. See CLEOPATBA. 

ANTONIUS, Marcus Junhis, debauched Ju' 
. lia, the dau^ter of Augustus, and killed him- 
self when his disgrace was made public. 

ANTONIUS, Liberalis, a Greek author, of 
whom iiule is known. 

ANTONIUS, Honoratus, bishop of Constan- 
tlne. in Africa. 

ANTONIUS, called Nebrissensis, or Laxibra, 
was for five years a professor at Salamanca, 
and died 1523.

ANVARI, called king of Khorassan, a poet, 
iUedl200. 

ANVILLE, John Baptiste Bourguignon d', a 
most famous French writer on geography, bom 
at Paris, 1702, and died there VK^aa much es- 
teemed for the gentleness and simplicity of his 
manners as for his octensive knowledge. He 
laboured at bis maps 15 hours a day for fifty 
years. 

ANYTA, a Greek poetess. 

ANYTUS, a rhetorician of Athens, Who 
caused the death of Socrates. 

APELLES, one of the most celebrat^dpain- 
ters of antiquity, was born in the isle of Cos, 
and flourished in the time of Alexander the 
Great. He was in high favour with that prince, 
who made a law that no other person shonld 
draw his picture but Apelles : he accordingly 
drc;\' him holding a thunderbolt in his hand : 
the pi'-ce was finished with so much skill and 
dexterity, that it used to be said, there were two 
.\texandcrs : one iuviucilrfe, the son of Philip ; 
the other inimitable, the production of Apelles. 
f Alexander gave hint likewise another remarka- 
Me proof of bis regard ; for when he amployed 
Ap*'llps to draw Campaspe, one of his mistress- 
es, having found that he had conceived an aflec- 
tii)n for her, he resigned her to him ; and it was 
from lier that Apelles is said to have drawn his 
V«?nu3 Anadyomene. One of Apelles* chief 
excellencies wd3, thie making his pictures so 
exactly resemble the persons represented, that 
the physiognomists were able to form a judg- 
raent as readily from hid Rortraitsi as if they 
had seen the originals. 

APELLES, lilleretic of Syria iri the 2d cen- 
tury. 

APELLICON, a peripatetic philosopher, who 
was the means of preserving the works of Aris- 
totle, about 90 B.C. 

APER, Marcus, a Roman orator, died 85. 

APHTHONIUS, a rhetorician of Antioch, in 
the 3d century. 

APICIUS. There were three ancient Romans 
of thb name ; all very eminent, not for geniug^ 
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and be kept a kind of school of gluttony at Rome; 
he sp^t two millions and a half in entertain 
nients ; when, finding hbnself very much in 
debt, he was forced at length to look into the 
state of his afiairs : and seeing that he bad but 
250,000 livres left, he poisoned himself from an 
api)rehensio'n of being starved with soeh a sum. 

his man wrote a treatise, "De Re Coliimria." 

APIEN, Peter, a mathematician bflhgolatodt, 
died 1552. ^ 

APIEN, Philip, son of the preceding, a phy- 
sician, died 1589. 

APiON, a famous grammarian, bora at Oa^ 
in Egypt was a professor at Rome in the re^ of 
Tiberius. He was undeniably a man of learning, 
but a downright pedant ; for he used to boast, 
with the greatest assurance, that he gave imr 
mortality to those to whom he dedicated hit 
works. How would his vani^ be mortified, 
if he knew that none of these works remain, 
and that his name and person would Icmg ago 
have teen buried in oblivion, if other writera 
had not made menti<»i of them ! One of hit 
chief works was '* The Antiquities of ^pt." 

APOCAUCHUS, a Greek df meah or^, be- 
came the favourite of the emperor Andronicat : 
he died 1345 

APOLUNARIS, C. Sulpit, profettorofgrani' 
mar, at Rome, in the 2d century. 

APOLLIN AriUS, a presbyter of Alexandria, 
in the 4th centurv. 

APPOLLODORUS, the^'Athenian, a famout 
grammarian, son of Asclepiades, suad. disciple 
of Aristarchus. He wrote seVerki worki 
which are not extant: his niofit fhmdui pro^ 
diictions are mentioned in Fabricius* " BibUo- 
theca Gneca." 

APOLLODORUS, a fkmous architect tmdet 
Trajan and Adrian, was bom at Damascus, and 
had the direction of that most maniificent bridge 
which the former ordered to be Imilt over we 
Danube, in the year 104. He, however, fell a 
victim to the envy of the emperor Adrian, who 
always valued himself highly upon his know- 
ledge of aris and sciences, and hated every one 
of whose eminence in his professicm he had rea- 
son to be jealous. . 

APOLLODORUS, a painter of Athens, the 
rival of Zeuxis, 406 B. 0. 

APOLLONIA, St., a markyr of Alexandria, 
248. 

. APOLLONIUS. a Greek poet and rhetoricikn, 
bom at Alexandria, under the reign of Ptolemy 
E vergetes, king of Egypt, was a scholar of Cal- 
limachtis; and wrote a poem upon the expedi- 
tion of the goldeh fleece : th^ Work is styled 
** Argonautica,'* and consists of four books. 

APOLLONIUS of Perga, a city of Pamphy'^ 
Ua, a famous geometrician, who also lived u» 
der the reign of Ptolemy Evergetes, and com* 

gdsed severdi valuable woria ; of which only, 
is" Conies" remain. 

APOLLONIUS, a Pythagorean philosopher, 
bora at Tyana, in Cappadoda. about the begin- 
ning of the 1st centuiy.

APOSTOLIUS, Michael, a learned Greek 
author, in the 15th century. 

APPIAN, aa eminent historian, who wrote 
the Roman history in the Greek language, and 
flourished under the reigns of tbe emperors 
Trajan and Adrian. 

APPIAN, Peter, a mathematician. Vid. A- 
PIEN. 

APPLETON, Nathaniel, D. D., a distinguish 
cd divme and minister of Cambridge, Mass. 
bom at Ipswich, 1692 ; was fellow of the uni- 
versity for 60 years ; received the second degree 
of doctor of divinity which the Cambridge uni- 
versity ever conferred; the first having been 
conferred on Increase Mather, 80 years before. 
His occasional sermons published were very 
B<mierous. 

APPLPTON, Jesse, D. D., a student of theo- 
logy, under Dr. Lathrop, of Springfield, and 
prendent of Bowdoin college, Maine, died ItJlfl. 

APRIES. king of Egypt, 594 B. C. ; supposed 
by some to be the Fharaoli Ilophra cf the Scrip- 
tures. 

APROSIO, Angelico, an Augustine, born atl 
Venthnigila, in the Genoese, which he adorned 
by a valuable collection of books; he died 1682. 

APULEIUS, Lucius, a Platonic philosopher, 
lived in the 3d century, under the Antonines, 
and was bora at Madaura, a Roman colony in 
Africa. He was a man of a curious and Inqni- 
•itive disposition, especially in religious matters, 
which prompted him to take several journeys, 
»nd to enter into several societies of religion. 
Be spent almost his whole fortune in travelling. 
He was indefatigable, however, in his studies, 
and composed severs! books in prose and verse : 
but most of them are lost. His " G<^den Ass'i 
is the best of his works now extant. 

AQUA VIVA, Octavio, cardinal, legate, and 
archbishop of Naples; he died 1612. 

AaUAVIVA, Andrew Matth. d', duke of 
Atri, and prince of Teramo, a Neapolitan noble- 
man, who patronized literature ; be died 16l5. 

AQUA VIVA, Claude, son of Andrew, go- 
vernor of the Jesuits, died 1615. 

AaUILA, a mathematician of Pontus ; he 
translated the Bible from Hebrew into Greek. 

AdUILANO, Scrasino, a native of Aquila, 
known by his aonnets and other poetical trifles ; 
hf died 15Q0. 

AaUILANUS, Sebastian, an Italian physi- 
cian, whose real name is unknown ; be was pro- 
fessor at Padua, and died 1543. 

AQUINAS. St. Thomas, a celebrated teadier 
of the school divinity in the universities of Italy, 
and commonly called the angelical doctor, was 
bora in the castle of Aquino, in the Terra di 
Lavora, in Italy, about the year 1334.- In 1974 
he was sent for to the second council (If Lyons, 
by pope Gregory X., that h« might tM befbre 
34 
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them a book which he had written against tlie 
Greeks at the command of Urban Iv. ; but he 
fell sick on his joum'ey, at the monastery of 
Fost:anova, near Terracina, where he died on 
the 7th of March, aged 50 years. Aquinas left 
a vast number or works, which have been re- 
peatedly printed In 17 volumes folio. 

AQUINO, Philip, a Jew, of Carpentrae, pro- 
fessor of Hebrew at Paris, died 1606. 

ARABSCHAH, author of a history of Ta- 
merlane, a Mohamedan historian of Damascus; 
be died 1450. 

ARAGON, Jane d*, wife of Ascanius Colona, 
illustrious for her virtues and fortitude; she 
died 1577. • » 

ARAM, Eugene, an Englishman of mean 
birth, but remarkable for his extraordinary abi- 
lities, and tlie singular circumstances attending 
his unhappy fate ; he was bom in Yorkshire, 
1704. He acquired^ considerable knowledge in 
the mathematics, the Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
and Celtic languages, and many parts of polite 
literature, entirely by his own industry. But, 
while employed in 'those learned labours, he 
tommijtted a crime not to be expected in a man 
of his studious turn; as the only inducement tliat 
led him to it is said to have been gain, though 
he afterward'j a>sjgned jealousy of his wife "as 
the njotive. In 1744 he murdered Daniel Clarke, 
which crime was cimceakd 14 years, and was 
then discoverj'd hy the accidental finding of a 
skeleton sujiposed to be that of Clarke. This 
uas a mistake but it led to a discovery. He 
was apprehended on suspicion, tried at Yorh, 
in 1759, and found guilty on sufficient evidence, 
torroliorated by the testimony of his own wite. 
His defence was uncommonly curious, and at 
once an evidence of his taste and erudition. 
After conviction, he conftpsed the justice of his 
sentence, and endeavourt d to destroy himself 
by opening an artery in bis arm with a razor. 
He was, however, executed, and hung in chains, 
in Knaresborough forest. 

ARANTRJS, Julius, an Italian physician 
and anatomist, bom at Bolopna, died 1581. 

ARATUS, a Greek poet and astronomer, who 
fkMirished about the 124th Olympiad. 

ARATt'S, a native of Sicyon, the deliverer 
of his countrv and promoter of the Acha-an 
league, died 210 B. C 

ARROGATES, a Roman general, destroyed 
himself 394. 

ARBRISSEL, Robert d', a native of Brittany, 
founded the monastery of Fontevrault, and died 
1117. 

ARBUCKLE, James, M. A., a native of Glas- 
gow, who possessed some merit as a poet, died 
1734. 

ARBUTHNOT, Alexander, eminent for his 
learning and piety, died at Aberdeen, 1538. 

ARBIJTHNOT, Dr. John, a celebrated wit 
and physician in queen Anne's reign, was the 
son of an episcopal clergyman in Scotland, near- 
ly allied to the noble family of that name. On 
his coming to London, his extensive learning 
and facetious and agreeable conversation intro- 
duced him by degrees into practice, and he be- 
came eminent in his profe^ion. Being at Ep- 
som when prince George of Denmark was sud- 
denly taken ill, he was called in to his assi^ance. 
His advice was 'successful, and his highness, re- 
covering, employed him always afterwards as 
his physician. In consequence of this, upon the 
indisposition of Dr. Haimes, be was appointed 
physician In ordinary to queen Anne, in 1709. 
His gentle manner», polite learning, and escel- 
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leot talents, entitled bun to an intimate corre»- 
pnndence and friendsbip with the celebrated 
wits of his time, Vope^ Swift, Gay, and Parndt 
la 1727, he publiahed '* Tabteaof aocieat Coiaa^ 
Weij^ts, and Measons,*' tai 4to. In 173S, bis 
"Essay concerning tbe nature of Aliments,'* 
8cc., was printed ; which was followed tbe year 
aft^ I9 the " Effiicts of Air on Homan Bodies.'* 
Bis other works were humorous and satirical 
- irieces on various sulqects. He died in London, 
February, 1735. 

ARC, Joan of. See JOAN. 

ASCADIUS, succeeded bis father, tbe great 
"nieodoBius, aa emperor of the East, and died 
408.. 

ARCADIUS, an African bis4iop, was put to 
death because he opposed the Ariaas, 437. 

ARCERE, AntlMHiy, a native of Marseilles, 
who was priest of the oratory, died 1699. 

ARCERE, Lewis Etienne, known at a poet 
and historian, died 1781. 

ARCES1LAU8, a Greek pfailoaopber, su'c 
oeeded Crates in bis school. He was born 316 
B.C. 

ARCHDALE, Jc^n, governor erf' Carolina in 
1693 ; ho was instrumental in quitting the tu- 
mnks of the ccdony about that period, and in- 
troduced tbe first sice ever cultivated in tbe 
country. He died in Ei^and. 

ARCHELAUS, son of Herod the great, king 
of Judea, succeeded to half tbe kingdom of his 
father. He died A. D. 6. 

ARCHELAUS, king of Macedonia after Per 
diccas n., died about ^ B. C. 

ARCHELAUS, a philosopher, snceessof to 
Anaxagoras, at Lampsacus. 

ARCHELAUS, a bishop of Mesopotamia, 378, 
opposed the Manichseans. 

ARCHELAUS, a geographer in the age of 
Alexander. 

ARCHI AS, a native of Antiocb. Cicero spoke 
in his defence. 

ARCHIDAMUS, klpg of Sparta after Agesi- 
laus, his father, 561 B. C. 

ARCHIGENES, a Greek physician in tbe age 
of Trajan. 

ARCHILOCHUS, a Greek poet, born in tlie 
i^e of Paros, was the son of Telesicles ; and, 
according to >tr. Bayle, "flourished in the 36th 
Olympiad, or 090 years before Christ. His 
poetry abounded with the most poignant satire. 
This poet exceUed chiefly in iambic verses, and 
was tbe inventor of them, as appears from a 
passage in Horace, Ep. xix. lib. i. verse 23, &c. 

ARCHIMEDES, a celebrated geometrician, 
bom at Svracase, in Sicily, and related to Hiero, 
king of Syracuse. He was remarkable for lib 
extraordinary application to mathematical stu- 
dies, in which he used to be so much engaged, 
that his servants were often obliged to take him 
from them by force. He had such a surprising 
invention in mechanics, that he affirmed to 
Hiero, that if he had another earth whereon to 
Irfant his machines, he could move this which 
we inhabit. Archimedes became most famous 
by bis curious contrivances, wliereby the city of 
Syracuse was m long defended when besieged 
by Maicellus. Against tbe vessels wliicb came 
up «*)se to the walls he contrived a kind of 
crow, projected above the wall, with an iron 
grapide fastened to a strong chain. This was 
let down upon tbe prow of a ship, and, by means 
of the weight of a heavy counterpoise of lead, 
raised up the prow and set the vessel upright 
upon her poop ; then dropping it aH of a sud- 
den, as if it had fallen from the walls, it sunk so 
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far into tbe lea, that it let in a great deal of 
water, even when it feU directly on its keeL 
However, nocwtthstandinf all his art, Syracuse 
was at length taken by Harcellns, who com- 
manded his soldi^a to have a particular regard 
to tbe safeQrof Archimedes ; but this ingeiuous 
man was unliNtunatdy daia by a soldier who 
did not know him. Areliimedes is said to have 
been killed about 906 yean before tbe birth of 
Christ. We have sevenl of his works stlU ex- 
tant ; but the greater part of them are kMt. 

ARCHINTO, Octavius, known fbr his " An> 
tiquities," lived in the 16th century. 

ARCHON, Lewis, cbiqplain of Lewis XIV., 
died 1717. 

ARCHYTAS, a Pythagorean philoeraber and 
mathematician of Tarentum, about 400 B. C. 

ARCONS, Caesar de, a Gascon, advocate in 
the partiament of B<»diieanx, died 168L 

ARCO, Philip Augnste de St. Foid, an inge- 
nious Parisian, known by bis writings, died 1774. 

ARCUDI, Alexander Thomas, a Dominican 
of Venice, antlMHr of some histo«icaI and bio- 
graphical works, died about 1798. 

ARCUDHJS, Peter, a Greek ecclesiastic of 
Corfu, employed in Russia by dement VUI., 
died 1635. 

ARCULPHUS, a French divine, who wrote 
an account of the Holy Land, in tbe 7th cen- 

ARCY, Patrick d\ an Englishman. Vid. 
DARCY. 
ARDEiV, Edward, anative of WarwicksWre. 



He was accused of being engaged in a conspi- 
racy against the queen's lite, and though no 
evidence appeared against them, both he and 
his son-in-kiw, Somenrille, were condemned 
and executed, 1583. 

ARDERN, John, an early medical writer, 
settled at Newark, afterwards at London, about 
1370. 

AREAGATHUS, aCcsekphysician at Borne, 
269 B. C. 

ARENA, Anthony die^ judge of St. Remi, 
near Aries, died 1544. 

ARESI, Paul, bishop of Tortona, author of 
some the€^gical works, died 1645^. 

ARETiEUS, a physician of Cappadocia: but 
..i what time he m>urished authors are not 
agreed ; some placing him under Augustus Cs- 
sar, others under Ttajan or Adri»i. His works, 
however, are very valuaMe. The best edition 
was published by Dr. Wigan» in folio, at Ox- 
ford, 1723. 

ARETAPHILA, a woman of Cyrene, wh# 
avenged the death of her husband, Itc. 

ARETE, daughter of Aristippus, of Cyrenej 
she taught phitosophy. 

ARETHAS, a bishop of Cappadocia, in the 
10th century, author of h commentary on Reve> 
latioii?. 

ARETIN, Guy, a Benedicthie monk, who 
lived in the 11th century. He rendered himself 
famous by discovering a new method of leamkig 
music ; and was said to have been the inventor 
of the six notes in music, " Ut, Re, Mi, Fa, Sol, 
La. 

ARETIN, Leonard, was one of the ablest men 
in eloquence and science of the 15th century ; 
and left several works, the catalogue of which 
may be seen in Gesner's '* BiMiotheca." He 
died dbout 1443, being, then 74 years of age, at 
Florence ; where there is a marble monument 
erected to him in tbe Church of Uie Holj' Cross, 
witli an Inscription to the following purport:— 
" Since the death of Leonard, hi<«ory is in 
35 
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mourniftg ; eloquence is become mute ; the 
Greek and Latin muses cannot forbear shedding 
tears." 

ARBTIN, Francis, a man of great reading, 
and well acquainted with the Greek language. 
He studied at Sienna, about the year 1443 ; and 
afterwards taught law there with such a viva- 
city of genius, that they called htm the prince 
of subtleties, and his wit became a proverb. He 
taught also in the university of Pisa, and in that 
ofPerrara. . 

AREllN, Peter, a native of Arezzo, who lived 
in the 16th century. He was famous for his sa- 
tirical writings, and was so bold as to carry bis 
Invectives even against sovereigns ; whence he 
got the title of the scourge of princes. He used 
to boast that his lampoons did more service to 
the world than serinons ; and it was said of him, 
that he had subjected more princes by his pen, 
than the greatest warriors had overdone by their 
arms. Aretin wrote also many irreligious and 
obscene pieces. Some say, that he afterwards 
changed nis loose, libertine principles ; but, how- 
ever this may be, it i'' certain that he composed 



several nieces of devotion. He was author, like- 
wise, of some comedies, which were esteeraol 
pretty good of their kind, and died in the year 
1556, being about 65 years old. 

ARETIN, John, an able writer of Berne, in 
Uie 16th century. 

ARETIN, Angelo, a learned professor of law 
at Boloffaa and Ferrara, died 1480. 

ARGALLt Samuel, an adventurer to this 
country in 1600, who destroyed a French settle- 
ment on Mt. jbesert, subdued the Dutch on Hud- 
son's river; he was appointed deputy governor 
of Vir|iniain 1617 ; but his administration prov- 
ing odious, he was obliged to fly the countoy. 

AR6ALL, John, an eminent scholar, rector 
of Halesworth, Suffolk, died 1606. t 

ARGELLATA, Peter, a physician of Bolog- 
na, died 1423. 

ARGELLATI, Phi«n,an indefatigable writer, 
bom at Bologna, died 1755. 

ARGENS, Jean Baptiste de Boyer, Marquis 
d', a French writer, famous rather for the num-. 
ber than weight of his production^, was born at 
Aix, in Provenfce, 1704, and died there 1770. He 
was master of many languages; he painted very 
well, and was a considerable proficient in ana- 
tomy and chymistry. Of his works, the princi- 
pal are, " Lettres Juives," " Lettres Chinolses," 
"Lettres Cabalistiques," *' Philosophic dii Bon 
Sens," &c. &c. There is learning, knowledge, 
and good sense, scattered tbrougb all these ; hut 
they are strongly tinctured with hbertlnisni, nnd 
the worst sort of free-thinking. 

ARGENSOLA, Leonerd, and Bartholomew, 
two Spanish potets of merit 

ARGENSON, Mtirk bene le Voyer, Marquis 
d*. Introduced lettres de cachet during his ad- 
ministration of the police at Paris, died 1721. 

AR6ENTAL, Charles Augustus count d', a 
foreign minister at the French court, tlie friend 
of Le Kain, Voltaire, &c. died 1788. 

ARGENTIER, John, studied medicine, was 
called Censor Medicorum, because he censured 
Galen, died 1573. 

ARGENTINA, Thomas d*, a learned head 
of the Augustines, 1345. 

ARGBNTRE. Bertrand d', a native of Vltre, 
eminent for his knowledge of hi&tbry and jtiris- 
prudence, died 1590. 

ARGENTRE. Charles Duplessis d\ doctor of 
the Sorbonne, almoner to the king, and bishop 
of TuUes, died 1740.

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ARGENYILLE, Anthon. Joseph Dezellier d',

ARIOSTI, Altilio, a musician, bom at Bo- 
logna, published a book of cantatas, 1725. 

ARIOSTO, Lodovico, or Lewie, a celebrated 
Italian poet, descended of a good fahiily, and 
born at the castle of Reggio, in Lombardy, in 
1474. He began bis " Orlando Furioso" when 
he was about 30 yean? of age, and it is the most 
celebrated of all his works. But his attachment 
to poetry did not hinder him from engaging in 
public affairs, for he was employed in embassies 
and negotiations in different parts of Italy. 
Arioeto Was crowned with the laurel by the 
emperor Charles V.. in 15.33, and died at Ferrara 
the 8th of July, in the same year. 
. ARIOSTI, GAbriel, brother to the poet, was 
hiinself eminent as a Latin poet ; be died 1553* 

ARIOVISTUS, king of Germany, assisted the 
Ghuls against the Romam, and was defeated 
by Julius Cesar. 

ARIPERT, king of Lomberdy, Bocceededhla 



I., king of Cappadocia, 91 
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fiuber, Ragtmberti in 703; be was drowned 
637. 

ARISL Francis, an able writer of Cremona, 

died 17«w 

ARIST-fiNiETBS, an ancient writer, to whom 
are ascribed certain Greelc episaes on tbe subject 
of love and gallantry, died in 358. 

A&ISTANDER, a soothsayer in the army of 
Alexander the Great. 

ARIST ARCHU8, a Grecian philosopher, bom 
in Samoe, is delivered down to us as the principal 
penon, if not the ftiat, who maintained the earth 
to turn upon its centre, and to describe a circle 
yearly round the sun ; an opinion revived and 
estabuabed by Copernicus and Galileo, and now 
•.miveraally received. It is not certain when he 
lived ; but, from ttie mention made of him by 
Archkaedea, he must have flourished before his 
deoth. None of bis works remain, except a 
treatise '* Upon the Greatness and Distance of 
tbe Sun and Moon,'* inserted in the third volume 
of '' Mathematical Works,*' printed at Oxford, 
ie09, infoUo. _^ , ^ 

ARIST ARCHtJS, a celebrated grammarian, 
was bom in Samothracia. but chose Alexandria 
to reside at. He applied himselfparticularly to 
criticism, luod made a revisal of Homer's poems 
widi great exactness, but in a manner too ma- 
gisterial, for those verses which he did not like 
be treated as spurious. Cicero and Horace have 
Bsed his name to express a very rigid critic, and 
it is used to this day for the same purpose, but 
not without opprobrium, derived partly from 
himself, yet more from the manners of modem 
verbal critics. Growing dropsical, he found no 
olher remedy than to starve himself to death. 
Snidos relates that he died in Cyprus, aged 72. 

ARIST ARCHUS, a Jew of Thesflalonica, the 
companion of St. Paul. 

ARISTEAS, a Greek historian, 550 B. C

ARI8TIDES, iBlius, a very famous sophist 
of andqHlty, was bom at Adrianl, a town of 
Mysia, and flourished under Adrian and the«vvo 
foik)wing emperors. He spent his life in tra- 
velling and declaiming; went all over Egypt 
four times, and penetrated even to Ethiopia. 
When Smyrna was destroyed by an earthquake 
in tbe year 178, he wrote so affecting a letter to 
Marcus Aurcllus, that the emperor ordered it to 
be rebuilt immediately ; upon which the inhabit- 
ants erected a statue to Aristides, as to tbe res- 
uirer of their city. He died about the age of flO. 
His works were published, with a Latin version 
and notes, by Dr. Saumel Jebb, at Oxford, 1723, 
in two volumes 4te.

ARISTOBULl^I.,lugb-priest and Ung of 
the Jews, died 104 B. C. 

ARISTOBULUS H., s<m of Alexander Jan- 
nsus, deposed by Pompey, died 45 B. C. 

ARISTOBULUS. an Alexandrian Jew, who 
united the peripatetic philosophy with tbe laws 
of Moses. 

ARISTOBULUS, grandson of the precedhas, 
made high-priest, was put to death by Herod, 
36 B.C. 

ARISTOGFTON, an Athenian, who, in con- 
junction with Harmodius, sul»veried the tyranny 
of the Pi^tratidae, 516 B. C. 

ARISTOMENES, a Messenian, whose cour- 
age caused his countrymen to avenge the op- 
pression of the Spartans, 635 B. C. 

ARISTOPHANES, a comic poet of Athens, 
cotemporaiy with Plato, Socrates, and Euripi- 
des. Most of his plays were written during 
the Peloponnesian war. His imaginatton was 
warm and lively, and his genius particularly 
turned to raillery ; be had also very great spirit 
and resolution, and was a declared enemy to 
slavery, and to all those who wanted to oppress 
their country. He described the aflbirs of the 
Athenians in so exact a manner, that liis come- 
dies are a faithful history of that people. He 
wrote above 50 comedies, but there are only 11 
extant, which are perfect; these are, " Plutus, 
The Clouds, The Frogs, Equites, The Achar- 
nenses, The Wasps, Peace, The Birds, The 
Eccle^azuss or Female Orators, The Tbesmo- 
phoriazusas or Priestess of Ceres, and Lysis- 
trata." " The Clouds," which he wrote in ri- 
dicule of Socrates, is the most celebrated of all 
his comedies. Madam Dacier tells us, she was 
BO much charmed with this performance, that, 
after she had translated it, and read it over 200 
times, it did not become the least tedious to her. 
Aristophanes having conceived some aversion 
to the poet Euripides, satiriiEes him in several 
of' his plays, particulariy in his "Frogs," and 
his " Thermophoriazusc." He wrote the *♦ Li- 
sistrata,*' when all Greece was involved in 
war, in which comedy the women are intro- 
duced debating upon the afiairs of the common- 
wealth, when they come to a lesolution not to 
so to bed with their husbands till peace should 
be concluded. He invented a peculiar kind of 
verse, Which was called by his name, and is 
mentioned by Cicero in his " Brutus ;" and 
Suidas says, that he also was the inventor of 
the tretrameter and octameter verse. Aristo- 
phanes was greatly admired among the ancients, 
especially for the tme Attic elegance of hisstyld ; 
and there have been several editions and trans- 
lations of this poet. The time of Ids death ia 
unknown. 

ARISI'OTLE, the chief of the peripatetic 
philosophers, born at Stagyra, a small city in 
Maccdon, ia the 99th Olympiad, about 384 years 
before Christ, was the son of Michomachus, 
physician to Aniyntas, the grandfather of Alex- 
ander the Great. Bv the advice of the Delphic 
oracle, he went to Athens when about 18, and 
studied under Plato till he was 37. He followed 
his stbdies with most extraordhiary diligence^ 
that be soon surpassed all in Plato's school. He 
ate little, and slept less ; and that he might not 
oversleep Idmself) Diogenes Laertlus tells us, 
that he lay always with one hand out of tbe 
bed, having a ball of brass in it, which, by ita 
ffliifng Into a baain of the same metal, awaked 
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blm. When he had studied about 15 years un- 
der Plato, he began to form difterent tenets from 
those of nis master, who became highly piqued 
at his behaviour. Upon tlie death of Plato, he 
quitted Athens, and retired to Atamya. a litUe 
city of Mysia, where his old friend, Uermias, 
reigned. Here he married Pythias, the sister of 
that prince, whom he is said to have loved so 
passionately, that he offered sacrifice to her. 
Some time after> Hermias having been taken 
prisoner by Meranon, the king of Persia's ge- 
neral, Aristotle went to Mytclene, the capital of 
Lesbos, where he remained till Philip, king of 
Macedon, having heard of bis great reputation, 
sent for him to be tutor to his son Alexander, 
then about 14 years of age. Aristotle accepted 
the offer, and in eight years taught him rhetoric, 
natural philosophy, ethics, politics, and a certain 
sort of philosophy, accorilimj to Plutarch, which 
he taught nobody else. Philip erected statues 
in honour of Aristotle, and for his sake rebuilt 
Stagyra, which had been almost ruined by the 
wars. Aristotle having lost tlie favour of Alex- 
ander by adhering to Calisthenes, his kinsman, 
who was accused of a conspiracy acaiitst Alex- 
ander's life, romtived to Athens, where he set up 
his new school. The magistrat<>s received him 
very kindly, and gave hhn the Lycjpum, so fa- 
mous afterwards for the conconrse of his disci- 
ples, and here it was, according to gome autliors, 
that he composed his principal works. When 
Aristotle was accused of impiety by one Eury- 
medon, a priest of Ceres, he wrote a large apo- 
logy for himself, addressed to the magistrates ; 
but, knowing the Atlicnians to be extremely 
jealous about their religion, and remembering 
the fate of Socrates, ho was so much alarmed 
that he retired to Chalcis, a city of Euboca, 
where he ended his days. Some sny he poi- 
soned himself, to avoid falling into the hands 
of his enemies; others affirm, that he threw 
himself into the Kuripus, because he could not 
comprehend the reason of its ebbing and flow- 
ing; and tliere are others who tell us that he 
died of a cholic, in the 63d year of his age, being 
the third of the 114th Olympiad, two years after 
Alexander. The Stagyrites carried away his 
body, and erect«^ nltai-s to his menior>'. 

ARISTOXENIIB, a Grecian philosopher of 
Tarentum, about 3tM B. C. 

ARIUS, a divine of the 4th century, and the 
head and founder of the Arians, a sect which 
denied the eternal divinity and cunsubstantiali- 
ty of the Word. He was bom in Libya, near 
Egypt. The Arian principles, according to 
Spanheim, were, that Christ was only called 
God by way of title ; that he was less than the 
Father, who only was eternal and without be- 
ginning ; that he was a creature, having a be- 
ginning of existence, created out of things, hav- 
ing no oeing before the beginning of all things : 
hence he was made God, and the son of Gr.d b>' 
adoption, not by nature ; and that the word was 
also subject to change ; that the Father created 
all things by him as an instrument ; and that he 
was^e most excellentof all creatures ; that the 
esseoee of the Father was different from the es- 
nence of the Stm ; neither was hec«vetenial, co- 
equal, nor con^eubstantial with the Father : that 
the Holy Ghost was not God. but the creature 
of the Son, benit and created by him, inferior in 
dignity to the rather and Son, and co-worker in 
the creation. As to his deatli, it is said that 
Arius, being pressed by a natural necessir>', re- 
tired to a house of convenience where he <lted 
inttantly on the spot, all hi;: entrails bursting 
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out, with hia liver and spleen. This happened 
in the year 386. 

ARKEL, Cornel. Van, a Dutch divine of 
Amsterdam, died 1724. 

ARKENHOLZ, John, a naUve of Helsing- 
fors, in Sweden, author of some treatises on po- 
litical subjects, &c., died 1777. 

ARKWRIGHT, Sir Richard, a man who, in 
one of the lowest stations of lite, bcuig literally 
a penny barber at Manchester, by uncommon 
genius and persevering industry, invented and 
perfected a system of machinery for spinning 
cotton, that had in vain been attempted by many 
of the first mechanics of tJic 17th and 18th cen- 
turies; and which, by giving perpetual cmploy- 
mei^t to many thousand families, increased the 
population, and was productive of great com- 
mercial advantage to Jiis country. The machine 
is called a " Spinning Jenny." Sir Richard died 
August 3, 1792, havmg property to the amount 
of nearly half a million sterHng. 

ARLAUD, James Antony, a native of Gene* 
va, eminent as a painter, died 1743. 

ARLO'ITA, a beautiful woman of Falaise, 
daughter of a tanner, and mistress of Robert, 
duke of Normandy. 

A R LOTTO, a native of Magello, in Tuscany, 
whose right name was Maioardi, was dean ot 
St. Crcsci, in the diocese of Fiesole ; he died 
14^. 

ARMAGNAC, John d% of an ancient family 
in France, raised to the highest dignity of the 
national church, died about 1408. 

ARMAGNAC, Bernard, count d', brother of 
the preceding, placed at the head of the party of 
Orleans, was assassinated, 1418. 

ARMKLIJNO, Francis, a banker, made car- 
dinal by I^o X., died 1527. 

ARMENONVILLE, Joseph John Baptist 
Fleurion d', a French statefman, keeper of the 
seals from 1722 to 1727, died 1728. 

ARMIXIUS, a brave chief of tlie Catti, called 
the deliverer of Germany : he was assaseinated 
A. D. 21. 

ARMIXIUS, James, the founder of tl)c Foct 
of the Arminians, or Remonstrants, was born 
at Oude-water, in Holland, in 1500. " The A r- 
minians hold (says Mr. Broughtnn) that God 
creates men free, and will deal with them ac- 
cording to the use they niake of their liberty ; 
that, fores<'ring how every one will use it, he 
does therefore decree all tlilnpp fl»at ronri'm 
them in this life, together with their salvation 
or damnation in the next,** &c. Sec more in 
Broughton*8 Religion of all Nations, p. 82. Ar- 
minhis died October 19, 1619. 

ARMSTRONG, Thomas, an active supporter 
of the royal (muse, during the civil wars, for 
which he was honoured with knighthood ; he 
was executed by his enemies, without a trial, 
1C84. 

ARMSTRONG, Dr. John, bom in Castleton 
parish, Kdinburghsliire, where Ids father and 
brother were ministers. He completed his edu- 
cation in the univer?iiy of Edinburgh, where he 
took his degree in physic, February 4, 1732. I^ike 
Akenside, another poet and physician, he never 
arrived at much practice. In 1735 he published 
a little humorous fugitive pnmphlet in 8vo. 
printed for J. Wilford, entitled " An Eg.«av for 
abridging the Stndy oT Physic ; to which v 
added a Dialogue between Hygeifl, Mercury, and 
Pluto, relating to the practice of physic, as it is 
man^ured by a certain illustrious society : as also 
an epistle from Usherk tM Persian to Joshua 
Ward, Efq.** This piece^ontaiiis much droll- 
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ery ; and in tbe dialogue, the author has caught 
the very spirit of Lucian. It was soon folioweil 
ti^ the ** Cbconomy of Love," a poem which has 
luacb merit, but is too strongly tinctured with 
the licentiousness of Ovid. "The Art of pre- 
serving Health,*' his best performance, was pub- 
lished in 1744, and will transmit his name to 
posterity as one of tlie first English writers. In 
Mr. Nichols' "Anecdotes of Mr. Bowyer," the 
reader will find some pleasing traits ot the cha- 
raeter of this ingenious writer. 

ARMSTRONG, John, a Scotch divine and 
poet, was born at Leith, 1T7J. At Edinburgh, 
where he took the degree of M. A., he published 
a volume of "Juvenile Feems," which have 
consicteraUe merit; and to tliis he apfiended 
'' An Essay on the Means of punishing and pre- 
venting Crimes ;*' for which, (in 37e«l,) he had 
been honoured with a gold medal given by the 
Edmburgh Pantheon Society. He came to Lou- 
don in 1790, commenced writer for the news- 
papers, and for some time before his death was 
editor of that old and most respectable pa|)cr, 
'* The General Evening Post." He promised 
also to arrive at distinction as a preacher to dis- 
senting coiisrregations ; but was cut otf by a de- 
cline, July '21, 1797, at theearly age of 26. 

.\RM3TRONG, John, ix, brigadier general in 
the army of the American revolution, assisted 
in the defence of fort Moultrie, and in the battle 
of Gennantown, with the reputation of an able 
officer, aftenvards a delegate to congress from 
PeniBVlvania, died 1795. 

.\RMYNE, Lady Mary, granddaughter of 
George, Earl of Shrewsbury, married Sir Wil- 
liam Armync, and was distinguislicd by her 
piety and benevolence ; she died 1675. 

ARNALD, Richard, B. D., rector of Thur- 
caston, in Leicestershire, published several ser- 
mons, &c. ; hedied 1756. 

.\R N.^ L L, William, became a political writer 
in the oav of Sir Robert Waipolc ; he died 1741. 
ARN AtTD DE ME YRVCLLE, or MEREUIL, 
a poet of Provence, died 1"220. 

ARN.VUD DE VILLA NOVA, a physician, 
shipwrecked on the coast of Genoa, 1310 or I'lKl. 
ARN-\UD, Anthouy, born at Paris, 1550, 
wliere he pursued his studies, and took his de- 
gree of Master of Arts in 1573. Some time atltr, 
he was admitted advocate of the parliament of 
Paris; in v^hich capacity he acquired great re- 
putation by his integrity and extraordinary elo- 
quence. Henry IV. had a great esteem for Ar- 
naud ; his raaje:<ty once carrie<l the duke ot Sa- 
voy on purpose to hear him plead in parliament, 
and he was appointed counsellor and attonicy- 
general to queen Catharine of Medicis. One of 
the most famous causes which Arnaud pleaded, 
was that of the university agaiast the Jesuits, 
in 1 594. He died at about the age of 70. 

ARN AIT D D'ANDlLLt, Robert, eldest son 
of tlie precwiing, bom at Paris in 1589. Though 
bred in a court and in offices of state, he passed 
the latter part of his d.ay8 in a continual appli- 
cation »o works of piety and devotion. His 
works have been printed in cicht volumes folio- 
Mr. Arnaud died at Port Royal, 1674. 

ARNAUD, Anthony, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
andljrother of tbe preceding, was bom at Paris 
the nth of Febman', 1612. A catalogue of his 
works may be seen in Moreri : they consist of 
grammar, geonfetry, logic, metaphysics, and 
tbeologv. He died August 9, 1694. 

ARNAUD, Henry ^^rother of Robert, made 
Wshopof Toul, but ft election was dirouted. 
Ud he was not put in possession ; he died 1692 
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ARNAUD, Ajigelique, sister of Henry, a 
|of the Port Royal convent, died 1661. 

ARNAUD, Anthony, son of Robert, abbot of 
Chaumes, author of some memoirs, died 1096. 

ARNAUD, de Breseie. See ARNOLD de 
Brescie. 

ARNAUD, Francis, abbot of Grand Champs, 
distinguished by his literary labours, died 1784. 

ARNAUD, Simon, marquis of Ptnipone, an 
able negotiator aud ambaarador, died 1699. 

ARNAUD, Henry Charles, son of Simon, dis- 
t'lTicui^hed as an ecclesiastic and statesman, died 
1750. 

ARNAT'D, Francis, Thomas Marie de Bacu- 
lard d% a French writer of Celebris*, was bora 
at Paris in 1716, and died in IdOS. 

ARNDT, John, a famous proteMant divine of 
Germany, born at Bellenstad, in the dutcby of 
Vnhalt, 15.5. At tirst he applied himself to fthy- 
iic ; but, falling into a dangerous sickness, he 
{made a vow to change that for divinity, if be 
sliould be restored to health. He wrote many 
relgious works ; the moet famous of which is, 
his, "Treatise of Free Christianity," in High 
Dutch. This writer died at Zell, in 1631. 

ARNDT, Joshua, professor of logic at Ros- 
tock, died 1687 

ARNE, Dr. Thomas Augustine, was son of 
-Mr. Arne, an upholsterer in Covent Garden, 
(whom .Addison is supposed to have character- 
ized in .\o. 155, and No. 160 of " The TatUer,") 
and brother of Mrs Cibber the player. He was 
early devoted to music, and soon became emi- 
nent in his profession. July 6, 1759, be bad the 
degree of doctor of music conferred on him at 
Oxford. His compositions are univerudly ap- 
plauded, and he was pariiculariy skilful in in- 
structing vocal performers. He died March 5, 
1778, having written the following pieces : " Ar- 
laxerxes,*' 1762 ; " The Guardian outwitted,'* 
17W ; *' The Rose," 1778 : all of them operas. 

ARNGRIM, Jonas, a learned ecclesiastic of 
IreUmd ; he wrote a piece on the Runic letters, 
&c., and died 1649. 

ARNIS^EUS, Kenningus, a German profes- 
sor of physic at Helmstadt, known for bis poli- 
tical treatifjes ; be died 1635. 

ARNOBIUS, was professor of rhetoric at 

icca*, in Numidia, toward the end of the 3d 
centnrv. 

ARr^OBIUS, « native of Gaul, author of a 
commentary on the psalms, &c., in the 5th cen- 
tury. 

ARNOLD, a famous heretic of the 12th cen- 
tury, born at Brescia, in Italy, whence he went 
to France, where he studied under the cele- 
brated Peter Abelard. Upon his return to Italy, 
he put on the habit of a monk, and began to 
preach several new and uncommon doctrines, 
particularly, that the pope ought not to enjoy 
any temporal estate; that those ecclesiastics* 
who had any estates of their own, or held any 
lands, were entirely cut off from the least hope 
of salvation ; that the clergy ought to subsi^ 
upon the alms and voluntary contributions of 
Christians; and that all other revenues belong- 
ed to princes and states, in order to be disposed 
of among the laity as they thought proper. He 
was hanged at Rome in the year ll.'SS. 

ARNOLD, John, eminent for his improve- 
ments in the n»echanisni of dme-keepers. He 
was the inventor of the Expansion Balance and ; 
the Detached Escapement; and was the first 
artist that ever applied the gold cylindrical 
spring to the balance of a time-piece. Died at 
VVcll-JiaU, near Eltham, in Kent, Aug. 25, 1799. 
39 
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ARRA6ON, /Jeanne d', a celebrated Italian 
lady, mother of Mark Antbony CoJonna, died 
1577. 

ARRAN, JameB Hamilton, earl of, a Scotch 
nobleman, who at one time aspired to the hand 
of queen Elizabeth, of England. He died 1609 

ARRIA, the wife of Fetus, celebrated for her 
heroism and coi^ugal fidelity. 

ARRIAGA, Roderic d% a Spanish Jesuit, pro- 
fessor of theology at Salamanca and Prague, 
diedlC67. 

ARRIAN, a famous historian and philoso' 
phet, who lived under the emperor Adrian and 
the two Antonines, was bom at Nicomcdia, in 
Rithy nia. He was fity'led the second Xenopbon. 
and raised to the most considerable dignities of 
Rome^ He is, indeed, said to have been prti- 
ceptor to tl)e famous philosopher and emp*;ror 
Marcus Antoninus. The most celebrated of his 
works is his " History (in Greek) of Alexander 
the Great," in 7 books; a performance much 
esteemed by the best judges. Arrian is said to 
hare written several other works. 

ARROWSMITH, John, theological professor 
at Cambridge, 16G0, author of several celebrated 
Calviuistic ^orks. 

ARSACES I., a Partliiao, emancipated bis 
country from tl»e Macedonian yoke, .250 B. C. 

ARSACES n., son of the. preceding, made 
War against Antiochus the Great 

ARSACES TIRANUS, king of Armenia, tkk- 
en prisoner by Sapor, king of Persia, 382 B. C. 

ARSENIUS, bishop of Constantinople, was 
banished for his pertin&city, and died in the 13th 
centuiy. 

ARStNIUS, a Roman deacon, appointed by 
pope Damascus preceptor to Arcadius, son of 
Theodosius. 

ARSENIUS, archbishop of Malyasia, in the 
Mbrea. died 3435. 

ARSEZAN, Pader d*, a native of Toulouse, 
and Author of two tragedies, died 1696. 
f ARTABANUS, a king of Parthia, died A. 
D. 48. 

ARTABANUS, another king of Parthia, in 
whom that empire became extinct, 226. 

ARTALI, Joseph, a native of Mazara, in Si- 
cily, a famous duellist, &c., died 1679. 

ARTAUD, Peter Jodenh, a native of Bonicuj, 
esteemed for learning, piety, ice. died 17G0. 

ARTAUD, archbishop of Rheims, was ohcfe 
deprived of his diocese and afterwards restored 
to it, died 048. 

ARTAVASDESI.jkingof Armenia, behaved 
treaclicronsly toprassus and Mark Antony. 

ARTAVASDES 11., grandson of the above. 

ARTAXERXES I., king of Persia, the mn of 
Xerxes, supposed to be the Ahasuerus of Scrip- 
ture, died ^iH.C. 

ARTAXERXES IL, sumamcd Mnemon, de- 
feated his brother Cyrus at Cunaxa, 401 B. G. 

ARTAXERXES IH., succeeded Artaxerxew 
n. ; he slew all his brothers and the rest of his 
family, m B^C. 

ARTAXERXES BEBE6AN, son of a shep- 
herd, first king of Persia of the race of the Sas- 
sanides, died about 240. 

ARTAXTAS I., governor of Upper Armenia 
under Antiochus, made himse^ king of the 

«intiy. 

ARTAXIAS n., king of Armenia after A|w 
tavasdes I., was expelled by Antony, and ret- 
tored by the Parthians. 

ARTAXIAS in., son^ Polemo, made kio* 
by Germanieui, and reigned 17 years. 

ARTBAOAf Don Stephano, a Spanidt Jefult, 



ARNOLD, Dr. Samuel, an excellent composer 
of munc, whose works are too numerous to be 
here detailed, and so well known as not to 
require it. Of his vario^B dramatic composi- 
tions, we may mention particularly " The Maid 
of the Mill; The Castle of Andalusia; The 
Agreeable Surprise; The Son- in- Law; The 
Spanish Barber; Inkle and Yarico; The Sur- 
render of Cakiis ; The Battle of Hexham ; The 
Mountaineers; The Shipwreck; uid Peeping 
Tom.' * In the higher style of composition, also, 
his success was great. The Oratorio (by Dr. 
Brown) of the Cure of Saul, composed hi 1767, 
was considered to be the best production since 
the time of Handel ; and his Sbunamite Wo- 
man, t>ne of his latter pieces, possesses all the 
geniu6 of his earlier compositions, with that 
additional science which study and experience 
had given him. He died Oct. 13, 1802, in his 
63d year, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
between the monuments of Croft and Purcell. 

ARNOLD, Nicholas, a protestant of Lesna, 
acquired reputation by liis sermons and polemi 
cal works ; he died 1680. 

ARNOLD, Jeffery, author of a history of mys- 
tical theology, &c., died 1714. 

ARNOLD, of Hildeshehn, ft historian of the 
13th century. 

ARNOLD, Christdpher, a native of Nuirem- 
t>erg; he died professor at Altorf, 1685, aged 58. 

ARNOLD, Benedict, a major general of the 
American army, and infamous for turning trai- 
tor to his country ; for attempting to fiurrender 
the fortress of West Point to the BritLbh ; for 
committing ravages in Virginia after hi.<( deeer- 
fion, and a wanton butchery of the garrison at 
JF*ort Griswold, Conn. He was made a brigadier 
general in the British army ; retired to England ; 
received 10,000^ sterling as the reward of his 
Tiliany, and died in London, 1801. 

ARNOLDj Benedict, succeeded Roger Wil- 
liams as president of the colony of Rhode-Island, 
and was afterwards repeatedly appointed go- 
vernor under its charter ; he died 1678. 

ARNOLD, Thomas, a physician of Leicester, 
^ucated at Edinburgh, was afterwards presi 
dent of a lunatic asylum, which he established 
he died 1816. 

ARNOUL, a bishop of Lisieux, author of 
some curious letters, containing an account of 
the manners of bis time. 
ARNTZENIUS, John Henry, alcame<l Dutch- 
nan, law professor at Utrecht ; he died 1799. 

ARNU, Nicholas, a Dominican, |M-ofessor of 
metaphysics at Padua, died 1603. 

ARNULPH, or ERNULPH, bishop of Ro- 
chester, bom 1040, died 1124. He wrote a work 
in Latin, concernbig the foundation, endow- 
ment, charters, laws, and other things relating 
to the church of Rochester ; which w generally 
known by the title of " Textus Roflensis." and 
is preserved in the archives of the catnedrai 
^ church of that place. 

ARNULPH, natural son of Carloman, king 
of Bavaria, elected emperor of Germany, and 
crowned at Rome, 896. He died (supposed to be

ARTEMAS, or ARTEMON, founded a sect 

in the 3d century, wiucb maintained that Christ 

was but a man. - 
ARTEMIDORUS, famous for his "Treatise 

upon Dreams," was bom at Ephesus, but look 

the suTQaaw of Daldianus in this book, out of 

respect to the country of his mother ; for he 

styled himself the Ephesian in bis other per- 
formances. He lived under the emperor Anto- 
ninus Pius. 
ARTEMIDORUS, an Ephesian, author of a 

desArfbtion of the earth, 100 B. C. 

ARTEMISIA I., queen of Carla, assisted 
JlCerxes against the Greeks. 

ARTEMISIA II., queen of Caria, erected a 
maosoleam to the memory of her husband, 
Maasolus. 

ARTHiNGTON, Henry, a native of York- 
shu-e, pretended tliat he was inspired as the 
means of effecting a revolution. 

ARTHUR, a British Prince, whose existence 
by some is regarded as fabulous, said to have 
died about 5^; be established the order of 
knights of the round table. 

ARTHUR, duke of Brittany, grandson of 
Heary It., was-confined in the castle of Rouen, 
where, it is supposed, be was murdered. 

ARTIGNI, AJItiiony Gachet d*, an eccleslas 
tic, known by bis writinp ; he died 1768. 

ARTUSI, Guiaraara, a celebrated musical 
writer. 

ARVIEUX, Laurent d', a native of Mar- 
seilles, resided 12 years In Palestine, and was 
a useful negotiator for the French court. He 
is jusUy esteemed for his benevolence to Tu 
nisian and Algerine captives. 

ARVIRAGUS, a king of Britain in the age 
of Domitian. 

ARUNDEL, Mary, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Arundel, known by her translations of the wise 
8ayingB,&;c. of Alexander Severus, &c.; sh0 lived 
in the middle of the ICth century. 

ARUJU)EL, Thomas, made bishop of Ely 
when 21 years of age ; ajftei^wards translated to 
Canterbury ; he died 1414. 

ARUNDEL, Thomas Howard, earl of; dis- 
coverer of the Parian marbles which bear his 
name. 

ARUNDEL, Blanche, daughter of Lord Wor- 
'"cstor, celebrated for her brave defence of War- 
dour castle ; she died 1649. 

ARZACHEL, a Spanish astronomer, in the 
nth century. 

ASA, sou of Abijah, made king of Judah, 955 
n. C. 

AS.\PH, St. , a native of North Wales, eminent 
for his sanctity. 

ASAPH, a musician of the tribe of Levi, in tlie 
a!,'e of David. 

ASAR-H ADDON, king of Assyria, obtained 
the kingdom of Babylon ; he died 667 B. C. 

ASCELIN, an ecclesiastic of the 1 1th century, 
defended transnbstantiation agatnt Berenger. 

ASCHAM, Roger, an eminent English writer, 
bora at Kirkby Wisl^e, near Northallerton* in 
Vorkshire, about* the year 1515. He applied 
hirawrif particulitfiy tp the Greek language ; in 
which he attained to an excellence peculiar to 
himielf, and read it publicly in the university of 
< aqibridfe with unlvenal applause. In or- 
der to relax his mind} after severer studies, he 
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thought some diversion necessary ; and shooung 
with the bow, was his favoudte amusement, aa 
appears by iiis '*■ Treaiise on Archery,*' which 
he dedicated to King Henry VIH., who setiltd 
a pension upon him, at the recommendation of 
Sir William Paget. Mr. Ascham, beuig remark- 
able for writing a fine hand, was employed to 
teach this art to Prince Eklward, the Lady Eliza- 
beth, and liie two brothers, Henry and Charles, 
dukes of Suffolk. In Feb. 1548, he was sent for 
to court, to instruct the Lady Elizabeth in the 
learned languages, and had the honour of assist- 
ing this lady in her studies for two years ; wheiz 
be desired leave to return to Cambridge, where 
he resumed his office of public orator. He was 
afterwards Latin secretary to king Edward, 
queen Mary, and queen Elizabeth. Being one 
day in company with persons of the first distinc- 
tion, there happened to be high disputes about 
the difierent npethods of education ; this gave 
rise to his treatiK on that subject, entitled *^ The 
Schoolmaster," which he undertook at the par- 
ticular request of Sir Richard Sackville. This 
work was in high esteem among the best judges-, 
and is frequently quoted by Dr. Johnson in his 
Dicti<»ary. He died at London, Jan. 4, 1568, 
and was buried in St. Sepuk^hre's church. 

ASCHAM^ Anthony, physician and ecclesias- 
tic author of tracts on astrology, ice. 

ASCHAM, Anthony, a friend of Cromwell, 
and member of the long parliament, 

ASCHARI, a mussulmaa doctor, founder of a 
sect which bears his name ; he died 940. 

ASCLEPIADES, a Greek phitosopher, 350 
B.C. 

ASCLEPIADES, a jfamous physician, bom at 
Prusa, in Bithynia, ftourisbed at Rome in the 
time of Pompey, and founded a new sect in 
physic. 

ASCOLI, Cecco di, or Francisco de Stabili, 
profbsssor of mathematics, at Bologna ; he 
wrote an Italian poehi, &c., and died 1238. 

ASCONIUS, PEDIANUS, a grammarian of 
Padua, in the age of Augustus. 

ASCOUGH, William, bishop of Sarum, mur- 
dered by Jack Cade and his followers, 1450. 

ASDRUBAL, brotlier-in-Iaw of Annibal, the 
founder of New Carthi^e, in Spain. ,. 

ASDRUBAL BARpA, brother of Annibal, ^ ^ 
killed at the battle of the Metaprus. 

ASELLI, Gasper, a physician of Cremona, 
professor or anatomy at Paris, died 1636. 

ASFELD, Claude Francois Bidal marquis d\ 
an illustrious warrior at the battle of Almanza ; 
he took Philipsburg, and died 1743. ^ 

ASFELD, Jacques Vi|icent Bidal d% an ec- 
clesiastic, died 1745. 

ASGILE, John, a lawyer of eminence, known 
for his wit and misfortunes, died 1738. 

ASGILL, Sh- Charles, Bart. This gentleman 
was a strong instance of what may be effected 
even by moderate abilities^hen united with 
strict integrity, industry, an^nrreproachable cha- 
racter. His first setting out in life was at a bank- 
ing-house in Lombard-street, as out-door collect- 
ing clerk. From this inferior situation he j)ro- 
gressively rose by his merit to the first depart- 
ment in the house ; and soon after, marrying an 
amiable woman, with a fortune of 25,000Z. im- 
mediately joined his name to the firm. In 1749 
he was chosen alderman of Candlewick ward, 
and served in the office of lord mayor in 1758. Ho 
died Sept. 15, 1788, and is said to have left nearly 
300,000/. 

ASH, Dr. John, an English dissenting minis- 
ter, grammarian, and lexicographer, bom 1734, 
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died at Persliore, Worcestershire, March, 1779. 
Bis Dictionary is a remarkabiy laborious ^nd 
comprehensive work. 

AdUB. Simeon, a nonGonformist, chaplain to 
lord Warwick, during the civil wars, died 1662. 

ASHE, Samuel, a judge of the Supreme court 
of Nortti Carolina, and afterwards governor of 
that state, died 1813. 

ASHE, John Buptiste, a representative in 
Congress, from, and goveracHrof, the state of M. 
Carolina, died 1803. 

ASHLEY, Jonathan, a distinguished minister 
of Deerfield, Mass., died 1780, aged 68. He pub- 
lished several sermons. 

ASHLEY, Robert, a lawyer, distinguished as 
an eminent writer, &c., died 1641. 

ASHMOLE, or ASMOLE, Elias, a celebrated 
English philosopher and antiquary, and founder 
of the Aslimolean museum at Oxford, was born 
at Litchfield, in Staffordshire, tlje 23d of May, 
I<S27. Besides filling several otfices, civil and 
military, Mr. Ashmole was a diligent and curious 
collector of manuscripts. In 165Q he published 
a treatise written by Dr. Arthur Dee, relating to 
the philosopher's stone ; together with another 
tract on the same object, by an unknown au- 
thor. About the same time he was busied in 
preparing for the press a complete collection of 
the works of such English chyniists as had tijl 
then remained in manuscript : this undertaking 
cost him great labour and expense ; and at length 
the work a|)pcare<l toward the close of the year 
1652. The title of this work was, " Theatrom 
Chcmicum Britannicnm," &.c. &c. He then ap- 
plied hiiiiSftir to the study of antiquity and re- 
cords. In IC'^B he began to collect materials for 
his " History of the Order of the Garter," whicli 
. he lived to finish, and thereby did no less lion- 
our to the order than to himself. In September 
followJn«r, he made a journey to Oxford ; where 
)i<<! set ribput a full and particular description 
of the Gojns given to the public library by arch- 
bishop Laud. I'pon the restoration of Chfirtes 
II., ftlr. Ashmole was Introduced to his majesty, 
who received him vtry graciously, and, on the 
18th of .Tune, KKH), bestowed on him the place 
of Windsor herald ; a few days after, he ap- 
pointed him to give a de^crlptioH of bis medals, 
whj.ch wrre delivered into his possession ; and 
Kiuf? IIenr>' VIII.'s closet whs assigned for his 
use. On the 8lh of May, 1G72, he presented his 
" Institution, Laws, and Ceremonies, of the most 
noble Order of the Garter" to the king, who re- 
ceived it vpry graciously, and, as a mark of his 
approbation, granted him a privy seal for 4Wl. 
out qf tjie customs of paper. On the 26th of 
January, a fire broke out in the Middle Temple, 
in the next chamber to Mr. Ashpiole's, by wlucJi 
he lost a noble library, with a collection'of 9000 
roimy ancient and modern, anid a vest repository 
of senls, charters, and otherantiquities and cu- 
riositi{>s ; but his manuscripts, and his most val- 
uable £:o]d medalli were hickily at his house, at 
Houtij Lnmbcth. In 1683, the University of Ox- 
ford having tinished a magnificent repository 
?ienr th«' theatre, Mr. Ashmole sent thither his 
iTurioiis collection of rarit^s ; and this benefac- 
tion was considerably "augmented by the addi- 
tion of his manuscripts ^pa library, at his death, 
which happened ^t Pouth Lambeth, May 18,1 
3Gi^>2.-- lie wap interred in the church of Greatj 
Lambeth, in Surrr v. on the 26th of May, 1692. 

AFHMTX PJ4 PEASE,adiBUn'juished law-; 
y»'r, of Northampton, Mass. ; he was a member' 
of the senate of that state, aiul ftftenvards a sc- ' 
tjator in Congreps, djcd J 819 
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ASHTON, Charles, one of the most karncil 
critics of his a^e, was elected master of Jt'niii 
College, Cambridge, July 5, 1701, and instalkd 
in a pebend of Ely, on the 14th of tlte same 
month. His great knowledge in ecclesiastical 
antiquities was excelled by none, and equalled 
by few': as his MS. remarks upon the Fathers, 
and corrections of the mistakes of translators, 
sufficently show. 

ASHTON, Dr. Thomas, rector of St. Botolph 
Bishopsgate, a popular preacher and excellent 
divine, bom 1716, died 1775. 

ASHWELLj George, his writings were on di- 
vinity, but not in high esteem ; he died 1693. 

ASH WOOD, Bartholomew, a minister of Ax- 
minster, in Devon, author of several tracts, &c. 

ASHWORTII,, Caleb, patronized bv Dr. 
Doddridge, and successor to him in his Icfiool, 
was created D. D. by a Scotch university : he 
died 1774. 

ASKEW, Anthony, a native of Westmore- 
land, eminent as a physician, died 1784. 

ASKEW, Anne, an accomplished lady, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Askew, of Kelsay, in Liii- 
[colnshire, was bom in 1529. She received a 
learned education, and in early life showed a 
predilection for theolc^cal studies. By these 
she was led to favour the reformation ; she was*, 
in coDseqeiice, arrested, and, having confess* -cI 
her religious principles, was committed to Kew- 
gate. She was first racked with Imital craelty 
in the Tower, and afterwards baraed alive in 
Smithfield, July 16, 1546; a ptmisbment which 
she endured with amazing courage and fiminei^s, 
adhering to the last to the principles of he r fait h. 

ASPASIA, a native of Miletus, celebrated for 
her wit and learning, though her diaractcr was 
licentious. 

ASPASIA, a Grecian lady, celebrated for her 
excellence in philosophy and rhetoric, was born 
at Mtletus, but settled at Athens ; where, thou<;fi 
she exercisod the calling of a courtezan, her 
scholastic talents induced the virtuous Socratrs 
and other of the greatest men of the age to visit 
her house. She was afterwards married to Peri- 
cles, one of the greatest men tliat ever flourished 
in Greece. 

ASPELT, Peter d',^tudied medicine at Paris ; 
he died 1320. 

AB6ELIN, Giles Thomas, respectable for Ins 
piety and poetical talents, died 1567. 

ASSELYN, John, a historical and landscape 
painter, died 1650. 

ASSER, a Jewish rabbi of the 5lh centurj', 
author of the Talmud of Babylon, tec. 

ASSER, of St. David's, a learned author in 
the reign of Alfred. 

ASSHETON, Dr. William, bom at Middletnn , 
In Lancashire, 1641, was the projector of the 
scheme for providing a maintenance ft>r clerpv- 
men*s widows and others, by a jointure payable 
by the Mercers* Company. Dr. Aesheton wrote 
several pieces against the papists and disscnterfi, 
and some practical and devotional tracts, and 
died at his rectory of Beckenham, in Kent, 1711. 

ABSOUCI, Charies Coypeau, Sieur d% a poet, 
whoso works contained more immorality than 
wit: liedipd]679. 

ASTELL, Mary, bom at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, about the year 1088. Her uncle, a clergy. 
man, observing marks of a promising genius 
took her under his tuition, and taught her ma- 
thematics logic, and philosophy. She left the 
place of her ivativity when she was ahoi2t SO 
years of aee, and spent the remaining part of 
her life at London and Chelsea, in writing foj 
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the advancement of learning, religion, and vir- 
tue, and in the practice of those religious duties 
wbich she so zealously and patbeticaHy recom- 
mended to others. She was remftrkabiy abste- 
mious, and seemed to enjoy an uninterrupted 
state of health till a few days before her death ; 
v/lien, having one of her breasts cut off, it so 
much impaired her constitution, that she died 
ia 173], in the 63d year of her age, and was 
baried at Chelsea. 

ASTKRIUS, an Arian of Cappadocia in the 
4lh century. 

.\STERiUS, bishop of Amasia, in Pontus, in 
tlie 4th century. 

ASTG^IUS, Urbanus, a bishop of the 3d cen- 
tury, engaged in a controversy with the Monta- 
nistsof Ancyra, in Galatia. 

ASTLE, Thomas, an eminent English anti- 
quary, born at VoxaQ, Staffordshire, December 
S-i, 1735, and originally bred to the law; the 
early pursuit of which profession led him to rive 
particular application to the decyphering of an- 
cient records; in which he soon excelled all his 
cotempuraries, and qualified himself to be of 
inSaite advantage to historical literature. In 
n!j3, he was appointed keeper of the rolls and 
rocords in the tower of London ; and in 1787 
elected a trustee of the British museum. The 
principal one among his numerous works is^ 
''On tlie Origin and Progress of Writing, as 
\V3U Hieroglyphic as Elementary," 4to., 1784; 
of which work a new edition was published just 
before his death, which happened at Battersea, 
December 1, 1803. 

ASTLE, John, a portrait painter, bom at 
Whem, in Shropshire. 

ASTOLPH, kmg of Lombardy, attacked the 
pope's dominlpns, and died 756. 

ASTON, Sir Arthur, a bravo man in the ser- 
vice of Charles I. 

ASTON, Sir Thomas ; in the civil wars he 
raised a troop of horso for the king, but was de- 
feated, and w\erwards taken prisoner ; he died 
104-2, iu consequence of a blow received in at- 
tempting to make his escape, 

ASTOTIG \S, rqarchioness of, a lady in the 
reign of Charles II. of Spain ; she killed her hus- 
band's mifstresa. 

A8TR0N0ME L', a historian of th? Pth cen- 
tury. 

ASTRrc, John, a physician of Prance, horn 
at Sauves, a town of Lower Langqedtw, the 
Utlj of March, 1684 ; died at Paris, the .5th of 
May, 1766. He was the author of several use- 
ful and carious works. 

ASTYAGES, a king of Sfedia, 394 B. C, 
called by some, the Ahasuerus of the Scriptures. 

ATA, AVlal, a musduhqan dervise in the age 
of Tamerlane. 

VTARALIPA, or ATAHUALPA, the last 
Mn? of Peru of the race of the Incas, barbarous- 
ly put to death by the Spaniards, 1333. 

ATHAUAH, wife of Jehoram, she obtained 
t!ic sovereignty of Judah, which she held seven 
yearsi. 

VTH ANASIUS, St., was bom at Alexiandria, 
of heathen parents. He was noticed, when 
very young, by Alexander, bishop of that see, 
«vIm) took care to have him educated in all good 
I iming ; and whtm he was of age, ordained 
Ijiifl deacon. He took him in his company when 
he attended the council of Nice, where Athana- 
£>'!» greatly distiiignished himself as an able and 
z^ilons oppo.<;er pf the Arian heresy. Soon 
^ffi''-T the db4soltition of the council, Alexander 
dH sind AihaiUislus Wft3 appointed to succeed 
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him in the government of the church of Alex- 
andria. This was in 396, when Athanasius is 
supposed to have been aboutSB years of age. It 
is controverted among learned men, whether 
Athanasius ccmiposed the creed commonly re- 
ceived under his name ; though the best and 
latest critics, who have examined the thing most 
exactly, make no question but that it is to be 
ascribed to a Latin author, VigiHus Tapsensis, 
an African bishop, who lived in tiie latter end of 
the 5th century, in the tune of the Vandalic 
Arian persecution. 

ATHELING, Edgar, grandson of Edmund 
Ironside, king of England, made some unsuccess- 
ful attempts to obtain the crown. 

ATHELSTAN, the natural son of Edmund 
the Elder, made king of England, 925. 

ATHENAGORAS, an Athenian philosopher 
who became a convert to Christianity* He lived 
in the 2d century. 

ATHENiBlTB, a Greek grammarian, bom at 
Naucrates.in Egypt, flourished in the 3d century* 

ATHENiEUS, a mathematician, 200 B. C. 

ATHENiEUS, an orator of Rome in the age 
of Augustus. 

ATHENODORUS, a «oic philosopher, pre- 
ceptor to Augustus. 

ATHIAS, Isaac, author of an explication of 
the law of Moses, a Jew of Spain. 

ATHIAS, Joseph, a learned printer of Am- 
sterdam, died 1700. 

ATKINS, James, D. D., a learned Scotchman 
of Kij*wall, in Orkney, died 1687. 

ATKINS, sir Robert, lord chief baron of the 
exchequer, bom in Gloucestershire, in the year 
1621, died in the beginnini^ of the year 1709. He 
was a man of much probity, as well as of great 
skill in his profession, and a warm friend to the 
constitntion. 

ATKINS, sir Robert, son pf the foregoing, 
was bora in 1646. He became very early a great 
proficient in the laws and antiquities of his coun< 
try, which afterwards led bin^ to write "The 
Ancient and Present State of Gloucestershire," 
printed in folio, 1712. This great and valuable 
work he lived tp perfect, but died the year before 
it was published. 

ATKINSON, Theodore, chief justice of New^ 
Hamp^^ire* and a delegate to the convention at 
Albany wbich formed the plan of union for the 
defence of the colonies, died 1779. 

ATKYN3, Richard, suffered during the civil 
wars for his attachment to the royal cause, and 
died 1677. 

ATLAS, king of Mauritania, a celebrated as- 
tronomer, said to have been cotcmporary with 
Moses. From his making astronomical obser^ 
vations or^ high mountains, it became a fable 
that he was turned into a mountain. He is 
likewise represented as an old man bearing the 
world upon hjs shoulders ; and general desorlp-< 
tions of the whole globe, in sets of maps, are to 
this hour called Atlases. 

ATR ATUS, Hugh, or Black, called the Ph©- 
iiix of his aee, from his great powers of mind, 

ATT ALUS I., king of Pergah^us, a great pa^ 
tron of learning, died 198 B. 0, 

ATTALUS II., son of the preceding, feigned 
21 years, and died 159 B. C. 

ATTALUS m., nephew of the seeond, died 
133 B.C. 

ATTALUS, a native of Pergamus, was 
burnt alive tor professing the Christian reli- 
gion, 177. 

ATTBNDULI, Margaret, a «*jter of Sforza, 
gran<l cqnstatile of Napl^^i, 
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ATTERBUKY, liewis; lie uwk die degree of 
D. D. at Oxford, and was drowned 1693. 

ATTERBURY. Lewis, son of tbe preceding, 
one of Uie chaplains of the princess Anne, died 
1731. 

ATTERBURY, Francis, bishop of Rochester, 
was bora March 6, 16S2, at Middieton, or Milton 
Keynes, in Buckinghamshire. He liad hisedu 
cation in Krammar learning at Westminster 
school; and thence, in 1680, was elected a stu- 
dent of Christ-church College, Oxford, where ht 
soon distinguished himself for the politeness oi 
his wit and learning. In 1690 he took orders; in 
1691 he was elected lecturer of St. Bride's Church 
in London, preached at Bridewell Chapel, and 
was soon atterwards appointed chaplain to king 
William and queen Bury. He was for some 
years after this engaged in a religious contro- 
versy with Dr. Benttey, Dr. Wake, and other 
learned divines. In 1713, the queen, at the re- 
commendation of lord chancellor Harcourt, ad- 
vanced him to the bishopric of Rochester, with 
the deanerv of Westmmster in commendam. 
At the beflpnoing of the succeeding reign bis 
tide of prosperity began to turn ; and he re- 
ceived a soisible mortification iHresently ^fter 
the coronation of kins Georse 1., when, upon 
his offering to present Bis migestv (with a view, 
no doubt, of standing better in his favour) with 
tJie chair of state and royal canopy, bis own 
perquisites as dean of Westminster, the offer 
was rejected, nbt without some evident marks 
of dislike to his person. In 1723, on a suspicion 
of his being concerned in a plot in favour of the 
pretender, Be was apprehenid^d August 34, and 
committed prisoner to the Tower. A bill soon 
after passed in parliament, the tenor of which 
was, that he should be deprived of all his 
offices, dignities, b^n^ces, Ate., and suffer per- 
petu^il exile. He died at Paris, February 15, 
r#31-2. 

ATTIOnS, one of tbe most singular person- 
ages in ancient Rome. He understood the art of 
conducting himself so well, that, without de- 
parting from his neutrality, he preserved tbe 
esteem and affection of all parties. He reached 
the age of 77 years almost without knowing 
what sickness was, but at last fell sick. His 
illness, which was slight for three months, at 
length becoming painful, he sent for Agrii^ia, 
his sou-in-Iaw, and two otb6r persons, and de- 
clared to them a resolution to put an end to his 
life by abstinence from food. Agrippa remon- 
strate^ with tears, but in vain. After two days 
abstinence tbe fever left him, and the disease 
abated; but Atticus persisted, and died three 
days after, in the year of Rome 731. 

ATTICUS, Herodes, a celebrated orator, born 
at Marathon, died in 76. 

ATTfCUS, patriarch of ^Constantinople, died 
in 427. 

ATTILA, a famous general of the Huns, 
usually called **The Scourge of God,*^ died 
453. 

ATWOOD, WUUam, chief justice of the co- 
lony of New- York, and judge of admiralty for 
New-England, New- York, and New-Jersey, in 
1701. 

ATWOOD, George, of the pariA St. Clement 
Danes, a tutor and fellow of Trinity OoUc^e, 
Cambridge, and lecturer on experimental ph£k>- 
sophy to tbe universiw. He was eminent as a 
profound mathematician and financier, and for 
bis skill in the theoiv and practice of music ; 
and was tbe intimate friend of tbfr prime miids- 
ter.Pitt. He died 1807. 
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AUBFRT, Peter, a French lawyer, died 1733- 

AUBERT, William, an advocate ai Pail£, 
(author of some works of merii, died in 160J . 

AUBERT DU BAYET N., a French off.cer, 
jengagHi in tbe American war. 

AUBERTIN, Edme, minister of tbe reformed 
chtMrch at Charenion, dietl 0:^5%. 

AUBERY, or AUBRY, John, a physician of 
Boufbounois, a leained author. 

AT'BERY, Anthony, a lawyer of Parte, and 
h remarkable student, diod 1695. 

AUBERY, Louis, eieur du Maurier, author of 
some valuable works, died 1687. 

AUBESPINE, Claude de T, usefully employ- 
ed in the service of Francis I., Henry U., and 
his two succfssorfi; be died in 1567.

AUBIGNE, Theodore Agrippa d', a very il- 
lustrious Frenchman, and grandfather of the no 
loss illustrious Madame de Aiaintenon, was horn 
about the year 1550. His parts were so uncom- 
mon, and his progress in letters so very rapid, 
that he is said to have translated the •* Cr||o'* of 1 
Plato from the Greek into French when no more 
than eight years old. His principal work is 
^'Histoire UniverrcHe, from 1550 to 1601, with 
a Bhort Account of the Death of Henry I V.,* ' in 
three volumes, folio. Aubigne died at Geneva 
tin 1630. 

AUBREY, John, an eminent English anti- 

Buary, born at Easton Piers, Wiltshire, 1626, 
led 1700, leaving many works behind him, par- 
ticularly a " History of Surrey," 5 vols. 8vo., a 
volume of " Miscellanies,'* and several MSS., 
which are in the Asbmolean Museimi, Oxford. 
He seems, however, to have been a credulous 
man, and to have been frequently imposed upon 
with marvellous tales and absurd hypotheses. 

AUBREY, John Baptist, a French Benedict- 
ine, prior of the bouse of Commercy, died 1609. 
His writings on* theological and philosophical 
subjects are munerons. 

AUBRIOT, Hugo, builder of the Bastile, 13C9, 
Idled in 1383. 

AUBUSSON, Peter d', grand masfer of the 
order of St John of Jerusalem, a warrior and 
statesman, died in 1503. 

AUBUSSON, Francis d% duke de la Fcuil- 
lade, distinguished himself in tbe wars of Flan- 
ders, died in 1681. 

AUCHMUTY, Samuel, D. D., rector of Tri- 
nity church. New- York, died 1777. 

AUCHMUTY, sir Samuel, knt, son of Uie 
above, was bora in New-York, and, taking side 
against his countrymen in the Revolution, lie 
entered the British army, and rose to the high 
rank of lieutenant general, after holding va- 
rious honourable and lucrative stations under 
tbe British goveroment.

B.^CIIALTMON, Lewis Petit de, a native of 
Paris, known as the author of several literarj' 
wi>rkit, died 177L 

BACHCLIER, Nicholas, an architect and 
srulptor of eminence, he was a pupH of Michael 
Angek), and died after 1553. 

B.VCHINI, Bemardlne, a Benedictine monk, 
authw of several Imtin and Italian works, died

BACHOVIUS, Reinier, a native of Cologne,

BACLA Y, Jolm, son of the preceding, a wri- 
ter of some celebrity, died 1621. 

BACON, Robert, an English friar, professor 
of divinity at Oxford, and treasurer of Salisbury 
cathedral, died 1348. 

BACON, NatJianicI, came to America, and 
caused an injurious rebellion in Governor Berk- 
ley's lime. 

BACON, Roger, a learned monk of the Fran- 
ciscan order, descended of an ancient family, 
l)orn near llchester, in Somersetshire, 1214. His 
discoveries were little understood by the gene- 
rality of mankind ; and because, by the help of 
mathematical knowledjie, he perforaied things 
above common luiderstanding, he was suspected 
of niaglc. He was persecuted particularly by 
his own fraternity ; tliey would not receive his 
works into their library, and at last had inter- 
est enough with the trcneral of their order to get 
him imprisoned ; so that, as he confesses him- 
self, he had reason to repent of his having taken 
such pains in the arts and sciences. At the 
particular desire of Pope Clement IV., Bacon 
collected together and enlarged his several 
jicces, and sent them to him, in 1267. This col- 
eciion, which is the same that himself entitled 
" Opus Majus," or his Great Work, is still ex- 
tant 'When Bacon had been ten years in prison, 
Jeroin d'Ascoli, general of his order, who bad 
condemned liis doctrine, was chosen pope, aftd 
assumed the name of Nicholas IV. Toward 
the latter end of his reign, Bacon, by the inter- 
position of some noblemen, obtained his release, 
and returned to Oxford, where he spent the re 
mainder of his days in peace, and died in the 
college of his order, 11th June, 1294. Dr. Freind 
ascribes the honour of iiitroducing chyniistry - 
into Europe to Bacon, who, he observes, speaks 
in some part or other of his works, of almost 
every operation now usi»d in chymi!?try. He was 
a miracle of the age that he lived in ; and the 
trreate^^t geniu.a, perhaps, for mechanical know- 
ledge, that ever appeared in the world since 
Archimedes. 

BACON, Sir Nicholas, lord keeper of the 
^reat seal in the reign of Uneen Elizabeth, was 
descended of an ancient family in Suffolk, bom 
in the year 1510, and died, lantented by her ma- 
jesty and the nation, on the 20th of Feb., 1578-9. 

B.\CON, Anne, wife of Sir Nicholas, a lady 
eminent for learning, piety, and virtue, died 
about the beginning of the reign of James I. 

BACON, Francis, viscount of St. Albans, lord 
high chancellor of England, and one of the great* 
est and most universal geniuses that any age or 
country has produced, was son of Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, kird keeper of the great seal, and bora at 
York House, in the Strand, on the 22d of Janu- 
ary, 1561. His extraordinary parts, even when 
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• boy were so codsi^cuoub, Uiat before lie wa^ 
full 16, his father called him from the university 
to attend into France the queen's ambateador, 
8ir Amvat Pawlet, whose esteem aiid conti- 
dence he gained to such a degree, ibai he was 
soon after charged by him with aconuiiission to 
the queen, which he executed with great ap- 
wobation, and returned again to France, to fin- 
ish his travels. During his stay in that king- 
dom his father died, without making that sepa- 
rate provision for him whicii he had intended : 
this obliging him to think of some profession 
for a subsistence, he applied himself, more 
through necessity than choice, to the study ot 
the common law, and for that purpose seated 
himself in Gray's Inn. At the age of 28 he was 
chosen by that honourable society for tlieir 
Lent reader, and afterwards their double readei 
On the 23d of July, 1603, he received lise honour 
of knighthood ; and on the 25th of August, 1604, 
was constituted by patent one of the kinc's 
learned counsel. In 1613, he succeeded Sir 
, Henry Hobart, advanced to the place of chief 
justice of the common pleas, as attorney gene- 
ral. June 9, 1616, he was raised to the dignity 
of a privy-counsellor, while he was stilMrt the 
office of attorney-general : and as he had now 
more leisure from private causes, he was de- 
sirous to dedicate more time to public service ; 
and therefore made an offer to the king of a new 
" Digest of the Laws of England." March 7, 
1617, upon the chancellor's voluntary resigna- 
tion of the peals, they were given to Sir Francis 
Bacon, with the title of lord keeper. On the 
4th of January, 1618, he was constituted lord 
high chaiict ilor of England, and on the 11th of 
July following, created baron of Verulam, in 
Hertfordshire. In 1620, amidst all the vaflety 
of weighty business in which his high office ne- 
cessar^ involved him, he published the most 
finished atid important, though the least read, of 
all his philosophical tracts, the " Novum Orga- 
num Scientiarum." The next year he was ac- 
cused of bribery and corruption ; and the hoiise 
of peers, on the 3d of May, 1621, gave judgment 
against him, "that he should be fined 40,0QDZ., 
and remain prisoner in the tower duxiiig the 
king's pleasure : that he should for ever be in- 
capable of any office, place, or employment in 
the state or commonwealth ; and that he should 
never sit in parliament, or come within the 
verge of tlie court." But he was soon restored 
to his liberty, and his fine remitted, and was sum- 
'saoned to the first parliament of King Charles. 
After this sentence, he retired from civil affairs, 
and for five years gave himself wholly up to 
vniting. He died April 9, 1026, and lies Wied 
in St. Michaers church, at St. Alban's, where a 
monument was erected for him by Sir Thomas 
^ Meantys, once his secretary, and afterwards 
clerk of the council. His works, collected into 
5 vols. 4to., were beautifully and accurately 
printed by Mr. Bowyer and Mr Slraban, In 1765. 
BACON, Anthony, brother to the chancellor, 
distinguished for his acquaintance wiih politics, 
died before his brother. 

BACON, Sir Nathaniel, knight of the bath, a 
painter of the Flemish school. 

BACON, Phanuel, rector of Balden, in Oxford 
lAiire, and vicar of Bramber, in Sussex, was a 
famous punster, and an ingenious poet. He 
published, in 1757, five dramatic pieces, called 
•* The Taxes," " The Insignificants," " The 
Trial of the Time-killers,' ' " The Moral auack," 
Mid " The Oeulist ;" and died at Balden, Janu- 
ary 8, 1783. 
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BACON, John, a celebiated sculptor, born In 
London^ November 24, 1740 ; was apprenticed 
\o a painter of porcelain china, at Lambeth ; 
but, observing the models of different sculptors 
which were sent to a neighbouring potter's to 
be burnt, he conceived a strong inclination to 
pursue tile art of sculpture, and his progress 
was as rapid, as the decision was sudden. He 
studied at the BoyaJ Academy on its first insti- 
tufion, in 1768, and in a few years afterwards 
was elected royal academician. Of the numer- 
ous monuments erected by him, the most dis- 
tihguished are, those of Lord Chatham, in West- 
minster Abbey, and of Mr. Howard and Dr. 
Johnson, in St Paul's Cathedral. He died Au- 
gust 7, 1799. 

BACONTHORPE, John, a monk of Norfolk, 
died 1346. 

BACOUE, Leo, a protestant of Gascony, con- 
verted to popery, and made bishop of Pajmiers. 
died 1694. 

BACaUERRE, Benedict de, a physician and 
medical author. 

BACQUET, advocate to the king of France, 
died 1507. 

BACTISHUA, Ge«rge Ebn, a Christian phy- 
sician of celebrity at the court of Almansor. 

BADAKSCHI, a Persian poet, under the ca- 
liph Moctafi. 

BADABCH, a commentator on the Arabic 
granmiar, died 528 of the hegira. 

BADCOCK, Samuel, an eminent critic and 
controversial writer, was bom at South Moulton, 
in Devonsliire, in the year 1747, and destined to 
the clerical character. We find him in very 
early life, at about the age of 19, at the head of 
a very considerable Fiesbyterian congregation 
at Barnstaple, in Devonshire. From litis sirua- 
tion, however, he removed, and was elected 
minister of South Moulton, about 12 miles from 
his first situation ; and in this retirement his ac- 
tive mind turned its views to the more public 
departments of literature. During the progress 
of tlie Ijondon Review, he occasionally corre«- 
ponded with Dr. Kenrick, and contended with 
that acute and intelligent sceptic on different 
points of Christianity. He occasionally, also, 
wrote some articles in his Review, which are 
yet distinguishable by their spirit and intelli- 
gence. He was, before this period, an occasional 
correspondent in the Westminster Magazine; 
and we afterwards find him more frequently 
corresponding with the Gentleman's Magazine, 
the London Magazine, the General Evening 
Post, and the St. James' Chronicle. But the 
jrreat scene of his public warfare was in the 
Monthly Review. About three years before his 
death, which happened on the 19th of Way, 17fc^^ 
he conformed to the established church. 

BADDELY, Robert, an excellent low come- 
dian, many years attached to Drury-lane thea- 
tre, died November 20, 1794. By his will he 
left to the theatrical fund his cottage at Ramp- 
ton, in trust, that they should elect to reside m 
it such four of the fund pensioners as might not 
object to li%ing sociably under the same roof. 
In this house are two parlours for their joint in-; 
dulgence, and four separate bedchambers. THte 
l)equest is an instance of bis benevolence, and 
of his respect for his profession ; but the manner 
in which it was done is ^n more honotiraUe 
to him than the donation ibdf. That the de 
cayed actors who are to be chosen by the fund 
committee as tenants forthis house, might rt 
appear like dependants on charity, in the e^^ 
of the neigbbourbood, be left also a certaiii ^m 
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to be diftribated by those tenants to the poor of 
ttie vicinity. Tlie singularity of Mr. B.'s mind 
i£ ftirtber observable, in bis leavinf 3 pounds 
amutally for a twelfth-eake, to be distributed in 
the creen-rooa. 

BAD£N. James, proftssor of eloquence^ ^., 
in the university of Copebhagra, published a 
" German and Danish Dictionary/' and atrans- 
l&Uon of " Tacitus** into tlie Danish language, 
that is said to rival the orighial for precision, 
taste, and purity of diction. HediedNovonber, 
1804. 

BADENS, Frauds, a bistorical and poitnut 
painter of Antwerp, died 1603. 

BADEW, Richard de,'was chancellor of 
Cambridge, and laid the foundatiou of a college, 
now called dare-hall, 1636. 

BADILE, Anthony, an admired Italian paint 
eddied 1560. 

BADUEL, Claude, a protestant divine and 
pr<tfe88or in Switzeriand.died 1561. 

BiBRSIUS, or VEKEN8TIL, Henry, a ma 
T'aematician and painter, of Loavain, in the 16th 
ceutury. 

B AeRSTRAT, a Dutch painter, died 1687. 

BAFKA&KAH,Abu Zobal,a commentator 
on Euclid. 

BAGDEDIN, Mahommcd, an Arabian ma- 
thematician of the 10th century. 

B AGE, Robert, an English novelist of consi- 
derable merit, died 1801. 

BAGFORD, John, a celebrated antiquary, 
and collector of old English books, printe, &c. 
lie had been in bis younger days a shoemaker, 
afterwards a bookseller; and lastly, for the 
raany curio^ties wherewith he enriched the li- 
brary of Dr. John Moore, bishop of Ely, his 
lordship got hira admitted- into the Cbarter- 
liouse. lie died on the 15th of May, 1716, aged 
b5 years. 

BAGGER, John, a native of Lunden, and bi- 
shop of Copenhagen, died 1693. 

BAGI,Zadeh,a coomientator on the Koran, 
died 1013 of the hegira. 

BAGLIONI, Jolm Paul, a native of Perugia. 
He usurped the sovereignty of his country, and 
was dispossessed by Cssar Borgia, and after- 
wards beheaded by Leo X., at Rome, IdSO. 

BA6LIVI, GeOTge, professor of anatomy at 
Borne, died 1706. 

BAGNIOI.I, Julius Cesar, an Italian poet, 
died about 1600. 

BAGOAS, an Egyptian eunuch, put to death 
356. B.C. 

BAGOT, Lewis, L. L. D., canon and dean of 
Christ Church, Oxford, bishop of Bristol, of 
Norwich, and of St. Asaph ; he died 1803. 

BAGSHAW, WiUiam, a native of TidsweB, 
an doquent and popular preacher, died 1703. 

BAGSHAW, Edward. M. A., a teacher at 
Westminster, under Busby ; be was imprisoned 
for nonconformity, and died in Newgate, 1671. 

BAG17RI, a Mahometan writer, died 679 of 
theb^ra. 

BAHA.a mussulman, sumamed the orna- 
ment of justice and religion, and regarded as a 
saint, died 857 of the hegira. 

BAHALI, a Bfabometan author, died 321 of 
thehMira.

BAHIER, John, bom at Chatillon, a priMt, 
nd author of Latin vorsea, died 1707.

BAIAN, or BAION,a native oTGoa, who 
embraeed Christianity, and was ordained prieat 
jatRome.

BAIER, John William, a divine of Nurem- 
atfberg, and professor of divinity, at Ualle, died 

BAIERj Jean Jaques, bom at Lena, an emi 
nent phyttcian, professor of physiology and pre- 
sident of a college of physicians at AJtorf, died 
1735. 

BAIF, Lazarus, abbot of Charroux, and am- 
bassador from Francis I. to Venice, died 1545. 

BAIL, Lewis, a native of Abbeville, flour- 
■isbed as a writer in the 17th century. 

BAILEY, Naiiian, the author of a welKknown 
* Dictionary of the English I>anguage," 8 vols. 
hvo,, and emtor of school editions and transla- 
tiona of several of the ancient classic poets and 
historians. He resided principally at Stepney, 
and died June 37, 1742. 

BAILIEd, WUliom, a Prussian physician of 
great eminence, ntmut 1757. 

BAILLET, Adrian, a French divine, tbeok>- 
Sical, historical, aud biographical writer, bora 
1649. lie wrote " A History of Holland from 
1609 to 1679," 4 vols. 12mo. " Lives of the 
Saints," 3 vols, folio ; " Jugemens des Savans," 
9 vols. 12mo. &.C. &c., and died 1706. 

BAILLI, Rocbe Le, or Riviere, physician to 
Henry IV. of France, died 1605. 

BAILLIE, Robert, a native of Glasgow ; an 
eminent clergyman, distinguished for his firm 
and consistent oppositi(m to episcopacy ; lie died 
"162. 

BA1LLON, William de, a French physician, 
celebrated for his charity as well as bis pxofya- 
sional skill, died 1616. 

BMLLY, James^ a French writer, bora at 
V^ersaillcs,. died 176t). 

BAUiLY, John Sylvain, a cdebrated French 
astronomer. He published several valuable trea- 
tises on that science ; afterwards, as mayor of 
Paris, he incurred tbedispleasure of Robespierrt, 
and lost his head by the guillotine, 1793. 

BAILLY, David, a historical painter of cele- 
brity, born at Leyden, died 1630. 

BAILLY, James, a French painter, died 1679. 

BAINBRIDGE. John, a physician and astro- 
ncHuer of Ashby de la Zouch, afterwards pro- 
fessor of amonomy at Oxford, where he had t 
high reputation ; he died 1643. 

BAITHOSUS, ftmnder of a sect called saddu- 
cees, which denied a resurrection and future 
state. 

BAItrS, DE BAY, Michael, a native of Me- 
lia ; a man of talents and learning, and diviniQr 
professor of Louvain. He died 1589. 

BAJARD, Andrew, an Italian poet of Panna, 
in the 15th century. 

BAJAZET I., sultan of the Turks, a ra- 
oltwned warrior, but a tyrant Being coaqiier- 
ed by Tamerlane, and exposed by him in an 
iron cage (the fate that he had destined for his 
adversary, if he had been the victor), he dash* 
ed his head against the bars of his prison and 
kiUed himse^in 1403. 

BAJAZET n. succeeded his father Mahomet 
n., 1481. He extended the boundaries of his 
kingdom, but, by the perfidy of his so>,Belim, 
was dethroned and imisoned in 1518. 

BAKER, Sir Richard, author of the '* Chro 
nide of the kings of En^and," bom at Biatiag- 
hurst, in Kent, about 15oB. He married a dau^

BAKER, David, an English Benedictine, who 
was converted from Atheism to Christianity 
died 1641. 

BAKEB, Thomas, anativeof Ilton, and vicai 
of Bishop's Nymmet, Devonshire ; he died 1690. 

BAKER, Thomas, a very ingenious and 
learned antiquary, was bom at Crook, in the 
countv of Durham, Bept 14, 1656, and died in 
the office of commoner master of St. John's col- 
lege, Cambridge, July 2, 1740. The principal 
work that he printed, was " Reflectionaon learn- 
ing, showing the insufficiency thereof in its se- 
veral panicalars, in order to evince the useful- 
ness and necessi^ of Revelation : London, 1708- 
10," which went through eight editions ; and 
Mr. Botfwell, in his " Method of Study," ranks 
it among the English classics for purity of style. 

BAKER, Henry, an ingenious and diligent 
naturalist, born in I-leet-street, tiondon, either 
near the end of the 17th, or in the beginning of 
the 18th century. Being of a philosophical ttim 
of mind, aitd having diligentljf attended to the 
methods which might be practicable and useful 
in the cure of stammering, and especially in 
teaching deaf and dimib persons to speak, he 
made this the employment of his life. In 1774, 
Pir Godfrey Copley's gold medal was bestowed 
upon him, for having, by his microscopical ex 
periments on the crystalizations and configura- 
tions of saline particles, produced the most ex 
traordinary discovery during that year. Having 
led a very useful and honourable Mfe, he died 
at his apartments in the Strand, on the 25th of 
Nov. 1774, being then above 70 years of age.

BAKER, WilHam, a U.amr d printer, in Fen- 
church-street, born at Reading, 1744, wae the 
son of an eminent schoolmaster in that town. 
From his youth he was greatly addicted to study, 
and his friends favoured bis inclhiatione by 
making him a printer. His modesty was equal 
to his learning, and was truly Cray's " flower 
bom to bluph unseen." Hit diffidence prevented 
his appearing much before the public as a writer ; 
and his only publications are " Peregrinations 
of the Mind," a series of essays in the manner 
of the Rambler; and '* Theses Greccet Latino 
Selects." He died in London, Sept. 529, 1785, in 
the 44th year of his age ; and an elegant Latin 
epitaph to his memory is placed on the tomb of 
bis family, in tbe churchyard of St. Alary, 
Rudinr;. 

BAKER, Sir George, Dom 1723, was physi- 
cian to king Get>iig«rfIII. and his queen, and pre- 
sident of the college of physicians. He wrote 
n number of excellent tracts and dissertatidhs 
on medical stibjects, and died June 15, 1809. 

BAKEWELL, Robert, the most successful 
experimental farmer and cattle-breeder ever 
known in England, was bom 17S6, at Dishley, 
In Leicestershire. Having remarked, that do- 
mestic animals in general produce others pos- 
sessing qualities nearly similar to their own, he 
conceived that he had only to select from all the 
most valuable breeds such as promised to return 
tbe greatest po8sib)e emolument to the breeder ; 
and that he should then be able, by careful atten- 
tion to progressive improvements, to produce a 
race of sheep, horses, homed cattle, or other 
SO 



aniroals. possessing a maximum of advantage. 
A selection on thifi principle from different paitt 
of England, was the original stock from which 
he afterwards propagated his own. About 17C0, 
Mr. Bakewell sold his slieep by private contract, 
at not more than two or three guineas eaclK 
Some time afterwards, ho began to let some of 
his rams, and for a few seasons received only 
158. or a guinea apiece for them ; but as the 
fame of his breed extended itself, be advanced 
his prices, and by the year 1770 was enabled to 
let some of his rams for the season for 25 gui- 
neas. After that time, the prices and credit of 
his stock progressively increased ; and at last, 
single rams were let for tiie season for the enor- 
mous price of 400 guineas, and upwards. It ia 
a fact that has no other example, that one rain, 
called the Two Pounder, produced, Iq one Be&- 
son, the sum of 800 guineas, independent of 
ewes of Mr. Bakewelrs own stock ; whicli, at 
the same rate, would have made a total, the 
produce of a single ram, of 1200 guineas. The 
race of Dishley sheep are known by the fn.eness 
of tlieir bone and flesh, the Hghtness of the ofikl, 
their disposition to quietness, and consequently 
to mature and fatten with less/ood than other 
sheep of eoual weight and value. Mr. Bakewell 
improved his black horses by an attention to the 
form which is best adapted to their use. His 
stallions have been let for the season for 100 
guineas, and upwards. Many anecdotes arc re- 
lated of his humanity toward tbe various orders 
of aidmalti. He continually deprecated the atro- 
cious barbnritit a practised by the butchens and 
drovers ; showing, by exani{rfes on his own fai m~ 
the mofit plea&ing instances of docility in the 
anhiials under his care. This extraordinar-v^ 
man^ more deservtog. itt our opinion, of the\ 
cKic wreath than the warrior or the statesiban, 
died Oct. 1, 1795, on thespot where he first drew 
breath. 

BAKHUISEN, Ludolph, a painter and en- 
graver of Embden, who, by tbe force of geniue, 
raised hhnself to a high rank. He died 1709. 

BALAAM, son of Beor, a celebrated prophet 
of Pelhor, in Mesopotamia, killed with Balak, 
k ing of Moab, in batUe, 1450 B.C. 

BALAMIO, Ferdinand, a native of Sicily, 
pliydcian to pope Leo X., about 1555 ; eniineni 
for his literary acquirements.

CromweU ; but, upon the death of this noble- 
man, he was obliged to fiy to HoOand, where ha 
remained six years, and during that time wrote 
several pieces in the EngUsh language. Hewaa 
recalled into England ^ Edward vl., and pte> 
seated to the living of Bishop's-stoke, in the 
county of Southampton. The Uth of August, 
1533, be was nominated to the see of Osewy, 
and, upcm his arrival in Ireland, used his utmosc 
endeavours to reform the manners of his diocese, 
tocorreet the vices of the priests, to abolish tte 
nnss, and to establish the use of the new book 
of common prayer set forth in En^and ; but aH 
his schemes of this kind having proved abortive 
by the death of king Edward, and the accession 
of queen Mary, he l>ecame greatly exposed to 
the outrages of the papists in Ireland, and again 
fled to the continent. On the accession of queen 
Elizabeth, he returned from exile, but did not 
choose to go again to Ireland, being satisfied 
with a prebend of Canterbury, in winch city he 
died, Nov., lot}3, aged 67, and was buried in the 
cathedral of Uiat place. This prelate has left a 
celebraied I^aiin work, contidnuig the lives of 
the most eminent writers of great Britain. He 
was also one of the earlier of our dramatic 
writers. IVenty of his plasrs are recorded. 

BALECHON, Nicholas, an eminent engraver, 
born at Aries, died 1765. 

BALEN, Mauhias, a native of Dordt, bora 
1611. 

BALEN, Hendn'ck Van, an eminent painter 
of Antwerp, died 1632. 

BALES, Peter, a very extraordinary person 
in his way, and fit to l>e noticed in a work of 
this natuic. lie was a most famous master in 
the art of penmanship, or fair writing, and one 
of the first inveotor.s (for there seems to have 
been more tUuii one) of short-hand writing. He 
was horn in 1547, aud is recorded for his skill in 
micrography, or miniature- writing, in Holling- 
sbed's Chronicle, anno 1575. Mr. Evelyn al»3 
has celebrated his wonderAil skill in this delicate 
operation of the hand, informing us, that in the 
year 1575 he wrote tlie Lord's prayer, the ^eed, 
decalogue, with two short^rayers in Latin, hie 
own name, motto, day of the month, year of 
the Lord, and reign of the queen, to whom he 
presented it, at Hampton Coui^, all within the 
circle of a single penny, inchased in a ring and 
borders of gold, and covered with a crystal, so 
accurately written as to be very plainly legible, 
to the great admiration of her majesty, the whole 
privy-council, and several ambassadors then at 
court. He was farther very dexterous in imitat- 
ing hand-writing, and, about 1586, was emidoy- 
ed by secretary Waisingham in certain political 
manceuvres. He published in 1590 a work call- 
ed the ** Writing School-master, in three parts ; 
the l9t, teaching swift writing, the 2d, true writ- 
ing, the 3d, fhir writing.** He died about WIO. 
BALESTRA, Anthony, a historical painter 
of Verona, died 1720. 

B ALE Y, Walter, fellow of the New College, 
Oxford, and professor of physic there, after- 
wards physician to queen Llizabeth, died 1592. 
BALOUY, John, an eminent English divine, 
a theological, controversial, and metaphysical 
writer, bom at Sheffield, 1686, died at Harrow- 
pate, 1748. He was the friend of Clarke ahd 
Hoadley, and was associated with them in 
ntaintaining the cause of rational religion and 
Christian liberty. 
BAL6UV, Tbomas, D. D. son of the pre ^ 
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ceding, arcbdeacon of Winchester and prebend- 
ary of tbat cathedral, a powerful champion in 
the cause of morality and religion, and of the 
moat disinterested zeal, having declined the bi- 
shopric of Gloucester, which was offered to him 
by the king in 1781. Dr. B. died Jan. 19, 1795. 

BALI, Meulae Bali, a mussulman, who wrote 
on the jurisprudence of his country, died 977 of 
the hegira. 

BALIOL, John de, founder of Baliol College, 
Oxford, which was begun by him in 15263, anjd 
afterwards perfected by his widow. During 
the contest between Henry III. and his barons 
be lirmly adhered to the king, and died in 1269. 

BALIOL, John de, king of ScoUand. Being 
opposed in his claims to the crown by Bruce, re- 
ference was made to Edward, king of England, 
who decided in his favour. Afterwards, in a 
war with Edward, he lost the battle of Dunbar, 
and retired to France, where he died 1314. 

BALKINI YELALEDDIN, author of a book 
on Mahometan jurisprudence, ice.

B ALLENDEN, ©r BULLANDEN, sir John, 
an elegant Scottish writer of the 16th century. 
He translated into the Scots language Hector 
Boetius's Histoiy, which was extremely well re- 
ceived both in Scotland and England, and died 
at Rome, 1550. 

BALLARD, George, born at Campden, in 
Gloucestershire, was one of those singular ge- 
niuses that shoot forth without culture. He 
was broiight up to the profession Of a habit- 
inaker. Upon a discovery of his abilities, lord 
Ohedworth and some other gentlemen offered 
him a pension of 100/. per annum, but he would 
only accept 602. He published "Memoirs of 
British Ladies eminent for j^tming or Abili- 
ties,?* and died young, in llpl^ supposed to be 
owing to too intense application* 

BALLERINI, Peter and Jerome, two bro- 
thers, ecclesiastics, who devoted themselves to 
literary pursuits and published several valuable 
works, wer« both living, 1756. 

BALLEXFERD, a native of Geneva, author 
of several medical Wbrks, died 1774. 

BALLI, Joseph, of Palermo, canon of Bari, 
in the kin^fdom of Naples, died 1640. 

BALLI ANI, John Baptist, a native and Se- 
nator of Genoa, author of a work on tlie mo- 
tion oC bodies, died 16G6. 

BALLIN, Claude, a goldsmith of Paris, an 
artist of great celebrity, died 1678. 

BALS AMON, Theodore, a Patriarch of An- 
tioch, died 1^14.

BALTUS, John Francis, a Jesuit of Metz, 
and librarian of Rheims. died 1743. 

BALUE, John, of Poitou, bishop of Evreux 
and of Arrtts, cardinal and legate to the pope in 
France, died 1491. 

BALzUE, Stephep, a French writer, and au- 
thor of the " Lives of the Popes of Avignon,** 
bom 1631. died 1718. 

BALZAc, John Lewis Guet de,historiogra- 
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teem as a writer (especially for his Lett^vSi 
which went through several editions) ; And 
died 1654. 

BAMBOCHE, a nickname given to Peter de

His father, who was pastor 
of tl^ Calvi«li#c church at Schwoback, took 
opon himself the care of his -son's education, 
and taught him languages without study, and 
aimost without his perceiving that he was team- 
ing them, by only introducing words of different 
iMuroaces, as it were casually, into conversation 
wi&bim. By these means, when he was but 
four yeaia old, he spoke every day Prcmji to his 
mntber, Latin to his father, and High Dutch to 
tbe maid, without the least perplexity to him- 
self or the leastjBonfusion of one language with 
another. The dlber languaro, of which he was 
master, he leamt by a method yet more uncom- 
mon, which was, by only using the Bible in the 
Umeuage he then proposed to learn, accom- 
n^edwith a translation.

BARETTI, Joseph, bom at Turin, about 1716. 
He came over to England in the year 1750, 
where he resided (with a short interval) the re- 
mainder of his life. Baretti had the aood for- 
tune to be introduced to Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
and between them a very long iniimacy had 
place. From the time of bis arrival in Eng- 
land, he subsisted by teaching the Italian lan- 
guage, and by the sale of his writings. In 1760 
he made a tour to Italy, through Portugal and 
Spain, and returned to England after an absence 
of six yean. In 1769, he was tried at the Old 
Bailey for having stabbed a man who violently as- 
saulted him in the Baymarket. He made a most 
admirable defence ; which, added to the bad re- 
putation of his prosecutors, impressed the court 
much in his favour.

BARNARD, Sir John, was to the year 1723 
chosen one of the repreoentativea in parliament 
for the dtyof London ; a trust whkh he con- 
tinued toei^y during the six succeeding narlia- 
ments, and which he always diachtned with 
equal integrity and ability. In 17S7, be was 
clios^ alderman of Dowgate Ward. On the 
subject of the fkmous excise scheme, projected 
by Sir Robert Walpole, tit 1733^ Sir John made 
so strenuous an opposition, that, tn conjunction 
with aibet memb^ he obliged the minhtiy 
entirely to lay.it anide. In 1737, he formed a 
scheme for reducing; the interest on the national 
debt ; a project which, though it did not at that 
kCMed, was, nevertheless, afterwards car- 
ried into ezecutiob, to the great emolument of 
thetra^ng part of the nation. In 1738, he served 
in the high c^lceof lord- mayor of London ; and 
in July, 1758, resigned his gown, and retired to 
Claqiham ; where, after havina attahied to near 
the age of 80, be died August 29, 1766. A statue 
is erected to his memory in the Royal Exchange. 

BARNAY E, Anthony Peter Joseph Marie, a 
deputy to the national assembly of France, who 
lost hk popularity for some expressions in favour 
of the kiIU^ and was guillotined, 1793. 

BARN^, Juliana, prioress mSope well nun- 
nery, eminent for her accomplishments and pie- 
ty, died after I486. 

BARNES, Joshua, an eminent critic, and pro- 
fessor of the Greek language in the univenity 
of Cambridge, was bom in London, 1654. He 

iiWshed editions of Euripides, Anacreon, and 

[omer ; a life of Edward III., folio, 1688 ; and 
several poems, both in Latin and English ; and 
died in 1713. 

BARNES, Thomas, D. D., an English dissent- 
ing minister, of Manchester, and nseceptor of an 
academy at the same place, died In 1810. 

BARNES, David Leonard, attorney of the 
United States, foe the district of Rhode-Island, 
and judge of the same, died 1813. 

BARNES, Robert, D. D., employed by Henry 
Ym. ; afterwards faicurringhis displeasure, he 
was burnt at the stake, 1546t 

BARNEYELDT, John d'Olden, an able states- 
man, of Holland, ambassador to England and 
France, condemned on false Charges, and exe- 
cuted, 1619. 

BARD, or B ARONI, Peter, a native of France, 
who retired to England as a protestant, and re- 
sided with lord Burleigh ; afterwards professor 
of divinity at Cambridge, died after 1574. 

BAROCHE, Frederick, a fainter, of Urbino, 
of great celebrity, died in 1613. 

BARON, Bonaventure, a native of Ireland, 
and divinity professor at Rone, died 1096. 

BARON^ Michael, the Roscius of the French 
theatre, bom 1653, died 1739. The father of 
Baron also was an actor, fkmous for his talent 
in declamation ; and the manner of bis death 
was singular : playing the part of Don Diego, 
in The ad, his sword fell fVom hi« hand, as the 
piece requires ; and kicking it from him with 
indignation, he unfortunately strack against the 
point of it, by which his little toe was pierced 
It tumed to a gangrene ; he refused to suffer 
amputation, and died 16Si5. 

BARON, Hyacinth Theodore, a learned phy 
sician of Paris, died in 1756. 
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BARONI, Adiianne Basile, lister to BasUe 
tl»« poec ; greatly adored for ber beauQr, wit,

BARRAL, Peter, an ecclesiastic of Grenoble, 
teacher at Paris, and author of a historical dic- 
tionary, died in 177S. 

B ARRE, Francois Pouillain de la, a native of 
France, professor at Geneva, died in 1733. 

BARRE, Lewis Francoise Jos. de la, a native 
of Toumay, author of some books Ml Antiqua- 
rian historjr, ^.; be died in 1738. 

BARRE, Michel de la, of Paris, an eminent 
player on the German flute, died 1744. 

BARRE, Joseph, canon of St. Genevieve, 
chancellor of the university of Paris, and au- 
thor of ahistory of Germany, died 1764. 

BARRE, Madame du, mistress of Lewis XV., 
of France, executed during the revolution in 
1793. 

BARREAUX, Jacques V^ee, a libertine of

BARRELIER, James, a dominican friar, 
eminent as a scientific botanist, died 1673. 

B ARRERE^ Peter, a physician of Perpignan, 
died 1755.

BARRETT, William, asuigeon, of Bristol,and 
author of a history of that dty, died 1789. 

BARRIERE, Pierre, a soldier who attempted 
to assaesinate Heniy IV. of Fttnce. but was de- 
tected and broken on the wheS, 1603. 

BARRINGTON, John Shute, lord viscount, 
a nobleman of consideraUe learning, mid au- 
thor of several books on relifious subjects, waa 
bom in 1678. and died in 1734. 

BARRlNGTON*Daines,8on of the above, 
a celebrated Englub lawyer, antiquary, and 
writer on subjects or law, politics, natural histo- 
ry, geography, and criticism, bom 17S7, died 
March 14, 1800. His writings are very nume- 
rous, and many of them are in the Philosophi- 
cal Transactions and' the Archsologia; but 
tltose which most distinguiBbed him as an au- 
thor were, his " Observations on the Statutes, 
chie|ly the more ancient," &c. of which, two 
Ato editions were published in one year, (1766.) 

BARRINGTON; Samuel, son of lord B., a 
distinguished admiral in the British navy, died 
1800. 

BARROB, or DE BARROS, John, a native 
of Viseo, preceptor to the princes of Portugal, 
afterwards governor of St Gewge, on the Afri- 
can coast, and treasurer of the Indies, under 
king Juan. He wrote a history of the Indies, 
aud died 152D. 

BARROW, Isaac, an eminent mathematician 
and divine, bom in London, 1630. When the 
king advanced Dr. B. to the digniQr of master 
of Trimly College, Cambridge, his nud^sty was 

S eased to say, " he had given it to the best scho- 
r in England :" and he did not speak from re- 
port, but from his own imowledge. The doctor 
being then his chaplain, he used often tQ con- 
6$ 



verse with him, and, in his humorous way, to 
call him an *' unfair preacher," because he ex- 
hausted eveiT subject, and left nothing for otliers 
tQ say alter him. In 1675, he was chosen viee- 
cbancellor of the university.' This great and 
learned divine died of a fever the 4th of May, 
1677. and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

BARROW, Isaac, a native of Spiney Abbey. 
bishop of Bodor, Man, and Bt^ Asaphs, died 
1677. 

BARRY, GlriQd, a native of Pembrokeshire, 
a clergyman, and author of a ldstor>'of the con- 
quest of Ireland ; he died after 1315. 

BARRY, James, an Irish lawyer; he was a 
baron of the exchequer, chief justice of the 
king'sbeneh, and afterwards lord Santiy (^tbe 
peerages : he died 1673. 

BARRY, Spranger, an«idn«it£nglisb actor, 
cotemporary with, and a powerful rival of, Mr. 
Garrick, bwn in Dublin, 1719; died in London, 
Jan. 1774. His peculiar advantages were de- 
rived from a fine person, melodious voice, and 
ideasing address ; and his performances in ama- 
tory characters were peiliaps never excelled. 
See CRAWFORD. 

BARRY. James, an eminent painter, was 
bora at Cork, in Ireland, IT^ ; and having earty 
discovered great genius for the art, he was par 
tsooized by Mr. Burke, and brought to London, 
where he became a pupil to Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds. When Mr. Burke came into administra- 



tion with the marquis of Rockingham, he sent 
Mr. Barrv to Italy, at his sole expense. After 
visiting all the celebrated schools of the conti- 
nent, in which he occupied three years, Mr. 
Barry returned to Londcm ; and in 1775, puh-

England." About two years after this, he was 
elected a Royal Academician, and in 1786 made 
professor of painting to the Royal Acad^ny;

He seems soon afterwards to have taken 
disgust at society, from which he retired into a 
wretched obscurity, living unattended, and half 
starved, till some mends raised about 10002., 
with which they purchased an annuity for him; 
but before the first quarter's payment of it be- 
came due he died, Mar. 22, ISw, and was inter- 
red in St. Paul's cathedral. His greatest eflbrt 
of art is a series of allegorical pictures, which 
he painted gratuitously for the great room of the 
Socie^ of Arts, in the AdelphL 

BARRY, George, D.Ji.j an ominent Scotch 
divine, author of a liistoiy of the Orkneys, died 
1805. 

BARRY, John, first commodore 4n the Amer^ 
can navy ; he possessed great courage, was a 
patriot, and Christian, and died 1803. 

BARSUMA, or BARSOMA, metropolitan, 
author of several books in Syriac. 

BART AS, Gtiillauroe de Salluste du, a French 
poet of Monfort, in Armagnac, died 1500. 

BARTH, John, a native of Dunkirk, who, by 
his bravery and skill, rose to a high rank in the 
French navy ; he (}ied in 1702. 

BARTHE. Nicholas Thomas, a native nf 
Marseilles ; be was author of some dramatic 
pieces, and died 1785. 

B ARTBELEMI, Nicholas, a Benedictine of 
the 15th century, and author of some devotional 
LMinpoems. 

BARTHELEMI, the Nestor of French lite- 
rature, and author of the *' Travels of Ana- 
charsis jin Greece," died May 4, 1795. Duiicg 
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Ibe domination ^ Robespierre, iike most other 
men of lemraiof , be was unpiriscmed ; when, 
ootwiUMtaading liis grear age (upwards of 80) 
Md infirmitiies, instead of sinking under the ri- 
gour with which he wastreated, he exerted him- 
1^ in consoUpg his fdlow-suser^rs. Soon af- 
lertheiaHof Robespierre, he was released, and 
aBowed a pttsioii. In the '^ Memoirs of the 
Academy or inscriptitmB and Belles Letties,*' 
are piesenred many of his papers^ iUnirtrating 
Greek literature. 

BARTHELEMl DES BfARTYRS, a domini- 
cxn, of Lisbon, archbidiop of Braganza, died

BARTHIUS, Gaspard, of Brandenburg, an 
elegaat sebcdar, and :>effect master of most for- 
eiga laiignages, died i65& 

BARTHOLIN, Gaspard, profiessor of Latin, 
of medicine, and afterwards of divinity, at €o- 
penbazen, died 1629. 

BARTHOLIN, Tliomas, son of Gaspard, pro- 
fessor of mathematics and of anatomy at Co- 
peohagen, afterwards librarian to the univer- 
sity, and i^iysician to the king of Denmark ; he 

BARTlioLTN, l^omas, son of the above, 
professor of law and history at Copenbagen, and 
coonselior to the kins; he died in 1600.

BARTOLO, a lawyer of eminence, professor died in 8w. 

He was appointed 
professor of natural history and botany, and af- 
terwarda of Materia Medica, in the univer- 
sity of Pennqrlvania, and succeeded Dr. Bush, 
on his death, as professor of the theory and 
practice of medicine ; he died in 1815.

BATHURST, Alien, Eari, an English noble- 
man of distinguished abilities, bora November 
16, 1684. To uncommon talents he added many 
virtues, integri^, humanity, and generosity:

BECKER, Daniel, physician to the elector of 
Brandenburg, died at Konigsburg, his nativ« 
city, in 1760. 

BECKET, Tbomaa, archbishop of Canterbu- 
ry, in the reijgn of Henry 11., was bora in Lon- 
don, 1119, and assassinated in the cathedral 
church of Canterbury, on the 99th of December, 
1171. The miracles said to be wrought at his 
tomb were so numerous, that we are told tvi-o 
large volumes of them were kept in tbaj church. 
His shrine vraa visited fVom all parts, and en- 
riched with ttie most costly gifts and <^eringei. 
Though canonized, however, he was, in tmth, 
memoralrie only for his pride, insolehce, and in- 
gratitude to his sovereign, Hehry 11., to whiGb 
he fell a sacrifice. 

BECKFORD, WilMam, a patriotic cWef ma- 
gistrate of the city of London, who died in tfant 
office, with which he bad been for the srcnnd 
time invested, June 9i, 1770, aged 65. Hesliew- 
ed himself the steadfast friend of his king ard 
country, and was the only man of his time who, 
with ftmness, yet with humility ,dared tell a king 
upon bis throne (sunonnded by bis couriers) 
the pUun and honest truth ; wherebi he vliuii- 
cated the loyalty, while he evincwl the inde- 
pendent spirit of the city of London. Convinced 
tliatour liberties belong to posterity as wrH 
as to ourselves, he resolved tliat the hhare cotcH 
niitted to his trustshould not expire in his hands. 
As a citizen, he was eminent^ endowed witii 
the' virtues of humanity and affability ; as a«ena- 
tor, Xmerober for London,) watchful over tbe 
rights of the people ; and as a magistrate, unre* 
mittingly active in seeing tho^ rights Jegalty 
executed. That his character might be ev«»r 
held in tlie most honourable &nd grateful re- 
membrance, the corporation erected bis statue 
m their Guildhall, and recorded in the iBserip- 
noti the magnanimous speech which he is said 
to have addressed to the king in viudicaHon of 
tlte people's right to remonstrate to the throne. 

RECKINGHAM, Charles, an eroteent dra- 
matic writer ; two of his pieces, Henry IV. of 
Franc47, and Scipio Africaaus, v^ere highly ap- 
plauded; be died in 1730.

His 
eodeinastical history of England commences at 
the invaskm of Julius C»sar, and terminates 
A.D. 723. 

BEDDOES, Dr. Thomas, an eminent physi- 
cian and medical writer; who more particularly 
distinguished himself by his perseverance in 
making experiments to cure consumptions by 
tbe a{^>lication of pneumatics. He was born 
at Shiffhal, Shropshire, about the year 1754, and 
died at Qiifton, near Bristol, Dec. 34, 1808. His 
principal work is *' Hygeia ; or Essays, Moral 
and MedicaL on the Causes affecting the per- 
sonal state <H the middling and affluent classes."

BEDEIjL, William, a very famous bishop of 
Rihnor«,%i Ireland, bom 1570, at Black Notley, 
in Essex ; died 1641.

** Scripture Chronok^, demonstrated by Astro-

BEN^ET, Henry, earl of Arlington, a zeal- 
ous royalist, during the civil wars, was, after the 
restoration, minister to Madrid, and secretary of 
state to Charles II., awl afterwards his chamber- 
lain: he died in 1685. 

BEN NET, Dr. Thomas, a native of Salisbu- 
ry, waa an eloquent and popular preacher, at 
Colchester, and afterwards in London; he died 
in 1728. 

BENNET, Christopher, a diatingnishod phy 
sician, of London, and a writer on medical sub- 
jects, died in 1655. 

BENNET, Robert, B D., rector of Waddes- 
den, Bucks, author of a theological -ooncorde 
aoce* died in 1687.

BENNET, Richard, succeeded Sir WUHani 
Berklcty as n)verDor of the colony of Virginia, 
and rdfnined the place until 1054, when he was 
appointed an agent of the colony to England. 

BENOIT, EUe, a protestant minister of Paris, 
who fled to Holland on the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes ; he died in 1728. 

BENOIT, father, a learned Marooite, educa- 
ted at Rome, was professor of Hebrew at Pisa, 
and died in 1748. 

BENSERADE, Isaac de, a French poet of 
tlie 17th century, bcm at Lyons, near Ro«en, 
died 1090: 

BENSON, Dr. George, a very distinguished 
pa^or among the Enghsh dissenters, was bom 
atGreatSalkeldfinCumberland, 1609, and died 
1763. In 174][y he became colleague with Dr. 
Lardner, at Crutched Friars, and, on his death, 
Lad the sole pastorship intrusted to him. Of hie 
writing, the principal are " A Defence of the 
Reasonableness of Frayer ;" *' An Illustration 
of such of St. Paul's Epistles as Mr. Locke had 
not Explained ;'! "A History of the First Plant- 
ing of Christisnity," 2 vols. 4to. " Tracts on 
Persecution ;" and " A lifeof Christ" 

BENT, John Van de, a native of Amsterdam, 
whose landscapes are much admired ; be died 
in 1090. 

BENTHAM, Thonms, bishop of Litchfiek) 
and Coventry, under Elizabeth, died in 1578. 

BENTHAM, Edward, an English divine, 
proftcBBor of divinity at Oxford, died in 1776. 

BENTHAM, James, prebendary of Ely, and 
roctorof BowBrickbUI, 4n the county of Buck- 
iiV!hain, well known in the learned world as 
author of " The History and Antiquities of ^be 
Conventual and Cathedral Churc}) of Ely;" 
he was born in Ely, 1718, and died Nov. 17, 1794 

BENTICK, William, first earl of Portland, 
tbe early and devoted fHend of William of 
Orange, eame with Mm to F^iglaTid, and was by 
bini ennoitled ; he died in 1709. 

BENTIOK, William Henry Cavendish, third 
duke of Portland, chancellor of the university 
of Oxford, secreta^ of state for the home de- 
)>artment, and first lord of tbe treasury, died 
1809 

BENTIVOGUO, Gny, cardinal, bom at 
Ferrara, in 1579, died 1644. He has left several 
works ; the most remarkable of which are, his 
*' History of the Civil Wars of Flanders,*' his 
** Account of Flanders," and his ** Letters and 
Memoirs." 

BKNTIVOGLIO, Hercules, distin^ruished 
ft poet, was a native of Bologna, esteemed* and 
patroni5>6d by the duke of Ferrara, his relation, 
died in 1583. 

BENTLEY, Richard, an eminent critic and 
divine, bom at Wakefield, Yorkshire, in 1663^ 
4i«d 1743. His literary character is known in 
all parts of Europe wherever learning is known. 
In his private character, be was hearty, sin- 
cere, and warm in bia fHendabips ; loved hos- 
pitality and respect ; and In conversation, he 
tempered the hard-moutbed severity of the critic 
with a neculiarstrain iMfvivaciQr and irieasantry. 
BENTLEY,Tliomas,nepbew to the preceding, 
author of " The Wishes," aomiedy, and otheri 
dramatic nieces, died 1789, 

BENTLEY, WUliam,D. D., a minister of a' 
church in Salem, was distinfuisbed as a scholar,' 
phik)8opher, and politieian. He edited the Es-j 
sex Reglater nearly twenty yeart, and died in^ 
1819. 

BEN VENUTI, Charles, a Jesuit, of Leghorn, 
professor of mathomatiof at Ronie, died in V96B.^ 
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BENWELL, WUliam, an able and di»tin 
guished Euglish divine, and an elegant scbolart 
died in 1796. 

BENYOWSKY, Count Mauritius Augustus 
de, an extraordinary adventurer, bom in 1741, 
at Verbowa, in Huugaiy. and killed at tbe isle 
of France, May 23, 1786. His very eventful 
life has been published in S vtds. 4to. ; but a 
good abstract of it will be fbond in Mr. Chal- 
mer's Biographical Dictionary, 33 vols. 8vo. 
Our limits preclude even an analjrsis <^ it. 

BENZELIU8, Eric, an obscure native of 
West GothIand,whq, ly his great merit, became 
tutor to tbe sons of tbe chancellor <^ Sweden, 
and archbishop of Upsal ; he died in 1709. 

BENZIO, Trifone, an elegant Italian poet, 
called by his cotemporaries the Socrates or 
Rome ; he died about 1570. 

BEOTEO, Angelo, sumamed lluzxante, a 
poet, bom at Padua, died in 1543. 

BERAULD, Nicolas, a native of Orleans, of 
the IGth century, eminent for his great leamtog, ^ 
and his acquaintance with Erasmus and other 
learned men. 

BERCHET, Peter, a French painter, died in 
1720. 

BERCHEUR, Peter, a benedictine, tranalatnr 
of Livy, by order of king John of France, died 
in 1362. 

BERENGARIUS; Jacobus, a surgeon, emi- 
nent for an original mode of practice, in parti- 
cular eases, died in 1SS7. 

BERENGER, archdeacon of Angers, died in 
1088. 

BERENGERI, 8on of Eberar<r,dukeofFrinIo, 
caused himself to be proclaimed king of Italy, 
and aft^wards emperor of Geimany; lie was 
opposed by riyals during bis reign, and finally 
a^aR£iinBtedin924. His grandson, Berenger IL, 
king of Italy, died in 966. 

BERENGER, Peter, a disciple of Abelard, 
and opposer of St. Bernard. 

BERENICE, daughter of the king of Judea, 
and wife of Polemon, king of Cilicia. 

BERENICIITS, a knife grinder and chinmey 
sweep, in Holland, 1670, wonderAil for hte re- 
tentive memory. He could repeat by he'Ut 
Virgil, Horace, Homer, Aristophanes, Cicero, 
and couM translate, extempore, into Latin and 
Greek. 

BERETIN, Peter, a native of Tuscany, emi- 
nent as a painter, died In 1609. 

BERG, Matthias Vanden, a painter, the dl»- 
dple of Rubens, died in 1687. 

BERG, John Peter, a divine, bora at Bremen, 
died in 1800. 

BERGAMO, James Philip de, an Augustine 
monk, author of a Latin chronicle of the worid, 
from the creation to his own thne, 1434. 

BERGHEM, Nicolas, a painter of Hacrlem, 
died in 1684. 

BERGIER, Nieolas,historiographer of France, 
and author of a history of tbe great roads of tbe 
Roman empire, died in 1693. 

BERGIER. Nicolas Sylvester, a principal of 
tbe cc^ege or Besancon, Dfofessor of th^ogy, 
and canon of Paris cathmfd ; and bad he cho- 
sen, might hav« obtained higher preferments : 
he died ia 1790. 

BERGLER, Etienne, a learned German cri- 
tic of the 18th century ; be died a Mahometan, 
in Turkey. 

BERGMAN, Torbem, a distinguished phy- 
sician and chymist, of Sweden, afterwards pro- 
fessor of mathematics and naliual pbikwophy, 
and rector of the university at Upsal, died 1784 
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tliematics and natural pbiloeopliy, and rector 
of the ojniversity at Upeal, died in 1784. 

BERIG ARD, Claude, professor of philosopby 
at Padua and Pisa, died in 1863. 

BERING, Vitus, professor at Copentiaeen, 
histioriograii^ier to tlie king, and eminent as 
Latin poet, in the 17th century. 

BCRING, Vitas, a native of Demnarl^ and 
CMnmodore in the service of Russia. He was 
enployed in ezidoring the north coasts of Ame- 
ifca, wliere lie died, aner liaving made some im- 
portant discoveries. Bering's idand and strait, 
derive the name from him. 

BERKELEY, Dr. George, the learned and 
ingenious Ushop of Cloyne, in Ireland, was bom 
in that kingdom, at KUerln, near Thomastown, 
the 12th of March, 1684, and died Jan. 14, 1753. 
The excellence of his moral character is con-" 
s|iBoous in his writings, which were chiefly in 
defence of the Christian religion against Athe- 
ists and Infidels. His phUosopiiical discoveries, 
particularly of the medical virtues of tar- water, 
were of ^-eat service to mankind. Dr. B. was 
certainly a very amiable, as well as a very great 
man ; and Pope is scarcely thought to have said 
too nmch when he ascribes to 

•* Berkeley every virtue under Heav*n.** 

BERKELEY, George, L. L. D., second son 
of the bishop of Ctoyne, was an eminent Eng- 
lish divine, chancellor of Brecknock, aid pre- 
bendary of Canterbury cathedral ; he died 1793. 

BERKELEY, Georse, earl of, a privy coun- 
seQor of Charles XL, descended from the royal 
family of Denmark, died in 1608. 

BERKELEY, Sir William, vice admiral of 
the white, fell in a dreadful engagement with 
the Dutch in 1666. 

BERKELEY, Geoc«. bishop of Cloyne, in 
Ireland, a distinguishes benefactor of Yale Col- 
lege ; an author of great reputation, denied the 
existenee of matter; visited America, but died 
-ia Ireland, in 1753. 

BERKttEYDEN, Jqb and Gerard, two Dutch 
painters, of Haerlem, the first of whom was 
drowned in 1696, the other died in lGd3. 

BERKLEY, Sir William, a native of London, 
was governor of the colony of Virginia, and 
wrote an account of the country ; he died in 
England, in 1677. 

BERKLEY, William, royal governor of Vir- 
ginia, nearly for^ years ; in goieral " an ezcel- 
Icm govonor," although attached to the royal 
prerofative; he diedinBngland, in 1677. 

BERKLEY, Norborpe, baron dtf^otetourt, a 
governor of Vbginia, and patron 4>f William 
and Mary CoUece : he died hi 1770. 

BERKENHOUT, Dr. Joh^ta disthiguished 
fai the literary world for bis^kpductions in 
various sciences. He had expeflbiced many 
lUbrent situations hi life, having in his youth 
been a captain both in the Prussian and EngUsh 
service ; and in the year 1765, he took his de- 
gree of M. D. at Leyden. He went with the 
eomroiMioners to America, where he was Im- 
prlMmed by tbeccMKess; on which account be 
afterwards enioyciWnension from government, 
and dtod Aprfl 3, nai, aged 60. 

BERNAERT, Nicasuis, a Dutch painter, died 
in 1663. 

BERNARD, St., one of the fathers of the 
eiiarcb, bom 1091, in the village of Fontaine, 
in Buigundy, died 1153, after having founded 
180 monasteries, wrought innumerablapiiracles, 
and become one of the great saints oTthe Ro- 
mlsbcoiBniiuiion. V

BERNARD, Sir Thomas, a philanthro]Ust,' 
bom at Lincohi, 1750. He was bred to the law, 
and in 1795 was appouMed treasurer to the 
Foundling Hospital; the estates belonging to 
which, were vastly improved by his manage- 
ment. He was the chief instltutor of *' The 
Society for bettering thecondiUpn of the Poor.** 
He also pnmioted various other societies and 
charities, paflicularly the Royal Institution, the 
British Gallery, ice. dec, and died at Leaming- 
ton, Spa, Warwickshire, 181& 

BERNARD, of Menthon, an ecclesiastic of 
Savov, founder of two monasteries in the pass- 
es of the Alps, for the relief of pHgrims and 
travellers, which still remain as monuments of 
his basevolence ; bom in 033. 

BERNARD, Edward, Saviliaa professor of 
astronomy, at Oxford, which lie resigned for the 
livine of Brightwell, was distinguished early in 
life, for his profound classical acquirements, and 
his intense apiriicatkm to his studies : a charac- 
ter which he maintained till his death in 1096. 

BERNARD, James, of Geneva, professor at 
the Hague, and afterwards minlMer at Leyden, 
died in 1718. 

BERNARD, Catherine, a native of Rouen, 
wrote poetry with ease and elennce, and ob- 
tained the poetical prize, at the French acade- 
my, 3 times, and a pension from Lewis XIV. ; 
she died in 1712. 

BERNARD, a hermit, who, at the dose of the 
10th century, alarmed the public by predicting 
the immediate end of the world. 

BERNARD, Francis, gov. of New-Jersey, 
afterwards of Massachusetts. His zeal for the 
authority of the crown, contributed to hasten 
the revolution. He was recalled, and died in 
1779. 

BERNARD, Sir Thomas, son of the preceding, 
was for many years employed in the manage- 
ment of di^rent charities, and distinguished 
himself by a constant attention to their improve- 
ment, no less than by his pure philanthropy ; 
he died in 181& 

BERNARD, a painter of eminence at Brus- 
sels, in the 16th century. 

BERNARD, Peter Joseph, a native of Greno- 
ble, author of some operas, and other lighter 
pieces, which, for their ease and elegance, pro- 
cured him the name of le gentil Bernard. He 
died in 1775. 

BERNARD, Dr. Francis, physician to Jtfmes 
n., eminent for bis learning, and for his valua- 
ble collection of booki, died in 1607. 

BERNARD, Richard, an English clergyman, 
author of a valuable concordance of the bible, 
died in 1641. 

BERNARD. Samuel, a historical painter, 
died at Paris, in 1687. His son, of the same 
name, was, on account of his riches, called the 
Lucullus of his age. 

BERNARD, John Baptiste, an eccledasUc, 
diedl77S. 

BERNARD!. John, an artist of Italy, of ex- 
traordinary skill in cutthir crystals, died ia 
1555. 

BERNARDINE, an ecclesiastic, and very 
popular preacher, oom at Massar. Re was the 
founder of 300 monasteries in Italy, land was 
canonized by pope Nicholas ; he died in 1444. 

BERNAZZANO, an eminent painter, of Mi- 
Ian, in ttie 16tii century ; a fruit piece of his is 
9^ to have been destroyed by the frequent 
peeking of birds. 

BEYERS, Juliana, prioress of SopeweU 
munery, near Bu Alban's, one of the earliest 
«7 
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female writers in England, was daughter of Sir 
James Bemers, of Roding Bemers, in Bssex, 
(who wis beheaded in the reign of Richard n.) 
She was very beautiful, of great spirit, and loved 
mascuUne exercises, suth as hawking, bunting, 
&c. i and 90 tboroughJy was stie skiUed in them, 
that she wrote tfeatisee of hunting, hawking, and 
heraldry, printed at St. AJban's, folio, 1486. She 
was born about the beginning of |he 15tb cen- 
tury', but the time of her decease is unknown.

BSRMI]^ Francis, sumamed the Mogul, on 
accountof bis voyi^es and residence in the Mo- 
gul's country, bom at Angers, in France, died at 
Paris, 1688. 

BERNIER, John, a native of Blois, physician 
to some of the royal family, died in 1668. 

BERNINI, or 6ERNIN, John Lawrence, 
common^ called Cavaliero Bemin,Nbora at 
Nairies, was famous for his skill in painting, 
sculpture, architecture, and mecbamcs; and 
died at Rome, 1680. 

BEENIS, cardinal, one of the most remarka- 
ble men in the reign of Louis XV., as a courtier, 
a man of letters, and a negotiator^as bom 1714, 
and died at Rmne, November, 1794. 

BERNOULLI, James, a native of Basil, was 
.1 celebrated mathematician and professor. His 
discoveries in mathematics, particularly the pro- 
perties of the curve, have immortalized liis 
naine; be died in 1705. 

BERNOULLI, John, brother to James, was 
professor of mathematics at Groningen, and af- 
terwards at Babii, where he died in 1748. He 
was equally distinguished as his brother, and 
enjoyed the friendship of Newton, Leiimitz, 
and the other great men of Europe. 

RERNOUILLI, Daniel, a very celebrated 
philosopher and mathematician, bora at Gro- 
ningen, February 9, 1700, died in March, 1782. 
He was extredSely respected at Basil ; and to 
bow to Daniel BeraoulIU when they met him in 
the q^eets, was one of the first lessons which 
eveK% father gave his children. 

QEbNBTORFF, John Harting Ernest, count, 
de^'endi^d from'a noble family in Hanover ; af- 
Wr travelling over Europe, he settled in Den 
mark, where he became flic friend and favourite 
of Christian VI., his ambassador abroad, and 
finally his ftrime ministef. In this situation, he 
successfully devoted the whole energies of his 
powerful mind totlie improveraentof his adopted 
country, and after a life devoted to the prosperitj- 
and honour of Denmark, died at Hambu^, 1772. 

BERxNSTORFFTtount de, a celebrated states- 
man, and mmiy years prime-minister of Den- 
mark, was bom in Denmark, 1735 ; he concili- 
ated, in his high oifice, the love and esteem of 
alt men, and died, June fil, 1797. 

BEROALDUS, Philip, o( a noble family of 
Bologna, was professor of hi^es lettres there, 
till his death in 1508. 

BEROALDUS, PhiUp, librarian to the Vati- 
can under Leo X., was a successful writer of 
panegyrics, epigrams, ice. ; he died in 1518.

BERTRAM, John, a fanner of Pennqrivania, 
who, by intense application, rose to great emi- 
nence as a botanist. liinnsus is said to have 
declared him ibe greatest natural botanist in the 
vrorld ; be died in 1777. 

BERTRAND, John Baptist, a physician, 
known tor his interesting account of tbe plague 
at Marseilles, died in 175^ 

BERTRAND, Nicholas, a physician of dis- 
tinction at Paris, died in 1780. 

BEUULLE, Peter, a celebrated cardinal, who 
founded tbe congregation of the Oratory in 
Prance.

nafnral son of James II. by Arabella Churchill, 
bora August 31, 1670. He was one of the great- 
est generals of bis age ; and, for his services to 
tbe crown of France, was, in the year 1706, 
created marcschal of that kingdom. " It was 
impossible," says Montesquieu, " to behold him« 
.aiid not to love virtue, so evident was tranqnil- 
iity and happiness in his soul. He loved his 
friends. He used to render them services, with- 
out mentiooii>g them. It was an invisible hand 
that served you. He had a great Aind of reli- 
gion, and was fond of the clergy, but would not 
be governed by them. No man ever practised 
religion so much, and talked of it so little. He 
never spoke ill of any one, nor bestowed any 
praise upon those whom be did not think de 
seized it. In the work of Plutarch I have seen, 
at a distance, what great men were ; in him 1 
behold, at a nearer view, what they are." He 
ilied A. I). 1734, in the field of glory; being 
killed at the siege of Philtpsburgb. He left be 
hind him his " Memoirs," a very valuable work. 

BERYLLUS, a bishop of Arabia in the 3d 
century. 

BESLER, Basil, of Nuremberg, a distinguished 
botanical writer, was bom in 1561. 

BBSLEY, John, a learned French antiqua- 
rian, and king's advocate, died iii 1644. 

BE80GNE, Jerome, a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
and author of a history of Port Royal, &c., died 
talTBO.

BETHENCOURT, Jean de, discovered the 
Tkaary liUmds, wad conquered them with tbe ^ 
id of Henry In. of Castile. I

BETHUNET PbiUp d«i ambassador 
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actor, generally styled the English Rnscius, bom 
hi Totbill-street, Westmbister, 1635, made his 
first appearaoce on the stage, in 1656 or 1657, at 
the <q>era-hoU8e, in Cbarter-housc Yard, under 
the directioa of Sur William D'Avenant j and, 
hwring, for^iany years, boine awav the palm 
from all his competiumi, died April, 1710, and 
was interred in Wesminster Abbey.

BEVERLAND, Hadrian, a native of Zealand, 
known for liis great abilities, his profligacy, and 
the hnmoraUty and obscenity of liis writings ; 
the time of his death is not known. 

BEVERLEY, John, abbot of St. Hilda, bishop 
of Hexhtmi, and archbishop of York,died in 721. 

BEVERLY, R., a native of Virginia, and au- 
thor of a history of that colony. 

BEVERNINCK, Jerome Van, an able Dutch 
statesman, ambassador to Cromwell, died in 
1000. 

BEVERWICK, John de, a distinguished phy- 
sician, and able writer of Dordrecht, died in 
1647. 

BEWICK, John, of great excellence in the 
art of engraving on wood, and brother to Tho- 
mas Bewick, an artist of equal or superior me- 
rit, still livinf: These ingenious brothers have 
cmrried their art to a stats of perfection which 
will not easily be surpassed. Tbe drst work 
that attracted 'the notice of the public, aud at 
once estaUiriied their reputation, was, a ** His- 
tory of Qaadmpeds,** 8vo., 1790, with fibres 
on wood. It was eagerly sought after by tlie 
curious, and has been foUowed by many other 
proofs of tbchr abilities, the last of which is, a 
" History of Britldi Bhrds," 8vo., 1797 ; on which 
John was engaged in conjunction with his bro- 
ther, when a consumption carried him off, De- 
cember 5, 1795. 

BEUF, John le, a learned antiquary, and 
member of the academy of belles lettres, at Pa- 
ris, a writer on tbe history and topography of 
Frtince, died ha 1760. 

BEURS, William, a eelebrated Duteh painter 
of flowera, la nd sia p es and portraits, bora ia 
1656. 

[ BEXON, floipiOv assiifod BoiToii ia bis satu- 
ral history, and was bimaelf an author; be died 
at Paris, in 1784. 

BEYS, Cbarlea de, a French poet, died in

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BEZA, Theodore, a most zealous prodiotcr 
and ddlnder of the reformed cburch, bom ai 
Vezelai, in Burgundy, June 34, 1519, died 1605. 
BEZIERS, Michael, an ecclesiastic, known 
for his laborious researches in history and anti 
qui^, died in 1783. 

BEZOUT, Stephen, a writer on mathematics, 
navigation, and algebra, died in 1783. 

BIANCANI, Joseph, a Jesuit BBd mathema- 
tician of Bologna, died, in 1644. . 

BIANCHI, Francis, a painter, mister to Cor- 
regio, died in 1520. 

BIANCHI, Peter, an eminent Roman painter, 
died in 1739. 

BIANCHIN, John Fortunatls, professor of 
medicine at Padua, and a medical writer, died 
in 1779. 

BIANCHINI, Francis, a native of Verona, 
eminent for his great learning, was patronteed 
by pope Alexander VIII., and received marks 
of respect from the Roman Sentte ; he died in 
1729. 
BIANCHINI, Joseph, a Veronese orator. 
BI ANCOLELLI, Pierre Francois, an eminent 
player, and a writer of plays, died in 1734. 

BI4RD, Peter, a sculptor of celebrity, at Paris, 
died 1609. 

BIAS, called one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, bom at Priene, a town of Caria, about 
570 B.C. Though bora to great wealth, be 
lived without splendour, expending his fortune 
in relieving the needy. On one occasion, cer- 
tain pirates brought several young women to sell 
as slaves at Prieue. Bias purchased them, and 
maintained them until be had an opportunity of 
returrdng them to their friends. This generous 
action caused him to be styled " The Prince ol 
« Wise Men." 

BIBB, Waiiara Wyatt, a native of Georgia, 
and a physician, after representing bis native 
state in both branclMiB of the national congress, 
was chosen first governor of the state of Alaba- 
ma, by the people, in 1819, and died the follow-

BIBIENA. Bernardo de, a Roman of obscure 
origin, who, by his intrigues, promoted the elec- 
tion of Leo X., for whioi he was made a cardi- 
nal ; he died in 1S90.

BIEFIELD, James Frederick, baron de, sec- 
retary of legation in the service of Frederick of 
Prussia, preceptor to bis brother, and after- 
wards a privy counsellor, died in 1770. 

BIELKE, N., baron de, a Swedish gentle- 
man,<en^aged with Ankerstroem, in the conspi- 
racy against the king of Sweden ; when detected, 
he took poison, and died in 1792. 

BIENNE, Jotm, an eminent printer, of Pari^ 
died in 1588. 

BIERVE, N. Marechal, marquisde, a French- 
man^ known for his ready wit, and as an author 
of plays, died in 1789. 

BIEZ^ Oudard du, a native of Artois, whose 
great bravery and presence of mind in the field 
of battle, were particularly conspicuous. He 
was in the service of Francis 1., and died in Pa- 
ris, in 1553. 

BIEZELINGEN, Christian Jans Van, a por- 
trait painter, of Dem, died in 1600. 

BIFIELD, Nicholas, minister of St. Peters, 
Chester, died in 1622 , 

BIGELOW, Timothy, a distinguished lawyer 
of Massachusetts, was for more than twenty 
years a representative or senator in the legisla- 
ture of his native state, and for eleven years, 
speaker of the house of representatives, over 
which lie presided with dignity and ability, died 
1821. 

BIGNS; Grace, de la, a poet of Bayeux, ac- 
companied king John to England after the bat- 
tle of Poictiers, and died in 1374. 

EIGNE, Marquerin de la, of tbe same family 
as the preceding, was a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
eminent as a man of letters; be died in 1591. 

BIGNICOURT, Simon de, a counsellor of 
Rheuns, eminent for his knowledge of anci6n 
and modern literature, died in 1775. 

BIGNON, Jerome, distinciiislied for his early 
attainments, was a counsellor of state and ad- 
vocate general to the parliament of Paris, and 
an able statesman ; he died in 1656. 

BIGOT, Emeri, a native of Rouen, eminent 
for his learning, and his acquaintance with 
learned men, died in 1689. 

BILDERBEK. Christopher Laurent, a Hano- 
verian lawyer, died in 1749. t 

BILFINGER, George Bernard, professor of 
thiloeophy at Petersburg, and afterwards atTu- 
tingen, eminent for his writings, died in 1750. 

BILLAUT, Adam, a Joiner, of Neveis. a 
man of strong powers of mind, and of consider- 
able talent and merit as a poet, died in 1668. 

BILLI, Jaquesde, a native of Guise, eminent 
for his learning and his poetical talents, died in 
1581. 

BILLI, Jaques de, a Jesuit of Compiegne. au- 
thor of geveral valuable mathematical treaoEes, 
died in 1679. 

BILLINGSLEY, Henry, a merchant of Lon- 
don, wbo acquired immense wealth, and roecTto 
the highest city honours, and was knighted 
while lord mayor. He wasa profound mathe- 
matician, and published tlMrst English trans-

BILLIONIi N. Bussa, a celebrated and much 
admired actress, at the tiieatres of France and 
Brussels, died in 1783.

He wrote a learned and labo- 
riotti worJcj *' Origines Ecclesiasticffi, or the An- 
iKiatties o( the Christian Church ; the first vo- 
lame of which was published 1708, in 8vo, and 
it was completed afterwards in 9 volumes more.

BIREN, John Ernest, a person of mean bhth, 
devftted to the hiehest dignities by Anne, em 
press of Russia, who made him her prime mi- 
Bliter, and duke of Courland. On her death, 
be assumed the reins of govemment, but wasl 
exiled, by the nobla, to Siberia. He died in 
1771. / 

BIRINGCOCCIO, or BIRINGCUCCI, Van 
mecio, an able mathematician of Italy, autlioH 
•f a treatise on the art of fbsiug, and of casting 
BflCal for cannon, puUfohed in 1340. 

BIRKENHEAD, Sir John, L. L. D., professoi 
of iBoral philosophy at Oxford, a zealous royal- 
IM, and a popular courtier ; he died in 1679. 

BIEON) Armand de Gonrault, baron de, page! 
tomaen ftfau^retof Navarre,ro8e through the 
gradailDaa of the army to the rank of marecbal 
of France. He distinguished himself in the 
KTvice oi his sovereign, and was killed by a 
umon ball at the siege of Epemai, in ISOS. 

BIRON, Ctiarles De GooraMh due de, aon ofl 



the preceding, was admfaral and marecbal of 
France, and a favourite of Henry IV., who made 
him a duke, and sent him ambassador to Eng- 
land. He was beheaded for treason, in 1603. 

BISC AINO, Bartholomew.a painter of Genoa, 
died in 1657. 

BISCHOP, John de, an eminent landscape 
and historical painter, died in 1686. Another, 
called Cornelius, a painter, died in 1674. 

BISHOP, Samuel, high master of Merchant- 
tailors' School, a learned divine and very re- 
spectable poet, died Nov. 17, 1795. 

BCSI, Bona venture, an admired painter, of 
Bologna, died in 1662. 

BISSET, Charies, M. D., a physician, served 
several years as engineer, in Flanders, and wrote 
on fortiocatiops, and on medical subjects. Died 
in 1791. 

BI^ET, Dr. Robert, a biographer, historian, 
and novelist, bora in Scotland, 1759, died at 
Knjghtsbridge, May 14, 1805. His principal 
literary productions Wtere, an edition of the 
Spectator, with Lives.of the several Authors ; 
a " Life of Edmund Burke |f ' a " History of the 
Reign of George the Third," several novels, and 
some political tracts. His " History" has the 
strong merit of being faithful and impartkil. It 
is preceded by an able review of the progressive 
Improvement of England in Prosperity and 
Strength, to the Accession of George HI., and 
terminates at the Peace of Amiens, 1802. 

BfTA0BE, Paul Jeremiah, a miscellaneous 
writer, born at Konigsberg, was a member of 
the Berlin Academy, with a pension from Fre- 
derick II. ; some of his poems have been trans- 
lated into Englisih. He died 1808. 

BrrON, a mathematician, lived about 340 
B.C. 

BIZOT, Peter, canon of a church in Bourges, 
and authorof the valuable *' Histoire medallique 



BIZELLI, John, a historical portrait painter, 
died at Rome, in 1612. 

BLACK, Dr. Joseph, a very celebrated cliy- 
mical writer, and professor of that science in 
the univeiwty of Edinburgh, was born at Bor- 
deaux, in FrancEe, about 1727, and died at Edin- 
burgh, Nov. 1800. His discoveries relative to 
magnesia and other alkaline bodies, have given 
bir& to many importanol^ts in the new flystem 
ofchymistry. A memoir on the subject of these 
bodies, was read by him, in June, 1755, before 
the Literary Society of Edinburgh, which has 
been considered as a model of composition, rea- 
soning and arrangement Many other important 
discoveries have been communicated by him in 
his lectures, which, if he had committed them 
to the press, would have more materially pro- 
moted the cause and extension of science. 

BLACKBURN, William, an eminent archi- 
tect and surveyor, of London, died in 1790. He 
obtained a medal from the Royal Society, and 
the commendation of Sir Joshua Reynolds, for 
the best drawing of St. Stephens, Walbrook.^ 

BLACKBURNE, Francb, a native of Rich 
mond, was chaplain to the archbishop of T<»k, 
prebendary of his cathedral, and archdeacon of 
Cleveland, ffis writings corresponded with his 
private sentiments in favour of the dlssenten ; 
he died in 1787. 

BLACKHALL, Ofispring, D. D., rector of 
St. Mary's, London, chaplain to King William, 
and bishop of Exeter, was an able scholar, and 
eminent divine ; he died in 1716. -^ " 

BLACKLOCK, Dr. Thomaa,-tm-'i$mineat 
Scottish poet and divine, wboie talents, very 
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'eepoctaUe in themselves, were rendered ez- 
^abrdinary by the circumstance of his having 
totally lost his sight by the smaU pox at six 
^^Hmths ofaL He was bom at Anaan, 1721, and 
^ed at ^tobur^, July, 1791. 

BL A€?^ORE, Sir Richard, a physician, and 
itQ indefaHgable writer, who has left a great 
number of works, theological, poetical, and phy- 
sical. Dryden and Pope have treated the poeti- 
cal performances of Sir Kichard with great con- 
tempt But, notwithstanding Sir Richard has 
been so much depreciated by these wits, he cer- 
tainly had merit. His " Poem on the Creation" 
Is his most celebrated performance, and on the 
recommendation of Dr. Johnson, has lately been 
i iiscrted in the "Collection of the English Poets. ' » 
It has appear^ that spleen and resentment had 
been th« cause of that severity with which he 
was treated by Dryden and Pope. Sir Richard 
was born at Cocsbam, Wilts, (in what year is 
uncertain,) and died October 9, 1799. 

BLACKSTONB, Sir'WUliam, an Ulustrious 
English lawyer, bom 1723. His father was a 
silkman, in CheapsMe, and died before the birth 
of his son William, who, in 1730, was put to the 
Ciiarter-house school, and, in 1735, admitted 
upon the foundation there. November, 1738, he 
was entered a commoner of Pembroke College. 
Oxford, and elected by tbc governors to one of 
The Charterhouse exhibitions. At the age of 
20, he compiled a treatise, entitled " Elements 
of Architecture," intended only for his own use, 
but much approved by those who have pemsed 
it. Quitting, however, with r^et, these amus- 
ing pursuits, he engaged in tlie severer studies 
of the law, and, November, 1746, was called to 
ihe bar. In 1749, be was elected recorder of the 
borough of Wallingford, in Berkshire. April. 
1750, lie became doctor of laws, and imblished 
his " Essay on Collateral Consanguinity, rela- 
tive to the exclusive claim to fellowships made 
by the fou nder's kin at All-souls,* * October 20, 
1753, he was unanimously elected Vinerian pro- 
fessor of the common law, and on the 25th, read 
his Introductory Lecture, since prefixed to his 
" Coaimentaries." In 1763. he coll«ted and re- 
published several of his pieces, uiwer the title 
of " Law Tracts," in 2 vols. 8vo. In 1783, he 
was chosen solicitor-general to the queen. No- 
vember, 1764, he published the 1st volume of his 
lectures, tmder the title of " Commentaries on 
the Laws of England ; and in the four succeed- 
ing years the other three volumes. May, 1770, 
he became a junior judge in the court of King's 
Bench ; and in June was removed to the same 
situation in the common pleas, which office he 
retained till his death, which happened Febru- 
ary 14, 1780. 

BLACKSTONE, John, an apothecary and 
botanist, of London, died in 1753. 

BLACKWALL, Anthony, a native of Derby- 
shire, and author of a most celebrated work, en- 
titled " The Sacred Classics defended and illus- 
trated ; or, an Essay, humbly offered toward 
proving the parity, propriety, and trae elo- 

anence of the writers of ue New Testament." 
[e died at Market Boswortb, in Leicestershire, 
(where he was rfor some years head master of 
the free school,) April 8, 1730. 

BLACKWELU Alexander, a native of Aber- 
deen ; not succeeong as a physician at home, 
he went to Sweden, where he sueceMed tor a 
^ time, but being lospected of axonsphracy, ivas 
^ttfrtsm and_ beheaded in 1748. 

BL AORWBLL, Thomas, an eminent Scottish 
wtker, ton of a minister at Aberdeen, and bora 1 
7« 



tl)ere, August 4, 1701. In 1737, was published 
at London, but without his name, ** An Inquiry 
into the Life and Writings of Homer," 8vo., a 
second edition of which appeared in 1736 ; and 
not long after, " Proofs of the Inquiry into Ho- 
mer's Life and Writing ;" which was a trans- 
lation of tlie Greek, Latin, Spanish. Italian, and 
French notes, subjcdned to the original work. 
We agree with those who esteem this the best 
of our author's performances. In 1748, he pub- 
lished " Letters concerning Mythok^," <8vo., 
without his name also. ^ The same year he was 
made principal of the Marischal College in Aber- 
deen. March, ]7.t2i he took the degree of doctor 
of laws ; and, in the year following, came out the 
1st volume of his " Memoirs of the court of Au- 
gustus," 4to. The 3d volume appieared in 17^ ; 
and the 3d, which was posthumous, and left in- 
complete by the author, was fitted fbr the press 
by John Mills, Esq. , and published in 1764. He 
died March 1, 1757. 

BLACKWOOD, Adam, a native of Scotland, 
eminent as a poet, civilian, and divine, but par- 
ticularly as the warm advocate of Mary, queen 
of Scots ; he published, in 1757, an account of fier 
martyrdom, addressed to the princes of Europe, 
and died at Poictiers, in 1613. 

BLADEN, Martin, a gentleman of Abrey 
Hatch, In Essex, formerly a lieutenant-colonel 
in ^een Anne's reign, mit more distingiiiiibed 
by a translation of " Qssar's Commentaries,** 
which he dedleated to his general, the great duke 
of Mariborough. He died ib 1746. 

BLAEU, or JANSSEN, William, a leemd 
printer, the friend of Tycho Brahe, died in lOte. 

BLA6RAVE, John, an eminent mathema- 
tician^ who flourished in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies, and died 1611. 

BLAGRAVE, Joseph, a fEimous aartrologer 
of Reading, Eng., died in 1688. 

BLAIR, John, chaplain to Sir"WHliam Wal- 
lace. He wrote an elegant Latin poem on Ills 
death, and died in the reign of Robert Druce. 

BLAIR, James, M. A., a minister of the epis- 
copal church in Scotland, was f^rat by the bitthop 
of London as a missionary to Virginia. In 1685. 
He procured a patent for the erection of a colle^re 
there, and was its first president fbr nearly SO 
years ; he was also president of the council of 
Virginia, and died in 1743. 

BLAIR, Samuel, a learned minister in Penn- 
sylvania, for several years at the head of an 
academy at Fog's manor, Chester, died about 
1751. -» . » 

BLAIR, John, brother and successor of Sam- 
uel Blair in the church and seminary at Fo«'9 
manor, aftervi'ards professor of divinity in New* . 
Jersey College. 

BLAIR, John, one of the associate jttdffes of 
the Supreme Court of the United StatM, died in 
1800. 

BLAIR, John, president of the council of Vir- 
ginia, and a judge in that colony, died 1771. 

BLAIR, Patrick, a snrgeon at Dundee, wlio 
first acquired some reputation by the dissection 
of an elephant, and afterwards by his essays on 
botany 1 thne of his death imknown. 

BLAIR, Robert, an elegant poet, bora aboQt 
thebeginning of the last century. He received Ms 
education ia the universitv of Edinburgh, and 
was ordained, in 1731, minister of Athol Staae- 
ford in East LotbSan, where he recided tin bis 
death, m 1746.

BLAIR, Dr. John, an cmiiieiit divine, bora in 
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t^coitaud, but settled in England, where be pre 
sented tl>e world with a veiy valuaUe pubUca 
tion^ under the title of *' The Chronology and 
HiskMy of the Worid, from the Crcatton to the 
Year of Christ 1753, illwrtrated in 56 tables.*' 
In 1768, be published an improved edition of bis 
"CroQoI(^cal Tables ;** to which were annexed 
' Fonrteeo Maps pf Ancient and Modem Geo- 
graphy, for iliuatrathag the Tables of Chrono- 
lop and History. He died Jane 94, 1782. 

BLAIR, Dr. Hugh, a celebrated Scoldsh di 
viae, was the son of a respectaUe merchant in 
Edinbu^h, and bom in that cit^, April 7, 1718. 
Oa the 13th of Juoef 1756^ he was made one of 
tike ministers of the high church of BUnburgh ; 
mi bu sabseqoent mioistorial labcHim ftnd-con- 
dact in that con^cuons and difficult statioii, for 
aperiod of more than 40 years, amply evinced 
tlie pt>|»iety of the choice. As an author. Dr. 
Blair is well known by Ms " Lectures on Eheto. 
ric and the Belles Leitres,*' delivered in bis of- 
fice asrenus professor in the university of Edin- 
burgh. These are eminently distinguished by 
lakwioufl invest^satien, sound oense, refined 
taste, and, above all, by that locidus ordo which 
always proves a writer to be master of his siib- 

£'JL In short, this work may ju^y be said to 
re esU^isbed an unequivocal and sore stand- 
ard of taste. His "Sermons," however, of 
wbi^ five volumes are before the pubUc, have 
ezperieneed a success unparalleled m the annals 
of pulpit elogu^ice, thmigh justly merited by 
their parity <n sentiment, justness of reasoning, 
md grace of coa(ipositi<m. Tliey have circu- 
ited in namerons editions, wherever the English 
tongue extends, and have been trandated into 
almost aD the languages of Europe. Pr. Blair 
died December 27, 1800. 

BLAIZE, a Mshop, martyred by the emperor 
Dioclesitn; but more celebrated as the inventor 
of wool combing. 

BLAKE, Robert, m faoioas Englisb admiral^ 
^m August 15, 1599, at Bridgewater, in Somer- 
setshire, n^iere be was educaied at the grammar 
'cluxd. Having served some years in the par- 
Hament army, he was« in February, 1648-9, ap- 
pointed to command the fleet, in ooi^nction 
\vith Colonel Deaae, and Colonel Popham. 
Durlog nine years actual service in the navy, 
tie performed exploits that, for the skill witl^ 
^ch they were conducted, and the succets 
tbat i^ttended them, were never surpassed till 
the days of Howe, St. Vincent, Duncan, and 
ifelgoQ. He died as the fleet was entering Ply- 
|»oatb, the 17th of August, 1657, aged 58. His 
|)od7 was conveyed to Westminster Abbey, and 
intmed with great funeral pomp in Henry the 
mth's chapd ; bat reoaoved from thence, in

BLAKE, John Bradley, a native of London, 
after &e<|uiring a profound knowledge of chy- 
tnifltiyand tnatbeoaalica, and of his favourite 
*jwty, botany, went to China in the service of 
the India company, where be collected and sent 
to Earope, aU thevaluable seeds and plants of 
the coontry ; he also began a collection of ores 
fod fbsiiig, but his apnlicatiOB destroyed his 
^^% and be died in 1773. 

BLAKE, James, a preacher, native of Dor- 
cheater, Massaehuaetts, author of a volume of 
wmwns of merit, died 1771. 

BLAKE, Josepb, govemoroftbe province of 
South Carolina, in 1694.

BLANC, John, a noUe of Per^^gnaa, known 
for bis brave d^ence of his native town, agaioit 
the French besieging army, in 1474. 

BLANC, Francois Le, author of a valuable 
book on the coins of France, died in 1698. 

BLANC, CUude Le, a minister of France, eon- 
fined two years in the Bastile, on mere suq»i- 
cion of mal-practicee, was released, and died in 
1728. His bnMhers were bishops of Avrancbea 
and of Sarlat. 

BLANC, Thomas Le, a Jesuit of Vitri, died 
atRheinis,inl669. 

BLANC, John Bernard Le, an ijttenioui and 
learned man, historiogr^er to the Ddia Crasea 
academy, died in 1781. 

BLANC, Antony de GuiUet de, professor of 
rhetoric at Avigmm, and afterwards of andent 
lamniacee at Paris, died in 1790. 

BLANC, N., an eminent French artist, died 
in 180-2. 

BLANCA, N. Le, a young woman who was 
found wild at Sogny, near Chalons, In 1731, 
when about 10 years of age. She was piaeed 
in a convent, where sbebeoune a nun, anid died 
in I7G0. 

BLANCA, Francis Le, a Frencbmaa, author 
of a general account of the mmen of France, 
published by order of Lewis XIV. : he died in 
1698. 

BLANCHARD, James, aa eminent painter, 
bom at Paris, in 1600, died 1638. 

BLANCHARD, Francois, a lawyer of Paris, 
died in 1650. 

BLANCHARD, Guillaume, son of the pre- 
ceding, equally eminent as a lawyer, died in 
1724. 

BLANCHARD, Elias, a native of Langres, 
eminent for his learning, died in 1755. 

BLANCHARD, John Baptist, professor, of 
riietoric in the Jesuits college, at Metz, and at 
Verdun ; wrote the Tisnple of the Muses, and 
died in 1797.

BLAVET.N., a musician hi the opera at 
Paris, disthiguished by his taste, and the supe- 
rior merit of his pieces, died in 1768. 

BLAYNEY, Benjamin. D. D., an eminent 
Enclish divine, and professor of, Hebrew, ai 
Oxford, died in 1801. He was distinguished as 
an able biblical critic, and writer. 

BLEDDYN, joint king of North Wales, with 
his brother Rhiwallon, became sole monarch in 
1068, and fell in battle four years after. 

RtEDDYN, a British bard of the 13th cen- 
tury, some of whose |i^ces are still preserved. 

RLEDRI, a bishop of LandafT, called the 
wise, from his neat learning ; he died much le- 
spected, in lOlS. 

BLEECKER, Ann Eliza, a lady of some lite- 
rary ceiebrir^, bora la New- York, 175S.

BLOWERS, Thomas, a good scholar, and 
minister, in Beverly, Massachusetts, died in 1729. 

BL.UOHER, Gebbaral Lcbrecht, Prince Von, 
a most celebrated Prussian field marshal, bom 
at Rostock, December 16, 1743, distinguished 
himself by bis great skill and success in military 
tactks. He crossed the Rhine. January 1, 1814, 
and altered the French terrinny. A decisive 
victory at Laoo, February 9. opened the way to 
Paris, which was entered bv the allied feove- 
reigns, March 31. He went m the company of 
the oMHUUPcte to England, where the enthudaam 
of the people afforded l)hn the most brilliant tri- 
wnpli. The landing of Buonaparte from Elba 
again called him to the field ; when he greatly 
Msisted In deciding, on the 18th of June. 1815. 
the eventful battle of Waterloo, and the fate or 
Napoleon. Then, with the same rapidity as he 
had conquered, he followed up his victory, and 
the second time obtained peace in Paris. Al- 
most all the great powers in Europe honoured 
him with <»deri of knighthood. His own sove- 
reign named bira, in memory of the first of his 
victories, Princs of Wahlsstadt, with a suitable 
donation, and bestowed on him, exclusively, a 
particular mark of honour; viz., an iron cross 
somNinded with golden rays; declaring, that 
" he knew very well that no golden rays could 
heightoi the splendour of his services ; but that 
it gave him pteasnre to make his sense of them 
evident by a suitable mark of distinction.** He 
had been 4i years in the army ; and his celerity 
in the field cnmliied him the name of " Marshal 
Forwards." He died at Kriblowitz, ahnost in 
the presence of his king, who attended him iu 
h» last sickness, September 13, 1819. 

BLUM, Joachin, Christian, a German poet, 
who retired from public affairs to devote him- 
self to the muses ; he died in 1790. 

BLUTAEU, Dom. Raphael, an eminent 
preacher, bom in London, of French parents, 
went to Li^n, where he wrote a Portuguese 
and Latin dictionary ; he died in 4734. 

BOAIHCEA, queen of the Iceni, in Britain, a 
most intrepid heroine, who, being defeated and 
iU-ased by the Romans, after having behaved 
with exemplary bravery, despatched herself by 
potoon, A. D. 59. 

BOATE, Gerard, a Duteh physician, who 
settled in Ireland, and wrote a natural history 
of the country. 

BOBART, a German, first keeper of the bo- 
tanical garden at Oxford, died in 1679. 

BOCCACE, John, an eminent writer, bom at 
Ceitaldo, in Tuscany, 1313, died 1375. He left 
jieferal works, some in Latin, and some in Ital- 
ia%; bat, of all his compositions, his " Decame- 
roo is the most famous; it was received so fa- 
vourably 1^ foreign nations, that Bvery one 
would have it in their own tongue; and it was 
MMght after so much the more eagerly, as pains 
were takon to suppress it ; his stories being too 
ticentioua, and satiricid on the monks. 

BOCCACV, or BOCCACINO, CamiUo, a por- 
trait and historical painter, of Cremona, died in 
1546w 

B0CCA6E, Marie Anne Lepage du, a cele- 
braied French poetess and dramatic writer, often 
laoutionnd by Lord Chesterfield in his letters to 
bis son, WM bom at Rouen, October 33, 1710, 
aoddiad at Parif .

BOCCOLD, John, a fanatic uilor, commonly 
caned John of Leyden. In company with John 
Matthias, a baker, of Haerlem, at the head of 
his foUowers, seized Munster, assumed the of- 
fice of king and of prophet, and began to reform 
the laws, and new-model the government ; he 
was at last taken and put to death, in the 38tb 
year of his age. 

BOCCONI, Sylvio, a. celebrated natural his 
torian, bora at Palermo, in Sicily. 1633, died 
December 33, 1704. He left many curious works. 

BOCCORIS, a king of Egypt, who is said 
to have driven the Jews from his dominions, to 
cure himself of the leprosy, according to an 
oracle. 

BOCHART, Samuel, a learned French pro- 
testant, bora at Rouen, in Normandy, 1599, died 
suddenly, while he was speaking in the acade- 
my of Caen, (of which he was a member,) May 
6, 1667. 

BOCHEL, Laurent, an advocate of the par- 
liament of Paris, whose worits on law and his- 
tory are valued «y learned men in France, died 
in 1629. 

BOCHIUS, John, bom at Brussels, in 1555. 
He was a good Latin poet, and thence sQrled the 
Virgil of the Low Countries. He died January 
13, 1609. 

BOCKIIORST, John Van, an eminent por- 
trait and historical painter, bom about 1610. 

BOCaUILLOT, Lazarus Andrew, an advo- 
cate of Dijon, afterwards an ecclesiastic, emi- 
nent for his learning and piety, died in 1735. 
He wrote tlie life of Chevalier Bayard, 4tc. 

BODIN, John, a native of Angers, who ac- 
quired reputation and the notice of his sovereign, 
by his wit and merit. He sett'led at Laon, wh^re 
he rose to eminence as a lawyer and public 
speaker; he died 1506. His writings are nu- 
merous and respectable. 

BODi.EY, Sir Thomas, from whom the Bod- 
leian library at Oxford takes its name, was bom 
at Exeter, March 3, 1544. In 1585, he was made 
gentleman usher to Queen Elizabeth. Fnrni 
this thne till 1597, he was honourably and suc- 
cessfully employed In embaAies and negotia- 
tions with foreign powers ; and on his finti re- 
vocation, in thpt year, he set about the noble 
work of restoring the public librarv at Oxford, 
which in two years time be brought to a good 
degree of perfection. He furnished it with a 
laive collection of books, purchased in foreign 
countries at a great expense : and this collection 
in a short time became so greatly enlarged, by 
the generous benefactions or several noblemen, 
bishops, and others, that neither the shelves nor 
the room could contain them. Whereupon, 
Bodley offering to make a conrtderable addition 
to the building, themotion was readily embraced, 
and July 19, 1610, the first atone of the new 
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foundation was laid with great solemnity, and 
a speech made upon the occasion. But he did 
not live to see this part of his plan complctid, 
tliough ho left sufficient to do it, with some of 
his friends in trust. Sir Thomas died January' 
' 28, l(j]2, nnd was l)uried with great solemnity at 
the upper end of Merton College choir. An an- 
nual si>eoch in his praise is still made at Oxford, 
November 8 ; at which time is the visitation of 
the lihraiy. 

BOiOE, or BCETHIUS, Hector, a native of 
Dundee.

BCE^LER, John Henry, professor of history 
at Strastourg, was honoured, for his great learn- 
ing, by Lewis XIV.. and Christina of Bweden, 
who made him her historiographer ; he died in 

BGGIIMEN, Jacob, a Teutonic phllosoplier, 
and nojcfl visionary, born in a village of Ger- 
many, near Gorlltz^ 1575, died November 18, 
Hi24.

*ny and anatomy at Wittemberg, died in 1803. 
. BCEKHAAVE, Herman, an illustrious phy- 

fician and professor at Lcyden, born December 
1, lf)G8, at Voorhoot, a small village in Holland, 
about two miles from that city ; died Septem- 
)ier 23, 17.J8. No professor was ever attended, 
fn public as well as private lectures, by so great 
a number of students, from such distant and^ 
diffen nt parts, for so many years succe^trely : 
none heard him withoutconceiving a veneration 
for his person, at the same time thfet they ex- 
pressed tlieir surprise at his prodigious attain- 
ments ; and it may be justly affirmed, that none 
in so i>rivatc a station ever attracted a more uni* 
vcrsal esteem. So unmoved was he by detrac- 
tion, (from which the best of men are not ex- 
empt,) that he used to say, " The sparks of 
caluniuy will be presently extinct of themselves, 
unless you blow them." 

BCEL, Peter, a Flemish painter, pupil to Corn, 
de Waal, at Rome, died id 1680. 

BCETHIE, Etienne de la, eminent as a scho- 
lar and translator of Plutarch and Xenophon ; 
he died near Bordeaux, in 1563. 

BCETHIUS, or BCETHJS, Flavins Anicius 
Man I i us Torquatus Severinus, a prose as well 
as poetical writer of the 6th century, bwn of 
one of the noblest families in Rome. Having 
lemonstratcd w'ith great spirit againt the tyranny 
of Theodoric, he was beheaded in prison, by 
command of that Xiug, in 524. Boetliius wrote 
many philosophical works, the greater part In 
the logical way : but his ethic piece, " De Con- 
solatione PbilosophiaB,"" is his chief perform- 
ance, and has always been justly adnured both 
for the matter and for the style. Mr. Harris, in 
his llermes, has observed, that " with Bccthius 
tlie Latin tongue, and the last remains of Romnn 
digiUty, may be said to have aunk in the western 
world." 

BCETHIUS, BCECE, or BGEIS, Hector, a fa- 
moi|8 Scottish historian, b#m at Dundee, in the 
shire of Angus, about 1470. He wrote in Latin 
a Historv of Scotland," and died 1522. 

BOFFRAND, Germain, bom at Nantes^ ac- 
quired such a reputation as an architect, that se,- 
veral princes employed him in the erection of pa- 
laces and public edifices ; he died at Paris, in 1755. 

BOGAN. Zachary, a learned English divine, 
died in 1059. 

BOG ARDUS, Evcrardus, Qrst minister of the 
rofomied Butch church In New-York^ 

ROGOPIH, fir^t Christian kin^ of the Bulga- 
rians : lie f'mbraced cljripiianity m 865. 
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BOHADIN, a learned Arabian^ the favourite 
of Saladin, and the historian of his Ufe ; in which 
he gives an account of the erusades, and of the 
literature of the 12th century. 

BOHEMOND, prince of Antiocb, with his 
father, invaded the eastern empire, and^ twice 
defeated tlie emperor Alexius, fie afterwards 
embarked for the crusades, and took. Antioch ; 
but being taken prisoner and released, returned 
to Europe, where he prepared to raise a Uarge 
army, and died in 1111. He was succeeded at 
Antioch bysix^irinces, successively beltriag the 
same name. 

BOHN, John, a native of Leipeic, eminent as 
a physician, prof(»sor, and ehymist, died in 3719. 

BOIABDO, Martco-Maria, a governor <rf' Reg- 
gio, known as the author of Orlando Inamorato, 
in contkiuation of which, Ariosto wrote his Or- 
lando Furioso. He was a man posseeeed of 
great poetical talent^, a strong and lively ima^n- 
nation, and bold and anhnated conceptions ; he 
died in 1494. 

BOILEAU, Giles, translator of Epietetas, See.. 
died in 1669. 

BOILEAU, James, a doctor of the Sorboniie, 
dean of the fioiculty of diviniQr, and camm of 
the holy chapel, died in 1716. 

BOILEAU, Sleur Despreanx, Nicholas, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, bom at Paris, November 
1, 1636. He wrote satires, wherein he exposed 
the bad taste of his fime, and was extr^iaelv 
severe against vice and the corrupt manners 
of the age. Boileau's satirical pieces raised 
him many enemies : his " Satire against the 
Women" in particular, was much talked ot\ 
and occaidoned great clamour. So^ighly dSd he 
rank among French writers, that Bruyere, in a 
speech delivered at the French academy, said 
" Boilcau excels Juvenal, comes up to Horace, 
seems to create the thougtus of another, and to 
make whatever he handles his own. His verses 
will be read even when tlie language is obsolete, 
and wiU be the last ruins of it." Dr. .Wianon, 
also, says, that Boileau's Art of Poetrv is the 
best composition of that kind extant. He died 
March 2, 1711.' 

BOILEAU, John James, mn ecclesiastic, of 
St. Honor6, ttt Paris, was a man of great le«m> 
ing, and highly esteemed by the cardinal de Ko- 
aiuce : he died in 1735. 

BOILEAU, Charles, abbeof pofleau, an emi- 
nent preacher at the court of Lewis XIV., died 
in 1700. 

BOINDIN, Nicholas, 1 native of Paris, enter- 
ed the army at the age of 90 ; his ill hedtJi c<nn- 
pelling him to relinquish the servite, he turned 
his attention to literary pursuits, and was cele- 
brated as a writer of comedies ; lie died in 1751. 

BOIS, Jean du, a Parisian ecclesiastic, be- 
came so ccmspicuoua in the military senrice of 
Henry HI., as to acquire the name of Emperor 
of monks. On resuming bis cleric%l character, 
he became eminent as a preacher, hut ioenrritig 
the resentment of the church, he was c<m&»ed 
at Rome, where he died in 1696. 

BOIS, Gerard du, a native of Orleans, known 
as tlie author of a Latin history of the chur^ of 
Paris, died in 1696. 

BOIS. Philippe du, a doctor of the Sorhonne 
died in 1707. 

BOIS, Philippe Goibaud, a daricing masters of 
Poictiers, died in 1694. 

*BOIS D'ANNEMETS, Daniel du," aiiHior of 
Menroirs of a Favourite of the duke of Orleaik« 
was killed in a duel at Venice, in lfi37. ' 

UOI?, Cardinal du, an tmincnt French siatry- 
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man, and priuie minister uiidur tbe regent, duke 
ot' Orleans, died iit 1723. 

BOIrf DE LA PIERRE, Louise Marie du, a 
lady of Normeudy, wrote uiemoirs for a history 
of Normandy, &c., and died in 1730. 

BOISMORARD, abbe Ciiiroa de, a writer of 
eminence, died, at Paris, in 174C. 

BOIBHOBERT, Francis le Metel de, a native 
of Caen, known for his wit and keen satire, 
became tbe favoarite and bulfoou of Cardinal 
de KicbeliQU ; be died in ia&2. 

BOCSS ARD, John James, a famous antiquary, 
born at Besincon, in France, 1538, died at Metz, 
160«. 

BOISSAT, Pierre de, a nadve of Vienne ; at 
different periods. of his life, be was a monk, a 
soldier, and a hermit ; he died iq l^GQ. 

BOISSIERE, Jo^pb de la Fontaine de la, an 
QcdMiasttc, of Dieppe, died at Paris, in 173::2. 

BOISSIEU, Denis de Salvaing de, a lawyer 
in tbe service of Lewis XIII^ died in 1G83. | 

BOI3SIEU, Bartholomew Caraille de, an emi- 
nent physician, and writer on medical subjects), 
died in 1770. 

HOISS Y, Louis de, a popular Parisian writer, 
wlto chose to starve with his wife and child, 
rather than solicit the charity of his admirers or 
friendii. They bad nearly perished, when their 
Mluation was discovered by a friend, and they 
were relieved^ and afterwards supported by a 
p<;nsion ; lie died in 1758. 

BOIVIN, Francis de, baron de Villers, ac 
compaiticMl marechal de Brissac into Piedmont, 
and wrote an authentic account of the wars of 
the country ; he died in 1618. 

BOIVIN, John, Greek professor at Paris, and 
librarian to the king, died in 47*^. 

BOIVIN, Louis, brotlier of John, died in 1734 
SiMue of his writings are ailll preserved. 

BOIZ ARD, John, a man of abilities, employed 
in the mint at PaItE^ died about the close of the 
17th century*- 

BOL, John, a Flemish painter of eminence, 
d!wl in lyxi. 

BOL, Ferdinand, a Dutch paintef, the pupil 
of Rpnibrant, died in 1681. 

BOLLAN, WiUiam, agent to Great Britain 
from the province of Massachusetts, to solicit 
the reimbursement of the expenses in the expe- 
dition against Cape Breton, in 1745. 

BOL ANGER, John, a pupU of Guido, emi- 
nntu as a historical painter, died in 1660. 

BOLE6LAUS r.,-firet king of Poland, suc- 
'-c^ded his father, duke Miclsiaus, in 969. Otho 
ill. made Poland an independent kingdom, and 
save him the title of King, in 1001 ; he died in 

BOLESLAUS II., called the bold and the 
'Tiol, succeeded Ws father, Casimir I , in 1059. 
l>uri!ig his mvasion of Russia, the Polish women, 
onraged M tbe absence o( thoir hnsbands, be- 
stowed thdr favours on their slaves. Boleslaus 
rctamed with his army to avenge the insult, 
and a long and bloody servile contest ensued, 
lie was afterwards .excommunicated, and died 
U) Hungary, in 1060. 

BOLEYN,^nne, wife of Htnry VIIL, king 
of England, and memorable for giving occasion 
(*> tlie Reformation in that country, was bom in 
1507. Being accused, (falsely it is believed,) of 

• onjugal infidelity, she was beheaded, ^ay'l9, 

i:a6. 

BOLETN, George, brother to C^ucdn Anne 
Boleyn, admired for bis wit and lettming. His 

• leration followed that of his sister ; He was 
oiade a peer, by tlie title of Iiord Roehfort, con- 



stable of Dover, and was sent on several em- 
bassies; aud when the unfortunate Anne fell 
into disgrace, he too was degraded, and be- 
headed, ou a false accusation, in 1536. 

BOLINGBROKE. Sec SAINT JOHN. 

BOLLANDUS, Jolm, a Jesuit of Flanders, 
possessed of judgment, learning, and sagacity, 
was appointed to collect materials ibr the lives 
of Uie saints, but died when he bad completed 
but 5 vols., 1665. 

BOLOGNE, Jean de, a pupU of Michael An- 
gelo, died at Florence, in 1600. 

BOLOGNESE, Francisco, the assumed name 
of Francis Grunaldl, tlie pupU of Anibal Caracci, 
died in 1680. 

BOLSEC, Jerome, a Carmelite, of Paris, for- 
sook his order, and fled to Italy, and then to 
Geneva, where lie lived as a physician. He 
tlier^embraced the doctrines of Peiagius, and 
inveighed, with so much bitterness and violence, 
against Calvin, that he was eipelled rroni the 
ciry. He returned to France, where he died in 
1584. His lives of Calvin and Beza are a col- 
lection of falseliood and abuse. 

BOLSWERD, Sheldt, an eminent engraver, 
of Flanders. 

BOLTON, Edmund, an ingenious English an- 
tiquary, who lived in the beginning of the 17th 
century, and vvrote a very curious historical 
work, called ' • Nero Caesar, or, monarchic de- 
praved;" fol. 16.24. 

BOLTON, Robert, dean of Carlisle, and a 
celebrated writer of moral and relijious letters 
and tracts, was born in Northamptonshire, 1698, 
and died 1763. 

BOLTON, Robert, a puritan, distinguished 
for his learning and his eloqifence. He was a 
professor at Oxford, aud sustained his high re- 
putation by hm numerous writings; he died in 
1631. ^ 

BOLZANI, ITrbano valeriano, a monk of the 
order of the Minorites, born at Belluno, travelled 
through Greece, Palestme, &c., and twice as- 
cended iEtna, to survey its crater. He first 
wrote a grammar of tbe Greek language, in 
Latin, and died in 15^. 

BOMBELLI, Sebastian, a painter, of Bologna, 
died in 1685. 

ROMBERG, Daniel, a printer, of Venice, fa- 
mous for tbe number and correctness of his 
books, died in 1549. 

BON DE ST. HILAIRE, Francois Xavier, 
president of the chamber of accounts of Mont- 
pelien author of a treatise on silk worms 'arid on 
the Maroons Of India, died in 1761. 

BONA, John, an, ecclesiastic, of Piedmont, 
eminent for bis learning, and his love of soli- 
tude, was promoted to places of honour by Pope 
Alexander VU., and lastly a cardinal : iie died, 
much respected, iff 167'4. 

BON AC, John Louis d' Usson, marquis de, 
a French nobleman, sent by Lewis XIV., as am- 
bassador to SwedenJPoland, Spam, Constanti- 
nople, &c., died in 1738. 

BONACINA, Alartin, an ecclesiastic, of Mi- 
lan, in the service of Pope Urban ViH., died in 
1631. 

BONAMY, Peter Nicholas, a native of Lou- 
vres, historiographer of Paris, known for his 
learned dissertations and his amiable character, 
died in 1770. 

BONANNl, James, a noWe of Syracuse, au- 
thor of " Sy racusa Illustrata,** died in 1636. 

BONANNI, PhiUp, a learned Jesuit, author 
of several books on antiquities and history, died 
at Rome, in 1?45, 
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BONABDI, Jean Baptiste, a learned doctor 
of tlie Borbonne, died at Paris, in 1756. 

BON ARELLI, Guy Ubaldo, a nobleman, bom 
at Urbino, known as a politician in the service 
of the duke of Ferrara, and as the author of pas- 
torals, died in 1606. 

BONAROTA, or BUONAROTI, amnamcd 
Blichael Angelo. Vid. ANGELO. 

BONAVENTURE, John Fidauza, a cele- 
brated doctor, cardinal, and saint, of the church 



of Rome, born in Tuscany, 1221. His works creesofthe parliament of Provence, died in 16D5

BONBELLES, Henri Francis, Ckunte de, a 
French officer of rank, died in 1760. 

BONCERP, a French writer, of peat popu- 
larity at the revolution, who soon after fell into 
disgrace, and died of a broken heart. 

BOND, John, an eminent commentator, and 
preceptor at Taaoton, died in 1619^ 

BOND, Thomas, an eminent physician of 
Philadelphia, in 1763, or 1764. 

BONEFACIO, Venetiano, an ItaUan palater, 
died in 1630. 

BONET,TIieopbiliis, a famous medical writer, 
born at Geneva, 1690, died in 1669. 



BpNP ApIUS, James, a polite writer, of Italyj 



in the 16tb centiuy. Having, in his olBce ol 
bistoiiographer <n Genoa, spoken too fireely of 
smne powerful families, mey resolved to rail) 
him, and brought a charge of unnatural propen- 
sities against Urn ; on which charge be was 
executed, in 1^. 

BONFINIUS, Anthony, a historian, bom in 
Itialy, went to Hungary by invitation of the king, 
and wrote a history of that country, in 45 vols, 
he died^as is supposed, in 1502. 
' BONFRERIUS, James, a Jesuit, and theologi 
cal writer, died in 1G43. 

BONGARS, James, ambassador of Henry 
IV. at several German courts, and em^oyed in 
his service as a statraman and'negoUator for 
nearly 30 yean ; he med in 1612. 

BOmCHON, l^rancis, an ecclesiastic, of An- 
gers, died in 1662. 

BONlFACE, the apostle of C^rmany, was 
sent by Gregory H. to convert the barbarians of 
the north to christianiQr, and was eminently suc- 
cessful, for which be was loaded with honours 
by the pope ; he was killed in Friezland, in 754. 

BONIFACE I., St., pope of Rome, died in 422. 

BONIFACE U. was electa pope in 530, and 
died in 532. 

BONIFACE in. was made pope in 60G, and 
died the same year. He estaUished, by means 
of the emperor Phocas, the superiority of the 
popes over the patriarchs. He was immediately 
succeeded by Boniface IV., who died in 614. 

BONIFACE v., of Naples, was elevated to 
the papacy in 617, and died in 625. 

BONIFACE VI. was pope for 15 days, in896. 
He was elevated and deposed by a faction. 

BONIFACE VII. raised himself to the papal 
chair, and died four months after. As he was 
A monster of cruelty, his remains were treated 
•with the greatest indignity by the people. 

BONIFACE Vin., Benedict Cajetan, a cardi- 
nal, and afterwards pope, in 1294. His ambi 
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tion was unbounded ; be hurled the thunder of 
the Vatican against the kingB of Denmark and 
France, and declared that God had made him 
lord over kings and kingdoms. Philip, deqiising 
his threats, had him seized by force, but escap- 
bg from hUffuards, bg fled to Rome, where be 
died in 1303. 

BONIFACE IX., a native of Naples, pope, in 
1366, died in 1404. 

BONIFACE, Hyacinthe, compiler of the de- 



BONIFACE, a count of the Roman empire, 
who revolted against the emperor, but was af- 
terwards reconciled to him : he fell in a battle 
with Actius, his rival, in 432. 

BONIFACIO, Baltliazar, professor of law at 
Padua) and aftgrwards bishop of Caso d'lstria, 
died in 1659. 

BONJOUR, GuiUaume. an Augustine monk, 
who assisted Clement XL in correcting the errors 
of the Gregorian calendar, died while a mission- 
ary in China, in 1714. 

BONNE, the mistress and wife of Peter Bru- 
noro, a warrior of Parma. She displayct! great 
courage in the field, and with her husbaiid, de- 
fended Venice against the duke of Milan : she 
Idled in 1466. 

BONNECORSE, a native of MarseUles, consul 
{for France in Egypt, died in 1706. 

BONNECUEIL, Joseph Duraati de, an ec- 
clesiastic, of Aix, who translated some of the 
works of St. Chrysostom, 4tc., died in 1756. 

BONNEFONS, John, a native of Auvergne, 
was distinguished as a successful imitator of the 
poetry of Catnllns ; be died in 1614. 

BONNEFONS, AmaUe, a Jesuit, of Riom, 
author of several devotional tracts, died in 1653. 

BONNELL, James, a religious writer, boru 
1653, <Ued 1699. 

BONNER, Edmund, bishop of London, in the 
Ireign of Henry VIII., Edward VI., and ^ueen 
Mary, was the son of an honest, poor man, and 
bora af Hanley, in Worcestershire. He was a 
most violent and crael bigot, and was the oc- 
casion of several hundreds of innocent persona 
being put to death for their firm adherence to 
the protestant faith. Upon Queen Elizabeth's 
accession, he refused to take the oath of allegi- 
ance and supremacy ; for which reason he was 
deprived of his bish(^c, and committed to the 
Marshalsea. After having lived in confinement 
some years, he died September 5, 1569. 

BONNET, Charles, an eminent natural plit- 
losopher and metaph3r8ician, born at Geneva, 
March 13, 1790, died May 20, 1793. A complete 
edition of his works was puUisbed at Neufcha- 
tel, 9 vols. 4to., and 18 8vo. 

BONNEVAL, Claudius Alexander, count de, 
of Limousin, allied to the royal family of France, 
whose service he left for that of Turkey, where 
he was made a bashaw of three tails, and died 
in 1747. 

BONNEVAL, Rene de, an inferior writer, and 
poet of Mans, died^n 1760. 

BONNIER D'ALCO, N., a Frenchman, 
known- in the national assembly for his strong 
remiblican principles; he was a^assinated in 

BONOMI, Joseph, an artist, distinguished par- 
ticularly, by his architectural knowledge and ge- 
nius, was a native of Italy ; but died in Lon- 
don, March 16, 1808. He vrm an associate of 
the Royal Academy, and warmly patronised by 
Sir Joshua Rejmolas. 

BONOSUS, bishop of Naissus, in Dacia, at 
cuscd of hereby, condenmcd, and died in 410. 
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BQNTEKOE, ComeiUe. a Dutclmuui, phy- 
sician to the elector of Brandenbui^, and aa- 
ttior of several works. 

BONTEMPI, George Andrew Angelhd, mi- 
nister of the chapel of the elector of Saxony, 
known as a good musician, and author of a 
work on mteic. 

BONTEMS, Madame, a woman respected 
fiHher wit, understanding, and knowledge ; she 
published a translation ot Thomparai's Seasons, 
and died at Paris, in 1768. 

BONTIUS, James, a Dutch ^ysician at Ba- 
tavia, author of the Botany and Natural History 
of India, prutted at Leyden, in 1642, and Am- 
fiterdam, 165a 

BONTIUS, G«rard, medical professor at Ley- 
den, inhere he died in 1509. He invented some 
famous pills, the secret of which was long un- 
known. 

BONVINCINO, Alexander, an Itatian paint- 
er, the disciple of Titian. His worlEs are highly 
esteemed: he died in 1564. * 

BONWICKE, AmbrMe, a nnnjuring clergy- 
man, educated at St. John's Collie, Oxford, 
was expeUed from liiaemirioyment, in 1691, for 
rcfudi^ to take the oaths of allegiance. 

BOODT, Ansefan Von, a physician of the em- 
peror Rodolph, known by a Latin tract on jew 
cls,4iedinI660. . 

BOOKEK, John, a haberdasher, afterwards 
ao astndoger ; wrote the " Bloody Irish Al- 
manac," and died in 16G7. 

BOONE, Daniel, a Dutch painter whose 
pieces are valuable, died in England, in 1698. 

BOONE, Thomas, an able and faithful go- 
vernor of New-Jereey, and afterwards of South 
Carolina, until 1763. 

BOONENjAmrfd, an eminent portrait painter, 
a disciple of Shalk en, died in 1799. 

BOOT, Arnold, a Dutch physician, author of 
a defence of the Hebrew text of Scripture, and 
also 8(»ne medical works ; died at Paris, in 
1653. 

BOOTH, Barton, a famous English actor, who 
chiefly excelled in tragedy, was bom in the 
county of Lancaster, 1681, and died May 10, 
1732. nis character as an actor has been cele 
brated by some of the best judges. See Gibber's 
ADok)gy, &c. 

BOOTH, Henry, earl of Warrington, a states- 
mau, and member of parliament under Charles 
IL He strenuously opposed popery, and after 
the revolution was promoted to high offices by 
king WUIiam ; he died in 1694. 

BOOTH, G€K>^e, carl of Warrin^n, wrote a 
tract on marriage, recommending divorce when 
tempers disagree ; he died^in 1758. 

BORBONIus, Nicholas, a Latin poet and fa- 
vourite of Francis I. He was connected with 
Sir Thomas More, Erasmus, and other learned 
HMD of the 16th century. His poems appeared 
inl540. 

BOEDA, John Charles, an eminent French 
inatberaatician, who made a voyage to America, 
inonler to ascertain the utility of certain instru- 
nKBts for determining the latitude and longi- 
tude ; of which he published an account in two 
voh. 4to. 1778. He was bom 1735, and died at 
Pans, M^, 1799. 

BORDE, Andrew, an Englishman, bora in 
tSOO, educated at Oxford, studied physic, and 
^ entered the order of Carthusians. In his cha- 
racter be WM extremely whimsical ; he died 
In 1549. 

BORDE, John Benjamin, a French writer, 
vftlet to Louis XV., upon whose deatli be was 
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appointed farmer-general. He wrote se%-eral 
learned works, and was guUlotintd 1^ Robes- 
pierre, In 1794. 

BOIIDENA VE, Tous^int, professor of sur- 
gery in Paris, known for his elun^nts of physio- 
logy, he died in 178SI. 

BOKDES, Charles, a poet and philosopberi 
of Lyons, died in 1781. 

BORpEU, Theophilus, a physician who gain- 
ed great reputation at Paris ; be published nine 
medical works, and died in 1776. 

BORDINGIUS, Andrew, a celebrated Danish 
poet, whose works were published at Copen- 
nagcn, in 1738. 

BOKDLEY, John Beale, member of the ex- 
ecutive council of Maryland, a writer on agri- 
culture, died 18Q4 

BCmDONE, Paris, a painter, of Venice, and 
the favourite of Francis I., celebrated for his 
portraits ; died in 1587 

BORE, Catherine Von, a nun whf*, on the 
dissemhQatioa of Luther's principles, quitted the 
veil. Her heroic conduct attracted the notice 
of Luther, who afterwards married her. She 
was a woman of delicacy and virtue, and died 
in 1552. 

BOREL, Peter, physician to the French king, 
and author of several valuable works, died m 
-89. 

BORELLI, John Alphonsus, bom at Naples, 
and distinguished as a philosopher^ and niaihe- 
matfeiau. He wrote thirteen treatises in Italian 
and Latin, and died in 1C79. 

BORGARUTIUS, Prosper, an Italian physi- 
cian of the 16th centunr, who gained celebrity 
as an anatomist at Padua and Pans. 

BORGHESE, Paul Guidotto, an Italian poet 
and painter, who, though acquainted with 14 
different trades, died poor and neglected in 1606. 
BORGHINI, Vbicent, a learned Benedictine 
monk, bora at Florence. He had the magnani- 
mity to refuse the archbishopric of Pisa, and 
died m 1680. 

BORGHINI, iKaphael, a Florentine writer cf 
comedies. 

BORGIA, Stephen, a cardinal, eminent for 
his piety and learning, died at Lyons, in 1804, 
whfle attending Pius VI. on his journey to Paris. 
. BORGIA , Cipsar, a natural son of Pope A lex- 
ander VI., a man of such conduct andcharae- 
ter^that Machiavel has fbought fit to propose 
him, in li^s famous book called '*The Prince." 
as an original and pattern to all prhdces who 
would act the part of wise and politic tyranti. 
He was killed in battle, March 1%, 1507. 

BORGIA N I, Orazio, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, a native of Rome ; died in 
1681, 

BORIS, Gudenou, a regent of Muscovy undet 
Foedor, whom he assassinated and thus obtain- 
ed the sovereign power, but afterwards met a 
Ukefatohimsdf. 

BORLACE, Edmund, M. D., son of a lord 
chief justice of Ireland, was educated at Dub- 
lin, studied at Leyden and Oxford, and acquired 
great reputadon; he died at Chesty, in 1682. 

BORLaSE, William, a very ingenious and 
learned writer, was of an ancient family In 
Cornwall, and bom at Pendeen, Febraary S, 
1695-6. Having perpetuated his name by his 
deep researches into the natural history of his 
native country, Dr. Borlase died Aug. 31, 1773. 
BORN, Ignatius, a German baron, resided at 
Prague, devoted himself to the sciences, wrote 
a satire on monks, whom he classed after the 
system of Linneus, and died in 1791. 
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BORNEBR, FMlip de, a lawyer of Montpelier, 
and amhor ot two learned works, died in 1711. 

iSORREL, Jobn, an ecclesiastic, well versed 
in geometry, died in 1572. 

BORRI, Josepli Francis, an artSiil impostor 
of Milan, who practised upon tbe credulity of 
merchants, as well as princes, wliom he deluded 
out of great sums of money, under a pretence 
of discovering the philosopher's stone ; he died 
in 1605. 

BORRICHIUS, Olaus, a learned professor at 
the university of Copenhagen. He visited the 
different countries ot Europe, and acquired the 
friendship of their literati ; he died in 1600. 

BORROMEO, Charles, a cardinal, archbishop 
of Bfilan, and saint of tiie Romish churclq was 
an example of meekness and piety, and endea- 
voured to reform the abuses of tro clergy; he 
died in 1594, and was canonized in 1710. 

BORROMfX), Frederick, cousin to the last, 
and also a cardinal, and archUshop of Milan, 
founded the Ambrosian library; heffled in 1632. 

BORROMIXI, Francis, an architect of Bis- 
sone, acquhred much reputation at Rome; he 
died 1667. 

BORZONI, Luciano, a nativAof Genoa, emi- 
nent as a historical and portrait painter, died at 
Milan,in 1645. His three sons were equany great. 

BOS, John Baptist du, a celebrated member, 
and perpetual secretary of the French academy, 
bom at Beauvais, 1670. His principal work is 
*» Critical Reflections upon Poetry and Faint- 
ing." He died at Paris, 1743. 

B08, Lambert, Greek professor at Franeker. 
where he died in 1717. He was the author of 
several learned works. 

BOS, Charles Francis du, an ecclesiastic of 
Lucon, died in 1734. He was a man of learning 
andpiety. 

B09, Jerome, a Flenqisb painter, died in 1500. 

BOS, Lewis Jansen, a Flemish painter, cele- 
brated for bis beautiful leaves and flowers, died 
1507. 

BOSC, James du, a native of Normandy and 
an author. 

BOBC, Pierre du, n proteetant minister, at 
Caen. On the revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
he fled to Holland, and became miniMer of the 
Church of Rotterdam ; he died in 1693. 

BOSCAGER, John, a native of Beziers, the 
author o( several law #orks, died in 1684. 

B08CAN, John, of Barcelona, introduced 
the Italian rhyme into tbe poetry of his country. 
He was the author of several poems, and died 
in 1543. 

BOSCAWEN, Edward, a celebrated English 
admiral, son of Hugh, lord viscount FalroouU), 
was bom about 171 J. He signalized himself in 
many important contests with the French ; in 
which, one circumstance of his success wiU ap- 
pear singular; hamely, that of having at three 
diflferent times, in 1744, 1747, and 1755, taken M. 
Hoquart, a French commander, prisoner.— Mr. 
B.'8 eminent services merited and obtained the 
approbation and gratitude of his country. On the 
13th Dec. 1758, the thanksof tbe house of com- 
mons (the greatest honour that can be done to 
any subject) were given him in bis place by the 
speaker ; in that year also he was appointed 
admiral of the blue ; and in Dee. 1760, general 
of marines, with a salary of 3000/. per annnm. 
and a scat in the privy councii. This rank and 
honour, however, he did not long enjoy, d\ing 
January 10, 1761. Pome interesting storir« of 
this great commander will be found In •'Se- 
ward's Anecdotes."

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BOSCAWEN, WiUiam, a miscellaneous wri- 
ter and poet, of considerable merit, son of gene- 
ral George Boscawen, and nephew of the admi- 
ral, was bom Aug. 38, 1753. He was educated 
at Eton school and at Exeter college, Oxford ; 
was called to the bar as a member of the Aiid- 
dle Temple, and became a commissioner of 
bankrupts ; and in 1785 was appointed one of 
the commissioners of the victuaUng office. He 
was an excellent scholar, and (besides other po- 
ems) puMished, in two vols. 8vo,a new transla- 
tion of Horace, which is, in the judgment of 
dasiilcal men, in many essentia pphits of merit, 
very superior to that of Dr. Francis. Mr. B. 
was a most amiable man, and died May 6, Idll. 

BOSCH, Balthazar Vanden, a painter of Ant- 
werp, whose pieces are much admired, died in

BOSCH, Jacob, a painter of Amste»dam, died 
inl675. 

BOSCHAERTS. Thomas WiUebos, a Flem- 
ish painter, patronised by the prince of Orange, 
died in 1667. . - 

BOSCOLI, Andrew, a patoter, of Florence, 
whose execution and colouring were much ad- 
mired. 

BOSCOVICH, Joseph Roger, a Jesuit, and 

Sofessor of mathematics at Rome, Pavia, aud 
ilan. His works were on mathematical sub- 
jects, though he wrote elegant poetry ; he died 
in 1787. 

BOSIO, James, a monk of Milan, chiefly 
known for his history of the knights of^ Malta. 

BOSIO, Anthony, known by liis description 
of the tombs and epitaphs of the early Chris- 
tians at Rome. 

BOSONjCount of Aries, made king of Pro- 
vence, in 879. 

BOSCIUET, Francis, bishop of Montpelier, 
wrote the lives of the popes of Avignon, and 
history of the Galilean church ; he died in 1676. 

BOSSE,Abr&ham,a Frenchman.distingniuhed 

i an engraver and architect, died in 1660. 

BGSStJ, Rene Le, born at Paris, 1631, died 
1680. His principal work was, " A Treatise on 
Epic Poetry," which gained him great repnta- 
tion. Boileau says, it is one of the bert compo- 
sitions on this subject that ever appeared in the 
French language. 

BOSSTJET, James, bishop of Mcaux, born nt 
Dijon, 1627. Hi.s " Discour^ a»r THistoire Unl- 
verselle" was published in 1681, and has been 
considered as a valuable work, and of great 
authoritj-. He died at Paris, in 1704. 

BOSSUS, Martin, an ecclesiastic of Vrrona, 
who wrote several Latin works, died in 1502. 

BOSTON, Thomas, M. A., a Scotchman edu- 
cated at Edinburgh, known as the author of 
" Human Nature in its FouriWd state.'* Died in 
1733. 

B0SWELL.Jamc!4, an eminent mi.«celIaneonfi 
writer, but chiefly distinguished as the literary 
companion and biographer of the celebrated 
Dr. Johnson. He was bom at Edinlmreh, Get. 
20, 1740, and was the son of lord Auchintcekf 
one of the judtres of the court of sessions in 
Scotland. In 1763, Mr. B. came to London, and 
had what he always called the singular felicity 
of being introduced to Dr. Johnson. Soon af^er 
this he set out on a tour, and having visited the 
most remarkable citlesin Italy, sailed to Corsica, 
travelled over every part of that island, and re- i 
tnrned to Scotland, in 1TP6, when lie became an 
advocate at the Scotch bar. The celebrated 
Dou;[Ia3 cause being at that time a subject oi' 
general disciisi^ion, Mr. Boswell took a very ac 
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tire and succeasful part in it : he publislied a 
pamphlet, entitled '* The Essence of the Doug- 
las Cause,'* which was supposed to have pro- 
cured Mr. Douglas the popularity heat that ume 
possessed. In 1768, Mr. B. published his " Ac- 
coant of Corsica, with Memoirs of General Pao- 
li." or this printed performance, Dr Johnson 
thos exivesses himself: " Your journal is, in a 
very high degree, curious and delightful. I 
know not whether I could name any narrative^ 
I^ whidk curioalQr is better excited, or better 
gratilled.'' In 1785,^e published " A Journal 
of a Tour to the Hebrides With Dr. Johnson,** 
which had a success similar to his account of 
Corrica. This year Mr. Boswell removed to 
London, and waa soon after called to the Eng- 
Hsh bar ; but his profesnonal business was in- 
termptedby the pr«paring of bis most celebrated 
work, *' The Life of Samuel Johnson, L.L. D.,'* 
inSvob. 4to. This was publishod in 1?90, «nd 
was received by the world with wonderful avi- 
dity. It is » fititbAil history of Johnson's Ufe, 
exhibits a moat interesting picture of the cha- 
racter of that illustrious moralist, and is one of 
die most instructive and entertaining books in 
the English lansuage. The prepanttion of a se- 
cond edition of this work wasth« last literary per- 
formance of Mr Boswell, who died May 19, 1795. 
BOSTWlCiC, Dttvid, an eminent minister of 
New- York, auUU)r of several sermons, fcc, 
died in 1763. 

BOTAL, Leonard, pliyskian of Henry in., 
of France, recommended frequent bleedings in 
fevers, which otketB condemned. 

BOTERO, John, secretary oTBorromeo, died 
inl68B. 

BOTH, John arid Andrew, two Flemish pain- 
tera, who generally executed thair pictures in 
common. 

BOTHL AN, a Christian physician, of Bagdat, 
who visited Egypt,hi 1047. to become acquaint- 
ed with his rival in medicine, Ibu Rodhwan. 

BOTHWELL, James Hei*uni,e«rl of.known 
in Soottisli history, for his marriage with queen 
lf»yihediedlal577. 

BOTICELLT, Alexander, a painter of Flo- 
rence, died bi 1515. His two pictures df Venus 
are much admired. 

BOTT. John de, a French architect Several 
poUic edifices at Dresden, Where he died in 
(745, are monumcintB of his architectural genius. 
BOTT, Thomas, on ESnglish divine, born at 
Deiby, 1688, died 1753, leaving several ingenious 
traction relMoos subjects. 
BOOH ARIY, David, a fhmous ehieftahi of Hen- 
Vf IV., of France, was governor of Perigord, 
and waskilled at the siege of Lisle, in 1598. 

BOqcHAEDON, Edmund, a native of Italy, 
devoted to the study of sculpture. He adorned 
fins with monuments of his genius, and was 
boootired bv the king ; he died in 1672. 

BOUCRAU0, Btatthew Anthony, a native 
ef Hris, and professor in the univecslty, dit- 
utgaisbed by his publications and articles in the 
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rey,wafl bom at Blencogo, Cumberhmd, 1738, 
and educated at the grammar school of Wigton. 
At the age of 16 he went to North America; 
where he discharged the duties of a clergyman, 
till 1775, when the war drove him back to Eng- 
land. Jsfr. Boucher wrote many tracts and ser- 
mons ; but the leisure of the last fourteen years 
of his life was priacipaUy devoted to the com- 
plctioii of a CHossary of Provincial and Archeolo- 



gical word&intended as a" Supplement to Dr. 
Johnson's IHctionanr." He <ued at Epsom, 
AprU 27, 1804; and the lahorious work just 
mentionad, (partly prepared for the press) was 
placed in the able bahda of Sir Frederick Mor- 
ton Eden, hart, who has since deceased. 

BOUCHERAT, Lewu, a Frenchman, who, 
by bis talents and integrity, raised himself to 
be chancellor of France, died in 16U9. 

BOUOHET, John, procurer of Poitiers. He 
wrotQ annals of Aqoitaine^ Poitiers, dbc, and 
diedinlsaH 

BOUCHET, John, a maitre de hotel to the 
king of France, died in 1684. 

BOUCHBT, Ouillanme, a judge, consul of 
Poitiers, died In 1607. 

BOUCHEOL, John Joseph, an advocate of 
Dorat, died in 1720. 

BOUCHIER, Thomas, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the first person who raeouraged printing

BOUDIER, Rene, a nitive of Trefly , remark- 
able for his greit aecompUshments.and velufh 
tuousness, died in 1733. 

BOUDINOT, EUas^L.L. D/, am eminent law- 
yer of the state of ^ew-Jersey, was a member 
and president of Congress in 1782, and after- 
wards director of the national mint, an office 
which he relinqui^ed for the retirenient of pri- 
vate life. He was the uniform and sincere 
friend of religion, uid of the difl^rem rel^ous 
and charitable associations of the coumiy; a 
iibena benafector of Princeton College, and, at 
the time of his death, in 1831, first president of 
the A merican Bible Society. * 

BOUDON, Henry Marie, an ecclesiastic of 
Evreux, who wrote several devotional books, 
died in iTOSt 

BOITDOT, John, a learned bookseller and 
printer, of Paris, autlior of a Late dictionary in 
l4vols.4tqM.<Uedinl754. 

BOUFLERS, Louis Francois due de, a dis- 
tinguished military character, opposed to prince 
Eugene, and celebrated for his defence of Lisle.

BOUILLET, John, a French physician, re- 
spected as a professional man, and autlior of 
several works, died in 1777. 

BOUILLON, Emanuel Theodosius, nephew 
of Turenne, acardiucil and ambassador of Louis 
XIV., at Rome, died in 1715. 

BOULAI, Gaidar Egasse du, register and his- 
toriographer of the university of Paris, and pro- 
fessor of rhetoric in the eollege of Navarre. 
The work for which he is chiefly jTo be remem- 
bered is *' The HiBtory of the University of 
Paris," 6 vols, folio. He^ied in 1C78. 

BOULA IN VILLI ERS, Henry de, an eminent 
French writer, horn at St. Saise, IS58. He was 
author of " A History of the Arabians," and of 
eevcral portions of French history, and died 1722. 
After his death was published his " Life of Ma- 
homet," which has made him pass for no very 
good believer. 

BOULANfiER, Nicholas Anthony, eminent 
as a mathematician, architect and engineer, 
died in 1759. 

BOUL A N G E R , a famous Augustine preacher, 
died at Paris, in 1G75. 

BOUL ANGER, or UOULLENGER, Claude 
Francois Felix, a native of Amiens, an advocate 
at Paris, and a man of extensive erudition, died

BOULAY, Edmund du^a herald at arms to 
the duke f)f Lorraiii, in the Itkh century.

BOULLKNOIS, Louis, an advocate of the 
parliament of Paris, died in 1762. 

BOULLlEfl, David Renaud, born atUtrecht, 
and minister of Amsterdam and Leyden. His 
writiuffa are respectable ; he died in 1759. 

BOULLONGNE, Louis, a French painter of 
merit. Several of iiis pieces are preserved in 
the churches at Paris, where he died in 1674. 

BOULLONGNE, Bon, son of the preceding. 
With his father's talents, he possessed greater 
versatility of peniun, was patronised by Lewis 
XIV., he died in 173^. 

BOULTER, Dr. Hugh, archbishop of Ar- 
magh, in Ireland, died in London, 1742, leaving 
behind him patriotic establii^ments and bene- 
factions, particularly to the protefltant schools, 
and other st roag tesjtlmonies of a truly charitable 
disposition. 

BOULTON, Matthew, a most Ingenious and 
enterprising mechanic and ennneer, bom at 
Birmliighain, September 3, 17-^. The manu- 
factory at Soho, near Hinningham, was erected 
by him, and in its operations he employ^ nearlyj 



a thousand persons. As the improver of the 
steam engine, of the apparatus fbr raising watet 
and other Huida, and the manufacturer of our 
copper, and some of our silver coin, he has im- 
mortaUzed bis na^me. His life was an uninterA 
rupted application to the advancement of the 
useful arts, and to the promotion of the commer- 
cial interests of the country. Mr. Boulton died 
At Soho, August 17, 1809, and was interred at 
Handsworth ; being followed to the gra^'e by 
600 of Ills workmen, who had each a silver me- 
dal presented to him, whiclThad been struck for 
the occasion. 

BOUaUERANT, a negro of St. Domingo, 
possessed of courage, sagacity, and eloquence, 
raised himself to consequence among bis fellows, 
was killed in 1791. 

BOyaU£T,Don Martin, a BenedicChie, made 
a useful collection of the historiains of France ; 
be died in 1754. 

BOUGUET, Madame, celebrated for her hu- 
manity, in concealing some of the proscribed 
durhig the French revolution, and for the cour- 
age with which she suffered death in couse- 
quencc. 

BOUaUET, Henry, a brave colonel in the 
British army, in 17§6, distinguished for seveial 
victories over the Indians, under General Am- 
herst, died in 1776, being then a brigadler-geue- 
ral. 

BOURBON, Charles, Hue de, son of Gilbert, 
count of Montpensier, constable of France, 
where through intrigue he was di.sgraced. He 
entered the service of Charles V., was made 
general of his armies, and killed in battle, in 1527. 

BOURBON, Charles de, son of Charles, duke 
of Vendomc, was a cardinal, and archbishop of 
Rouen, and was raised to the throne of France 
on the death of Henry HI. ; he died in 1590. 

BOURBaN CONDE, Louis, ducde, a French 
general of some reputation, died 1740. 

BOURBON,NichoIas,aFreiichmun,employed 
in educating the mother of Henry IV. He re- 
tired from the ihtrigues of the court lo literary 
case, wrote -books of epigrams, and died in the 
16th century. 

BOUllCHENEU DE VALBONAIS, John 
Peter, a magistrate of Grenoble ; he wrote a 
history of Danphine, and died in 1730. 

BOUBCHIER, John, Lord Berners, in the 
reign of Edward IV., was equally famous for 
valour and learning. Henry VIU. made him 
chancellor of the exchequer for life. He also 
became governor of Calais, where he died in 
1532, aged 63. He wrote a comedy, called " Ite 
in vineam meam," and translated theCbronicle 
of '^ Froissart" into English. 

BOURDALOUE, Louis, justly esteemed th« 
best preacher that France ever produced, waa 
born at Bourges, 1632, and died in 1704. 

BOURDEILLES, Peter de, better known by 
the name of Brantome, a French couitier in the 
service of Charles IX. i^d Henry IH., died ia 
1614. 

BOURDEILLES, Claude de, grand nephew 
of the preceding, was in tlie service of Gaston

BOURNE Benjamh), L. L. D., a native of 
Rhode Island, conspicuous for his talents, was 
a member ofOongress and a judge of the Circuit 
Court of the United States ; be died 1608. 

BOURNE, Vincent, an amiable writer, and 
fellow of Trinity CoOege, Cambridge, wrote a 
volume of elegant poems, and died young. 

BOURNE, Edme Bernard, an ecclesiastic and 
ambor of sermons, died at Dijon, 17S3. 

BOURS, Peter, episcopal minister in Mvble- 
head, died in 1763. 

BOURSAULT, Edmund, bora in Burgundy, 
1638 ; had received little or no education, yet 
attained lo a good style «f writing, and produced 
several dramatic pieces which are still in esti^ 
madon. He also wrote romances and letterai, 
the latter under the assumed name of Babet. 
He died in 1701. 

BOURSIEB, Lacwrence Francis, a doctor of 
the Sorbonne^ he wrote several controversial 
books on divinity and other works,and died 17^. 

BOURSIER, PhUipjan ecclesiastic of Paris, 
and author, died in 1768. 

BOL^YALAIS, Paul PoiawD, t famous 
French financier, rose from obscurity to opu- 
lence; he died in 1719. 

BOURZEIS, Amable de, an ecclesiastic who3c 
pen was employed by Richelieu and Mazarin. 
He was the author of some theological tracts, 
and died in 1642. 

BOUSSARD, Godfrey, chancellor of the uni- 
versity of Paris, died ]»0. 

BOUSSEAU, Jaines, an eminent sculptor^ 
died at Madrid, in 1740. 

BOUSSET, John Baptist de, a native of D^on^ 
celebrated as a musician, died in iTOO. 

BOUSSET, Rene Drouardde, a Frenchman, 
eminent as a musician, died at Paris, in 1760. 

BOUTARD, Francis, an ecclesiastic, recom-. 
mended to Louis XIV. by Boussuet, died 1739. 

BOUTAUI, Francis de, a professor of law 
at Toulouse, died in 1733. 

BOUTAtn^D, MichaeL a Jesuit of Paris, aii4 
author of theological works ; died in 1068. , 

BOUTERONE, Claude, a learned antiqaarian 
of Paris, died lOM. 

BOUTHRAIS, Raoul. a native of Chateau- 
dun, author of some books on law, died in 1630. 

BOUVART, Michael Philip, a celebrated pro 
fessor of medicine, at Paris, died in 1*^7. 

BOVADILLA, or BOBADILLA, Don Fran- 
cisco de, a Spaniard, raised from obscurity to be 
governor general of th^* Indies, ia 15U0« Hf 
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sent Columlms a prisoner to Europe, after wliicb 
be was recalled. 

BOVERICK' an ingenious English clock- 
maker of the 17th century 

BOVERIU8, Zacbarius, a Capuchin and 
author of a Latin dictionary, died at Genoa, in 
1638. 

BOVETTE DE BLEMUR, JaqueUno, early 
embraced a religious life, and Wrote theological 
works. He died at Chatillon, in 1696. 

BOVEY, Catharine, married at the early age 
of 15, to a gentleman of opulence. To great 
personal charms, sfie united a benevolent clia- 
racter, and died in 1726. 

BOWER, Arcliibald, a learned Jesuit, born 
near Dundee, in ScotlRnd,1n 1686,and died Sept. 
2, 1766. His principal work, was " A History 
of the Popes," in 7 vols. 4to ; concerning which, 
as well as his connexion with the Jesuits, be 
stood accused of much imposture. He also 
contributed to ilic compilation of '* The Univer- 
sal History ;'* but, as ig eaid, not much to the ad- 
vantage of the work. 

BOWLE, John, rector of Idnunstcn, near 
Salisbury, bom in 1725.!ia<I ibe, li. -uour to be cnc 
of the first detectorsof La'idcr's ft)rpoii« 8. He 
edited a Spanish edition ol " Don Quiiottr," 
and also Marston*s Satires, and oiher c!i Eng- 
lish poetry, and died in lT8ff. See LAUDER. 

BOWYER, William, a very learned English 
printer, born in White Friars, London, 1699, 
died 1777. To his literary and professional abi- 
lities, be added an excellent moral character, 
the strietest probity, and the geatcst liberality. 
Be was in habits of corrFspondence aiul in- 
timacy with the greatest men of his time ; and 
many minute particulars of him, that do not 
come within our plan, may be seen in the " Anec- 
dotes of hij Life," published by his partner and 
successor, Mr. Nichols. To the journejmeu 
of his profession, he left by wjll, some Yufuable 
bequests for the reward of merit, and the com- 
fort of old age: the trust for ever is vested in 
the Stationers* Company. 

BOWDOIN, James, L. L. P., governor of 
Mass., a philosopher and statesman ; he held 
various dMingoisbed offices iivbis native state 
till 1787. assisted in formbag the American aca- 
demy or arts and sciences, at Boston, of which 
he was the first president : one of the founders, 
and president of the Mat^achusctts bank. 

BOWEN, Jabex, L. L.-D., chancellor of 
Brown University, jud^rc of the supreme court, 
and lieutenant governor of Rhode Island, died 
in 1815. 

BOWIE, Robert, an ofiicer of the revohitiona- 
ry army, and for many years governor of Mary- 
land, was highly esteemed for his integrity, libe- 
rality and patriotism ; he died in 1814. 

BOXHORN, Marc Zu^ius, a professor at 
Leyden, and author of several worlts, died 
in 1653. 

BOYCE, Dr. WilHam, an emhient musician 
and composer, chiefly of sacred pieces, bom 
17p9, died 1779. 

BOYD, Robert, i Scotchman, educated at 
Saumur. James I. wished to appoint him prin- 
cipal of the university, but, as lie favoured the 
puritans, he preferred to become the minister 
of his native parteh. He died in 16S9. 

BOYD, Mark, Alexander, a warrior, lawyer, 
and Latin poet, born at Galloway, in Scotland, 
inl562, died in 1601. 

BOYD, Hugh, born in Ireland about 174P, was 
educated at Trinity College, Dul>lin, and bred 
It tb% law ; but being of a dissipated turn, he 
&4 
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never followed his profession. Having forined 
conupxions in England, he' came to London, 
and through the introduction of Mr. Richard 
Burke, became acquainted with tlie most cele- 
brar.ed literary characters. In 1772, be married 
a lady of considerable fortune ; but bis habit ol' 
extravagance continuing, obliged him to accom- 
pany lord Macartney to India, in \iie capacity 
of a second secretary ; though he afterwards 
obtained a more lucrative appointment, which 
he retained till his decease, in 1794. He was 
author of several political writings ; and the ce« 
lebrated Letters of Junius have been with much 
confidence ascribed to him; but the evidence 
adduced, is by no means conclusive. In 1793, 
he published " The Indian observer," a periodi- 
cal paper, which was the first attempt of the 
kind ia India, and gained him great reputation. 
These essays M'ere afterwards collected and 
printed at Calcutta, in 8vo, 1795, and reprinted 
in London, 1798. 

BOYD, Sir Robert, governor of Gibraltar, who 
from a i»rivate soldier, raised himself merely by 
merit to the hiahest rank in the miJitaiy profes- 
iHion, dird in May, 1794. 

I BOYD, Robert, lord, a Scotchman, son of »ir 
jThomas IJoyd, of Kilmarnock, was made a 
peer by Jamc9 II., and one of the regents, He 
carried off the king, and declared himself scHp 
regent during his minority, and afterwards, on 
account of his misconduct, fied to Antwerp, 
where be died 1474. 

BOYD, William, a highly celebrated preach- 
er, settled at Lamington, died 1808. 

BOYDELL, John, a very worthy aldem^an 
of London, and most diitinguishcd cncouragcr 
of the arts of painting and engraving, was lK*ni 
atDorrington, in Shropshire, Jan. 19, 1719, and 
intended for a land surveyor, which was the 
profession of his father; but chance ha\ins 
thrown in his way, " Baddeley's Views of dif- 
ferent Country Seats," he determined on quit- 
ting the pen for the graver r and, at above ^ 
years of age, put himself apprentice 6u seven 
years to Mr. Toms, whom he served six years, 
and bou|[;Ut Up the seventh. He then applied 
closely till he had engraved 15Q prints, which be 
published in a hook at the price of five guineas. 
Wltli tJie profits of this, he set about encoura- 
ging other professors of tbe art ; be discovered 
the talenft of WooHet, and employed him to en- 
grave the two famous pictures of " JNiobe" ard 
" Phaeton." He. soon commenced a great for 
ei|n trade in English prints, and realized by hi« 
spirit of industry and enterprise a considerable 
Ibrtiiinc. Having at length established what 
mi^ht be called an English school of engraving, 
he conceived the noble Idea of raising also an 
English school of painting ; and, selecting all 
the first artists in the kingdom, collected in the 
course of a fewyears, at vast expense, the paint- 
ings which formed the well-kno^ n **Bbakspeare 
GaMery." The long duration of the Prencli war, 
however, having almost wholly slopped ms ex- 
port traoe, in which be had embarked large 
sums of money, he was, in the spring of 18(MI, 
induced to frave permission of parliament to 
dispoee of tlie Shakspeere Gallery, &c. by lotte- 
ry. He had the graiificaiion of living to see 
every ticicet sold, but died before the decision of 
the wheel. The worthy alderman caught hi» 
death by a too ( ager attention to bis ofiicial dur 
ties ; for, arriving on tbe 8th of Decenber, 1804,. 
at the sessions bouse in ^be Old Baiiey, before 
tlie fires weieliehted. and ^landing at a fireplace 
while one was kindled, tbe damps were drai^Hr 
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out firom tbe floor ; cold and inflammation of the 
ltuig9«nsiied, and carried him off on tbel2th of 
the same month, in the 86tb year of hi3 age. 

BOYBN VAX. Peter Joaepli, a worthless cha- 
racter, einployed to denounce the victims in the 
Luxembourg, at last suffered on the scaffold, 
in 1795. 

BOYER, Abel, a well-known glossographer, 
boraat Castres, in France, 1664, died Nov. 1729. 
Tbe worlc he is chie% known by, is a very ex- 
ceQent French aiM Bnglish, and English and 
French Dictionary. He wrote also " a French 
Qrammar" in English, which still retains a high 
rank in our sclioola. 

BOYER, Claude, known as a dramatic writer, 
cUed at Paris, 1698. 

BOYER, John Baptist Nicholas, a physician, 
distinguisbed for his skill and humanity display- 
ed during the plague at Marseilles, in 1720; he 
died at Paris, 1768, 

BOYLE, Richard, an enHnent English states- 
man, distinguished by the title of the great earl 
of Cork, born in Canterbury, 1566, died 1643 ; 
bavingspent the last as he did thefirst yeafsof his 
Krfe, in support of the crown of England against 
Irish rebels, and in the service of Ma country. 

BOYLE, Roger, earl of Orrery, fifth son of 
Richard, earl of Cork, born 16^1, was created 
bnxon Broghill, in the kingdom of Ireland, when 
but seven yeare old. He died Oct., 16*9, leaving 
behind him the character of au able general, 
statesman, and writer. Of his writings, the 
principal are, six tragedies, two comedies, " Par- 
thenissa," a romance, and a collection of " State 
Letters,** published in folio, 17^. 

BOYLBf Robert, a most distinguished philo- 
sopher and chymist, and an exceedingly good 
man, waa the 7tb son, an<] 14th child^ of Richard 
carl of Cork, and bom at Lismore, in Ireland, 
1628-7. He was the inventor of the air-pump ; 
and his numerous philosophical writings have 
secured him immortal fame. He died 1691. 

BOYLE, Charles, earf of Orrery, 2d son of 
Roger, 3d «arl of Orrery, was bom 1676, and died 
1731. He was eminent as a statesman ; but bet- 
ter known, at the present day, for his literary 
controversy with Dr. Bentley on the authentici- 
ty of tbe epi^Ies of Phalaris. He wa^ also on 
iofenious mathematician, and inventor of the 
machine represe^jting the solar system, which 
is ftfU named after his title, the Orrery. 

BOYLB, John, carl of Cork and Orrery, was 
the only son of Charles, tl»e subject of the pre- 
ceding article, and born 1706-7. He took his 
•eat in the house of peers, Jan. 1731-2 ; but, 
though hedistingiiished hiiDself by some speech- 
es, be did not greatly cultfvate the business of 
parliament. Tho delicacy of hia health, his 
passion for private lite, and the occasions he 
Bometlmes had of residing In Ireland, seem to 
lave precludOft him from any regular attend- 
ance in the English house of peers. " When- 
ever (sajrs be, in a private letter to a friend) we 
■tep out of diwnestic life In search of felicity, 
we come back again disappdinted, tired, and 
chagrined. One day passed under our own roof 
with oar friends and our family, is worth a 
tbouiand in another p'ace. The noise and bustle, 



BOYLSTON, Zabdiel, P. R. 8., an eminent 
physician, of Boston, who is particularly known 
03 haviiig^ first introduced inoculation of the 
unall pox into the British dominions, in 1720: 
he died m 1766. 

BOYLSTON, Nicholas, died to Boston, 1771, 
aged 56; he bequeathed to Harvard CoHege 

BOYLSTON, John, merchant* of Boston, 
died in 1795, and left a legacy to his nativ« 
town. 

BOYS, John, an English diviiup, educated at 
Cambridge, and dean of Canterbury, author of 
theological works, died in 1625. 

BOYS, William, bom at Deal, in Kent, 1735, 
was bred a surgeon, but devoted much of his 
thne'to antiquarian researches, and pabUshed,* 
besides other works, an elaborate and valuable 
" History of Sandwich, with Notices of other 
Cinque Ports, and of Richborough," 4to, 1792. 
He died March 15, 1803. 

BOYSB, BOYS, or BOB, John, one of the 
translators of the Bible, in the reign of James I., 
was born at Nettlestead, in Suftelk, in 1560, and 
died 1643, leavli^ a great many manuscripts be- 
hind him, parflcularly a commentary on almost 
all the books of the New-Testament. When he 
was vyouRg student at Cambridge, he received 
from the learned Dr. Whitaker three rales for 
avoiding those distempers which usually attend 
a sedentary life ; to which he constantly adhere^} : 
the first was, to study always standing ; the se- 
cond, never to study in a window ; uie third, 
never to gd to bed with his feet cold. Sir Henry 
Safville styles him ingeniosissimnm et doctissi- 
mum Boisium. 

BOYSE, Samuel, a very ingenious person^ 
but as remarkable for impmdencc aslbr ingenu- 
ity, was born in Dublin, 1708. In 1731, he pub' 
lished, at Edinburgh,a volume of poems,addres- 
sed to the countess of Eglinton. He wrote also 
an Elegy upon the death of lady Stormont, enti- 
tled, " The Tears of the Muses ;♦• with which 
lord Stormount was so much pleased, that he 
ordered Boyse a handsome present. These pub- 
lications, and the honourable notice taken of 
them, were the means of recommending him to 
very high persons, who were desirous of serv- 
ing him : but Boyse was not a man to be served. 
He made an improper use of these recommen- 
dations, and had often recourse to the meanest 
arts to procure benefactions. At some times he 
would raise subscriptions for poems which did 
not exist ; at others, ordered bis wife to inform 
people that he was just expiring, to move the 
compassion of his friends, who were frequently 
surprised to meet the man in the street to-day, 
who was, ye^erday, said to be at the point of 
death. In May, 1740, however, be cHed, after a 
lingering illness, in obscure lodgings, near Shoe- 
lane, where he was buried at the expense of the 
parish. He was a melancholy instance of the 
wretchedness, contempt and disgrace, to which 
the most ingenious persons may reduce them- 
selves, by an libuse of those powers with which 
nature^ hath endowed them. The most celebra- 
ted of his performances, wSs his poem, called 
" Deity," which is styled by Hervey, " a beau-

He became a popular preacher 
in London and Dublin, but was engaged in theo* 
logical disputes, and died in 1738, 

BOZE, Claude Gros de, bora at Lyons, was 
idistinguifihed by bis knowledge of antiquities 
85 
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and medals, and respected for bis private cha- 
racter, died in 1753. 

BRAGCIOLINI,dell* api Francis, an Italian 
poet; lie became an ecd^astic, and died in 
1645. 

BR ACTON, Henrjr, a celebrated English law- 
yer, in the ISth century, cliiefly known by liis 
learned worlc, " De Legibus et Consuetudinibus 
Angllas." 

BRACKETT, Joshua, M. D., president of the 
New-Hampshire Medical Society, distinguished 
lor his zeal and activity in the revonitionary war,[ 
diedinl803. • 

BADBURY, Theophilus, judee of the supe- 
rior court of Massachusetts, died 1803. 

BJIADBURY, Thomas, a native of London, 
educated with Dr. Watts ; he was a bold and 
'eloquent preacher^nd died 1757. 

BRADDOCK, Edward, major-general, and 
commander in chief of Uie British forces in 
America, in 1755, was defeated in an expedition 
ai^dnst Fort Du ^uesne. 

BRADFORD, Samuel, rector of Mary-le-bow, 
bom in Bladcfriars; he edited Tillotson's ser- 
mons, was tutor to the primate*s cluldren, and 
died in 1731. 

BRADFORD, John, an English martyr, in 
dueen Mary*s reign. 

BRADFORD, John, a Welsh poet of merit, 
died in 1788. 

BRADFORD, William, second governor of 
FlSrmouth colony, removed to America with the 
first settlers : he was governor, excepting a few 
years, till his death, 1657, aged 68. He wrote a 
History ofthe Plymouth colony from 1603 to 1646; 
but it was lost in 1775. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
came to America in 1680, was printer to the 
government r be died in 1752. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
fat many years ec^or of the Pennsylvania Jour- 
nal, died in 1791. 

BRADFORD, William, bom in Philadelphia, 
1755, attorney-general of the United States, Ice. 
Be was an author and poet, and died in 1795. 

BRADFORD, William, a physician, after- 
wards a lawyer, of eminence, in Rhode Ts^Iand, 
was a warm and active friend of the revolution, 
and later in life a senator in congress, and lieu- 
tenant-governor of Rhode Island, died 1808. 

BRADICK, Walter, author of " Choheleth. 
or Royal Preacher," a poem of considerable 
merit ; be was a merchant of Lisbon, and died 
in 1794. 

BRADLEY, Dr. James, Savilian professor of 
astronomy at Oxford, and astronomical obs^rva- 
tor at the •^>J al observatory at Greenwich, was 
born at Shireborn, in Gloucestershire, 16{KS, and 
died 1763, in the same counQr. His observa- 
tions are extant in perfeciorder, bi 13 vols, folio, 
and 8 4to. in MS. * 

BRADLEY, Richard, F. R. S., professor of 
botany at Cambridge, but his abiUtiep were not 
adequate to the situation ; he died in 1733. 

BRADSHAW, Henry, a Benedictine monk, 
of Chester, in the 14th century, and author of a 
poem, called the Life of St. werburgh. 

BRADSHAW, John, setjeant at law, was 
bora in Cheshire, and nominated president of 
the sheriff *8 court, in London, on the trial of 
Charles 1. 

BRADBTREET, Simon, bem in London, 
16(^, came early to America, held several im- 
portant offices, and rmidered many services to 
the cQtony, was elected governor, and died in 



BRADSTRJQET, Simon, minister of Charles- 
town, Massachusetts, died in 1741. 

BRADSTREET, Simon, minister of Jhf arble- 
head, Massachusetts, distinguished for his daa- 
sieal attainmentSj^ed in 1771. 

BRADSTREET. John, lieutenant-governor 
of St. John*s, Newfoundland, took Fort Oswego 
and Fort Frontinac, with great military stores ; 
he was appointed major-eeneiml by the king of 
En^and, and died in 1774. 

BRADWARDIN, Thomas, confessor to Ed- 
ward IIL during hto wars in France, became 
archbishop of Canterbury, in 1348. 

BRADY, Dr. Nicholas, an English divine, of 
good parts and learning, bora at Bandon, in the 
coun^ of Cork. 1659, died 1796. He translated 
the i^eid of Virgil ; but what he is likelv to be 
the longest remembered for, as indeed he is now 
best known by, is '* A new Version of the Psalms 
of David," in conjunction with Mr. Tate. 

BRADY, Robert, a native of Norfolk, emi- 
nent as a physician ; he died in 1660. 

BRAHE, Tycho. a celebrated astronomer, 
bora at Knudstorp, in Denmark, 15^ ^ed 1601. 
He was the inventor of a. new system of the 
world ; but it did not succeed, though he had 
many fc^owers. He was very superstitious with 
regard to presages, and very positive and impa- 
tient of contradiction to his sentiments. 

BR AIGHW AFTE, John, the well known c5n- 
stractor of a oiymg-bell ; by which, in 1783, be 
descended into the Royal George, sunk at Spit- 
head, and brought up the sheet anchor, and 
many of the guns. In 1788, he recovered from 
the Hartwell, East Indiaman, lost off one of the 
Cape de Verd Islands, 38,0002. in doUars ; 7000 
pigs of lead, and 360 boxes of tin. In 1806, be 
recovered from the Abergavennv, East India- 
man, lost off Portland, 75,0002. in doUars, and 
other valuables, worth 30,0002. He died about 
June, 1818. 

BR AILLIER, Peter, an apothecary at Lyons, 
and author of a curious book on the abuses ana 
ignorance of physiciatts, 1557. 

BRAINERD, Da\id, a native of Connecticut, 
an eminent preacher,, and missionanr to the In- 
dians. He published a narrative of some part 
of his missionary labours, and died in 1747. 

BRAINT HIR, supported his uncle, Cadvral- 
lon, king of North Wales, against Edvvin^ kin^; 
of Ensland, in 620, and was dMeated. 

BRAKENBURG. Reinier, a painter, of Haer- 
lem, died in 1649. 

BRAM AH, Joseph, a very ingenious engineer 
and mechanist, died at Pimlico, near Lmidon, 
December 9, 1814. 

BRAMANTE D^WlBINO, Laaanis, a dis- 
tinguished arGhitect,^nt Nepl^ and Rome. It 
was according to his* plan, that Pope Julius II. 
began to rebuild the church cf St. Peter,^ bat 
he died before it was completed, 1514. 

BR AMER, Leonard, a disciple of Rembrandt, 
bora at Delft, in 1506. 

BRAIIHALL, John, a native of Pontefract, 
in YorKimre, succeeded to the living of Y^k ; 
he was persecuted in the time of CromweU, and, 
after the restoration, was promoted to Uie see 
of Armagh, &c.; he died 1663. 

BJtAK, son of Lyr, father of CaractacOs, 
king of Britatoi is said to have assisted in estab- 
lishing an elective monarchy in Britnbi; be died 
about 80 A. D. 

BRANCAS, Villeneuve Andrew Francis, ab- 
be of Atthiay, bora in the Venaissin, died in 
11758. His works are correct in matter, but 
neither elegant tn style, or in the choice of idew. 
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BRANCKEB, Thomas, a mathematician, 
Metor of TiJston, Cheshire, A^c, died in 1676- 

BRANDEL, Peter, a painter, born at Prague, 
ind edaeated under Schroeter, died in 1739. 

BRAN^DI, Hyacinth, a painter, the pupil of 
Lanfrac, bora near Rome, died in 1691. 

BRANM UIJLBR, John, profiessor of Hebrew, 
at Baal, died in 1596; he wrote funeral orations 
fiomtheBtbie. Ifis son and gwndson also Wrote 
HmeTaluabie works. 

BRANDMULLER, Gregory, a painter, of Ba 
ril, died in 1691. He was a pupil of Lebrun, and 
obtained the prize at the Paris academy. 

BR ANDOLINI, Auretio, a native of Florence, 
eminent as a poet.

Mary, the sister of Henry, and died in 1545. 

BRANDT, Rev. John, secretary to the society 
of antiquaries, was born at Newcastle- upon: 
Tyne, 1743, ajid educated at Lincoln College, 
Oxford. In 1777,^ he published " Observations 
on Popular Antiquities, including the whole of 
Mr. Bourn's * Antiquitiates Vuljipares,' with ad- 
denda to every chapter of that work," &o., 8vo.' 
In 1789, be published *' The History and Anti- 
quities of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 2 vols. 4to. 
Mr. Brand died suddenly, in liis study, Septem- 
ber 13, 1806. 

BRANDT, Gerard, a protestant divine, and 
miaieter of Amsterdam, died at Rotterdam, in 
1095. He was author of a *' History of th*; Re- 
Ibraiation of the Low Countries," in 4 vols. 4to. 
It li written in Flemish ; and the grand pon- 
•ioner Fagel said once to Bishop Burnet, that it 
was worth ieaming Flembh, merely to read 
Brandfs History. 

BRANDT, John, secretary of Antwerp, emi- 
nent for his erudition and patronage of science, 
died in iea9 

BRANDT, Sebastian, counsellor, of Stras- 
borxh, professor of law, and poot, died in 15*20. 

BRAN DT, Sebastian, a cbjrmiat, of Germany, 
wbo empit^ed a great portion of his life in 
■earcb of tbe pbilosopher's stone ; he died in 
1921. 

BRANDT, Colonel, a famous Indian chief, 
aided with Great Britain, was engaged in the 
massacre of Wyoming, on the Susquehannah, 
and In an attack on Bunisink, New- York ; he 
died in 1807.

BRASAVOLA, AntoQius Musa, professor of 
mediae at Ferara, was physician to the popes 
aad other princea of Italy, to Francis I. of 
France, Henry VIH. of England, and Charles

BRASBRfDGB, Thomas, a native of North- 
bamptonsfafre ; be was a physician and divine, 
about 1503. 

BRASIDAS, a i^neral of Lacedemon, who 
conquered several of the allied cities of Athens, 
I34B.C. 

BRATHWAITE, or BRAITHWAYTE, 
Rkbard, an English poet and miscellaneous 
writer, bom at^accop, near Appleby, West- 
BMKeland, in 1588, died at Ap^ton, near Rich- 
mond, Yorkshire, May 4, lin3. His worksare 
Moienms, but the principid of them are " The 
Ei^Ksb Gentleman,'' and the "The English 
Gentlewoman ;" *' Mercurlus Britannicus," 
and " Regicidium," tragi-comedies. 

BRATTLE, Thomas, merchant, of Boston, 
aad principal founder of the church in Brattle- 
Itreet; died in 1713. 

BRATTLE, WUUam, feUow of Harvard Col- 



lege, minister of Cambridge, pubhshed a work 
on logic, and died in 1717. 

BRATTLE, WILLIAM, a preacher, lawyer, 
and ph3rsician ; he was a member of the general 
court, and of tbe council, and major-general of 
militia in Mass. ; he died in 1770. 

BR AU WER, Adrian, a painter, bom at Hcr- 
lem, died in 1638. 

BRAY, Solomon de, a native of Haerlem, 
eratnent as a portrait painter, died 1664. His 
son, Jacob, a historical painter, died at the end 
of the 17th centuiy. 

BRAY, Sir Reginald, wbo was instmmental 
in tbe advancement of Heniy VII. to the throne, 
and afterwards made high treasurer to that 
monarch. He bad great skiH in architecture, 
as appears from Henry the Seventh's Chapel in 
Westminster Abbey, and the chapel of St. 
George at Windsor, as he had a principal con- 
cern and direction in the building of the former, 
and tile finishing and bringing to perfection of 
the latter, to which he was also a libend bene- 
factor. Polydore, Vergil, Hall, &c., say, that be 
was a very father of his country; a sage and 
grave person ; a fervent lover of justice ; and 
one wbo would often admonish tlie king when 
he did any thing contrary to justice or equity. 
He died August 3, 150L 

BRAY, Thomas, an Englteh divine, bom at 
Marton, in Shro^^bire, 1656. died 1730, having 
made himself eminent by his unwearied atten- 
tion to tbe practice of benevolence. Bfost of tbe 
religious societies and good designs in London 
are in a great measure formed on the plans that 
he projected ; particularly the charityscbotrfs, 
the society for reformation of manners, and that 
for the relief of poor proselytes, &c. 

BREARLEY, David, a member of the con- 
vention for framing the constitution of tbe U. 
3.- in 1787 ; he died in 1790. 

BREBEUF, George de, a French poet, bora 
at Torigni, in Lower Normandy, 1018. He was 
distinguished chiefly by a translation of Lucan ; 
but the best, and as it should seem, tbe most 
edifying of bis works, is the first book of Lucan 
Travestied. It is said of Brebeuf; that be bad 
a fever upon him for more than 30 yean. He 
died in 1601. 

BREBEUF, Jean dc, a distinguished mission- 
ary in Canada, was bumt by the savages, 1049. 

BRECOURT, Guillaume Martooreau de, a 
French poet and actor, died in 1685. 

BREDA, Peter Van, a painter of Antwerp, 
died in 1681. 

BREDA, John Van, a Flemish painter who 
exercised bis pibfession in England, died in 
1750. 

BREDENBACK, Matthias.a controveErialist 
writer of Kerpen, died in 1559.

BRINDLEY, James, t most uneomflMn g^- 
nius for mechanteal inventions, and partietrtsilty 
excellent in p)annfai|g arid conducting inland nft> 
vigations, was born in 1716, at Tunsted, hi 
Derbyshire, and died at Tnrohurst, In StafiTord- 
sbke, Stfpteitaber 37, 177^ having shortened his 
days t^ too intense application ; for he never 
indulged or relaxed himself in the common di^ 
versions of life, not having the least relish for 
them ; and though once prevailed cm to see a 
play hi LoBdoD, yet he declared that be wMli 
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on no account be present at another, because it 
so disturbed his ideas for several days after, as 
to render bim unfit for business.

BJUSSONIUS, Barnaby, a lawyer of emi- 
nence, in France, was ambassador of Henry 1X1. 
in Eiw;land, and aied in 1591. 

BRISSOT, P>Jter, a native of Fontenay Ic 
Compte, in Poictou, eminent as a physician, died 
10 1532. 

BRISSOT, J. P., a very eminent French writer 
on philosophy, politics, and legislation rbut, not 
contenting himself with a high degree of literary 
fame, he took a distinguished part in the French 
revolutionary government, and snffered by the 
guillotine, November 30, 1793, at the age of 39. 
BRITANNICUS, John, an Italian critic and 
grammarian, was bom at Palazzolo, near Bres- 
cia, about the middle, of the 15th century, and 
died in 1510. 

BRITANNICUS, son of Claudius, poisoned 
by ids mother-in-law, who wished to raise her 
sort Nero to the throne, A. D. 55. 

BRITO, Bernardo de, a monk of Almeyda, in 
Portagol, author of a historical account of his 
country, died in 1617. 

BRll'TON, Thonias, the famous nuisical 
small-coal man, was bom at, or near Higham 
Ferrers, in Northamptonshire, about the middle 
of tbe 17tb century, and went from thence to 
London, where he bound himself apprentice to 
a smaH-coal man. He served seven years, and 
leturnBd to Northamptonshire, his master giving 
liim a turn of money not to set up ; but after this 
money was spent, he returned again to London, 
and set up tbe trade of small-coal ; which he con- 
tinued to tbe end of his life. Some time after 
bis fettinff up in the coal business, he applied 
himself to cbymistry ; and, by tbe help of a mov- 
ing elaboratory, contrived by himself, performed 
sach thin^ in that profession, as bad never bf en 
done before. But his principal object was music ; 
in tbe theory of which he was very knowing : in 
tbe pracdce not inconsiderable. Hewassomuch 
addicted to it, that he pricked with bis own hand 
very neatly and aM^rately, nnd left behind him 
a collection of muflfc, mostly pricked by himself, 
wbicb was sold for near lOM. He leA an excel- 
l^t collection of inlBted books, both of chymis- 
tryjaad music : not to mention that he had, some 
years before his death, sold by auction a col- 
l«ction of books, most of them in the Rosicm- 
sian faculty, of which he was a great admirer. 
But what distinguished, biro most of all, was a 
Kind of musical meeting, held at his own small 
house, and kept up at his own charges, for many 
veiw. Tlds society was frequented by gentry 
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even those of the best quality, with whom lie 
conversed familiarly, and by whom he was mucb 
esteemed; for Britton was as respectable formoral 
endowments, as be was curious for intellectual. 
The circumstances of his death are not less re- 
markable than those of his life. There was one 
Honeyman, a blacksmith, who was famous for 
speakingasif bis voice proceeded from somedis- 
tant part of tbe house,(a ventriloquist, or speaker 
from his belly, as these persons are called . ) This 
man was secretly introduced by Robe, a MifkUe- 
sex justice, who frequently played at Britton's 
concertSj for tbe sole purpoise of^ terrifying Brit- 
ton ; and he succeeded in it entirely; for Honey- 
man, without movhig bis lips, or seeming to 
speak, announced, as from afar off, the death of 
poor Britton witmn a few hours ; with an intima- 
tion, that the only way to avert bisdoom, was to 
fall on his knees immediately, and say the Lord's 
Prayer. The poor man did so ; but it did not 
avert his doom ; for, taking to his bed, he died 
in A few days, leaving Justice Robe to enjoy the 
fmits of his mirth. His death happened in Sep- 
tember, 1714. 

BRIZARD, or BRITARD, John BapUste, a 
French actor, eminent in comedy, died in 1790. 

BRIZIO, Francisco, a landscape painter, of 
eminence, of Bologna, died in 1623. 

BROCARDUS, James, a wild visionary of 
Venice, embraced protestantism, and violently 
attacked popery. 

BROCK, John, a useful minister, in Beading, 
Massachusetts, died in 1688. 

BROCK LESBY, Dr. Richard, an emhient 
English physician and medical writer, died at a 
very advanced age, December 12, 1797, beloved 
and regretted by the most distinguished charac- 
ters, in rank and science. ' 

BRODEAU, John, born at Tours, in 1500^ 
rose to great eminence as a scholar. 

BRODEAU, Julian, a native of Tours, wrote 
a life of Charles du Moulin, and died in 1543. 

BROECKHUYSE, or BROUKHUSIUS, John. 
Vid. BROUKHUSIUS. 

BROEK, EUas Vandeen, a native of Antwerp, 
distinguished for the masterly manner in which 
be introduced reptiles. Ice, into his pictures of 
flowers and landscapes, died in 1711. 

BR06LI0, Victor Maurice, count de, marshal 
of France, distbiguished lUmself in tbe service 
of Lewis XIV. 

BR06NL John de, a swine-herd, born at 
Brogni, in Savoy ', he was raised, by Pope Cle- 
ment VIL,to tbe disnity of cardinal, and was 
distinguished fbr his teaming, virtues, and pieW: 
he died in 1426. 

BROKESBY, Francis, rector of Rowley, in 
Yorkshire, author of *' A Life of Jesus Christ, * 
and a principal assistant to Mr. Nelson in com- 
piling his " Feasts and Fasts of the Church of 
England.*' He was also author of " A History 
of the Government of the Primitive Church," 
&;c., and died in 17JB, 

BROME, Adam do, a favourite of Edward II.. 
the founder of Oriel College, Oxford, died in 1332. 

BROME, Alexander de, bom ip 1620, and died 
in 1666. He was a warm cavalier, and author of 
innumerable odes, sonnets and little pieces, in 
which the round-beads arc treated with great 
keenness and severity. These with his epistlea 
and epigrams, were all printed in one volumeSvo. 
after the restoration. He published also aversion 
of Horace, by himself and others ; with a comedy, 
caUed " The Cunning Lovers," 1651 ; and the 
world is indebted to him for two volumes of the 
plays of 
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BROMB, Ricbard, who lived- also in the reign 
^ Cbarles I., and was cotemporary with 
Decker. Ford, Shirley, &c. His extraction was 
iiaean, ror he was originally no better than a 
nienial servant to Ben Johnson ; he wrote him- 
self however into high repute. His genius was 
• entirely turned to comedy, and we have, 15 of 
his productions in this way remaining. One of 
these "The Jovial Crew," has with a little alf- 
teration, been revived, and exhibited with great 
and repeated success. He died in 1652. 

BROMFIELD, Edward, an eminent mer- 
chant, of Boston, distinguished for hi9 piety ; 
he died in 1756. 

BROMFIELD, Edward, a young man of 
uncommon mechanical genius, of Boston, died 
in 1746. 

BROMPTON, John, a monk in the reign of 
Edward HI. The Chronicon, which passes un- 
der his name, is probably the work of some un- 
known author. 

BRONCHORST, John Van, a painter, of 
Flanders, in the 17th century. 

BRONCHORST, John, a painter, born at 
Leyden, excelled at painting animals and birds 
in water colours^died in 1661. 

BRONCHORST, Peter, a native of Delft, emi- 
nent as a painter, died in 1661. 

BRONGNIART, Augustus Lewis, an emi 
nent chymist, died at Paris, in 1894. 

BRONKHUSlNS,or BROEKHUIZEN, John, 
a learned Dutchman, died in ni^^. 

BRONSSON, Claude, an elegant advocate, and 
warm supporter of the protestants in France in 
the reign of Lewis XIV. 

BRONZINO, Agnolo, a painter at Florence, 
died in 1580. 

BROOK, Ralph, York Herald, known for the 
errors which he discovered in Camden's Bri- 
tania, died in 1625. 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, an eminent judge in the 
reign of Mary, bom at Claverley, in Shropshire, 
died in 1558. 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, one of the most emi 
nent lawyers of his time, and lord chief justicd 
of the common pleas, wrote " An Abridgment, 
containing an Abstract of the Year Books till the 
timeof i^ueen Mary," " Cases adjudged from 
the 6th of Henry VIII. to the 4lh of Queen 
Mary,"^ and " Readhigs on tjne Statute of Limi- 
tations, made 32d of HenrfTlH. c. 2." Sir| 
Robert died in 1558. 

BROOKE, Henry, who gained great reputa- 
tion as a writer, by the ♦' Farmers Letters," pul»- 
lished in Ireland, during the rebellion, in imita- 
tion of Swift's " Drapier's Letters." He was 
also author of " The Fool of Quality," a novel 
of more than ordinary merit. His dramatic 
works, of which the most celebrated are, " Gus- 
tavus Vasa," and " The Earl of Essex," were 
collected, with iiis other writings, in 4 vols. 8vo. 
1778. He died October 10, 178a 

BROOKE, Mrs; Frances, a lady as remarka- 
ble for her virtues, as for her great Hterary ac- 
complishments. Her principal works arc, " Ju- 
lia Mandeville.V and Emily Montague," novels : 
the " Old Maid," a series of periodicar papers ; 
" Virginia," and " The Siege of Sinope," tra- 
gedies ; " Rosina," and " Marian," musical 
dramas, and several much esteemed trans- 
lations trom the French. She died January 23, 
1789. ^ 

BROOME, WUliam, born in Cheshire, as is 
said, of very mean parents. He was educated 
upon the foundation at Eton, and appeared early 
in the world as t translator of the lUad into 
•0 
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prose, in coi^unction with Ozell and Oldisworth. 
He was afterwards introduced to Mr. Pope, and 
gained so much of his esteem, that be was em- 
ployed to make extracts from Eustathius, fur 
the notes to the translation of the Iliad ; and in 
the volumes of poetry published by Lintot, com- 
monly called " Flip's Miscellanies," many of 
his early pieces were inserted. When the sac- 
cess of the Iliad gave eneouragement to a ver- 
sion of the Odyssey, Pope, weaiy of the toil, 
called Fenton and Broome to his assistance ; and 
taking only half the work upon Jiims^f, divided 
the other half between his partners, giving four 
books to Fenton, and eight to Broome. To the 
lot of Broome fell the^, 6th, Sth,^ 11th, 12th, 
16tb, 18th and 23d ; together with the burden of 
wriung all the notes. Ttic price at which Pope 
purchased this assistance was 3002. paid to Fen- 
ton, and 5002. to Broome, with as many copies 
as he wanted for his friends, which amounted to 
1002. more. Broome died at Bath, November 
16,1745. 

BROOKS, John, L.L.D., governor of Mass. 
was distinguished as tlie early friend of tlie 
American revolution, as a brave, aotive, and 
judicious officer of tiie American army ; as an 
able and sound statesman, and a true patriot 
The friend of Washington, he enjoyed .the con- 
fidence and respect of his fellow-citizens, And 
died, lamented by his country, in 1825. 

BROOKS, Eleazer, a brigadier in the revolu- 
tionary war, and was in tne battle of White 
Plains in 1776, &c. ; he died in 1886. 

BROSHI, Carlo, a celebrated Italian singer, 
died in 1782. 

BROSSARD, Sebastian de, a canon of Meux ; 
he excelled as a musician, and died in J 730. 

BROS^, Guy de la, a physician, author of a 
treatise on the virtues of plants, founded a gar- 
den of medicinal plants at Paris, in 1626. 

BROSSES, Charles de, president of the par- 
liament of Burgundy, who wrote letters on the 
discovery of ilerculaneum, &c, died in 1776. 

BROSSETTE, Claude, bom at Lyons, 1671,, 
published the works of Boileau and of Rcgnier 
with historical illustrations ; wrote " L'Histoire 
abreg£e de la Ville de Lyons," witii elegance -^ 
and precision, and died there in 1746. 

BROSSIER, Martha, a very remarkable wo- 
man, who pretended to be possessed by the 
devil, and had nearly occasioned great disorders 
in France toward the latter end of the 16tb cen- 
tury. 

BROTIER, L*Abb^, an illustrious and ami- 
able FrenchmaUj and one of the ^ost dis- 
tinguished ornaments of the belles lettres in 
that country, bora at Tanay, 1722, died 1789. 

BROUE, Peter de la, a native of Toulouse, 
friend of Bossuet, died in 1720. 

BROUGHTON, Hugh, a verv learned divine, 
bom in Oldbury, Salop, 1549, died I6l2, leaving 
a very laborious work behind him, called ** The 
Consent of Scriptures," wliich be dedicated to 
queen Elizabeth. 

BROUGHTON, Thomas, a learned divine, 
author of the " Bibliotbeca Historica Bacra^" 
2 vols, folio, 1739, and one of the original writers 
of the " Biographia Britannica," (in the first edi- 
tion of which work his papers were mark^ 
T.) was born at London, July 5, 1704, in the 
parish of St. Andrew, Holborn, of which bis 
father was minister, and died vicar of Bod- 
minster, near Bristol, 1774. 

BROUGHTON, Thomas, a counsellor and 
lietttenant-govemor of South Carolina wliUe a 
British colony, died in 1737. 
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BRCHTNCKEtt, Wilttam, viacottnt, a native 
of CaaOe Lyon, in Ireland, bom 1620, died 
lfi84, having distineuiihed hinttelf cliiefly as a 
mafhfmatidaai bv His '* Series for tbe Quadra- 
tore of the Hyperwda.** 

BEOUWE&, Adrian, a celebrated Dutch 
painter, bom at Hsriem, in 1608. Frans Halts 
took him ^m bagging in the streets, and ia- 
ttocted him in the radunents of painting. Hu- 
mour was his proper sphere ; and in little pieces 
be used to represent his pot coinpaniona drink- 
fagt sBioldng tobacco, gaming, fighting, &c. 
fie did this with a pencil so tender and tree, so 
Euich of nature in his expression, such excellent 
drawing in all the particular parts, and good 
keeping in the whole together, that uone of his 
couatrynsen liave ever been comparable to him 
on that Bobject He scorned, tiowever, to work 
m long as he had any money in bis pocket ; de* 
daied Ibr a short life, and a merry one ; and, re- 
solving to ride post to bis grave, by the help of 
wine and branay, be got to bis Joumey*8 end, in 
1636, at only 30 years of age. He died so very 
poor, that contributions were raised to lay 
him privately in the ground ; from whence he 
wasaocm after taken up, and, as it is commonly 
8^ very handsomely interred by Rubens, who 
was a great admirer of bis happy genius for 
painting. 

BROWN, Robert, a fbnous schismatic, from 
whom the sect of ttie Brownists derived its 
name. He died 1630. Tins Stft equally con- 
demned ei^opacy and presbytery, as to the 
jurisdiction of consistories, classes, and synods; 
and would not Join with any other reformed 
church, because they were not sufficiently as- 
sured of the sanctity and probity of its members, 
bol&ng it an impiety to communicate with sin- 
ners. Their form of church government was 
denu)cratical. Such as desired to be members 
of their ehravh nMde a confession of their faith, 
and signed a covenant obliging themselves to 
walk together in tbe order of the gospel. 

BROWN, Thomas, of fkcetious memory ; but 
whose wit, being gnater than his prudence, 
bfougbt him frequeony within danger of starv- 
ing. Toward the latter end of Brown's life, 
however, we are informed by Mr. Jacob, that 
he was in favour with the earl of Dorset, who in- 
vited him to dinner on a Christmas-day, vrith 
Dryden, and other gentlemen celebrated for in- 
Ijeinihy ; when Brown, to his ^raeable surprise, 
toand a bank note of 501. under his plate : and 
Dryden, at tbe same time, was presented with 
another of 1001. Brown was bora in Shrop- 
shire, died in London, 1704, and was interred m 
tbe Cloister of Westminster Abbey, near the re- 
mains of Mrs. Behn, with wh<Mn he was inti- 
mate in his life time. His whole works were 
primed in 1707 ; consisting; of " Dialogues, Es- 
rays. Declamations, Satir^, Letters from the 
Dead to the Livinc^ Translations, Amusements, 
lu.** in 4'voIb. Much humour, and not a little 
learaiu? are scattered every where through- 
oat them; bat thoie tvho think they want deli 
cacy, have certainly abundant reason on their 
Bde. 

BROWN, John, an ingenious English .writer, 
Wro at Rothbury, in Northumberland, 1715. 
laving taken orders, and made himself emi- 
•ent by many excellent sermons, he fell under 
He notice of Dr. Osbaldiston, who, when raised 
to the see of Carlisle, made him one of his 
chaplains. It was probably about this time that 
be wrote his poem entitled " Honour,*' to show 
that true honour can only be fMih4ed in virtue ; 
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it yeas itiscribcd to k>rd Lonsdale. His next 
poetical production, though not immediately 
publidied, was his " Essay on Satire," in three 
parts ; it was addressed to Dr. Warburton, who 
prefixed it to the second volume of Pope's Works 
by Warburton ; with which it still continues to 
be printed: as well as in Dodsley's Collection. 
Brown now began to figure as a writer : and, in 
1751, published his " Essays on Shaftsbury's 
Characteristics ; a woric written with elegance 
and spirit, and so applauded as, in a short time, 
to go through five editions. His next appear- 
ance in the world was as a dramatic writer; 
and in 1755, his tragedy of " Barbarossa," was 
produced upon the stage ; and afterwvds his 
''Athelstan,^' in 1756. Our author had taken his 
doctor of divinity's degree in 1755. In 1757 
came out biff famous work, entitled " An Esti- 
mate of the Manners and Principles of the 
Times," 8vo.; famous we call it, because 
seven editions of it were printed in little more 
than a year. In 1758, he published a second 
volume of " The Estimate." Dr. B. put an end 
to his life in a fit of insanity. Sept S3, 1766, in 
his 51st year. 

BROWN, Moses, an En^^Iish divine, author 
of " Sunday Thoughts," " Piscatory Eclogues," 
&c., bora 1703, died 1787. 

BROWN, Lancelot ; sometimes professionally 
distinguished by the pranomen CAPABILITY ; 
who, by tbe intuitive force of his own genius, 
invented a new horticultural sj'stem. and carried 
ornamental gardening to high pcriection ; was 
bora at Kirkharle in the county of Northumber- 
land, in August, 1715. At an early period of 
bis life he came to London, and was patronised 
by lord viscount Cobham, the celebrated friend 
and patron of Pope ; and it is generally under- 
stood, that scooping out the beautiful valley 
opposite the temple of concord, at Stowe, was 
the first of his undertakings ; but Richmond, 
Blenheim, Croome, Luton, Trentham, Red- 
grave, Wimbleden, Nunehnm, the approach to 
the house through the park at Caversham, &c. 
will for ages stand memorials of his superior 
taste and abilities. He possessed a cultivated 
mind, and his society was courted by men most 
considerable for their rank or genius. Respect- 
ing the term Capability^ by which Mr. Brown 
was frequently distinguished, we have heard, 
that it arose from a custom he had, when he 
came to a spot which be thought might be im- 
proved, of saying that the place had its capa- 
bilities.' This may in part be true ; but in the 
preeminence of Mr. Brown's own talents may, 
perhaps, be found the real grounds for the com- 
plimentarv title. Mr. Brown served the ofiice 
of high sheriff for the counties of Huntingdon 
and Cambridge, in the year 1770, and died sud- 
denly in the streets of London, on his return 
from a visit to the eart of Coventry, on the 6th 
of Pebraary, 1783. His remains are deposited 
in the chancel of Fenstanton church, in t)ie 
county of Huntingdon. 

BROWN, John, many years professor of di-- 
vinity among the buRgtier seceders of Scotland, 
was bora at the vXmffi of Kerpoo, in Perth- 
shire, 17W, and died at Had4ington, June 19, 
1788; having published several works of high 
repute in the religious world ; particularly, a 
" Self-Interpreting Bible," 2 vols. 4to. ; a " Dic- 
tionary of the Bible ;" and a " Body of Di- 
vinity. 

BROWN, John, a very eminent English 
landscape-engraver, and associate of the Royal 
Academy, born 1741, died Oct. 9, 1801. In bold- 
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nesB, brilliancy, and beautiful variety, Mr. 
Brown came very nigh to Woo^lct, vvhocD, in- 
deed, be aaaifited In some of hia most famouB 
pieces. 

BROWN, m. John, distinguished himself 
much in Scotland by his medical writings and 
opinions, and was the author of a new System 
fa Medicine, which has lately been translated 
into English, in S vols. 8vo. It is a singular 
performance, discovering much ori^iirality, and 
containing many important observatioiw ; thoi * 
in some, he may be thought to carry hi J peculiar 
oi^ions too far. He died Oct. 7, 1788. 

BROWN, William, editor or " Reports in 
Chancery," and " Cases of Appeals to EarUa- 
raent," 5 vols. 1760 ; died Apri^26, 1794. 

BROWN, Nicholas, an eminent merchant, of 
Providence, R. I., died in 17S1, patax)n of the col- 
lege in that place. 

BROWN, Andrew, was in the battles of Lex 
ineton and Buukerhill ; he settled in Philadel- 
ptua, and established the- Federal Gazette, and 
died in 1797. 

BROWN, Moses, a brave officer in the navy 
of the United States, died in 1803. ' 

BROWN Ulysses, Maximilian de, an eminent 
general, in the imperial armies ; he was mortal- 
ly wounded in the battle of Prague, in 1757. 

BROWN, Francis, D. D., a native of New- 
Hampshire, was pastor of a congrega^nal 
church, in Maine, chosen professor of languages 
in Dartmouth college, and. afterwards president 
of that institution ; be died in 1820. 

BROWN, Charles Brockden. a native of 
Pennsylvania, distii^uished 'as holding a h^h 
rank, among the American novelists, died in 
1810. 

BROWN, Thomas^ M. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in the university at Edinburgh, and 
an eminent metaphysician, died in 18'iO. 

BROWN, Joseph, professor of natural philo- 
sophy, in Brown university, was distinguished 
as a man of profound mathematical and philo- 
sophical attainment^. He died in 1785. 

BROWNy George, archbishop of Dublin, and 
the first prelate who embraced the reformation 
in Ireland, was originally an Austin friar, of 
London, and afterwards became provincial of 
the Austin monks, in England. After reading 
some of Luther's writings, he began to incul- 
cate into the people, that tliey ought to make 
their application solely to Christ, and not to the 
Virgin Mary, or the saints. This recommended 
him to Henry VIII., who promoted him, in 
March 1534-5, to the archbisboprick of Dublin. 
He was deprived of his archbisboprick in 1554, 
the first of oueen Mary, under pretence of bis 
being married, but, in truth, on account of his 
zeal in promoting the reformation, and died 
about the year 1556. 

BROWNE, WilUam, an English poet, bom at 
Tavistock, in Devonshire, died 1645. — An edi- 
tion of his works, which were become extreme- 
ly scarce, was published in 1773, in three small 
volumes; the principal article in which, ' 
■' Britannia's Pastorals." 

BROWNE, Sir Thomo«, an eminent writer, 
and physician, bom in Cheapside, 1605. Bis 
most celebrated piece, called " Rell^o Medici,*' 
the Religion of a Physician, was published in 
1635. In 1C46, he wrote his " Treatise on Vul- 
gar Errors." Wood informs us, that bis prac- 
tice as a physician, was very extensive, ami that 
many patients resorted to him. In 1655, he was 
chosen honorary feHow of the College of Phy- 
ficians, as « man " virtute et Uteris oroatissi- 
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mus," eminently embellisbed with literature 
and virtue. He died on his birthday, October 
19,1682. . 

BROWNEf Edward, an eminent physician, 
son of the preceding, was boni about 1642, and 
died in August, 1706. King Charles U.. whose 
physiciftD he was, said of htm^ that " be was 
as learned as any of the college, (of which he 
died president,) and as well In-ed as any at 
court.'* 

BROWNE, Sfanon, a dissenting minister, of 
uncommon talents, bora ^t Sliepton Mallet, ia 
Somersetshire, in 1680. Grounded, and excell- 
ing, in grammatical l^adming, b& early l>«came 
qualified for the ministry, aid actually began to 
preach before he was 20. But the deatb of his 
wife and only son, wiiich happened in 1723, af- 
fected him so as to deprive him of his reason ; 
and he became, from that time, lost to himself, 
to his family, and to the world : he sunk into a 
settled melancholy, quitted the duties of ^lis 
function, and woidd not be persuaded to join in 
any act of worship, public or private. He died 
in 173S. 

BROWNE, Peter, bishop of Cork : in the pa- 
lace of which See he died, in 17.3^, after having 
distinguished himself by some writings ; . the 
best known of which is, '* The Progress, Ex- 
tent, and Limits of the Human Understanding." 
BROWNE, Isaac Hawkins, an ingenious 
English poet, bom atBurton-upon-Trent, Staf- 
fordshire, Jan.J21, 1705-6. His " Pipe of Tobac- 
co," an imitation of Cibber, Ambrose Philips, 
Thomson, Young, Pope, and Swift, who were 
then all living, is well known, and is reckoned 
one of the most pleasing andp<^ular of his per* 
formances. In 1754, he pitblislied what has 
been deemed hiscapitai work, " De Animi lm« 
mortalitate," in two books. Tbe aniversa] ap- 
plause and popularity of this poem, produced 
several English translations «f it, in a Very 
short time ; the best of which is thai by Soame 
Jenyns, esq., printed in his " Miscellanies." 
Another translation, by the Revt Mr. Letticc, 
was publi^ed in 1795. Mr. Browne died 14tJi 
Feb. 1760. 

BROWNE, Sir William, a physician, (and 
some time president of the ccdiege,) distinguish- 
ed by many lively essays, both in prose and 
verse, in Latin and in English, died March 10, 
1774. The active part taken by Sir William 
Browne, ui the contest with the licentfate8,«c- 
casioned his bejog introduced 'by Mr. Foofein 
his " Devil upon Two Sticks." Upon Foote's 
exact representation of him with his identical 
wig and coat, tall figure, and* glass stifly applied 
to his eye, he aent him a card, compimienthig 
Foote on having so happily represented hun ; 
but, as he had fprgot his muff, he had sent hun 
his own. This good-natured method of r«;ent- 
ing, effectually disarftied the mimic. 

BROWNE, John, a painter, of very conskle- 
rabfe estimation in Scotland, died Sept. 12, 1787. 
Mr. Broi^ne was author of "^n Essay on the 
Music. of the Opera." 

BROWNE, Arthur, episcopal miidater at 
Portsmouth, N. H., died in 1773. 

BROWIHS, Arthur, bom in Newport, R. L, 
educated in Ireland, made nrofessor of Chreek 
in Trinitv college, DuUin, I^. 

BROVS^NE, Sur Anthony, bora in Essex, made 
sergeant at law, in Mary's reign, a violent pa- 
pist ; he Aivoured the succession of Mary, queen 
of Scots. 

BROWNE, Edward, an Engllth divine, 1690 

BROWNE, Patricit, a native of Ireland, took 
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liis degree of U. D., at Leyden ; resided some 
years in the West Indies, and published a his- 
tory of Jamaica, &c., in 1756. 

BROWNWRIG, Ralph, was nominated bi- 
shop of Exeter, in 1641. He once boldly ad- 
vised Cromwell to restore Charles II. to his 
throne. 

BRUCE, Robert, a celebrated Scotch general, 
who was elected king, in 1306, and was consi- 
dered as the deliverer of his countrj^at that 
time in subjection to Edward I.j of England, 
aod labouring under mauy oppressions. In 1314, 
Robert defeated the English army, and gained 
(he famous battle of Bannock's Bum ; the Eiig 
lish forces, according to the Scotch historians, 
consisted of 200,000 men, commanded by Ed 
ward II., and Bruce had but 30,000. Of the 
KngUsh, 50,000 were slain, and 30,000 taken 
prwoncr3. In tlie reign of Edward III., lie 
made reprisals in England; and surprised that 
monarch in his tent, who narrowly escaped be- 
io; taken prisoner ; and obliged him, in 13-38, to 
sign a treaty of peace, in which he renounced 
all right aod title to Scotland, for himself and 
bis heirs. Bruce died in 13^. 

BRUCE, atiohaeU an elegant Scotch poet, 
l>>)rn at Kfnnesswood, 1746, died 1767, leaviuj? 
behind him many beautiful poem^, whicfi were 
publisbed, with others, in a volume, at Edin- 
burfh, 1770. 

BRUCE, James, of Kinnaird. near Falkirk, 
in Scotland, a celebrated traveler into Abyssi- 
nia; wbo, after having encountered innumera- 
ble perils iu distant regioils, in search of tlic 
Buurce of the river Nile, met an untimely death 
b}r a fall down a staircase, at his scat, at Kin- 
naird, April, 1794. The account of his travels, 
n^ich occupied a space of near 6 years, from 
1768 to 1773, was published in five vols. 4to, 
lT90,and abounds with events so extraordinary, 
and presents instances of perseverance and in- 
trepidity, so wonderful, that were it the produc- 
tion of a man whose character was less dispu- 
table, it would appear to be the fabrication of a 
romantic brain. Pjrom the discoveries of Mr. 
Brace, however, geography has received mate- 
rial improvements; and, that natural history 
has acqnired new and valuable information, is 
attested by the celebrated French naturalist, the 
count de Buffon, in an advertisement prefixed 
to the 3d volume of his History of Birds. 

BRUCIOLl, Anthony, a native of Florence, 
^■urislied for opposing the house of Medicis ; 
be translated the Bible into Italian, in 1532. 

BRUCKjER, John James, author of Historia 
^ntic«Philo9ophia!,&c. ; member of the acade- 
«Dy of sciences, at Berlin, died in 1770. 

BRUERE, Charles dc la, a French writer, 
P'lfMsed wit and genius, died in 1734. 

BRUEY8, David Auguatin, a French writer, 
of singular history aid character, wa» born at 
^ in 1650, and trained In CalWnisni and con- 
Jpvergy ; but his airy spirit not right] v accomo- 
^™t itself to serious works, He quitted theo- 
t^ w the theatie. He died at Montpelier. in 
JTB, and all hia dramatic pieces Were collected, 
I'W. In three vols. 12ino. 
55UGE8. John of, See VANETCK. 
BRDGIANTINO, Vincent, an Italian poet 
of tafwk>r aerit, in the 16th century. 

BRUGUIERES John WUliam, a botanist and 
wneralogitLa native of MoiUp«>Iier,dfiHl in 1799. 
MUGNATELLIS, Lewis, M. D., a distln- 
ffiiibed physician aiid cbymist, and professor 
« cjjymiitry and medicine, in the university at 
Pavia, bis native pliee, died in 1818. 
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BRUHIER, d'Ablaincourt, Jean Jaques, a 
prolific writer, and ingenious physician of Beau- 
vais, died in 1756. 

BRUIN, John de, an ingenious professor of 
philosophy and mathematics at Utrecht, died in 
1675. . 

BRUIX, Chevalier de, a French writer, dis- 
tinguished for his easy, elcpant, and facetious 
powers of diction, died in 1780. 

BRULART, Nicholas, a Frenchman, emi- 
nent for his services in diplomatic, and political 
affairs under Henry IV. 

BRULART, Fabio, a bishop of Solssons, au- 
thor of some treatises on eloquence, &.C., died 
in 1714. 

BRULEFER, Stephen, an ecclesiastic of St. 
Maloes, author of some learned treatises, in the 
1.5ih century. 

BRUM; )Y,lVtpr,a very distinguished French- 
man, born at Rouen, in 1G«?, died 1742, after 
having signalised himself by his Hterary pro- 
ductions ; the chief of which Is, " Le Theatre 
dcs Gre^?, ice.'* or " Tlieatre of the Greeks, 
containing translations of Greek Tragedies, with 
discourses and reniarks upon the Greek Thea- 
tre," 3 vols. 4 to. 

BRUN, Charles le, an illustrious French 
painter, of ^Scotiisli extraction, bom 1619. His 
father was a srutuary by profession. It is re- 
ported, that at three years of asje, he drew fi- 
jjures with charcoal; nnd at twelve, he drew 
the picture of his uncle so well, that it still pass- 
es for a fine piece. He was author of a curious 
treatise " Of Physiognomy;" and of another, 

Of the Characters of tim Passions ;" and died 
in 1690. 

BRUN, Anthony, a nniivtt-of Dole, a politi- 
cian and nmbassudor, died in 1654. 

BRUN, Lawrence le, an ecclediastic of 
Nantes, wrote Virgilius. C'hristianus, &c., and 
died in 1653. 

BRUN, Jean Baptist le, a French writer, died 
in 1731. 

BRUN, Antliony Lewis, a French poet, of 
inferior note, died in 1743. 

BRUN, William le, a Jesuit, author of a 
La*iu and I'rench dictihnary, died in 1758. 

BRUN, Peter le, a native of Provence, au- 
thor of some works of merit, an ecclesiastic, 
died in 1720. 

BRUNCK, Richard Philip Frederick, a cele- 
brated scholar and writer, of Strasburg, died in 
1803. 

BRITNEIIAUT, a daugliter of Athanagild, 
king of the Visigoths, married Sigebert T., king 
of Austrasia, 5(W. 

B RUNELLSCHl, Pliilip a native of Florence, 
originally a clockmaker, afterwards distinguish- 
ed for liis knowledge of architecture, died in 
1444. 

BRUNET, John Lewii, a native of Provence, 
an able writer on ecclesiastical affairs, bom iu 
1717. 

BRUNETTO, Latinl, a poet and historian 
of Florence, died in 1295. . . 

BRUNI, Amhonvrmi Italian poet, In the ser- 
vice of the duke d'lJKWno, died in 1685. 

BRUNNER, John Conrad, a learned physi- 
cian of Switzerland. antiHor of several treatises 
on medicine. In Latin, died In 1797. 

BRUNO, a Romisb saint, founder of the 
Cliartreuse, died in 1101. ^ ^ 

BRUNO. Jordano, anative of Nola. tbefHcnd 
of PhUip Sidney, and Pulke Greville, Ji«,22? 

I "an atheirt, and was burnt at the stake, m IflOO. 
BRUNSFELD, Otho, a pbydcian, bora at 
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as unceasing as they were satisfactcnr^. Ilia 
studies were chiefly directed to one object, the 
developement and estaUishment of universal 
truth ; which he knew could only be effected 
by removing the doubts of the sceptic, and soft- 
ening the heart of the infidel. To this end he 
bent all his learning and powers. His first avow- 
ed publication, was a quarto volume, which ap- 
peared in 1767, entitled '^Observations iaind In- 
quiries relating to various parts of Ancient His- 
tory^, &c., with ah account of Egypt, in its most 
early state, and of the Shepherd Kings.*' . The 
next was his immortal work, in 3 vol8.4to, 1774, 
1776, called '* A New System, or an Analysis 
uf Ancient Mythology ; wherein an attenapt is 
made to divest Tradition of Fable, and to re- 
duce Truth to its original Purity." He also pub- 
lished " A Treatise on the Authenticity of the 
Speculum Mundi," edited ad Scriptures, and the Truth of the Christian Reli- 
** 8vo, 17U2. One of the latest of his nu-

BRUNSWICK, prince Leopold of, son of the] 
then reigning duke. Having gone upon the; 
waters at Frankfort, upon the Oder, on the 27th 
of April, 1785, to relieve the inhabitants of a 
Tillage that was overflowed, the boat overset, 
and ms royal highness was drowned ; thus dy- 
ing, as he had lived, in the highest exercise of 
humanly 

BRUNTONt Mary, a native of one of the 
Orkney islands, and wife of Dr. Alexander 
Brunton, minister at Edinbuigb» authoress of 
« Self Control," " Discipline** &c, died in 
1818. 

BRUSCHIUS, Caspar, a LatQn historian and 
poet of Bohemia, died in 1559. 

BRUSONI, Domitius, author of a facetious 
treatise, called " 
Rome, in 1518. 

BRUSONI, Jerome, a Venetian writer, died 
inl6i^. 

BRUTUS, a brother of Ascanius, said to have 
settled in Albion, to which he gave the name 
of Britain, soon after the Trojan war. 

BRUTUS, Lucius Junius, the avenger of the 
rape of Lucretia, and founder of the Roman re- 
public, flourished 509 B. C. 

BRUTUS, Marcus, a brave general, but blind 
politician, who hastened the ruin of the Roman 
republic, by the assassination of Julius Ctesar. 
lie slew himself 42 B. C. 

BRUTUS, John Michael, a very learned Ve- 
netian, born about 1518, was author of a " His- 
tory of Florence," printed at Lyons, in 1562. 

BRUTUS, Decimus Albinus, conspired with 
his relntion, Marcus Brutus, against his beuefac- 
tnr, Julius Caesar. 

BRUTUS, John, an ecclesiastic of Paris,died 
tn 171)2. 

BUI 'YERE, John de la, a celebrated French 
authur, bora at Dourdan, in 1644, wrote " Cha- 
racfer?*," and described |he manners of his age, 
1)1 imitatinn of Theophrastus ; which characters 
were not always imaginary, but descriptive of 
rnal |iersons. He died in 1696. 

BRUYN, Cornelius, a painter, bom at the 
Ilaifue, published an account of his travels, the 
best edition is that gf Rouen, 1725. 

BRU YS, Francis, bom at Serrier^jj^ublished 
a history of the popes ; hirdied in 1738. 

BRUYS, Peter de, founder of the sect, called 
Petro-Bruissians, a native of Languedoc, was 
burnt alive in 1130. 

BRUZEN, de la Martinicle, Anthony Aiigos- 
tinc, educated at Pkris, under the famous Rich- 
ard Simon, his uncle, and died in 1749. 

BRY, Theodore de, a painter and engraver, 
died at Frankfort, on the Maine, in 1598. 

BRYAN, Francis, or Briant, an Englishman, 
accompanied lord Swrey, the English admiral, 
against France, in 1532, aod was knighted for 
his bravery. 

BRYAN, George, a native of Ireland, emi- 
grated to Pennsylvania; delegate to congress id 
1765 ; and afterwards governor of Pennsylvania; 
he died in mi. 

BRYANT, Jacob, a learned writer on ancient 
history and mythology, was born at Plymouth,* 
1715, and educated atEton ; whence be proceed- 
ed to King's College, Cambridge. He devoted his 
whole tife to learned research ; and the constant 
result of his labours was, to settle him firmly in a 
conviction of the truth of the Christian faith., 
Though belonging to the lay part of the com-; 
munity, his efforts in the cause of religion, were' 
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inerous works, was " A Dissertation concerning 
the War of Troy, and the expedition of the 
Grecians, as described by Homer; profeesinsto 
show that no such expedition was ever uniter- 
taken, and that no such city in Phrygia exist- 
ed," 4to, 1796. Mr. Bryant died of a mortifica- 
tion in his teg, occasioned by a razure against a 
chair, in reaching a book from a shelf, in his 
^tli year, at Cypenham, near Windsor, Nov. 
14, 1804. 

BRYCHAN, one of the Irish kings, father of 
one of the thiae holy families of Britain, died 
ill 450. 

BRYDONE, Patrick, author of a " Tour 
through Sicily -and Malta," and of some papers 
in the Philosophical Transactions, died in Ber- 
wickshire, June 19, 1818. 

BRYENNUS, Nicephorus, the husband of 
Anna Comena, refused the throne of Constan- 
tinople, and died in 1137. 

BUC, George, a learned English antiquary. 
In the reign of James I., he waf: appointed mas- 
ter of the revels ; on which art he wrote a trea- 
tise. He was the first vindicator of Richard UU 
and published "The Great Plantagcnet,'* a his- 
torical poem, in 1635. 

BUCER, Martin, bom in 1491, at ^chelstadt, 
a town of Abuce. He is looked upoa as one of 
the first authors of the reformatiuu at Stras- 
burgh, where he taught divinity for twenty 
years, and was one of the ministers of the town. 
In 1548, Cranmer, archbishop of Caiiterbur}', 
save him an invitation to come over to England, 
which he readily accepted. In 1549, ahandsonie 
apartment was assigned him in the universitf 
of Cambridge, and a salary to teach theology. 
He died in 1551, and was burled at Cambridge. ' 

BUCHAN, Elspeth, or Elizabeth, a modern 
fanatic, her followers were called Buchanites; 
they travelled through several parts of Scotland 1 4 
their doctrines were extremely fascinating to tbd I 
vulgar. Mrs. Buchan died in 1791. J 

■ BUCHAN, Dr. WiUiam, an eminent pbysi^ 
cian, and medical writer, bornat the village ofl 
Ankrum, in Roxburghshire, 1739, was educatea 
at the grammar-school of Jedburgh, and after- 
wards matriciUated at the university of Edin* 
burgh, with a view to the clerical professkm ; 
but he preferred that of phy8fe,wbicb he pursued 
through life. In 1771, appeared his well-knowa 
work, entitled ''Domestic Medicine," which btf 
had a degree of success not equalled, perhaps, 
by any other book in the EngUsb language, hai^' 
ing passed through above twenty editions, (of 
we believe 5000 or 6000 each,) and been traostar 
ted into every European language. It drew upon 
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Jiim, bowevof, tbe dislike and persecution c^ 
tbe less liberal pait of the facultf ; but wben it 
is considered, tliat the intention of its publica- 
tion was not to supersede the use of a physi- 
cian, but to supply his place in situations where 
medical assistance could not be easily obtained, 
and to render the medical art more eztenaively 
beneficial to mankind, the jealoocies and fears 
of tbe faculty were surely unbeeoming the pro- 
fesiorsof a liberal science. Dr. Buchan publish- 
ed several other medical woriu, and died in Per- 
cy-street, Oxfbnt-road, Feb. SS, 1805. 

BUCHANAN, Claudius, D. D.,or«ueen's 
College, Cambridge, M. A., 1796. In Sciiptural 
erudition, he had very few mperiors. Deeply 
versed hi the Oriental languages, he cmiceived 
that he Aould best iHtHBote the b<»ioar of God, 
and the hanptnesa of wanltfnd, by enabling 
"* every man to read the Holy Scriptures" in kis 
own toitfue. He died at Broxboume, Herts, 
Feb. 9, 1815, while erafrfoyed in superintending 
an edition of tbe Scriptures for the use of the 
Syrian Christians. 

BUCHANAN, George, an eminent poet and 
historian, bom neai Kellemet in the shire of 
Lenox, in Scotland, in 1506. Be was tutor to 
Jaoies I., of En^and, and employed tbe last IS 
or 13 years of hn Itfe in writing the history of 
his country ; in which he happily united the 
force and brevity of Sallust, with tbe perspi- 
cuity and elegance of Etvy, He died at Edin- 
burgh, Sept. 28, 1583. Sir Jiinei Mehril, who 
was of tbe o^Kwite party to Mm, and therefore 
cannot be su^KMed tslie partial in his favoar,telk 
iw* that B(M:haoan *' was a stoic pfailoeopher. 
who looked not far before him ; a man of notable 
endowments for hie learning and knowledge in 
Latin poetry ; maeb honotued in other coun- 
tries, pleasant in conversation, rehearsing at all 
occasions, moralities, riiort and instructive, 
whereof he had abundance, inventing where 
be wanted." Dr. Burnet, In hie " History of the 
Reformation," aays of htm, " he is justly reckon- 
ed tbe greatest and best of our modem writers." 

BUChNER,' Aumistus, profbssor of poetry 
and eloqneiice, at Witteroberg, died in 16iBl. 

BUCHOLTZEB, Abraham, pastor at Friee- 
tadt, auHior of a vahiable work entitled ** Index 
Cbronologicus Utviusque Testamenti." He died 
In1584. 

BUCKELDIU8, William, a native of Voider; 
behivented an lagenious mode of curing her- 
riniswith salt, and died in 1449. 
BUCKEIUD6E, John, bora near Bf ariborougb, 
preached heCme Kbag James at Hampton-court, 
»nd was made bishop of Bochester, in 1611. 

BUCKHOLD, John, a butcher, of Leyden, 
biaded the faiiatical mob of anabaptists at Mnn- 
str-r ; be was put to death in 1536. 

BUCKINGHAM. See VILLIERS and SHEF-

BUCKINGHAM, Thomas, one of the most 
/'minent ministers in Ctmnecticut, settled in 
\!artford; he died in 1731. 
' V BUCKMINSTER, Joseph Stevens, a native

fjjiphed and eloquent preacher^ of Brattle-strert 
ennrch, Boston, and lecturer on Biblical criti-

BUCaUET, John Michael Baptist, a physi 
fm^ of Paris, died in 1780, a victim to excessive 
antUcation. 

BUDiEUS, William, a critic and commenta- 
tor on Greek and Latto authors, bora at Paris, 
1497, died 1540. EnMmncaOedbhn^Porten-; 
twn 6am«," The Prodigy of France. 
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BUDDiECS, John Francis, frucceMiveiy pro- 
fessor of Coburg Halle and Jena, eminent for 
clearness. Judgment, and taste, died in 1729. 
I BCDGELL, Eustace, a very ingenious and 
lentertaining writer, batn at St. Thomas, near 
Exeter, loS^ He was concerned with Steele 
and Addison in writing the Tattler. The Spec- 
itator being set on foot in 1710-11, Mr. BudgeU 
<bad likewtee a share with them, all the papers 
'marked with an X. bciuK written by him : aa 
I was indeed the whole 8th volome 1^ Addison 
land himself, without the afsisiance of Steele. 
I Upon tbe laying down of tlie Spectator, the 
Guardian wa« set up ; and in tbia work our au- 



thor had a ha^ alone with Addison and Steele. 
In tbe preface, It issaid, that thoae puters maraed 
with an asterisk were wfiticsi by Mr. BudgeU. 



In the latter part of his life, after having served 
the office of under-sccretary of state, and held 
other high rituatiens in the government of Ire- 
land,' he returned to England, where he became 
involved in law-suits, which reduced him to a 
venr unhappy situation. On the 4th of May, 
1737, he took a boat at Somerset sfafars, after 
filling bis pockets with stones, and ordered the 
waterman to shoot London bridge; but while 
the bOMat was going under, he threw himself into 
the river, wliere he perished immediately. Upon 
his iNireau was found a slip of paper, on which 
were written these words: 

** W^hat Cato did, and Addison approved, > 
"Cannot be wrong." * 

BUELL, Samuel, D. D., a presbyterian minis- 
ter on Long Island, muek distinguished for his 
pie^, died in 1798. 

BUFALM ACQ, Bonaroico, an eminent Italian 
painter, who died in J340. He was the first who 
put labels with sentences into the mouths of his 
figurt-s ; siiMe followed by had masters, but more 
frequently in caricature engravings. 

BUFFET, Margaret, a Parisian lady, wrote 
an interesting eulogy on learned women, ttc. 

BUFFJER, Claude, a French writer, chiefly 
on belles letlres, bom in Poland, 1661, died 1737. 
There are many works of ibis author, which 
show deep penetration, and accurate judgment: 
the principal of which is, "Un Cours dcs Scien- 
ces," &c. that is, *' A Course of Sciences upon 
principles new and simple,'in order to form Lan- 
guage, the Understanding, and the Heart, 1732," 
in folio. 

BUFFON, George le Clcrc, count de, lord of 
Montbard, marquis of Bougemont, viscount of 
Quincy, intendant of the Freach king's gardens 
and cabinets of Natural History, was one of the 
most elegant writers in France, in point of style ; 
a man of uncommon genius, ar.d surprising elo- 
quence, and the most astonishing interpreter of 
nature that perhans ever existed. Be was bora 
at Montbard, in Bni^uady, September 7, 1707, 
and died April 16^ 1788. His writings on " Na- 
tural History" arc invaluable, and will perpetu- 
ate his rame. 

BUGENHAGEN, John, a naUve of Pomcra- 
nia, the adversarv, and afterwards the friend 
and misrionarv of LOthcr, died hi 1558. 

BUGIARDl>fl,Juliono,a painter of Florence, 
esteemed by Michael Angelo, died in 1556. 

BinSTER, PhiliD, a sculptor, of Brassels, 
died in 1688. 

BUKERTOP, Henry de, an eccleaastic, of 
Antwerp, who wrote various works of contro- 
versy, died in 1716. 

BUKHARI, a learned Arabian of Meeea, 
author of a book containing traditions on thu 
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MabooMHlan religion, died in 256 of the he- 
gira. 

BULKLEY, Peter, first minister of Concord, 
Maasachusetts, died in 1659. He was an excel- 
lent scholar, and published the ** Gospel cove- 
nant opened/' 

BULKLEY, John, son of Peter Bulkley, prac 
lised physic in England i he died in 1689. 

BULKLEY, Gershom, an eminent minister 
of New-London, Connecticut, afterwards of 
VVeatherafield, died in 1713, distinguished for 
his knowledge of chymistry and languages. 

BULKLEY, John, first minister of Colches- 
ter, Connecticut, died in 1731 : elassed t»y Dr. 
C|iauncy among the three m^pt eminent for 
strength of genius, whom New-England bad 
produced. 

BULL, John, n celebrated musician, bom in 
Somersetshire, 1363. He was greatly admired 
for his fiue hand upon the organ, as well^ as for 
his compositions. Upon the establisbm'ent of 
Gresham College, he was chosen the first pro- 
fessor of music there ; and, not being able to 
speak I^atin, was permitted to deliver his lec- 
tures in EAglitih. It is uncertain where or when 
he died ; but there is a picture of him yet re 
maiuing in the music-school at Oxford. 

BULL, Gcorjo, bishop of St. David^s, a very 
eminent writer and preacher, bom at Wells, 
8omcii«etshiie, March 25," 1634, died Pebraary 
17, 17(«. . 

BULL, William, speaker of the assembly, and 
lieutenant-governor of the oelony of South Ca 
rolina, died in 1755. 

BULL, William, U. D., a physician, the finst 
American who obtained a degree in medicine 
he died in 1791. 

BULL, Henry ^ a native of Great Britain, camp 
to New- England, and with several others, settled 
at Newport, Rhode Island. He was afterwards 
govemnr of the colony, and died in 1693. 

BULLEll, Francis, an Bnghsh judge, pub- 
lished an introduction to tiie law of Nisi Prius, 
and died in 1800. 

BULLET, John Baptist, dean of the univer- 
sity orBesancon, his works are learned and 
useful, bat display neither grace of diction, nor 
elegance of style, he died in 1775. 

BULLEYN, William, a very learned physi 
ciao and botanist, bom In the Isle of Ely, about 
the beginning of the reign of Henry VIII., died 
1576. 

BULLI.^LDUS, Ismael, an astronomer, bom 
in the Isle of Prance, died in 1694. 

BULLIARD, N., a French botanist of emi- 
nence, died in 2793. 

BULLINGBB. Henry, a celebrated contro- 
versial divine, of Zurich, in Switzerland, in the 
16th century. i 

BULLOCK, Arcliibakl, of Georgia, was a 
member of the first American Con|nes8, during 
tlie memorable year 1776. He died thfe year 
following. 

BULLOCK, Cbrifttopber, an eminent English 
actor of low comedy, and author of two come- 
dies and fonr farces, died 1724. 

BULTEAUr Louis, a native of Bouen,

BUNEL, William, a physician of Toulouse, 
published in 1513, a treatise on the plague. 

BUNNICK, John, aFlemishpaiuter, excelled 
in historical pieces, died in 1727. His brother 
Jacob was eminent in the representation of sea 
battles. 

BUNON, Robert, an eminent dentist at Paris, 
died in 1748. 

BUN Y AN, John, author of the justly admir 
ed allegory of the *• Pilgrim's Progress," was 
born at Elstow, near Bedford, 1628. His parents, 
though very mean, took care to give him that 
learning which was suitable to their condition, 
bringing him up to read and write : Im^ quickly 
forgot both, abandoning himself to all manner 
of wickedness ; but not without frequent cliecks 
Of conscience. One day, being at play witli bis 
companions, (the writer of bis life tells us), a 
voice suddenly darted fVom heaven into iiis soul, 
saying, " Wilt thou leave thy sins and go to 
heaven, or have thy sins and go to liell ?" This 
put him into such a consternation, that he im- 
mediately left his sport, and looking to heaven, 
thought he stw the Lord Jesus, lonkiiig down 
upon him, as' one highly displeased with him, 
and threatening him with some grievous punish- 
ment for liis ungodly practices. At anotlier 
time, while be was b^hing out oaths, he was 
severely reproved by a woman, wlio was herself 
a notorious sinner. This coming from a woman 
whom he knew to be very wicked, filled him 
with secret shame, and made him from that 
time very much refrain from it. His father 
brought him up to his own business, which ^wos 
that of a tinker. Being a soldier in the parlia- 
ment army, at the siege of Leicester, in 1645, 
lie was drawn out to stand sentinel ; but an 
other soldier of his company desired to take his 
place, to which lie agreed, and thereby esca^^ 
being shot by amurfset ball, which took ofl" hi>: 
comrade. About 16^ he was admitted a mem 
ber of a Baptist congregation at Be<irord, and 
soon after diosen their preacher. In 1660, being 
convicted at the session of hdding unlawful as- 
semblies and conventicles, he was sentenceil to 
perpetual banisiunent, and in the mean time 
committed to gaol, from which he was dis- 
chaised, after a confinement of 12 yea» and 
a half, by the compassionate interposition of Dr. 
Barlow, bishop of Lincoln. During his im- 
priiMnment he wrote many of liis tracts. After- 
wards, being at liberty, he travelled into several 
parts of England, to visit and conflnn the breth- 
ren, which procured him the eplmel of bishop 
Bunyan. When the declaration of James II. 
for liberty of conscience was pu)^lished, he, by 
the contribution of his frrflowers, built ameet- 
inf-house in Bedfonl, and raeached constantly 
to a numerous audience. He died in Lomfon, 
of a fever, 1688. 

BUOMMATEI, Benedict, an ecclesiastic of 
Florence, known for ids work on tlie Toscan 
language, died in 1847.

BURGH, James, a worthy and ingenious mo- 
ral and political writer, bom at Madderty,in 
Pertlishire, 1714. died 1773. Of toany excellent 
works that he left behind him, " Political Dis- 
qui!=itionp," 3 vols., and " Youth's Friendly Mo- 
nitor,*' are the best Known, and most erteemed. 

BURGOYKE, Rt. lion. John, a privy-coun- 
sellor oflreland, lieutenant genera] in the Britisli 
army, and author of four dramatic pieces, viz. 
"The Heiress," " The Maid of the Oaks,** "The 
Lord of the Manor,** and " Richard Coeur de Li- 
on.' ' He surrendered his whole army to (General 
Gates, at Saratoga, during the American revo- 
lution, and died Aug. 4, 1793. 

BURIDAN, John, a French philosopher, ia 
the 14th century. 

BCRIGNY. Levesquede, a native of Rheinw, 
wrote a treatise on the authority of the popes, 
dec.; he died in 1765^ 

BURKE, Edmund, a celebrated orator and 
statesman, bom in the county of Cork, Ireland, 
Jan. 1, 1730. After staying the usual time at 
tbe university of DuUin, he went over to Lon- 
dpn,^ and entered himself as a student of tbe 
Middle Temple. He soon, however, commenced 
political writer ; and, so mastoly were bis sqrle 
and arguments, that bis first productkms (pub- 
lished anonymously) were universally attributed 
to lord BoUngbmke. His " Philosophical In- 

Suiry into the Origin of our Ideas on the Sub- 
me and Beautiful'* soon made him known to 
the literati ; and he thenceforth became a pubHe 
man. In 1765, Mr. Burke came into parliamentt

both of which have gone through several edi- 



BURN, John, sen of tbeprecedfaig, editedhis 
father*8 works with additions, died in 1802. 

BURNABV, Andrew, D. D., an English di- 
vine, vicar of Greenwich, and arch-deacon of 
Leicester. He published his travels in North 
America, sermons, Ace, ai^ died in 1812. 

BURNET, Gilbert, bishop of Salisbury, bom 
at Edinbur^, in 1613. He was a very zealous 
promoter of the revolution which finally placed 
the present family on the English throne. As a 
writer, he is distinguished by his *' History of 
the Reformation," published between 1019 and 
1881, and for which he had the thanks of both 
^ttses of parliament. la 1099, he published his 
** ExpositioQ of the 39 articles of the Church 
of England ;" and after his death, which hap- 
pened in March, 1714-5, his " History of his Own 
Times, with his Llfb annexed,** was published 
bv his son, Thomas Burnet, esq., afterwards Sir 
Thomas. 

BURNET, Elizabeth, third wife of bishop 
Burnet, published a method of devotion, a book 
of merit, and died in 1709. 

BURNET, William, son of the ceieorated bi 
shop Burnet, appointed governor of New- York 
and New-Jersey, in 17S0 ; of Massachusetts and 
New-Hampshire, in 1728, and died 1729. 

BURNET. Dr. Thomas, a Scotch physician, 
author of Tbesauras Medicine Practice, and 
other m edical works. 

BURNETT, Dr. Thomas, a most ingenious and 
learned writer, born at Croft, Yorkshire, 1635. 
His most celebrated work, " The Sacred Theo- 
ry of the E^arth,'* was originally publishad in 
Latin, in 2 vols. 4|o ; the first two books, " con- 
cerning the Deluge andf aradise," in 1681 ; the 
two la^" concerning the burning of the worid^ 
and the New Heavens andiNew Bftrth," hi 1689. 
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p. would be endless to transcribe all the high en* 
Bomiums that have been passed on this work 
t>y various eminent auth<n» He died in 1715. 
BURNEY, Dr. Charles, an eminent musician 
and general scholar, bom at Shrewsbury, April 
7, 1726, died at Chelsea CoU^(e, of which he 



bred at the Charter House, and Caius College. 
Cambridge. He greatly diitinguished himseir 
by the depth of bis literary researches, and by 
his extraordinary skill in the Greek language. 
He obtained great eminence as the master of 
classical academies^ successively at Hanune^ 
smith and Gieenwich, was D. D., L. L. D.,aiid 
F. R. S., rector of St. Paul, Deptford, and of 
Cliffe, both in the county of Rent, aiM died Deo. 
28, 1817. 

BURNS, Robert, a native of Scotland, who, 
in the humble emptoyroent of a ploughman, 
discovered a mosLextraordinary genius for po- 
etical composition. Dissatisfied with his low 
station, he was about to eniigrate to Jamaica, 
to seek a better fortune ; and, with a view to 
procure money for hfe passage, a coarse edition 
of his poems were published at Edinburgb. 
They were soon noticed by tjie gentlemen in 
that city ; and some extracts, with an account 
of the aXithor, were given in '^The Lounger," a 
periodical paper then in the bourse of publica- 
tion. Subscriptioas were then set On foot for a 
new edition of his Works, and Burns was made 
an exciseman, with an income of about 50^. a 
year. This pupil of nature, however, this poet 
of inspiration, possessed in the same decree, 
the powers and the failings of genius. His ta- 
lents were often obscured, and his^nstimtioi 
was at length hnpaired, by excess. Wn mamiei^ 
not being capable of melioration, and his proi 
pensity to intemperance being uogovemabk 
the attentions paid to him were not lasting : ani 
he sunk under poverty and distress, ieaidioffi 
widow pregDant, and five infant children. H 
died July 21, 1796, in the prime of life. 

BURRHUS, Afranius, a Romai^coramaudol 
under Claudius and Nero. 

BURR, Peter, a judge, and after^'^ards chi0l 
justice of the supreme court of the state d 
Connecticut, in 1711. 

BURR, Jonathan, a native of England, can 
to America, in 1639, and was settled in the m 
nlstry at Dorchester ; he died iu 1641. 
BURR, Aaran,pastor ofthepresbyterian chore 
at Newark, N. J., in 1743 ; elected president c 
Princeton College in 1748, Hied in 17S7. He wi 
distinguished for bisjearning, tfc, ai^ puUisI 
ed occasionid discoiirses, &c. 

BURRiLL, John, speaker of the house off 
present ativee of Ma^s., and member of the com 
jeiLdiedinmi. 

BURRILL, James, a native of Providene

BUKROU6HES, Jeremiah, a nonconformist, 
became preacher of Stepney and Crinilegate 
churches, and died in 1646. 

BURROUGHS, George, a minister of Salem, 
Mass., one of the victims of the witclicraft de- 
hisioB, in 1098. 

BURROW, Sir James, master of the crown- 
oftce, and some time president <tf tlie Royal So- 
ciety, pubysbed four volumes of " Reports,*' 
and s volume of " Decisicms of the Court of 
Kiag^s Bench opim Settlonent cases, from 1732 
tb ITS, (to which was sulmrined " An Essay on 
Functuation,'*) ana died Nov. 6, 1782. 

BURT, John, minister of Bristol, R. I., or- 
dained in 1741, died 1775, a sound divine. 

BURTON, Henry, an ecclesiastic, bom at 
Birsall, ki Yoriuhire, made B. D. at Oxford,waB 
cla^ of the closet to prince Henry, and after his 
death, to Charies. His writings are all contro- 
versial, and generally fnU of invectives. He 
died in 1648. 

BURTON, Wmiam, author of " A History 
of I^eiceatershire,*' bom at Lindley, in that 
county, in 1575, died in 1645. 

BURTON, Robert, known to the learned by 
tile name of Penux^itua, junior, was brotlier 
of the preceding, aDd1k>ra also at Lindley ^eb. 
8, 1576, died Jan. 1639-40« He was a mail of 
general learning, a great philosopher, an exact 
mat bematidan, and (what makes up for tlie pe- 
culiarity of bis character) a very curious calcu- 
lator of nativities. He was extremely studiouB, 
and of a melanciioly turn.; yet an agreeable 
companion, and very humorous. "The Anato- 
my of melancholy.** by Demoeritus, junior, ao 
he calls himself, shows that these seemin|[ly dif- 
fer^t qualfties were mixed together in liis com- 
position. This book was printed first in 4to, 
1631 , aherwsi ds many timeii in folio, to the great 
profit of the bookseller, wbo, as Mr. Wood tells 
as, irot an estate by it. " Burton upon Melan- 
eholy.** says archbishop Herring, (Letters, 1777, 
]2ma,> ** is an author the pleasantest, the most 
learned, and the most fall of sterling sense. — 
The wits of queen Anne's reign, and tlie beein- 
nmg of George J., were (he adds) not a nttle 
beholden to him.^' Dr. Fcrriar, in " Memoirs 
of tJie Literary and Pbilosoi^ical Society of 
Manchester,** published 17{)3. and in " Illu^tra 
tioits o' Sterne." published 1799, has detected 
ia this book the source of many of Sterne's 
most admired writings. See also an able critic 
OB this subject, in the European Magazine, for 
Oct and Nov. 1793. 

BURTON, William, an excellent critic and 
antiquary, died hi 1657. 

BURTON, William, a physician, but bettei 
known as author of ** A HiMory of the county 
of Torle," 2 vols, folio. He was bom at Ripon, 
in legrr, and died at York, hi 1759. 

BURTON, John, a learned divine, bom at 
Wembworth, in Devonshire, 1696, died in 1771, 
leaving some infenious writings, collected under 
the title of " Opuseula Miscellanea.*' 

BURTON, £zefcias, prebendary of Norwich, 
cninent for bis learning and piety, died in 16^1. 
Bit discourses were published by TiUolBon. 
BURT, Aithiur, D. D. at the retloratioa. he 
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obtained a prebend of Exeter, and in Ifltt, was 
made chaplain to the king. 

BURY, Elizabeth, daughter of captahn Law- 
rence, excelled in her knowledge of mathema- 
tics, and the learned languages; she died in 

1730. 

BURZUIE, a learned PeniaB philoaoplier 
and phydcian, in the teiga of Cboaroes, sur- 
named Nuschirvan the Just. 

BUS, CKsar de. a native of CavaUloo, aioaed 
for the irregularities <^ his youth, Inr a pious 
life, devoted to the reformation or the clergy. 
He died in 1007. 

BUSBEQUIUS, or BUSBEC, Aii«er Gialen, 
bora at Commines, a town in Flanders, in ISSBt. 
in 1554, he was appointed amhamadOT at Con- 
stantinoirfe, where he acquired a perfect know- 
le<!^ of tbe state of the Ottoman empire, and 
the trae means of attacking it with success ; on 
which subject he composed a very judicious dis- 
course, entitled, " De re militari contra Turcam 
instituenda consilium." He died in Oct. 1508. 

BUSBY, Richard, bom at Lutton, In Lincotai- 
thire, 1606. In 1640, he was appointed master 
of Westminster scbo<rf ; and, by his skill and 
diligence in this most laborious and important 
oifice, for ttie space vf 55 years, bred up the 
greatest numl)er of emin«it rooi in churdi 
and state, that ever adorned at one time any 
ageornatioiL This great man, after a kmg and 
healthy life, the consequence of his chastity, 
sobriety, and temperance, died April 6. 1605| 
eed 89, and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

e had composed several booKb for the use of 
his school, and had the reputation of being a 
very severe disciplinarian. 

BUSCHETTO DA DAUCHIO, an emtaient 
architect and mechanic (^ the 11th century. 

BUSCHING, Dr. Anthony Frederick, an emi- 
nent German, author of " A New Treatise of 
Geography," which has been translated into 
several languages, and particularly into English, 
in 6 vols. 4to. He died at Berlin, in May7l79^ 
aged 69. 

BUSCKIUS, Herman, a German sebolir, 
wrote some Latin poems, and commentaries ob 
classical authors, and died in 1534. 

BUBHELL, Thomas, a native of Worcester- 
shire, a zealous royalist, and master of the royal 
mines in Wales, died in 1674. 

BCSLEIDEN, Jerome, a statesman, in thf 
service of Charles V., died in 1517. 

BUSSIERE, John de, a teamed JesuiVM- 
thor of a history of France, dec, died in 1678. 

BUSS Y, Roger Rabutin, count of^ a French* 
man, memorable for wit and misfortnnes, was 
bom in Burgundy, April 3, 1618. He wrote 
many works, satirical, historical, and nraral; 
but is chiefly known by his ** Letters,** which 
ate much esteemed. Be died in 1693. 

BUTE, John, earl of, viscount, and bartm 
Mouatstuart, &c. TNs nobleman was, in 1763, 
appointed prime minister. The nation being 
nearh' exhausted by a long and expensive, 
though successful, war with France, he con- 
cluded a peace, and then retired to enjoy a life 
of learned leisure. He was a lover apd encoa- 
rager of learning and learned men, especially 
when genius and respectable character were 
united In the samr person. It was on this prin- 
ciple that be asked and obtained of his majeatgr 
a pension of XOl. a year for Dr. JobnMB. 
Among tt^any iiS^ances of bis love to tbe artSi 
the earl if Bute printed, at bis own expense, a 
boranical work, in 9 4to. vols., of plants apper- 
taining oaly to Raglaod. Only IS c^pie6 were 
. 9f 
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printed ; the expense of which amounted to 
10001. Copies were presented to the queen, to 
the late dutcbess of Portland, M. de Buffon, lady 
Susan Mackenzie, lady Banks, and lord Mount- 
Btuart. Those remaining were rfeserved for le- 
gacies, and the platea were destroyed. His lord- 
•% died March 10, 1792. 

BUTLERf William, a physician, bomjat Ips- 
wich/ Some anecdotes are recorded of him, 
which exhibit him as a capricious madman ; he 
died in 1018. 

BUTLER, Charles, a native of Hampshire, 
author of a popular work on btes, called the 
feminine monarchy, &c., died in 1647. 

BUTLER, Samuel, a poet of a very singular 
cast, born at Strensham, in Worcestershire, 
1612. He lived some time, (though it is not 
known in what capacity,), with Sir Samuel 
Luke, a gentleman of an ancient family in Bed- 
fordshire, and a famous commander under Oli- 
ver Cromwell. While he resided in this gentle- 
mau's family, it is generally an^posed that he 
planned, if he did not write, the celebrated 
♦• Hudibras ;" under ' which character it is 
thought he intended to ridicule that knight. 
When this poem became known, it was neces- 
sarily admired : the king quoted, the courtiers 
studied, and the whole party or the royalists 
applauded it. Every eye watched for the golden 
shower which was to fall upon the author. But 
praise was his whole reward. It is reported, 
Indeed, that the king once gave him 300 guineas; 
but of this temporary bounty we find.no proof. 
He died September 2S, 1680 ; and was buned at 
the private expense of a Mr. Longueville. of the 
Temple, in the church-yard of Covent Garden. 
About 60 years afterwards, Mr. Barber, a printer, 
mayor of London, and a friend to Butler's prin- 
ciples, bestowed on him a monument in West- 
imnster Abbey. In the mist of obscurity passed 
the life of Butler, a man whose name can only 
perish with his language. The mode and place 
of his education M-e unknown ; the evenly of 
his life are variously related ; and all that can 
be told with certainty is, that he was poor. 

BUTLER, James, duke of Ormond, a very 
celebrated statesman and warrior, in the reign 
of Charles IL, to whose restoration he materi-- 
ally contributed. He was born in London, 1610, 
and died in 1688. 

BUTLER, Joseph, bishop of Durham, a pre- 
late of most distinguished piety, born at Wan- 
tage, Berks, 1692. His deep learning and cogi- 
prehensive mind appear sufficiently in his writ- 
ings, particularly in a work entitled, " The 
Analogy of Religion, natural and revealed, to 
the constitution and course of Nature." He 
died in 1752. 

BUTLER, Thomas, earl of Ossory, son of the 
preceding, was confined in the tower eight 
months by Cromwell. After the restoration, 
he abashed Sbaflsbury. by an exertion of his 
powers, in the vindication of his father. He 
died in 1680. 

BUTLRR. Alban, a Roman catholic, director 
of the BngOsb College of St Omer's, died in 
1782. 

BUTLER, Richard, a brave officer during the 
war of the revolution, killed at the defeat of 
General St. Clair, in 1791. 

BUTLER, Thomas, a brave officer in the re- 
volutionary war. In 1797, he commanded in 
Tenneteee, and brought the Indian war to a suc- 
MaslU termination. He died in 1805. 

9UTT, George, D. D., an Boglisb divine, »c- 
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quired some distinction as a poet. He published 
a volume of sermons, and died in 1795. 

BUTTS, Sir William, a physician to Henry 
^III., one of the founders of the Royal College 
of Physicians. 

BUXTON, Jedediah, a man of most extraor- 
dinary natural talents for calculation, bom at 
Elmeion, a village in Derbyshire, 170S. He was 
never taught to read or write ; but could, by the 
force of memory, solve in a very short Ume the 
most complicated questions respecting the mul- 
tiplication, division, reduction, &c., of figtu^es; 
yet, beyond mere calculation, bis ideas were 
hardly above those of infancy. He died about 
1775. 

BUXTORPF, John, the name of two learned 
professors of Hebrew at Basil, father and son, 
who are allowed a place among those of the first 
rank for rabbiuicul learning. The father died 

1629, the son in 1G64. 

BUXTORFP, John, nephew of the preceding, 
succeeded him in tlie Oriental chair of Basil, 
and was esteemed for his extensive erudition. 
He died in 1732. 

BUY DE MORN AS, Claudn, bom at Lyon«, 
author of a valuable atlas of geography and hia^ 
tory, died in 1783. 

BUZAN VAL, Nicholas Choart de, a French 
prelate, relinquished tiie profession of law for 
the church, and died in 1679. 

BUZOT, Francis Nicholas Leonard, one of 
the heroes of the French revolution, born in 
1760. 

BYEFIELD, Nathaniel, a native of England, 
settlelin Bristol, Rhode Island, and died in 1733. 

BYFIELD, Nicholas, a native of Warwick- 
shire, who wrote some voluminous tracts on 
divinity ; he died in 1622. 

BYLES, Mather, D. D., a poet an# political 
writer of some note, minister in Boston, wbttf e 
he was bom in 1706. 

BYNiEUS, Anthony, a native of Utrecht, 
skilled in classical and historical learning, died 
in 1098. 

B YNG, Georce, lord viscount Torrington, was 
bom in 1663. Ilis eminent abilities as a neivul 
commander raised him successively .to the hfgli 
offices of rear admiral of England, treasurer of 
the navy, and first lord of the admiralty. He 
was father of the unfortunate admiral Jolm 
Byng, who, after having given many proofs of 
courage, was, on a dubious sentence for n eglect 
of duty, shot at Portsmouth, March 14, wST. 
His lordship died in 1733. 

BYNKER8HOEK, Cornelius Van, professor 
of law at Leyden, Sec, author of Observations 
on the Roman Laws, &:c., died in 1743. 

BYRD, William, a native of Virginia, died 
about the middle of the last century. He col 
lected a very large and valuable library. 

BYRGE, Justus, an ingenious mathematician 
and instrument-maker in France, flourished at 
the end of ihn I6th century. 

BYRNE, WjIHam, a very distinguished land- 
scape engraver. His best performances are, 
The Antiquities of Great Brhain, after Hearae; 
Views of the liakes after Farington ; and Smith's 
Scenery of Italy. His chief excellence consist- 
ing in his aerial perspective, and the general 
effect of his chiaro-oscuro, he was more agreea- 
bly and more beneficially employed in finisbinff 
than in etcliing ; and hence he generally worked 
in conjunction with his pupils ; to whom bis 
strong recommendation was, to study nature, 
Vivares, an4 the Mat examples of the French 
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Bctkool Among tlie pupils of Mr. Bvrne, we 
know no one who has doue more credit eitlier 
to bis instracter in the art, or to himself, than 
Mr. Landseer, engraver to his late majesty. Mr. 
Byrne died September 24, 1805, aged 62. 

BYROM, John, a poetical writer, and inventer 
of a new system of short-band, bom at Kersal, 
near Manchester. 1691, died in 1763. 

BYRON, Lord George Crordon, an English 
DoUeman) distingqisbed as the greatest poet of 
the age in which he lived, author of " Chiide 
Barold,*' "Don Juan," and other poems, died 
at MissoIoDghl, while assisting the Greeks in 
their glinloiis struggle for freedom, in April, 
JSU. 

BYTHNER, Victorinus, a native of Poland, 
eminent for liis knowledge of Hebrew, died in 
166i 

BZOVIUS, Abraham, a learned Polaoder. 
The chief of his works is, " A Continuation of 
Baronius' Annals from 1198 to 1372.'* He died 
in 1037.

CAB, Ben Zohair, an Arabian poet, the oppo- 
nent, and afterwards the friend, of Mahomet 
died in the first year of the h^gira. ' 

CABADE8, or COBAD, a king of Persia, de- 
posed, but afterwards recovered his authority, 
which heUft to bis son in 531. 

CAB ANIS, Peter John (Jeorge, a French pliy 
sician, the associate of MirabeaU) and one of the 
council of 500 during th^ revolution, died in 

GABA8ILAS, Nilus, archbishop of Thesa- 
loniea, wrote against the supremacy of tlic pope; 
he was succeeded by his nephew, Nicholas, in 
tbel4tb€aitury; 

CABASSdLE, Philip de. chancellor and 
diief minister of the queen ot Sicily, and cardi-

CABOT, S^astian, son of the preceding, ac- 
companied his father in his voya^, u/fl497, and 
afterwards made several voyages; he died in 
1557. 

CABOT, George, an enrunent statesman, was

Tof the United States^ Senate from the 
Male of Maas., and president of the Hartford 
Convention. He was distinguished as a man of 
freat strength of mind, of sound and correct 
pdgmeaty of unsullied honour, and the strictest 
mc^pity, and was the Ariend and associate of 
WadiingtoD. 

CABOT, Vincent, author of " LesPolitiques,' 
in 4 vols., of the Hth century. 

CABRAL, or CABRERA, Pedro Alvares, a 
rortugoeie, sent, in 1500, by king Emanuel, with 
& fleet to the East Indies. He was driven upon 
the coast of Brazil, and gave the name to Santa 
Cnz./ 

C.\DALOUS, a bishop of Parma, made pope 
under the tide of Honorius H., died in 1604. 

CADAMOSTO, Lewis, a famous Venetian 



navigator, born in 14^, visited the Maddras, 

CADMUs! king of Thebes, who brought 16 
letters into Greece. The poets say that he left 
his country in quest of his sister Europa, and 
went into Bosotia, where one of his company 
was devoured by a dragon, which Cadmus slew* 
and sowed its teeth, in a field, whence sprung 
up an army of men who destroyed one another. 

CADMUS) a Milesian, author of a history of 
India. 

C ADOG, founder of some churches in Wales, 
in the 15th century. 

CADOG, a bard of the 6th century^ called the 
Wise. 

CADOGANt WilUam Bromley, a respected 
minister of St Giles', Reading, and St. Lnke's; 
died in 1797. 

CADWALADYR, last king of the Britons, 
in 660 he was conquered by th6 Saxons. 

CADWALADYR, Cesail, a Welsh bard of 
some merit, in the 16th century. 

CADWALLADER, , an eminent physi- 
cian of Philadelphia, and among the first who 
wrote on medical subjects: flourished about 
1740. 

CADWALLADER. John, a brigadier-general 
in the American army, durkig the revolution, 
died in 1786. ^ 

CADWALLOiJ, prince of North Wales, de- 
feated by Edwin of England, in 620. 

CADWGAN, a prince of South Wales, was 
assassinated in 1110. 

CiECILIANUS, bishop of Carthage, was ei- 
pelled from office by a council, in 311. 
- CiECILIUS STATIUS, a comic poet in the 
age of Ennius. 

CiELIUS AURELIANUS, or, as some have 
called him, Lucius CsBus Arianus, an ancient 
physician of Sicca,atown of Numidia,in Africa. 
We are obliged to him for the knowledge of^ 
many dogmas which are not to be found but in 
his books "Deceleribusettardis Passionibus.*' 
He wrote, as he himself tells us, several other 
works; but they havie all perished .This, however, 
which has escapee} the ruins of time and barba- 
rism, is highly valued as being the only monu- 
ment of the Medicina Methodica which is ex- 
tant. He is allowed by all to be admkable in 
the history and description of diseases. Le Clerc 
places him in the 5th century. 

CiESAR, Caius Julius, an illustrious Roman 
general and historian, bom 98 B. C. By his va- 
lour and eloquence he acquired the highest re- 
putation In the field and in the senate ; >eloved 
and respected by his fellow-citizens, he enjoyed 
successively every magisterial and mihtary ho- 
nour that the republic could bestow, consistent 
with its own free constitution; but, at length, 
having subdued Pompey, the great rival of his 
growing power, his boundless ambition effaced 
the glory of his former actions ; for pursuing his 
favourite maxim, " that he would rather be the 
first man in a village, than the second in Rome.'* 
he procured himself to be chosen perpetual dic- 
tator; and, not content with thlis unconstitu- 
tional power, his faction bad resolved to raise him 
to the impgrisd dignity, when the friends of the 
civil libertfes of the repnblic rashly and basely 
assassinated him in the senate-house,wberethey 
should <mly have seized him, and brought him 
to a legal mal for usurpation. By this impoli- 
tic and treacherous measure, they defeated their 
own purpose, involving the city in Consternation 
[and terror, which produced general anarcbjt 
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•Bd paved the way lo the revolution that they 
wanted to prevent ; for, after his death, the re- 
piUiUc, though for lome time it preserved the 
focma of liberty, became an abeolute monarchy, 
the comtant fate of all governments, whatever 
freedom they might once have, when luxury and 
profligate manners have grown universal. The 
activity of Cesar's spirit was such, that, as he 
himself said, " he thought nothing done, while 
there was any thing left to do.** However, 
amidst all his concerns, civil and military, he 
found time to be the author of many works ; 
none of which have been preserved from the 
ravages of time, except seven books, " De Bello 
Galileo." 

CiCSAR, Sir Julius, a learned civilian, bom 
near Tottenham, in Middlesex, 1557, diedin 1639. 

CiESAR ALPINUS, Andreas, an eminent phi- 
losopher and physician, bom at Arezao, 1550, 
died in 1603. 

CAFF A, Melchior, a distinguished sculptor, 
whd adorned the churches of Rome and Italy, 
died in 1687 

CAFFARELLI DU FALGA.N., a French 
officer of great courage ; died in 1801. 

CAFFIAUX, D. Joseph, a native of Valen- 
ciennes, a writer on bistory, music, ice. 

CAFFIERI, Philip, an eminent sculptor, of 
Home, died in 1755. 

CAGLIARl, Paul, a most excellent painter, 
bora at Verona, in 3532. He was styled by the 
Italians, II pittor feliee, " The happy painter." 
There is scarcely a church in Venice which has 
not some piece or other of his ; and his picture 
of The Marriage at Cana, in the church of St. 
George, is to be distinguisiied from his other 
works, as being not only the triumph of Paul 
Veronese, but ahnost the triumph of painting 
itself. He died of a fever at Venice, in 1588, 
and had a tomb and a statue of brass erected in 
the church of 6t. Sebastian. 

CAGUOSTRO, count Alexander, a man so. 
called, but whose real name was Joseph Balsa- 
mo, was bom at Palermo, 1743. His whole life 
was a series of the most astonkdiing c^ts, 
mummeries, and impoatures ; and his Ingeildty 
in every species of action and deceit exceeds all 
that has been recorded in the annals of ancient 
or modem roguery. For some enormities in 
Rome he was committed to the castle of St An- 
gelo, in which he died toward the end of 1794. 

CAGN ACl, called Gaulassi from his deformi- 
ty, an ItaUan painter of the 18th century. 

CAGN ATI, Marsilio, a physician of Verona, 
settled at Rome, professor of philosophy, in the 
age of Paul V. 

CAHAGNE3, James, professor of medicine 
at Caen, died in 161S. 

CAHUSAC, Lewis de, a Frenchman, author 
of the tragedy of Pharamond, and some ro- 
mances, died in 1759. 

CAIAPflAS, the high-priest who condemned 
our Saviour, and afterwards committed suicide. 

CAIET, Peter Victor Pahna, a Frenchman, 
doctor of the Sorbonne, who from a Calvanist 
became a Catholic : he was author of a valuable 
chronology, and died in 16U>. 

CAEBTAN, Constantine* a Benedictine, editor 
of the worke of Peter. Darien, died at Rome, in 
1650. 

CAIETAN, a cardinal, bom in 1469, at Caieta, 
a town in the kingdom of Naples. His proper 
name was llumias de Vio ; but be took that of 
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Song and the Prophets, which he had b^un,bul 
did not live to procee<l tkr in ; and the Revela- 
tions of St. John, which he designedly omitted ; 
saying, that, ta explain them, it was necessaiy 
for a man to be endued,not with parts and learn- 
ing, but with the spirit of prophecy. 

CAILLER, Nicholas Lewis de la, a French 
mathematician and astronomer, friend of Ca»- 
sini ; died in 1793. 

CAIN, the eldest son of Adam, who slew bis 
brother Abel. 

CAIRO, Francisco, an eminent painter of ne- 
ligious subjects, bom at Milan, in 1506. 

CAIUS,or KAYES.Dr. John, a distiniuished 
English physician, author of several Teamed 
works, died in 1573. 

CAIUS, John, poet-Iaureat to Edward IV. 

CAIUS, Thomas, a distinguished linguist in 
England, prebendary of Sarum, died in 1S7S. 

CAIU^a Roman saint, made biabop of 
Rome in 883. 

CALABER, an ancient Greek poet, anthor of 
a supplement to Homer's Iliad. 

CALABROIS, Matthias PreU, a painter, of 
Calabria, died at Malta, in 1699. 

CALAMY, Edmund, a very eminent divine , 
among tlie non-conformists; bom at London, 
1600. died 1666. 

CALAMY, Benjamin, an eminent divine and 
excellent preacher, died vicar of St. Lawrence, 
Jewry, Km. The pieces that be plfhted hi his 
lifetime were, 7 sermons on several occadons; 
13 others were published in one volume, after 
bis death. « 

CALABfY, Edmund,an eminent divine among 
the non-conformists ; made D. D. by the univer- 
sities of Scotland. He wrote several controver- 
sial works, and died in 1738. 

CALANDRUCCI, Giacintho, a painter, of 
Rome, died in 1707. 

CALANUS, an Indian brahmin, who burned 
hhnself before Alexander, 385 B. C. 

CALAB, John, an unfortunate merchant, of 
Toulouse, unjustly condemned, on the change 
of murdering his own son, in 1703. 

CALA8IO, Marias, a Franciscan, at Rome; 
author of a valuable concordance of the Hebrew 
Bible, published in 1681. 

CALCAGNINI, Celio, a native of Ferrara, 
and a distinguished scholar, died in 1540. 

CALCAR, John dOf an eminent painter, at 
Naples, died in 1546. 

CALDERINI, Dovizio, bom at Toria, pra- 
fessor of belles lettres, and tranalator of Fausaa- 
ias into Latin ; he died in 1478. 

CALDERONI DE LA BARCA, Don Pedro, 
a celebrated Spanish officer, ecclesiastic, and 
dramatic writer. In the latter character, he 
may, perhaps, deserve the name of tlie Spsjdsh 
Shakspeare. He flourished about 1640, and his 
dramatic works make 9 vols. 4to. 

CALDERWOOD, David, a famonsdtvine of 
the church of Scotland, and a disanguiabed wri- 
ter in behalf of the presbyterians, in the ITth 
century. He wrote " The Trae History^of 
Scotland.'* 

CALDWALL, Richard, an eminent English 
physician, died in 1585. 

CALEB, « Hebrew, sent by Moaes, with Jor 
shua, into Canaan. 

CALED, or KHALED, one of Mahomet's 
friends, called, from his courage, tlie aword of 
God. died In r* 
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CAIJSNDABIO, Pbilip, celebrated for the 
porticoes which be erected, round the palace of 
St. Mark, at Venice, about 1354. 

CAI^IINTIUS, EUaiufl, a poet and phlloso- 
pber. precentor of. Frederic, fion 0^ the king of 
Naples, and author of many works ; he died in 
1508. 

CAL.EFINO, or DA CALEPIO, Ambrose, a 
native of Bergamo, author of a vocabulary of 
the Latin tongue ; died, blind, in 1511. 

CALIAVIRl, Luca, an Italian painter, who 
excelled in sea views, landscapes, &c.; died in 
1715. 

CALIGULA, the Roman emperor and tyrant, 
began bis reign A. D, 37, with every appear- 
ance of beccnnuig the real, not the titular, father 
of his people ; but at the end of eight months he 
was seized with a fever, which, it is supposed, 
left a frenzy upon his mind, for his disposition 
tMally changed, and he committed the most a- 
trocioua acts of impiety, cruelty, and folly ; such 
as proclaiming his tiorse consul, feeding it at his 
tme, introducing it to the temple in the vest- 
ments of the priests of Jupiter, and causine sa 



criitees to be offered to himself, his wife, and his Historical, Critical, and Chronological Dictiona- 
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hofse. After bavins murdered many of his sub- 
jects witb Ids own hands, and caused others to 
be put to death without any offence, he was as- 
sasnnated by a tribune of the people, as he 
came out of the amphitheatre, A. D. 41, in the 
9Bttayearofbisage. 

CALLAED, John Baptiste, a celebrated au- 
thor, and wofeseor in tlie university of Caen, 
died in 1718. 

CALLENDER, Elitiha, minister of the 1st 
Baptist Cburcb, Boston ; of a peaceful disposi- 
tion, and exemplary life- 

CALLENDER, John, an eminent Baptist 
minister and writer,in Rhode bland; he publish- 
ed a bi8t«7 of Rhode Island, and died in 1748. 

CALLIACH, Nicholas, professor of beUes 
lettrea at Padua, died in YJift. 

CALL1CRATIDA8, a Spartan general, who 
perisbed in a naval battle, 405 B. C. 

CALLtER£S, Frailcis de. an eminent states- 
man and poet, in the time of Lewis xrv., iiied 
in 1717. 

CALLIMACHU8, an ancient Greek poet, 
bom at Gyrene, a town in Africa; but when, we 
cannot precisely determine. Buidas relates 
that Cauimachus wrote above 800 pieces, of 
which we have now remaining only a few 
hymns and Mtigrams. 

CALLIBfACHUSj, of Corinth, an architect, 
and inventor of the Corinthian order, flourished 
about540B.C. 

CALLINUS, of E^iesus, an ancient Greek 
poet, the inventor of elegiac verse, flourished 
about 77«B.C. 

CALLIPPUS, a celebrated Athenian astro- 
nomer, the first observer of the revolutions of 
tdipsea, flourished 336 B. q. 

CALLISTRENES, a philosopher, disciple 
' and relation of Aristotle, by whose denre he ac- 
companied Alexander the Great in his expedi- 
tknM; but proving too severe a ceuBurer of ttie 
hero's conduct, he put him to the torture (on sus- 
pidoo of a treasonable conspiracy,} under which 
be died 388 B.C. 

CALLI8TUS, Johannes Andronicus,a native 
ofTbessaloaiea, and professor of philosophy, at 
Cooitantlnople, in 1453 ; be died in Franca. 

CALLIXTUS I., elected pope, in S09; he tuf- 
fered martyrdom four years afterwards. 
* CALLtXTlJS n., Guy, pope, hi lll9,held the 
first Lateran council, and died in USM. 



CALLIXTUSm., elected pope in 14te; be 
was a learned and pious man, and died in 14W» 

CALLIXTUS, Geone, a Lutheran divine, 
professor at Hemstadt, founder of tbe sect called 
Callixtins ; he died in 1656. 

CALLOT, James, a famous engraver, bom 
at Nancy, in 1503. Evelyn, who was a very 
good judge of bis merit, speaks of him as o«e 
who " gave tbe utmost reputation to bis art of 
which it is capable ; and attained, if ever any 
did, to its subline, and beyond which it seems 
not possible for Ininan industry to reach.* ' Ha 
died in 1636. 

CALMET, Augustin, a Frenchman, bom la 
1673, died 1757. He was a man of vast erudi- 
tion, and a wonderfully voluminous writer ; as 
witnesseth tbe following Hst. 1. '* A literal 
commentary upon all the Books of the Old and 
New Testament," S3 vols. 4to. 2. " Disserta- 
tions and Prefacesof his Commentaries,*' print- 
ed separately, witb 19 new Dissertations,? vols. 
4to. Perhaps there are none of his writings 
more usefiil tha& these. 3. " The History of the 
Old and New Testament,** 4 vols. 4to. 4. " A 



ry of the Bible." 5. " Ecclesiasdcal and Civil 
History of Lorrain," 3 vols, folio. 6. " Biblio- 
theque of the Writers of Lorrain, folio. 7. " Uni- 
versal History, sacred and prtfUme,** 15 vols. 4to, 
of which eight only were printed. 8. " Disser- 
tations upon Apparitions, Demons, Witches, 
&c.'* 9. *' Literal,Hi8toricaI,and MoralCommen- 
tary, upon the Rules of St. Benedict," 4to. AH 
these works are written in the French language. 

CALMO, Andrew, a Venetian, famous as an 
actor, and comic writer, died in 1571. His best 
piece is Rodiana. 

CALO, John, or Jobannitz« a Bulcarian, 
made an independent king, by Innocent III. 

CALONNE, Charles Alexander de, an emi- 
nent French statesman, successor to Necker, as 
comptroller general of finances; he died in 1802. 

CALOYIUS, Abraham, a native of Bruns- 
wick, divinity professor at Radstock, died in 
1686. 

CALPRENEDE, Gautier de la, author of 
some curious romances, died in 1663. 

CALPURNIUS, a Sicilian poet of tbe 3d cen- 
tury, author of seven eclogues. 

CALVART. Denys, a painter, of Antwerp, 
whose pictures are admired for dimity and taste, 
died in 1619. 

CALVERT, James, a non-conformist, of 
York, an author, and instructer of some note, 
died in 1698. 

CALVERT, George, a statesman, bora at 
Kipling, in Yorkshire, 1583, died 1633. He ob- 
tained from Charles I., a patent, to him and bia 
hehrs, for Maryland, in the north of Virainla. 
He was private secretary to Sir Robert Cecil, 
afterwards principal secretary of state ; but, bo> 
coming a Roman Catholic, the king continued 
him only as a privy counsellor, and made bim 
Baron BaltlmcHV. 

CALVERT, Leonard, brother of Ceceliua 
Calvert, the proprietor and first governor of 
Maryland, in 1633. 

CALVERT, Benedict Leonard, was governor 
of Maryland in 1797. He resigned the ofBca 
five years afterwards, and died on bis return to 
Engiand, in 1733. 

CALVERT, Philip, was governor of Mary- 
land fVom 1660 until 1663. 

CALVERT, Charles, son and heir of Lord 
Baltimore, was governor of Maryland in 106S. 

CALVERT, Charles, came to America as go- 
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of Ifarylaiidtiii 1790, and afterwards AofClueeD Elizabetb; and lie died November 9,

CALTERT, Frederick, Lord Baltimore, pro- 
prietor of Maryland, waa distinguished as a man 
of learning, and an author ; he died in 1771. 

CALVI, Laxaro, a famous painter, of Genoa, 
in the 16tb century. 

CALVIN, John, one of the chief reformers 
of the church, in the 16th century, bom at No- 
yon, in Picardy, July W, 1509, died May 27. 
1564. He was a man whom €kid had endowed 
with very eminent talents : a clear understand- 
ing, a solid judgment, and a. happy memory: 
he was a Judicious, elegant, and indefatigable 
writer, and possessed of very extensive learn- 
ing, and a great zeal for truth. His extreme ri- 
?our, however, procured him many enemies, 
ndeed, it very ill became a reformer (o defend 
(as he did) the burning of heretics. 

CALV1SIU9, Scthus, a German, distinguish- 
ed as a ehronologcr, born in 1559. 

CALZA, Antonio, a' painter, in the 17th cen- 
tury, pupil to Carlo Cignani. 

CAmArgO, Mary Ann Cupi de, a celebrated 
stage dancer, who exhibited at Brussels and Pa- 
ri& died in 1770. 

CAMASSEI, or CABfACE, Andrew, an Ita- 
lian painter, wh9 stucKed under the Sacchies, 
died in 1657. 

CAMBACERES, N.,^ an eloquent preacher, 
ipade arclibishop of Rouen, died in 1808. 

CAMBAT, a French musician, who first in- 
troduced operas into France, died in 1677. 

CAMBIS.VELLERON. Joseph Lewis Domi- 
nic, mamuis de, a French nobleman, liorn 4n 
1706, dltfttnguished for his writings. 

CAMBRIDGE, Richard OWea, an elegant 
English poet, critic, and miscellaneous writer, 
was bom in London, tn 1717, and educated at 
Eton school ; whence he removed to St. John's 
College, Oxford. His poetic^ works are nu- 
merous ; but the most celebrated of them is a 
mock-heroic poem, called " The Scribleriad," 
in six books ; the object of which is, to expose 
to ridicule false ti|ste and false science : it is a 
masterly piece of humouc,,and should h^^sandt 
as much for instructioi^ as amusement. He also 
wrote 33 papers in that well-known periodical 
oollection or essays, called "The World," and 
died September 17, 1803. Tn 1803, a complete 
collection of his works was published by bis son, 
In one volume 4to., and Very well received. 

^ CAMB YSES, king of Persia, after Cyrus ; he 
was cmel and vindictive ; 539 B. C. 

CAMDEN, William, one of the most illus- 
trious men of his age, born at London, May 3, 
1551. The work which has immortalized his 
name, is his "Britannia;" being "A History of 
tfae.ancient Inhabitants of Britain, their Origin, 
Manners, and Laws," which appeared in 1586, 
in Latin. In 1593, he succeeded Dr. Edward 
Grant, as head master of Weshninster scIktoI ; 
and in 1597, published a new Greek Grammar, 
entitled " Gnunmatices Greecae Institutio com- 
pendiaria. In usum Regie Bcbolae Westmonas- 
lerienaiB," which was received in all the public 
schools of England ; and its author was, the 
same year, promoted to be Clerencieux king at 
arms. In 1604, he pubUshed his " Remains of 
a greater work concerning Britain, the Inhabit- 
ants thereof, their Languages, Names, Sur- 
names, Empresses, wise Speeclies, Poesies, and 
Epitaphes.*^ This was a collection of things 
which had been communicated to him while he 
was gathering materials for his " Britannia." 
Xal6I5| Camden published, in Latin, htsAnn^ 
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A historical lecture was founded by him 

at Oxford ; and, by foreigners, he has been etykd 
the PausaAtias of England.

CAMILLA, daughter of king BfetataB, cele- 
brated by Virgil for her vakwr. 

CAMILLUS, Marcus Faciua, aa illBBtrioiiB 
Roman, banished on snspleion of peciUtttOB, 
died 365 B. C. 

CAMOENS, Lewis, a celebn^ed Portofneae 
poet, called the Yix0l of Portofal, fton Ida 
much admired poem, "The Lndadas, or Con- 
quest of the Indies by the Portuguese," was bora 
at Lisbon, in 1537, and died in 1579, to the eter- 
nal reproach of his countnnnen, miserably pom* 
and unregarded. His poem was, a few years 
smce, admirably transhued into English by W. 
J. Mickle, Esq. 

CAMPANELLA, Thomas, an Italian phi- 
losopher, of great ^ninence, who was perse- 
cuted by rivals, and put to the torture, but was 
rescued by Richelieu, died in 1639. 

CAMPANO, John Antonio, a poor shepherd, 
who afterwards became a ]»ofes«Mr at Perugia, 
and a bishop, wrote the lifeoC Braccio, and died 
in 1477. 

CAMPANO, Novarese, an Italian, author of 
commentaries on Euclid, in the 13th century. 

CAMPBELL, John, first minister «f Ozfoid) 
Massachusetts, died in 1761. 

CAMPBELL, Lor4 WillUun, governor of 
the province of South Carolina, was mcnrtalty 
wounded in an attack on Snllivail*s Island, in 
1778. 

' CAMTBELL, Archibald, an Englishman, be- 
headed as a traitor, at Edinburgh Jn 16^. 

CAMPBELL, ArchibaId,son of the precbding;, 
was condemned for seditious measures, and be- 
headed in 1685. 

CABIPBELL, George, D. J)., pofessor of 
Church History at St. Andrews, published seve- 
ral works, and died in 1757. 

CAMPBELL, Dr. John^ an eminent histori- 
cal, biographtoil, and pohtical writer, bora at 
Edmburgh, March 8, 1707-8. Among many other 
works, he was either sole author of, or princi- 
pally concerned in, the fcdtowipg : "The Mili- 
tary History of Prince Eugene and the Duke of 
Marlborough ;" " Ancient Universal History ;" 
" Lives of toe English Admirals ;" " Heraiipmw 
Redivivus; or, the 6age*s Triumph over OM 
Age and the Grave ;" "Voyages and Travels,** , 
3 vols, folio; ** Btographia Britannica," (in 
which work his papers may be known by the 
initials E. and X. ;) " The Preceptor ;" "Pre- 
sent State of Europe ;" " The Modern Univer- 
sal History;" and " A Political Survey of Bri- 
tain." ; Dr. Campbell died December S^, 1775.

tshakspeare, or extracts from divers English 
books that were io print in the author's time ; 
evidently showing from whence his several 
Fables were taken, and some parcel of his dia- 
logue,'* &c. Besides the works already men- 
tioned. Mr. Capell was the editor of a volume 
of ancient poems called "■ Pnriusions ;** and the 
alterer of " Antony aiid Cleopatra,** as acted at 
Drury Lane, in 1758, He was bom at Troston, 
near Bury, in Sufiblk, June U, 1713, and died 
Feb. 84. 1781. 

CAPELLA, Marcianus Minios Felix, a Latin 
poet of the 5th century, 

CAPBLLO, Bianca, a Venetian lady, an adul- 
tr4s8, mistress, and afterwards wife of Francis, 
the grand duke of Cosmo's son , she was poison- 
ed ^ her brother-in-law, in 1587. 

CAPELLUS, licwls. an eminent French pro- 
testant and learned divine, boln at Sedan, a 
town in Champagne, about 1579. He was so 
very deejpljr skilled in the Hebrew, that the 
learned bishop Hall calls him the great oracle 
of all that studied Hebrew in France. His prin- 
cipal work is ''^Critica Sacra," a collection of 
various readings and errors, which he thought 
Were crept into the copies of the BiMe through 
the fbult of the transcribers; it most have been, 
however, a work of prodigious labour, since the 
author acknowledges that he had been 36 years 
about it Capellus died 1658. 

CAPILUPUS, CamiUus, an Italian writer, 
who published the stratagems of Charles IV. 
against the Hugonols. 

CAPILUPUS, Lelius, brother of the preced- 
ing, author of some Latin poems, died in 1560. 

CAPISTRAN, John, a famous preacher in the 
Romish Church, and persecutor of the Hussites, 
died about 1356.

Had the Caracci had no reputation of 
their own, yet the merit of their dlscietes, in the 
academy which they founded, would have ren- 
dered their name illustrious in succeeding times ; 
among these were Guido, Dommichiuo, Lan- 
franco,&c. 

CARRACCIO, Anthony, a Roman nobleman 
of the 17th century, author of some tragedies, 
and an admired epic poem in 40 cantos. 

CARACCIOLI, John, secretary and favourite 
of Joan II. , queen of N aples. 
* CARACCIOLI, Robert, a noble ecclesiastic, 
bishop of Aquino, eloquent as a preacher and a 
politician ; he died in 1495. 

CARACCIOLI, Lewis Anthony, a native of 
Paris, o( a noble family, author of 4 vols, erf" let- 
ters, pretended tabe the correspondence of Gan- 
ganelli, pope Clement XIV. 

CARACTACUS, a famous king of the an- 
cient Britons, called Silures, (Inhabiting Soutfi 
Wales.) Having valiantly defended bis country 
against the Romans for seven years, he was 
at length defeated, and. flying to Cartismundi, 
queen of the Briganti, (inhabitants of York- 
shire) was by her treacherously delivered up to 
the Romans, -and led in triumph to the emperor 
Claudius, then at York ; where his noble beha- 
viour, and heroic, but pathetic speech, obtained 
him not only his liberty, hot the esteem ot the 
emperor, A. D. 58. 

CARAD06, a British historian, who wroie a 
history of Wales, died in 1156. 

CAR API, a Mahometan doctor, anthor of a 
defence of Mahomet, died in 684 of the hegira. 

CARAMUEL DE LOBKOVITSH, John, a 
native of Madrid, bishop ; afterwards a general, 
and then again a monk. He was possessed o£ 
great powers, and died in 1682. 

CARAVAGIO, Michael Angelo Amerlgida, 
an Italian painter, distinguished for his adher- 
ance to nature ; he die# in 1609. 

CAR AUBIUS, a native of Flanders, who, ex- 
citing the jealousy of Maximian, filed to Bri 
tain, and proclaimed himself emperor : be was 
assassinated in 893. 

CARDAN, Jerom, a physician, and one of the 
most ingenious men of liis age, was bom at Pa- 
via, in 1501. He spealcs in his writinn, of his 
own Kood and bad qualities with a frankness 
that snows a mind of a very peculiar cast ; and 
believes himself under the care of a particular 
genius. He wrote a very great number of books^ 
and died in 1575. 

C ARDI, Ludovici, an admired painter, of Itar 
ly, died in 1613. 

CARDONNE, Dionis Dominic de, a French* 
man, keeper of the MSB. in the royal libraryi 
Paris, died in 1783.

CARLETON, Guy, Lord Dorchester, a di»- 
tijiguisbed BiitiBh officer, in America, successor 
to Sir Heniy Clinton, in 1782 ; he died in Eng- 
land, in 1808. 

CARLINI, Agostino, R. A., an eminent sta- 
tuary, and keeper of the royal ackdemy of Lon- 
don. He was a native of Genoa; ^ent «uriy 
in life to England ; and was an artist of great 
celebrity, for the skill and grate witii which he 
executed drapenr. Died Aug. 14, 1790 

CARLOMAN, eldest son of Charles Martel, 
succeeded him in the kingdom of Austrasia, in 
741. — Another, the son of Lewis the German, 
king of Ita|^, and emperor.— Another, brother 
of Lewis IH., and sole king of France, in 883, 
died in 884. 

CARLONEj John, a Genoese paiiiter, who 
excelled in the. art of foreshortening, died in 1630. 

CARLOS, Don, son of Philip, king of Spain, 
deformed in his person, and violent in his tem- 
per ; he was condemned to death for exciting an 
insurrection, in 1568. 

CARLYLE, JodepH Dacre, vicar of Newcas- 
tle, and profesBOT of Arabic, at CamNidge^ dis- 
tinguished himself greatly by bis proficfency in 
Oriental literature, and died at his vicarMe, 
AprU IS, im, aged 45. 

CARM ATH, an impostor, who, in 891, oppo- 
sed the doctrines of Mabomet, and advanced 
others equally unscriptural. 

CARMICIIAEL, Gerrhom, a native of Glas* 
gbw, professor of moral philosophy, died in 1738^ 

CARMICHAEL, Frederic, son of the pre- 
ceding, EettfiBo as aclergypianat Edinburgh. He^ 
published a volume of Sermons which were ad- 
mired, and died in 1751. 

CARNEADES, a celebrated Creek philoso- 
pher. HUB death is placed in the fourth year of 
the 162d Olympiad. Plutarch has preserved the 
following apothegm of Oameades : " Princes 
lewnnodiing well but riding ; fOr their masters 
flatter them, and those who wrestle wi^ them, 
suffer themselves to be thrown ; but a horse con- 
siders not whether a private man or a prince, a 
poor man or a rich, be on bis back ; and if bia 
rider cannot rule Imn, he throws him." 

CARO, Hannibal, a very celebrated Italian 
poet, and orator, bom atCitita Nuova, in 1507. 
lie translated Virgil's " JEneid" into his own 
language. very delicately and faithfully; in short, 
with eaoi purity of style, and propriety of ex- 

Kreasion, that the best judges did not suppose 
hn to have fallen the least, short of his original. 
He translated also Aristotle's " Rhetoric,'^ and 
" Two Orations of Gregory Nazianzen,*' with 
a " tMscourse of Cyprian." He wrote a come- 
dy likewise, which Balzac has spoken Wefi of; 
and a miscellany of his original poems was 
printed at Venice, in. 1584. His sonnets have 
beeii deservedly admh-ed.

CAROLINE ABIELIA ELIZABETH, con 
sort of G^rge IV., of England, died August. 
1823 Having been separated from her husband 
Moon after tneir marriage, her character was 
most unjustly traduced, bv the friends of the 
JEing ; but two rigid examinations of her con- 
duct, if they did not attest her innocence, enti- 
tle her to commiseration^ as the object of base 
and cruel persecution. 

CAROLOSTADT, or CARLOSTADIUS, 
Andrew Bodenstein, professor of divinity, and 
minister, at Basil. He espoused, in the fullest 
extent, toe tenets of Luther, and died in 1541.

CARRIERES, Lewis de, a catholic priest^ 
who published a French commentary on thMB 
Bible, iu -24 vols., died in 1717. 

CAaRINGTON, Edward, an offioer of the 
army during liie American revcriution, who, aa 
quarter-master-general under General Greene, 
rendered important services to, the southern 
army. He was afterwards a representative in 
congress from Virginia, and died in 1810. 

CARROUAGES, an artist, of Pavia, who 
made a clock which would strike fire, and light 
a lamp. 

CARSTARES, William, a Scotch divine and 
political writer, who has left some viduable 
*' State Papers" illustrative of Scotch history. 
He was bom at Cathcart, near Glasgow, in 1<MSl 
and died in 1715. 

CARSU6HI, Rainer, a Jesuit, in Tuscany, 
known as the author of an elegant poem in 
LatiA) on the art of writing well ; he died in 1709. 

CARTE, Thomas^a very learned English his- 
torian, bom at Cliftont Warwickshire, in 1686. 
His most important works were. " The Histonr 
of the Life of James, duke of Ormond, from ma 
birth, in 1610, tortiis death, in 1688,** in » vols., 
folio ; and-a " History of England,*' in41arg^ 
folio volumes. Notwithstanding our author'* 
peculiar opinions and orejudices, Jiis history ia 
undoubtedly a work ow great merit in point of 
information.

CARTEIL, Christopher, a naval officer, sent 
by Clueen Elizabeth, in company with Drake, 
to the West Indies, where be displayed great 
courage and intrepidity; be died in 1503. 

CARTER, Francis, F. & A., author of " A

CARTER, Elizabeth, a venerable ornament 
to literature, of tlie female sex, was daughter of 
the Rev. Dr. Nicholas Carter, and bora at Veai.

in 1677. 

CARY, Lucius, eldest son of Henry L, vis- 
count Falkland, bom in Oxfordshire, in 1610. 
Before he was 33, he had read all the Greek and 
Latin fathers; was member of parliament in 
1640, and soon after secretary to the king. He 
was killed at the battle of Newbury, bravely 
fighting for his king, aged 34. 

GARY, Henry, earl of Monmouth, was edu- 
cated with Charles I. He was a man of learn- 
ing, having translated, frcnn various authors, 
seven folioe and two 8vos. ; he died in 1661. 

CARY, Felix, a learned Frenchman, who 
wrote the history of Marseilles, of Thrace, and 
of Boephoros, by medals.

CASANOVA, Mark Anthony, a Latin poet of

he attended his father who went with Colum- 
bus to the Indies, in 1493. Upon his return, he 
became an ecclesiastic, and a curate in the isle 
of Cuba ; but quitted his cure and his country, 
in order to devote himself to the service of the 
Indlanai^yho were then enslaved to the most 
ridiculous' superstitions, as well as the most bar- 
barous tyranny. The Spanish govemois had 
long since made Christianity detested by their un- 
heard-of craelties, and the Indians trembled at 
the very name of Christian. This humane and 
pious missionary resolved to cross the seas, aha 
to lay their cries and their miaetita at the feet of

CASLON, WiiUam, eminent in an att of tbe * 
greatest consequence to literature, the art of 
J<>tter-rounding, was bora in 1698, at Halles 
Owen, Shroiiefaire. Though he )usUy attained^ 
the character of being tie Coryphcua in tbat 
employment, be was not brought up to the bu^ 
ness ; but served A regular iH[)prenticesIiip to an 
engraver of omaroeots on gun-barrels ; and, after 
the ezpirttion of bis ternif carried on this trade 
in Vine-street, in the Minoried. He did not, 
liowever, solely confine hu ingenui^ to that oc- 
cupation, but en^pioyed himself likewiee in 
making tools for the bookbinders and for tbe 
chasing of silver plate. Whito he was engaged 
in this business, tbie elder .Air. Bowyer aecidentr 
ally saw in a bookseller's shop^tbe lettering of » 
book uncommonly neat; and in^lring who the 
artist was by whom the letters were made, waa 
hence induced to seek an acquaintance with M r. 
Cadon*.- Not long after, Mr. Bowyer took Bir 
Caskm to Mr. James' foundry in Bartholomew 
Close. Caslon had never beiore tbat tune seen* 
any part of tbe business ; atid being asked by 
his friend if he thought he coQld undertake to 
cut types, he requested a single day to consider 
the matter, and then replied that he had no* 
doubt but be eould. Upon this answer, Mr. 
Bowyer,Jifr. BettenhalUvand Mr.WattK, lent him* 
5001. to begin the uhdertaking ; and he applied 
himself to it with equal assiduity and success. 
In 1780, the society ft>r promodng Chrtetian 
knowledge deemed it expedient to print, for thd' 
use of the eastern churches, the New Testament 
and Psalter in the Arabic language. These 
were intended for the benefit of the poor 
Christians in Palestine, Syria, Mesopotamia; 
Arabia, and Egypt ; the constitutions of which 
countries did not permit tiie exercise of the 
art of printing. Upon tbir occasion, Mr. Caa^ 
Ion was pitched upon to cut tbe fount ; in bir 
specimens of Which he distinguished it by 
tbe name of Englikh Arabic. After he had fin* 
ished this (bunt, he cut the letters of his- own 
name in pica Roman, and placed them at the 
bottom or one of tbe Arabic specimens. Tbe 
name being seen by Mr. Palmer, the reputed au< 
thor of a " Histonr of Printing,'* (which Was, in 
fact, written by Psaimanazar) he advised oar 
artist to cut the whole fount of pica. This wut 
acc<^rdtngly done ; and the perfoimance exceed- 
ed the letter of the other founders of the tiine. 
He arrived «t lengtft to such perfe<!ti^ that his 
workmanship was frequent^ ettnorted to tbe 
continent He removed about 1735 Into Chis- 
well-streetf Moorfields, where his foundry be- 
came, in process of time, the most extensive 
that existed. Raving acquired opulence in tbe

CASAUBON,' Merle, son of the^ preceding, 
born at Geneva, 1599, died 1671. He was skill- 
ed in various iMurts of literature: but his chief 
talent lay in critical learning ; in which he was 
probably assisted bvhisfa:ther's papers. He was 
a divine ; but is chiefly memorable for having re- 
fused eonskferid)le offers made to him by Ouver 
Cromwell, to write the history of tbe civil war 
and for the refusal of a present fVom him, ten- 
dered without conditions, though he was in in* 
digent circumstances. 

CASCHI, on eloquent Mahometan preotoher

He .said to Dr. Radclifib, " Let me have 
all the fools for my patients, and you may have

|ihy at Helmstadt, died in 1613. 

CASENEUVE, Peter, a native of Toulouse ; 
he wrote the JUb and miracles of Edmund, king 
of England, dnd died in 1653. 

CASES, Peter Jsmes, one of the first painters 
of the French school, died in 1745. 

CASIMIR, Matthias Sarbiewski, a Jesuit, of 
Poland, and an excellent Latin poet, born 1597 
Tbe odes, epodes, and epigrams of thispoet have 
not been thought inferior to some productions of 
the finest wits of ancient Greece and Rome ; and 
Grotius, D. Heinsius, and others have not scru- 
pled to affirm, that he is not only equal, but 
sometimes superior, even to Horace himself. 
Casimir had a great regard for Virgil ; and had 
actually begun to Imitate him, ih an epic poem, 
called " The Lesciades,'* which he iiad divided 
into 13 books ; but died befisre he had made any

CASSLNI, Johannes Dominicus, a celebrated 
artroaemer, bom in Piedmont, in 1635. At the 
age of 15, tbe senate invited him to teach mathe- 
matics at Bologna^ He was made astronomer 
roysl of Franca in 1669, and after euriehins sei 
enoe with a thousand new discoveries and ob- 
s^^rrations, died in 1712. 

CAS0INI, John James, sdn of the preceding, 
inherited the talents and fame of his ntther, and 
took bis place as royal astronomer of France. 
His works were in high estimation, and are va- 
luable at this day ; be died in 1756. 

CA88INI Dif THURY, Cssar Francis, suc- 
cessor of Jobn James, bom in 1714, distinguibbcd 
for his eftriy and rapid progress in science, died 
in 1784. 

CASSIODOEUS, Marcus Anrelius, a man of 
entineoce in manv respects, and called, by way 
of distinction, ** the senator,** was bom in Italy, 
about 463. His principal writhigs are, " De Di- 
vinls Lectionibus,** "De Ortbocrapfaia,** and 
" De Bebus Gestis Gotborum.'* He wrote also a 
cesoBMntary upmi the Pstflms, and several other 
pifices, tbe^ogical and critical, and died at near 
K)0 years of age. 

CA88IUS, Caius^ brother-in-law of Brutus, 
one at Cssar's murderers. He caused one of 
bis iUTrs to kill him, that he might not fall into 
tbe hands of biff enemy, ^ B. O. 

CAB8IU8, Longinus Ludus, a Romannagia- 
trate of great integrity, 115 B. C. 

CA8BIUS, Avidius, a Roman general, who 
yrodaimed bimsett emperor, and was soon after 
1— wsinated. 

CASSfUS, Parmensis, a Latin poet, put to 
death by Aogufltus. 

CASaiuS, Severus Situs, a Roman orator, 
of tbe Augustan age, eloquent, but violent

CA8TA6N0, Andrew del, a painter, of Tus- 
eai^, who assassinated Dominico de venise, 
irom whom be obtained tbe secret of painting in 
oil.

CAilTALDI, Coineliui, an eMiMtt poet, in

srderable, on account both of their quality and 
tbeir number: they discover great knowledge 
of the Latin, Cheek, and Hebrew languages, and 
are chiefly on Scriptural subieetSi He died la 
1563. 

CA8TEELS, Peter, a painter, of Antwerpk^ 
He published 13 plates of birds, designed and 
etched by himself, and died in 1749. 

CASTEL, Lewis Bertraad, a Jesuit and m»- 
thematieian, of Montpelier. He published » 
sjrstem of mathematics, a treatise on gravinr^ 
and on<^tics; aU higb^ esteemed: be died in 
1757. 

CASTELL, Edmund, a divine ef the 17tli 
century, andxompiler of a very learned and la^' 
botious work, called " Lexicon Beptaglotton." 
He was also eminently aseiaUnC to Dr. Walton^ 
in the celebrated edition of the " Polyglott Bi- 
[ble;" and died in 1685. 

CASTELLI, Bernard, a Genoese painter and 
inrraver, of eminence, died in 1639. 

CASTELLI, Valerio, sOn of the preceding, 
was particularly skUled hi painting battles, aiMlr 
died in 1659. 

CASTELLI. Benedict, a native of Brescia, 
who assisted Galileo in his astronomical obaer< 
vsaions, died in 1644. 

CASTELNAU, Nicbael, ambassador in the 
service of Charles IX. of France. Memoirs of 
his embassies are published, ia 2 vols, folio ; b% 
Idled in 1592. 

CASTELNAU, Henriette Julia de, wife of 
count de liurat. autlKH?es8 of several pleasing 
and elegant works, died in 1716. 

CASTELVETRO, Lewis, an IttUan critio, 
famous for his parts, but more famous for his 
spleen and ill-nature, was bom at Modena, in 
1505. He distinguished himself chiefly by bis 
' ' Commentary u pen Aristotle's Poetics ;" where, 
Ranin assures us, he always made it a rule to 
find something to except against in the text of 
Aristotle. He died in 1571. 

CASTI, r abbfe, an Italian poet, author of 
several works of merit, died in 1803. 

CASTIGLIONE, Joseph, a native of Ancona, 
distinguished as aj^et and critic, died in 1616. 

CASTIGLIONE, Balthazar, an eminent Ital- 
ian nobleman and poet, was bom at Mantua, in 
1478. He applied himself to the study of paint- 
ing, sculpture, and architecture, as appears from 
a book that he wrote in favour of those arts, 
and made so great a progress ia them, that Ra- 
phael Urbin and Buonarotti, though incompkra- 
ble artists, never thought their works perfect, 
unless thev bad the approbation of Castif Hone. 
He died in 1529. Besides his incomparable 
book, "The Courtier,*' in which work we may 
perceive how intimate be was with the Greek 
and Latin authors, (having gleaned together the 
first flowers of their wit, and treasured up, as it 
were, fh a single casket, the richest Jewels of 
antiquity,) he composed many Latin and Tar> 
can poems, whicb, with some of his letters, art 
placed at the end of tbe English version of " The 
::ourtlcr,** published at London, in 17S7. 

CASTIGLIONE, Benedict, an eminent Ital- 
ian e ngra ver, bom In 1616, died in 1670. 

CASTIGLIONE, Francisco, son and pupU of 
the preceding, and equally respectable as % 
painter. 

CASTILE, Alphonsus X. of, who baa eom- 
noaly been called " Tin. Wise," was bom to

CASTRO, John de, a native of Lisbon, a dis- 
tinguished milifUry officer, afterwards, govemoi 
of the^East Indies, died in 1548. 

CASTRO, Paul de, professor of law at Flo- 
rence, Bologna, Sienna, and Padua, died in 
1437. 

C ASTRUCIO, Castracani, a celebrated gene- 
ral, found, when an infant, in a heap of leaves, 
in Tuscany. He rose to the highest rank of 
military fame, andjied in 1328. 

CASWELL, RRnard, governor of North Ca- 
rolina from 1777 to 1780, and from 1785 to 1787. 
He dischai^ed several other offices with repu 
tatioo, and died in 1789. 

CAT, Claude NichoUs le, surgeon to- the Ho- 
tel Dieu, at Rouen, an eminent philosopher, 
raised to the raikk of nobility by the French 
king, died in 1768. 

CATEL, Willlara, of Toulouse, author of 
history of the courts of that city, died in 1696. 

C ATBLL AN, Maria Claire PrisciHa Margue- 
rite a lady of Narbonne, whose odes were much 
admired: she died in 1745. 

CATESB7, Mark, an English naturalist, who 
wrote the natural history of Carolina, Florida, 
and the Bahamas, an elegant w(»k, 2 vols, folio ; 
he diedin 1749. 

CATHARINBVn daiighter of Charles VI., of 
France, who married Henry V. of England, and 
afterwards Owen Tudor, a Welchman. She 
died in 1438. 

CATHARINE of ARRA60N, daughter of 
Ferdinand, V., and wife of Henry^ VIII. She 
was a woman of many virtues. 

CATHARINE DE MEDICIS, only daughter 
of Laurentius de Medieis, bom at Florence, in 
1519, married, 1533, the dauphin, afterwards 
Henry II., of France. She was three times re- 
gent of France ; and, during her administra- 
tions, mhde a conspicuous figure in the annals 
of Europe, by her political genius. She died 
in 1580. 

CATHARINE of SIENNA, a Romish saint, 
who, at the age of eight, is said to have vowed 
perpetual celibacy; she diedin 1380. 

CATHARINE of PORTUGAL, daughter of 
John rv., and wife of Charies H., by wbom she 
was treated unkindly ; she died in 1705. 

CATHARINE of BOURBON, sister to Hen- 
ry rv., and wifB of Henry of Lorraine, died in 

CATHARINE ALEXIEVNA, a country girl 
of the name of Martha, bom of very f ndffte&t 
parents, in Livonih. In 1701 she ararrjbd a dra- 
goon of the Swedish garrison, at Marienburgb ; 
«ttt before eveniag of the wedding^ay, the 
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claimed sovereign emoress of all the Ruasias, 
and, to her death, the I7tb of May,1727,ahowed 
hersatfwortby of her high fortune. 

CATHARINE n., empress of Russia, tewo- 
man of most extraordinary natural talents for 

veming a state, and civilizing a rude natioB ; 

It of insatiate lust, and unbounded amMtioa ; 
to the indulgence of which latter passion, she 
waded through blood, flowing from the slaiu^ 
ter of thousands and tens or thousands. She 
was bora May 3, 1739, and married in 1745, to 
the grandson of Peter the Great Having caus- 
ed hethusband to be deposed (if not worse dealt 
with) in 1762, she was proclaimed empress. 8&e 
died suddenly, in November, 1796, and was suc- 
ceeded by her only son Paul Petrowits^ the fit- 
ther of Alexander I., the present emperof-«f 
Russia. 

C ATH ARINUSy AqAbrose, an Italian, bishop 
of Miaori. He wrote against Luther, and died 
in 1553. 

CATILINA, Lucius Sergins, a noble Roman, 
whose extravagance reduced him to narrow cir- 
cumstances, and having been refused the con- 
sulship, became leader of a couspiracy to amr- 
(ler the consuls and senate of Rome, rifle the 
public treasury, and bum the cjty: which coii> 
spiracy was discovered by Cicero, at that time 
consul, 62 B. C. He was slain in battle the same 
year, on Uie plains of Tuscany. 

CATINAT, Nicholas, an illustrious French 
general, under Louis XIV., born at Paris, 1637, 
died In 1712. 

CATINEAU, N. a brave man, who beaded 
the Vendeans during the revolution ; he fell at 
the sie^e of Nantes. 

C ATO, Marcus Portius, commonly called the 
Censor, bom at Tuscuhim, In the year of Ronte, 
519 ; that is, about the year 232 B. C. No man 
was ever better qualified than he for the oflSce 
of censor, nor could better discharge the duties 
of H. He made use of his severiQr, eloquence, 
and exemplary life, to*give a check to the hrnt- 
ry and growing vices of the Romans; which 
gave occasion to say, that he was not less ser- 
viceable to the republic of R<nne, by making 
war against immomlity, than Scipio, l^ his vic- 
tories over his enemies. He wrote several 
works: " A Roman History," a book " con- 
corning the Art of War," aud one on ^ Agricul^ 
ture," and died in the year of Rome 604. 

CATO, Utlcen^, great grandson to the for-^ 
mer, was educated under Ids uncle Livius Dru^ 
sus, and very earlv showed valour send genera- 
si^ ; having, at 14 years old, desired a sWord to 
kin the tyrant Sylla. He was a lover of philo- 
sophy, in which he rigidly followed the doctrinee 
of the BtKAat'r this furnished him with that bra^ 
very of soul which he manifested on all occi»- 
sions. His first tampaign was In 681, a^^^nst 
Spartaeua: sfterwarcb fie led 1000 foot Into*

General Hunory of the Empire of the Mogul ;" 
2. " A History of the Fanaticism of some Fro- 
teatant Religions; of Anabapti8m,of Davidism, 
fad of Ouakerism ;'» 3. " A Translation of 
Virgil, with notes critical and historical ;** and 
4. " A Roman Hiatory ;" whieb has been trans- 
utod into several languages, and is reckoned 
his capjtel work. He died in 1737. 

CATTHO, Angelo, was in the service of 
Lewis XL, as astrok^er and physician. He 
pretended to foretell future events, and died in 
1497. 

CATULLUS, Caius Valerius, a Boman poet, 
bora at Verona, 86 B.C. He is far unlike our 
modem poets, who usually comiriain of the coy- 
ness and insensibility of their faif ones; be 
^peaks of his LesAiia, as a woman who asked 
ium, bow many kisses would satisfy bim 7 To 
t^eb be answered, " tliat he desbred as mainr 
aa tbeie are grains of sand in the deserts of Li- 
bra, and stars in the heavens."

CATZ, James, a Dutch statesman, and poet, 
born in Zealand, 1577, died 1660. 

CAULET, Francis Stephen de, a French pre- 
late, who opposed the king's right of disposing 
of ecclesiastical benefices, died in 1680. 

CAULIAC, Guy de, a French anatomist, and 
physician to the popes Ctement VL, abd Urban 

CAVALCANTI, Bartholomew, an Italian, 
who served pope Paul in., in botb military and 
poittical capacities, died Titi 1503. 
. CAVALIER, John, celebrated for his bravery 
in tbe wars of the protestant insurgents, against 
I^wisxnr. He died in 1705. 
, CAVALIERI, Bonaventure, an Italian, pro- 
«»Bor at Bologna, and disciple of Galileo, died 
»al647. 

CAVALLINI, Pietro, a patoter of celebrity 
ttBonie,diedinl364.

CAVE, Dr. William, a learned divine, bom 
1637, died 1713. He was author of some large 
and learned wotlcs,relathig to ecclesiastical an- 
tiquity ; particuterly,"Tbe History of tbe Lives, 
Acts, Deaths, and Martyrdoms, of those who 
were cotemporary with the Apoallea, and of 
the principal Fathera within tbe first three cen- 
turies of tbe Church,** and '« Historia Literaria, 
tfc ;'* in which he gives an exact account of 
all who bad written upon Christianity .^either 
for or against it, from Christ to tbe 14th cen* 
tunr. ' 

CAVE, Edward, bom at Newton, in War- 
wickshire, Feb. 89, 1691, and celebrated for 
having planned and brought to perfection, 
*^he Gentleman's Magazine,** wbidi has been 
published upwards of 90 years, and is consider- 
ed <me of tbe most .successful and lucrative 
periodical woita that history has upon record. 
Mr. Cavo died Jan. 10, 1754. 

CAVEDONE, Jacomo, an Italian painter, 
died in 1660. 

CAVENDISH, Themas, a eelebrated English 
circumnavigator, died about 1593. 

CAVENJDISH, Sir WilUam, bora about 1505. 
Cardinal Wolsey took him Into his splendid 
family, which eonsisledof one eari, nine barons, 
and about 100 knights, gentlemoi, and inferior 
oflicers. He served the cardinal as gentleman- 
usher, and was admitted into more intimacy 
with him than any other servant, and tber^ore 
would not desert btm in bis fkll, but was one of 
tbe few, who stuck dose to him when be bad 
neither oSkce nor salarv to bestow. This singu- 
lar fidelity, joined to his aUlities, recommended 
him to bis sovereign, who received him into his 
own family and servfee. He afterwards held 
birii oflices of state under Edward VI., and 
Mary I., and died in 1557. Sir WiUiam Caven- 
dish wrote the life of bto old master. Cardinal 
Wolsey, and therein gives him a very high cha- 
racter ; affirming that, in his Judgment, he never 
saw Uie kingdom in better obedience and quiet, 
than durincthe time of his authority, nor justice 
better administered. 

CAVENDISH, WiUiam, duke of Newcastle, 
bora ip 159S, died in 1670. He rendered great 
services, in a military capacity to Cbaries I. and 
II. ; and after the restoration, retired to indulge 
his natural disposition in literary pursuits. lie 
wrote a c^cbrated "Treatise on Horseman- 
ship.^* of which a most excellent edition was, 
a few years ago$ printed in En^and ; and four 
comedies. His second wife, Margaret, was a 
woman of great vrit, and aome learning : for. 
besides tbe life of the dulM, and her own, she 
wrote a great number of folio volumes, and pub- 
lished S6 plays. In several of which there are 
scenes and songs written by the duke. Her 
grace died in 16^. 

CAVENDISH, WilDam, first duke of Devon- 
shire, an able statesman, and friend of Lord

CAVENDISH, Lord Frederic, chose a mi) 
itary lift, was a. field, marshal, and died in 1809. 
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CAVBNDI8H, Hon. Henry, a very iageiuoiM 
natural pbiJoiopher, born Oct 10, 1731, died at 
Claphani, Feb. 34, 1810. Though not much 
heard ol in the common paths of liie, he waa 
well known and highly distinguished in the sci 
entific world. He had studied and rendered him 
self familiarly conversant with every pan of 
Sir Isaac Newton's philoisophy ; the principles 
of which he applied, about the year 1770, to an 
investigation or the laws on whlcb the phteno- 
mena of electriclQ' depend. Pursuing the same 
science, on the occasion of Mr. Waish's experi- 
ments with the torpedo, be gave a satisfactory 
explanation of the remarkable powers of elec- 
tric^ fishes ; pointing out that distinction be- 
tween common and animal electricity, which 
has since been amply confirmed by the oriUiant 
discoveries in galvanism. Having turned his 
attention very early to pneumatic chyniistry, be 
ascertained, in 1766, the extreme levity of in- 
flammable air, now called hydrogen gas. On 
this discovery, many curious experiments, and 
particularly that of aerial navigation have been 
founded. In the same path of science, he made 
the important discovery of the composition of 
water, by the union of two airs ; and that laid 
the foundation of the modem system df chy- 
mlstry. which rests principally on this fact, and 
that of the decomposition of water, aimounced 
soon afterwards by M. Lavoisier. As the puri- 
ty of atmospherical air had been a subject of 
controversy, Bfr. Cavendish contrived esfsential 
improvements in the method of performing ex- 
periments with a eudiometer; by means of 
whlcb, he was the first who showed, that the 
proportion of pure air in ^e atmosphere is 
nearly the same in idl open places. The other 
and much larger portion of our atmosphere, he 
sagaciously conjc^stured to be the basis of the 
add of nitre ; an opluion which he soon brought 
to the test, by an Ingenious and laborious ex- 
periment, which completely proved ils truth ; 
whence tms air has now very generally obtain- 
ed the name of nitrogen. Among the labours 
of his latter days, is the nice and difficult ex- 
periment, by whieh he determined the mean 
densityof the earth ; an element of consequence 
in ddicate calculations of astronom v, as well as 
in seological liuiuiries. Even in the last year 
of his life, at the advauced age of 77, he pro- 
posed and described Improvements in the man- 
ner of dividing large astronomical instruments ; 
which, though not yet executed, promise verv 
great advantages. These pursuits, together with 
reading of various kinds, by which he acquired 
a deep Insight into almost every topic of gene- 
ral knowledge, formed the whole occupation of 
his life; and were, in fact, his sole amusement. 
From his attachment to such occupations, and 
the constant resource he found in them, toge- 
' ~1tier with a shyness and diffidence natural to 
his disposition, bis habits had, from early life, 
been secluded. He is said to have led behind 
him 1.900,0001. Mr. Cavendish was great uncle 
to the duke of Devombire. 

CAVOYE, Lewis, marquis de, a French mi- 
litary officer, of great bravery, died in 1716. 

CAUSSIN, mcholas, a French Jesuit, and 
confessor to Lewis XUL, was bom at Troyes, 
in Champagne, in 1560, and died at Paris. July, 
1651. He published, among other works, " The 
Holy Court," a moral work, which has been 
often reprinted, and translated into Latint Ita- 
lian, Spanish, Portuguese, German, and En|^ 
liriti ; and " Sacred Tragedies.'* 
<\VWDREY, Dani£«l, an ejected non-confbrm- 
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ist and a member of the Westminsterassemldjr 
of divines, died ni ltM>4. 

CAWTHOUNE, James, a very agreeable 
poet, bom at Shotfieid, in 1721. In 1743, he was 
ch«)seu maHier ol Tunbidge School; and this 
place he held till liis deaih, which happened by 
a fail from his horse, in 17<il. His poetical com- 
pusitions werecoUected and published in 4lo, in 
1771. 

CAWTON, Thomas, a non conformist, and a 
good Hebrew scholar, died in 1677. 

CAXTON, William, tlie first who introduced 
the art of printing with fusile types into Eng- 
land, was bom in the Weald of Kent, about the 
latter end of the reigtk of Henry IV. Being about 
15, he was put apprentice to Mr. Robert Large, 
a mercer, who, after having been sheriff atul 
mayor of London, died in 1441, leaving by will 
34 marks to his apprentice, William Caxron ; a 
considerable legacy in those days, and an early 
testimony of Caxton's good behaviour andia? 
tegrity.~ ADaxton went abroad to settle the same 
year that bis master died, and was intrusted by 
the mercer's company to be their agent or factor 
in Holland, Zealand, Flanden), &c. In 14«4, a 
commission was granted to him and Richard 
Whitebill, EiMi., by Edward IV., to continue 
and confirm Uie treaty of trade and commerce 
between his majesty and Philip, duke of Bur- 
gundy, or, if they found It necessary, to make a 
new one. They are styled in tlie coiimilssion, 
ambassadors and special deputies. A marriage 
was concluded, in July, 1468, l>etween the king's 
sister, lady Margaret of York, and the duke's 
son, Charles, lie being then duke^ Burgundy; 
and when the lady arrived at the duke's court 
at Bruges^ Caxton appears to have been of her 
retinue. He was now either one of her house- 
hold, or held some constant post under her ; be- 
cause, as he says, he received of ber a yearly 
fee or salary, besides many other good and great 
benefits. Being more expert than most others in 
penmanship and languages, it is higlily probable 
that be was employed by the dutchess in some 
literary way. As soon as be had acquired tbe 
mystery of the new invention of printiiw, (which 
he did not accomplish, he says himself^ without 
great expense,} he was employed by her in trans- 
lating out of French a large volume, and after- 
wards in printing it. It appeared under the title 
of " The Recuyell of the History of TrDyc ;** and 
is the first book, we now know of, that was 

Srinted in the English tongue : the date being 
eptemb^r 19, 1471, at Colcn (Cologne.) By the 
edition of the " Game of Cbess," dated in 1474, 
Caxton appears to have been then settled in 
England ; and this book is allowed, by all the 
t)rpo^phical antiquaries, to have been the first 
specimen of the ari among us ; and aaisuch, has 
been so valued, that it is said, tbe eari of Pem- 
broke, for a fair copy thereof, whieh was given 
him by Mr. Granger, presented him with a purse 
of fordr guineas. The next performance of Cax- 
ton, of which the date is ascertained, la, ** The 
Dictes and Sayinges of the Philosophers, trftns- 
lated out Of French bv Antone erle Ryvyres 
lord Seeries, emprynted by William Caxton, at 
Westmestre, 1477.'* Caxton printed several 
other pieces, either of his own compoeltioD, or 
translated by him. His last work was a trana- 
lation from the French of " The Holy Lives of 
tbe Fathers Herraites living in the Deserta ;*' and 
we are informed by Wynken de Worde,that be 
finished his life and translation together, cm the 
same day, in 1401. 
CATLuS, Anne Claude, Count de, a Fteocfa 
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writer, born atParis. in 1603. Hte chief work 
is, " Recueil d' Antiquites EgypcieiuMb, Eirus 
oues, GrecqoeeiRomainet, «t Gauloisef,*' 7 torn 
fto., 1753-67.

He pub 
liibedgood editions of above 20 hstOn and Greek 
tutbois. ' His works relate chiefly to grammar, 
to geography, to history, and to the oriental hin- 
ruageL Those in geography are weH known as 
c»:alentjielps to the understanding of ancient 
wthois. 

C£LLI£R,Reml, abenedictine of Bar leduc, 
wrote a biographical history, and died in 1761. 

CELUNl, Benevento, a celebrated sculptor 
>ad engraver, of Florence, boru in 1500, died in 
157D, 

CELSUS, Aurelios Cornelius, a philosopher 
ind phjrsician, who flourished under the reigns 
wAngustuB and Tiberius. He wrote upon seve- 
^ lubjects, aa we learn from Quintillian ; upon 
'betoric, for wlkch be is often quoted and com- 
">eoded by this great master ; upon the military 
at; upon agriculture ; and we have still extant 
ofbis ei|^ books " De Medicina,'* which are 
^tten in very fine Latin. 



CEL8U8, an epienrean philasopher of tha 

I ceniury, who wrote a book against the Chria- 
tiaii reUgidn, which was answered by OrifOD. 
The work of Celsus Is lost. 

CELTE8, Conrad, a Latin poet, who died at 
Vienna, in 1506, alter having obtained the la** 
rel. 

CENSORINUS. Appitts Claudius, a RomM 
senator, raised to the throne by his soldierB, in 
270. 

CEN80RINUS, a Reman grammarian of the 
3d ceniury. 

CENTLIVRE, Susannah, a celebrated comic 
writer, who had so eariy a turn for poehry. that. 
aswne of her biographers tells us, she compoeed 
, a song before she was seven years old. She is 
I the author of 19 dramatic pieces, and several 
little poems. Her talent was in corned; 
larly the contrivance of plot^and 
died Dec. 1, 1723. 

CENTORIO, Ascanius anativeof MUan,«Bi- 
nent as a soldier and philoeoplier, lived in the

CERDO^, a heretic of the 9d centiuy, who 
rejected the Old Testament and part of the 
New. 

CERETA, Laura, an Italian ladv, eminent 
for her knowledge of philosophy, and tlie learn- 
ed langua^s, died in 1406. 

CERINl, Giovanni Dominico, an Italian 
painter, wiiose pieces are esteemed ; lie died in 
1681. 

CERINTHUS, a dtoclple of Simon Macus^ 
about A. D. 54, a heretic who denied the divi- 
ni^ of Christ. 

CERISANTES, Mark Duncan de, son of n 
Scotch physician at Saumur; lie was sent am- 
bassador to Turkey by Richelieu, and died in 
1648. 

CERHEN ATI, John de, an Italian historian, 
who published an account of Biilan, from 1307 
to 1313. 

CERR ATO, Paul, a native of HontseRat, of 
the 15th century, be wrote Latin poems. 

CERUTI, Frederic, a native of Verona, and 
an author, died in 1579. 

CERUITI, Joseph Antony Joachim, a Jesuit, 
and professor at Lyons, and a member of the 
national assembly, died in 1792. 

CERVANTES. See SAAVEDRA. 

CERVETTO, an Italian, of extraordhiary 
character in the musical world. He plured the 
bass at Drury-lane Theatre, and died January 
14, 1783, Uk his 103d year. One evening, when 
Mr. Garffck was performing the character of 
Sur John Brute, during the drunkard's muttering 
and doziiif till he falls asleep in the chair, (the 
audience being most profouniBy silent and at- 
tentive to the admirable performer,) Cervetto, 
in the orchestra, uttered a very loud and im- 
moderately-lengthened yawn ! The moment 
Garrick was off the stage, he sent for the mu- 
sician, and with consioeraUe warmth repri- 
manded him for so ill-timed a symptom of som- 
nolency ; when the modem Naso, with great 
address, reconciled Oarrick to him in a trice, by 
sajing, with a shrug, " I beg ten tousand par- 
dons ! but I olwayt do so ven I am ver miueb

CESARINI, Virdnio, a learhed Roman, cbam- 
beriain to Urban VIII., died in 1634. 

CESAROTTI, Melchior, an Italian poet, pro- 
fessor of rbetoric, and afterwards of Greek and 
Hebrew, in Padua, bis native city, died in 1606. 

CESPEDES, Paul, a Spanish painter, of me- 
rit, and a writer, died in 16jD8. 

CEZELI, Constance de, wife of Barri de St. 
Aunez, governor <K Leucate under Henry IV., 
celebrated for ber "bravery. 

CHABANES, James de, a Frenchman, of 
great bravery, who fell at the battle of Pavia, 
in 1535. 

CHAB ANON, N. de, member of the academy 
of belles lettres, and an autbor, died at Paris, in 
1792. 

CH ABOT, Francis, a capacbin, was a violent 
Jacobin, cruel In his sentiments, and was guillo^ 
lined in 1794. 

CHABRIAS, an Athenian general, who took 
Cyprus, and died Sj.* B. C. 

CHABRFT, r titer, an advocate in the parlia- 
ment of Paris, of threat erudition, died in 1785. 

CHABRY, Mark, a distinguished painter and 
eculptor, died at Lyons, in 1727. 

CIlAia, Charles, born at Geneva^ pastor of a 
church at the lla^ne, distinguished as a preacher 
and scholar, died in 1~&S. 

CHAISE, Farlier dc la, a Jesuit, of uncommon 
abilities, and confessor to Louis XIV., born at 
Forez, In the province of Lyons, about 1626. 
The learned Huetius, bishop of Avranchcs, calls 
him " a man incredibly well versed in all parts 
of learning, of philosophy and divinity in par- 
ticular." 

CHALCiDIUS, a Platonic philosopher, of the 
3d century. 

CHALCONDVLES, Laonicus, an Athenian, 
of the 15th century, who wrote a history of the 
Turks. 

CHALCONDYLES, Demetrhas, a native of 
Athens, and one of tliose learned men whom 
rope Nicholas V. sent to Rome to translate the 
Greek authorsinto Latin. Under hislnspection 
and care was first published at Florence, in 
1499, the " Greek Lexicon^' of Suidas. He died 
about 1510. 

CHALES, CJaudius Francis de, a Jesuit, of 
Chamber!, a royal professor at Lyons, and au- 
thor of several works, died in 1678. 

CHALIER, Marie Joseph, a French revolu 
tionist, of sanguinary character; he }vas guillo- 
tined in 1793. 

CHALKLE Y, Thomas, a preacher among the 
Quakers, in Pennsylvania, in 1701, died in Tor- 
tola, while on a visit, in 1741 ; he published 
some works on religion. 

CHALLE, Charles Michael Angelo, a profes- 
sor of painting in the Paris academy, died in 
1778. 

CHALMERS, Lionel, M. D., a learned phy- 
sician, of South Carolina, published several re- 
spectable works on medical subjects, about 1767. 

CHALONER, Sir Thomas, bom at London, 
about 1515. He was much employed in embas- 
sies and negotiations with foreign courts ; and 
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died in 1565, leaving behind him a work called 
"The right ordering of the Engtisb Republic" 
He also diseovered the first alum mines in Eng- 
land. 

CHALONER, Sir Thomas, edneated at Ox' 
ford, was tutor to the prince of Wales, and died 
inlUS. 

CHALONER, James, son of the preceding, 
educated at Oxford, was one of King Charles' 
Judges, and died in Holland, in 1661. 

CHALONER, Edward, head of Alban ball. 
Oxford, a good meacher and learned divine, died 

miess. 

CHALOTAIS, Lewis Rene Caradeue de la, 
known as the author of a woric on the Jeauits, 
died hi 1715. 

CHAMBAUD, Lewis, author of a French 
Dictionary and Grammar, and other useful 
school-books, died in 1776. 

CHAMBERLAINE, Robert, an Englishman, 
and atttbor of several woilu, died in the 17tb 
century. 

CHAMBERLAYNE, Edward, bom atOdmg- 
ton, in Gloucestershire, in 1616, died in 1703. 
He wrote many books ; tbe beat Iniown of which 
is, " Anglios Notitia ; or, tbe Present State of 
England.'* 

CHAMBERLAYNE, John, son of the pre- 
ceding, and continuator of that useful book, 
'' The Present state of England," was bom 
about 1670, and died in 1734, having published 
many ingenious critical, theological, and moral 

CHAMBERS, Shr Robert, a learned Judge, 
educated at Oxford, chief JuffCicein^Bengal. uid 
president €»f tbe Asiatic society, £etf hi laeSi, 

CHAMBERS, Ephraim, autbor of the cele- 
brated Dictionary of Arts and Sciences which 
goes under his name, was bom at Milton, in the 
county of Westmoreland. When he becanae of 
a proper age, he was put apprentice to Mr. Be- 
nex, the globe-makier, a Imsiness which is con- 
nected with literature, and especially with as- 
tronomy and ^grapoy. It was durti^ Mr. 
Chambers^ residence with this skilful mecha- 
nic, that he contracted that taste for science bxiA 
learning, which accompanied him through Ufe, 
and dh^ted all iiis puisuits. It was evea at 
this time that he formed the design ofhis grand 
work, the " CyclopsBdia ;" and some of the first 
articles of it were written liehind the counter. 
He died May 15, 1740. The first edition of tbe 
Cyctopaedia was published in 1728, in 3 vols, 
folio. Another edition, with considerable im- 
provements, by Dr. Rees, was b^un to be pub- 
lished, in weekly numbers, in 1778, and was, in 
1785, completed in 4 vols. January 1, 1809. Dr. 
Rees commenced tbe pablioation of :an edition 
still farther enlarged, which has been recently 
completed in 45 vols. 4to.; most highly adorned, 
and fully illustrated, by engraviagB,,in a style 
of excellence well suited to the exalted merit of 
the work itself; which is at once an ornament 
to its editor, and to the country. 

CHAMBERS, Sir William, an eminent archi- 
tect, whose name will be transmitted to late 
posterity as the builder of that great national 
ornament, Somerset Place. This superb struc- 
ture was begun in 1776, and inhabited in 178S. 
Sir William was by birth a Swede, but was 
brought over to England at two years of ase. 
He wrote an excellent *^ Treatise on Civil A3t- 
chitecture," a " Dissertation on Oriental Gar- 
dening," published ** Designs for Chinese Build- 
ings," Ace, and died March 8, 1796. 
{ CHAMIER, Daniel, a French protestant, pro* 
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feasor of divinity at Montauban. He drew up 
the fiunous ^ict of Nantes, and was killed in 
1621. 

CHAMILLARD, Stephen, a Jesuit, of Bour- 
gM, aninem as a scholar and antiquary, died in 
\r». 

CHAHILLART, Michael de, an excellent 
biaiard player, was promoted to high offices of 
state by Lewis XIV., and died in 17S1. 

CHAUOUSSET, Charles Humbert Pierron 
de, Judge in the parliament of Paris, a man of 
unirereal benevolence, died in 1T73. 

CHAMP AGN|:, PhiUpof. a celebrated painter, 
boni at Brussels, in 1603, died in 1674. 

CHAMPAGNE, John Baptiste de, bom at 
firoMeis, was professor of the academy of paint- 
iuc It Paris, and died in 1683. 

CHAMPEAUX, or CAMPELLENSIS, Wil 
Ham de. professor of nbilosoiAy at Paris, where 
Abdard was hispapU, died in U21. 

CHAMPFORl^ N., a Parisian, deviited to 
literatare, and a friend of the revolution. He 
dotmd himself in 1794. 

CHAlfPIER, Syraphorien. Camperius, or 
Ctrnpeniis, a Frenchman, and physician to the 
dake of Lorraine, died in 1540. 

CHAMPION, Joseph, an Englishman, emi- 
Beat u apenman. ' 

CHABfPLAIN, Samuel de, a Frenchman, 
Fcnt on a vovage of discovery to America by 
Henry IV. An American lake bears his name, 
lie died in 1635. 

CHAMPMESLE, Mary Desmares de, a French 
tctren of celebrity « died in 1606. 

CHANCELLOR, Richard* a celebrated Eng- 
lish navigator, was engaged in an exploring 
voyMe, in 1533. 

CHANDLER, Mary, an English lady, distin- 
gtiisbed t^ ber talent for poetry, horn at Mahnes- 
bary, in WUtshiire, in 1687, died September 11, 
1745. 

CHANDLER, Samuel, an eminent dissenting 
minister and theolmrical writer, bom at Hun- 
?erford, Berks, in 1603, died in 1766. 

CHANDLER, a native of England, and a

ces, and died in 1634. 

CHAPMAN, Dr. John, an eminent English 
divine, critic, and vindicator of the Christian 
religion, against Morgan, Tindal, and others, was 
born in 1704, and died 1784. 

CHAPMAN, William, an Englidiman, wlio, 
among many other nsefol discoveries and im- 
provements, was the^fiist who, about 1758, gave 
the idea, and at sea established by practice, the 
invaluable secret of making salt water fresli. 
He died at Newcastle, Oct., 1793. 

CHAPMAN, George, a schoolmaster at Dal- 
keith, and afterwards at Dumfries, author of 
several works on educatirai. died in 1806. 

CHAPPE D'AUTEROCHE, John. Vid. AU- 
TEROCHE. 

CHAPONE, Hester, an elegant English poet, 
and moral writer, bora of a respectable North- 
amptonshire famify, of the nameof Mulso,Oct. 
27, 17S7. Her pen was always directed to mo- 
ral purposei; and virtae, far ftom showing re- 
pulsive austerity in her representations, was dis- 
tinguished by endearing graces. She will long 
be distinguished on the rolls of literature for her 
" Letters on the Improvement of the Mind, 
addressed to a Young Lady," 2 vols. 12mo, 
1773, and " Miscellanies in Prose and Verse," 
]2mo, 1775. Mrs. €. died at Hadley, in Middle- 
sex, Dec. 25, 1801. 

CH APPEL, William, a very learaed and pi- 
ous divine, bishop of Cork, Ciovne, and Ross, 
in Ireland, boro at Leiington, in Nottingham- 
sblre, m 1582, died 1649. He published, the year 
before his dcalli, " Methodus Condonandi ;" 
that is, ** T^ Method of Preaching ;" which, 
for its nsefhln^BSt was translated into English. 
To thiff.bish6p, among other divines, has been 
ascribed the oofflpoeSuon of that excellent book, 
" The Whole Duty of Man." 

CHAPUZEAU, SamueL a native of Geneva, 
and preceptor to William IlL, of England, died 
in 1701. 

CHARAS, Moses, a physician, at Paris, well 
known as an author, died in 1698. 

CHARDIN, Sir John, a famous voyager, was 
born at Paris, hi 1643, but went to London upon 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes, in 1685. 
He went to Persia and the East Indies, and traf- 
Ocked in jewels. Charles II., king of England, 
conferred upon him the honour of knighthood. 
He died at London, in 1713. His ** Voyages" 
have alwfiys been much esteemed, as very cu- 
rious and very trae. 

CHARELON, a Jesuit missionanr, employed 
many years among the Indians in Michigan. 

CHARENTON, Joseph Nicholas, a French 
Jesuit, and missionary to China, for 15 years ; 
he died in 1735. 

CHARES, a Grecian statuary, who immor- 
talized hiMsielf by the Colossus of the Sun, at 
Rhodes, which has been reckoned one of the 
seven wonders of the world. 

CHABETTE DE LA COINTRIE, Francis 
Athanasius de, a French royalist, who signal- 
ized himself by an able resistance against the 
republican forces, in la Vendee ; he was taken 
and shot in 1796. 

CHARITON, a native of Cyprus, and an au- 
thor, in the 4th century. 

CHARKE, Charlotte, was youngest daughter 
of Colley Cibber, the actor, and afterwards po- 
et laureat. At eight years old she was put to 
school, but had an education more suitahle to a 
boy than a giri^ and as she grew up, followed 
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Ibe saitie plan, beinc more frequently to the 
■UMe than iu tbe bedcbainber, and uiistress ot 
tbe curryeomb, tbouRb Ignorant of tbe needle. 
Her adventures during tbe remainder of ber life, 
we nocbing but one variegated scene of distress 
w, of a kind wliicb no one can be a stranger 
to, wbo bas either seen, or read accounts of 
those most wretcbed of all buman beings, tbe 
members of a mere strolUng company of actors. 
In 1755 rile went to London, where she publish- 
ed the " Narrative of ber own Life ;'* to which 
death put a period, and at tbe same time, loone 
continued course of misery, tbe Inevitable con- 
■equence of folly, imprudence, and abaunUty, 
in 1759. 

CHARLEMAGNE, or CHARLES L, kbig of 
France by succession, and emperor of tbe West 
fay conquest, la 800, (which laid the foundation 
or tbe dynasty of the Western Franks, who 
ruled tbe empire 472 years, tin the time of Ro- 
dolphus Ausperien8is,tbe founderof the bouse 
of Austria.) Charlemagne was as illustrious 
in the cabinet as fn tbe field ; amLtbough he 
could not write bis name, was tbe pAron of men 
of letters, the restorer of learning, and a wise 
legislator ; he wanted only tbe vljftue of huma- 
nity to render him the most accomfdished of 
men ; but when we read of bis beheading 4500 
Baions, solely for their loyalty to their prince, 
in opposing his conquests, we cannot think be 
merits the extravagant encomiums bestowed on 
him by some historians. He died in 814, in the 
74th year of his age. 

CHARLES IL, sumamed the Bald, succeeded 
to the French crown in 840, was elected empe- 
ror by the pope and tbe Roman people, in 875, 
and poidoned in 877. 

CHARLES III., or Simple, succeeded to tbe 
throne of France in 893< He was unequal to 
the government (tf a kingdom, and at last died 
in prison, in 929. 

CHARLES IV., the Fair, succeeded to tbe 
French throne in 132S, and died in 1328. 

CHARLES v., or Wise, succeeded to the 
throne of France in 1364. By his llbliities and 
courage, tbe English were dispossessed of nearly 
all theirprovinccs in France. He died In 1380. 

CHARLES VL. succeeded to the French 
throne in 1.180- His inexperience, and a civil 
war, weakened the kingdom, and the defeat at 
Agincourt, completed his misfortunes. He died 
in 1423. 

CHARLES VIl., sumamed tbe Victorious, 
succeeded to the throne in 1422. ^ his great 
vigour and activity, he drove tbe English from 
his kingdom, and died in 1461. 

CHARLES VnT.,caIIed tbe Affable, ascend- 
ed tbe throne in 1483. After having conquered 
Italy, and being crowned king of Naples, and 
emperor of Constantinople, be wa6 driven into 
France, and died in 1498. 
<?HARLES IX., ascended tbe throne in 1560.1

I'heresa, and died in 1745. 

CHARLES I., kii« of Spain, was Charlea V^ 
emperor of Germany. 

CHARLES II., son and successor of Pbilip 
IV , of Spain, in 1(MS, was the lastof tbe eldest 
branch of Austrian princes wlio reigned In 
Spahi. He died in 1700. 

CHARLES IIL, king of Spain, son of Philip 
v., was a monarch of abihty and virtue: be 
died in 1780. 

CHARLES I., king of England, ascmded tbe 
throne in 1025. His reign was turbulent, and in 
the civil wars he was defected. He Was at laat 
tried before a self-created court of his subjects, 
and condemned, and executed, in 1648. 

CHARLES 11., king of England, was in Hol- 
land at the time of tbe death of Charles I., and 
was restored to the throne in 1660. He wanted 
the virtues of bis fatherv«nd was Ucentious and 
immoral ; he died in iea5. 

CHARLES GUSTAVUS X. ascended the 
throne of Sweden in 1654. He was a prudent 
and warlike monarch, and died in 1660. { 

CHARLES XI., son and successor of the pre- ' 
ceding, was successful in war, and respected ai 
a just prince ; he died in 1697. 

CHARLES Xn., of Sweden, was born June 
27, 1682. and set off in the style, and with the 
spirit of Alexander the Great His preceptor 
asking him what hetbongbt of that hero?. " I 
think,'* says Charles, " that I Bbould choose to 
be like him." " Aye, but,'* said'the tutor, " he 
only lived 32 years.'' "Oh," Answered the 
prince, " that is long enough, when a man has 
conquered kingdoms.'* Impatient to reign, lie 
caused liimselt'to be declared of age at 15; and, 
at his coronation, he snatclied tbe crown from 
tbe archbishop of Upsal, and put it upon his 
head himself, with an air of grandeur that 
struck the people. His whole reign was one 
continued scene of warfare, and concludt'd at 
the siege of Fredericksball, in Norway, Decem- 
ber, 1718 ; where, as he was visitiiu; the works 
of his engineers by star-light, he was struck upon 
the head by a ball, and killed upon the spot 
He might be called tbe Quixolte of the north, 
carrying all the virtues of the hero to an excess, 
which made them as dangerous and pemicioni 
as the opposite vices.

Cmelty and artifice marked his con 
diet ; be died in 1387. 

CHARLGS MARTBL, son of Pepin Heristal, 
ud duke of Austrasia, conquered Prance, de 
ieaned and slew 375,000 of tbe Saracens, and 
dl<!d{n74L 

CHARLES, duke of Burgundy, sumamed the 
Warrior, was generally successrul, but at last 
aiain, in 1477. 

CHARLES, count of Flanders, in 1119. He 
was benevolent and virtuous, but was slain in 
1124. 

CHARLES L, duke of Lorraine, claimed the 
FmKb crown, but was defeated, and died m 994. 

CHARLES II., duke of Lorraine, a prudent 
■nd warlike prince, died in 1430. 

COARLES IV., duke of Lorraine, was fond 
of mmtarv glory, but lost his dominions, and 
died io 1675: 

CHARLES v., ofLorraine, nephew of Charles 
IV., entered the service of the emperor Leo- 
ffM, and acquired great military renown ; he 
died in 1690. 

CHARLES ALEXANDER, of Lorraine, 
grandson of Charles V., was general of the im- 
perial armies, and a brave warrior ; be died in 
1780. 

CHARLES EUANUBL. duke of Savoy, 
sarnamed the Great, an ambitious prince, and 
brar* warrior, died in 1630. 

CHARLES EMANtTEL 11., son of Victor 
Amadeus L, and duke of Savoy, in 1638. He 
was an amiable and benevolent prince, and died 
ial675. 

CHARLES EMANUEL HI., son of Victor 
Amadeus II., duke of Savoy, in 1730. He was 
ig^>od prince, and died in 1773. 

CHARLES EDWARJD, grandson of James 
n.,of Ei^and, known as the Pretender, landed 
in SooUand, in 1745, and defeated the British 
tro<^ but was afterwards defeated, and re- 
lumed to FVance, where he died in 1788. 

CARLETON, Walter, an English physician 
of eminence, died in 1707. 

CHARLEVAL, Charles Paucon de Rey, lord 
of, a French author of genius, who died in 1693. 

CHARLEVOLK, Peter Francis Xavier de, a 
learned Jesuit, celebrated for bis travels, died in 
176L 

CHARIOS, a physician at Rome, under Nero. 

CHARNACB, Hercules Girard, baron de, 
tm ambtasador to Sweden by Richelieu, died 
inl637. 

CHARNOCK, John, bom November 38, 1756, 
^tered a gentleman-commoner of Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford, 1774. died in the King's Bench pri- 
•oa, May 16, 1807; leavios^ behind him, among 
ojjerworks, " Bingraphia Navalls;**'6 vols. 8vo. 
"Hkc; " A History of Marine Architecture," 
3»ol^4!»,, 1802; and a " Life of Lord Nelson," 
ivW. Bin father, who was a man of large for- 
Jnae, totally foruook him in his distress ; but 
•oried him, with s^reat ceremony and expense, 
^ Ua, near Blackheath, in the same gra^ 
»Wch, wlthfai two years .al\er, received both his 
wber and mother. 

CHARNOCK, Stephen, an eminent divine 
*"J^the Presbyterians and independents, who 
pgOrfiod his works in 2 vote. foUo, and died in 
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CHARNOIS, N. Vacheur de, the author of 
Isorae popular runutnces, was barbarously mur- 
dered at Pads, in 1793. 

CHARONDA8, a legislator, bom in Sici^, 
flouiished about 400 B. C. 

CH ARPENTIER, Francis, dean of the French 
academy, a man of learning and abilities, died 
in 1702. 

CHARRIER, Hark Anthony, a French hiw- 
yer, and member of the states general, in 1789, 
who boldly denounced all innovations. He was 
condemned to death, in 1794. 

CHAR RON, Peter, born at Paris, in 1541, died 
in 1603. He wrote a book called '* Les Trois 
Vcritfcs," The Three Truths, which he pub- 
lished in 1594. These three truths are the fol- 
lowing: 1. That there is a God and a true reli- 
gion ; 2. That of all religions the Christian is 
the only true one ; 3. That of all the Christian 
communions, the Roman Catholic is the only 
true chureh. His celebrity, however, was ee- 
tablished by bis " Books of Wisdom," which 
have been twice translated into English. 

CHARTIER, Alan, secretary to Charles VI. 
and VII., of France, acquired great celebrity as 
a writer, and died in 1449. 

CHARTIER, Hene, a physician to the French 
king, and editor of the works ef Hippocrates and 
Galen, in the 17th century. 

CHASSENEUX, Bartholomew de, president 
of the parliament of Provence, who Imldly op- 
posed the prosecution of the Vaudois. He waa 
poisoned In 1541. 

CHASTEL, John, the son of a woollen-dra- 
per at Paris, who attempted to kill Henry IV., 
of France, December ^, 1594. This prince, 
having taken a journey to the borders of Artuis, 
had returned to Paris that very day. He was 
in the chamber of his mistress, Gabriella d'Ea- 
tree, who lived then at the hotel de Bouchage ; 
and as he was going to «mbrace Montigni, he 
was struck in his under Up with a knife, which 
broke a tooth in his mouth. John Chastel, who 
gave him that blow, and designed to cut bis 
throat, was tlien but 18 or 19 yeara old. He had 
no sooner given it, than he dropped his knife, 
and hid himself in the crowd. Every body stood 
amazed, being at a loss to know who the villain 
was : and he was likely to escape ; but some- 
body happened to cast an eye upon him, and he 
was taken at a venture ; the wildness of his 
look, as it Is said, betra3ring him. He was sen- 
tenced to death by a decree of the parliament, 
December 39, 1594, and suffered the same day 
by the light of flambeaux. Being drawn on a 
sledge to la Place de GrSve, (a place of execu- 
tion like Tyburn, in England,) he there had the 
flesh of his arms and thighs torn off with red- 
hot pincers ; and his right hand, in which he 
held the knife wherewith he endeavoured to 
commit the murder, cut off; afterwards his 
body was drawn and quartered by tour horses 
pulling several ways, and his members and 
corpe thrown into (he fire, and burnt to ashes, 
and the ashes thrown up Into the air. 

CHASTBLAfN, Claude, a French ecdetia*- 
tic and author, died in 1713. 

CHASTELLUX, Francis John, marquis de, 
field marshal of France, served in America, ia 
the war of the revolution, was known as an au- 
thor, and died in 1788. 

CHAT DE RA8TIGNAC, Raymond de, a 
brave French officer, killed in 1096. 

CHAT DE RASTIGNAC, Lewis Jameede, 
of the same family, wis bishop of Toora; to 
dicd.io 1750. 
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CHATEAUBRIAND, Frances d« Foix, wife 
of tbe count of that name, and mistreaa of Fran- 
ciiL: she died in 1537. 

CHATEAU BRUN, John Baptist Vivien de, 
of Angouleme, eminent as a dramatic writer, 
died in 1775. 

CHATEAURENARD. Francis Lewis Roua- 
selet, count de, an admiral of France, distin- 
guished for his courage, died in 1716. 

CHATEL, Tanneguy de, a French seneral,| 
was intrusted with important embassies, and 
died in 1449. 

CHATEL, Peter du, or CASTELLANUS, 
educated at Dijon, was a learned Grecian scho- 
lar; he died in 1553. 

CHATEL, Francis du, a Dutch painter, of 
the 17th century. 

CHATELARD, N. du, a French ^ntleman, 
passionately fond of Mary, queen of Scots. 

CHATELET, Paul du Hav, lord de, a man 
of integrity, and an author, died in 1636. 

CHATELET, Gabrielle Emilie, marchioness 
de, a most illustrious Itech writer on philo- 
sophical subjects, in whfeb she is stid to have 
rivalled Leibnitz and Newton. She wrote " In- 
stitutes of Physics," a work considered as 
masterpiece of eloquence and~ reasoning, being 
a commentary on Leibnitz's philosophy. This 
learned lady was born in Picardy, in 1706, and 
died in 1749. 

CHATTERTON, Thomas, a most astonish- 
ing genius, born at Bristol, November 20, 1752, 
and educated at a charity-school on St. Augus- 
tin'a Back, where nothing more was taught than 
reading, writing, and accounts. At 14 years of 
age, he was articled clerk to an atte^rney at 
Bristol, with whom he continued about three 
years; and, though his education yraa thus 
confined, he discovered an early turn toward 
poetry and English antiquities, and particular- 
ly toward heraldry. In April, 1770, he left 
Bristol, disgusted with his profession, and irre- 
eoncileable to the line of life in which he was 
plaeed ; and going to London, in hopes of ad- 
vancing his fortune by his pen, he sank at once 
from the sublimity of his views to an absolute 
dependence on the patronage of booksellers. 
He continued to write incessantly in various 
periodical publications; but all these exertions 
of hid genius brought in so little profit, that he 
was soon reduced to the extremest indigence ; 
so that, at last, oppressed with poverty and dis- 
ease, in a fit of despair, he put a period to his 
existence, August, 1770, with a dose of poison. 
In 1777, were published, in one vol. 8vo., " Poems 
snpposed to nave been written at Bristol, by 
Thomas Rowley and others, in the 15th centu- 
ry: the greatest part now first published from 
the most authentic copies, with an engraved 
specimen of one of Uie MSS. To which are 
added, a preface, an introductory account of 
the several pieces, and a glossary." And, in 
1778, were published, in one vol. 8vo., " Miscel- 
lanies in Prose and verse, by Thomas Chatter- 
ton, the supposed author of the Poems published 
under the names of Rowley, Ace.*' Concerning 
the authenticity of the poems under the name 
of Rowley, (that is, whether they were really 
written by a person of that name, or were oidy, 
what tbey are now generally supposed to be, 
the forgeries of Chatterton,) there long existed 
a migh^ controversy ; and the war among the 
eritics has even now scarcely subsided. An 
edition of Chatterton's Poems was published by 
Mr. Sooth^, 3 vols. 8vo., 1803. 

CHAUCER, Geoffrey, one of the greatest, as 
iveU ae most ancient of the English poets, was 
120 
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lx>m in London, in 13S8. He was educated at 
Cambridge, where he resided in his I8th srear, 
when he wrote ** the Court of Love," and some 
other {rfeces. His distinguiBhed accomplish- 
ments, Iwth of body and mind, gained him the 
friendship of many persons of distinction, by 
whom he was drawn to court; and, in 1368, he 
was madegentlemaa of the king's privy cham- 
ber. In 1383, having given offence to the clergy, 
by adopting many of Wickliffe's tenets, he was 
obliged to quit the kingdom ; and in Hainault, 
France, and Zealand, he wrote most of bis 
books. His necessities forcing him to return to 
England, he was discovered, seized, and sent to 
prison. But, upon discovenng all he knew of 
the late transactions in the city, he was dis- 
charged. This confession brought upon him a 
heavy load of calumny. To give vent to Iris 
sorrow at this time, he wrote his "Testament 
of Love," in imitation of" Boethiua de Conso- 
latione Philosophis," and not long after, his 
admirabie "Treatise on the Astrolabe." He 
died October 35, 1400, and was buried at West- 
minster Abbey, in the great south cross aisle. 
His " Canterbury Tales," the most considerable 
of his works, have been incomparably well pub- 
lished by Mrl Tyrwhitt 

CHAUMETTE, Peter Gaspard; aAer guiding, 
with Hobert, the sanguinary multitude of Paris, 
he was guillotined by Robespierre, in 1794. 

CHAUMONT, Joseph, an Italian Jesuit, mis- 
sionary among the Indians in North America. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles, a non- conformist di^ 
vine, emigrated to America, l>ecame president 
of Harvard College, and died in 1671. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles, D. D., descendant of 
the preceding, minister of the first church in 
Boston, eminent for his learning, and auUior of 
numerous publications, died in 1787. 

CHAUJfCEY, Ichabod, a non-conformist 
ejected from his living, died in 1691. 

CHAUNCEY, Maurice, a catholic, confessor 
to queen Marv, and a historian, died in 1581. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles. L. L. D., an eminent 
lawyer, was secretary of state, and afterwards 
a judge of the superior court in the state of 
Connecticut; he died in 1822. 

CHAUNCY, Sir Henry,an eminent antiquary, 
author of " The Antiquities of Hertfordshire,'" 
folio. This work, which is much esteemed, and 
now become very scarce, was published in 1700, 
in which year also its author died. 

CHAUSSE, Michael Angelo de la, a learned 
antiquary, of Paris, and an author of tbe 17fh 
century. 

CHAUVEAU, Francis, a celebrated painter 
and engraver, of Paris, who died in 1676. 

CHAUVEAU, Rene, son of the preceding, 
distinguished as a sculptor, died in 17^ 

CH AUVIN, Stephen, a French protestant di- 
vine, bom 1640, died 1725. His principal litera. 
ry productions were, " A Lexicon Phitosopbi- 
cum," and a new " Journal des 6a vans.'* 

CHAZELLES, John Matthew, a celebrated 
French mathematician, who died in 17J0. 

OHECCLEY, Samuel, minister in Boston, 
was a plain and evangelical preacher ; be died in 
17l». . 

CHEEVER, Samuel, first minister of Mai^ 
blehead ; died in 1724. ' He bad preached 50 
years. 

CHEEVER, Ezekiel, an eminent instmcter, 
at New-Haven, Ipswich, and Charlestown ; atao 
a poet; be died in 1708. 

CHEKE, Sir John, preceptor to Edward TL 
and a critical writer on Greek Utomtnre, bom 
at Cambridge 1514, diedlSin'. 
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CHEFONTAINES, Clirfatopherde, a French- 
nua, made arcbbishop of Cesaria by Gregory 
XUL, a learned man, died in 15dS. 

tH£LONIS, daughter of Leonidas, king of 
?partx 

CilEMIN, Catharine du, a French lady, ce-] 
ebrited for painting flowers ; she died in 1696. 
CilEMINAIS, Timoleon, a celebrated preach 
r amonc the French Jesuits, died in 1090. 
ClIiuHNlTZ, Martin, a Lutheran divine,bom 
tiBritzen, in Braudeaburgh, in 1582. His " £x- 
iminiuion of the council of Trent** has been 
uaffldo^ a very masterly performance. 
CBCMiNITZ, Boreslaua PhUip, a German, 
muuellor of state to the queen of Sweden, and 
in autiior. He died in 1678. 
CH£R[LUS, a6i«ek poet, intimate with He- 
odonw. 

CH£J10N, Elizabeth Sophia, daughter of 
r^nch painter, who obtained celebrity by her 
aril, and died in 1711. 

CHERON, Lewis, brother of the preceding, 
'i*i of the same profession, died in 1713. 
IHERUBIN, Father, a capuchin friar of the 
'III centttry, was a mathematician and pliiloso- 
ilier. 

( HGSELDEN, WiUiain,an eminent English 
arseoQ aad anatomist, bom atSomerby, in Lei- 
^:erehire, 166B. So early as the age of SQ, he 
t:ad lectures tn anatimiy : of which tlte " Syl- 
tbus" was first prhited in 1711, and afterwardii 
:m«xed to his " Anatomy of the Human Body,'* 
rutted first in 1713, 8vo. But what he more 
articuiarty attended to, was the operation of 
utting for tbe stone. In 1722, lie gained great 
eputation in this way ; and tlie year after, pub- 
^aed his "Treatise on the High Oiieration lor 
ue Stone.** In 1728, he immurtalizcd himself 
>y eivlng i^ight to a lad near 14 years ukl, who 
lai] been totally blind from his birth, by the clo-

CHESNE, Andre du, called the father of

CHEW, Benjamin, a native of Manrland, wai 
chief Judge of the supreme court Of Fennsylva^ 
nia, and afterwards president of the high court 
of appeals in that state ; he died hi 18ia 

CRBYNB, Geoife, a celebrated phyaidta, 
born of a renectable fiunily, in Scotland, 1671( 
and educated at Edinburgb* under Dr. ntcairn. 
He paased liis youth in dose study and great ab* 
stemiousness : but coming to London when a- 
bout 30, and finding the Iwttie companions, tbe 
younger gentry and free-livers, to be the most 
easy aS' aocess, and most susceptible of friend- 
ship, be changed his course with a view to force 
a trade, till he at length grew excenively fat, 
short-breathed, lethargic, and listless, and swell- 
ed to such an enormous sbEO^ that he exceeded 
32 stone in weight. Having tried all the power 
of medicine in vain, he resolved at last to use a 
milk and vegetable diet, which removed hia 
complaints. His size was reduced to almost 
one third ; he recovered his strencth, activity, 
and cheerAdness, with the free and perfect use 
of his faculties, and by a regular observance of 
this regimen reached a ouiture period ; for be 
died at Bath, In his 79d year. He wrote among 
other thinss, *' An Essay on Health and Long 
Life ;*' " An Essay on the true Nature and due 
Method of treating the Gout;" " A new Theory 
of acute and slow ciHitinued Fevers ;" " Philo- 
sophical Principles (^RettglonJ^atural and Re- 
vealed, in two parts ;** '* The English Malady ; 
or a l*reatiBe of Nervous Diseases of all kinds., 
in tliree parts.*' 

CHE VNF.L, Francis, a non-conformist physi- 
cian and controversial writer ; he wrote chiefly 
against Cliillingworth : he was bora at Oxford, 
1608, and died 1665. 

CHIABRERA, GabrieOo, an ItaUan poet of 
note, died in 1638. 

CHIARL Joseph, a historical painter, of Rome, 
died in 1727. 

CHI A VISTELLI, Jacob, a perspective pain^ 
tor, of Florence, died in IGm. 

CHICHELY, or CKICHLEY, Heniy, arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, was bora at Higham Fec^ 
rers, in Northamptonshire ; he foimded and en- 
dowed .All Souls' CoUege, Oxford, and died 
April 12, 1443. 

CHICHERLT, Sir Henry, Ueutenantgovernor 
of the colony of Virghiia; repeatedly, in the 
absence of the governor, at the head or the go- 
vernment, which he admbiistered withfidell^. 

CHICOYNEAU, Francis, physician to the 
French king, contended that the plague was noC 
contagious : he died in 1753. 

CHICOYNEAU, Francis, son of the preced- 
ing, professor and chancellor of tbe nnfversitjr 
of Montpelier^ died in 1740. 

CHIFFLET, Jbhn James, a Frenchman, phy- 
sician to Philip IV. of Spain. 

CHILD, Sir Josiah, author of a well-writteB 

Essay on Trade,'* was bora 1630, and died

CHILLINGWORTH, William, a divine of 
the church of England, celebrated for bis skill 
in defendipg the cause of protestants against pa- 
pists, bom at Oxford, 1602, died 1644. His most 
important work is, " A free Inquiry into Reli- 
gion." 

CUILMEAD, Edmnnd, was ejected from his 
livi^, and died in 1G54. 

CHlLO, one of the seven wise men of Greece, 
died 507 B. C 

CHILPERICI., yonng€^8on of Clotaire I., 
succeeded to the kingdom <>f6oi8gons,tn 551, was 
a wicked and cruel monarch, and was assassin- 
ated in 584. 

CHELPERIC U., son of Childcrlc II, succeed- 
ed Dagubert III., in 715. He lost bis throne, 
and died in 720. 

CHINE NOIJNG, emperor of China, about 
2837 B. C, itistructed his subjects in various 
arts. 

CHING, or XI-HOAM-TI, emperor of China, 
about 240 B. C , is said to have built the great 
Chinese wall. 

CHIRAC, Peter, physician to the French 
king, was an author, and died in 1732.

CHOMEL, Peter John Baptist, physician to 
the French king, and a« author, died in 1740. 

CHOPIN, RenA, a distinguished lawyer, of 
Antou,diedinlfi03. 

CHORIER, Nicholas, advocate in the par- 
liament of Grenoble, and an author, died in 1602. 

CHOSROES, I., the Great, king of Persia, 
in 531, was defeated by the Romans, and died 
of vexation, in 579. 

CHOSROES II., succeeded to the Persian 
throne in 590. By the aid of the Romans, he 
conquered ^gypt, Africa, and Juds', he died 
in 627. 

CHOUET, John Robert, a native of Geneva 
and prollBssor of philosophy at Saumur, of dis 
tinguished talents, died in 1731. 

CHOUL, William du, a French antiquary, 
of Lyons, published a valuable work, in 1556. 

CHRISTIE, Hugh, roaster of the grammar- 
school at Montrose, in Scotland, wrote a *' Latin 
Grammar,** and an " Introduction to the mak- 
ing of Latin," both of which are much esteemed, 
and died in 1774. 
1^2 
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CHRISTIERN I., king of Denmark, succeea 
ed Christopher of Bavaria, in 1448. He Mras a 
popular monarch, and died in 1481. 

CHRISTIERN II., sumamed the Cruel, as- 
cended the Danish throne in 1513, and was elect- 
od king of Sweden, in 1520. He was expelled 
from the throne, and died in prison, in 1559. 

CHRISTIERN HI., successor of Frederic I., 
in 1534 : he embraced the opinions of LtUtber, 
and died in 1559. 

CHRISTIERN IV., ascended the Danisli 
throne in 1588. He was an able and bene vcrfent 
monarch, and died in 1648. 

CHRISTIERN V., succeeded to the thrcme in 
1670 ; he was 9 warlike prince, and died in IG99. 

CHRISTINA, queen of Sweden, and datigb^ 
ter of Gustavus Adolphus the Great, bom D^. 
8, 1626. She succeeded him in the government 
of the kingdom, in 1633, and ruled it witti great 
wisdom and prudence, till 1654, when slie re- 
signed it in favour of her cousin, Cliarles Crua- 
tavus. She then changed her religion for that 
of the Romish church, and retired to Rome ; 
yet upon the death pf Charles Gustavus, Mrhleh 
happened in 1660, site returned to Sweden, vritb 
an intent to resume the government. But this 
could not be admitted, becmise, by ttie laws and 
constitution of the laud, Romnu Catholics are 
excluded from the crown. She died at Rome, 
in 1669. She was a woman of uncommon parts, 
and as uncommon learning ; for she understood 
several languages, and was a perfect mistress 
in the belles Icttrcs. 

CHRISTOPHERSON, John, alt English pre- 
late, and master pf Trinity College, Cambridge, 
in queen Mary's reign. 

CHRYSf FPUS, a celebrated stoic philosopher, 
born at Soli, a city of Cificia, wrote a great ma- 
ny books, above 700, as we are told, several of i 
which belonged to logic. He died in the 14341 { 
Olympiad ; aiid had a monument erected to iiin 
among tliosc of the illustrious Athenians. 

CHRYSOLORAS, Emanuel, a learned Qreek, 
ambassador to England, from John PaIaK>loinis, 
died in 1415. ^ ^ 

CHRYSOSTOM, John, so called ttom his 
eloquence, was bom at Antioch, of a noble fa- 
mily, about 354, consecrated bishop of Constan- 
tinople, tn 398, and died 407. The worlcs of this 
father are very voluminous. 

CHUBB, Thomas, bom at East Hambam, 
near Salisbury, Wilts, 1679. He was bred a 
plover, but became tolerably versed in nixube- 
matjcs, geography, and many otlier branches of 
.science. But divinity above all was his favour- 
ite study ; and it is said, that a little society viras 
formed at Salistmry, under the management and 
direction of Chubb, for the purpose of debating 
upon religious subjects. Here the Scriptures 
are reported to have hmn read uitder tite guid- 
ance of some commem^r; and eveiy man de- 
livered his sentiments upon all points neely, and 
without reserve. About this time, the contro- 
versy upon the Trinity, was carried on very 
warmly between Clarke and Waterland ; and, 
falling undo' the cognizance of this theological 
assembly, Chubb, at the request of the mem- 
bers, drew up and arranged his sentiments about 
it, in a kind of dissertation ; which, after it had 
undergone some correction, appeared to the 
world under the title of " The Supremacy of 
the Father asserted, &c.,*' and gained him great 
celebrity. He died at Salisbury, in his 68th 
year, leaving behind him 3 vols, of posthumous 
works, which he calls " A Farewell to his Read- 
er ;*' from which we may fairly form this judg- 
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luent of bia opinions : *^ tbat be bad little or no 
belief of revelation ; indeed be plainly rejects 
tlie Jewish revelation, and consequently tbe 
Christian wbicb is founded upon it ; tbat be dis- 
claims a future judgment, and is very ubcertain 
as to any future state of existence ; that a par- 
licuJar Providence is not deducible from the 
pbopuomena of tJie world, and, therefore, tbat 
prayer cannot be proved a duty,*' &c. ice. 

CHUDLEIGH, Lady Mary, a poet and mis- 
cellaneouB writer, bom at Winslodert ^^ Oevon- 

' shire, in 1656, died 1710. 

I CHURCH, Benjamin, distinguished by bis ex- 
ploits in tbe Indian wars, in.^iew England. He 
commanded tbe party tbat killed the f^ous 
Pbiliu, and died in im 

CHURCHILL, Sir Winston, known as the fa- 
ther of the great duke of Marlborough, died 1688. 
CHURCHILL, John, duke of Marlborough, 
and Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, was el- 
dest son of Sir Winston Churchill, and born at 
Ashe, in Devonshire, on midsummer-day, in 
16S0. As a commauder-in- chief of tbe British 

. army, he stands unrivalled ; but the limited na- 
ture of our work, will not allow us to relate all 
the military acts in which he was engaged : it 
is sufficient to say, that, numerous as they were, 
tbcy were all successful. He died June 16, 1722, 
at Windsor Lodge, and was buried in West- 
minster Abbey. 

I CHURCHILL, Charles, an English poet, and 
celebrated satirist, born in London, in 1731, and 

I bred to t,be choreb. His first poem was " Tbe 
Rosciad ;*' which by tbe justness of its remarks, 
aod particularly by tbe severity of its satire, 
greatly excited the public curiosity. His next 
performance was " An Apology to the Critical 
Keviewers ;*' a performance ranch applauded 
also, and equally satirical with the former. But 
fvhat fame he got by these productions, which 
was indeed very great and deserved, he lost by 
bis morals ; and while his writings amused the 
town, Ids actions disgusted it. Drunk with suc- 
cess, be now quitted bis wife, and, resigning his 
gown, with all clerical functions, commenced a 
man of the town, and indulged in all tbe gaye- 
ties. and even vice* of it. His next poem was 
eotitled " Night ;^* and after tbat,be published 
" The Gliost.** Dr. Johnson, tbe author of the 
" Rambler,** had, it seems, spoken lightly of 
Churchill's productions: in this poem, he has 
described Jolmson under the character of Pom- 
poso, and the description is altowed to have me- 
rit Tbe poems, " Night," and " The Ghost," 
bad not the rapid sale expected by the author ; 
but, " The Prophecy of Famine,*' which suc- 
ceeded, produced him again in all his lustre. He 
afterwards published his " Epistle to Hogarth,** 
** Gotham," " Independence,*' " The Times," 
kc, and died at Boulogne, Nov. 5. 1764. 

CHURCHMAN, John, a quaker of Mary- 
land, distinguished for bis pbiloaophical re- 
searches, died in 1805. 

CHURCHYARD, Thomas, an English poet, 
principally kno^yn by " The Worthiness of 
Wales,** a book, in its time, greatly esteemed, 
aod reprinted i n 1776. He died about 1570. 

CHYTRiEUS, David, divinity professor, at 
Boetock, died in 1600. 

CLACONIUS, Alphonsus, of Baeca, in An- 
^nsiaj stvled patriarch of Alexandria, died at 

CIACONIUS, Peter, a critic of Toledo, who 
died at Rome in 1581. 

CIAMPELL1, Augustine, of Florence} an 
«toinent historical painter, died in 1640. 
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CIAMPINI, John Justin, a learned Italian au- 
thor, died in 1698. 

CIBBER, CoUey, poet laureat to George H., 
comedian, and dramatic writer, bom in Lond<ni, 
Nov. 6, 1671. " The Careless Husband,'* is 
reckoned bis best play, and was acted in 1704, 
with great and deserved success. But of aU 
bis plAySf none was of more importance to him- 
self, than his comedy called "The Nonjurcnr,'* 
which was acted in 1717, and dedicated to the 
king ; for ^when he presented it to him, tbat 
monarch ordered bbn 200/. ; and the merit of it, 
as he bim«elf ctftafesses, made him poet laureat 
in 1730. The same year be quitted the stage, 
though he did not die till Dec. 1757. He did not 
succeed in writing tragedy, any more than lie 
did in acting it ; nor in his laureate capaci^ ; 
bis odes not partaking of that genius and spirit, 
which lie has shown in his comedies. 

CIBBER, Theophilus, a comedian, and son 
of the preceding, was born in 1703. After lead- 
ing a life of unbounded extravagance, be was, 
in tbe winter of 1757, engaged by Mr. Sheridan 
to go over to Dublin, and perished by shipwreck 
on his passage. His name appears to " The 
Lives of the Poets of Great Britain and Ireland,' * 
1753 5 vrts. 12mo ; the real compiler, however, 
was Mr. Robert Shiels, an amanuensis of Dr. 
Johnson's. In the dramatic way, he has sdter- ' 
ed for the stage, thr«e pieces of other autliors, 
and produced one of his own. 

CIBBER, Susannah Maria, who for several 
Wean was reckoned not only the best actress in 
England, but supposed by many to excel the ce- 
lebrated mademoiselle Clairon, of the continent, 
was the daughter of an eminent upholsterer in 
Covent Garden, and sister to Dr. Thomlis Au- 
giistin A me, celebrated for his taste in musical 
compc^tion. Her first aftpearance on tbe stage, 
was asa singer, in which light, the sweetness of 
her voice rendered her very conspicuous. In 
April, 1734, sbe married Theophilus Cibber; 
who, luxurious, prodigal, and rapacious after 
money to gratify a thousand calls from passion 
or vanity, soon resolved to make a sacnfice of 
what every honest man holds dear, the honour 
of his wife. With this view, therefore, he ce- 
mented the closest friendship with a gentleman 
whom he introduced to his wife, recommended 
to Jier, gave them fVequent interviews, and even 
»aw them put, as if by accident, in the ^ame 
bed. All this appeared upon the trial after- 
wards commenced by himself for criminal cor- 
re8p<Hidence, wherein be laid his damages at 
50002. How the jury looked upon this affair, 
may be seen by tbeir verdict, which only gave 
the plaintiff 101. damages: a sum not sufficient 
to reimburse him a fortieth part of his expenses. 
Mrs. Cibber thenceforth resided apart from her 
contemptible consort, till she died, January 30, 
1766. 

CICERO. Marcus TuDlus, one of the greatest 
men of antiquity, whether we consider him as 
an orator, a statesman, or a philosopher, was 
bom at Arpinum, a ^^ anciently of the Sam- 
nites, but now a part of the kingdom of Napl^ 
Jan. 3, in the 647th year of Rome, about 107 
B. C. In bis very active life, the most striking 
incident is his detection of tbe conspiracy ot 
Catiline and his accomplices, for the subversion 
of the commonwealth, during Cicero's consul- 
ship. For his conduct in this affair, he was Ikv- 
noured with tbe glorious title of " Pater Patriae/ ' 
Father of his country. He was assassinated on 
the 7th of December, about ten days from the 
settlement of the triumvirate, after he bad lived 
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03 yean 11 months and five days. His works 
will ever be the standard of true eloquence, and 
his philosophical treatises arc an invaluable 
treasure of good sense, virtue, and true philo- 
sophy. SeeFULViA. 

CICERO, Quintus TuUius, brother of the ora- 
tor, was assassinated under the triumvirs. 

CID, The, a Spanish hero, whose real name 
was Don Rodengo Dias de Bivar, one of the 
greatest generals of the Uth century, was the 
model of wa>riors and knights of his time. 
He signalised liis valour against the Moors 
of Spain, from whom be tool( Valencia, and 
other important places, and vanquished them 
in many battles. He lived in the reign oi 
Alphonso VI , king of Leon and Castile ; who, 
instead of rewarding him for bis great servicfls, 
persecuted him. He died at Valencia, in 1099. 
(Cid, in the Arabic, sigrnifies lord.) 

CiOALA, John Michael, an impostor, who 
appeared at Paris, in 1670, as au Ottoman 
prince. 

C16NANI, Carlo, an Italian painter, died in 
1719. 

CIMABUE, Giovanni, a celebrated painter 
and architect, born at Florence, in 1240, was the 
first Who revived the art of painting' in Italy, 
.and died in 1300. 

CIMAROSA, Domtoico, a most celebrated 
music composer, born at Capodi M(mti, in Na- 
ples, died at Venice, Jan. 11, 1801. A persecu- 
tion that he underwent at Naples f6r his political 
opinions, is supposed to have shortened his days. 
CIMON, an Athenian general, famous for de- 
feating the Persians. He died 449 B. C 

CINCINNATUS, Lucius auintus, the Roman 
dictator,taken from the plough,to be advanced to 
the dignity of consul, in which office he restored 
public tranquillity, and then returned to his rural 
employments. Being called forth a second time, 
to be dictator, he conquered the enemies of 
Rome, and, refusing all rewards, retired again 
to his fkrm, after he had been dictator only six- 
teen days : the same circumstance occurred once 
more in the 80th year of his age. He was born 
456, and died 376 B. C. 

CINCIUS ALIMENTUS, Lncfus, author of 
a history of the wars of Ar.nibal, ice. 

CINNA, Lucius Cornelius, a Roman consul, 
about 87 B. C. 

CINNAMUS, John, a Greek author, in the 
■ervice of the emperor Manuel Coromenus. 

CINO DU PISTOIA, or DE SIGIBULDI, 
known as a lawyer and senator of Rome, died in 
1336. 

CINQ MARS, Henry Coissier, martinis of, was 
m marehal of France, and the favounte of Lew- 
ie Xin , but was ungrateful, and lost his bead 
in 1643: 

CIOPANI, Hercules, an Italian critic, and au- 
thor of a commentary on the works of Ovid, in 
1578. 

CIPRIANI, or CTPRIANI, John Baptist, 
very eminent draftsman and painter. He was 
an Italian by birth, but most distinguished as an 
artist in London, where he became a royal aca 
demietan, and died Dec. 15, 1785, aged 5a He 
was interred in Chelsea burial-ground, where is 
an elegant Latin inscription to bis memory. 

CIRANI, Elizabeth, an Italian lady, distin- 
guished as a painter. 
CIRCI6NANO, Nicolo, called Pomeraneio, I <

CIRILLO, Domine, a botanist, and profesBorf i

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CIROFERRI, a Roman painter and architect, 
died in 1689. 

CISNER, Nicholas, profeaor of philosophy, 
at Wittemberg, and an author, died in 1583. - 

CIVJLIS, Claudius, a Batavian general, in 
the service of Rome, in the time of the emperor 
Vespasian. 

CIVOLI, Lewis, or Cardi, an Italian painter 
and poet. 

CLA6ETT, WUliara, an English divine, ac- 
tive in opposing the popish plana of James IL, 
died In 1688. 

CLA6ETT, Nicholas, brother of WUliami 
was also a preacher, and author of sermons ; 
he died in 1737. 

CLAIBORNE, William Charles Cole, gover- 
nor of the Mississippi territory, and of the state 
of Louisiana, and afterwards elected to the se- 
nate of the United States, died in 1803. 

CLAIR AULT, Alexis, member of the French, 
academy of sciences, and one of the most illus- 
trious mathematicians in Europe, died in 1765. 
He was one of the academicians who were sent 
to the north to determine the exact figiure of the 
earth. 

CLAIRFAIT, N., count de, an Austrian ae- 
neral, who distinguished himself against Uie 
French in the revolution. He died in 1798. 

CLAIRON, Clara Jowph Hypollyta Lewis 
Delatude, an admirable French actress, born in 
1722, died by falling out of her bed, (wherein she 
lay sick,) January 28, 1803. 

CLANCY, Michael, M. D^ educated at Dub- 
lin, wrote some poems and comedies ; he died 
in 1746. 

CLAP, Roger, one of tiie first settlers of Dor- 
chester, Massachusetts; he wrote memoirs of 
New- England, and died in 1691. 

CLAP, Nathaniel, minister of Newport, R. 
I., eminent for zeal and fidelity in his profea- 
sion ; he died in 1745. 

CLAP, Thomas, president of Yale College, 
one of the most profound scholars of his age, 
published a history of Yale College, and conjec- 
tures upon meteors, and constructtKi the first 
orrery, or planetarium, in America ; he died in 
1767. 

CLARA, a native of Assist, and al)be8s (rf* a 
new order of nuns, died in 1193. 

CLARIO, Isidore, an Italfain bishop, disUn- 
guished at the council of Trent, died in 1555. 

CLARK, Peter, a highly respectable minister, 
of Danvers, Massachusetts, published aeveral 
sermons, and died in 1768. 

CLARK, Jonas, a minister, of Lexingtoi^ 
Massachusetts ; at a short distance from his 
door was shed the first blood ip the war of tlie 
revolution ; lie died in 1805. 

CLARK, Thomas, was born near Coventry ; 
and at the age of 88, came to London, and ob- 
tained a porter's place. By rigid economy be 
saved enough to take a stick riiop, at the comer 
of Exeter *Cbange, in the Strand. After atUne, 
he purchased the Menagerie, and used to give 
his customers a ticket to see the lions, &c. He 
extended his business to the cutlenr, tumezjri 
Am;., till his own shops occufrfed one half of tiM 
'Change, and he himself rented the wliole. His 
dealinp were marked with the utmost integrity; 
and be realized a fortune estimated at .100,000<. 
by the penurious nature of his habits. His own 
dinner, on six days in the week, never exceeded

CLARKE, Dr. Sandnel, a very celebrated 
Kislish pbiloBopfaer and divine, born at Nor- 
wi^,ixi 1675, died llay 17, 1729. His works are 
ve«7 numerous. 

CfLARKE, William, a divine and antiquary, 
bom at Hagtunon Abbey, in Sluropshire, in 1666, 
died in 1771. 

CLARKE, Richard, an elegant classical scho- 
lar, who came to America in 1750, but returned 
to England in 1758 ; he published several works. 

CLARKE, John, O. D., colleague with Dr. 
Chauncy, in Boston, was much esteemed ; he 
pnbUsbed some occasional sermons, and letters 
lo a student, &c, and died in 1798. 

CLARKE, John, governor of the state of De- 
laware, died at 8ni]rma, in 1821. 

CLARKE, Edward Daniel, L L. D.. profes- 
sor of mineralogy in Cambridge, and author of 
travels in Europe and Asia, died in 1833. 

CLARKE, Abraham, a member of congress 
before and after the adoption of the federal con- 
stitution, and a signer of the declaration of in 
depeiutence ; be died hi 1794. 

CLARKE, Henry. L. L. D., a distinguished 
matbematieian, professor of the royal military 
college at Marlow, difd in ISia His writings, 
on mathematical and other subjects, are nume 
roin. and are highly valued. 

CLARKE, Samuel, a celebrated oriental scho- 
lar, of England, died in 1669. 

C L ARRE, Jeremiah, president of the colony 
of Rhode Island, died in 1648. 

CLARKE, Walter, was governor of Rhode 
Idand for several years ; he died about 1700. 
' CLARKE, George, an English lawyer, was 
governor of the colony of New-York, in 1737. 
He returned to England, and died in 1763. 

CLARKE, Samuel, a non-conformist under 
Cromwell, was highly esteemed and died in 
1683. 

CLARKE, Edward, chaplain to Lord Bris- 
tol's embassy to Madrid, died in 1786. 

CLARKSON, David, ejected from bis living 
for oon-conformiQr, a learned and respectable 
man, died in 1686. 

CLARKSON. Gerardus, a respectable physi- 
dan, of Phlladelpbia, died in 1790. 

CLARKSON, Matthew, of New- York, borh 
in 1758, died April, 18S5. He was a m^jor ge- 
neral in the revohitionary war, and particularly 
distinguished himself at the battle of Bridge- 
water. He subsequently held varkms pultuc 
trusts, and, at the time of bis death, was first 
vice-president of the Ainerican Bible Society. 
His name is associated with those who fought 
and bled for American Independence ; ana in 
private lifo, witb the most elevated virtues. 

CLAUDE, a monk of the celestlne order, in 
the 15tb ceatury. 

CLAUDE of LORRAINE, a famous landscape 
pabiter,boniinlOOO. He was ssnt to school, but 
proving extremely duO and heavy, he was sent 
thence, and bound apprentice to a pastiy-cook, 
with whom he served out his thne. Afterwards 
he went with some young fellows to Rome, with l 
• view of gettfng i^ nreWvwd thcw » Iml WmlM cgrrssponded with Llnnaius, ^c. 
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unable to speak the language, and, withal, vary 
ill- bred,' nobody cared to set him to work. 
Chance brought him at length to Augustino 
Trasso, who hirfKl him to pound his colours, 
clean his paHet and pencils, look alter his house, 
dress his meat for him, and do alt bis household- 
drudgery ; for Augustino kept no other servant. 
This master, hoping to make him serviceable to 
him in some of his greatest works, taught him 
by degrees the rules oi perspective, and the ele- 
ments of design. Claude at first did not know 
what to make of those principles of art ; but 
being encouraged, and not failing in application, 
he came at length to understand them ; then his 
soul enlarged itself apace, and he cultivated the 
art with wonderful eagerness. He removed his 
study to the banks of the Tyber, aud into the 
6pen fields, where he would continue from morn- 
ing to night, taking all his lessons from Nature 
herself; and by many years diligent imilatioa 
of that excellent mistress, he climbed to the 
highest step of perfection in landscape painting. 
His memory was so good, that he would paint 
with great accuracy, when he got hooic, what 
he had seen abroad. He has been universally 
admired for his invention, the delicacy oi his 
colouring, and the charming variety and tender- 
ness of his tints ; for his artful distributions of 
the lights and shadows, for his wonder lul con- 
duct in tile disposition of his figures, and for the 
harmonyof his compositions. Claude via^ m- 
ployed by Pope Urban Vlil., and many oi the 
Italian princes, in adorning tiieir palaces, ile 
died in li'82, and was biiri(:d at Rou.e. 

CLAUDE, John, a French protectant, dis- 
tinguished as an orator, and writer in defence 
of the protestant church, died in 1687. Kis son, 
Isaac Claude, published bis works, settled at the 
Hague, and died in 1695. 

CLAUDIANUS, Claudius, a Latin poet 
flourished in the fourth century, under the <-m- 
peror Theodosius, and his sons Arcadius uiid 
llonorius; the two latter of whom, at the se- 
nate's request, ordered a statue to be erected for 
him in Trajan's forum: on which was soon 
after placed tlie following epigram, in Greek : 

'* Rome and the Caisars here his statue rai«e, 
" Who Virgil's genius joined to Homer's lays." 

CLAUDIUS I., successor to the emperor Ca- 
ligula, much given to vice ; lie was poisoned, 
A. D. 54. 

CLAUDIUS II., successor of Gallienus, em- 
peror of Rome, died in 271, much lamented. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, progenitor of the Ap- 
pian family at Rome, 504 B. C. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, son of the preceding, was 
consul at Rome, and severe in his discipline. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, a Roman decemvur, in- 
famous for attempting to violate the chasUty of 
Virginiaj. he died in prison. 

CLAUDIUS. Appius, sumamed Oobous, cele- 
brated for making the Appian way, at Rome. 

CLAVIUS, Christopher, an eminent mathe- 
matician, bom in Germany, in 1537, and con- 
siderad as tbe EucUd of his age, died at Rome, 
iBl61S. 

CLAYTON, Dr. Robert, a learned prelate, 
and writer, bishop of Cork, in 1735; of Clogher, 
hi 1745 ; died in 1758 ; he was averse to tbe Ni- 
eene and Athanasian creeds. 

CLAYTON, John, an eminent botanist and 
Iphysician, of Virginia, who came from England 
in 1705. died in 1773. He was a member of 
Isome of the most learned societies of Europe, 
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CLAYTON, Joshua, a pbydcian, was gover 
nor of Delaware, and a member of tbe United 
States' senate ; he died in 1799.

CLEANTHES, a stoic philosopher, disciple 
of Zeno, flourished at Athens, S40 B. C. He 
maintained himself in the day by working in 
the night ; and being once questioned by the 
magtotrates bow he subsisted, he brought a 
woman for whom he kneaded bread, and a gar- 
dener for whom he drew water; and refused a 
present offered him by his judges, having a trea- 
sure, (as be said,} in bis abUity to labour. 

CLEEVE, Joseph, a Flemish painter, whose 
pieces were misers counting their treasures ; he 
died in 1536. ^ ^, 

CLEGHORN, Geor^^ a physician and medi 
cal writer, bom at Oranton, near Edinburgh, in 
1716, died in 1789. His chief publication was 
on " The Diseases of Minorca.'*^ 

CLEIVELAND, John, a noted loyalist and 
popular poet in the reign of Charles I. He has, 
however, hatf the fate of those poets who, pay- 
ing their court to temporary prejudices, have 
been at one time too much praised, and at ano- 
ther too much neglected. Cotemporary with 
Milton, he was, in his time, exceedhigly pre- 
ferred before him ; and Milton's own nephew 
says, that he was by some esteemed the best of 
the English poets. But Clei veland is now sunk 
into oblivion, while Milton's fame is universally 
diffused. He was bom at Loughborough, Lei 
cestershire, in 1613, and died in 1658. 

CLEM ANCIS, Nicholas, a Frenchman, rector 
of the university, who advocated a reform of 
tbe Romish church ; he died in 1440. 

CLEMENCET, Charles, a Frenchman, of 
great memory, and a distinguished writer, died 
in 1778. 

CLEMENS, Titus Flavius, a father of the 
church, succeeded, in 191, to the famous school 
at Alexandria, where he died. 

CLEMENS, Romanus, a father of the church, 
companion of Paul, bishop of Rome, and author 
of an epistle to the Corinthians, died A. D. 100. 

CLEMENT II., bishop of Bamberg, a Saxon, 
elected pope, in 1047, died in 1048, distinguished 
for his zeal against simony. 

CLEMENT III., bishop of Prceneste. succes- 
sor of Gregory Vin., as pope Jn lld7,died in 1191 . 

CLEMENT IV., Guy de Foulgues, a French- 
man, of great moderation, prudence, and impar- 
tiality, was elected pope, after Urban V., in 1965, 
and died in 1368. 

CLEMENT v., Bertrand de Goth, a French 
man, bishop of Bordeaux, elected pope, in 1305, 
was accused of licentiousness and extravagance 
he died in 1314. 

CLEMENT VI., Peter Roger, doctor of Paris 
university, elected pope, in 1342, a worthy, ge- 
nerous, and learned prelate, but represented 
otherwise by some ; he died in 1353. 

CLEMENT VII., JuUus de Medieis, an Ital- 
ian, elected pope, in 1523; be was besieged by 
Charles V., who plundered Rome ; he excom- 
municated Henry VIII., which led to the refor- 
mation in England, and died in 1534. 

CLEMENT VIII., Hippolitus Aldobrundin, 
»>liberal miaded and benevolent pope, elected 
in 1593, died in 1605. 

CLEMENT IX., Julius Rospiglioel. a Tuscan 
pope, elected in 1677, died of gridT for the loss of 
Candia by the Turks, in 1669. 

CLEMB.\T X., John Baptist EiniUus Altieri, 
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I, succeeded Clement IX., in 1670, of a 
mild character ; he died in 1676. 

CLEMENT XI , John Francis Albani, a Ro- 
man, elected pope, in 1700, an able politician; 
his reign was much disturbed by the Jansenists; 
he died in 1731. 

CLEMENT Xn., Laurence Corsini, a Roman, 
succeeded Benedict XIll., in 1730; he was very 
popular, and corrected many abuses in the 
church ; he 4ied in 1740. 

CLEMENT XllL, Charles Rezzonico, of Ve^ 
nice, succeeded Benedict XIV., in 1758, and died 
in 1769, greatly respecied. 

CLExMENT XIV., John Vincent Anthony 
Ganganelli, an Italian, raised to the popedom 
on the death of Clement XIII. He suppressed 
the Jesuits, and died, supposed by some to have 
been poisoned, in 1774. 

CLEMENT, David, a native of Hof Gelsmar, 
a minister and author, died at Hanover, in 1760. 

CLEMENT, Francis, a native of Beze, in 
Burgundy, a historian of much celebrity, died 

CLEMENT, Petqr> a native of Geneva, tra- 
velling tutor of Lord Waldegrave, a poet, and 
conductor of Nouveiles Llteraires of France, 
died in 1767. 

CLEOBULUS, one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, who died about 560 B. C. 

CLEOMBROTUS, there were two of this 
name, kings of Sparta ; one flourished 371, the 
other about 480 B. C. 

CLEOMENES, a king of Sparta, wl)0 sl^v 
himself, 491 B. 0. ; another reigned 61 jrears ; 
a third was defeated hy the Acbsans, fled to 
E^pt. and killed himself, 319 B. C. 

CLEOPATRA, queen of Egypt, famous alike 
for her beautv, and her licentious passions, was 
daughter of mlemy Auletes, and had a son by 
Cesar, called Cssario. She. killed herself after 
the defeat of Marc Antony, that she misbt not 
be carried to Rome in triumph ; and wUh her 
ended the family of the Ptolemies in Egypt, after 
it had reigned, from tbe death of Alexander, 394 

Sears ; for Egypt, after that, was reduced to a 
loman province, in which dependence it re-

CLEOSTRTATUS, a Grecian astronomer, who 
invented the signs of the Zodiac, 536 B. C. 

CLERC, Sebastian le, engraver to Lewis 
XIV., rose from obscurity to eminence; he waf 
admirable in his landscapes, and died in 1714. 

CLERC, John le, a celebrated pldlosophical 
and theological writer, and universal scoolar, 
born at Geneva, in 1657, died in 1736. 

CLERC, Daniel le, a native of Geneva, and 
professor; also eminent as a physician, and 
learned antiquary ; he died in 1738. 

CLERC, John le, a Frenchman, was knighted 
at Venice, and died in 1633. 

CLERKE, Gilbert, an able Greek scholar, and 
mathematician, a Socinian, fellow of Sianey 
College, Cambridge, died in 1095. 

CLERMONT TONNERRE, Stanislaus, count 
of, a French nobleman in the states general at 
Parte, in 1789, was massacred for his oppositioo 
to the Jacobin club, in 1793.

CLINTON, James, was a genUeman of ta- 
lents in the colony of New-York, and ancestor 
of the present distinguished family of that name. 

CLINTON, Charles, a naUve of Ireland, ear- 
ly emigrated to America, where be maintained 
a high character for usefulness and respetabBi- 
ty. He was the father of James and George 
CJinlon, and died in 1773. 

CLINTON, James, son of the preceding, and 
au^ general in the American army during the 
revelation, distlngaished himself as a brave and 
indefatigable officer, in the wars with the Frenclt 
and Indians ; and daring the revolutionary war, 
he was with General SuUivan in his expedition 
agaioet the Indians ; was for some time com- 
mander of the northern section of the union, 
stationed at Albany, and was afterwards at the 
siege of Yorktown. He ck>sed his miliury ca- 
reer, by bidding farewell to Washii^ton at 
New- York, and retiring to private life ; he died 
in 1813. 

CLINTON, George, brother of the general, 
was an eminent lawyer and member of Cmigress 
in 1776. He was an active sanporter of the 
principles of the revolution and of his country's 
rights ; and, during the war, he rendered essen- 
tial services to the American arms. He was 
repeatedly chosen governor of the state of New- 
York, and was elarated to the office of Vice- 
President of the United States in 1804. He died 
at Washington in 1812. 

CLINTON, George, vice-admiral of the En- 
jisb navy, and govarnor of the colony of New- 
Yetkt afterwards returned to England.

COKE, Thomas, LL. D., a leading minister 
of the Wesleyan Methodists, a very zealous and 
able divine, and most excellent man, was bom 
at Brecon, in Wales, educated at Jesus eojlege, 
Oxford, and entered into orders in the Estab- 
lished Church. For the last 28 years he di»- 
charged, with unremitting diligence the exten- 
sive duties of general superintendent of the 
Methodist missions ; which so warmly engaged 
his active and incessant energies, that he many 
times crossed the Atlantic, visiting the West 
India islands, and travelling through the United 
States. He gave to the world, among other 
works, a •' Life of John Wesley," a " History 
of the West Indies,'* and a " Commentary ou 
the Bible," in 6 laige vols. 4to. Dr. Coke died 
May 3, 1814, on his voyage to India, with six 
missionariesjjnten'ded for Ceylon and Java. 

COL ARDEAU, Charles Plerre,a Frenchman, 
who translated Pope's Eloisa to Abelard ; he 
wrote some tragedies, and died in 1776.

COLLINS, John, a matbematiciaa and trith- 
metical writer, bom at Wood Eaton. nuilOMr 
foid,iaM,diodlflO. 
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COLLINS, ADttumy, an eminent writer on 
polemiGal subjects, and the friend and corret- 
pondent <^ the great Mr. Locke, was bom at 
Beaton, near Hounalow, in Middleaex, in 1676. 
and died 1739. He published his celebrated 
*' Discourse of Free-thinking,** in 8vo, 1713, 
and his *> Discourse of the Grounds and Rea- 
sons of the Christian Religion," In 1734 y and 
wrote, besides these, a great many books, which 
were warmly attacked by the orthodox writers 
of that time. 

COLLINS, Arthur, author of " The Peerage 
of England,** was the son of William Collins, 
esq. (gentleman usher to queen Catharine, in the 
year 1669,) and bom in 1682. Having received 
a liberal education, and being from his youth 
much inclined to tne study of antiquities, he 
conceived the arduous design of digesting a 
compendious account of the nobility of these 
kingdoms, whose genealogies had, till that time, 
been mouldering in private cabinets. The work 
had great merit ; the rewards of his labour were, 
however, by no means adequate to the time he 
devoted to these researches. The otlier works 
known to be published by Mr. Collins, were 
" Sydney State Papers," " Historical CoUec- 
tionsof the Families of Cavendish, Holies, Vere, 
Harley and Orie," " The Life of Edward the 
Bla«k Prince,^ and " Proceedings, Precedents, 
and Arcuments on Claims and Controversies, 
coneenunj; Baronies 1^ WHt, and other Ho- 
itours." He died in 1760, and was buriedin the 
church of Battersea, Surrey. Wliatever prai« 
U due to Biographical literature in general, cer- 
tainly belongs td one who dipped even into Uie 
funereal urn to stamp his labours with autlieB- 
licity; and such is the credit they have obtain- 
«d,^thut while there remains a spark of venera- 
tion for theexfrioits of the ancient Engiisb peer- 
age, the volumes which reoord them, and bear 
Arthur Collins' name, will be consulted as the 
authentic history of that splendid and vital 
part of the British constitution. A grandsim of 
Arthur (Colonel David Collins) has lately given 
to the world a very valuable " Account of ike 
English Settlement of New South Wales," from 
its first estabhshroent, in January, 1788, 4to, vol 
1, 1798, vol. % 1802; reprinted in 1 voL in 1804. 
Colonel Collins died governor of the British set- 
tlement on Van Diemen's Land, March 94, 1810. 

COLLINS, Samud, an English physician, au- 
thor of the present state of Russia, 1671. 

COLLINS, William, an unfortunate, but ad- 
mirable puet, was born at Chichester, m ITS], 
and died June 19, 1759. During his residence 
at Magdalen College, Oxford, he apjriied him- 
self to poetry, and published ilie " Persian," or, 
as they have since been entitled, " Oriental Ec- 
logues," with regard to whic^ it may justly be 
asserted, that in simplicity of description and 
expression, that in delicacy and softness of num- 
bers, and in natural and unaffected tenderness, 
they are not to be equalled by any thing of the 
pastoral kind in the English language. About 
1744, he suddenly led the university, and went 
to London, a literary adventurer. He designed 
many works ; but his great fault was irresolu- 
tion. He published proposals for a " History 
of the Revival of Learning ; but probab^ not a 
page of the history was ever writtoa. His un- 
cle, Mr. Martin, a lieutenant-ccrionel, left him 
about 30001. But man is not bora for happiness ; 
CoUfns, who, while be studied to live, felt no 
evil but poverty, no sooner lived to study, than 
his Ufa was aawUed by more dreadful calami- 
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An elegant monument has been erected to his 
memory in Chichester cathedral, with some 
beautiful lines inscribed from the pen of Mr. 
Hayley. 

COLLINS, John, the ingenious author of 
" The Evening Brush," an oral entertainment 
of story, song, and sentiment, which he dett- 
vered many years with great succesi in all the 
principal towns of Great Britain and Ireland ; 
he was born in 1742, and died at Birminghatt^ 
May 3, 1806. 

COLLINS, John, a member of congress, and 
governor of Rhode-Island, died in 1795. 

COLLINS, John, governor of Delaware, 
died in 1833. 

COLLINSON, Peter, F. R. S., an ingenious 
tounist and natural historian, died August 11, 
1768. 

COLLIUS, Franf:is, doctor of a oollef e of 
Milan : author of a work in which be decrees 
salvation to the sages of Greece, ttte midwives 
of Eppt, 4cc., died in 1640. 

COLLOT, Germain, a French surgeon, fa- 
mous for his skill in lithotomy, died in 165& 

COLLOT D'HERBOIS, J. M., who, becoming 
a naember of tlie French convention, was depu- 
ted to punish tlie revolt of the city of Lyons, 
and completely destroyed It, because, while a 
player, he had been hissed there; atlerwarda 
the companion of Robespierre ; he died in coh- 
finantmt, at Cayenne. 

COLLIJTHUS, a priest of Alexandria, who 
maintained that God was not the author of the 
wicked ; he was condemned as a heretic in 324. 
COLMAN, George, an eminent dramatic wri- 
ter, son of Thomas Cobnan, esq., British resi- 
dent at Florence, was born at Florence, in 1733, 
and placed at a very early age in Westminster 
school. In 1758 he removed to Cbrisu Church 
College, Oxford, and there took the degree of 
M. A. During his prosress at Westminster, and 
while at College, he formed those Hterary con- 
nexions with whom he remained in fiiendsbip 
till they severally dropped off the stags of life. 
Lloyd, Churchill, Bonnel, Thornton, and other 
celebrated wits of a fonner day, were among 
the intimate associates of Bfr. Colman, and gave 
eclat to his name, by noticing him in several of 
their compositions. Mr. C. was admitted into 
the society of Lincoln*s-Iim, and was called to 
the bar, where he practiaed a very short time. 
About the year 1768, Mr. Beard, being incapa- 
ble of bearing any longer the fktigues of a thea- 
trical life, and wishing to retire from the ma- 
nagcnnent of Covent-Garden theatre, disposed 
(tf his proper^ in that house, to Messrs. Col- 
man, Harris, Powell, and Rutherford. These 
gentlemen were, for a short time, joint mana- 
gers, but Mr. Colman appearing to desire a great- 
er authcnlty than the others, (except Mr. Powell) 
which tliey were unwilling to yield, he was in- 
duced, after a literary wanbre, which was pub- 
lisbed, to dispose of his share. Soon after, Mr. 
Foote, then proprietor of the Hay-market thea- 
tre, having beon induced to withdraw fronr 
the stage, disposed of his theatre to Mr. 
Colman, for a handsome annuity, which he 
did not long ei^y. On Mr. Footers death, 
Mr. C. obtained the license. This gentleman 
was one of the chief writers in " The Con- 
noisseur," and produced a variety of miscel- 
laneous poems and papers, which he collect- 
led in three volumes. As a scholar, he holda 
y respectable rank, as may be seen in his 
lations of Horace's " Art of Poetry," and

COLOGNE Peter de, a native of Ghent, the 
fHeud of Calvin and Bezo, and a vindicator of 
the protcstants. 

CULOMBIERE, Claude de la, a famous Je- 
suit, very popular as a preacher, before James 
II., of BuglDsid, inventor of " The Solemnity of 
ttie Heart of Jesus ;*' he died in 1682. 

COLOMI£S,or COLOM£SlUS,rauI,a French 
fwotestant, who travelled through Europe, was 
author of .several works, and died in 1693. 

COLONI, Adam and Adrian, two dutch his- 
toricaJ painters ; the father died in 1685, and the 
son in 1701. 

COLONNA, Fabio, a botanist, the first who 
gave names to the petals and leaves of flowers ; 
tiie inventor of the pentachordon, and author 
of works on botany, &c. 

COLONNA, Francisco Haria Pompdo, _ 
Frenchman, author of the natural history of the 
uiiiterse ; he perished by fire, in 1726. 

COLONNA, Prospero, a disthnguished war- 
rior, tinder Charles VIII., of France, who con- 
quered Naples, and then reconquered it for Aut- 
iria; lie died in 1533. 

fOLONNA, Pompeo, a restless ecclesiastic ; 
lUe cause of many calamities to the Romans, 
by his auibitfun and intrigues for the popedom 
Jh* (lied in 153S. 

COLONNA, Francis, a Venetian, who, being 
disappointed iq love, wrote a curious book call- 
ed liypuerotomachia di Pcrfyphilo ; he died in 
15-27. 

C OLONNA, Victoria, an Italian, author of 
fmue elegant poems, died in 1547. 

COLONNA, l^lark Antonio, duke of Paliano, 
defeated tlie Turks in the battle of Lepanto, 
ni.d eniefHl Rome in triumph ; he died in 1584. 

COLONNA, AKcanio, son of the preceding, 
<ii}=Uiiguiflhed for his defence of the pope in lib 
dispute with the Venetians, died in 160e. 

COLONNA, John,a papal legate to the Christ- 
ian army in Palestine, taken oy the Saracens, 
atid crueUy treated ; but was saved on account 
of his fortitude ; he died in 1245. 

COLONNA, Giles, bishop of Bourses, a learn- 
ed man, and the<dogical professor, died in 1310. 

COLONNA, Fabricio, a celebrated warrior 
against thefVrsini, died in 1580. 

COLaUHOUN, Patrick, L. L. D, a merchant 
and lord provost of Glascow, afterwards distin- 
guished as a police magistrate (d London, and 
a writer on the police of that city ; be died in 
1820. 

COLRANE, Henry Hare, lord, a learned 
En^isbman, who travelled three times through 
England, and made a noble collection of prints 
anddrawintt of antiquities ; be died in 1749. 

COLSTON, Edward, a person ever memora- 
ble for bis benefactions and charities, was bom 
at Bristol 1996, and died at^ortlake. In Surrey, 
Oct 11, 1721. He was buried in the church of 
An-saints, Bristol, where a monument is erected 
to his memory, on which are enumerated bis 
public charities to an amazing extent 

COLUBOiUS, Christopher, a Genoese, bom 



Americus Vesputius. who, by the encourage- 
ment of Emanuel, king of Portugal, made, in 
1497, some addittooal diBcoveries to those of Co- 
lumbus. Cohunbus died 1506. 

COLUMBUS, BarthohMnew, brother of the 
preceding, who accompanied htan in Us voya- 
|ges of discovery ; being sent to England to soli- 
cit aid, he was taken by pirates; he founded 
St. Domingo, and died in 1514. 

COLUMBUS, Realdus, an Italian anatomi- 
cal writer, whose opbiions on the bkrad, nearly 
iqmroaehed to Harvey's discovery of the drca- 
lation ; he died in 1577. 

COLUMELLA,a Latin writer, who flourished 
about the year 43. and has left us some books 
upon agriculture, and a ** Treatise on Trees," 
which are curious and valuable. 

COLUBlNA,Gtty, a native of SicUy, author 
of a chronicle in 36 books. 

COLUTHUS, a Greek poet, who lived In the 
begUinhtt of the 6cb century. 

COLVlUS, Andrew, a native of Dort, trans- 
lator of Father Paul's treatise on |he inquisition, 
author of some elegant poetry ; died in 1671.— 
His son Nicholas was also a learned and eto- 
quent divine, and died in 1717. 

COLWILL, Alexander, principal of Edin- 
burah college, in 1668 ; author of the Scotch 
Hudibras, in which he ridiculed the presbyte- 
rians ; he died in 1676. 

COMBE, Charles. M. D.,an eminent physi-. 
cian and critic, and highly distinguished as a 
medalist, was bora in London, Sept. 83, 1743, 
and educated at Harrow-school. He died in 
Br " 



ikmmsburysquare, March 18, 1817. 

COMBEFIS, Francis, known as a learned 
editor of several Greek lathers -, he died in 1679. 

COMBER, Dr. Thomas, dean of ^Durham, 
bora at Westerbam, in Kent, 1645, died 1699.— 
He was the authcw of several learned works 
chiefly relating to the " Common Prayer :'* and, 
among others, of the ** Companion to the Altar.*' 

COMBER, Thomas, fellow of Trinity college 
and D. D., dean of Carlisle ; advocated the di- 
vine right of tythes, against Selden ; he died ia 
1653. 

COMENIUS, John Amos, a prote8tant,emi-. 
nent as a divine : but still more so as a tram- 
marian ; bora in Moravia ; author of " Janua 
LInguarum," which was translated into 13 lan- 
guages : he died in 1671. 

COME NATALIS, or NATAL CONTI, au- 
thor of Greek and Latin poems, and a valuable 
work on mvthokigy : died in 1500. 

COMIERS, Claude, a professor of mathema- 
tics: wrote on comets and spectacles, and died 
inlAo. 

COMINES, PhiUpde, an exccUent French his- 
torian, bora in Flanders, 1446, died 1509, leav- 
ing beliind him " Memoirs of his own Times.** 

COMMANDINUS, Frederic, an Italian, of 
noble birth, an excellent Greek scholar, and ma- 
thematician ; he translated Archimedes, Euclid, ' 
&c., and died in 1575. 

COMMELIN, Jerome, an eminent printer, of 
France ; he printed Chrysostom's works in 4 
vols, and died hi 1568. 

COMMENDO^, John Franci8,.a native of 
Venice, wrote Laon verses at 10,afterwardi sus- 
tained many offices under Julius UI., Paul IV., 
and Pius IV. ; he died in 1584. 

C0MMER80N, PhOibert, botanist to the 
French king, accompanied Bougainville round 
the world, and distinguiihed hhoself by his la- 
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bours and collectioiis, be left 200 vols. In folio, 
«nd 33 cnei of ptaou. Be died at Uie lale or 
France, in 1773. 

COMBURE, John, author of fablea, whicli 
are eateemed equal to tboae of Pbcdrus ; be 
died at Paris, in 17^ 

COMMOOl, Andrea, an admired Florentine 
painter, died in 1638. 

COMMOOlANtJS of Oasa, a ChriifUan poet, 
of the 4th centurv. author of " Institutionea.'* 

COMMODUS, Lucius Aureliua Antoninus, a 
dissipated emperor of Borne, 180. 

COMNENA, Anna, a most acconqiUsbed la- 
dy, and daughter of the Greek emperor. Alez- 
iut Comnenus, flourished about 1118, and wrote 
15 boolu upon the life and actioneof her fuber, 
which she caUed " The Alesiad.** 

COMPTON, Spencer, master of tbe robes to 
the prince of Wailes. afterwards Charles I., and 
a zealous advocate for him ; he was slain at the 
battle of Hopton-heath. in 1643. 

COMPTON, Henry, bishop of Oxford, who 
was intrusted with the education of the prin- 
cesses Mary and Anne, displeased James II., by 
his zeal as a protestant, and was dioBiissed fr<mi 
the privy council, and although restored, took 

Krt with William, prince of Orange, against 
mes. He died in 1713. 



COMTE, Lewis le, a French Jesuit, miseiona- 
ly to China, in 1685. 

CONANT, Dr. John, an eminent English di- 
vine, bom Oct. 18, 1606, &t Yeatonton, in Devon- 
shire, was educated at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where his uncommon parts and learning soon 
acquired him the favour of Dr. John Prideaux, 
ih«i rector of that ceUqie, who used to say of 
him, Conarni nihil est difficile ; an excellent pun, 
which, however, would be lost iu translation. 
Having taken liis degrees, He was by the par- 
liament constituted one of the aaiembWot di- 
vines, though he seldom or never sat with them. 
In 1647, he was chosen rector of his college ; 
shortly after, Regius professor of divinity, and 
in 16^ made vice-chancellor of the university. 
In 1676, Ite was made archdeacon of Norwich. 
by bishop Reynolds, wiiose daughter he married 
in 16U ; and in 1681, aprebendary of Worcester, 
by king Charles H. In 1686, he lost his sight; and 
in 1683, died, leaving behind him a number of 
admired sermons, of which, six volumes are in 
print Dt, C. was buried in the church of AU- 
i^aints, Northampton, of which he had been 
vicar many years, and possessed a considerable 
estate in the neighbourhood. 

CONCA, Sebastian, a painter, bom atOaeta, 
died in 1761. Hia i^eces are much admired. 

CONCANEN, Matthew, a native of Ireland, 
%vho went to England, and gained some reputa- 
tion by writing in support of the ministry ; he 
was afterwards attorney-general for Jamaica, 
17 years, and died in 1749. 

CONCINA, D«miel, a c^ebrated Venetian 
preacher, author of a system of theology, frc, 
died in 1756. 

CONCINI, b^ter known by the name of mar- 
shal d' Ancre, a Florentine, who, by his intrigues, 
became a marquis and marechal of France, but 
was shot by one of his enemies, in 1617. 

CONDAMINE, Charles Marie de la, a cele- 
brate Freneh traveller and poet, bom at Paris, 
in 1701, died lt74. leaving many ingenious and 
valuable works. 

CONDE; Lewis, first duke of, distinguished for 
Ills valour at the battle of Quintin, and after- 
wards as the laader of tbe Huguenots ; he died in 
1569) of wounds r«ceiT«d In the-bante of Dreox.

CONDE, Henry, prince of, known in tbe 
court of Henry IV.. of France, was sent to tlM 
bastile, in 1616, and Uberated three years alter; 
he was restored to favour, and diq>layed hia vmr 
lour in the service of ids country; lie died in

COJimE, Louis de Bourbon^ duke d*Engtiein, 
»ad prince of, usually s^led tbe Great Coude. 
He Hved under the reign of Louis XIV., and 
was one of the bravest and most akSIfol gene- 
rals that France ever produced. 

CONDE, Henry Julius de, distinguished biofe 
lelf under his father, tn the passage <^ tbe .

CONDER, John, an eminent dissenting mi^ 
nister, bom in Cambridgeshire, 1714, died ha 
London, in 1781 , having putUished " An TSeavy 
on the importance of the Ministerial Charac- 
ter,'* and several sermons on public oceaaionsL 

CONDILLAC, Stephen Bonnot de, a FreocJi 
writer on commerce, politics, and nretaphyslciB, - 
died Aug. 2, 1780. He was preceptor to the in- 
fant duke of Parma, and composed for the use 
of his illustrious pupil " A Course of Study,'*' 
which wa& afterwards published in 1776, in 16 
vols. 13mo, and \s deserving of great praise. 

CONDORCET, John Anthony Nicholas C»- . 
ritat, marquis de, a French geometriciiaB axkd 
pbiloeophical writer, and perpetual secretary of 
the academy of sciences at Paris, born atUbe-- 
niont, in PicaiHy, Sept. 17, 1743, died MarchSft,. 
1794. His mathematical writings are numenitt^ 
and useful ; but, those on pbilosophicaT sQbje^ts 
strike at the root of religion, both natural au4 
revealed. 

CONDREN, Charles de, known for his iafht- 
ence in procuring a reconciliation bi>tw«en tUe . 
king and the duke of Orieans, died in 1641. 

CONFUCIUS, the celebrated CJiinese philo- 
sopher, was bora in the kingdom of Ln, whieh 
is at present the province of Chan Long, 55] 
years before the birth of Christ. His extensive 
knowledge and great wisdom made him everjr 
where known : his integrity, and the splenAomr 
of his virtues made him beloved : kings wer* , 
governed by his counsels, and the peopte reve* . 
renced him as a saint. He died in the T3d year 
of his age. . 

CONGREVE, WlUiam, an English dramatic 
writer and poet, born at Bardsey, near LeedA,^ 
in February, 1669. Though bred to tbe law, he 
found no charms in that profes8iob,but turned his 
mind to polite literature, particuiaily todramatie 
composition, and wrote a comedy called " The 
Old Bachelor,'* of which Dryden, to whom be 
was recommendedjsaid " that be never saw socti 
a first play in his life ;*' and in tbe pe/formance, 
it met with such general applause, that Con- 
greve was thenceforward considered astheprop 
of the declining stage. Having written four 
cmnedies, a tragedy, an oratorio, and a masque, 
and ei^yed some lucrative employments under 

Cerament, he died Jan. 19, 1788-9, and was 
led in Vvestminster-abbey^ 
CONNOR, Dr. Bernard, a medical and histo- 
rical writer,bora in Kerry, Ireland, in 1666. and 
died 1696. In 1694, he was appointed physician 
to John Sobieski, king of Poland ; and while 
there, wrote " A History of Poland.'* Going - 
afterwards to EndaiM, he read lectures atCamr 
brf^e. and in 1697, published " Evangehum 
Meoici,*' ice.y a work which gained him much 
reputation by its learning and ingenuiQr. I^ 
Htttory of Poland is in 3 vols. 8vo. 
CONON, an Athenian geneialt dtfttMi I7 
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Lysaoder ; be afterwards defeated the Spartans, 
and was mt to death 393 B. C. 

CONON, an astronomer of Samos, and friend 
of Archimedes. 

CONRAD I., eount of Franconia, and king 
of Germany, In 913. 

CONRAD II., kiog of <>t-ruiany in 1094, and 
emperor of Rome 3 years after ; lie conquered 
Bureuiidy, and died in 1039. 

CONRAD III., elected emperor of Germany, 
and though opposed, lie reconciled his enemies, 
aad entered uixm a crusade, in which he neariy 
lost hie army by poison ; he died in 1153. 

CONRAD rv ., succeeded his fhther, Frederic 
n., aa emperor, in 1250, unsuccessfully opposed 
by Innocent I V. ; he died suddenly, supposed 
bgrpoison, in 1254. 

CONRADIN, or CONRAD, son of Conrad 
IV., beheaded by bis uncle, regent of Naples, 
when only 16 years old. 

CONRART, Valentin,secretary to the French 
king** council, and father of the French acade- 
my; he dfed in 1675. 

CONRI, Florence, an Irishman, educated In 



Spahi, 8ont by Philip III. to reconcile tlie disaf- 
feitted Irish to the prnspeet of a Spanish iuva- 
sioo, bat' his- perfidious schemes were defeated. 
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CONRINGIUS, Hermannus, professor of law 
at Hehngtadt, bom at Norden, in Frisia, in 1606, 
died 1681. He composed many works upon law 
end hfMory, which have been printed in 6 vols, 
folio. 

CONSTANT, David, professor of philoaophv, 
Gceek, and divinity, at Lausanne ; he died m 
1733. 

CONST ANTIN, Robert, professor of physic, 
aad belles lettres, at Caen university, author of 
a valuable Greek and Latin Lexicon, with other 
worte ; he died in 1605. 

CON61*ANTINB^ usually called the Great, 
and memorable for having been the first empe 
rorof tlM Romans who established Christianity 
by tbecivtl power, was bom at Naissus, a town 
of Danlania, in 373. He died 337, and divided 
the empire between bis three sons, Constantine, 
\ Conscantiua, and Constans. 

G0NST:%NTINE II., son of Constantine the 
Great; after hia father's death, became master 
of Gaol, Spain, and Britain ; he was slain at 
AaaHeia, in 340. 

OONSTANTINE m., son of Constantiofl 11., 
was crowned emperor, in 668, and died in 685. 
CONSTANTINE IV., CAPRONYMUS,suc 
reeded bis fkther Leo, in 1753; be defeated the 
baracens, who made an Insurrection against 
biai,anddWdin775. 

CONSTANTINE V., succeeded hia father, 
Leo IV., in 3780 : he was defeated by the Bui- 
\f who took him and put out hia eyea, in 



atantinople. when beaieged and taken by the 
Turks, in 1453. In him ended the Greek empire 
CONSTANTINE, Flavius Julius, a private 
soldier, who invested himself with the imperial 
'purple in Britain, and added Gaul and Spain to 
his dominlmis ; he was put to death by Coitttan* 
tius,in4n. 

I CONSTANTINE, a native of Syria, raised 
to the papal chair, in JOB, died in the east, Ia 

I CONSTANTINE, of Carthage, hi Africa, a 
physician of the 11th century, who first brought 
tlic Arabian and Greek physic into Italy. 

CONST ANTIUS, Chiorua, fatherof Constan- 
tine the Great, died in 306. 

CONSTANTIUS, Fhivius Julius, succeeded 
his two brothers, Constans and Constantine, in 
the empire of Borne ; be died in 361. 

CONTARINI, Ga.spard, a native of Venice, 
made a eardina], in 1538, was sent a legate to 
the council of Trent, in 1541. He wrote against 
Luther, and died h) 1542. 

CONTARINI, Giovanni, an emhient Vene- 
tian painter, died in 1605. 

CONTARlNI, Vincent, professor of eloquence 
at Fadua, and a learned author, died in 1617. 

COMTE, Jacobino del, a Florentme, portrait 
painterjdied hi 1598. 

CONTI, Guisto de, a highly esteemed Italian 
poet, died about the middle of the 16th century. 

CONTI, Abi)6 Anthony, a noble Venetian, 
who travelled much, and wrote some poems 
and tr&4'edics ; he died in 1749. 

CONTI, Armand de Bourbon, prince of, an 
author of aome note, who warmly espoused tlie 
cauae of the insurgents against his brother, the 
great Cond£, in the civil wars of France. 

CONTI, Francis Lewis de Bourbon, elected 
king of Poland, in 1697, but supplanted by the 
elector cf Saxony, died in 1709. 

CONTO-PERTANA, Don Joseph, a Portu- 
guese poet of great merit ; he died in 1735. 

CON YBEARE, Dr. John, bishop of Bristol, 
bom at Pinhoe, near Exeter, in 1693, died at 
Bath, in 1755. His " Defttoce of Revealed Re- 
ligion,** published in 1732, in answer to Tindal*a 
" Christianity aa old as the Creation,** is an ad- 
mirable work, and rendered emhaent service to 
the ctjurch. 

COOK, James, a celebrated En^ish circumna- 
vigator, was bora at Marton, in YorkaUire, Oc- 
tober 27, 1728, of poor parenta, and apprenticed 
on board a vessel in the coal-trade. In the war 
of 17.'>5, between England and France, he en- 
tered as a seaman in the royal navy. Bis be- 
haviour in thia atation aoon endeared him to 
the officers ; and, on the ISch of May, 1759, he 
obtained a n)flater*a warrant for the Mercury, 
which was sr.on after employed in the famous 
siege of auebec. During thia aiege, a difiicult 
and dangeroua aerviee waa to be performed; 
namely, to take aoundbiga in the channel of the 
river St. Lawrence, directly hi front of the 
French fortified camp. Thia he performed at 
the hnmhient hazard of hia life, with which ha- 
deed he very narrowly eacaped ; he waa auccea- 
aively rewarded with the appointmenta of maa- 
ter of the Northumberland man of war. marine

By tliis voy- 
age, from which he returned in 1775, the illu- 
siona of a Terra Australia Incognita to any 
purposes of commerce, cotonizatlon, or utility, 
were dispelled; but a« a reward ror captain 
Ck)ok*8 important huprovements for preserving 
the health of seamen,, wry happily roauifestod 
iu^tliis voyage, the Koyal Society bestowed on 
him the medal of Sir Godfrey Copley. Another 
grand question was, the practicability of a 
northern passage to the Pacific Ocean ; to de- 
termine which, captain Cook sailed, in 1776, on 
board the Res«)lution, accompanied by captain 
Clcrke, in the Discovery. This voyage served 
to prove that there was no prac^aable passage 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans to- 
ward the north ; but, on his return, it unfortu- 
nately happened, that our navigator was killed 
in an affi ay with the natives of Owhybee, one 
of the Sandwich isles, February 14, 1779. His 
death was universally regretted, not only iu 
Great Britaiu, but througlioutall Burope, where 
his great merits and public services were known. 
COOKE, Sir Anthony, preceptor to Edward 
VI., born at Giddiug-IIall, in Essex, in 1306, died 
in 1376. He was a man of singular piety and 
goodness, and of unconunnn prudence in the 
management of bis family. Knowing tliat 
women are as capable of learning as men, he 
instilled that into bis daughters at night, which 
he bad taught the prince in the day. He was 
remarkably happy in thoe daughtet^ ; for they 
were learned above tlieir sex in Greek and I^a- 
tin, and were equally distinguished by their 
virtue, piety, and ^od fortune. Several witty 
and ingenious sayings of his are recorded ; par- 
ticularly the following: " That there were three 
objects before whom he could not do amiss ; bis 
prince, bis conscience, and his children.** This 
facetious story is likewise related of him : '* A 
Sussex knight, having s|>ent a great estate at 
court, and reduced himself to one park, and a 
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fine house in it, was yet ambitious to entertain 
the king, (Edward VI.) For that purpose, he 
new painted his gates, with a coat of arms and 
this motto over them, in large «»lden Jetters, 
OIA V ANITAS. Sir Anthony, offering to reiki 
it, desired to know of the gentleman what he 
meant by OIA ; who told htm it stood for omnia. 
" I wonder^ (replied be,) that having made your 
omnia so little as you have, you slioulo yet 
make your vanitas s« large." 

COOKE, Thomas, bom at Braintree, in Es- 
sex, in 1762. When only 19, he gave the world 
a very correct edition of •' Andrew Marvel's 
Works, with a Life, of the author prefixed." 
He publiabed translatten^f " Hesiod/' '' Cicero 
de Natura Deorum," and "Terence,** and pie- 
pared a translation of " Flautus,** but onty pub- 
lished the " Amphytrion.** He was also a dra- 
matic writer, and author of five or six pieces, 
which, however, were not attended with any 
success. 

COOKE, Elisba, a respectable pbyslciaii, of 
Boston, and an agent to Engtand to procure the 
restoration of the charter of Mass., in 1715. 

COOKE, Elisba. distinguished in the political 
iiistory of Massachusetts, was a representative 
in the general court, counsellor, &c., and died 
in 1737. 

COOKE, Samuel, first minister of the Sd pa- 
rish in Cambridge, Massachusetts, died in 1783. 
Hewas a man of science, and pubHshcJ several 
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COOKE, Robert, an able English divine» and 
proctor of the Oxford university. He retired 
upon the vicarage of Leeds, and died in 1614. 

COOPER, Thomas, D. D., a learned Englisb 
prelate, bom in 1517; he was author of a work, 
entitled " Tliesaurus Linguu Romania et Bri- 
tannics,** which was higlily patronised by queen 
Elizabeth. 

COOPER, Anthony Ashley, carl of Sbaitcs- 
bury, and sometime lord high chancellor, was 
bom at Whibome St. Giles', in Dorsetshire, 
July 22, 1G21, and died January, 1683-3. He is 
su posed to have been a. little int^nperate in bis 
gallantries: and it is recorded, that Charles IL, 
who would both take liberties and bear them, 
once said to the earl at court, in a vein of rail- 
lery and good humour, and in reference only to 
his amours, " I believe, Shaftesbury, thou art 
the wickedest fellow in my dominions." To 
which, with a low bow and very grave face, 
the earl replied, " May it please your majesty, 
of a subject I believe I am ; at which the meny 
monarch laughed most lieartily. 

COOPER, Autbony Ashley, earl of Shafte» 
bury, tlie celebrated author of the " Charac- 
teristics,** was grandson of the preceding earl, 
and bom at Exetcr-liouse, in London, Febru- 
ary 26, 1676- 1. Soon after bis coming into par- 
liament,. as a burgess fur Poole, he had an op- 
portuuity of showing that spirit of liberty wQcb 
he maintained .to the end of his life, and by 
which lie uniform^ directed his conduct on all 
occasions : it was the bringing in ani^ promoting 
'* The act for granting counsel to prisoners in 
cases of high treason.'* This be looked upon 
as important, and had prepared a speech in its 
behalf: but when he stood up to speak it iu the 
House of Commons, he wasso intiuiidated, that 
he lost all memory, and was quite unable to 
proceed. The bouse, af\er giving bhu a little 
tbue to recover his confusion, called loudly for 
him to eo on ; when he proceeded to this effect : 
" If I, sir, (addressing mmself to the speaker,) 
who /ise only to give my opinion on the bill 
now i)ending, am so confounded that I am un- 
able to express the least of What I piopoeed to 
say, what must ^e condition of tliat man be, 
who, without any assistance, is pleading for bis 
life, and under apprehension of being dcpdved 
ofiti'* He died in 1713-13. 

COOPER, Maurice Ashley, brother of the 
foregoing, translated " Xenopbon's Cyrogedia,'* 
which was published in 3 vol8.8vo., 17^, being 
a short time after his decease. A third edition 
was published in 1776 ; '* not," as is said, ** with 
the eclat of popular applause, but with the sDeut 
approbation of the studious few." 

COOPER, Samuel, an eminent English pain- 
ter, bora in London, in 1660, and commonly 
styled the Vandyck in Uttle. He died In 1672, 
and was buried in Pancras church. 

COOPER, John Gilbert, author of a " Life of 
Socrates.** He wrote one or two numbers of 
the periodical paper called " The Worid ;" was 
author of " Letters oo Taste :'* " Vcr Vert, or 
the NuQoeiy Parrot ;" and published a volume 
of '* Poems on several sulgects,'* 1764, ISmo. 
He died in April, 1760. 

COOPER, Dr. Miles, a learned divine and 
poet, who published sermons " On the Origja 
of Civil government,'* and a volume of poeais, 
and died at lldinburgh, in 1785. 

COOPER, WiUiam, minister in Boston, of 
which place he was a native ; he was distitt- 
guished for his faithftilness and zeal, and died 
Iiml713; he published several dizcounws. 
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COOPER, Samuel, minister in Boston, son of 
WiQiani, whom he succeeded in Brattle-street 
charch ; was among the first of tliose patriots who 
took part against Great Britain ; be died in 1783. 

C0OP£R,Mile8, D.D., presidentof King's Col- 
fegc, New- Yorkja native of England ; became 
to America in 1762, published a volume of poems, 
returned to England, and died in 1785. 

COOTE, Sir Eyre, a celebrated commander 
of tbe East India Company's forces in India, 
wtw gained great renown by his frequent vic- 
tories over Hyder Ally ; in one of which, near 
Porto Novo, Hydcr^B army consisted of more 
than 150,000 men, and General Coote's of only 
10,008. He was born in 1726, and died at Ma- 
dras, April, 1783. 

COOTWICH, John, of Utrecht, a civilian 
and traveller. The account of Ids " Travels 
tiiio Jerusalem and Syria," was published in 
Utiu, 4lo.,^1619. It is very curious, and is now 
become extremely scarce. The dates of bis 
birth and death are uncertain. 

COPERNICUS, Nicholas, an eminent <«.- 
tronomer, bom at Tbom, in Prussia, in 1472. He 
adopted and improved the bsrpothesis of the Py- 
tiiagoreans, which made tbe sun the centre of 
tbe qrstem, and the earth to move, not only 
round tbe sun, but round its own axis also ; and 
cstabliibed that fnrstem of tbe world wliich goes 
by his tiame, and is now universally received. 
Tbis he performed In a work entitled " De Re- 
volatiooibus Orbium CcBlestium." Apprebeu 
sioiw, triring from the novelty of bis opinions, 
had, itis said, almost brought him to drop all 
tbodglits of publishing his book, which had lain 
in his escrutoir not nine years only, (which is 
the term Horace prescribes, but almost fbur 
times nine years. At length, however, by the 
importunity of his friends, be was prevailed 
upon to let it come oat ; but a copy of it was 
no sooner brought to him, than he was presently 
iteized with a violent effusion of blood, which 
put an end to bis life, May 24, 1543. 

COPPA, Cavalier, a disciple and imitator of 
Guide, died in 1665. 

COQ, Peter le, a Freneb ecdesiasuc, superioi 
of tbe Eudistes, and distinguished for bis piety, 
learaing.tc., died in 1777. 

COOUES, Oonzalo, a Flemisb painter, who 
ettelled hi historical conversations : be died in 
1664. 

OORAM, Captain Thomas, bom in 1668, spent 
tne nut part of bis me as master of a colonial 
Jibing vessel. While he resided in that part 
of London which is the common residence of 
Mafartng people, business often obliged liim to 
jome early hito tbe city and return late : when 
ne bad frequent occasions of seeing young chil- 
dren exposed, through the indigence or cruelty 
nr weir parents. This excited his compassion 
S Zil^^ **® projected the Foundling Hos{>ital ; 
"» which humane design he laboured 17 years, 
»M at last, by his sole application, obtained the 
'oyal cliarter for it Indeed he spent a great 
part of bis life in serving the public ; and with 
w total a disregard to bis private Interest, that, 
^ward the latter part of it, he was himself sup- 
P^Jfd by the voluntary subscription of public 
Wed persons. This singular and memorable 
Dian died March 20, 1751, and was interred, 
pursuant to his desire, in the vault under the

wa.\s, John de, professor of law at Toulouse 
« the ac^ of 18 ; afterwards chanceUor to the 
nufien of Navarre; be was imprisoned for favour- 
* 'i ^ protestaais, and murdered in 1572. 



C0RA9, James de, a native of Toulouse, and 
an author of litUe merit, died in 1677. 

CORBBT, John, a sealous non-conformist, 
author of several works of merit, died in 1680. 

CORB£T, Dr. Richard, bisfaop of Norwich, 
and an ingenious poet, died 1635. His poems 
wcf^e printed in 12mo., under the title of " Poe- 
tica Stromata," 1647, and again in 1762. Mr. 
(xilchrist published an edition of them (with his 
life prefixed) in 1807. Some pleasant anecdotes 
are recorded of biin, among which are tlie fbl- 
lowing ; after lie was doctor of divinlQr, he sung 
ballads at the Cross at Abingdon. On a mar- 
ket-day he and some of his comrades were at 
the tavern by the Cross ; tbe ballad- singer com- 
plained he had uo custom, and could not put off 
(lis ballads. The jolly doctor puts off his gown, 
and put on the ballad-singer's leathern Jacket ; 
and being a handsome man, and a rare full voice, 
he presently vended agreat many, and had a great 
audience. His conversation was extremely plea- 
sant. Dr. Stubbius was one of bis cronies ; he 
was a Jolly doctor, and a very good house-keeper. 
As Dr. Corbet and be were riding in Lob-lane, 
in w^ weather, (it is an extraordinary deep, 
dirty lane,) the coach fell, and Corbet said, that 
Dr. S. was up to the elbows in mud, and be was 
up to the elbows in Stubbins. His chaplain, 
Dr. Lusbington, was a very learned and ii$e- 
nious. man ; and they loved one anotlier. The 
bishop would sometimes take the key of tbe wine 
cellar, and he and bis cliaplaiu would go and 
lock themselves in, and be merry ; then, first be 
lays down bis episcopal hood, " There lies tbe 
doctor ;** then he puts off his gown, " There 
lies the bishop ;" then it was, "Here's to tbee, 
Corbet.'* " Here's to tliee Lusbington." 

CORBULO, Domitius, a Roman general, 
who carried his arms against tbe Partbians, 
and placed Tigraiies on tlie throne ; he destroyer} 
himself, A.D. 67. 

CORDAY D'ARM ANS,MaryAnne Charlotte, 
a nativeof Normandy, who avenged the death or 
her lover, by stabbing Marat,tbe author d it, to 
the heart, for wiiich she waaguiHotined in 1793. 

COROEMOI, Geraud de, a French academi- 
cian, and a great partisan of Descartes' systemt ; 
he wrote several works, and died in 17& 

CORDIER, or CORDERIUS, Matburin, a 
schocrimaster, died at Geneva, in 1564, aged 85 ; 
having continued tbe office of teaching till with- 
in a ^ew days of bis death. Calvin was bis 
scholar. Among mtmy other works, be pub- 
lished " Colloquia," one of the most popular of 
our school books. 

CORDUS, Aulus Crementius, a Roman, au- 
tlior of a histoijraf tbe civil wars of Rome, much 
commended Iq^ Tacitus and Seneca. 

CORDUS, Eoricius, a German physician and 
poet, intimate with Erasmus ; died in 1535. 

CORDUS, Valerius, son of tbe preceding ; 
devoted bimself particularly to botany, ^and tra- 
versed the mountains of Germany, &c ; be died 
in 1554: 

CORELLI, Arcanselo, a famous musician of 
Italy, bora at Fusignano, a town of Bologna, in 
1653. His merits, as a performer on tbe violin, 
were sufficient to attract tbe patronage qf the 
great, and to silence, as they did, all ccmipeti- 
tion ; but the remerahranee of these is at tbis 
day absorbed in the contemplation of his excel- 
lencies as a musician at large, as the author of 
uew and origmal harmonies, and tbe fitther of 
a style not less noUe and grand than elegant 
and pathetic. He died at Rome, in 1713, and 
was burled in tlie charch of tiie Rotunda, other • 
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wiae called the Paatheon ; where, for many 
years after his decease, be was commemorated 
by a scrieimi musical performance on the anoi 
versanr of his death. 

CORINN A, a €kcek poetess, who gained the 
prize five times over Pinilar. 

CORIO, Bernardine, a historian of Milan: he 
wrote Uie history of his country, which is much 
esteemed, and died ih 1500. 

CORIOLANUS, C. Marcius, a famous Ro- 
man captain, who took Corioli, a town of the 
Volsci, whence he had his name. At last, dis- 
gusting the people, he was banished Rome bt- 
the tribune Decius. He then went to the Volsci. 
and, persuading them to take up arms against 
the Romans, they encamped wiihin four miles 
bf Rome. Here Coriolanus would not listen to 
a peace, which the Romans sued for, till be was 
prevailed upon by his wife Veti^ria, and bis 
mother Volumnia, who were followed by all the 
Roman ladies in tears. He was at la^f put to 
death by the Volsci as a traitor, who had made 
them quit their conquest : upon which the Ro- 
man ladies went into mourning : and in the 
same place where his Mood was shed, there was 
a temple consecrated to 7'emale Fortune. 

CORLCT, Elijah, was master of the gram- 
mar School, in Cambridge, Mass., for 40 or 50 
years, and was much esteemed ; he died in 1687. 

CORNARIUS, or HAGUENBOT, John, a 
German physician, early distinguished as a 
sdioiar. He was the translator of the works of 
Hippocrates, &c., and died in 1558. 

CORNARO, Lewis, a noUe Venetian, bom 
1464, wrote in Latin a celebrated treatise " On 
the Advantages of a Temperate Life/* By fol- 
lowing his own rules, be H ved to upwards of KM 
years of age, dying in 1565. 

CORNARO, Helena Lacretia,of the same fk- 
mily with the above, a prodigy of learnins; of 
whom it is related, that all people of qualiQr or 
fashion who passed through Venice, were more 
solicitous to see her, than any of the callosities 
of that superb city. She was bom at Venice, in 
1646, and educatcM) at Padua, where she obtain- 
ed the degree of doctor, and died in 1685. 

CORNAZZ ANI, Anthony, a native of Plaeen- 
tia, in the ]5tb century ; he wrote the lives of 
the Virgin Mary, &c 

CORNBURY, lord, governor of New- York 
in 1702, was nniversally detested^for his despo- 
tism, bigotry, and injustice : he was removed 

innoe. 

CORNEILLE, Michael, a French painter, 
s.__.4eb(Hi;ained a prize for one of his pieces, and 
was afterwlmfo prt^essor of the academy c^ Pa- 
ris; he died in 1708. 

CORNEILLE, Peter, a celebrated French 
poet, bora at Rouen, in 1606, and died 1684. His 
works have been often printed, and consist of 
above 30 comedies and tragedies. 

CORNEILLE, Thomas, a French poet also, 
bat inferior to Peter Coraeille, whose brother he 
was. He died 1709, aged 84.— Thomas Corneille 
was the author of " A Dictionary of Arts," In 
8 vols, fblio ; aiid *' A Universal Oeoerapbical 
and Historical Dictionary,** in 3 vols, folio. 

CORNELIA, a Roman lady, who educated 
her sons Tiberius and Cains Gracchus, and when 
they were killed, exhibited great fortitude. 

CORNELISZ, Lucas, a painter, of Leyden. 
who became chief piUnter to Heniy VIu. of 
England. 

CORNELISZ. James, a Dotah painter of the 
10th century, lib defoett ftom Uie ciOM ii 
Mocti idnired.

CORNELISZ, CorneliUB, of Haeileni, was 
{eminent as a painter. 

CORNELIUS, bishop of Rome, after Fabian, 

as banished, and soon after died, in 3S3< 

CORNETO, Adrian, an Italian ecclesiastie, 
much employed by Innocent Vn. and his suc- 
cessors, as a legate : he was an author of some 
distinction. 

CORNUTUS, a grammarian and philosopher 
of merit, and tutor to the poet Persius. He 
was put to death by Nero, A D. 44. 

CQRNWALLIS, Sir Charles, second eon of 
Sir William Comwallis, a man of superior ^i- 
littes ; was sent by James I. as ambassador to 
Spain ; and died in 1630. 

CORx\WALLlS,-lQharlcs, marquis, a brave 
British general, born in 1738. In the American 
war he disfriayed great military talents, took 
possession of Philadelphia, contributed to the 
reduction of South Carolina, and defeated Gen. 
Gates with a very inferior force. But, in 1781, 
he was under the necessity ofsurrenderingtothe 
united American and French army; soon after 
which he returned to England. He W8»iiext 
sent out as goveraor-geaeral of India ; where tn 
Decenifoer, 1790, he took Bangalore, which was 
followed by the defeat of Tippoo Saib« wlio de- 
livered to his lordship his two sons as hostages. 
Lord Comwallis was next appointed lord lieu- 
tenant of Ireland ; where he quelled an insar- 
rection, defeated a French invadliK army, and 
sueceed^ in eaec^g a union of the two king- 
doms. In 1801, he was employed as minister 
plenipotentiary in ^ance, wliere he signed the 
preliminary treaty aC peace at Amiens.. Hia 
lordsliip apin accepted the government of In- 
dia, in 1805; but died at Ghazepoor, in the pro- 
vince of Benares, on the 5th of October, in tile 
iraeyear. 

CORONEL, Paut a native of Segovia, en>- 
ptoyed by Cardinal Ximenes in the pabiicatioii 
of his PQlyglott Bible; be died in 15-24. 

CORONELLI, Vincent, a Venetian geo<n«- 
pher, made cosmographer to the Frendi king 
tn 1685. lie published 400 geographical chartf*. 
and died in 1718. 

CORRADINI,Peter Marcellinns, a learned d • 
vittan, and favourite of Pope Clement ^I., he 
died in 1743. 

CORRADUS, Sebasdan, a grammarian and 
professor at Bologna, died in 1556. 

CORREGIO, Antonio da, a most extranrd^ 
narv painter, so called from Corregio, a town 
in the dukedom of Modena, where he was bora, 
hi 1494. This artist is remarkable for having 
borrowed nothing from the wc^cs of other men. 
Corregio spent the greater part of liis life at 
Parma; and notwithstanding the many fine 
pieces that he made, and the high repiuation 
he had gained, he was extremely poor and al- 
wavB obliged tk work hard for the maintenance 
of his ftimily, which was somewhat large. He 
was very humble and modest in bit behavlbar, 
lived very devoutly, and died much lamented in 
1534, when he was but 40 years of age. The 
cause of his death was a little singular. Go-

His 
engravinfs are tbe best wiiicb that coojttry has 
pfoduced; be died in 1578. 

CORTE&I, William, a French painter, patro- 
nised 1^ Alexander VIII., died in 1679. 

CORTESI. Giovanna, a female painter of 
Diniatwres, or Florence ; died in 1738. 

COBTEZ, Ferdinand, a Spanish |entlenian> 
fuDovs, ander the emperor Charles v., tor the 
cooqnest of Mexico. He died in 1654, aged 63. 

CORTEZI, Paul, a ieanied Italian, a patron 
of literature i was bishop of Urbino, and died 
inino. 

CORTI, Matthew, a native cX Pavia, a phy- 
Bician to Clenient Vll. , wrote on fevers, Jtc 
and died hi 1544. 

CORTICELX.I, Salvatore, a monk of Bologna, 
author of a much admued Italian grammar, 
died in 1770. 

CORT ATE, Thomas, a famous English tra- 
veller, chie4y on foot. He visiMid almost all 
parts of tbe world, and published reUitionsof 
bis voyages and uavels ; hut the singularity of 
the titles, and of his manners, exposed him to 
macb ridicule, and occasitmed the character of 
bis works to be misrepresented, as well as that 
of their author, who was certainly a man of

great learning. His best known works are, 
''Crudities hastily gobbled up hi Five Months' 
Travels m France, Sav<^, Italy,** tc. He was 
bcNTB at Odcombe, in Somersetshire, 1577, and 
died at Snrat in the East Indies, 1617. 

COSBY, William, governor of the colonies of 
New-Tork and New-Jersey, died \n 1736. 

C08IERS, John, a painter of Antwerp, pa- 
tronised by many crowned heads. 

COSIMO, Andrew and Peter, ItaUao painters, 
tiw former excelled in the claro-obscuro, the 
latter hi hidicrous pieces. Peter died in VSOl. 

COSIN, John, an lEbiglisb prelate, deprived of 
Us prefennenta Iqr inneaching a seditious ser- 
nKNi;batattbe restwaticm he was re-instated 
and preferred to the see (tf Durham. He wrote 
varkws works, and was a learned and bmnaae 
maa. He died to 1673. 

COSME, John Baseillact eminent as a lltho- 
tomist, whose instruments were much used for- 
merly; he was banished throoah the envy of 
his rivals ; and died at Paris, in 1786. 

COSMO I., son of John de Medici, who rals- 
edhUnself to the supreme authority of the state 
of Ftormce, and pot down aU conspiracies 
agafaHt him ; he died in 1574. 

COSMO 11., irandson of Cosmo I.^^soMeed- 
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jwhen travelling in Asia, was taken prisoneri 
and detained in captivitv many years ; he pub- 
lished an account of Indian plants. 

COSTA, Emanuel, a Portuguese lawyer, pro- 
fessor at Salamanca, 1550. 

COSTA, John, professor of law, at Cabors, 
died in 1637. 

COSTA, Margaret, an Italian poetess, whose 
works were poblished at Paris. 

COSTANZO, Angelo di, an Italian, wrtXe a 
history of Italy, and was apoetof considerable 
merit; he died about 1500. 

COSTARD, Georte, an English scholar, who 
wrote 15 treatises, chiefly on astronomy, died in 
1783. 

COSTE, Peter, a native of Uzex, who trans- 
lated into French, Locke on the understanding, 
and Newton*s optics, Slc. ; he died in 1747. 

COSTER, Lawrence, an inhabitant of Haei^ 
lem, supposed by the Dutch to have been the 
inventor of printing, about 1430. He died hi 
1440. 

COSTHA, Ben Luea, a christian philosopher, 
of Balbec, who translated several Greek works 
into Arabic. 

COTA, Rodriguez, a native of Toledo, whose 
tragi-ooniedia de Colisto k. Melibcea, has ap- 
peared in Latin and French, flourished in the 
16Ui century. 

COTELERIUS, John Baptist, a learned 
Frenchman, who puUisbed the works of all the 
fathers in the Apostolic age, with learned notes, 
^ied hi 1686.

C06SAJIT, Gahrid, a native of Pontoise, who 
assisted Lahbe in hUi grand collection of coun- 
cito, which was contahied ha 88 vols, folio, died 
hi 1674. 

COSSE, Charles de, marechal de Brissac, a 

Ffench goieral of groat military talents, patron- 

i^ by the king of France, was- ambassador to 

Charles V., arid died w ISSi. 

COSTA^ Christopher, a Portuguese, who,

COTOLENDI, Charles, an advocate in the 
parliament of Paris, and respectable as an au- 
thor. Be wrote tbe life of Columbus, of de 
Sales^and numerous other wwks. 

COTTA, John, a Latin poet, author of some 
epterams and orations, died at Viterbo in 1511. 

COTTE, Robert de, of Paris, director of the 
Royal Academy of Architecture, who adorned 
many of the public buildings in Paris; died in 
173i. 

COTTEEEL, Sii' Charles, groom-porter to 
iJames I., and master of requests to Charles II., 
well skille d in modem languages. 

COTTIN, Sophia de, wife of M. Cottin, a 
banker of Paris, died in 1807. She was the nthor 
of Malvhia, Matilda Mansfield, the exiles of Si- 
beria, and other novels. 

COTTINQTON, Francis. lord, chancellor of 
the exchequer, and first lord of the treasuiy, in 
the r eign of Charles I., died in 165L 

COITON, or COTON, Peter, a learned Je- 
suit, bora in Francorin 1564, wrote several books 
on controversial subjects, mid died in 1636. 

COTTON, Sir Robert Brace, an eminent Eng- 
lish antiquary, bora at Denton, hi Honttogdon- 
shhre, in 1570. His writings are very numerous 
and valuable; but it may reasonably be ques- 
tioned, whether he has not done mora service 
to learning, by securing, as he did, his valuable 
fibrary for the use of posterity, than hy all his 
writinnu The Cottonian libraiy is deposited 
in the British Museum. 

COTTON, Chartes, lived in the reigns of 
Charles and James II, He had something of a gsr 
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niu8 for poetry, aiHi was purticularij lamoutitor I COUBT£MAY, Jobu, a lueiuber oi' parlia 
burlesque yorne. He translated one of Cnmeilie's ment, and commissioner of tbe trettwry, known 



tragedfefl. called ** Horace," printed in 1671. -He 
published a TOlume ot pnenia on several occa- 
sions: '* The Wonders of Uie Peak in Derby 
shire ;** " ticarronides, or Virgil TravBStie ;' 
and ^'Lncian barlesqued,or the Scolfer scoffed :*' 
an edition of the three last mentioned, was 
printed in J 715, and has been frequently reprint- 
ed. But the chief of all his productions, and 
for wMcb perhaps he deierves the best praise 
of his countrymen, is his translation of " Mon- 
taigne's Essays.'* 

COTTON, Dr., author of " Visions in Verse, 
for the instruction of Younger Minds/' was dis- 
tinguished for his great tare, humanity, and at- 
tention as a physician, at &u Albans, wb^re be 
died Aug SL im 

COTTON, John, one of the most distinguish- 
*ed early minii^rB of New Eogland, bom in Eng- 
land ; he sustained a high reputation for wisdom 
and learning ; his publications were numerous. 

COTTON, Seaborn, son of John, minister of 
Hampton, N. H., was bom at sea, died in 1686. 
He was a good scholar, and an ^>le preacher. 

COTTON, John, son of the Rev. John Cot- 
ton, minister of Plymouth,Mas8., and of Charles- 
ton, South Carolina. He was a faithful minis- 
ter, and eminent for his knowlege of the Indian 
language. He revised and superintended the 
printing of Elliofs E^ble. 

COTTON, John, minister of Newton, Mass , 
highly respected, died in 1^17. 

COTVS, a king of Thrace, in the age of 
Alexander, died about 356 B. C. A second of 
the name lived in the age of Pompey, and a 
third in ttie ^e of Augustus. 

COUDRETTE, Christopher, a French eccle- 
siastic, opposer of ttie Jesuits, and of the pope's 
buU, unigeiiittts^ died in 1774. His chief woKk 
is a history of we Jesuits. 

COULON, Lewis, a French priest, whose 
geographical works are mneh esteemed, died in 
1664. 

COUPERIN, Francis, a Frenchman, much 
admired for his eiecution on the harpdcbord, 
died in 1733. 

COUPLET, Philip, a Jesuit missionary to 
China, wrote some works on the Chinese lan- 
guage ; he died in 1693. 

COUBAYER, Peter Francis, a French divine, 
author of Paul's history of the council of Tfent, 
in French, &;c., died in 1776. 

COCJRCBLLES, Stephen de, a native of 6e 
neva, professor of divinity at Amsterdam, and 
author of various theological tracts, died in 
1658. 

COURT DE GEBELIN, Anthony, a protest 
ant minister of Lausanne, author of ^^ Monde 
Primitif," in 9 vols. 4to, a work of great merit, 
died ill 1784. 

COURTANVAUX, Francis Caesar, marquis 
de, a French nobleman, who distinguished him- tied " The Interpreter, 
self in the wars of Bohemia and Bavaria; he 
died in 1781. 

COURTEN, WHUaro, son of a tailor, of Me- 
nix, in the Netberiands, who made himself im- 
mensely rich, by making French hoods, in Lon- 
don ; he died in 1636. 

COURTEN, William, descendant of tlie pre- 
ceding, who collected whatever was curious and 
important, in medallic and antiquarian history, 
and no less tlian 3d vols, in folio, and 8 in 4to, 
^ aa of wliich were purchased for the British 
Museum, for tjhe sum of 90,0001. He died in 
1708. 
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also ns a writer, died in 1816. 

COURTILZ, Garien de sieur de Sandras, of 
Paris, confined in the Bastile 9 years, for liis po- 
litical works, died in 1712. 

COURTIVRON, Gaspard, marquis de, a na- 
tive of Diion, a soldier and a scholar ; be was 
wounded in attempting to save the li^ of mar- 
shal 8axe, and died in 1785. 

COURTNEY, WiUiam, archbishop of Can- 
terbury, a persecutor of Wicklifte, and liis fol- 
lowecv, died in 1396. 

COURTOIS, James, a painter, who delinea- 
ted the battles of the French, in the campaign» 
of Italy ; he died in 1676. 

COURTOIS, WiUiam, also a painter, macli 
admired, was patronised by Alexander VII., 
and died in 1673. 

COUSIN, John, a painter and mathematician, 
in France ; lie was called the Great, and was 
patronised by Henry U., Francia n., CharleB IX., 
and Henry III. 

COUSIN, James Anthony Joseph, an emi- 
nent mathematician, was professor ofnatural 
phik)sophy in the college of France, and aft^- 
wards of mathematics in the military school; 
he died in 1808. 

COUSTON, Nicholas, sculptor to the Preach 
king; his pieces adorn the palaces of Paris, 
Versailles, and Marly ; be died in 1733. 

COUSTON, William, brother to the preced- 
ing, director of the academy of painting and 
sculpture, died in 1746. 

COUSTON, William, son of the preceding 
was improving himself in the arts, at Bume, 
where he died In 1777. 

COUTHON, Georges, a native of Orsay, m 
Auvergne^ a member of the convention in the , 
French revolution, odious for his ferocious and 
vindictive conduct ; he was guillotined in 1794. 

COUVREUR, Adrianne le, a French actress, 
who pl^ed with much applause, died in 1730. 

COVEL, John, an English divine, chaplain to 
the embassy to Constantinople, punished an ac- 
count of the Greek church, and died in 1722. 

COVERDALE, Miles, bishop of Exeter, in the 
time of Edward VI., was etiected from his see 
by queen Mary, and thrown into prison. Being 
liberated by queen Elizabeth, he attached him- 
self to the puritans, and died in 1567, at tlif age 
of 81. He assisted Tindal in the English ver- 
sion of the Bible, published in 1537. and after- 
wards revised and corrected the edition of it in 
a larger volume, with notes, in 1540. 

COWARD, William, a medical and meta- 
physical writer, bora at W4nchester, in 1656, 
died between 1722 and 1725. 

CO WELLi Dr. John, a learned and eminent 
civilian, bom at Emesborougb, in Devonshire, 
in 1554 : and well known by a laboHous work 
which he pubUsbed at Cambridge, in 1607, enti- 
tled " The Interpreter." Besides, this, he pub- 
lished, in 1605, *' Institntiones Juris Anglicaoi,** 
&C., that is, " Institutes of the Laws of England, 
in the same method as Juistinian*s Institutes.* * 
He died in 1611. 

COWLEY, Abraham, an eminent English 
poet, bocn in London, in 1618, died 1667,and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey, near Chaucer and 
Spenser, where a monument was erected to Ida 
memory, Cowley was a staunch loyally ; and 
when Charles II. heard of his death, he was 
pleased to say, " that Mr. Cowley had not left 
a better man behind him in England.** Addi- 
{son has obaerred, th«t of all authors, none ew

abounded ho much in wit, according to Locke's 
true dtftiiiitiun of it, as Cowley. 

COWLEY, Hannah, a very ingenius drama 
tic writer, and a poetess, indeed, in almost 
vvery branch of the art, bom at Tiverton, De- 
von, in 1743, died March 11, 1809, at the place 
of her nativity, in her 66th year. 

COWPER, WUliaro, bishop of Galloway, in 
Scotland, bom in Perth, in 1564, died 1617, leav- 
ing a folio volume of works on divinity. 

COWPER, William, dean of Durham, was 
the son of earl Cowper, bom in London, in 
1713, aud died 1772. He wrote a learned " Trea- 
tise on GeouKJtry," eight 1' Sermons," and 
"Advice to a Lady;'* all of which are much 
esteemed. 

COWPER, William, a physician and anti 
quanr, at Chester, died in 1767. 
COWPER,WUliam, an excellent English poet, 
equally distinguisbed by bia cenius and his vir- 
tues. He was bora at Berkbampstead, Herts, 
Nov. 1731, was the grandson, of judge Cowper, 
great nephew of the lord high chancellor of the 
same name, and died April25, 1800. His poems 
are various ; but tbe most celebrated of tbem is 
called " Tbe Task ;** and the tendency of all 
bis writings is, to enlarge tbe soul to every libe- 
ral sentiment, and to imiHrove tbe heart. Mr. 
(bwper also published a translation into blank 
verse, of Homer's Iliad and Odyssey ; which is 
more remarkable for its fidelity to tbe original, 
tban for its poetical elegance. 

COX, Richard, bishop of Ely, born at Whad- 
doQ, in Buckmghamsbire, in 1499, died 1581. 
He was tbe chief framer of the litnrgy, and 
translator of tbe BiUe caUed " Tbe Biabop*s 
Bible," made in the reign of Elizabeth. 

COX, Sir Richard, lord chancellor of Ireland, 
and author of "A History'* of that kingdom, 
was born at Baodon, in Cork, in 1690, and died 
1733. 

COX, Leonard, a grammarian, sometime mas- 
ter of Readmg school, with great reputation, 
and teacher in several countries on tbe conti- 
nent, died in 1549. 

COXETER, Thomas a faithful and indua- 
trions collector of old English literature, was 
bora at Lecblade, in Gk)ce8tersbbre, in 1689. 
He amassed materials for a biograjmy of the 
English poeti, and assisted Mr. Ames in the 
"History of British Typography." He bad a 
curious collection of old plays, and pointed out 
to Theobald, many of the black letter books 
which that critic used in his edition of Shak- 
ipeare. Coxeter was the first who forroad the 
Kbeme, aflerwarda adopted by Dodsley, of pub- 
Uthiog a colIecioD of ancient plays. He died 
In 1747. 

COXIS, Michael, a painter, of Mechlin, who 
indtaM Rapbael, died in 1508. 

COTBR, PAbb6 Gabriel Francis, a Frenata- 
iBin, who wrote tbe life of John Sobieeki, Tra- 
vels in Italy, HoUand, &c., and died in 1783. 

COYPEL, tbe name of several painters, who 
^ very eminent in France, hi tbe 17th and 
«th centuries. 

C0Y8EVOX, Anthony, chancellor and re- 
lent of tbe academy of painting and sculpture, 
m fiance, died in im 

COYTIEB, James, physician to Lewis XI., 
of France, and memorable for nothing particu- 
luly, but tbe dexterity he showed, in managing 
jittt monarch. Lewis bad no principle to lay 
BoM of, except an intense fear of dying ; which 
Bwst contemptible cowardice, Coytiertaking the 
advantage of, and often threatening his master 
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with a speedy dissolution, obtained from time 
to time, great and innumerable favours. Lew- 
is, however, once recovered strength of mind 
enough to be ashamed of his weakness ; and 
feeling a momentary resentment for (what be 
then thought) the insolence of his physician, or- 
dered him to be privately despatched. Coytier, 
apprized of this by the officer, who was bu in- 
timate friend, replied, " that the only concern 
he felt about himself was, not that be must die, 
but that tbe king could not survive bim above 
four days ; and that he (the said Co3rtier) knew 
this by a particular science (meaning astrology, 
which then prevailed) and only mentioned it to 
him in confidence as an intimate friend.'* Lewis 
informed of th^ was frightened more than ever, 
and ordered Coytier to be at large, as usual. 

COZZA, Francesco, born in Sicily, eminent 
in fresco and oil painting, died In 1664. 

CRAASBECK, Joseph Van, of Brussels, a 
painter, who ^celled in representing alehouse 
quarrels, died in 1668. 

CRAB, Rogo", an EngUsh hermit, who lived 
at Ickbam, near UxbHdge, and acquired great 
reputation for sanctity and abstinence. 

CRABB, Habakkuk, an eminent dissenter, in 
England, died In 1795. ' , 

CRACHERODE, Rev. Clayton Mordaunt, 
one of the trustees of the Britisb Museum, and 
FeUow of tbe Royal and Antiquarian Societies. 
His attainments were various and considerable : 
be wrote elegantly in Latin verse; as maybe 
seen in the '* Carmina Cluadriffesimalia," for 
the year 1748. He employed a considerable 
part of a lai^e revenue,'in making collections 
of what was best and most curious in litera- 
ture, and certain branches of the arts. His li- 
brary WM unrivaUed in itsldnd ; and his cabi' 
net of prints, drawings, and medals, was consi- 
dered as among tbe moat select and valuable in 
a country that possesea so fiiany of them. He 
was an exquisite judge of art, both ancient and 
modern, particularly of sculpture, painting, and 
music, and collected the choicest of early print- 
ed books, drawings, coins, and gems, of which 
a complete catalogue raisonne would require a 
volume. Mr. Cracberode died April 6, 1799, 
and bequeathed his immense collection of books, 
medals, drawuigs, ^., &c., to the British Mu- 
seum. 

CRADDOC.K, Luke, an ingenius English 
painter, chiefly of birds, died in 1717. Vertuo 
records, that Craddock's pictures rose quickly 
^fter his death, to three or four times the price 
that he was paid for them when living. 

CRADDOCK, Samuel, a learned divine, au- 
thor of " A History of the Old and New Testa- 
ment," an " Apostolical History," and " The 
Harmony of the Four Evangelists, died in 1706, 
aged 86. Tbe latter of these works was revi- 
sed by Dr. TiUotson, who preserved it from the 
flames in tbe fire of London. 

CRADOCK, Thomas, rector of St. Thomas, 
Baltimorecounty, Maryland, published Psabna 
of David in heroic verse, in 1756. 

CRACKANTHORP, Richard, an eloquent 
English preacher, chaplain to «n embassy to 
tbe emperor, and an author of merit, died in 
1624. 

CRAIG, Ilicholas, a learned Dane ;. he was 
engaged by the king of Denmark in some im- 
portant negotiations, and wrote annals of Den- 
mark. He died in 1603. 

CRAIG, Sir Thomas, a learned Sc6tch law- 
yer, known for his "Jus Feudale," died in 

ieo8. 
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CRAIG, Junet, a Scotch divine, admired as 
n preaclier ; be pubtidlied 3 voit. of senaoni, and 
died in 1744. 

CRAIG, Jotm, a Scotcli mathematician, who 
made bis name famous by a sroali work of 36 
papes in 4to, entitled '' Tbeologia Christians 
Principia Matliematica.** 

CRAIG, WiUiam.a SCotch divine, celebrated 
for his pulpit oratory, died in 1783. 

CRAIK, James, M. O., a native of Scotland, 
eame to Virginia, where he became a distin- 
guished physician, received an appointment in 
the army ot tiie revolution, and was physician 
to the tamily of General Washington. He died 
in 1814. 

CRAMER, John Frederic, teamed processor 
at Duisburg, translated FuffendorTs introduc- 
tion to history> and died in 1715. 

CRAMER, Gabriel, of Geneva, well known 
over Europe as a mathematician, died in 17S3. 

CRAMER, Nicholas, a Flemish pamter, dis- 
tingmshed for taste and correctness, died in 1710. 

CRAMER, Daniel, a native of Behz, in Bran- 
' denbnrg, professor of eloquence, at Witteraberg, 
and an able divine, wrote on Aristotle^s logic ; 
he died in 1506. 

CRAMER, John James, professor of oriental 
langauge at Zurich, and afterwards at Herbom, 
and author of several theoiogicai works; he 
died in 1703. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a native of Qned- 
iinburg, who first reduced the art of assaying 
in metallurgy into a system ; he died in 1777. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a German divine, 
not distinguished exctoting as a poet. He was 
professor in several institutions, and died in 
1788. 

CRANE, Thomas, a non-conformist divine, 
author of a " Treatise on Divine Providence," 
thed in 1714. 

CRANFIELD, Edward, was, for a short time, 
governor of the colony of New "Hampshire, af- 
ter 1683^ 

CRANIUS, Luca, a painter of Bamberg, whose 
pieces were once admired, died in 1553. 

CRANMER, Thomas, an English archbishop, 
memorable for having endured martyrdom in 
the cause of protestantism, was bom at Aslac- 
lon, in Nottinghamshire, in 1489, and burnt at 
Oxford, March 31, 1553, by order of queen Ma- 
ry. He was an open, generous, honest man ; a 
lover of truth, and an enemy of falsehood and 
superstition ; he was gentle and moderate in his 
temper, and though heartily sealous in the cause 
of the reformation, yet a friend to the persons 
of those who most strenuously opposed it ; he 
was a great patron of learning and the univer- 
sities, a very learned man himself, and auUior 
of several works. 

CRANSTON, Samuel, governor of Rhode- 
Island, iVom 1098 to 17S7. 

CRAPONE, Adam, a native of Salon, known 
for the canal which bears his name, l)etween 
Aries and the Durance ; be was poisoned through 
envy, in 1598. 

CRASHA W, Richard, an English poet, who 
^(vas, in his lifetime, honoured with the friend- 
ship of Mr. Cowley, and after his death, by the 
praise of Mr. Pope, who condescended both to 
read liis poems, and to borrow from them. He 
died at Loretto, in Italy, in 1650. 

CR ASSO, Lawrence, banmof Plannra, wrote 
a history of the Greek poets, commended by the 
Italians, but censured by the French. 

CRASStJS, Lucius Liciniiis, a Roman oratqr, 
greatly commended by Cicero, died 92 B. C. 
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CRASSUS, Marcus Lichiins, one at tbe tri- 
umvirs with Cssar and Pompey, was defeated 
and killed in Syria, 53 B. C. 

CRATES, a philosopher disciple of Diogenes, 
the cynic, nrided himselr on his poverty and 
meannett, Uved 328 B. C. 

CRATED, an academic philosopher of Alliens, 
372 B^C. 

CRATESIFOLIS, a queen of Sicyon, e^e- 
brated tor her valour, 314 B. C. 

CR ATINUS, one of the great masters of wfaat 
we call the ancient comedy. He flourisbed in 
tiie 81st Olympiad, some 90 or 30 jrears befoi>e 
Aristophanes. He was an AtheiUan bom, and 
appears to have been an excessive drink^ ; suid 
the excuse he gave for that vice was, that it was 
absolutely necesaary to warm his fancy, and to 
put a soul into his verse. Aristophanes, in iiis 
" Irene,'* has given us a pleasant account of 
Cratinns* death, wliere he says that it was 
caused 1^ a fatal swoon, at the sight of a noble 
cask of vrine split in pieces, and washing the 
streets. Suidas tells^us that he wrote SI plays. 

CRATIPPU8, pronounced bv Cicero, to be 
by far tlie greatest of all the peripatetic philoso- 
phers that he ever heard, was or Mitylene, and 
taught ^ikwophy ther^. 

CRATO, or DB QRAFTHEIM, John, phy%i- 
cian to the emperor Ferdinand I., intimate wii^ 
Luther— wrote " Luther's Table Talk:" he 
died in 1585. 

CRAVEN, Charles, colonial governcHT of S. 
Carolina, returned to England in 1716. 

CRAWFORD, David, author of " Memoii^ 
of ScothOid," a ** Peerage of Scotland,?* a '* His- 
tory of the royal family of Stumrt," a topogra- 
phical descrif^ion of the " County of Renuewr,* * 
&c., was born near Glasgow, in 1665, and died 
1726, 

CRAWFORD, William, bom at Kelso, in 
1676, wrote '* Dying Thoughts," and some 
" Sermons," pulriinied in 2 vols. 15taio, and died 
in 1742. 

CRAWFORD, Dr. Adair, an eminent Eng- 
lish physician and chymist, author of '< Experi- 
ments and Observaticms on Animal Heat.** and 
tlie first who found out the medical uses inherent 
in the Terra Ponderoea, bom hi 1749, died 1795. 

CRAWFORD, Anne, a celebrated English 
actress, both in comedy and tragedy, but better 
remembered by her name of Bany, was bom at 
Bath, in 1734, and died Nov. S9. 180L 

CRAYER, Caspar de, a celebrated painter 
of Antwerp, greatly esteemed by Reubens and 
Vandinck, died hi 1669. 

CREBILLON. Prosper Joliot de, a French 
writer of tragedy, and usually ranked after 
Corneiileand Racine, waslxim at Dijon, in 1674, 
and died 1762. 

CREBILLON, Claude Prosper Jdttot de, son 
of the foregohig, and a celebrated writer of no- 
vels, lettersf aim romance, was bom in Paris, 
1707, and died there in 1777. The ease and ele> 
gance, together with thf seducing levity of his 
writings, nave obtained for him the appellation 
of the Petronius of Prance. Bis works, chiefly 
of a voluptuous tendency, have been collected 
in 11 vols. 12mo, 1779. 

CREDI, Lorenzo di, an Italian painter of Fto- 
rence.died in 1530. 

CREECH, Thomas, eminent for his transla- 
tions of ancient authors, l>oth In prose and verse, 
was bora near Sherborne, in Dorset^be, fn 
1659, and died by his own hand, in 1701. His 
prhieipal works are trandations of Lucretius 
and Horace ; but be tresslated other fbiogs of a 
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tmaUer kind, from Tlieocritus, Ovid, Virgil, JQ 
venal, Plutarcb, Corneliils Nepoe, &c ice. 

CRELL, Lewis Christian, a nauve of Neu- 
stadt, and professor at Leipsic, died in 1735. 

t'RELLlUS, John, aBociniaii, who settled in 
Poland, where be became professor to the uni- 
tarians. He was a man of great learning, and 
mote against Grotius. 

CREMONINI, Ciesar, an ItaUan philosopher, 
who advocated the doctrines of Aristotle, in re- 
iwct to the materiality of the soul ; he died in 

CRENIUS, Thomas, a writer whose works 
were numerous. He wrote chiefly on philoso 
pliical subjects, and died at Leyden, in l';28. 

CREQUI, Charles de, prince de Foix, a mare- 
chal, and peer of France, distinguished for bis 
vakrar; be was killed by a cannon ball at the 
aege of Bremen, in 1638. 

CREaur, Francis de, great grandson of the 
preceding, a murechal of France, distinguished 
forlils military enterprises and heroic courage 
hediedinlG87. 

CRBSCEMBENI, John Maria, an Italian poet, 
I born at Maurata, in Ancona, 1GS3. He pro- 
: jected the establisbment of a new academy, un- 
der the name of Arcadia,th^ members of which, 
at first, did not exceed 14, but afterwards in- 
creased much. They called themcelves the 
•hrpberds of Arcadia, and each took the name 
! of Boroe shepherd, and some place in that«n- 
cietit kingdom. The founder of this society was 
appohited the director of it, in 1690, and held it 
L to the year of his death, 1728. 
^ CRE8CENS, a cynic philosopher, in the 2d 
ccntoiy, who persecuted the Christians. 

CRESOENTIUS, Peter de, a native of Bou- 
logiw, m the 14th century, who travelled 30 
ytan as a law practincner ; be published a va- 
^ InaMe traaUse on agriculture. 

CRESPI, Daniel, a celebrated iportrmit pain- 
I ter, of Bologna, died in 1630. 
I CRESPI, Guiseppe Maria, a painter of Bo- 
logna, w1k>, by darkening his room very much, 
gtve greater vivacity to his subjects, died in 
1747. 

CRESSEY,Hugh Paulin, ati English divide, 
who became a catholic, and was chaplain to 
queen Catharine ; he was much respected, and 
pubUabedsome valuable works, particularly an 
able ecclesinstical history. He died in 1674. 

CRESTl, Domfnico, a historical painter, of 
Ftoreace, died in 1638. 

CRETIN. WiUiam Du Bois, whose chief me- 
rit consisted in puns, low wit, &c. He was his- 
torian to Charles Vm., Lewis XII., &^c., and 
AedhilSQS. 
CREVIER, John Bantiste Lewis, a Parisian, 

Itnioed under the celtiorated Rollin, and after- 
^rtt proftsBor of rtietoric. Upon the death 
or Ml master, in 1741, he took upon him to fi- 
nUibis '^Umian Hltory.'* He published other 
^"JDrn, and was neatly serviceable to the cause 
7 virtue and reu^on, as well as letters. His 
*«ai happened in 17& 

crew; Nathaniel, bishop of Durham, in the 
pme of Jamea IL, whose cause he espoused 
be died in 1721. 

CRICHTON, James, a Scotch gentleman, 
J"nai Perth, Ui 1560, and blest with most ex- 
Jjwdinary endowments, both of body and 
ifbw. He was naurdered by his pupil, Vincen- 
*»ai Gonzaga, son of the duke of Mautua, ir. 
'gB. Though so young a man, Chrichton was 
"oBjd In twdve languages, and in several uni- 1 
vcntoes, gave public chaUeoges to disputationst 



in as many. He is usually styled The Admirable 
Crichton. 

CRILLON, Lewis de Berthon de, a French 
general, who distinguished himself by his va- 
lour, in the time of Henry II., III., and IV. He 
died in 1615. 

CRILLON MAHON, N. duke de, distinguish- 
ed himself in the seven years war, and after- 
wards in the cause of Spain. He died in 1796.- 

CRiNESIUS, Christopher, a native of Bohe- 
mia, who published several learned works ; he 
died in 1626. 

CRINITUS, Petrus, a native of Florence, a 
man of great learning, but addicted to the basest 
sensualities ; he died in 1505. 

CRISP, Tobias, a controversial writer on di- 
vinity, and the great champion of Antinoniian- 
' m, died in 1642. 

CRITlAS,one of the tliirty tyrants of Athens ; 
he fell in batUe 400 B. C 

CRITO, one of the pupils and friends of So- 
crates. 

CRITOBULUS, a physician, who is said to 
have extracted the arrow which wounded the 
eye of Philip of Macedon. 

CRITOLAUS, a Greek historian. 

CRITOLAUS, an Arcadian, who, when d^ 
feated by the Romans, poisoned himself, 146 
B.C. 

CROESE, Gerard, a protestant divine, of Am- 
sterdam, author of a history of the Quakers, 
died in 1710. 

CRCESUS, the fifth and last of the Mermna- 
d», who reigned In Lvdia ; was supposed the 
richest of mankind. He was the first who made 
the Greeks of Asia tributary to the Lydians, 
and bis court was the asylum of learning and 
the polite arts. After a reign of 14 years, he 
was defeated by Cyrus, 548 B. C. : the time and 
manner of his death are unknown. 

CROFT, Herbert, an English prelate, who 
Wrote in favour of the protestante about 1675 ; 
hediedinl691. 

CROFT, William, a celebrated musician, 
who succeeded Dr. Blow as nraster of thechild- 
ren,and composer to the Chapel Royal, and also 
as organist in Westminster Abbey. In 1712 he 
pubhsbed, but without his name, " Divine Har- 
mony, or a new collection of select anthems ;** 
to which is prefixed, "A Brief Account of 
Church Music.** In 1715, he was created doc- 
tor in music at Oxford ; and in 1784 published 
by sul>scription, a noble work of his own, en- 
titled, " Musica Sacra, or Select Anthems in 
Score,** in 2 vols, the first containing the fune- 
ral service which Purcell had begun, but did not 
live to complete. He was bom at Nether-Eating- 
ton, in Warwickshire, about 1677, and died Aug. 
1727. 

CRORIUS, or DE CROI, a minister of Usez, 
who wrote several works in Latin ; be died in 
1658. , 

CROIX, Francis Petit de la, secretary and in- 
terpreter to the kiQg of France in the Turkish 
and Arabic languages, died Kov. 4, 1605, in his 
73d year. 

CROIX, Jolm Baptist de la, second bishop of 
Quebec ; came to Canada, in J685 ; he founded 
three hospitals, and oied in 1727. * 

CROIX DU MAINE. Francis Crude de la, 
a Frenchman of the 16th century, who publish- 
ed an account of all French autiiors. 

CROKF.,.Sir George, many years one of the 

judges of the King's Bench, and an eminent 

law-writer, was born at Chilton, Bucks, tn 1559, 

and died in 1041. The " Reports" of Sir George 
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Croke, are of the highest authority with the 
profeasion. Sir Edmuiul Coce, recommending 
to the student an attention to these Reports, 
says, ** There is do iuiowledge, case, or point in 
law, seem it of neve*- so little account, but will 
stand him in stead at one time or other ; and 
therefore in reading, nothing is to be pretermitr 
ted.'» 

CROMPTON, WiUiam, a non conformist di- 
vine, autlior of several small tracts, died 1696. 

CROMWELL, Thomas, earl of Essex, an ,|,. 
eminent statesman in the reign of Henry VIII., de 
was the son of a blacksmith at Putney, in Surry, II. 
and bom about 1490. He was for some time ^-^ 
clerk or secretary to the English laaory at Ant- 
werp. — On his return to England he was admit- 
ted into the family of Cardinal Wolsey as bis 
colicitor ; to whom he approved himself by his 
fidelity and diligence in several important affairs; 
and after the cardinal's fall, the king employed 
him in his own service, and raised him in a short 
time to several eminent dignities. Having been 
instrumental in promoting the Reformation, the 
king granted him many noble manors and large 
estates, the spoils of the religious houses ; ad- 
vanced him to the dignity of earl of Essex ; and 
constituted him lord high chamberlain of Eng- 
land. The tide of prosperity, which had hither- 
to flowed in upon him, began now to take a turn : 
a scheme that he laid to secure his greatness 
proved his ruin ; such is the weakness of hu- 
man policy ! He used his utmost endeavours to 
procure a marriage between king Henry and 
Anne of Cleves. As her friends were all Lu- 
therans, he imagined it might tend to bi in^' down 
the popish party at court ; and he expected great 
support from a queen of his own making. But 
the capricious monarch, being diK;B;ust^ with 
her person, on the first night's cohabiuition, took 
an invincible aversion to the promoter of the 
marriage, who was soon after arrested at the 
council table,attaintedof high treason and here- 
sy, and executed on Tower-hill, after six weeks 
imprisonment, July, 1540. 

CROMWELL, Oliver, protector of the com 
monwealth of England, was son of Mr. Robert 
Cromwell, and bom in the parish of St. John, 
Huntingdon, April 93, 1599, baptized the 29th of 
the same month, and was educated in grammar 
learning at the free-school in that town. From 
Huntingdon he was removed to Sydney college, 
in Cambridge, where he was admitted fellow 
commoner, April 33, 1616. He was elected a 
member of the third parliament of Charles I., 
which met Jan. 20, 1628, and from this time to 
1641 was in warm opposition to all the measures 
of the court. At length when the king and 
parliament came to an open rupture, Cromwell 
obtained a captain*s commission ; and his first 
military exptoit was, securins the town of Cam- 
bridge for the parliament He was afterwards 
rapidly promoted to the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral unoer the earl of Manchester, in which ca- 
Kftcity he distinguished himself at the battle of 
[arston Moor. He was then made lieutenant- 
general of horse under Sir Thomas Fairfax, had 
the principal sliare in defeating the royal party 
at Naseby, made himself master of Winchester 
and several other places, reduced Carlisle! and 
Berwick, and entered Scotland in triiimpli. 
Having dismissed the Ifamiltons (of the king's 
party) from all offices of public inist, he return- 
ed to England with every mark of honour and 
esteem on the part of the Scots . and, on his ar- 
val in London, took his seat ai^ain in parliament, 
and received the thanks of the liuus? for this 
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Islgnal service, which was the last he performc4i 
in bis military capadty till the king's deaib. 
After that event (to which he was equally 
prompted by fear and ambition,) Cromwell was 
appointed lord governor of Ireland, to wlticii 
kingdom he went in great pomp, and very saou 
made himself master of Drogheda, and the oihcr 

E laces which had been held by the rayalu^'.^ . , 
laving done this service, he was recalled to 
England, and made captam-general of all tlie 
parliament forces, marched again into Scotland, 
|defeated the Scots at Dunbar, followed CharJezi 
II. into Worcester, and totally routed lus whole 
force, ('roniwell now found his power so un- 
controllable, that he ventured on a step, bolder 
perhaps, than ever before had entered the head 
of any man in England. He abruptly dis- 
solved the Long Parliament, and, having turned 
ail the members out of tlie house, locked the 
doors, put the keys in his pocket, and returned 
home. This happened on the 20th of April, 
1653. On the 16tb of December, in the same 
year.he was invested witli supreme authority, 
under the title of lord protector of the three na- 
tions, England, Scotland, and Ireland ; in which 
station, having for five years administered the 
affairs of the kingdom with great >igour and , 
ability, he died Sept. 3, 1658. 

CROMWELL, Richard, eldest son of Oliver, { 
and named by him as his successor, was born i 
at Cheshunt, 1626, and died 1712.— An aci wa:^ 
passed, for recognising him as Protector, and fcr 
restoring the house of lords : but the CommoiiS 
fell into debates about settling the chief ma^i;^ 
trate^s power, and that of the upper house ; aiid 
these, with other proceedings, terminated in a , 
jealousy, between the protector and his umiy. 
At last they discarded hmi, and took the govern- 
ment into their own hands. On the restoration 
he went abroad, but returned in 1680. under tlir 
assumed name of Clarke, and settled at Chesh- 
unt, where he lived privately and died beloved ; 
but he was not by any means qualified to 8U]>* 
port the station to which the aspiring lalents of 
his father had raised him. 

CRONECK, John Frederic baron de, bom at 
Anspach, distinguished himself as an ingenious 
poet ,' he died hi 1758. 

CRONSTEDT, Axel Frederic, a native of 
Sweden, a naturalist, and inspector of the 
mines: he published various woiks, and died 
in 1765. 

CROOK, Sir George, an Englishman, who 
became chief justice ; died in 164 1. 

CROSBY, Brass, bora atStockton-upon-Tees, 
in 1725, came early in life to lH}ndoii, where he 
practised several years as an attorney : became 
alderman of the ward of Bread-street, in 11^% 
and was elected lord mayor, September 24, 1770. 
March, 1771, in the case of the proclaniatios 
against Wheble and other printers, Mr. Alder- 
man Oliver was committed to the Tower : and 
iMr. Crosby (then tord Mc^or) was ordered into 
the custody of the serjeant at arms ; but, on 
his spiritedly observing, '*tbat if any oflencc 
had been committed, he was the greatest ofi'ea 
der, and that he longed to join his brother in of 
fice," an order was signed for his commitment 
to the Tower. The parliament was prorogued 
on the 23d of July, when the lord mayor was 
released and carried A-om the Tower to the 
mansion-house with every possible mark of the 
approbation of his fellow-citizens ; and, after 
the expiration of his mayoralty, was agno re- 
warded by the thanlis of the corporation, and a 
cup of 100^ in value. He died, Feb. 14, 1793- 
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CROSS, Michael, aa Eagliah artist, and fa 
moos copier of paintings, flourished in the 
reigns of Charles 1. Vnd Ii. 

CROSS, Lewis a painter, who retouched a 
picture of Mary, queen of Scots, in a masterly 
manner; he died in 1724.- 

CR03WELL, Andrew, a minister in Boston, 
mach er^aged in controversy, died in 178a. 

CROUSAZ, John Peter de, a celebrated phi- 
losopher and mathematician, born at Lausanne, 
ia Switzerland, April 13, 1663, died 1748. 

CROWNE, John, an American by birth, went 
to England, and was patronised by Charles II., 
at whose command he wrote several dramatic 
pieces : the best known of which are, " City 
Politics," ai»d "Sir Courtly Nice;" the latter 
of which has been several times acted of late 
years. His plays were 17 in number ; some of 
wbicb were performed with great success. He 
died aboui 17D3. 

CROXALL, Dr. Samuel, a writer of good 
repute, bom at Walton upon Thames, and 
known as publisher of the following works, 
viz: "The Fair Circassian," a poem ; " Fables 
of i£dop and others, translated into English ;" 
" Select Novels : " Scripture PoHtics ;"' " The 
Royal Manual,*' &c. He died 1752. 

CROZE, Mathurin Veyssiere la, a native of 
Naiites, was distin^fuished for hjs learning and 
works ; he died in 1739. 

CRUOlGEa, Gaspar, a protestant of Leipsic, 
author of commentaries on Scripture, died ia 
U«. 

CRUDER, Alexander, a corrector of the' press, 
whose literary labours will ever entitle him tu 
tlie veaeration of all students of the sacred wri- 
thig. His " Concordance of the Holy Scrip- 
tuna of the Old and New Testament," is his 
chief work, and a singular instance of indefati- 
pbte labour and perseverance in the most use- 
ful employment. His private character (though 
naturally liberal in the extreme) was influenced 
by a temporary frenxy, which gave a certain co- 
lo'ir to all his actions, and suggested to him ma- 
ny whimsical plans of reformation, hopes of 
superiority, and visionary views of ambition, 
whicb we're as nseless to himself as unprofita- 
ble to others. Of his singularities, however, 
which were many, the tendency was uniformly 
virtuous. He was bom at Aberdeen, in 1701, 
art'l was found'dead on his knees, apparently in 
the posture of prayer, at his lodgings in Isling- 
ton, on the morning of Nov. 1, 1770. 

CRUKSflANK, William Cumberland, an 
eoiiaent anatomist, born at Edinburgh, 1745, 
w«nt to London 1771 ; where he soon got ii)to 
most extensive practice as a surijeon. As a wri- 
ter, he is principally distinguished by his " Ana- 
tomy of the Absorbent Vessels in the Human 
Body," firat pabliahed in 1783; and "Experi- 
nents on the Inttmsible Perspiration of the Hu- 
"an ^%," 1795.— Mr. C. died June 37, 1800. 

CRUBIUS, or KRANS, Martin, of Bamberg, 
the first who taught Greek in Germany, died in 
ia07. 

ORUTTWELIj, Rev. Clement, a gentleman 
wbose varioas literary performances, for labour 
extent, and otitity, have rarely been equalled ; 
and, when regarded as the productions of an 
uoassisted vaietadinarian, have perhaps never 
oeen surpasMd. Mr. C. first appeared as an au- 
thor in his ediUon of " Bishop Wilson's Bible 
and Works, to which he has prefixed a life ; and 
in the splendid edition of the Bible, he has in- 
serted collatioiM from the various texts; an 
employment which fu^t directed his thoughts 
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to that most laborious undertaking, his " Con- 
cordance of Parallel Texts of Scripture ;" a 
work which, according to the usual computa- 
tion of lime aud assiduity, would be sufficient 
to occupy the life of an ordinary man; and 
when it is considered that he printed it in his 
own house, and corrected the press as he pro- 
ceeded, 8om0 idea may be formed of his indus- 
try and perseverance. Scarcely had he recover- 
ed from a severe illness, which his incessant ap- 
plication had produced, and which obliged him 
to have recourse to the baths of St. Amand, in 
Flanders, when he projected the scheme of his 
"Universal Gazetteer;" in the execution of 
which he ,«peut ten years of unwearied dili- 
gence ; the sale of the first edition sutficienily 
proved the favourable light in wliich it was re- 
garded, by the public, and he had just gone 
through the laborious office of editing a second 
edition, comprising 30,000 new articles ; when, 
on the road to his native town, Wokingham, iu 
Berkshire, he was arrested by a gudileii illness, 
which terminated fatally before medical assist- 
ance could be procured. He died at Froxfield, 
Somereetshire, in his 65th year, Sept. 5, 1808. 

CRUZ, Jua-ia Inezde la, a lady of Mexico, 
distinguished for her poetry, and her acquaint- 
ance with the sciences ; she died iu 1695. 

CRYTOP YLUS, Metrophanes, a Greek, edu- 
cated at Oxford, and afterwards rut^eii to the 
see of Alexandria ; he died in 1641. 

CTESIAS, a Greek physician in the service 
of Ariaxerxes, king of Persia : he wrote a liis- 
tory of Persia. 

CTESIBIUS, a matliematician of Alexan- 
dria, the inventor of the pump> water clock, 
&c. 125 B. C. 

CTE-SIPHON, an Athenian, whose attempt 
to decree a golden crown to Demosthenes, was 
opposed by ^schines, and produced the two 
famous orations of the rival oratora. 

CUDWORTH, Ralph, an emhient English 
divine, was bora at Aller, in Somersetshire, 
1617, and died 1688. He was a man of very 
extensive learning!, excellently skilled in the 
learned languages and antiquity, a good mathe- 
matician, a subtle philosopher, and a profound 
metaphysician. His great work, " The True 
Intellectual System of the Universe," was pub- 
lished in folio, 1678. 

CUERENHERT, Theodore Van, a native of 
Amsterdam, distinguished for science ; but es- 
pecially for maintaining that a Christian should 
notenter a place of worship; he died in 1590. 

CUEV A, Alfonsus de la, an ambass'ulor from 
Philip UI. to Venice, who plotted ttie seizing 
of the city, which, however, failed ; he died In 
1665. 

CUFF, Henry, a celebrated wit and excellent 
scholar, born at Hiuton, St. George, in Somer- 
setsliire, about 1560. He gave early marks of 
genius and application ; arrived in time at the 
Greek professorship at Oxford, and was chosen 
proctor of the university, in 1594. To the cele- 
brated Robert, earl of Essex, CuOT became se- 
cretary ; he was involved in all the misfortunes 
of that unhappy earl ; and with Sir Gelly Mer- 
rick, the earl's steward, executed at Tyburn, 
1601. 

CUGNIRRES, Peter de, an upright magistrate, 
who, in 1329, advocated the rights of Philip Va- 
lois aiainst the clergy. 

CUJ AC ii US, James, a celebrated French law- 
yer, bom at I'liouloude, about 1520, and died at 
Bourses, 159D. 

CULLEN, Dr. William, an eminent Scotch 
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phyiteiaii uid medical writer, whose principal 
worjEs are.^* Synopoto Noeologc Melbodica:. £d- 
Inb., 177S/' 8 vols. 8vo. ; '* Lectures on the Mate- 
ria Medica, Lond." 4to. ; " First Unes of the Prac- 
tice of Physic, 1776," 8vo. [This is said to have 
produced liim 30002.] *' Institutions of Medi- 
cioe^art I., containing Pliysiology," tivo. *' On 
the Recovery of Drowned Persons;" and " A 
Treatise on the Materia Medica," 2 vols. 4to.. 
1789. He was bom in Lanarlcshire, and died 
February 5, 1790. 

CULLUM, sir John, an Englishman, who pub 
lished the history and antiquities of Hawsted, 
SuffoUt ; he died in 1785. 

CULMEB, Richard, a violent fanatic in E4|- 
land, who was emi4oyed by parliament to brcatt 
down and deface images, &.c. 

CULPEPER. Nicholas, was educated at Cam- 
bridge, and boijtad asftrentice to an apothecary ; 
but employed ail bif^isure lioure in the study 
of astrology, which fallacious science he after- 
wards professed. He wrote many books, but 
the most noted is his " Herbal," wherein he tells 
us under what planets the simples grow, and 
speaks of their good and bad qualities. He died 
in Spitaifields, 1654. 

CULPEPER, Thomas lord, lieutenant-go- 
vernor, and afterwards governor, of the colony 
of Virginia, died in 1719. 

CUMBERLAND, Dr. Richard,* a very learn- 
ed English divine, and biidiop of Peterborough, 
bom in London, in 1633, died in 1718. He had 
studied mathematics in all branches, and the 
Scriptures in tlieir orieiual languages. His book 
'* De Lcgibas Katune** is* his capital work, and 
will always b^read while sound reasoning shall 
continue to be thought the best support of re- 
ligion. 

CUMBERLAND, William, duke of, second 
son of George II., distinguished for his mili- 
tary sueceeses ; he died in 1765. 

CUMCl'KLAND, Richard, au eminent poet, 
essayist, novelist, and dramatic writer, was a 
son of the bishop of Kilmore, and a grandson, 
by the maternal side, of the learned Dr. Richard 
Bentlcy, under whose roo^ in the Master's 
Lodge of Trinity Oolite, Cambridge, he was 
born, Feb. 19, 1732. He received his education 
at the school of Bui^ 8t. Edmunds, at West- 
minster, and at Trlmty College. As a writer, 
the number of his works is very extraordinary. 
The drama, however, appears to have been his 
favourite pursuit ; and a list of his performances 
in this line of literature, will be found in the 
" Biographia Dramatica," 8vo., 1812. He died 
in London, Maf 7, 1811, and was buried in Poet's 
Comer, Westminster Abbey. 

CUMBERLAND. Heniv Frederic, duke of, 
whose union with the widow of a Mr. Hortou 
produced the marriage act ; he died in 1790. 

CUMINQI John, an eminent physician, of 
Concord, Mass., and a benefactor of Harvard 
College ; died in 1788. 

CUMING, William, an eminent English phy- 
sician, much respected for his learning and skiU ; 
he died in 1788. 

CUMMIN6, Alexander, minister in Boston, 
eolleafue with Dr. SewaU; died in 1763. 

CUNiEUS, Peter, a lawyer, professor at Ley- 
den, highlv commended by Vossius, Scaliger, 
&c., died in 1638. 

CUNE60NDE, wife of Henry II., (emperor) 
was accused of incontinence, and retired to a 
monaftery. 

CUNmA, a lady of Silesia, in the ITtb cen 
tury, who greatly exceUed in mathematics and 

— ' njr : she died in 1664,. 
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CUNNINGHAM, William, a physician of 
London, greatly distingulsbed as an astronomer, 
died after 1563. 

CUNNINGHAM, John, an elegant and in- 
genious pastoral poet and a diamatic writer, 
loru in Dublin, 17S9, died in Northumberland, 
1773. 

CUNNINGHAM, Alexander, a native of Scot- 
land, author of " A History of Grieat Britain, 
from the Revolution in 1688 to the Accession of 
George I." This work was Written in Latin, 
and lay in manuscript till 1787 ; when a faithful 
translation of it into English was made by 
William Thompson, LL. D., and published in 
2 vok. 4to The work was undoubtedly w^ 
deserving of publication ; as it contains the his- 
tory of a very interesting period, written by one 
who had a considerable degree of authentic in- 
foraiation, and comprises many curious particu- 
lars unknown to other historians. The author 
died n37, at the advanced age of 83 years. 

CUNY, Lewis Anthony, author of funeral 
orations on the dauphin of France, queen of 
Poland, and cardinal Rohan. 

CUPANO, Francis, a Sicilian, author of a 
catalogue of plants of Sicily, and a valuable his- 
tory ot I hat island. 

CUPERUS, Gisbert, professor of history, of 
Daventer, published several works, and died in 
1,716. 

CUR^US, Joachtan, a German, author of 
the annals of Silesia and Breslau ; he died In 
1973. 

CURCELLiEUS, Stephen, of Geneva, author 
of an edition of the Greek Testament witb va- 
rious readings, Jtc.; he died in If 58. 

CURIO, an orator, of Rome, who called Cae- 
sar the man of all the women, and the woman 
of all the men. 

CURIO, Coelins Secundus, a Piedmontese, 
who forsook the Romish religion for Lutheran- 
ism ; he was professor of eloqaeuce at Basil, 
and died m 1569. 

CURIUS, Dentatus Marcus Annius, a Bo- 
man consul, distinguished in the wars against 
Pyrrhus, died 272 B. C. 

CURL, Edmund, a bookseller, and bookma- 
ker, rendered notorious by Mr. Pope, in bis 
Dunciad. He was generally held to be of an 
immoral character, and was highly ituurinus to 
the literary worid by his piracies and forgeries. 
He deservediv lost his ears in the pillory, by a 
sentence of the law, for publishing obscene per- 
formances, and died Dec 11, 1747. 

CUROPALATE, John, author of a Greek 
histoiT, from 813, to 1061. 

CURR ADI, Franeesco,an Italian painter, who 
excelled in historical pieces; he died in 16^ 

CURRAN, Rt. Hon. John Philpot, an emineiit 
Irish lawyer, and orator, and sometime master 
of the rolls in Ireland, was bora in the county 
of Cork, and died at Brompton, near London, 
Oct. 14, 1817, aged nearly 70 years. His oratory 
was completely sul generis ; always the sudden 
burst of strong and passionate feelings, whicli 
seemed to rise in proportion as the grand con- 
ceptions of his mind became more and more il- ' 
luminated by the coruscationa of his witf-'-tbe 
lightning flashes of a vigorous and highl/ poeti- 
cal imagination. 

CURRIE, Dr. James, an eminent medical and 

KUtical writer, born at Kirkpatriek Fleminfr, in 
imfViesshlre, May 31, 1756, died at Bidmouth, 
Aug. 31, 1805. Besides medical writings, wbfeh 
are numerous, he furni«<hed, in 1800, a rich treat 
to the lovers (tf elegant literature, by pubUtfiinc. 
<n 4 vols. 8vo. *' The Woiktof RobtttBunm^ 
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witli in Account of lib Life, and a CiiticJam on 
bis Writings: to whicb are prefixed, eoiae Ob-

OURSON, or CORCGONE, Bobert, an Eng- 
lisbnun, chancellor of Parte oniTernty; be was 
made cardinal by vaoe Innocent HI., and died

CURTIS, William, a very distingniibed botar 
ran, born at Alton, in Hampshire, about 1746. 
His great work, " Tbe flora Londinenflis,*' is 
higt^ interesting, net only to tbe nutn of sci- 
ence, but also to the farmer and agricolturist ; 
as it combines tbe inowledge of entomology 
witii that of botany. Mr. Curtis died at Bromp- 
ton, near Knigbtsbridge, July 7, 17W. 

CURTIUS, auintus, a Latin bistoriaa, who 
has written tbe actions of Alexander the Great, 
inlOboolu. Where this author was bom, no- 
body pretends to know ; and even when be lired 
is still a dispute among tbe l^med, and never 
liicely to be settled. 

CURTIUS, Marttos, a Roman, who, to bene- 
f-t his country, plunged into a golf, which caused 
his death, 363 B.C. 

CUSTIUa, Alicbael Conrad, professor of k>- 
gic and roetaphsrsics, at Luneberg, and after- 
wards of history and rhetoric, at Harpurg, 4cc., 
(lied in 1802. 

CUSA, Nicholas de, a cardinal and bishop, so 
caUed from Cusa, the place of his bfath. His 
parents were mean and poor ; and it was Us own 
personal merit which raised him to the height 
of dignity that be afterwards attained. He was 
a man of extraordinary parts and learning ; 
ticularly famous for his great knowledge in 
law and divini^ ; and withal, a great natural 
philotnpber, and geometrician. He died in 1464, 
ased63 yeara, and left many excellent wo; ' 
l)ind him. 

CCSHING, Wffliam, LL. D. a judge of the 
supreaie court of tbe sute of Massachusetts, 
and of tbe supreme court of tbe United States, 
died in 1810. 

CasHINO, Thomas, LL. D., speaker of the

CYRANO, Beigerae, a French author, of a 

ngular character, bom in Gascony, about 1620, 
uted 16S5.

nicns */* a comedy, called " The Pedant, or mere 
Scliolar, rkliculed ;** " Comic History of the 
States and Empires of the Moon ;" ** Comic 
History of tbe States and Empiresof the Sun ;* 
several letters and dialogues, and afhigment oi^ 
physic.

CYRILL, Lucar, Usbop of Alezandiia, and 
patriarch of Constantinoflli straiuded for at- 
teng^K to reform tbe clergy, in 1638. 

CTrUS, founder of tbe ancient Penian em 
phtt^ied 5.10 B. C. 

CYRUS, tbe Yooiwer, defeated by his bKh 
ther Artazerxes, 401 B. C. The retreat of the 
10,000 Greeks who accompanied him, is cele- 
brated in ancient history.

DACIER. Andrew, a very celebrated French 
critic and ptiilosopber, bom at Castres, in Laa- 
guedoc, in 1651, died 1738. His nrincipal work» 
are translations of ** Horace;** " Aristotle's Poe^ 
ics ;" " Plntarch's Lives ;»' the works of" Hl^ 
pocrates;" ^'Plato;'*"* Tbe Life of Pythagoras,*' 
dec dec. 

DACIER, Anne, wifeof Andrew Dader, aii 
a woman of eatraordinaiy learning, as her work* 
ijrQk 8how« of «f|^cb( tbe rnon eoBslderable ffia 
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trsoslations of " Anacraon," Bappho,** " Plau- 
tus," " 'Berence," and " Homer." She waa 
born at Saumur, in France, in 1651, and died in 
1720. Madame Dacier was a woman of great 
virtue as well aa learning. Sbe was remarka- 
ble for firmness, senerosity, good- nature, piety, 
and modesty. The academy of Ricovrati, at 
Padua, chose her one of their body, in 1684. 

O AGAR, Jacob, on eminent historical painter, 
of Paris, died in 1716. 

DAG^GETT, Napthali, D. D., president, and 
professor of tb^logy, in Yaie College, was dis- 
tinguished as a thorough scholar, and a sound 
divine. He displayed creat bravery when the 
British attacked New-Haven, where he diid in 
1780. 

DA60BERT, I., king of France, in 638, a li- 
centious and cruel prince. 

OAGK)BER'f^lI., icing of Austrasia, was 
sassinated in 679. 

OAGOBERT III., son of Childebert, king of 
Neustria, died in 715. 

DAGOBERT, N., a French general, whodis- 
tinguislad himself in Italy and Spain, died in 
1794. 

DAGOU&IER, William, professor of philoso- 
phy, and rector of the university of Paris, died 
in 1755. 

OAHL, Michael, a Danish painter, patronised 
by the court of Denmark, died in 1743. 

DAHLBERG, Erie, a Swedish engineer, 
whose services were rewaided with a title of 
nobility ; he died in 1703. 

DAILLE, John, a minister of the church of 
Paris, and one of the ablest advocates the pro- 
testants ever had, was bom at Chatelberault, in 
1594. In 1638 he wrote his celebrated book, 
" De rUsage des Peres," or " Of the Use of 
the Fathers," which Bayle has pronounced a 
master-piece. 

DALE, Sir Thomas, chief magistrate of the 
colony of Virginia, came from England, in 1611, 
with three hundred colonists. His administra- 
tion was vigorous, but advantageous to the co- 
lony,and contributed to its permanency ; he died 
in the East Indies. 

DALE, Samuel, an apothecary of Essex, who 
became, by his merit, a ticentiate of the college 
of physicians, and fellow of the royal society 
he died in 1739. 

DALECHARfl^Jameflja learned physician, 
born at Caen, in Irormandy, in 1513. Hiachief 
work was a translation of Pliny's " HJtural 
History," with notes ; he died to 1558. 

DALEN, Cpmelitts Von, an eminent Dutch 
engraver, who flourished in 1640. 

DALENS, Dirk, an eminent landscape p^dn- 
ter, of Amsterdam, died in 1688. 

D'AI^IBRAI, Charles Von, a. poet of Paris, 
who wrote bacchanalian, satincal, heroical, 
moral, and Christian poems; he died in 1655. 

D ALIN, Olaus de, the father of Swedish poe- 
try, and preceptor to prince Qustavus, wqs bom 
in 1708. 

DALLAS, Alexander James, an eminent law 
yer and statesman, came from the island of Ja- 
maica, to Philadelphia, in 1783. In 1791, iie was 
appointed secretary of the state of Pennsylva- 
nia, and afterwards secretary of^the treasury 
"Of the United States, and acting secretary of 
war, and died in 1817. He published 4 volumes 
Qf valuable law reports. 

DALLINGTON, Sir Robert, author of the 
aphorisms of Tjusitus, was knighted by queen 
^izabeth, and died in 1637. 

pALMATIN, George, a Lutheran minister,

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of Lay back, who translated the Bible into the 
Sclavonian lan|;uage, in the lOthcenturv. 

DALMATIUS, abishopof Cyzicum, who at 
tended the council of Epliesus, and wrote tlie 
acts of the synod of Nice. 

DALR YMPLE, Alexander, son of Sir Jam^ 
Dalrymple, of Edinburgh, was engaged for 
several years in the service of the East India 
Company ; afterwards as bydrographer to that 
company, and to tlie admiralty. He is known 
as the author of " Discoveries in the Pacific 
Ocean,"and many other valualrie works: be died 
in 1806. 

DALRYMPLE, Sir David, of Hailes, bart, 
better known by -the name of lord Hailes, one 
of the senators of the college of justice in Scot- 
land. He was not only conspicuous as an able 
and upright judge, and a sound lavi^er, but was 
also eminent as a man of polite literature, and 
an excellent classical scholar. Numerous are 
the works that have issued from his pen; and all 
of them distinguished by their accuracy and 
learning. He was bom at Edinburgh, io 17:26, 
and died November 29, 1792. 

DALRYMPLE, Alexander, an aminent liv- 
drographer>)rn at New Hailes, near EdlritorRD, 
July 34, 1737, died in London, June 19, 1808. 
OALRYMPLE, Sir John, many years a baron 
of the Exchequer in Scotland, author of "Me- 
moirs of Great Britain and Ireland,^* tracts on 
" Feudal Law," and several other works, died 
Feb. 26, 1810, aged 84. 

D ALTON, Tristram, a native of Massacliu- 
setts, speaker of the bouse of representative', 
and a member of the senate of that state, an' 
afterwards a memlier of the United States' se- 
nate, died in 1817. 

DALTQN, Michael, an English lawyer, au- 
thor of two well-known books on " The Ofiuo 
of a Justice of Peace,** and " On the Duty of I 
Sheri0s,"&c. The times of his birth and death 
are uncertain, but the latter was probably about 
'120. 

BALTON, Dr. John, prebendary of Worces* 
ter, born at Dean, in Cumberland, in 1709. He 
adapted Milton's " Masque at Ludlow Castle" t» 
the st>^e,under the title of " Comus, a Masque," 
and died in 1763. 

DALZELL, Andrew, an eminent Greek 
scholar, born near Edinburgh, and a profesKR' 
at the university there. He was a moet amia- 
ble, as well as learned man ; lie died in 1806. 

DALZIEL, Thomas, a Scotch officer, who 
escaped to Russia, ivhere the czar made him a 
general. At the restoration, he retuined,and 
was made commander in cliief, in Scotknd. 
He was a verv singular man. 

DAM VSCENUS, John, an^Dustrious fetbet 
of the church, in the 8th century. He diedaboitf 
750, leavirig behind him many composiUons of 
various kinds. 

D AM ASCIUS, a stoic philosopher, whoiloup 
ished in the 6th century. 

DAMASiTSL, aSpaniard, raised to the papal 
throne in 366.

DABIPIER, WiUiam, a famous English navi- 
^tor, bom in Somersetshire, in 1653, died 1009. 
His " Voyage round the World** is well known, 
; and has gone through many editions. 

D A MPIERRE, N., a French officer, who dis- 
\ tlnguisbed himself under general Dumourier, 
[ died of a wound by a canmm bail, in 1793. 
I DAN, the fifth son of Jacob, by Bilkab, Ra- 
chel's maid. 

DANA, Francis, LL. D., an eminent lawyer, 
of Ma.sk-acbosetts, was a member of the Ameri- 
can congress in 1776, and minister from thatbo- 
dy to tUe court of St. Petersburg ; afterwards 
I cltief justice of the state of Maaeachusietts. He 
f was distini;uisbed for the fidelity and ability with 
[ which be discharged his public duties, and for 
bis attachment to the institutions of his coun- 
try. He died in 1811. 

DANCER, Daniel, a most singular example 
of penurioosness, with the means of plenty. He 
lived at Pinner, in Middlesex, witli a sister of 
his, who was of a coneenial disposition ; and, 
tiioiigb possessed Of 90001. a- year, besides great 
muns in specie and bank notes conceal^-d in dif- 
ferent parts of bis house, be denied himself the 
common necessaries of life. He usually had 
bis body girt with a hayband, to keep tCH^ether 
hte tattered garments; the stockings be wore 
hid been so frequently darned and patched, thai 
scsrcely any of the original could be seen ; but 
in dirty or cold weather, they were thickly c«'- 
I vered with ropes of bay, which served as sub- 
! stitates for boots. He rarely washed his face 
or hands, and never allowed his bed to be made, 
I or hit btuse to be cleaned. He bid bank notes 
among the cobwebs in his cowhouse, and guineas 
1b the fire-^ace, covered with soot. A number

DANCHET, Anthony, a French dramatic

DANDRIEU, John Francis, a famous musi- 
cian, of Paris, who composed three books of 
pieces for the harpsichord, and two for the or- 
gan; bediedinim 

DANEAU, or DANiEUS, Lambert, a Ca^ 
vinist preacher, wbo taught theology at Pario, 
and published commentaries on MatOew aiid 
Mark, he died hi 1506. 

DANES, Peter, Greek professor at Paris. He 
was a prdate of great eloquence, and extensive 
leaminc; lie died in 1577. 

DA^^r, Peter, a French abbe, of the number 
of those learned persons who were pitched up- 
cm by the duke of M<Mitausier, to illustrate clas- 
sical authors for the use of the dauphin. He 
had Phcdnis allotted to his share, which he 

KibUshed with a Latin interpretation, and notes. 
e was also author of " A aasaical and Bisto* 
rical Dtetionary,*' hi 4to, and died in 1709. 

DANFORTH, Thomas, an Englishman, wbo, 
after bis arrival, was elected by the people of 
Maine, as their president; he died in 1099. 

DANFORTH. Samuel, ndnister of Roxbury, 
Mass., published, besides several serm<His^ some 
astronomical works ; he died in 1M7. 

DANFORTH, John, minister of Dorchester, 
Mass., son of the preceding, distinguished for 
his learning, zeal, and piety ; he published seve- 
ral sermons, and died in 1730. 

DANFORTH, Samuel, minister of Taunton, 
Mass., author of a MS. Indian dictionary, died 
in 1727. 

DANGEAU, Louis Courcillon de, a member 
of- the French academy of scieDces, and master 
of a jKat variety of languages. Be was an 
induAtens and good man, and the author of 
many works; be died in 1723. 

DANGEAU, Philip de Courcillon, marquis de. 
brother of the preceding, an accomplished and 
virtuous nobleman. He was a great favourite 
of the age, and died in 1723. 

DANHEWPR, John Conrad, theological pro- 
fessor at Sfrasburg, and author of some theo- 
logical tracts, died in 1666. 

DANICAN, Andrew, a Frenchman, of many 
good qualities, who, only two months before he 
died, played at the same time, two games of 
< hess, with the best idayers, he being bUndfold- 
led, and beat them both, died in 1795. 

DANIEL, the last of the four great prophets, 
was of the royal blood of Judah, and was car- 
ried away into captivity, 606 B. C 

DANIEL. Arnauld, count of Provence. He 
frrote several poems, from which Petrarch took 
many ideas; he died in 1189. 
. DANIEL, Samuel, an eminent English poet, 
and historian, wbo nourished in the reigns of 
Elizabeth and James L, to the fbrmer of whont 
be was poet laureat, was bom near Taunton, in 
Somersetshire, in 1503. His <• History of £i«-

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land" is written with great brevity and polite- 
ness, and his political and moral reflections arc 
useful and instructive. He wrote also some 

5 lavs, which have much merit, and died in 1619.

, DANIEL, Gabriel, a very ingenious and learn- 
ed Frenchman, bom in 1649, wrote a great many 
books upon different subjects, but is most me- 
morable for his " History of Prance," in? vols. 

He died in 1738; and by his death' the Je- 
suits lost one of the greatest ornaments their or- 
der ever coul;i boast. 

DANIEL, Peter, a learned advocate of Or- 
leans, died at Paris, in 1603. 

DANIEL, Robert, president of the council 
of North Carolina, and deputy governor of S. C, 
was succeeded, in 1717, by gov. Johnson. 

DANTE, Peter Vincent, a native of Perouse. 
He was eminent for his skill in m.itheniatics, 
and was famed as a poet ; he died in 1513. 

DANTE, Vincent, grandson of the preced- 
ing, well-known as a painter, sculptor, and ma- 
thematician, died at Perousef in 1567. 

DANTE, Alighieri, an eminent Italian poet, 
bom at Florence, in 126.5. He discovered an 
early inclination and genius for poetry ; but was 
ambitious ; and, having attained some of the 
most considerable posts in the commonwealth, 
was crushed by the ruins of the faction which 
he. embraced. He died in exile at Ravenna, in 
1331. The most considerable of his works, is 
his poem entiUed, " The Comedy of Hell, Pur- 
gatory, and Paradise." 

DANTE, John Baptiste, of the same family, 
probably, with the preceding, and native of Pe- 
rugia, was an excellent matliematician ; and is 
memorable for having fitted a pair of wings so 
exactly to his body, as to be able to fly with 
them. He made the experiment several times 
over the lake Trasimenus, and succeeded so 
well, that he had the courage to perfornj before 
the whole city of Perugia. He shot himself 
from the highest part of the city, and directed his 
flight over the square, to the admiration of the 
spectators; but, unfortunately, the iron witb 
whieh he managed one of his wings, failed, and 
then, not being sible to balance weight of his 
body, he fell on a church, and broke his thigh 
He flourished toward the end of the 15th centu 
ly, and died before he was forty years M^ 

DANTE, Ignatius, a descendant bf thfe great 
poet, well known for his great skill in mathC' 
matics and astronomy, died in 1576. 

DANTON, George James, one of the most 
^trocious and unprincipled among the associates 
of Robespierre and IVf arat ; he was guillotined in 
1794. 

DANTZ, John Andrew, a learned Lutheran 
divine of Germany, who wrote a Hebrew and a 
Chaldee Grammar; died in 1737. 

DAR AN, James, a native of Gascony« sur- 
geon-general of the. army of Turin and Milan- 
He was an expert operator, and a good writer ; 
be died in 1784. 

D ARCET, N., an able fchymist and physician, 
professor in the national institute at Paris ; he 
died in 1801. 

DARCI, Patrick, count, an eminent philoso- r».uciinm, wm iwiM«H>v u 
pher and mathematician, was bom in Ireland, in died at Vienna, in 1786. 



DARGONNE, Dom Bonaventure, a learned 
Carthusian monk, who died in 1704. 

DARIUS, the Medc, the same as Cyaxaret, 

n of Astyages, died at Babylon, about 348 
B.C. 

DARIUS I., king of Persia, destroyed Baby- 
ion, and restored the captive Jews to their coun- 
try ; he was defeated at Marathon, and died in 
4&B. C. 

DARIUS II., king of Persia, and tiOter of 
Cyrus the Younger ; died 404 B. O. 

DARIUS III., Codomanus, the last king of 
the ancient Persian empire, who was conquered 
by Alexander the Gre^t, and at last treaclierously 
assassinated by Bessus, his own general, govern' 
or of Bactriana (who lK>ped thereby to succeed 
to his sovereignty), 331 B. C. 

DARKE, William, a brave ofllcer in the 
American war ; died in 1801. 

DARQUIER, Augustine, an eminent astxono- 
mer, built an observatcury himself, and took 
pupils gratis. He was an able autlior and a vir- 
tuous man ; lie died at Toulouse, in 1803. 

DARWIN, Dr. Erasmus, an eminent poet, 
philosopher, and physichin, bom at Elston, near 
]^wark, Nottinghamshure, 1731, and educated 
af Chesterfield school, under the Rev. Mr. Bnr- 
rows ; whence he went to St. John's College, I 
Cambridge. He afterwards settled as a physi- 
cian at Litchfield. His principal publications 
are, " The Botanic Garden," a poem with phi- 
losophical notes, 4to, 1791. "Zoonomia," 4to, 
1794. " Phytologia," and " The Shrine of Na- 
ture," a poem : this la-st was published after his 
death, which happened April 18, 1802. In his ' 
Zoonomia, atheism is unblushingly avowed. i 

DARWIN, Charles, son of the preceding, J 
bom at Litchfield, in 1758. He is well known J 
as the author of a treatise on the means of dis- 1 
tinguishiiig pus, from mucus ; he died in 1778. ' 

DASSIER, John, a medalhit to the republic of j 
Geneva. His nephew was appointed second 
engraver in the British mint, in 1740. < 

DASSOUCI, a French musician and poet of I 
the I7t)j century. He procured the patronage 
of the irreat by his wit and drollery. 

DAtAMES, an illustrious Persian general, 
who was assassinated by Ik^ithridates, 361 -B. C. 

DATI, Augustin.a nadve of Sienna, wbere he 
taught rhetoric and the classiis ; he died in 1478. 

DATI, Carlo, professor of polite literature at 
Florence, where he was born, became famous 
as well for his works as for the eulogies which 
many writers have bestowed on him. He died 
hi 1675. 

DAUBENTON, John Lewis Marie, bora in 
Burgundy ; an eminent anatomist, and an ac^ 
tive associate of Buffbn. He was the autliof 
of several works on natural subjects, and die4 
in 1799. 

DAUBENTON, William, confessor to Philip 
v., of Qpain, author of orations and lennon&i 
died in 17^. 

DAUMIUS, Christian, an excellent classical 
scholar, regent of the coll^ of Zwickau, die4 
|in 1687. 

DAUN, Leopold count, a great genera) wboi 
tnguisbed liltaiself in the wars of Marin 
iresa, and aninst the king of Prussia ; bef 



1735, and died in 1779. 

D*ARCON, John Claudius E^nore Limi- 
ce%ud, an eminent French engineer, wliq dis- 

gayed great talents in conducting the siege of 
ibraltar, in 1780.

DAVENPCmT, John, first minister of New 
Bavoi, Connecticut, and one of the founders 
of tbe colony of that name ; be published nu- 
merous sermons, and died in 1670. 

DAVENPORT, John, minister of Stamfordn 
Conoecticnt, emiBently faithful in his office and 
distinguished for bis knowledge of the learned 
langsagei ; he died in 1731. 

DAVENPORT, Addington, a native of Mass. 
and a judge of the supreme court of that state, 
died in 1796. 

DAVID, king of inrael, was anointed by 
Samuel, while keeping the flocks of his father, 
Jesse. His courage in RiUing Goliah made him 
fbmous; he died 1015 B. C. 

DAVID, St., the patron of Wales, was a.na- 
tive of Bangor, where he was educated in the 
5th centary.

DAVID AB GUILUM, a celebrated Welsh 



emperor of Trebizonde, defeated and 
slain by Malramet 11.^ in 1461. 

DAVID AP EDBIUND, a Welch poet, presi- 
dent of an assembly of bards wbo met at the 
request of Edward IV. 

DAVID I., earl of Northumberland and Hunt- 
ingdon, king of Scotland. He married Maud, 
grand oiece of William tbe Conqueror, and was 
a mild and popular king ; be died in 1253. 

DAVID II., king of ScoUand, a<m of RoMrt 
Bruce, was taken prisoner by tbe Ei.g isb in 
1346, and confined in tbe tower 10 years : be 
died in 1371. 

DAVIDIS, Panels, a Hungarian, who chang- 
ed his reliffious prineti^es four limes, and fuiaJiy 
declared that no worship was due to Christ ; he 
died in prison, in 1579. 

DAVIDSON, William, a brigadier-general ta 
the American revolutionary aruty, who was 
killed in North Carolina, while endeavouring to 
prevent the passage of ComwaiUs over the Ca- 
tawba. 

DAVIE, William R., governor of North Ca- 
rolina, was distinguished for his services in 
tbe army, during the revoiution^ After ^the 
peace, be was chosen a mrniber of Congress, 
and, in 1790, was appointed one of the comniiS' 
sioners for negotiating a treaty with France. He 
soon ^ter witbdretv irom pablic Ofe, and died at 
Camden, in 1890. 

DAVIE, Mary, of Newton, Mass. ; died in 
1753, aged 116 years. 

DA VIES, John, a writing-master and poet, 
wbo died about 1618. Besides many poems, he 



left a book called '* Tbe Anatomy of 

DA VIES, Sir John, an eminent lawyer and 
poet, horn at Chisgrove, in Wiltshire, in 1570. 
He was successivly attorney-general and speaker 
of ^ Hou<ie of Commons m Ireland ; and, go- 
ing over into England, he was, in 1626, ap- 
pointed lord chief justice of the Kin«*s Bench ; 
but before bis installation, died suddenly of an 
apoplexy. His works on legal subjects are nu- 
Boerous and valuable. His chief poetical work 
was intitled ** Nosce Teipsum." 

DA VIES, Dr. John, bora in Denbighshire to- 
ward the latter end of the 16th century, and 
higldy esteemed far liis knowledge of the history 
and antiquities of bis own nation, and in tbe 
Greek and Hebrew lai^uaees. He assisted in 
trandating tbe Bible bito Welch bi that correct 
edition which came out in 1690. 

DA VIES, Tbomaa, bora 1710, was for many 
years an wttat on me London Stage. Tlito 
profiDSfiipn be at length quitted for that of a 
DQoksdiler. In 1780 he wrote and published 
*^ Tbe Life of Mr. C^arHck,** which acquired 
him nracb fbme and some money. He after- 
wards pubUsbed ''Dramatic MiscellaBies," in 
3 vols, in which he cKseovered much learning 
and critical acumen, and enUvened bis work 
with many interesting and. valuable anecdotes 
relating to the stage and its professors. His 
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other works are, " Some Hemoirs of Mr. Hen 
derson," " A Review of Lord Cbesterileld's 
Characters," " A Life of Maasinger," " Lives 
of Dr. John Eachard, Sir John Davies, and Mr. 
Lillo ;*' and fugitive pieces without number, in 
prose and verse, in almost all the public news- 
papers. Mr. Davies died in 1785. 

DAVIES, Samuel, president of Princeton Col- 
lege, New-Jersey ; eminent as a preacher ; pub- 
lished several sermons, stiU much admired ; be 
died in 1761. 

DA VILA, Henry Catherine, a celebrated his- 
torian, bom of an illustrious ramily in the isle 
of Cyprus. His most important work is his 
" History of the civil wars of France," which 
is divided into 15 books, and contains every thing 
worth notice that passedlkom the death of Hen- 
ry II , 1559, to the peace of Vervins, 1598. This 
history^ has always been reckoned a fine one, 
and lord Bolingbroke does not scrui^e to con- 
fess it in many respects equal to that of Livy. 
Davila was murdered in 1634. 

DAVILA, Peter Francis, a famous Spanish 
naturalist ; died in 1785. 

DAVIS. John, an English navigator, who first 
discovered those straits hi North America which 
bear his name, 1585. 

DAVIS, Henry Edward, was bom at Wind 
sor, H56, and at the age of 21, distinguished 
among the earliest and most able examiners of 
some remartEable assertions, and inshiuations 
yet more extraordinary, introduced in Mr. GAb- 
bon*s " History of the Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire," and tending certainly to un- 
dervalue the testimony of the Christian religion. 
He died in 1784. 

DAVISOIt, Jeremiah, a portrait painter, bom 
in England, of Scotch parents, studied under sir 
Peter Lely, excelled in painting satyrs and died 
in 1745. 

DAWES, Sir WilUam, an English nobleman 
and prelate, one of the royal chaplains,of queen 
Anne ; be was a learned, benevolent and pious 
man, and the author of several religious works : 
he died in 1724. 

DAWES, Ricbard, an English scholar, cele 
hrated for the publication of a work, intitled, 
*^ Miscellanea Critica," bora 1708, died 1766. 

DAWSON, John, a mathematician, and an 
eminent teacher of mathematics hi England, 
died in 1890. 

DAY, John, an eminent English printer* and 
the first who printed i|i Greek and Saxon cha- 
racters in England, died in 1594. He printed in 
1549 the folioBible, dedicated to Edward VI. 

DAY, Thomas, was born in London, 1748, 
bred to the law, and called to the bar ; but, dis- 
gusted with the technical nicety of legal process, 
he soon quitted Westmmster Hall, devoted his 
mind to literary pursuits, and became the advo- 
cate of human kind. The admirable poem of 
**The Dying Negro," written by himself and 
the late John BickneU, esq., and his " Fragment 
of a Letter on Slavery," mark him among the 
first of those who exerted their efforts to eman- 
dpate a large portion of the human race from 
eraelty and tyranny. His latest work, " The 
Histoor of Sandford and Merton," wiUlong re- 
inainan instate of the successflil appUcation 
of geniuB to fom the minds of youth to aetive 
ana manly virtue. Plain and simple in his har 
bits, denying himself all the luxuries, and ma- 
ny of the conveniences of life, no man could ex- 
pend less upon himself, or bestow more upon 
the neeesrtnes of others ; and he devoted the 
j^reater part of an ample income to acts of pub-! 
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lie and private charity. Mr. D. lost his life 
Sept 1789, by a fall from his horse. 

DAYTON, Elias, early engaged in the war 
of the revolution, and continued in it till it end- 
ed ; he died at Philadelphia, in 1807 : he was 
then a major general. 

DAYTON, John, governor of the state of 
South Carolina, afterwards a district judge of 
the United States, died in 1822. 

DEACON, James, an English gentleman, 
known for his skill in music, painting and draw- 
ing, died in 1750. 

DBAGEANT, DE ST. MARCELLIN, Gul- 
chard, a French writer and statesman, in the 
time of Lewis XIU. 

DEANE, Silas, a native of Cdnnecticut, was 
chosen a member of Congress in 1774, and af- 
terwards appointed minister of the United 
States, at the court of France : he died in 1789. 

DEBORAH, a prophetess of Iwa^, who com- 
posed a beautiful ode, 1285 B. C. 

DE BURE, William Francis, a bookseller at 
Paris, well known for. his " Biblic^^'aphe Ins- 
tructive." 7 vohi. 8vo. ; he died in 1782. 

DECATUR, Stephen, a captain \n the navy of 
the United States, distinguisned for his bravery 
and professional skill. He rendered himself 
conspicuous by his services at Tripoli, in 18M, 
by his actions with two British Mgates, during 
the last war, and by his success, against the Al- 
gerines in 1815 ; and was afterwards a member 
of the board of navy commissioners until his 
death, which happened in a duel, in 1820. 

DECEBABUS, a king of Daeia, whose coun- 
try was reduced to a Roman province, by Tra- 
jan, in 105. 

DECEMBRIO, Peter Candido, a native of 
Pavia, secretary to the pope, and afterwards to 
the king of Arragon. He wrote several live8,^aBd 
transhited some of the classics : he died in 1477. 

DECHALES, Claudius Francis Milliet, an 
excellent mathematician,mechanlc, and astrono- 
mer, born at Chamberry, the capital of Savoy, 
in 1611. His i^cipal performances have been 
collected in 3 vols, in f(4io, under the title of 
" Mundus Mathematicas ;" being indeed a com- 
plete course of id) tbematbematics. He died pp- 
fessor of mathematics, in the university of Tu- 
rin, in 1678. 

DECIO, Philtp. of Milan, a celebrated lec- 
turer on iurispraaence at Pieui; died in 1635. 

DBCIUS, PuUius, a Roman consul and brave 
general, memorable for having devoted himself 
for his country in^a battle with the Latins, 340 
B. C. Decius Mus, his son, followed his father*s 
example, as did a grandson. The custom was, 
that the oflicer who devoted himself to the goda 
for the service of his country, after certain ce- 
remonies of consecration, rushed, com|rietely 
armed, into the enemy's foremost ranks, wbetf 
his own despaired of victory. Tboash this was 
an act of superstition which proved fatal to tiie 
hero. It re-animated his party, and occaskNied 
them to gain the Iwttle. 

DECIUS, a Roman emperor after Philip. He 
perished with his army in a morass, fighting 
against the Goths^. D. 351. 

DECKER, or Dc!CKHER, John, a pious and 
learned Flemish Jesuit, who wrote much on Sa- 
cred Cbronotogy, was l>ora 1530, and died 1619. 

Decker, Thomas, a dramatic writer of 
aOtnt celebrity in the r^gn of James I. In bin 
" Honest Whore," and the comedy of ** Old ~ 
Fortunatus," there are beauties, as to character, 
plot, and language, eq^j^y in the former, 
eqqal to those of any druna^ \vriter (Shak- 
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speare excepted) tbat England bas produced. 
The precise tiaw of this aotbor's birth and 
death are not recorded; yet he could not have 
died young, as the first |^y we find of bis wri- 
ting was published in 1600, and ttie latest date 
we meet with to any otber is " The Wonder of 
a Kingdom," 1636. 

D£ COETLOGON, Charies Edward, an emi- 
nent English divine, assistant lureacher to the 
chapel of the Lock-hospital, and lector of God- 
itone, in Surrey, died in 1820. ffis writingB 
are principaUy on theological subjects. 

DEDEKIND, Frederic, a German of the 16th 
century, who published a curious ironical eulo- 
gium on incivility aad rudeness. 

DEE, John, a great malb^Batician, and very 
extraordinary person in the republic of letters, 
bom in London, 1537. He was a man of un- 
common parts, leamins, and applicatfam ; and 
m^t have performea great things, if he bad 
been possessed of a solid judgment ; but he was 
extremely credulous and supentitious. He suf- 
fered Irimseif to be deluded into an opinion, that 
by certain invocations, an intercourse or com- 
mnnicacion with spirits mi^t be obtained ; from 
whence be promised himself an iusight into the 
occult sciences. He found a young man, one 
Edward Kelly., a native of Worcestershire, who 
bad already dipped deep into these matters, and 
who readily undertook to be his instrument in 
them, for which be was to pay him 50^ per an- 
nnm. Dec. 2, 1581, they be^ their incanta- 
doas ; in consequence of which, Kelly was, by 
the inspection of a certain table consecrated for 
Uiat purixMe, with many superstitious ceremo- 
nies, enabled to acquaint Dee with what the 
spirits thought fit to show and discover. These 
conferences were continued for about two years 
and the subjects of them c(Hnmitted to writing, 
but nefw publish^, though still preserved in 
Ashmule^s museum. He travelled much abroad 
in company with Kelley, who had in his pos- 
sesion, as was reported, a philosophical pow- 
der of projection, by which they were furnished 
with money very profusely. In the latter end 
of his life, however, be became miserably poor : 
and it is highly probable, that he remained un- 
der his delusions to his death ; for he was ac- 
tually providing for a new journey into Ger- 
many, when, worn out by age and distempers, 
be med in 1608, aged 80, and was buried at 
Mortlake. His mathematical works are nu- 
merous and valuable. 

DEFBSCH, William, a German, eminent for 
bis skill on the violin, died about 1750. 

DE FOE, Daniel, equally famous for poUtics 
and* poetry, was bred a hosier. In that situa- 
tion he was unsuccessful ; and this probably in^ 
ddeed him to apply to his pen for subsistence. 
Tntchin having, in 1700, written " The Foreign- 
ers,'' an infamous satire on king William and 
the whole Dutch nation, De Foe wrote " The 
Trae-bom Englishman," as an antidote to it, 
and thereby recommended himsdf to the notice 
9( bis sovereign, wh6 failed not to reward the 
aathor. He aflerwards wrote an amazing num- 
ber of tracts, 30 of which have been collected 
in two vols. 8vo. One of these tracts, entitled, 
♦'The {Aiortest Way with the Dissenters," con- 
tained reflections against some ecclesiastics, in 
power, for breathing too much a spirit of per- 
secution. Becoming obnoxious to the ministry 
on this account, he was obliged to explain him- 
s^, which be md very clearly, for be was a man 
of great firmness : and when be was sentenced 
ftfterwards fp stAQd ^ the pUIor)^ fpr i^tt«|cl(inf 1| 



wtitchbe thought uoconetUu- 
tional and unjust, he not only cheerfully under- 
went the punishment, but at the same tima 
Wrote '• A Hymn to the Pillory," as a defiance 
of tbehr usage of him. But, after aU, De Foe is 
by nothing better known at present, than by his 
intere^hig "History of Robinson Crusoe;" 
which, tbottgh a romance, is written in so na- 
tural a maimer, and with so many probable in- 
cidents, tbat it was judged to be a true story 
for som% time after its publication. He was 
bom in London, 1660, and died at lslington,1731. 

DEGHUY, an eminent French engraver, died 
in 174a 

DEIDIER, Anthony, a medical protesor, of 
MontpeUer, author of a dissertation, " De Ve- 
neris Bf<Hrbis." 

DEJAURE, N. a promising French poet, who 
died young, in 1800. He wrote Lodoiska, an 
opera, which has been received with applause. 

DEJOTARU8, king of Galatea, espoused the 
cause of Pompey, for which he was dethroned 
by Cesar. 

DELAMET, Adrian Amrustin de Bnsqr, bom 
in Picardy, a relation of Cardinal de Retz, 
whom he attended in his travels. He wrote 
'' Dictionary of Cas« of Conacieaee," 2 vols., 
and died in IQU. 

DELANCT, James, a judge and chief Justice 
of the su^eme court of the colony of New- 
York, and afterwards lieutenant governor, died 
in 1760. 

DELANY, Dr. Patrick, a theological writer 
of Ireh&nd, but perhaps better known as the in- 
timate friend and correroondent of Dean Swift, 
was bora in Ireland,lGB6, and died atBatti,1766. 

DELANY, Mary, wife of the ftreaoing, ce- 
lebrated for her skill in painting, and In cutting 
flowers and other ornaments in paper, was bora 
at Coulton, in Wiltshire, 1700, and died 1788. 

DELAUNE, Thomas, wrote in 1683, " Plea 
for Nonconformity," which gave so much of. 
fence, tbat be was cast into ^9on,where he died. 

DELAWARE, Thomas West, lord, governor 
of ^^inia, in 1610. He felt a deep interest in 
the afiairs of the colony, and may be considered 
as one of its first founders. He died near the 
mouth of Delaware bay, on his return from 
England, whither he had gone for the b^iefit 
of his health, in 161& 

DELEYBE, Alexander, a Frenchman, aa- 
thor of an analysis of Lord Bacon's works, 3 
vols. 12mo., died in 1797. 

DELFT, Jac<^, a celebrated portrait painter 
of Delft, who died in 1661. 

DELILLE, one of the most distinguished 
poetical authors that France 1^ hitherto pro- 
duced, died at Paris, December, 1814. He made 
at an early a^, a masterly translation of Vir- 
gil's " GecMgics" into French verse ; wrote a 
counterpart to the Georgics, under the title, 
" Les Jardins ;" translated the " iEneid," and 
wrote many (Mr^;inal poems. In the latter pe- 
riod of his career, he puMbAed a translation of 
Milton's " Paradise I^." Like most other au- 
thom^ however, he appears to have left his pos- 
terity nothing but bra writtngs ; which, as his 
euIogist> M. Campenon, says^ " Death cannot 
de^roy, nor time annihilate.' 

DELIUS, Christopher Traugott, a native of 
Walhausm, an eminent mineralogiBt, and sur^ 
veyor of the mines of Hungary and Venice, 
died in 1799. 

DELMONT, Beodalt, a hiMorical painter, 
pupil to Reubens, who highly esteemed USD ; 
hediedinlQ34. ' "^ ' 
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DELOBEL, a French painter, of tlie 17Ui 
century, whoee pieces adorn the chnrcbes and 
cathedrals of France. . 

DELOLME. SeeLOLME. 

DELRIO, Martin Anthonv, a roost learned 
man, bom at Antwerp, 1551. The progress 
he made in letters, while a very boy, is recorded 
with wonder, having surprised the public when 
he was only 19 years of age with some good 
notes upon the tragedies of Seneca, in which 
he cited ahnost 1100 authors, with all |be assur- 
ance of a man who had read them thoroughly, 
and weighed their sentiments with great judg- 
ment and exactness. He died in 1606. 

DELRIO. John, dean of Antwerp, who wrote 
commentaries on the llSth psatan : be died in 
1684. ■ 

DELUC. See LUC, 

DEMADES]jm Athenian orator, put to death 
by Cassander 32S, B. C. 

DEMARATUS, a Jcing of Sparta, who re- 
signed his crown, and retired to Persia. ' 

DEMESTE, John, chaplain and chief surgeon 
to the* forces of the prince of Liege, well known 
as the autlior of come letters on chymistry, 
died in 1783. 

DEMETRIUS POLIOECETE8, king of Ma- 
cedon, was highly lionoured by me Atfientans ; 
he died 286 B.C. 

DEMETRIUS, SOTER, king of Syria, t^^a8 
for some lime a hostage at Rome, and was killed 
in battle, 150 B. C. 

DEMETRIUS U., sumamed Nicanor, king 
of Syria, formed an alliance with the Jews; he 
was killed by the governor of Tyre, 2B6 B. C. 

. DEMETRIUS, FHALEREU8, a peripatetic 
philosopher of Athens, who lived in the time of 
Alexander the Great. Three hundred and sixty 
statues were erected to his honour in that city ; 
and not undeservedlyy since he is said to have 
augmented the revenues of it, as well as to have 
improved and poUsbed its buildings. Meverthe- 
lees he died in banishment by the bite of an 
aq>, 984 B. C. His writings consisted of poetry, 
history, politics, rhetoric, harangues, and em- 
;Dtttnon 



r-oo.^, »«t none are extant. 

DEMETRIU8, a cynic philosopher, in the 
reign of CaliffUa; he was banished by Ves- 
paman for insolence. 

DEfifETRIUB, czar of Russia ; which coun- 
tiy he invaded, in 10M, with a small army^and 
seated himself on the throne ; he reignal 11 
months, and was then assasstoated. 
. DE MBMT|Ccsar, a learned divine, bora 
at Befflfai, in 1703 ; he puUished some poetical 
pteces. UBd asslstedJortiB in hlsUfoof Erasmus. 

DEMOCEDES, a physician ofCrotona, who 
afterwards bacame the alave and physician of 
Darius, king of Persia. 

DEMOCRITUS, one of the greatest phik>- 
sqphersof antiquity, was born at Abdera, a town 
Of Thrace, about the 80th Oiyropiad, that is, 
about 400 years before Christ.— He is said to 
have laughed at human life in general, which, 
Montaigne saiys, it was better lodo than to imi- 
MUe Heraelkiis» wha wept eternally about it; 
because adds lie, mankind are not so unliappy 
as they are vain. He was the forenthner of 
£»kitni% whose sgratem differs Arom his no 
oCMrwiae than in some improvements. 

DEIfDIVRE, Abraham, an illustrious ma- 
thematietan, born at Vibi, in Champaigne, 
May 1667. His abilities were sp admired by 
ttie Royal Society of London, that they Judged 
Aim a fit person to decide the flmious contest 
Wtwfen Newton and Leibnitz. He published 
some capital works, but is generally known by 
1B2 



his " Doctrine of Chances; or, Method of calcu- 
lating the ProbabiliUes of Events at Play.'* He 
died at London, in 1754. 

DEMON AX, a phUoeopber, of Crete, in the 
reign of Adriair, who had the greatest contempt 
for riches. 

DEMOSl^ENES, one of the greatest ora- 
tors of antiquity, if not the greatest, was bora 
at Athens, in theSd year of the 101st Olympiad ; 
that is, about 370 yean befbre Christ ft is 
universally agreed, that no orator ever spckt 
with such force, or had the passicms (Mothers so 
much in his power, as Demostb^ies ; insomuch 
that he actually appeared like one inspired. He 
opposed Philip of Macedoflla with all his might, 
and Alexander after him. Alexander reque«^ 
of the Athenians to have Demosthenes given up 
to him, but this was refused ; yet, when Anti- 
pater, his successor, made the same request 
afterwards, it was granted. But Demosthenes 
would not be given np, and therefore f>scaned 
into the island of Celauria; where he imbibed 
poison that he had kept on purpose in a quill, 
to prevent his being taken aUve. He died in 
the 3d year of the 114th Olympiad. There are 
extant under his name 61 orations, which have 
frequently been published. But, though he ar- 
rived at such perfection in this art, be set out 
under great disadvantages : for lie had an im- 
pedUnent in his speech, which for a long time 
would not suffer him to pronounce the letter r ; 
he had a weak voice, a snort breath, and a very 
uncouth and ungracious manner ; liowever, by 
dint of resohition and infinite pains, he over- 
came all these defects. He would climb up 
steep and craggy places, to help his wind and 
strengthen his voke ; he would declaim with 
pebbles in his mouth, to remedy the imperfec- 
tion in hto qieech ; he would i^ace a looking- 
glaas before him, to correct the awkwanlneas of 
his gesture ; ana he learaed of the best players 
the proper graces of action and pronunciation, 
which be thouriit of so much consequence that 
he made the wnole art of oratory in a manner 
to consist of them. He was so intent upon 
study, that he would often retire into a cave of 
the earth, and shave half his head, so that he 
could not with decency appear abroad tin his 
hair was grown again. He also accustomed 
himself to narangue at the seashore, where the 
agitation of the waves formed to him an idea 
of the commotion in a popular assemUy. and 
served to prepare and fortify him against tnem. 
From these several kinds of hardships, which 
he imposed upon himself, it is plain that he 
was not so much bora an orator, as an instance 
how far parts and application may go toward 
the forminc of a great man in any profession. 

DEMOURS, Peter, a native of Marseillei, 
known for his dexterity as a surgeon and ocu- 
list ; he was author of some professional works, 
and died in 1795. 

DEMPSTER, William, a learned Scotchman, 
who refuted Raymond Lully, and wrote an 
ecclesiastical history; he died in 1557. 

DEMPSTER, Thomas, a Scotch historian and 
commentator, bora 1579, died 1625. He was a 
very learaed man, but of a singular character ; 
being as prompt to draw his sword in quarrel, 
as to wield his pen, at any time. He liecame 
professor of the Belles Lettres, at Pisa, Nismes, 
and Bologna, and had sudi a prodigious me- 
mory, that he used to say he knew not what it 
was to forget This gained him the appellation 
of "The Living Library.'* 

DEMPSTER, George, a Scotch lawyer, and a 
meipber of Parliament, in 1768. He retired from

DENlfER, Balthasar, a portraU painter, of 
Hamburgh, who refused in London, 500 guineas 
foriusptetureof anoldwoman;hediedm 1747.

DENNIE, William, proprietary governor of 
fannsylvania, in 1750. He was sapereeded in 
1759, as unpopular and obnoxious to the people. 

DENNIE, Joseph, a native of Massachusetts, 
Wttedncated a lawy^ ; he however soon re- 
linqttished the profession for literary pursuits, 
and as editor of the " Farmer's Museum,** a 
newspaper publisbed in New-Hampshire, and 
afterwardsof the " Port Fotto,*' in Fhiladelpbia, 
gave evidence of a powerfiil and hi^ly culti- 
. vated mind, and of a genius of superior order ; 
he di^Jn 1813. 

DliiHMiS, John, a celeiNrated critic, bom in 
Loocbta, 1057. Though it is now become fasb- 
iooable to' speak l%fatly of him, be had gui^ties 
enoni^ to rscommend hfan to the acquaintance 
of some of the most eminent personages for 
birth, wit, and learnhig, of his time; but the 
Uacfc nassions were so'iiedominant in him, and* 
Ub iMde* 4nvy, jealouqr, mid sunrfciou, hurried 
hhn into so many absurd and ridiculous mea- 
sures, that his life spears to have been nothing 
bat a mixtnre of folly and madness. — He bcfttn 
to be a writer as earty, if not eariier, than 1^, 
wad so continobd to the time of his death, which 
Imppened in 1733. He' bad better talents for 
jwrnng of the performances of others, than for 
producing any thing of himself; which made a 
ainin fellow say, that " Dennis was the fittest 
man in the world to instmct a dramatic writer ; 
for he laid down excellent mles for writing good 
[lays, and showed'what were bod by his own.** 

DENNT, Sir Anthony, a man of great learn- 
ing and pi^t priisy counsellor of Henry VUI., 
hediedij»lKO. 

DENTON, John^ aitEngtisb divine, and pre- 
bendary of York, an intimate friend of Tillot- 
son. He phblisbed scHue sermons and religious 
tracts and died hi 1708. 

DENTRBCOLLES, Francis Xavier, a te- 
sait, who went to China as a missionary, in 17^, 
and wrote several works in the Chinese lan- 

DENYS, JamM^a historical painter, bora

DERING, SirEdvrard, firstarepobUcan, and 
afterwards a royalist ; a member of parttament 
during the civil wars. His speeches were 
pubtt&edin#o. 

DERMODT, Thomas, a po^ of co nsi d er a b l e 
talent, but so devoid of common pmdeneei that 
the best of patronage was fouhd to be useless 
to him. He was bom in the south of Ireland, 
Jan. 1773. His father, who was a schoohnaster 
at Ennis for some time, is sahi to have employ- 
ed Uiis son, when only in his ninth year, as 
Greek and Latin assistant «jt his own school; 
and, to increase the v^onder, we are told that 
he had written as much genuine poetry at ten, 
as either Cowl^, Milton, qt Pope, had pro- 
duced at nearly double that age. With all his 
talent, however, he was of so uniformly de- 
pravedT a conduct, that he no sotmer excited 
compa^skm, and' (Profited hy generosity, than he 
despised, or at leabt negl^ected, the advice of 
bif benefhctorS; and at length, wasted by dis- 
ease, arising from habitual intemperance, he 
died at an obscure hovel, near Sydenham, Kent, 
180S, in his a^h year. 

DERRICK, Samuel, a Hnen draper of Dublin ; 
afterwards a Writer of pamphlets in London, 
and master of ceremonies at Bath and Tun* 
bridfK, died 1769. 

DOlYK, or DERICK, Peter Cornelius, a land- 
scape painter of Delft ; pupil of Jacobs. He dle4 

DERYKE, WiUiam, a historical painter at 
Antwerp, died 1097. 

DESAGULIERS, John Theophilus, a cele- 
brated lecturer on experimental philosophy^ 
wbo made several improvements in mecha- 
nics, was bora at RocheUe, in 1683, but went to 
England when an Infant. His most celebrated 
publication is, " A Course of Experimenal Plii- 
iosophy, 173^** 2 vols 4to. He died in 1749. 

DESAULT, Peter, a French physician, who 
wrote on the cure of sypbiiis, without saliva- 
tion, and on the stone ; he died in 1737. 

DESAULT, Peter Joseph, a French surgeon, 
of great abilities, who attended Lewis XVlI., 
and died, probabfyby poison, for this humanity. 
He was author of a valuable treatise on surg^, 
and died in 1795. 

DE8 BARREAUX, James de Vallec, lord, a 
French nobleman, counsellor of parliament, at 
Paris. He was an infidel and Ii||i»ertine, but, be- 
fore he died, gave hnnself up to meditation and 
penitence ; he died in 1647. 

DESBILLONSf Francis Joseph, a'Fxencb 
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Jesuit, who, after spending 15 yean in tbe col- 
lege or Lewis XIV., at Paris, retired to publish 
his fables, 630 in number, 2 vols. He died in 1783. 

DfiSBOIS, Francis Alexander, a Frenchman, 
author of a military dictionary, a dictionary of 
agriculture, and one of birds ; be died in 1784. 

DESCARTES. See CARTES. 

DBSERIC1U8, or DESERITZ, JoMph Inno- 
cent, a Hungarian, made a Roman cardinal, au- 
tbor of many works, died iu 1765. 

DES60DETS, Anthony, a native of Paris, 
an eminent architect, taken by the Algerines, 
and kept 16 months in slavery. He wrote large- 
ly on the subject of his profession, and died in 
1728. 

DESHAIS, Jiphn Baptist Henry, a French 
painter, of very superior merit, wbo^btained 
the prize of tbe academy of Paris, in tmh He 
died young. 

DESIDBRIUS, or DTDIBR, the last king of 
Lombardy. He succeeded Astolphus, in 756. 

DESMAIIIS, Joseph Francis Edward de Cor^ 
scoiUeu, a generous and benevolent French 
writer, of great abilities, author of a comedy, 
and of some elegant poetry ; he died in 1751. 

DBS MAIZEAUX, Peter, secretary of the 
royal society of London, was bom at Auvergne, 
in I66G. He retired eady. probably as a refugee, 
into England, and died there, in 1745. He had 
intimate connexions with St. Evremont and 
Uayle ; gave a very handsome edition of the 
works of the former, in 3 vols. 4to, with the 
life of the author prefixed, and drew up the life 
of tbe latter, which was printed before tbe edi 
tion of his " Dictionary," in 1730. He publish 
ed also the " Miscellaneous Works of Bayle,^ 
ia 4 vols, folio. He was tbe editor of other 
things ; and whatever he publiiihed, he always 
accompanied with literary anecdotes. 

DESMARES, Toussaint, a French prie8t,who 
distinguished himself JE>y his sermons, and other 
writings ; he died in 1687.

He was one of the 
most vile and ferocious of that Moody club, and 
was beheaded in 1794. 

DESMONTIER, Charles Albert, a French 
poet and dramatic writer, born at VilleTs Cote- 
rets, in 1760, died in 1801. 

D'ESPANGE. John, minister of a French 
congregation in London. He was admired as a 
preacher, and died in 1660. 

DESPARD, Edward Marcus, an Irish officer, 
long in the English service, who laid a irian to 
assassinate his klngr which being detected, he 
was tried and beheaded, in 1803. 

DESPAUTERE, John, a Flemish gramma- 
rian, whose books were, at one time, in great 
repute; he died in 1520. 

DESPIERRES, John, superior of the Bene- 
dictine college, at Douay, eminent as a mathe- 
matician and as a mechanic, died in 1664. 

DBSPLACES, an eminent French engraver, 
iliod in 1749. 

DESPORTES, Claude, a painter, of Cham- 
pagne, highly favoured by Lewis XTv. and XV., 
died in 1743. 

DBSSAIX, Louis Charles Anthony, a brave 
and very successful French general, in the revo- 
tgionaty war. was bom in August, 1788. He 
MI at tbe battle of Marengo, at the moment the 
▼Ictwy turned ia favour of his countrvmcn, in 
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1800, esteemed by the French soldiers, honoured 
by the Austrians, and beloved bv all who knew 
him. His body was carried to Muan, embahned, 
and placed in the hospital of Mount St. Bernard, 
where a monument has been erected to his me- 
mory. Dessaix, united to bravery, the most un- 
impeachable hitegrity ; and weU deserved of bis 
country the supeib monument since erected at 
Paris. On this, is commemorated the share lie 
had in the great battles of Landau, Kehl, Weis- 
sembouif , Malta, ChebraiB, tbe pyramids. Sedi- 
maa, Sammanhout, Kene, Thebes, ana Ma- 
rengo. 

DESTOUCHES, Andrt Cardinal, a celebra- 
ted French musician, bom at Paris, in 1672, died 
in 1749. 

DESTOUCHES, Philip Nericant. a FrencU 
dramatic writer, bom at Tour, in ;1680, died in 
1754. DestoucheshadnottbegayetyofRegnard, 
nor the, strong warm colouring <^ Moliere ; but 
he is always polite, tender, and natural. 

DEVAUX, John, a native of Paris, esteemed 
as a surgeon, and as the author of several works, 
died in 1729. 

DEVEREUX, Robert, eari of Essex, bora hi 
Hertfordshire, ia 1567, Is memorable for having 
been a great ravourite, and an irohappy victim 
to the arts of his enemies, and bis own ambi- 
tion, in the reign of queen Elisabeth. The first 
great shock he received in regard to the queen's 
favour, arose from a warm dispute betweeu her 
majesty and himself, about die choice of sonde 
fit and able person to superintend the afiViirs of 
Ireland. The queen looked upon Sir William 
Knolles, uncle to Essex, as the most proper per- 
son for that charge : Essex contended that Sir 
George Carew waa a much fitter man for iL 
When the queen could not be persuaded to ap- 
prove of his choice, he so far forgot himself and 
his duty, as to turn his back upon her in^ con- 
temptuous manner ; which insolmce. Wr ma- 
jesty not being able to bear, die gave Dim a box 
on the ear, and bid him go and be hanged. lie 
immediately clapped his hand on his sword ; 
and the lord adnural stepiring in between, be 
swore a great oath, declaring that he neither 
could nor would put up with an affront^f that 
nature ; that he would not have taken it at the 
hands <^ Henry VIH., and in a great paasioB 
immediately withdrew flrom court. He was af- 
terwards rec<mciled and re8tored,in appearance, 
to the queen's favour ; yet there is good reason 
to doubt whether he ever recovered it in reaUty ; 
and bis friends have been apt to date his ruin 
from this unlucky accident. He was executed 
on a charge of treason, Feb. S5, 1601. 

DEVEREUX, Robert, eari of Essex, son of 
Elizabeth's favourite, appeared in parliament a 
violent opposer to the measures of government, 
and fought many battles at the head of the re- 
publican troops ; he died in 1646. 

D'EWES, Sir Symonds, an eminent EngUah 
historian, and antiqiiaryi bora at Coxden, im 
Suffolk, 1602, died in 165a When he was little 
more than 30 years of age. he had fini^ed that 
large and accurate work for which he is chiefly 
memorable, viz. " Tbe Journals of all tbe Par- 
liaments durim the reign of Queen Elizabetii, 
both Lords and Commons,'* Slc. 

DEWE V, Daniel, an emUient lawyer,of Mas- 
sachusetts, was a member of the council of that 
state, a member of congress, and a judge at the 
supreme court of the state ; lie died in 1815. 

DE WITT, John, the famous pensionary, was 
the second son of Jacob De Witt, (bunKNniMler 
of Dort, and deputy to the states of uoUand,^ 
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ami born ai Dort, in 1085. Re was the sealow 
patron of the glory and liberty of bia native 
country ; ttie greatest genius of bis time ; tbe 
ablest politician in war as well as peace ; tbe 
atlas of tbe conunonweattb : bat was barba- 
robsly murdered by a Dutch mob, In 1673. De 
Witt wrote a book eootaUning those maxims of

Soon aflor be commenced the practice 
of tbe law, he was chosen a member of coo- 
pess, and afterwards of the senate of the Uni- 
ted Sutes, whne he gained a high reputj ' 
for talents and eloquence. Undor the first pre- 
sictent Adams, he was appdnted secretary of the 
treasary, and aetingsecretaiy of state. In 181S.

DIAOONUS, Paulus, a Lombard, who com- 
posed the history of the Lombards, m 6 books, 
died in 1731). 

V DIA60RA8,samamed the Atheist, flourish- 
ed in Athens, in the 91st Olympiad ; that is. 
about 412 years before Christ. The history of 
his atheism, is thus told. Be delighted in mak- 
ing verses, and had composed a poem which a 
certain poet had stolen from trim. Be sued the 
thief, who swore be was not guilty of tbe crime ;

DI<%INSON,£dmund,an eminent and learn- 
ed physician and scholar, who wrote in defence 
of the Scriptures, as weU as on medicine. Be 
was pbyskian to Charles II., and died in 1707. 

DICIONSON, Jonathan, first prMident of 
New-Jersey college ; he published several ser- 
mons, besides some miscellaneous works, and 
•^ed in 1747. 

DICKINSON, John, a distinguished political 
writer, and frieivi of bis country, a native of 
Delaware, and member of tbe first congress ; 
be died in 1808. 

DICKINSON, Philemon, a brave officer, in 
the revolutionary war,partiett]arly active in tbe 
battle of Monmouth ; he died in 1809. 

DICKSON, David, a Scotch divine, educated 
atGlascow, and divinity professor at Edinburgh. 
Bis vkJence against the episcopalians subjected 
bim topersecution ; be died in 1664. 

DICTirS CRETENSIS, a very ancient faisto-. 

rian, who, serving under Id<Mneneus, a king 

of Crete, in tbe Trojan war, wrote the history

NAZ, John, •Spaniard, who embraced the 
ibctrines of Luther, for which, his brother, AI- 
phcMisus, a violent catholic, hired an assassin to 
diudi out his brains, in 1546. 

DIBDIN, Cliarles, a celebrated song-writer, 
and dramatist. In tbe former character, he had 
scarcely an equal, as to the number or the merit 
of bis compodticMis. Bis songs amount to up- 
wards of isOO; and it may truly be said, that 
though a greft portion of them are in praise of 
love and festivity, not one passage can be found 
in tbe whole numbier, of a licentious tendency. 
On tbe contrary, th^ tut9 calculated to support 
tbe intereits or virtue, and to exercise tbe best

son of a cutler, and bora at Langres^in 1713. 
Be^onceived the stupendous desi^ of a ** Dic- 
tionnaire Encyckipedique,*' which, assisted by 
D'Alembert and others, he accomplished, him- 
self compiling the descriptions of arts and trades. 
Bo ill was he paid for Move 90 years labour at 
this book, that he was compelled to ei^iose bis li- 
brary to sale, for a subsistence. The empress of 
Russia ordered it to be bought for her at tbe 
price of 50,000 livres, and generously left bim 
the use of it during bis in. Certahi positions on 
government and reliikm, in the " Encyctope- 
dique," have exposed Diderot to the charge of 
baving favoured atheistical and anarchical prin- 
ciples, or what at the present day is termed Ja- 
eobhitsm. Diderot died suddenly, in July, 1784. 

DIDIUS' JULIANUS, M. Salvias Severus, 
a Roman empefOr, wboporchased the diadem 
of acorrapt scridieiy. Be reigned 66 days, and 
was pot to death, A. D. 193. 

DIDO, or ELISSA, queen of Carthage, fled 
from Tyre, to the eoast of Aftka, where ebe 
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DIDOT, Francis Ambrose, a most ijinuiciit 
French printer, born at Pirtis, 1730, and classi- 
cally educated. He introduced a number ot 
improvements, not only in printing-presses (ol 
which the present time is profiting) but also in 
mills tor making line paper. One of his sons 
became a celebrated type-founder. Didotdied, 
it is supposed, from too strict an application to 
the correction of the press of a stereotype edi- 
tion of Montagne's works (every sheet of which 
be read five times, and corrected carefully be- 
fore it was sent to the press) July 10, 1804. His 
business is still successfully carried on by his 
sons, Peter and Firmin Didot. 
, DIDYMUS, of Alexandria, an eminent gram- 
marian, in the age of Augustub, said to have 
written 400 books. ^ . 

BIDYMUS, of Alexandria, an ecclesiastieal 
writer of the 4th century. 

DIECMAN, John, rector of the university of 
Stade, and author of several tlieological and phi- 
losophical works, died in 1720. 

DIBMEN, Anthony Van, a governor-general 
of the Dutch East India settle nienta. In ll>4'2, 
he sent Tusman on a voyage to the south ; the 
consequence of which was, the discovery ot 
that part of New Holland calltd Van Dienien's 
Land. He died in 1045. 

DIEMERBROEK, Isbrand, a professor of 
physic and anatomy at Utrecht, born l(i09. prac- 
tised physic, and read public lectures with great 
reputation, and died 1074, 

DIEPENBECK, Abraham, a painter, who 
studied with ReubcuH ; first painted on gla?s, and 
afterwards in oil ; he died at Anift'erpjin 1075. 

DIEST, Adrian Van, a landscape painter, of 
the Hague, who painted plants in England ; he 
died in 1704. 

DIETRIC, John Conrad, a Lutheran, born in 
Wetteravia, and professor of Greek in his own 
town. He was a classical scholar and author ; 
Jie died in 1667. 

DIETRICH, John William Ernest, born at 
Weimar, a celebrated painter, died in 1774. 

DIETRY, a painter, of Dresden, who sue- 
reeded particularly in landscape views, died In 
1730. 

DIEU, Lewis de, an eminent divine, born at 
Flushing. He refused to be court minister at 
the Hague, and went to Leyden, where he was 
made divinity professor. He published many 
learned works, and died in 164ii. 

DIGBY, Everard, an English gentleman edu- 
cated at Cambridge, He wrote some curious, 
and learned books in Latin, and died in 159-^. 

DIGBY, Sir Everard, born 1581, was drawn in 
to be privy to the gunpowder plot ; and thougli 
not a principal actor in that dreadful affair, 
nor indeed an actor at all, yet he offered 1500L 
toward defraying the exjienses of it ; enter- 
tained Guy Fawkes, who was to have executed 
it in his house ; and was taken in open rebel 
hon with other papists after the plot was de 
tected and had miscarried. He was, with other 
conspirators, upon the 30th of January, 1605-6, 
banged, drawn, and quartered, at the west end 
of St. Paul's church, in London. 

DIGBY, Sir Kenelm, a very famous English 
phUoeopher, and eldest non of sir Everard, was 
fcorn at Gothurat, in Buckinghamshire,1603, and 
died on his birthday, in 1665. Having read the 
writings of Descartes, he resolved to go to Hol- 
land on purpose to see him. He did so, and 
found him at his retirement at Egniond. Des 
Maize: lUX, in his life of 9t. Evremond, tells us 
of a conversation fcetwcen tjiese great men. 
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about lengthening out life to the period of the pa - 
tnarchs. Descartes assured Sir" Kenelm that 
he had long been projecting a scheme for that 
purpose ; and a veiy notable one undoubtedly 
it would have been, if that philosopher had but 
lived ; but he had the misfortune to die just be- 
fore he could bring it tp bear. 

DIGBY, Lord George, an English nobleman 
of great parts, son of John Digby, earl of Bris- 
tol, was born at Madrid, 1612. " He was (saj-» 
a late svriter, somew^hat severely) a singular 
person, whose life was one contradiction. He 
wrote against popery, and embraced it ; he wia 
a zealous opposer of the court, and a sacrifice for 
it ; was conscientiously converted in the midst 
of his prosecution of lord Staflbrd, and waa 
most unconscientiously a prosecutor of lord Cla- 
rendon. V^^ith great paits, he always hurt liim- 
self and bis friends ; romanticly brave, he was al- 
ways an unsuccessful commander. He spoke for 
the*test-act, though a Roman Catholic ; and ad- 
dicted himself to astrology on the birthday of 
true philosopiiy." He died earl of Bristol, 1676. 
niGIJ V, John, made gentleman of the privy 
chamber by James I, who afterwards knighted 
Jiirn, and i^e^t him ambaseador to Spain. He 
was the author of some poems, and died, in ex- 
ile, at Pans, in 1653. 

DKiGES, Leonard, an EJiglish gentleman, fa- 
mous for his mathematical learning, died about 
1574. 

DIGGES, Thomas, only son of Leonard Dig- 
ges, and one of the greatest mathematicians of 
I) is age, died 1595. 

DIGGES, Sir Dudley, master of the rolls to 
Charles I., was eldest son of TJiomas Digges, 
just mentioned, and born 1583. He was, it is 
said, a great asserter of his country's lilierty in 
the worst of times, when the sluices of prero- 
gative were opened, and the banks of the law 
were almost overwhelmed by the inundations 
of it. He was author of several literary per- 
formances, and died 1639. 

DiGGES, Thomas, brother of Sir Dudley, a 
learned man, who translated several works from 
the Latin and Spanish ; he died in 1635. 

DIGGES, Dudley, third son of Sir Dudlej'. 
He wrote on the unlawfulness of subjects taking 
up arms against their sovereign, and died in 1643. 
DIGGES, Edward, governor of Virginia, iu 
1654. His administration was judicious, and 
calculated to improve the condition of the col- 
ony. He was afterwards sent to England as 
agent for the colotiy. 

DILLENIUS, John James, an eminent Ger- 
man botanist, who was the first professor of bo- 
tany at Oxford. He was the friend and cor- 
respondent of Linnaeus. His drawings and manu- 
scripts still remain at Oxford ; he died in 1747. 
DILLON, W-estwortb, earl of Roscommon. 
See Roscommon. 

DIL WORTH, Thomas, a School-master of 
Wapping, England, well known by two or three 
useful school-books which he compiled, and 
which have gone through editions almost innu- 
merable. Mr. Dilworh died in 1781. 

DIMSDALE, Thomas, an eminent English 
physician, whose celebrity was such, that tlie 
empress Catharine requested him to visit Rus- 
sia, where he inoculated herself and sou with 
the small -pox ; he died in 1800. 

DINARCHUS, a Greek orator, the pupil of 
Theophrastus, 340 B. C 

DING LEY, Robert, an English puritan, and 
author ; was rector of Brixton, in the Isle of 
Wight ; he died in 1G59. 
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DINO, professor of jurispradence at Bologna, 
and author of some valuable works, died in 1307. 

HIPOCRATES, a celebrated ancient archi- 
tect, of Macedonia, employed by Alexander in 
buildiog the city of Alexandria. Another mc- 
moraMe instance of Dinocrates* architectonic 
skill is, his restoring and building, in a more 
august and magnificent manner than before, 
the celebrated temple of Di^na at Epheeus, after 
Eratostratus, for the etke of immortaliziDg bis 
name, had desOwred it by fire. «> 

DIN OSTRATUS, a mathematician, the pupil 
oHFiato, and inventor of the quadratic curve. 

DINOTH, Richard, a protestant writer of 
France, who wrote an accurate work, "DeBello 
civiU Gallico/' and died in 1680. 

DINOUART, Anthony Jpseph Toussaint, 
rendered famous by bis periodical publications

DION, a Syracusan, celebrated aa the friend 
of Plato, and the opponent of the DioiiyaUi 
tyrants of Sicily ; be was murdered, 354 B. C. 

DION CASSIUB, an ancient Roman historian, 
known also by the siu-namea of Cocceius and" 
Cocceianos, was bom at Micea,a city of Bithy- 
nia, and flourisiied in the 3d century. His histo- 
ry, began from the building of Rome, and pro- 
ceeded to the reign of Alexander Severaa. lA hat 
we now have of it begins with the expedition of 
Lucullus against Biithridates, king of Pontus,

DIONYSIUS I., tyrant of Sicily, raised him* 
self from obscurity to the throne : he reigned 
40 years, and died 366 B. C. 

DIONYSIUS n., succeeded his father as ty-

DIONYSIUS, an ancient poet and geographer, 
wrote a great number of pieces; but his " Pe- 
riegesis," or ** Survey of^the World," is the 
only one that we have remaining ; and it would 
be superfluous to say, that this is one of the 
most exact systems of ancient geography, when 
it has been related that Pliny bimadf proposed 
tt for his pattern. 

DIONYSIUS, bishop of Rome, eoodemned 
the heresy of the SabeUians in a full vyned, died 
in 969. 

DIONYSIUS HALICARNAB8ENSIS, ahis> 
lorian and critic of antiquity, bom at Hali- 
camanus, a town in Carta ; which is also me- 
morable for baviog produced Herr^tus befort 
him. His history is intitled " Of the Roman 
Antiquities,** and was comprised in 90 boofcr: 
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Of wliicb onlv the fint 11 are now extant. Thefl fiaintcr having ever come so near to the perfec- 



reputation of this historian stands very high 
on many accounts. As to what reliRes to chru- 
iKriogy, idl tlie critics have been apt to prefer 
him even to Livy himself; than his style and 
diction, nothing can be more pure, more clear, 
or more elegam.— Bat, besides tiM " Roman 
Antiquities,'" there are other writings of his 
eitant, critical and rhetorical. His most ad- 
mired piece in this way is, " De Structura Ora- 
tionis.^ 

WONYSIUS, a Romish monk, caUed "The 
little,*' in the 5th century; he compiled or 
wrote several works. 

DIONYSIUS, bishop of Alexandria, bom a 
heathen, was a diligent inquirer after truth, 
which he looked for m vain among the sects of 
philosophers ; but at last found it in Cbilstianity . 
He was made hitbop oT Alexandria, in 247, and 
died 267. 

DION7SIUS, the Areopagate,a learned Athe- 
nian, member of the court of Areopagus, was 
converted to Chrifftiauity by the preacliing of 

DIOPHANTUS, a celebrated mathematician, 
of Alexandria, reputed to have been the inven- 
tor of algebra, wh^ Diophantus lived, is not 
known. His reputanon, however, appears to 



have been very hi|^ among the ancients, who 
made no acrupie wrank him with Pythagoras 
and Euclid, in mathematical learning. 

DIOSCORIOES, Pedacius, an eminent phy- 
sician, of Anaxarba, since called Cssarea, in 
Cilicia, who flourished in the reign of Nero, and] 
composed five books of the ** Materia Medica.'^ 

DIPPEL, John Conrad, a curious and extra- 
vagant character, who pretended to have disco- 
vered the philosopher's stone, and yet was con- 
fined for debt. He travelled in almost all parts 
of Eiuope, and wrote several books; he died iu 
1734. 

DIROIS, Francis, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
wrote several books on religious subgects ; he^ 
died in 1700. 

DISNEHT, John, D. D., an eminent EnglishI 
clerayman, chaplidn to bishop Law, and vicar 
of Swinderiy. died in 1816. His bioeraphical 
sketches of distinguishad individuals, have ad 
ded to his reputation. 

DITHMAR, a monk, bishop of Mersburg, 
known as the author of a chronicle of the em- 
perors Henry I.,Otho O. and IU., and Henry H., 
died in 1028. 

DITHMAR, Justus Christopher, historical 
professor, at Frankfort Bin work on the histo- 
ry of Germany displays great learning ; he died 
in 1737. 

DITTON, Humphrey, a mathematical and 
lheok>gical writer, bom at Salisbury, in 1675, 
died in 1715. 

DIVINI, EustacMn8,an Italian artist, employ- 
ed in making telescopes, died in 1664. 

DIXWELL, John, one of the judges whol 
e<mderaned the unfortunate Charles 1. to the 
Mock. At the restoration, he fled to America, 
and resided at New-Haven until bis death, in

in 1707. Guy Padn called him < 
Uine vitio," a prodigy of wisdom and science, 
wittiout any defect. 

DODD, Dr. William, an ingenious divine^ of 
unfortunate memory, was bora 1729, at Bourne, 
in Lincolnshire, of Which place his father, being 
a clergyman, was vicar. In 1753. he received 
orders ; and, being settled in London, soon be- 
came a popular and celebrated preacher. He 
obtained several lectureships, and advanced Ms 
theological character greatly by an almost unin- 
terrupted publication of serroonft, and tracts of 
piety. For the same purpose also, he was venf 
zealous in promoting and assisting at charitable 
institutions, and distinguished himself much m 
regard to the Magdalen hospital, which was 
opened in August, 1758 : he became preacher at 
the chapel of this chanty, for which he jrasal' 
lowed yearly 1001. But, notwithatartWlg Us 
attention lo spiritual concerns, he was tqr no 
means negligent in cultivating his temporal in- 
terests ; for, besides writing constantly in tbe 
Public Leger, he superintended and contribu- 
ted largely to the " Christian's Magazine ;" for 
which he received fVom the proprietors lOM. 
yearly. The truth is, Dodd's finances by no 
uteans answered his style and manner of liv- 
ing: they were indeed much too small for it; 
and tills obliged him to recur to sucii methods 
of lAigmenting them. Happy if he bad ne\er 
recurred to expedients worse than these !— Still, 
however, he preserved theological appearances, 
and now meditated a design of publishuig a 
large " Commentary on the Bible," wiiich be 
began to publish In weekly and mouthy num- 
bers, and continued to pulpbh it regularly till it 
was completed, in 3 vols. fmio. In 1766, betook 
the de|ke of LL. D., at Cambridge, havhig 
been made a chaplain to the king some time be- 
fore. In 1772, he was presented to tbe living of 
Hockiifie, in Buckinghamshire : but what could 
such preferment as this avail ? The iiabits of 
expense had gained a wonderful aseendenq[ 
over him : he was vain, he was pompous, whiffl 
persons emerging from low situations of life are 
apt to be, and thus became involved and sink* 
ing under debts. To relieve himself, be was 
tempted to asttp which ruined Mpi for ever with 
the public ; ana this was, to pmure by indirect 
means, the rectory of St. George^s, Hanover 
Square. On the preferment of Dr. Moss to tbe

Dr Philip; an eminent dis- 
scating minister, bom in London, hi 1708, died 
1751. Be was 81 yean pastor of a meeting- 
house, at Northamimin ; director of a flourish- 
ing academy ; and author c€ many excellent 
writings ; in wliicb, his pious, beneT<rient, and 
iiMlefatigable zeal, to make men wise, good, and 
baptqr, is everv where manifest. He left many 
works, behind him ; the principal of wMch are 
" The Rise and Progress of Rengion in the Soul, 
illustrated in a course of serious and practical 
Addresses, suited to persons of every Character 
and Circumstance ;** and ** The Family Expo- 
sitor, contaiBing a Version and Paraphrase of 
the New Tibtament, with Critical Notes ; and 
a Practical Impnyvemoit of each Section," in 
6 vols. «0. 

DOBOENS, or DODONiEUS, Ramoert, phy- 
sician of the emperor Maxhiiilian II., and Ro- 
dolphus II. He was a botanist, "and pniesaot at 
Leyden, and died in 158S. 

DODSLEY, Robert, an eminem bookseller, 
and- iogenioos writer, bom at Mansfield, in Not- 
tinghamshire, in 1703. His first setting out in 
life, was in a servile station, (footman to the 
honourable Mrs. Lowthw;) from Which, how- 
ever, bte abilities very soon raised him; for, 
having written '* The Tojrshop," and that piece 

^ being shown to Mr. Pope, the d^cacy of satire 
wbidi is conspicuous in it, though clothed with 
tlie greatest sunj^ity of design, sostrongly re- 
conunended its author to the notice of that cele- 
brated poet, that he eontinued from that time to 
the day of his death, a warm friend and zealous 
patron to Mr. Dodsley. Hisfarce, called " The 
King and Miller of Mansfield," made its appear- 
ance the eniaing year, viz. 1736. Fr&n the suc- 
cess of these pieces, he entered into that busi- 
ness which, of an others, has the closest con- 
nexion with, and the most immediate depend- 
ence on, persons of genius and literature, viz. 
tbdiof a bookseller. In this station, Mr. Pope's 
recommendation, and his own merit, soon ob- 

I tainedhimnotonly the countenance of persons 
of the first abilities, Imt also of those of the first 
rank, and, hi a fev years, raised Mm to great 
eninence in his profession, of which he was al- 
uost, if not altogether, at the tiead. He wrote 
six dramatic pieces, which are enumerated in 
the " BioKTaphla Dramatica ;" and besides these, 
be publiiAed in his life-thne, " The Muse in Li- 
very ;" " Friendly Advice to his Brethren," 
1738 ; a little ooUoction of his own works in one 
vol. 8vo, under the modest title of " Trifles," 
1745 ; and a poem of considerable length, end- 
ued " Public Vhtue," 1754, 4to. A second vo- 
lume of " TiMes," was collected after his death, 
consistUuc mM- *' Oleone ;" 3. " Melpomene, or 
the R^ons of Terror and Pity, an Ode;" 
3^ ** Agnculture, a Poem ;" and 4. ^' The £co- 



Inomy trf* Human Life." Mr. Dodidey also exe^ 
united two works of great service to the cause 
lof genius, as they are the means of preserving 
pieces of merit, that might otherwise sink into 
bblivion ; viz. the pubUcation of " A GoUectioii 
M Poems by dlfierent eminent Hands." in 8 vols, 
^o. and " A Collection of Plays by old Authon," 
hil8vols.l8mo. Re died Sept. 25, 1764. 

DODSON, Michael, an English lawyer, and 
commisuoner of bankrapb. Author of a trans- 
lation of Isaiah, and several lives ; he died in 
1799. 

DODSWORTH. Roger, bora hi Yorkshire, in 
1585, died 1654. Mr. Gough (Topographer of 
Torluhire) thus speaks of him: ** One cannot 
approach the borders of this county without 
paying tribute to the memory of that indefatiga- 
ble collector of its antiquities. Roger Dods worth, 
who undertook and executed a work, which, to 
the antiquaries of the present am, would have 
been the stone of Tydides. isVoiumes of bis 
own writing, besides original MSS. which he 
had obtained £rom several hands, making all to- 
gether 168 volumes folio, now lodged in that 
celebrated repoutory of ancient monuments, the 
Bodleian library, at Oxford, are lasting memo- 
rials of what his country owes to him ; as the 
two volumes of the " Monasticon" (which, 
though publislied under bis aailDugdale*s names 
conjoimly, were both collected and written to- 
tally by biro) will immortalize that extensive 
industnr which has laid the whole kingdom un- 
der obligation." 

DO DWELL, Henry, a most learned and pious 
man, b«)m at Dublin, in 1641, died 1711, having 
written a great number of theological works. 

DODWELL, Henry, eldest son of the preced- 
ing, was author of a pamphlet, " Christianity 
not founded on argument." 

DOES, Jacob Vander, a Dutch painter, whose 
landscapes are very much admired, died in 1673. 

DOES, Jacob Vander, son of the preceding, 
who displayed promising talents as a painter, 
but died aged 19. 

DOES, Simon Vander, brother to the preced- 
ing. His landscapes, battles, &c., are in a pleas- 
ingstyle ; be died in 1717. 

DOGGET, Thomas, a comedian, formerly 
belonging to Drury-Iane Theatre, where he be- 
came joint manager with Wilkes and Cibber ; 
in which situation he continued till, on a disgust 
he took in the year 1713, at Mr. Booth's behig 
forced on them as a sharer in the management, 
he threw up his part in the property ^ the thea- 
tre, thoueh it was looked on to have been 
worth 10WM. per annum As an actor, he had 
great merit , and his cotemporary, Cibber, in- 
forms us, that he was the most original, and the 
ob- strictest observer of nature, of any actor of his 
time. He died in 1781. In his political princi- 
ples, he was. in the words of Sir Richard Steele*, 
a " w|)ig up to the head and ears ;" and so strict- 
ly was he attached to the hiterests of the house 
of Hanover, that he never let slip any occasion 
that presented itself of demonatraUng his senti- 
ment in that respect One instance, among 
others, is well known ; which is, that the year 
after George L came to the throne, this perform- 
er gate a waterman's coat and a silver badge 
to be rowed for by six watermen, on the first 
day of August, being the anniversary of that 
king's accession to the throne ; and, at his death, 
bequeafhed a certain sum of money, the interest 
of which was to be appropriated annually, for 
ever, to the purchase of a like coat and badge, 
to be rowed for fat honour of the day; which

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ceremony is every year pert'orined on the 1st of 
August, the claimants setting oat^ at a signal 

even, at that time of the tide when the current 
strongest against them, and rowiqg from the 
Old Swan, neat London bridge, to the White 
Bwan, at Clffilsea.

DOISSIN, Lewis, a Jesuit, who wrote ele- 
gant Latin verses on the subjea of sculpture 
and engraving, died in 1753. 

DOLABELLA, P. Cornelius, aon- in-law of 
Cicero, a friend of Cesar, and governor of Sy- 
ria, put an end to his Ufe at 27 years of age. 

DOLBIN, John, a man of education, major 
in the king*s serrice, during the civil wars, and 
afterwards dean of Westminster, ^and bishopr 
of Rochester ; he died in 1668. 

DOLCE, Lewis, a native of Venice, a poet, 
franslator of some of tlie ancient authors, and 
author of several learned workSjdled in 1568. 

DOLCE, Carlo, a painter, of Florence. His 
St. John, painted when he was only 11 years 
old, is much admlnd ; he died in 1686. 

DOLET, Stephen, a learned Frenchman, a 
painter and bookseller, at Lyons, was burnt for 
atheism, in 1546. 

DOLLOND, John, a verv eminent optician.

DOLLOND, Peter, son of the optician, known 
as the author of papers communicated to the 
royal society, on his iminovement of the tele- 
scope, on his alterations of Hadley's quadrant, 
itc., died in 1830, aged 00. 

DOLOBflEU, Deodat, an eminent French 
naturalist, who visited all the volcanic regions 
of Italy, and was afterwards sent, among other 
men of science, to collect and describe the anti 
quities and natural curiosities of Egypt. Re 
turning from that country, ha Was driven into 
Naples, and tlMre committed to a clo$e and 
loathsome confinement ; but, after sufllbring a 
long captivity, he Was liberated by the humane 
mterposition of the celebrated Sir Joseph 
Banks. He had scarcely reposed after his fa- 
tigues, when he went to Visit Mont Simplon, 
jBUiencehe returned rich in mineralogical acqui- 
sitions ; when a disease, which commenced in 
his imprisonmeqt, terminated his career, De- 
cember, 1801. 

DOMAT, John, a celebrated French lawyer, 
born at Clermont, in Auvergne, in 1635, died at 
Paris, in 1696. The confusion which he had 
observed iA the laws, put him upon forming a 
design of reducing than to their natural order, 
which he completed, and published in four vols. 
4to, under the title of '* The Civil Laws in their 
Natural Order, 1689." It has been usual to re- 
commend this work to young lawyers and di- 
▼inee(,-who would apply themselves to the itud3^ 
of morally and. the civil law. 
DOMENiCHINO, an Italian painter, on sacred 
subjects and landscapes, bom at Bologna, 1581. 
Be always applied himself to his work with 



much study and thougfatfu]BesB,and never of^r- 
ed to touch his pencil till he found a kind of en- 
thusiasm or inspiration upon him. His excel- 
lence lay principally in tiie correctness of hi9 
style, and in expressing the passions and affec- 
tions of the mind. Hediedinl641,notwitboat 
the suspicion of beMlg poisoned. 

DOAUNIC, de Guzman, a Spaniard, founder 
of the order of the Predicants, bom in ArragOa, 
in 1170, died at Bologna, m Italy, in 1321, and 
waaafterwards mahle a saint for the prodigious 
services be had done the church. 

DOMINlCHlNI» Lodovico. af native of Pfti- 
centia, famous for his voluminous translatioiia 
from ancient authors, died in 1574. 

DOMINIS. Mark Antony de, archbishop of 
Spolato, in Datmatia, in the 16th century. He 
wrote against the papal power ; turned protes- 
tant ; tl^n again turned catholic : he was sua- 
pected, seized, and imprisoned. After his death 
i^is body was dug up and burned as a heretib in 

DOMITIAN, Titus llavius, a Roman empe- 
ror, at first mild, but afterwards ttcentioas and 
cruel, was assassinated in 96. 

DOMITIANUS. Domitius, general and ^6- 
clesian, was proclaimed emperor of Egypt, in 
288 ; he died by violence. 

DONALDSON, John, an eminent artist of 
Edinburgh, distinguished as amimatare portrait 
pointer, and an exact imitator with hispen of 
the old engravers ; also a poet and a demist : 
he died m 1801. 

DONATO, Bernardino, Greek professor at 
Padua, author of a Latin dialogue, on the differ- 
ence between Aristotie's andPlato^s philosophy ; 
be died in 1550. 

' DONATO, an architect and sculptor, of Flor- 
ence, of ereat eminence, died in 1466. 

DONATO, Jerom, a Venetian nobleman, 
eminent for his learning, his military services, 
and particularly for his negotiationp, died in 

DONATO, Alexander, a Jesuit Of Sienna, 
who wrote a vnluable description of Rome ; he 
died in 1640. 

DONATO, MarceUus, ah Italian count, who 
wrote a learned work on the Latin writers of 
Roman history, 8vo., in 1007. 

DONATUS, bishop of Carthage, banished in 
356. 

DONATI7S, iBlius, a grammarian of the 4th 
centul(^, preceptor of St. Jeromev and author of 
commentaries on Terence and 'Virgil: 

DONATUS, a bishop of a religious sect in 
Africa, who began to be kndwn about tlie y^ 
329, and greaUy confirmed his faction by 'w§a 
character and writing?. H^ was a main of greoit 
parts and learnihg; but withal so prodigiously 
hau^ty, that he treated all mankind with con- 
tempt. The Donatists affirmed baptism in other 
churches to be null atid of no enfect ; while other 
churches allowed it to be valid in theirs : fro^ 
which they inferred, that it was the safer to 
join that community where baptism was ac* 
knowledged by both parties to be valid, than 
that where it was allowed to be so only by one.

much good may it do you !** He died 1631, and 
was buried in the cathedral church of St. Paul, 
where a monument was erected over him. His 
poems consist of songs and sonnets, epigrams, 
epithalamiuras, satires, letters, funeral elegfes, 
holy sonnets, fcc publtebed at diffi^rmt times. 
Dryden has justly given Donne the character of 
" the greatest wit, though not the greatest poet, 
ef our nation;** and tord Falkland styles Donne 
**one of the most witty and most ekiqnentof 
modem divines.** 

DONNE, Benjamin, a mathematician, made 
master of mechanics to the kina in 1796. He 
was a native of Devonshire, and wrote several

DOUFFET, Gerard, a painter, of Liege, and 
a pupil of RubenSf famed for the variety and 
accuracy of his pictures, died in 1660. 

D0UGAD09, Venance. a capuchin, bom 

;ar Carcassonne. The Fienoh revolution was 
a field fit to display his ambition and intrigue : 
be was dragged to the scaffold for his political 
(^nions in 1794. 

DOUGHERTY, Michael, one of the first set- 
Uers of Georeia ; died in 1806, aged 135. 

DOUGLAS, Gawin, bishop of Dunkeld, and 
eminent for his poetical talents, was bom at 
Annandate, in ScoUand, in 1471, and died of the 
plague in London, in 15^ Mr. Warton styles 
hira '^ one of the distinguished luminaries that 
marked the restoration of letters in Scotland, at 
the commencement of the 16th century.'* He 
translated the *' iEnuid** of Virgil into Scottish 
heroics, with the additional (13ui) book of Ma- 
pbeus Vegius, 4to, 1553. He also wrote an ori- 
zloal piece called " The Palace of Honour,*' and 
other poems. He was likewise a iwomoter of 
puUic spirtoed works, and finished the stone 
bridge over the river Tay, begun by his prede- 
cessor. 

DOUGLAS, William, a Scotch nobleman, 
(commissioned by Robert Brace. He had made 
a vow to goon a crusade, but he perished on the 
way, in 1337. 

DOUGLAS, James, an BngKsh anatomist,and 
idistinguisbed practitioaer in obste^cs. He was 
also an eminent author, and died m 174^ 

DOUGLAS, admh^ SUrCharles, a ifative of 
iScoUand, was originaUy in the Dutch service ; 
and n was not witbout some difficulty that he 
was enabled to obtain rank in the Engfah navy. 
He was so excellent a linguist, that hT^mke six 
European languages correctly. On the war with 
America breaking out, he had a broad pendant 
eiven him, and commanded the squadron em- 
ployed in the gulf of St. Lawrence. His send- 
ees there obtained bini very flattering h<«ounr 
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Vine, &c. He turned republican, and stirred up 
lliis people to talic up arms against tbeir king ; 
"be died in 1643. 
DOWNMAN, Hu«b, a physician and poet, 

bom at Newton St C^^res, Devonshire, in 1740, 
died at Exeter, in 1809 ; having pablished 8*>ve- 

ral tragedies and poems, on various subjects; 
of the latter, tlie principal one is entitled *' Id* 
fancy." 

DRABICIUS, Nicholas, a celebrated enthusi- 
ast, bom about 1587, in Moravia, w4iere his fa- 
tber was burg(Hnaster. When he was upwards 
of 50 years of age he commenced prophet, and 
published some extraordinary political chime- 
ras, which he called " Visions/' 

DRACO, a celebrated legislator of Atbeosw 
whose laws were so severe, that thev were said 
to b« written in blood. He flouriBbed aboutOOO 
years B. C. 

DRACONITES, John, a Lutheran divine, a 
bishop in Prussia, and the teamed author of 
some commentaries on the Scriptures. He be- 
gan a polyglott Bible, but died before its cooi- 
plction, in 1566. 

DRAGUT,^ Rais, or captain RAGUT, the fa- 
vourite and successor of Barbaroesa, a famous 
pirate, in 1566. 

DRAKE, Sir Francis, a distinguished naval 
hero, who flourished in the reign of Elizabeth, 
was born near Tavistock, ha Devonshire, 1545. 
He made his name immortal by a voyage tuto 
the South Seas, through the strait of Magellan, 
which was what, at that time, bo En^sbman 
had eyer attempted. He sailed from England, 
Dec. 13, 1577, and entered the li:u-bour of Ply- 
mouth on his return, Nov. 3, IS'dO ; performing 
thus a voyage round the globe in two years and 
about ten months. His expeditions and victo 
ries over the Spaniards, have been equalled by 
modern admirals, but not his generosity ; for be 
divided the booty he took, in just proportiooal 
shares with the common sailors, even to wedges 
of gold given him in return for his presents to 
Indian chiefs. He died, after having rendered 
the most eminent services to his country by his 
bravery and skill^ 159^6, on board bis own ship, 
in the West Indies. The town of Plymouth 
had very particular obligations to Drake ; for, 
in 1587, he undertook to bring water into it ; 
through the want of which, till then, it had beea 
grievously distressed ; and he performed it by 
conducting thither a stream from springs at dght 
miles* distance, that is to say, in astrtuglitline : 
for, in the manner he brought it, the course of 
it runs upwards of 30 miles. 

DRAKE, Samuel, published, in 1739, in folio, 
a splendid edition of archbishop Parker's *^ De 
Antiquitate Britannicc ecclesic," &c. 

DRAKE, James, a celebrated political writer 
and physician, bom at Cambridge, in 1567, died 
1706-7. He is chiefly known now by bis medi- 
cal works, by a " System of Aaatomy," parti 
lariy, which was finished a little before Ms de- 
c^4ise, and published in 1707. 

DRAKE, Francis, a surgeon, at York, and an 
niunent antiquary, published, in 1736, " Ebora- 
cum, or. The History and Antiquitiee of tbe 
City of York, from its Original to tbe pretent 
Time," &c. 

DRAKE, William, a physician, bora at York, 
where he settled, in his old age be coUecteo 
various records, and fublished a valuable histo- 
ry of his native town, in folio ; he died in 1760. 

DRAKE. Rod«er, D. D., a pfagrrtcian, who 
became a popuhu* preacher in Lon on. He was 
learned mid oloos, and died after the jre^toration. 



on his return to England ; and after Brereton 
was dismissed, for misconduct, from the Duke, 
of 98 guns. Sir Charles was appointed to com- 
mand her. In this ship, he cultivated his me- 
chanical propensity so much to the improvement 
of the guns, and tbe use of locks instead of 
matches, that the practice waii univenally adopt- 
ed throughout the navy. During the prepara- 
tions for war. in the «€ar 1787, he waspremotcd 
to the rank or rear aatniral, and died in January, 
1789. 

DOUGLAS, Dr. John, bishop of Salisbury, 
a learned divine, bom at Pittenweem, in Fife- 
shire, in 1721, and educated chiefly at Baliol 
College Oxford. This venerable prelate was 
one of tbe firto literary characters of the age, 
and the last surviving member (the Mshop of 
Dromore excepted) of the Beef Steak Club, ce- 
lebrated by Dr. Goldsmith, in bis poem of" Re- 
taliation." Tba literary talents of bishop Doug- 
las were first evinced, hi detecting the attempt 
of Lauder to depreciate the merits of Milton. 
He vindicated the originality of that illustrious 
bard, and covered bis opponent with concision. 
His next performance possessed such merit, as 
1 his chara 



highly to recommend his character, both as a 
literary man, and an advocate for revealed re- 
ligion. It was entitled the " Criterion," in an- 
swer to Mr. Humc^s Essay on Miracles. He suc- 
ceeded Dr. Law in the bishopric of Cariisle, in 
1783 ; and upon the translation of Dr. Barring- 
ton to the see of Durham, was appointed his 
successor. His lordsUp died May 18, 1807. 

DOUGLAS. Jame<earl of Morton and Aber 
deen, a man of great learning and many virtues. 
He was presidentof the London Royal Society, 
in 1733. 

DOUGLAS, William, M. D., a native of 
Scotland, afterwards a physician in Boston, who 
first nuide known at Constantinople, the practice 
of innoculating for the small pox, but was oppo- 
sed to its introtuction into America ; he pub- 
lished several works on small pox, &c., and died 
in 1752. 

DOUS A, James, a very learned man, bom at 
T^orthwick, in Holland, 1545, died in 1604. He 
was a great scholar, statesman, and soldier. 
His learning was indeed prodigious ; and he liad 
such a memory, that he could at once give an 
answer to any thing that was asked him rela- 
ting to ancient or modern history, or, in short, 
to any branch of luf^ratnie. He was (say Mel- 
chior, Adam, and TUuanua,) a kind of living 
library, the Varro of FloUand, and the oracle 
of the university of Levden. 

DOUVRE, Thomas de, was raised by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror to the see of York, where 
be rebuilt the cathedral : he died in 1100. 

DOUVRE, Thomas de, nephew of tbe pre- 
ceding, %vas alfK) archbishop of York, in 1106. 

DOUVRE, Isabella de, uf the same family, 
was mistress to Robert, Uie natural son of Hen- 
ry 1, ; she died in 11G6. 

DOVE, N^atlianiel, an ingenious penman, au- 
thor of " The Progress of Time.*' He kept an 
academy at Hoxton, and died in 1754. 

DOW, Gerard, a celebrated Dutch painter, 
the pupil of Rembrandt, born at Leyden, 1613, 
died in 1680. 

DOWAL, William Mac, a learned Scotch- 
man, boni in 1590. Me held several important 
effices under Charles I. and IT. 

DOWNHAM, John, an Englisb divine, au- 
thor of a well-known pions work, called " The 
Chrifetian Warfare," died In 1644. 

DOWNING, Calibut, LL. D.« an English di- 
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^JEINBERG, CUrbtum Jacob, was born 
vay, and after liviug in celibacy 113 yean, 
married a widow aged 60. 

DRAKENBORCU, AnMtldus, a profesMr of 
history and eloqiieuce at Utrecht, died in 1748. 
He iii memorable for having given fine editions 
ia 4to of two ancient authors, " Tuns Livim," 
7 vols. ; and ^* Silius Italicus,'* with very learned 
notes. IJe is also the author of some 'small 
works. 

DRAN, Henry Francis le, a famous surgeon, 
and tithoConust, author Of Surgery, 2 vol8.« and 
ocber sorcical works, died at Pans, in 1770. 

DRAPER, Sir WiUiam, an English general 
bom at Bristol, was educaitsd at Eton, and ac 
King's CToUege, Cambridge; but prelerring a 
military life, iie went to the East Indies, where 
be attained the rank of colonel, and in 1763, in 
co-operation with admiral Cornish, reduced 
Manilla, where they consented to accept a 
ransom for the fort of 4,000,000 dollars, which 
the Spanish government never paid. In 1760, 
being thea a knight of the Bath, the colonel 
appeared in print, as the antagonist of Junius, 
in defence of the marquis of Graaby. Sir 
William died at Bath, in 1787. 

DRAYTON, Michael, an English poet, born 
in Warwickshire, 1563. When but 10 years of 
age toe appears to have been page to some 
person ot honour, as we collect from his own 
words. It appears too, that be was then anxi- 
oui to know *'■ what kind of strange creatures 
poets were V* «nd desired his tutor, ot all things, 
I that, U* possible, " he would make him a poet." 
f Ue took delight, and was eminent for bis talent 
in this way, nine or ten years before the death 
of queen Elizabeth, if not something sooner. 
Drayton died in 1631, and was buried in West- 
Biioster abbey, among the poets. His works, 
which are numerous, and of great merit, were 
collected and printed, in 174d, in one volume 

I folio. 
DRAYTON, WiUiam, a political writer of 
considerable oninence, in South CaroUnaj ac- 
tive in forwarding the American revolution -

DREBEL, Cornelius, a Dutch philosopber

IDRELINCOURT, Charles, minister of the 
etawch of Paris, bom at Sedan, 1565, and died 
ini. His " Consolations against the Fears of 
D^Uh** have, of all his works, been the most 
fraquentfy reprhnted; having passed through 
above 40 editions, and been translated into 
several languages. His "Charitable Vbrits," 
in 5 vi^, have served for continual consolation 
to private persons^ and for a source of materials 
tod models to ministers. He puhUshed three 
vohunes of Sermmis ;** in which, as in aU the 
foremmtioned pieces, there is a wonderful vein 
of piety, wbiAD is very affecting to religious 
minds. 
DRESSERUS, Matthew, a German, who 
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the pursuits of Uteratnre, and became the antlMr 
of various works : he died in 1780. 
DRE VET, Peter, an eminentengravar at Paris ; 
bia son, also named Peter, was equaUy eminent 
in the same profession. They both died in 
1739, the father aged 75 ; the son 43. 

DREXBUUS, Jeremiah, a Jesuit, of Augi- 
burph, avthor of a curious poem on heU tor- 
ments, in which be calculates how manv souls 
can be contained in a given space; he died in 
1638. 

DRIEDO, John, a learned divmity professor, 
of Loui^n, whose abilities were employed 
against the Lutheran Calvinists. H« published 
4 vols, folio, on theological subjects, and<died in 
1535. 

DRINKER, Edward, a native of Philadelphia, 
died in 1782, aged 103. He Uved to see the 
5th generation, and having survived the reigns 
of seven sovereigns, he at le^ph saw the day 
that made America, a free and independent 
nation. 

DROLINGER, Charles FrtAerick, privy coun- 
sellor to the margrave of Baden Duilach, was 
admired as a poet, and scholar ; he died in 1742. 

DROU, N., a French advocate, disthigulsiied 
for bis eloquence, and for his dbfence of the 
poor as well as the rich ; be died in 1783. 

DROUAIS, Hubert, a painter, of Normandy, 
who, by his peucH, niaed himself to fame and 
opulence : died in 1767. 

DROUET, Stephen Francis, a laborious 
French writer, who died in 1779. 

DRUMMOND, WiUiam, of Hawthomdcn, a 
Scottish poet and historian, bom 1585, died 
Dec 4, 1649. He preceded WaUer in polishing 
English versification. His poems have a harmo- 
ny and sweetness in them, unequalled by any 
of his time; and in his "History of the Five 
Jameses'* his manner of teUing a story, and 
interesting the reader in what he relates, has 
been highly commended. Ben Jonson so much 
admired our author, that be undertook a journey 
on foot into Scotland oa purpose to virit him, 
and esteemed some months that he spent in his 
society the hapniest of his Ufe. Some of the 
c<MiverBation at this meetinc has be«i {nreserved . 
m(Hid*s poems were mat iNrinted at Edin- 
burgh, in 4to., 1616; afterwarda in 8vo., 1656. 
and a c<Hnptete coUection of his works in folio, 
1711. The poems were reprinted in 1701. His 
general merits have been ingeniously appre- 
ciated by Mr. Neve, BIr. Headley, Mr. Pinkerton, 
and Dr. Anderson, in their several biographical 
sketches <^our earlier British poets. 

DRUMMOND, Robert Hay, successively bi- 
shop of St. Asaph, of Salisbury, and of York. 
He pufaUshed six occasional sermons, and died 
in 1773. 

DRURY, Robort, was shipwrecked in 179S, 
. 1 the Waad of Madagascar, where he remained 
15 yean. After his escape, be published an 
account of the natives, &«. 

DRURY, Dru, a jeweUer, oT London^ who 
wrote 3 vols, on iOKOts, and collected a vast 
number of curiosities ; be died in 1804. 

DRUSILLA, Livia, disaaced herself by an 
incestuous commerce with her brother CaUgula ; 
sbedfed, A. D.38. 

DRUSIUS, Jolm, a most learned man among 
the Protestants. i«aa bora at Ondenard, in Flah- 
ders, in 1555, and was author of several works, 
which show htan to have been weU skilled in 
Hebrew, and to have gatned a comtiderable 
knowledge in the Jewish antiQuities. He died 
in 1616,

I^YIflBNjjIohB, an lihiatrioas CMlish poet, 
was son of £rasmu« Dryden,of Tichmersh,in 
Northamptoushize, and bom at AJdwincle, near 
Oundle, in that county, Aug. 0, 1631. He was 
educated in grammar learning at Westminster 
school, being king's scholar there under the fa- 
mous Dr. Busby ,^ and was firam thence elected, 
in 1630, a scholar in Trinity CeUege, Cambridge. 
His reputation as a poet, together with his at- 
tachment to the court, procured him the place 
of poet-lauieat aad historiographer to Charles 
II., which accordingly he took possession of, 
upon the death of s^ Wil&un Davenant, in 
1668. In 1660 his firft play, a comedy, called 
" The \Vlld ^aUants," was acted at the Thea- 
tre-royal, but with so little success, that if the 
author had not had a peculiarly strong inclina- 
tion to dramatic writing, he would have been 
Bufficiently discouraged ttom any farther at- 
tempts iu it. He went <hi, however, and in the 
space of 25 years produced 27 plays, besides his 
oiher numerous poMcal writings. He died 
May ], 1701. As to Dryden's character, it has 
been treated in extremes, some setting it too 
high, others too low ; for he was too deeply en- 
gaged iu party to have strict justice done him 
eitlier way. Congreve rejMreseuts him, in re- 
gard to his moral character, to every respect not 
ou^ brameleas, but amiable : and " as to hiis 
wndngs (says he) no man hath written, in our 
language, so much and so various matter, and 
in so various manners, so well. Another thing 
I may say was very peculiar to him : which is, 
that his parts did not decline with his years, but 
that he was an improving writer to the 
even to near 70 jrears of age ; improving even 
in fire and imagination aswellasin jud^nent: 
witness his ** Ode on St. CeclUa's Day," and 
his " Fables,* ' his latest perfonaanees. He 
equally eicellent in verse and in proee. His 
pruse had all the clearness imaginiUrie, together 
with all the nobleness of expression, ul the 
graces and ornaments proper and peculiar to it, 
without deviating into the language or diction of 
poetry. I have beard him frequent^ own with 
pleasure, that if he luui any talent for Ibi^ish 
prose, it was owing to his havingoften read the 
writings of the gr^ arshhlshop TiUotaon. His 
versification and his numbera be could leazn of 
nobody ; for he first poss e ss e d those talents in 
perfection in our tongue. In his poems, liiB dic- 
tion is, wherever his sabject requires it, so sub- 
limely and so tnily poetical, that its ess en ce, 
like that of piffe goM, cannot be destroyed. 
Whaltie has done i« any one species or distinct 
kind of writing, would Imve been ac^kcicnt to 
have acquired him a great name. If he had 
written nothhig but his prefjaces, or notiiing but 
his songs or bis proIogae% e«rii of them would 
have entitled him to the preference and disthoc- 
lion of excelling in his kind.*'

DUCHE DE VANCY, Joseph Francis, a 
French poet, author of three tragedies, Debo- 
rah, Jonathan, and Absalom, lie was a man 
universally respected, and died in 1704. 

OUPK, Arthur, bom In Devonshire, 1580, and 
died 1649. He was an excellent civilian, a tolera- 
\^e poet, emecialiy in bis youi^er days, and very 
well versea in history, ecclesiastical as well as 
civU. He left behind him " Vita Henrici Chi- 
cbele^** Scc.j and " De Usn et Authoritate Juris 
Civilis Romanorum in Dominits priucipum 
Cbristianoruai ; ** a very useful and entertaiuing 
work, which has been printed several times in 
England And elsewhere. . 

DUCK, Stephen, a thresher and a poet, bom 
at Charlton, Wiltz, at which place an anniver- 
sary, called Thresher's Feast, is still held to his 
memory. He bad originally no other te&ching 
than what enabled him to read and write Eng- 
lish ; about his 14ih year he was taken from 
school, and was afterwards successively en- 
gaged in the several lowest employments of 
a country life. He ha4 from his infancv h pre- 
dilection for poetry ; sometimes tumeid bis own 
thoughts into verse while he was at work, and 
at last began to venture thc»e thoughts a little 
upon paper. At length some of his essays fall- 
ing into the hands of a lady of quality who at 
teiKled on the late queen Caroline, he became 
known to her migesty, who took him imder her 
protection, and settled on him a yearly pension 
of about 30/. ; such a one at leasr as was] 
suiucieut to maintain him indepeudentl^ of la- 
bour. Duck was afterwards adnatted into or- 
ders, and preferred to the living of Byfleet, inl 
Surrey. Here he continued for m^ny years to 
make poems and sermons, and was much fol- 
lowed by the people as a preacher; till failing 
at length into a low-spirited melancholy v^dy, he 
threw himself into a trout-stream, at the back of 
tne Black Lion Inn, near Keading, and was 
drowned. This unhappy accident, for he 1 
perfectly lunatic, befell him March 30, 1756 

DCCLOS, Charles Dineau, historiographerl 
of France, bora at Dinant, in Bretagne, in 1705 ; 
be died in 1772. 

DUCLOS, Mary Ann, a French actress of 
great merit, who for many years gained much 
applause ; she died in 1748. 

DUCEEUX, N., an eminent pahiter, of Paris, 
who went to Vienna to take portraits of the im- 
perial family. He4iedhil8(». 

DUCROISV, Philibert Gassaud, a French ^c- 
tor, of excelent character, and great merit. 

JMJDEPFANT, N., a French lady, well known 
in Paris for her elesant and critical taste. She 
was acquainted witn all the learned men of the 
ti.'HCit, and died in 1780. 

OlTDITrt, Andrew, a Hungarian divine, em- 
ployed by Ferdinand H. in important affairs of 
Mate. He wrote on pliysic, poetry, Jcc^and was 
a man hlgblv esteemed ; be died in 1589. 



speaker of the House of Commons, in the reign 
of Henry VIL, bf^ infamous in history for behig 
the imtrument of the extortlont of that mon 
arch ; be was borH in 1643, and executed Ibr trea 
son, in Aug. 18, 1510. 

DUPLEY, John, son of the preceding, and 
doke of Nortliuinberlandt'was bora in 1503, and

the crown on the head of his daughter-in-law, 
lady Jane Grey, (who likewise fell a victim 
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to his ambition), be was beheaded August 31, 
1553.

DUDLEY, Ambroee, earl of Warwick, son of 
John, duke of Ncnthumberland, born 1530, ex- 
hibited great wisdom and integrity as a states- 
man, and bravery as a general, under queen 
Elizabeth, and acquired the appellation of* The 
Good JM«f Warwick.*' He died in 1589. 

DdESSSY, Robert, earl of Leicester, son to 
John, duke of Northumberland, and brother to 
Ambrose, carl of Warwick, before mentioned, 
bom 1532, died 1588. On the accession of Elis- 
abeth, he was entertained at court as a principal 
fawiurite ; obtained prod^ous granfa, one after 
another, from tiic crown : and alt tmngs gave 
way to his ambition, influence, and noUcy. in 
his private life he affected a-wonderful regular- 
ity, and carried his pretence to jnety very high : 
though to gratify his passions, there were no 
crimes, however exorbitant, whicbbe would not 
commit 

DUDLEY, sir Robert, son of Robert, eari of 
Leicester, bora at Sheen, in Surrey, 1573, died 
1639^ Among the Icaraed, he Aeld a very high 
rank, as well on account of his skill in philoso- 
phy, chymistrv, and physic, aa bis perfect ac- 
quaintance with all tlie branches Df the mathe- 
matics^ and the means of applying than for the 
service and benefit of mankind. 

DUDLEY, Thomas, governor of Mass. and 
one of the- founders of that colony ; he died in 
1653. -• 

DUDLEY, Joseph, governor of Mass., son of 
the preceding; of Tire endowments, and an 
honour to his country ; lie died in 1790. 

DUDLEY, Paul, chief justice of Mass. foun- 
der of the Dudleian ]ccture,in Harvard College ; 
he died m 1751. 

DUFFBT, Thomas, a dramatic writer, of the 
17th century. ^ 

DUFFIELD, deorge, D. D., a distinguished 
minister of Philadelpni^, represented to have 
been uncommonly eloquent ; he died in 1790. 

DUFRESNE. Abraham Alexis Quinault, a 
French actor or eminence, who succeeded par- 
ticularly in noble characters ; he died in 1767. 

DUFRESNOY, Charles, Alphonse, a native 
of Paris, who acquired celebrity as a painter 
and poet ; he died in 1665. 

DUFRESNY, Charles Riviere, a native of 
Paris, called grandson of Henry IV., from his 
resemUance to that monarch. His dramatic 
works were published in 6 vols. He died in 
1724. 

DUGARD, WiHiam, master of Merchant Tai- 
lor's school, London. He was imprtooned for 
being concerned in Salmasius' defence, and 
reduced to poverty ; but was a man of great 
learning, and worth^he died in 168B. 

DUGDALE, Sir William, a very eminent 
English antiquary and historian, was bom in 
Warwickshire, Sept. 12. 1605, and died Feb. 10,

DUGuET, James Joseph, a French writer, 
of gr^at learning, and uncommon sweetness of 
temper. He wrote neariy 30 works in French, 
and di«d in 1733.

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autbor of a historical and geographical descrip- 
tion of China, in 4 vols, folio ; he died in 1723. 

DLHAMEL, John Baptist, a French eecle&i- 
astic, of great learning ; eminent for his works 
on the sciences, and philosoplnr ; he died in 1706. 

DUHAM£L DU MONCEAU, Heiuy Lewis, 
a learned Frenchiaau, who devoted himself to 
the improvement of agriculture, and commerce 
ho died, neatly inspected, in ITBS. 

DUHAN, Lawrence, a professor of philoso- 
phy, at the college du Piessis, for 38 years ; be 
left some works, and died in 1790. 

DUIGENAN, Patrick, LL.D., an eminent 
Irish civilian, who fr«Nn obscure birth, became 
a Jadge of the preopgative court, a privy coun- 
sellor and a member of the Irish and English 
parliaments. He died in 1816 

DUILLIUS, Ncpos, the first Roman who ob- 
tained a naval victory over Carthage, 360 B. C 

DUJSBUR6, Peter de, a native of the duchy 
of Cleves, in tM 16th century, author of actinm 
ide of Prussia, ftom 1S96 to 1325. 

DUJARDIN, Charles, a Dutch painter, of 
Amsterdam, ww excelled in delineatinff mar- 
kets, robbers, mountebanks, &c., died in 1674. 

DUKE, Richard, a poet of some credit, in the 
last century, afid by Dr. Johnson includedamong 
the classics. He died suddenly. Feb. 10, 1710-11. 

DULANY, Daniel, one of the most learned 
and accomplished counsellors of the country ; 
a native of Maryland ; he died at an early age. 

DULAU, John Marie, archbishop of Aries, a 
member of the states-^neral of France. He 
was a good mm, and thrrjlrrr sacrificed by the 
Jacobins, in 1798. 

DULAURENT, N.,a worthless French priest, 
who displayed great abilitiea on licentious sub- 
jects. 

DULLART, Herman, a painter and poet, of 
Rotterdam, the pupil of Rembrandt, whose 
pieces are frequently taken foMhoee of his mas 
ter ; he died in 1684. 

DUMAS, Lewis, a native of Nismes, an emi-j 
nent mathematician, who invented a method of 
teaching children to read and write mechani- 
cally ; he died in 1744. 

DUMAS, Charles Lewis, a French anatomist, 
and professor of anatomy at Montpeller, died at 
that place in 1814. 

DUMEE, Joan, a learned lady, born at Paris. 
She applied herself particularly to astronomy, 
and publldied a 4to vol. on the subject, which 
displays much erudition, 1680. 

DUME8NIL, N., a professor of rhetoric at 
Paris, and author of Latin synonymes, died in 
1802. 

DUMMER, Jeremiah, an agent of Massachu- 
setts, in Enriaq^. where he rendered importani 
services to the colony ; he died in 1739. 

DUMMER, William, lieutenant governor of 
Massachusetts, highly respected, died in 1761. 

DUMONT, John, autbor of Political Memoirs, 
4 vols.. Travels in France, Italy, &c., 4 vols., 
Universal Dlfriomatic Body, fcc, 8 vols, folio. 
He was a Frenchman of great celebrity, and 
died in 1726. 

DUMONT, George, a native of Paris, secre- 
tary of the French embassy to Russia. He 
wrote on historv and commerut.and diedin 1788. 

DTTMONT, N., sumamed the Roman, a 
French painter, died in 1781 

DUMOURIER, Anthony Francis Dupericr. 
a native of Paris, eminent as a commis<:iinr in 
the French armies, and author of sevo a* b >oics. 
died in 1767. 

DUN, David Erskioe, lord. See ERSKINE. 
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DUNBAR, WilUam, an eminent Scottish 
poet, bom about 1470, died about 1530. His 
" Thistle and Rose" and Golden Terge" are 
generally and justly esteemed his most capital 
works. They are to be found m the CoUectiras 
of Pinkerton, (1786,) and Bannatyne, (1770.) 

DUM BAR, Dr. James, professor of philosophy 
in King's College, Aberdeen, and author of 
'* Essays on the Uisfory of Mankind in rude and 
uncultivated Ages," 8vo, 1780, died May 36; 
1796. 

DUNCAN, Mark, a Scotch phymdan, profes 
sor of philosophy, wad principal of the Calva- 
nist's coDege at Saumur ; be died in 1640. 

DUNCAN, Daniel, one of the roost eminent 
and learned physicians of his time. He was bore 
of Scotcli parents, in France,and graduaUy rose 
to the higliest distinction ; he was known as a 
practitioner, in almost every part of Eun^. 
The kiii^ of Prussia invited him to settle at Ber- 
lin, as his physician, &c. He wrote many works, 
and died in London, in 1735. 

DUNCAN, William, an ingenious criUc and 
translator, bom at Aberdeen, in 1717. He wrote 
Ibr Dodsley's " Preceptor" the article " Logic," 
which was so much approved, that it was print- 
ed separately in 1758, and has in some measure 
superseded that of Dr. Watts. His last produc- 
tion was an excellent translation of '* Cvsar'i 
Commentaries;" previous to the pubUcation of 
which, he was appointed proteseor of philoso- 
phy in the Marischal college, Aberdeen. He 
died in 1760. 

DUNCAN, Adam, lord viscount, a gallant 
British admiral, whose name will be immortaliz- 
ed in the annals of his country by the victoiy 
which he gained over a Dutch fleet, between 
Camperdowa and Egmont, within five miles of 
the Dutch coast, Oct. 11, 1797, for which he was 
deservedly rewarded with a peerage. He was 
born at Dundee, in North Britain, July 1, 1731, 
and early adopted the naval profesFion. It 
should be mentioned to his honour, tbatthrfttigh 
life, admiral Duncan was a man of great and 
unaflected piety, and felt it an honour to be a 
Christian. When the victory was decided, 
which has fixed his renown, he ordered the crew 
of his ship, to be called together ; and at their 
head, upon his bended knees, in the presence of 
the Dutch admiral (who was greatly affected 
with the scene) solemnly and paihetically of- 
fered up.praise and thanksgiving to the God of 
Battles ; strongly proving the truth of the as- 
sertion, that piety and courage should be inse- 
parably allied, and that tho latter without the 
fomier loses its principal virtue. 1^ died Ang. 
4.1804. ^ 

DUNCOMBE, William, a dramaric author 
and translator of Horace, born in London, 1660, 
and died 1769. 

DUNCOMBE, John, son of the preceding, « 
pious divine and ingenius poet, l>oro in 1730,died 
In 1786. 

DUN DAS, Sir David, a major general of Wf** 
reputation, and afterwards commander in chiA 
of the British army, and a privy coimsellor; 
he dind in 1880. 

DUNDAS, Henry, viscount Melville, lord jd- 
vocate and keepef of the signet for Scotland, 
afterwards presidem of the board of conlrd w 
East India affairs, secretary of state ft»J*5 
home department, and first lord of the EaguiD 
admiralty: he died in Scotland, in 18]1- ^. 

DUNGAL, a monk of St. Dennia, h» the Wl 
cpniury . was consulted by Charlemagne, ••*» 
I two eclipses which happoMd in 810. 
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DL ^ bOP, Williani, apious, learned, and elo 
quent divine, bora at Glasgow, 180S, died at 
Edinburgh, im 

DUN LOP, Alexander, brother to the prwed- 
ing, was born in America, bat went to Scotland 
and waa elected profewor of Greek at Glasgow. 
He was the author of aGreek grammar, still used 
in the university of Glasgow ; he died in 1742. 

OUNMORE, John Murray, earl of, governor 
of tlic colony of ^ew- York, in 1769, afterwards, 
the last royal governor of Virginia ; after com- 
mitting many depredatlona upon the colonists, 
he returned to England, where he died in 1809. 

DUNN, Samuel, an English mathematician, 
and author of several mathematical works, 
died in 1798. 

DUNNING, John, loi'd Ashburton, chancel- 
lor of the duchy of Lancaster^ and one of the 
most distinguished pleaders that ever adorned 
the Englisb bor. His rise was rapid, and there 
were very few causes tried in the court of King's 
Bench in which he was not employed as lead- 
ing coiuMel, either for the plaintiff or defendant. 
His industry and zeal for the interest of his ctt- 
ents were equal to his abilities ; and m cases 
wtiere the fees were small, he was never known 
to show less ardour than when they were con- 
siderable. The causes of the poor and the op- 
wesaed he frequently pleaded without reward. 
He was bom inDevonshire,about the year 1732, 
and died August 18, 1783. To Mr. Dunning, 
(among others) Junius' Letters have been as- 
cribed ; we do not, however, believe that the 
real author has yet been deterree, 

DUNOD DE CH ARNA6E, Francis Ignatius, 
a learned professor of law at Besancon, bis na- 
tive town ; be died in 1751. 

DUNOIS, John, Count of Orleans and Lon- 
giieville, a famous general of France, in the 
time of Charles VII. who called him the restorer 
of his country. He was a man of many private 
virtues, and died in 1468. 

DUNS, John, commonly called Duns Scotus, 
a celebrated theologian of the order of St. Fran- 
cis, b<nm in Northumberland. He distinguished 
bteself so much by the aouteness of hib parts, 
and especially by bis manner of disputing, that 
be acquired the name of "The Subtile Doctor." 
I He aflectcd to luaintain opinions contrary to 
ttwse of Thomas Aquhias, which produced 
two partlea in the schools, t^e Thomists and the 
SeotUts. He died 1306. 

DUN8TAN, St., archbishop of Canterbury, 
was & man well known for his talents and in- 
trifues ; be died in 068 

DUN8TER, Henrv, first president of Har- 
vard college, resicnod on account of embracing 
the Boitimenta of the Antipedo-liaptists ; he 
died in 1650. 

DUNTON, John, a bookseller, who, upon 
fUHng In burinesB, turned author, and in 1710 
pubHsbed Ms Athenianism, couuinina 600 trea- 
tises, in prose, -and verae, on all subjects; he 
«sdinl7S5. 

DUPATY, president of the parliament of 
Boiifdeaux, an upright, enlightened, and elo- 
gtient French magistrate, died at Paris, in 1788. 
He has left some excellent hiHorical reactions 
en "Penal Laws," some "Academical Dis- 
ooutMs,** and " Letters on Italy." 

DUPEBRAT, Michael, a French lawyer, of 
Paris, who wrote some books on ecclesiastical 



subjects, and died in 1730. 
-DUPhOT, N., a French general, who was 
sent ambassador to the pope, where he was as- 
iOilnatedt dwinf a pofwiar tumoIt» i^ 1797. 



DUPIN. Lewis Ellis, a very learned doctor 
of the Sorbonne, and one of the greatest critics 
of his time, especially in whut regaided ecclesi- 
astical matters, bom at Paris, 1657, died 1719. 
His chief wotk is, " Bibliotheque Uuiverselle 
des Auteurs Ecclesiastiques." He bad an un- 
common talent at analyzing the works of on 
auth(^ Hhich makes his Bibliotheque so valu- 
able, wt diere we have not only a history of 
the wrtters, but also the substance of what they 
wrote ; which is a great convenience to persons 
who are desirous to kiiovr something of them, 
yet have not either time, or knowledge of lan- 
guaces, sufllcient to read thehr works. 

DUPLANIL, J. D., a French physician, who 
translated several English medical works into 
his own language ; he died in 1803. 

DUPLEIX,Scipio, historiographer of Frfihcc, 
died in 1661. Among liis works are. History of 
France, 6 vols, folio, and Roman History, 3 vols, 
folio. 

DUPLEIX, Joseph, a French merchant, of 
great abilities, governor of Pondicberry, which 
he defended with bravery agaitftthe English, in 

DUPORT, Jame*, dean of Peterborough, in 
the 17th century, left behmd him several learned 
works, among which is a Latin version of the 
Psalms. 

DUPORT, Francis Matburin, counsellor of 
the parliament of Paris, and a warm partisan of 
the duke of Orleans, which last circumstance 
brought him to the guillotine, in 1794. 

DUPPA, Brian, bishop of Winchester, bom 
at Lewisham, in Kent, 1588-9, appointed, in 
1638, tutor to Charles, prince of Wales, and af- 
terwards to his brother tlie duke of York, was 
a great favourite with Charies I., and is said by 
some to have assisted in composing the famous 
Gikon Basilike. This bishop is deservedly me- 
morable for his numerous charitable institu- 
tions ; an)on^ which is to be remembered on 
alms-housp at Richmond, on the gate of which 
I is this inscription, " 1 will pay my vows wliich 
I made to God in my trouble," &.c. He died 
in 1C02. 

DUPRAT, Anthonv, a very eminent French 
Btatesinan, and president of the parliament of 
Paris ; a man, who, to increase his fortune, or 
enlarge his power, did not hesitate to sacrifice, 
either fame or virtue ; he died in 1535. 

DUPRE DE GUYER, John, a hermit, said to 
have built in the solid rock with only the help 
of his servant, the hermitage at Friburg, the 
chimney n( which rises 90 tieet. 

DUPRE, Mary, a learned lady of the 17tb 
century, who studied rhetoric, poetry, the Ian 
guages and philosophy. Some of her writings 
were read with applause. 

DUPRE D' AUNAY, Lewis, a learned native 
of Paris, who wrote on the generation of 
animals, on the transfusion of the blood, &c., 
he died in 1758. 

DUPRE DE ST. MAUR, Nichotos Francis, 
a native of Paris. He translated Milton's Para- 
dise lost, and regained, Addison's odes, &c. ; he 
died in 1774. 

DUPUIS, Claude, a French engraver of merit, 
who died at Paris, in 1743. 

DUaUESNE, Abraham, a native^ of Nor- 
mandy, a naval commander of great fame, who 
distinguished himself in various battles against 
the Spaiiiards, Dutc|i, Itc, he died at Paiis, la 
1688. 

DUSAND, William, a native of Provence

ECHARD, Lawrence, an En^ish divine and 
historian, bora in Suffolk, in 1071, died in 1730.

Iterpreter ;" and a piece entitled '* Maxims ex- 
tracted from archbishop Tillotson's Works."

EDEMA, Gerard, a miich admired Dutch 
landscape painter, who visited Surinam, and 
America ; he died by excessive drinking, in 1700., 

EDEN, Charles, governor of the colony of 
North Carolina, in 1714, died in 1793, and was 
succeeded by Thomas Pollock, then president of 
tbe council. 

EDEX^ Sir Robert, the last royal governor of 
Maryland, relinqaisbed the ofilce by order of 
congress, and rethed to England.

EDMONDES, Clement, an BsgUshman, sec- 
retary for the French to Elizabeth ; a man of let- 
ters and an author. 

EDMONDSON, Joseph, an able heraldic wri- 
ter, who rose, by dint of ingenuity and persever- 
ance, from the situation of a barber's apprentice, 
to that of Mowbray Herald Extraordinary ; be 
died in London, 1786 ; leaving several publica- 
tions behind him^ which will transmit his name 
to posterity with great credit ; the principal of 
which are, " A Complete Body of Heraldry," 
I'JBd, 2 vols folio, and a magnificent work, en- 
titled, " Baronagium Genealogicum, or. The 
Pedigree of English Peers,*' 1784, 6 vols, folio. 

EDMUND, St., Iiing of the East Angles, made 
one of the saints ; he was sliot to death with ar- 
rows, l^ Ivar the Dane, who had taken hirn 
prisoner, in 870. 

EDMUND, St., a native of Abingdon, preacher 
to the archbishop of Canterbury, died in 1240. 

EDMUND L, succeeded Athelstan, as king of 
England, m 941, and was stabbed to death in 
948. 

EDMUND II., sumamed Ironside, succeeded 
Ethelred, in 1016, and was assassinated, in 1017. 

EDWARD, the Elder, succeeded Alfred in 900, 
and died in 978. 

EDWARD, St. or Martyr, succeeded to the 
t,!iroTie of England, In 975, and was iiasely mur- 
dered by his stepmother, Elf rid a, in 978, 

EDWARD, the Confessor, succeeded Hardi- 
canute, in 1041. He was a weak Impolitic prince, 
and died in 1066. 

EDWARD I., king of England, successor of 
Henry III,,distiiiguisbpd for his wisdom, and the 
equity of his laws, and died in 1307. 

EDWARD II., son and successor of Edward 
I., less wise and firm in his kingdom than his fa- 
thpr, waannirdered in 1327. 

EDWAIli:) UI., son and succeasorof Edward 
II., a prin€€ of great nxilitary taleuts, and military 
successes, died in 1377, 

EDWARD IV., son of Richard, duke of York 
who claimed tlm throne, hut whose title was dis- 
puted by the reigning monarch, Henry VI.,which 
dispute iillcd the kingdom with blood ; he died 
in 1483. 

EDWARD v., son of Edward IV., was mur- 
dered while very young, by his uncle, the duke 
of Gloucester, who ascended the throne, as Ri- 
chard III. 

EDWARD VI.« son of Henry VIIL, ascend 
ed the throne at 10 years of age, in 1547. Ilia 
character was humane and amiable ; he died at 
the age of 16, in 1S53. 

EDWARD, prioice of Wales, sumamed the 
Black prince, son of Edward III., distinguished 
himself in the wars of his father, especially at 
the battle of Creasy ; he died in 1.^76. 

EDWARD, or, as some say, EDWARDS, 
William, architect .and bridge-builder. Thece- 
«brated bri<)ge on the river Taaff, in Wales, 
railed Font y tu Prid.d (by the English, New- 
bridge,) was constructed by this extraordinary 
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and is the boldest and largest arch in Europe. 
He was then a common mason ; but his fame 
was soon diffused throughout the kingdom, and 
his assistance sought wherever difficulties oc- 
curred in construcung bridges. He died Aug. 7, 
1789. 

EDW^ARDS, Richard, bom in Someraeiahire, 
in 1523, died 1566. He is one of the first £&(- 
lish dramatic writers, having left behind him 
three pieces ; the earliest of which is dated in 
1562. He was esteemed an excellent poet and 
musician, and wrote several poems, which were 
published after bis death, together with some 
of other authors, in a collection, entitled '* The 
Paradise of Dainty Devices, 1576.*' 

EDWARDS, Thomas) an English divhie, and 
a non-conformist, who wrote severely against 
the royalists ; he died in 1647. 

EDWARDS, Dr. Jonathan, an English di- 
vine, of the 17th century, who distinguished 
himself chiefly by his writmgs against the 6o- 
cinians. 

EDWARDS, George, bora at Stratford, 1094^ 
an eminent English ornithologist. He publish- 
ed, between 1743 and 1764, 4 vols. 4to, of the 
" History of Birds," and three under the Utle 
of " Gleanings of Natural History ; and thus, 
after a long series of years, the most intensb 
application, and a correspondence in every 
quarter of the world, he concluded a work^ 
which contains engravings and descriptions of 
more than 600 subjects in natural history, not 
before described or delineated. He died in 1773. 

EDWARDS, Thomas, a poet and critic, of 
eminence, born in 1699, died Jan.^, 1757. Hie 
poetry, or which specimens will be found in 
Dodsky's, Pearch's, and Nichols' collections, 
is simple, elegant, and pi^etic ; his criticisme 
are exact, acute, and temperate. His *' CanoM 
of Criticism," first printed in 1747, under the ti- 
tle of ** A Supplement to Dr. Warburton'e 
Shakspeare," did him sreat credit both as a 
critic and as a scholar; but provoked the ven- 
geance of Dr. Warbuiton, which he wreaked 
very illiberally, in a note on the Dunciad, (iv. 
567,) of which Mr. Edwards was m<we wscepti- 
ble than the circumstance j-equhed. 

EDWARDS, John, a divine^ ef the church 
of England, whom Dr. Kippis called the Pant, 
the Augustine, the Calvin of his age : he died 
in 1745. 

EDWARDS, Thomas, an eminent divine, of 
England, master of Coventry grammar school ;

EGEDE, John, a Dane, who was missionary 
lo Greenland, died in 1758. 

EGEDE, Paul, bishop of Greenland, was bom 
in the year 1708, and at 12 years of age was an 
aetire assistant to his father, the celebrated 
Hans (or John) Egede. (to whom Denmark is 
indebted for its colony in Greenland,) having 
accompanied him on his voyage thither in 1720. 
Hi« zeal for the conversion of the Greenlanders

Ilaving gone through 
various departments in different serrlcee, with 
the greatest marks of bravery and military know- 
ledge, in 1775 he was appointed commander-in- 
chief in Ireland ; winch be soon relbiquisbed, 
and was appointed to tbe command of Gibraltar, 
in a fortunate hour for tbe safety of that impor- 
tant fortress: where, by a cool and temperate 
demeanor, be maintained his station for three 
yeav of constant investmoit, in which all tbe 
powers of Spain were em|doyed. The eyes of 
all Europe were on this garrison ; and bis con- 
duct justly exalted him to the most elevated 
rank in the military annate of the day. On bis 
return to England, the gratitude of the British 
senate was as forward as the public voice in 
giving him the distinguished mark that bis merit 
deserved ; to wliich his majesty was pleased to 
add that of the peerage, by the title of lord 
Heathfield, baron Gibraltaur, on June 4, 1787; 
permitting his lordship to take also the arms of 
the fortress he had so bravely defended, to per- 
petuate to futurity his noble conduct. He died 
at Aix-la-Chapelle, JuMk 1790, and was buried 
at Buckland, in Devonmlre. 

ELIOTT, Richardi an English divine, virho 
became a dissenter, and puUished some contro 
versial tracts ; he died in 1789. 

ELISHA, a prophet among the Israelites 
diedSJO B. C. 

ELIZABETH, of Austria, a very virtuous, 
and highly respected queen of France, wife to 
Charles IX.^ied In 156S. 

ELIZABETH, Petrovna, daughter of Peter 
tbe Great, wbo ascended the throne of Russia, 
in 1741 ; she was much given to secret amours, 
and died in 1761. 

ELIZABETH, queen of England, watf the 
daugtiter of Henry VUI., by bis second vi:Me, 
Ann Boleyn, and bom Sept.4, 1533. She b^an 
to reign in 1558, beiB| then SS5 years of ace, and 
highly accomplished Dotb in person and mind. 
Her reign continued 44 years, 4 months, and 
68 days: She died March 34, 1Q03, in her TOth 
ye«^ 

ELLER DE BROOKHUSEN, John Theo- 
dore, an able and learned physiciaB to tbe king of 
Prussia; be died in 1760. 

ELLERY, William, one of the signers of the 
declarati<m of independence. «■» a member of 
congress ftom Rhode Island, distinguished foi 
his active and determined opposition to the en- 
croachments of Britain, ana for the judgment 
and ability he displayed in that My ; lie died 
in 1800, aged 93. 

in 
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Aixuiuiz^n, Ottomar, a painter, wbo settled 
at Berlin, and was much admired ; be flouridied 
about 1650. 

ELLIGER, Ottomar, son of tbe preceding, 
equally distinguished as his ftitlier in tbe use at 
the p^cU : he died by intonperance, in 1738. 

ELLIOT, Caleb, a visionary enthusiast, wko 
starved himself near Modburv, In Devonshire, 
Dec. 14, 1799. It is Imaghied that be meant to 
have tested 40 days, as be actually lived 16 
withoutfood of any kind, having refuned aU aons 
of sustenance. 

ELLIS, Clement, M. A., an Englisiunaii, 
distinguished as a scholar and divine ; be ^tted 
inrm. 

ELLIS, John, deputy of Broad-street ward, 
and a member of tbe corporation of London, 



nearly half a century, was tbe last of that an- 
ctent pnfession called scriveners, which is one 
of tbe companies of Londcm ; but the business 
is now carried on by attorneys and others. Be 
was a man of literature, and wrote some Bndi- 
brastic translations ; but never pot bis name to 
any thing that he pulAished. Of him Dr. John- 
son once said, " Tbe most literary conversation 
that I ever enjoyed was at the table of Jack 
Ellis, a money-scrivener behind tbe Royal Ex- 
change ; with whom I, at one period, ueed to 
dine generally once a week.'* It may be sup- 
posed, tliat the merit could ito^be inconsiderable 
which extorted such praise from-Dr. Johnson. 
He was bora in London, 1096, and died Dec 
31, 1791. 

ELLIS, George, an EngUsh miscenscneoos 
writer, died in 1815. 

ELLIS, Henry, F. R. 8., an English lawyer, 
colonial governor of Georgia, and afterviards 
governor of Nova^Scotia; he died in Europe, 
at an advanced age. 

ELLIS, Caleb, an eminent lawyer, of New- 
Hampshire, was a member of congre«<8, and 
afterwards a judge of tbe supreme court of that 
state; he died in 1816. 

ELLSWORTH, OUver, LL.D., an en Iner.t 
jurist of Connecticut, and chief justice of the 
sitpreme court of tbe United States, was di^ 
anguished for the strong powers of his mbMl, 
for the solidity of his judgment, and for his { 
great profeesional learning. He was appointed ; 
a member of the senate of the United States, a < 
judge in bis native state, and, in 1799, amlmsba- 
dor to France ; he died in 1807. 

ELLWOOD, Thomas, an EngUshman, some* ' 
time reader to Milton ; be wrote In defence of 
the Quakers, and died in 1713. 

ELIiYS, Dr. Anthony, bishop of St. Dftvid*8, 
bom 1093, and died 17G1. He waa a man o^ fine 
parts, extensive knowIedge,and sound judgment, 
witli a heart overflowiUc with benevolence and 
candour, and a most Christian temper ; for he 
always tliought a person, though on the rigfat 
side of the question, with principles of parspco- 
tion, to be a worse man than be wlio was on the i 
wrong. ] 

ELMACSNUS, George, author of a histoir of 
the Saracens, or ratber a chronology of the Mtf 
bom^tan empire, llourbdied in Egypt lowant 
tbe middle of the 13th century. 

ELMEN HOIWT, Geveiimrt, a critic of Ranv 
burgb, and anduw of notes on ancient auttams ; 
hed^ in 1631. 

ELMRNHORST, Heniy, author of a treatise 
on public spectacles, of which he seems to a|^• 
prove. 

ELPHINSTON, James, borh at Edinburgl^, 
Dec. 6, 1T31, very early devoted his attention m 
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lablisiiiiig the principles of the English lan- 
, age, bat with the best intentions, his zeal led 
lim astray into enthusiasm. As a grammarian , 
be stood on very high ground ; but he fondly e^i 
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braced an idea, that the orthography of ttie Eng- 
lish language might be thoroughly reformed ; 
and being encouraged by Dr. Franlclitt, lie con- 
ceived the projea of effecting it, by spelling 
words as they are pronounced. This romantic 
(not to say ridiculous) scheme, in the latter part 
of his life, became bis hobby-horse, and for a 
while clouded the genuine claims he had to the 
gratitude of every Ei^lishman ; claims candidly 
acluiowledged 1^ most English scholars, and 

KbUcly by the late Mr. Walker, author of " The 
onouiicing Dictionary,** where his name con- 
stantly recurs in relbrences to authority. In 1782, 
be published, in 4to. a translation of the " Epi- 
grams of Martial ;** but it exhibited more of elab- 
orate eniditioa than of poetical ease or grace, 
and was severely treated by the critics. Mx. Ei- 
phinston was unaifocledly irious and virtuous : 
perhaps the most distinguishing feature of bis 
mind was a simplicity and purity that never 
doubted the truth or virtue of another. His death 
bappeoed Oct. 8, 1809. 

eLPHINSTONE, William, a Scotch prelate 
and statesman, bom at Stirling, in 1432, died in 
1513, baving written a " History of Scotland,** a 
copy of whkh in MS. is now in the Bodleian li- 
brary. 

ELSHEIMER, Adam, a celebrated German 
painter, bom at Frankfort, in 1574, excelled par- 
ncularly in landscapes, histories, and night-pie- 
ces, with little figures. His works are very few ; 
and, for the incredible pains and labour which 
be bestowed upon them, valued at such prodi- 
gious rates, that they are hardly any where to be 
found but in the cabinets of princes. He died 
in 1610. 

ELSNER, James, a Prussian, professor at 
Linden, and author of various works ; be died 
in 1750. 

ELSTOB, William, an English divine, emi- 
nent for his skin In the Saxon language, bora at 
Newcastle, in 1673, died in 1714. 

ELSTOB, Elizabeth, sister of the above, and 
a famous Saxonist also, bora in 1683, died 1756. 
She published a curious Saxon homily on the 
bbtbday of St. Gregory, with a translation, in 
8vo, 1709 ; and in 1715, a grammar of the Saxon 
language, In 4to. 

^LSWICH, John Herman d*, a Lutheran 
divine, native of Holstain, published several 
works, and died in 1781. 

ELSYNGE, Henry, clerk of the house of 
coflunons, in the reign of Charles I., l>ora at 
Batleraea, in 1596. He was the author of a few 
firings which were reckoned very good,and have 
been much esteemed ; particularly " The an- 
cient method and manner of holding parlia- 
Bients in England, 1663 ;*' reprinted often since. 
Be died in 1664. 

ELVIU8, Peter, a native of Upsal, who made 
mrveys of tbe Swedisfa lakes, and invented se- 
Teral machi nes to go by water ; IM died hi 1740. 
ELWBB, John, M. P., for Berkshire. He 
was a man of clear perception, sound Judg- 
ment, and unskaken intMri^ ; and in such high 
eatimmtioB was be held for bis love of justice, 
tbat numberless disputes among his constituents 
and others, which would have been decided by 
coarts of law, were left to bis sole arbitrament ; 
and his determination was sure to be thorough- 
hr satisfactory to tbe iudicious. Tet, notwith- 
standing hiB great and good qualitias, be was a 



»d so very fine, that they Justly gained 
reputation of b^iag tbe best printers in 
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man (respecthig himself) of an extraordinarily 
penurious and singular twn; instances of 
which, that almost stagger belief, are related in 
an interesting account of his life, pnUished by 
E. Topham, esq. 8vo, 1790. He med Nov 26, 
1789, aged 80. 

ELXAI, or ELXiEUS. founder of a sect 
among the Jews, in the 9d century ; he uught 
his foUowers to pray toward Jerusalem ; tbe sect 
continued till tbe 4tb century. 

ELYOT, Sir Thomas, was employed by Heiv- 
ry VIII., in several embassies. He was an ex- 
cellent grammarian, poet, rhetorician, philoso- 
pher, physician, cosmographer, and historian ; 
and distinguished as much for his candour, and 
tlie innocence and integrity of his life, as for his 
accomplishments. He wrote and translated se- 
veral works, and died in 1546. 

ELYS, Edmund, an EngUsbman, who wrote 
against TilIotson*8 sermons on tbeincaniation ; 
he died after 1693. 

ELZEVIRS, celebrated printen, at Amster- 
dam andLeyden, in the 17th century, who great- 
ly adoraed the republic of letters by many beau- 
afnl editions of the best authors of antiquity. 
Their Virgil, Terence, and Greek Testament, 
have been reckoned their master-pieces; and

Europe. 

EMANUEL, succeeded John IL, as king of 
Portugal, distinguished for patronising cofnmer- 
cial enterprises ; be died in 1531. 

EMEBRAET, a Flemish painter, at Antwerp, 
who was eminent in landscapes, lived in the 17th 
century. 

EMERI, Sebastian, an advocate, of Paris, in 
tbe 16th century : be refused to defbnd tbe du- 
chess of Angonleme against tbe constable of 
Bourbon. 

EMERSON, William, a very eminent mathe- 
matician, bora at Hurwortb. a village on the 
borders of Durham, 1701, died in 1782. Be was 
a man of great singularity in his manners, dress, 
and conversation. His works are extremely 
valuable and numerous. 

EMERSON, Joseph, niinister of Maiden, 
Mass., diBtingnistaed for his zeal and humility, 
died in 1767. 

EMILIANO, J(An, an ItaUan phUosopher of 
the 16th century. 

EMLYN, Thomas, a learned and pious Engr 
lish dissenting divine, memorable for biif suffer- 
ings on the score of heterodoxy, was born at 
Stamford, in Lincolnshire, 1663, and died 1741. 
His son, Sollom EmIyn, was bred to the law, 
became an eminent counsellor, and was emcioy- 
ed to publish lord chief justice Hale*8 " Pleas 
of the Crown.** which be did with notes, and a 
preface, and died in the year 1756. 

EMLYN, Henry, a very eminoiit architect, 
to whom king George III. confided tbe whole 
management of the architectural Improvementa 
in St. George*s chapel, Windsor ; to which, per- 
haps, no cmfice of tbe kind in Europe is equal 
inbeauty. There is a pnbUcation, by Mr. Em- 
Iyn, of a •» Design for a New Order in Archi- 
tecture,** which consists of a double pillar fWim 
a sin^ pedestal. Mr. EmIyn died at Windsor, 
in his 87th year, Dec. 10, 1815. 

EMMA, wife of Ethelred, of England, after- 
wards married Canute, and upon her husband*! 
death, relgnedJoinUy with her son. 

EMMIuS, Ubo, a professor of Groningen : Be 
published several worto on Chronotogy, Bfo- 
grapby, dtc, and died in 163S. 
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EMPEDOCUBS, a PTtbagorean phikMopher, 
poet, and Mitoriaii, of Afrigentum, io Sicily, 
died 440 B. C. Some say, that he fell or threw 
himself into the burning gulf of iEtna ; and 
others, that he was drowned in the sea. 

EMPEREUR, a well Icnown French engraver, 
in the 18th eentury. 

EMPEREUR, Constantine 1% of Holland, pro- 
fewor of Hebrew at Leyden ; be published se- 
veral works on the Jewish books, and died in 
1648. 

EMPOLI, Jacopo da, an eminent historical 
painter, of Empoli, died in 1640. 

EMFORIAS, a learned rhetorician in the 7th 
centory. 

EMPSON. Sir Richard, favourite of Henry 
VII., WIS afterwards beheaded in 1510. 

ENCOLPIUS, a fkvoarite of the emperorAl- 
ezander. whose history he wrote. 

ENDICOT, John, governor of Mass., was a 
native of England ; he was violent in his oppo- 
sition to sectarians, and died in 1665. 

ENFIELD, WilUam, a dissenting clergvman, 
of Norwich, bom at Sudbury, 1740, died 1797. 
He had been lecturer in the belles lettres at 
Warrington Academy, and was well known to 
the pnbUc by many ingenlaus and useful publi- 
cations, of which the principal are, *'The 
Preacher's Direcionr ;** a great number of " Ser- 
mons ;** the " Speanr,*' and '' Exercises in Elo- 
cution ;** the two latter very popular selections 
ns from celebrated authors: "The 
Preacher,*' the "History of PhikMo- 
&c. 

JQELBRECHT, John,a German Lutheran, 

of Brunswick, wtio maintained doctrines simi- 
tar to those which Swedenborg has since pro- 
mulgated : he died in 1641. 

ENGHELBRECHTSEN, Cornelias, a pain- 
ter, of Leyden, the first who painted in oil ; he 
died in im 

ENGHELRAMB, Cornelias, a painter in wa- 
ter coloonuwasbom at Malinei,and died in 1563. 

ENGHltBN, duke of, son of the duke of Bour- 
hon was seized by order of Buonaparte, hur- 
ried to Paris, condemned after a mock trial, for 
having carried arias against his country, daring 
the tyranny of Robespierre, and shot in 1804. 

ENGLISH, fiester, a French lady, settled hi 
England, and eminent for the most exquisite 
skiU in penmanship. She lived in the reigns of 
Elisabeth and James I. 

ENJEDIM, George^ an ingenious unitarian 
of Hungary, who wrote against trinitarians ; 
hediedTnl997. 

ENNIUS, duintus, an ancient Latin poet, 
bom hi Calabria, 937 B. C. He died at the age 
of 70 years ; and his death is said to have been 
occasioned by the gout, contracted by an immo- 
derate use of wine, of which he always drank 
very freely before he applied himself to writing. 
Hor. Lib. I. Ep. 19. He was the ftrst among 
the Romans who wrote heroic verses, had an 
a^irable genius, and did prodigious things for 
polishing the Latin poetry, though he left a great 
deal to be done ^ succeeding ages. He wrote 
the " Annals of Rome ;** which were so highly 
esteemed, thatthev were publicly recited with 
vast applause by Quintus Vargonteius, who di- 
gested them into books ; and they were read at 
Puteoli, in the theatre, by a man of learning 



who assumed the name of the Ennianist. He to one of the tribes of Israel. 



translated several tragedies from the Greek, 
and wrote others. He puMshed likewise seve- 
ral comedies ; Imt whether of hb own inven- 
tion, V translated by hhn, is uncertain. It ap- 
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pears from bis writings, that he had very strcnu 
sentiments of rdiglon. He heM the ckictrine ot 
transmigration, and is said to have afllnncd 
(hat Homer*s soul was transm^rated into him. 

ENNODIUS, Magnus Felix, bishop of Pavia, 
in luly, bora 473, 4Ued 531. His works, diicfly 
theokoical, are not vohiminous. 

ENOCH, son of Jared, seventh frcmi Adam, 
was translated to lieaven without dying, 3917 
B.C. 

ENSENADA, Zeno Some de Silva, marquis 
de la, an able minister of Spain, who rose to 
that station from being a book-keeper to a 
banker ; he died in 1755. 

ENT, Sir George, a very ingenions and emi- 
nent English ph^cian and medic^ writer, 
bora at Sandwich, in Kent, 1604, died 1689. 

ENTICK, John, an English divine, who pub- 
lished a "Spelling Dictionary,'* a " History^of 
the War which terminated in 1763,'* and a 
' History of London,** and died May S3, 1773. 

ENTINOPE, an architect of Candia, to the 
5th coitury, one of the chief founders of Ve- 
nice. 

ENZINAS, Francis, a native of Burgos, and 
disciple of Melancthon , he translated the new 
Testamoit into Spanish. 

EOB ANUS, Ellas, suraamed Hessus, an ele- 

Smt scholar and good poet, was professor at 
uremburg ; he died in 1540. 

EON, de rEtoile, a fanatic, of Brituny, who 
pretended that he was the son of God ; he had 
some followers, but eventually died in prison. 

EON, Chevalier Charles Genieve-Louisa- 
Augusta-Andrea-Timothee du Beaumont d*, 
bora at Tonnerre, in Burgundy, August, 5, 1738, 
died in London, May 93, 1810. The chevalier 
was memorable as a political character, and 
once charge des affaires in England iVom the 
court of France ; but more so on account of the 
questionable gender to which this extraordinary 
character naturally appertained. In the year 
1777, policies were opened to ascertain th^ sex 
of this extraordinary nondescript, to the amount 
of 300,0002. which were eventually decided, and 
paid, upon a surgical certificate, after personal 
examination, that the reputed chevalier was a 
female. From that period the clievaUer wore 
female haliiliments. Aft^ death, howev«]. 
it was ascertained that fthe deceased was oi 
the masculine geftder. 

EPAMINONDAS, a famous Theban general, 
slain in battle, 363 B. C. 

EPAPHRODITUS, a bishop of Philippi, who 
carried the contributions of his country to the 
saints of Jerusalem, and brought back Paal*i 
epistle to his church, A. D. 62. 

EPEE, Charles Michael de 1', a very ingeniois 
and benevolent French abbe, and the extensive 
promoter (if not the inventor) of a mode for re- 
lieving the deaf and dumb, and rendering than 
useful members of society. Some of his pu|^ 
were enabled to learo several langu^ee ; soaoe 
became profound mathematicians; and others 
obtained academical prizes by poetical and li- 
terary worl^ This amiable man died in Feb. 
1790, justly innented by his country ; and was 
socceeded in his school by the abbe Sicard. 

EPHORUS, a historian of Cuma, pupil of 
Isocretes. 

EPHRAIM, son of Joseph, who gave name 



EPHREM, St., an ancient Christian writer 
of the 4th centuiT. Photius tells us, that be 
wrote above 1000 orations, and that hinueif 
had seen 49 of hit seimoQ* : and Sozomen el- 
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serves, Unit he composed 300,000 verses. His 
works were so tiighly esteemed, that they were 
publicly read in the churches after the Scrip- 
tures. St. Ephrem was a man of the greatest 
severity of morals ; and so strict an observer of 
chastity, that he avoided even the sight of wo- 
men. He died in 378. 

EPICHARMUS, an ancient poet and philoso- 
^r, bom in the island of Cos, and carried, as 
Laerttus tells us, into Sicily, when he was but 
five months old. He had the honour of beine 
taught by Pythagoras himself: and he and 
Phormuaare said to have invented comedy in 
Syracuse, though others have pretended to the 
glory of that discovery. He composed 55, or, 
according to (tthers, 35 plays ; but his works 
have been so long lost, that even their character 
is scarcely on record. Lucian says, that he 
lived to the age of 97 years. 

EPICIE, an eminent French engraver. 

EPICTETUS, a celebrated phiIosopher,of an- 
tiquity, bom near the end of Nero's reign, as is 
commonly supposed, at Hierapolis, in Phrygia. 
He lived in extreme poverty at Rome, in a lit- 
de cottage without so much as a door to it ; no 
attendants but one old woman, and no f umi- 
core but an earthen lamp, to the light of which 
we owe those beautiful and divine thoughts, of 
which Arrian has preserved some noble re- 
mains. This lamp was purchased for about 
lOM. after his death, by a person wbom Lucian 
ridicules fbr it, as hoping to acquire the wisdom 
of Epictetus by studying over it. We have no 
account that can be depended on, either of what 
dirtemper, or about what time, he died. £{»c- 
t^tts, though a philosopher, was a man of great 
humility and modesty ; which was most emi- 
nent in his own practice, as well as in his re- 
cooimendation of it to others. His " Conmient- 
aries,*' and the " Enchiridion, or Manual of the 
Stoic Philosophy,*' have been often published, 
and translated into almost every language. 

EPICURUS, the greatest philosopher of his 
age, was bom at Gargettus, in Attica, about the 
year 340 B. C. From the place of his birth, we 
find him often called by ancient authors, the 
" Gargettic author,'* the " Gargettic old man," 
and simfriy, the '* Gargettian.** Wliereas ether 
professors of sects made duoice of pu'ticular 
places in Athens, as the Academy, the Lyceum 
tte-i E|rfcurus purchased a very pleasant garden, 
where he lira whh his friends in great tran- 
quilUtv, and taught (diilosophy to a great num- 
ber or disciiries. They lived all in common 
with their master ; and a ))etter regulated so- 
ciety had never been seen. He wrote a prodi- 
' gious number of books, and died in his 72d 
year. As to his doctrine, that the happiness of 
man coosiBts in pleasuQB, though it has occa- 
sioned some eflfects which have discredited his 
sect, yet^if it be riahtly interpreted, it is cer- 
tainly very reasonable ; for it amounts to no- 
thing more, than that the happiness of man 
eoQ&ta ia bis being at ease, and in feelmg 
pleasare, or, generally, in behig contented. 
Gealdwe ask Epicurus where this ease and 
cmtteotaent must be found, he would not say 
in good eating, drinking, or in commerce with 
women ; but, in sobriety, temperance, and the 
checking of tumultuous and disorderly passions, 
which de|Mive the soul of her state of happi- 
neds ; that is, tlie soft and quiet acquiescence in 
her ccmdition. These were the pleasures in 
which Epieuras made the happiness of man to 
oonslBt. But people exclaimed against the word 
9i«asur«: thow wl^ wve corra^ already 
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made an ill use of it ; the cueiuies of bis sect 
took advantage of it ; and so the name of £pi' 
curean became odious : all this, however, is ac> 
cidental to the doctrine ; for it is certain that 
tie lived in a most exemplary manner himself, 
and conformably to the rules of philosophical 
wisdom and frugality. • 

EFIMENIDES, an ancient poet and philoso- 
pher, bora at Gnossus, in Crete. Many won- 
derful things are related of him ; and his repu- 
tation was so great all over Greece, that he was 
there esteemed a favourite of the gods. He 
died at the age of 157 ; and is alluded to by St. 
Paul, Titus, c. i. v. 12. Phitarch tells us, that 
he was accounted the 7th wise man by those 
who would not admit Periander into the number. 

EPIPHANIUS, bishop of Salamis, hi Cyprus, 
bora 333, and died 403. He was very conver- 
sant in ecclesiastical antiquities, on which ac- 
count he is chie^ regarded. 

EPIPHANIUS, a writer of the 6th century, 
who translated the histories of Socrates, Sozo- 
men, and Theodorct. -> 

EPIPHANIUS, a heretic, who advocated a 
community of women. 

EPISCOPIUS, Simon, a theological and con- 
troveiBial writer of uncommon parts and learn- 
ing, and the chief support of the Arminian scot, 
bora at Amsterdam, in 1583, died 1643. 

EPPENDORF, Henry, a noble German, who 
acquired celebrity by bis dispute with Erasmus. 

ERASISTRATUS, an eminent Greek physi- 
cian, whose works are mentioned by Galen, but 
are now lost. He flourished 394 B. C. 

ERASMUS, Desiderius, bora at Rotterdam, 
the 38th of Oct., 1467. He was called Gerard, 
after his father; and afterwards took the name 
of Desiderius. which in Latin, like the surname 
of Erasmus, in Greek, signify much the same 
as Gerard among the Hollanders, that is, " am- 
abilis," or amiable. He was the most learned 
man of the age in which he lived ; and contri- 
buted, by his example and his writings, to the 
restoration of learning in the several countries 
wherein he occasionally resided, viz. Italy, 
Switzerland, Holland, France and England ; 
with the last he was most satisfied ; and there 
be met with the greatest encouragement from 
Henry VHI., sir Thomas More, and all the 
learned Englishmen of those days. He was the 
most correct and elegant Latin writer among 
the moderns; and died in 1536. Nothing has 
made the city of Rotterdam more famous, than 
her having given birth to this great man, whose 
works were published at Leyden, 1706, in a 
very handsome manner, in ten volumes folio. 

ERASTUS, Thomas, a celebrated physician 
and divine, bora at Baden, in Germany, about 
1534, died in 1583. He wrote several books on 
philosophy, physic, and divinity; but what 
made the most noise of all his performances, 
and chiefly makes him memorable now, was 
his book '^'De Excommunicatione Ecclesias- 
tica." In this he denies the power of the church, 
and affirms their c^isures to be incapable of ex- 
tending beyond the present life. 

ERASTOSTHENES, a Greek philosopher, 
mathematician, historian,and poet.diedl94 B.C. 

ERATOSTRATUS, an Ephesian, who on 
the very night that Alexander the Great was 
bora, 356 B. C, burat the temple of Diana, at 



Ephesus, merely to eternize his name in the 
records of history. 

EBCHEMBERT, a liOmbard, of the 9th cen- 
tury, author of a Cl^nicle -of the Lombards 
from 774 to 8e&

ERIC XIV., succeeded his father Gnstavus on 
tbe throne of Sweden, and became the unsuc- 
cessful suitor of queen Elizabeth ; he died in 1578. 

ERIC, Peter, a Venetian admiral. Infamous 
for his cruelty to the widow of the bashaw of 
Tripoli, whom, with her treasures, he carried 
to Constantinople ; he was beheaded by order 
of the Vetieaan senate. 

ERIGENA, John, Scotus, bom at Ayr, in 
Scotland, flourished in the 9th century, and was 
very learned in a very barbarous age. He was 
employed by king Alfred to promote learning 
and tbe liberal arts. For tliis purpose he was 
appointed to preside, at Oxford, over the studiefl 
•f geometry and astronomy in particular ; that 
university being either lately founded or lately 
restored by Alfred. Three years he spent in 
this situation ; but, some diq)utes and disturb- 
ances arising at Oxford, he left tliat place, and 
retired to a monastery at Mahnesbury. There 
he opened a school; and, behaving harshly and 
with severity to his scholars, was stabbed by 
them, with the iron bodluns they then wrote 
with, in such a manner that be died. His death 
happened in 883. 

ERINNA, a Grecian poetess, cotemporary 
With Sappho. 

ERIZZO, Lewis and Mare Anthony, two bro- 
thers, of a noble Venetian family, who mur- 
dered their uncle for his riches; for which the 
•ne was beheaded ; the other died in prison, 
about 1546. 

ERIZZO. Paul, a noble, of the same family, 
lahnmanly outchered by Mahomet, in 1469, after 
bavingsurrendered. 

ERIZZO, Sebastian, a noUe Venetian, author 
c^ a work on medals, died in 1585. 

ERKIVINS, a famous architect of Steinbach, 
Who died in 1305. 

ERLACH, John Lewis, fatber of the six 
ftunilies of tbe same name, so illustrious in 
Switzerland ; be was distinguished in military 
life, and died in 1650. 

ERNESTI,- John Augustus, professor of the- 
ok>gy at Leipsic, author of numerous works, 
Utcorary and theologtcal ; he died in 1781. 

ERPENIUS, Thomas, or, as he is called in 
Butch, Thomas of Erne, a most learned writer, 
and incomparably skilled in the oriental tongues, 
bom 1584, died 1634. 

ERSKINB, Ralph, a Scotch divme. and non- 
conformist who was imprisoned about 10[K2,

d^THEREGE, Sir George, a celebrated En- 
glish Wit, and eminent in particular for his 
comic (genius, flourished in the reigns of Charles 
II. and James II. His three comedies are, " The 
Comical Revenge ; or. Love in a Tub;" * She 
Would if She Could ;** and " The Man of Mode ; 
or, Sir l^oppling Flutter ;'* in vriiich last piece 
he is suppo&ed to have drawn some of the chief 
characters from certain of his cotemporaries, 
and acquaintance. Thus, beau Bewit, the most 
notorious fop of his time, was supposed to be 
designed under his first character; Dorimant 
for his friend lord Rochester, under which are 
characterised inconstancy, falsehood, and; tri- 
umphs, in the conquest and ruin of the fair, 
varnished over with agreeable and captivating 
graces of modish gallantry, peculiar to that 
witty but licentious nobleman. He was also 
their enter- suspected to have sketched out hhnself In the 
character of Medlev. Applauded, however, as 
tills play was for wit, yet. like his others, it was 
coniiemned for immorality. He was bom in 
Oxfordshire, about 1636, and aied about 1690. 

ETHRYG^George, or ETHERIDGE, or ED-

BUCHERIUS, archbishopof Lyoof, was can- 
onized for his piety ; he died in 454. 

EUCLID, a phitoopher, of Megara, founder of 
the sect of wranglers. 

EUCLID, a most Gftlebrated mathematician 
and astronomer, who collected all the funda- 
mental principles of pure mathematics, which 
had been delivered down by Thales, Pythagoras, 
Eudoxus, and other mathematicians before him, 
which be digested into regularity and order, 
with many others of his own: on which account 
he is said to have been the first who reduced 
arithmetic and geometry into the form of a sci- 
ence. When this great man was bom, and 
what was his country, we have no distinct ac- 
count ; but he flourished, as appears ftom Pro- 
clus' Comment upon/tiis Elements, abmit 277 
years before Christ, and taught mathematics at 



Alexandria with vast applause. 

EUD^AiON, John Andrew, a Jesuit, pub- 
lished some works, and died in 1625. 

EUOES, John,, founded the congregation of 
ibe Eudists ; he left somedevoUoual works, and 
(tied in 1680. 

EUDOCIA, daughter of Leontius, an Athe- 
nian sophist and philosopher, born about 400. 
(ler father took such care of her education, that 
she became at length corasunmiately learned ; 
and so accomplished in every respect, that, at 
tiia death, he led bis wholar estate to his two 
sons, except 100 pieces of gold, which he left to 
his daughter, with this doclaration, that " her 
own good fortune would be sufficient for her.'* 
rjpon this she went to hiw with her brothers, 
but without success ; and therefore carried her 
rausc to Constantinople, where she was recom- 
tiicnded to Pulcheria, sister pf the emperor T]^ 
ndosius the Younger, and ^came her favouriEe 
In 421 she embraced GhristioiiUy, and was bap 
'.ized by the name of Eudocia, for her heathen 
name was Athenais; and the same year was 
married to the emperor, through the powerful 
recommendation of his sister ; by which event 
fhe words of her father might seem to have 
something prophetic in them. &be died about 
A. D. 460. 

KUDOCIA or EUDOXIA, queen of Constan- 
Linople, in 1067, (Ued in prison, the government 
having been usurped by Michael, ner son, in 
1071. 

EUDOCIA, Feodareuna, first wife of Peter 
'Tie Great, was divorced in 1696, on account of 
[icr infidelity ; she died in 1731. 

EUDOXJUS, bishop of Germanicia«. He 
wrote a discourse on the incarnation of the 
word ; he died in 370. 

EUDOXUS, Of Cnidus, a citv of Carta, in 
Asia Minor, flourished about 370 years before 
Christ; andf was go skilful/ that Cicero did not 
scruple to call him the greatest astronomer that 
iiad ever lived. 

EUGENE, Francis, prinee of 8av(^, bom 
1963. Having found himself slighted by Lewis 
XIV., in France, his native country, be retired to 
Germany, and spent his life in the service of 
jbe house of Austria. His vietoriea over the 
Turks, and afterwards over the French, too 
numerous to be detailed in this work, oai 
rendered his name immortal in the annals of 
fame. This illustrions liero died at Vieana, hi 
ITW. 
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EUGENIUS I. St., pope after Martin, hi 654 ; 
he died 3 years after. 

EUGENIUS If., succeeded Pascal I. in 824, 
and died 3 years aner. 

EUGENIUS nL, was made pope in U45, aad 
died in 1153. 

EUGENIUS IV., Gabriel Coitdolmero elected 
pope in 1431. He was unjustly deposed, for a 
time, but was afterwards restored ; hediedl4l7. 

EUGENIUS, emperor in Dauphin^, fieU bi 
battle in WH. 

EULER, Leonard, a very eminent mathe- 
matical writer, bora at Basil, la 1707, died Sept 
7, 1783. He po s sessed, to a great degree, whit 
is commonlv called eradition ; bad read all the 
Latin dassks; wm perfect master of ancient 
matbematicaf literatmre ; and bad the history 
of all ages and natkms. even to the minutestftcts^ 
ever present to hh niflnd. * 

EULOGIUS, a patriarch, of Alexandria, wrote 
against the Novatiaitfu and ^ed in 606. 

EULOGIUS, the martyr, of Cordova, was put 
to death by the Saracens, in 859. He wrote a 
history of some martjmi. 

EUMATHIUS, a Greek, wrUer of amatoriel 
compositions; in what age lie wrote is unknown. 

EUMENES, a celebrated general of Alexan- 
der, put to death by Antigonos^ 316 B. C. 

EUMENES, a king ^f Pergamus, 963 B. C. 
His oephew of the same name was king, 187 

EUMENIUS, an eminent orator, aboot 310. 

EUNAPIUS, a native of Sardis, In Lydia, 
flourished in the 4th century. He was a cele- 
brated sophist, a physician, and no inconsidera- 
ble historian. We have no remains of Eunft- 
plus, but his *' Lives of the Pbilosopheis and 
Sophists." 

EUNOMIUS, a heresiarch. of the 4th centu- 
ry, bishop of Cyaicum, and founder of the sect 
that have sinee been called Eunemians. He 
died very old, about 304, after having experien- 
ced great variety of sufTerinEs. Euuoraius Wrote 
many things, and hia writings were so highly 
esteemed by hb followers, tha* they thought 
their authority preferable to thai of the gospel 
His doctrines were, that "there is one God un- 
create and without beginning : who has aotbini^ 
existing before him ; for nothing can exist be- 
fore what is uncreate : nor with bim ; for what 
is uncreate must be one: nor in him : for G«d 
is a simple and uncompocmded< being. This 
one simple and eternal behsg is God the creator 
and ordainer of all thinga; tot indeed and prin- 
cipally of his oniy-begotten Son, and thea 
through him of all other things : for God be- 
got, created, and> roadethe Son only, bv his own 
direct operation and-power, before alltmags and 
every other creature : net arodudng, bowever, 
any other being like himself, nor imparting any 
of his own proper subataaee to the Boa: fW 
God is immortal, uniform, indivisible, and thei*' 
fore cafinot communicate ai^y part of his owa 
proper substance to another," ace. 

BUPHEMIA,FlaviaElla Marcia,a concubine, 
and wife of the emperor Justin I., died in 583. 
EUPHEMIUS, a patriarch, of Constantinople, 
was banished, and died in 515. 

EUPRORi6n, a Graek poet and historian^ 
of Chaldi, S74 B. C. 

EUPHUfANOR, an excellent sculptor aad 

Eainter, of antiouitt, flourished about 362 B. C. 
[e wrote Severn vohimes on the art of coIoqi^ 
ing, uid on symmetry ; and was the firrt who 
sicnaHzed himself by representing the majeiv 
of heroes. 
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EUPHRATES, a heretic, of the 2d century, 
wbo. maintained that oar first parents were de- 
ceived by Christ in the form of a serpent. 

EUPOUS, an Athenian comic poet, inr the 
85th Olympiad. He used the freedom of the an- 
cient comedy to lash the vices of the people ; 
ind having lost hi^ life in a seafight between 
tiie Athenmns and Lacedsmonians, his death 
was so lamepted, thiit a statute was enacted, 
wliiGli decreed that no poet should thenceforth 
serve in the wars. 

EURIPIDES, an ancient Greek poet, bofh in 
the island of Salamis, in the 1st year of the 75th 
Chyrapisd. He wrote a great number of trage- 
di^ which were highly esteemed, both in his 
ttfe-tiratt, and aiter his death ; and nothing can 
better demonstrate tlte high esteem they were 
in, than the service they did to the Athenians 
fai Sicily. The Athenian army under the (Com- 
mand of Nicias, suffered ail the calamities that 
itt-fortune cain reduce men to. The victors made 
a most eniel advantage of their victories : but, 
although they treated the Athenian soldiers 
with so much inhumanity, yet they were ex- 
tremely kind to such as could repeat any of 
Euripides' verses. An unhappy accident con- 
cluded his life. He was walking in a Wood, 
and, according to his usual manner, in deep 
meditation, when unfortunately happening upon 
Archelaus* bounds, he was by them tcMi to pie- 
cea. in the 75th yedr of his age. He is, of ail 
writers, remarkable for having Interspersed md 
ral reflections and philosophical aphorisms id 
his dramatic pieces. It is said that he used to 
Ant himself up in a Rloomy cave, and there 
compose his works. This cave was in the Isle 
of Salamia!, and Aulus Gelliua had«tbe (Curiosity 
to go inito it He composed his verses With great 
difficulty ; and one day complained to the poet 
Aiceetis, tha$ in the last three days he had been 
able to write but three verses, though he had 
labovred with all his might. Alcestis observed, 
with an air of high vanity, tliat be had written 
a hundred with the utmost ease. '* Ay, but 
(says Eoripides) you don't consider the differ- 
ence: your verses are made to live noJonger 
than (liese three days ; whereas mine are to con- 
tinue for ever.** There are now extant but 19l 
of bia tragedies, and part of a 20th ; though 
duidaa aays that he composed 93.

eatloo he gave to any of them, unless, by being 
ratoed to toe dignity of the laurel, lie Was no 
laeonsiderable Versl^r, and died ai hii rectory, 
■tConinnby, Lineohwhire, in 1730. 

EnSBBf A, abbess of St. Cyr, at Marseilles, 
who cut off her nose to seeur£^herself from the 
bnitaHty of the Saracens, in 731. 

KUBEBIUS, Pampiiilus. an eccleiriastical his- 
torian, born in Palestine, bishop of Cssfcrea ; he 
opposed Aritts, and died in 338. 

EUBJBBIUS, a bishop of Benrtns, and after- 
wards of Constantittople ; he died in 341. 

EU8EBIUS, a hishop or Emasa, in Syria, 
died in 300. 

ECSEBlUd, bishop of Vercell, in Piedmoiit, 
defended Athanashis, and died in 371. 

BUSEBIUS, bishop of Sftmosata, favoured, 
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and afterwards opposed Arianism, he died in 
378. 

EUSEBIUS, bishop of Doryleum, in Phrygia, 
jvas deposed in 449. 

EUSTACE, John Skey, a brave officer in the 
American war ; sometime aid to general Lee, 
and afterwards to general Chreene: he went to 
France in 1794, where he was made brigadier 



and major general ; he returned and died in 180& 
3TACHE, David, a protestant minister, 
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of Montpelier, sent by the synod of Ludun,in 
1669, to address the French Iting; his speech 
was much admired. 

EUSTACHIUS, Bartholomew, an Italian 
physician, of the 16tb century, who pulHisbed 
anatomical tables ; he died in 1570. 

EUSTATHIUS, archbishop of Thessalonica, 
was bom at Constantinople,and flourished about 
A. D. 1170. Be is chiefly memorable for bis 
" Comraentariei^ upon Homer." 

EUSTATHIUS, a learned Greeks commenta- 
tor on Homer and Dionysiua the geographer ; 
be died in 1104. 

^STOCHIUM, a Roman lady, weU skiUed 
in Greek and Hebrew ; she died in 419. 

flUSl^ATIUS, a bishop of Nice, who wrote 
commentaries on Aristotle, lived in the 12tli 
century. 

EUTHYMIUS, an Isauridn, made patriarch 
of Constantinople, in 906 ; he was displaced, 
and died In exile, in 910 or 911. 

EUTHYMIUS, Zigabenus, or Zigadenus, a 
Greek monk, of Constantinople^ author of se- 
veral works, died after 1118. 

EUTOCIUS, a Greek mathematicidn, of the 
6th century, author of several works. 

EUTROPIUS, Flftvius, an Italian sophist, as 
Suidas calls him, wrote a compendious history 
of Roman affairs, divided into 10 books, from 
the foundation of the city, to the reign of Va- 
lens, (to whom it Was dedicated,) that is,to A.D. 

^UTROPIUS, a eunn(%, and minister to Ar- 
cadius, Was consul, but was banished and be- 
headed about 399*-^ 

EUTYCHES, sLn abbot of Constantinople, 
who maintained that Christ's body was an 
aerial form, and therefore not human. 

EUTYCHIANUS, pope, successor of Felix, 
in 275, was martyred in 283. 

EUTYCHIUS, patriarch of Oonstantinonle, 
in 553 ; deposed in 504 ; restored, and diea in

EUTYCHIUS, a Christian author, patriarch 
of Alexandria, was bom at Cairo, tn Egypt, In 
676, and became eminent in the kniowledge of 
physic. He wrote annals from the beginning 
of the world to the year 900 ; in which may be 
found many things Which occur no where else ; 
but certainly manv more which Were collected 
from lying legends, and are entirely fabulous. 
He died in 950. 

EUZORIUS, a deacon of Alexandria, depo- 
sed and condemned by the council of Nice, for 
adhering to Arius: be baptized Constantius, 
and d)ed in 376. Another of the same name 
was bishop of Cesarea. 

EVACiOItAS, khig of Cypras, was defeated 
by the Persians, and assassinated 304 tl. O. 

EVAGORAS, a Greek writer, tnf the age Of 
AiwustuB, author of a history of Egypt, Ifcc. 

EVAGRIUS, a monk of the 5th century, an- 
thor of " Ahercatio Simonis Judci et Theophitt 
Cbrisdani." 

EVAGRIUS, a MflHop of Aatloeb, died in 
39?. -. -. 
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BVA6RIU0 8CHQI<A8TlCUd, an ancient 
eecleiiastical hiBtoriao, tmrn at Epiphauia, a city 
of Syria SecuiuUvalKHittlieyeiur 530. He pub- 
lished »8ix Books of Eccleeiastical Histoiy/' 
beginning witb the year 491 ; wliere Tbeodoret, 
Socratee, and Sosomen, conclude ; and ending 
with 504. It it not certain when he died, 

EVA6RIUS, Pentious, a monk of the 4tli 
century, acehdeaoon of ConstantincNple. 

EVAN6EUSTA. a learned civilian, author 
of " OoBflulta varia in juro canonico/' dec., died 
InUOS. 

EVANS, Cornelius, during the civ|) wars lie 
played the part of an impostor, pretended he 
was the prinee of Wales, who had escaped from 
France ; was seat to Newgate, Imt escaped, and 
was never after beard of. 

EVANS. Arise, a Wekh engineer, died about 
the time or the rebellion. 

EVANS, Abel, generally styled Dr. Evans 
the Efdgranudatist, lived at the end of the 17th 
and begUuing of the* 18th centuries. He was 
bursar to St John*s college, Oxford, vicar of 
Saint Giles*, and appears to have been inti 
mate with iur. Fope. 

EVANS, John, D.D.,a dissenting minister, 
was popular ss a preacher, and died in 1732. 

EVANS, Caleb, D. D., instructed young men 
for the dissenting ministry ; he published some 
works, and died in 1791. 

EVANS, Evan, a clergyman, obtained no pre- 
ferment, and died of intemperance in 1790. 

EVANS, Nathaniel, a minister of N. Jersey, 
and a poet, was a missionary in the employ- 
ment or the society for propagating the gospel 
hediedin767. 

EVANS, John, came from EMiand as deputy 
governor of Pennsylvania, in 1703. His unpopu- 
larity caused his impeachment and removal in 
1709. 

EVANS, Lewis, eminent for his acquain- 
tance with American gecgraphy, was surveyor 
ill Philadelphia : he constructed many maps. 

EV ANSON, Edward, a native of Warrington, 
author of some works, died in 1805. 

RVANTHJS, an old Latin poet, who wrote 
*' De ambiguis, sive hybridis animalibus.*' 

EVANTUS. a bishop of Vienne, in the 0th 
century, died in 586. 

EVARISTUS, bishop of Rome in 100, W 
m^mrednine years after. 

EVELYN, John, one of the greatest natural 
philosophers that England everproduced, was 
bom at Wotton, in Surry, in lOSO. Among his 
numerous writings (whlco are on the subiects 
ef agriculture, navigation, commerce, antiqui- 
ties, sculpture, painting, ice) the niost cele^ 
brated at the present day is " Sylva ; or a Dis- 
course of Forest-Trees, and the Propagation of 
Timber in Ilia Majesty's Dominions.* ' Full of 
age and honours, this amiable author died Feb. 
37, 170S4}, in his 80th year ; and was hiterred 
at Wotton, under a tomb of IVcestone, shaped 
Tike a coffin, with an inscription upon a white 
marble, expressing, according to his own inten- 
tion, tliat, " Living in an age of extraordinary 
events and revolutions, he had learned from 
thence this truth, which he desired might be 
thus communicated to posterity, That all is 
wnity lohieh is not honest, and that there is no 
solid toisdom hut in real piety.^* The eulogiums 
which have been bestowed upon him are as 
numerous AS they are great. 
EVELYN, John, son of the preceding, at the

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EVERARD, Sir Richard, baronet, was pro- 
prietary governor of North-Carolina, Ui 17SS, 
after on administration o( tluree or four yean, 
which was disturbed by controversies with other 
branches of the government, be returned to En- 
gland, where he died in 1733. 

EVERDINOEN, Cesar Van, a Dutch pahiter 
of eminence, died in 1675. 

EVERETT, Oliver, minister in Boston for 
some years ; aiterwards Judge of the court of 
common pleas for Norfolk ; he died in 1868. 

EVREMOND ST., Charles de St Denis, 
lord of, a celebrated Freuch officer and satirical 
writer, bom in Normandy, 1613, died 1703. As 
for rebgion, he always professed the Romish, io 
which he was bom ; though at the bottom he 
was certainly a freethinker: but whatever miriit 
be his sentiments of religion, he never let nU 
any loose expressions about it : be could not 
bear that any one should droll upon it ; for, said 
he, " bare decency, and the remrd due to one^s 
feCow-creatures, will never sumer it.** 

EWALD, John, a native of CopenbageBr 
who, from a military life, stuped divinity, and 
wrote several poema of much merit: be died 
in 1781. 

EWING, John, D. D., mtaifster in Philaad- 

f>hia, and pro\'08t of the college in that city ; 
le was much respected fbr his talents, learoteg, 
and piety, and died in 1803. 

EXPILLI, Claude d*, president of the parlia> 
ment of Grenoble, and a writer of some merit; 
he died in 1636. 

EXUPERIUS, a Romish sahit, Idshop of Tbn- 
louse, distinguished for his charitlea, died about

EYKENST Peter, a much admired painter, 
of Antwerp, bora in 1599. 

EYMAR, A. M. d*, a deputy f^on Foical- 
quier to the states-genend, in 1789, much at-

EZEKIEL, the third of the great proipbetf, 
was a captive at Babylon, 509 B. C. 



EZEKIEL, an eminent Jew and poet, avtbor 
of some fragments on Scripture sut^ecls, fiott- 
rished, according to some, 300, according %> 
others, SOO B. C. 

EZRA, one of the d^Kendants of Aaron, son 
of Seraiah ; he rebuilt the temple at Jerusalen 
about 407 B.C. 



FABER, or, according to some, PEVRELE, 
Nicholaus, a very ingenious, learned, and |rteas 
man. bora at Paris, in 1544. During the course 
of his studies, a terrible accident happened to 
him. As he was cutting a pen, a bit of tbe qaffl 
flew into his eye, and gave him such excessive 
pain, that hastily limng up his hand to it he , 
stmck it out with the knife. He applied him- \ 
self to tbe mathematics particulariy ; in which 
he Kicceedcd so wellr that he discovered imme- 
diately tbe defect In Bcatiger^a demoustration 
of the quadrature of the circle. When Henry 
IV., of France, became at length the peaceable 
possessor of the crown, be appointed Faber pre- 
ceptor to the prince of Conde. During this hn* J 
portant trast, he ibund time to labour upon some 
considerable works, and comp<Med his fine pre- 
face to the fragments ofHilary, in which he dis- 
covered many important facts relating to the 
history of Arianism, not known before. AH» 
the death of Henry IV., he was chosen by the 
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qoeen, preceptor to Lewis XIU. He died in 
1611. * "^ ^ 

FABER, Tanaqail,in French, Taneguv le Fe- 
vte, a very learoedinau, bom at Caen, in Nor- 
mandy, in 1615. Cardinal de RidicUeu, settled 
on him a penaioii of 9000 livres, to inspect aO 
the worlai printed at the Loavrc. He died in 
1673, leavtpig a son of liia own name, and two 
dai«>ten, one of wiion was the celebrated 
ma«ine Dacier, the other married Paul Bauldri, 
proftasor at Utiecht 

FABIAN, asoiat of the Romish church, who 
was nade pope, in 896, andsufifered martyrdom 
In the rdn of the emperor Dedus. 

FABIAN, Robert, author of the "Chronicle

FABRE, Jean Claude, a priest of the orato- 
ry of Parisf known as an indefatigable compi- 
ler, died in 1753. 

FABRE, N^ a native of Langiiedoc, who 
vobmtarfly submitted m 6 years confinement in 
the galleys, to save Iris father from that punish- 
ment in 1752. 

FABRE, I>*EGLANTINE, Philip Francis 
Mazafarci sacceanvely an actor, a comk writer. 
and aMatesman, was the friend of Danton^ and 
other promotera of the infernal butcheries, dur- 
ing the revolution ; be was himself guillotined 
in 1794. 

FABRETTI, Raphael, a very learned anti- 

?iiary of Italy ,bora at Urbino, bi 1619 ; died 1700. 
'abretti bad an admirable Ulent for decyphcrini 
ibe most difficult inscriptions ; and discoveret 
ameCbod of making sooMthing out of tbose 
which seemed entirelv disfigured through age, 
and the letters of which were efiiEu:ed in such a 
maMBer as not to be disceroable. He cleaned 
the surface of the stone, without touchmg those 
places where the letters bad been engraven. 
He iben laid upon it a piece of thick paper well 
moistened, and pressed it with a sponge, or 
wooden pin, covered with linen; by which 
means tbe pa|)er entered into the cavity of the 
letters, and taking up the dust there, discovered 
tbe tnices of the mtters. 

FABRI, Honore, a learned Jesuit, professor 
of pbilosopby, at Lyons, and peititentiary at 
Rome, died bi 1688. He is said to have disco- 
vered the circulation of tlie blood before Hervey. 

FABBJANO, Gentileda, a historical painter, 
of Verona, who deservedly tttaUied the bouoora 
of Vanctian nobility ; h$ died in 1412. 

FiUBRICIUS, Cains, a Roman general, who 
conquered the Samaites, and spumed the offers 
Of Pyrrhus to bribe hbn. He afterwards expos- 
ed to Pyrrhns, the plot of his physician to^oic, 
soahim,250B.C. 

FABR10IUS, William, a surgeon and physi- 
cian, at Beme, author of several surgical works^ 
died in 1634. 

FABREC1U0, Jerome, an Italian, was a phy- 
sician of vast repute in his day. The republic 
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•of Venice, settled upon him a yearly stipond of 
lOOO crowns in gold, and honoured bim witii a 
itatue anda gold cliam. tie died about 1003, 
leaving b^ind him several treatises both in 
^ysic and chirurgery. 

FABR1CIU8, George, a learned German, bora 

in Upper Saxony, 1516. His chief work is en

Ipoems, written with great purity and elegance^

FABRICIUS, John Lewis, professor of theo- 
logy and philosophy, at Heidelberg, and alsa 
ecclesiastical counsellOT to the elector, died at 
Frankfbrt, in 1697. 

FAffillCIUS, Vincent, a learned Geraisn, 
bmn at Hamburgh. He wrote Latin poetry with 
ease and elegance ; he was counsellor to tbc 
bishop of Lubec, and 13 tbnes deputy to Poland ; 
he died in 1667. 

FABRICIUS, John Albert* a most learned 
and laborious historian and critic, bora at Leip- 
sic, liB6, died 1736. Fabricius bas laid the whole 
learned worid under the greatest obligations ; 
since he has contributed, more perhaps than 
any other man ever did, to abridee and shorten 
the fatigue and drudgery which scholars are 
obliged to undeifo, in order to be acquainted 
with the materia of their profession. 

FABRICIUS, Baron, known to the public b> 
hbi leuers relating to Charles XII., of Sweden, 
during his residence in the Ottoman empire. 
He stood very high in the good graces of that 
wince ; accompanied him in his exercises, was 
frequently at his table, and spent hours atone 
with him in his closet. He had but one enemy 
to the court, viz. general Daldorf, who was 
made prisoner by the Tartars when they storm- 
ed the king's camp at Bender. Fabricius took 
pains to find bim out, released him, and suppli- 
ed him with money ; which so entirely van- 
quished the general, that he afterwards became 
a warm friend. This amiable person was like- 
wise in favour with kbit; Stanislaus, and with 
George I., whom he accompanied in his last 
ouroey to Hanover, and who may be said to 
lave died in his arms. 

FABRICIUS, Charles, a painter, of Delft, 
who gave indicatious or great merit, perished 
in his house, with bis pupil Spoors, by the ex« 
ptosion of a powder magazine. 

FABRONi, Anglolo, a native of Tuscany, 
was prior of St. Lorenzo's church, at Florence, 
and curator of Pisa University. He wrote an 
account of the illustrious men of the house of 
Bledicis, and another of the learned men of 
Italy in the 17th and 18th centuries, to 21 vols ; 
he died in 1802. 

F ABROT, Charles Hannibal, a French advo- 
cate and professor of law, at Aiz, to Provence. 
He published, at Paris, an edition of the Basi- 
liciB, or the constitutions of the Eastern empe- 
rors, and other valuable and bnportant works, 
and died in 1659. 

FACCIOLATl, Giacomo, an Italian orator 
and grammarian, of Padua, died in 1760. 

FACHETTI, Pietro, an emtoent patoter, of 
Mantua, died at Rome, to 1613. 

FACINI, Pietro, a historical patoter, of Bo- 
logna, pupil to Annibal Carracd, died in 1602. 

PACIO, Barthotomeo, a Genoese historian 
and biographical writer, in Latto, bom atSpe>- 
zio, in Genoa, died to 1457. 

FACUNDU8, bishop of Heimianum, to Aita, 

rtrtog the reign of Justinian. _^ 

FAPLALLAH, or CHODBA RASCHm 
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ADDIN, a Persian, author of a history of the 
Moguls, was vizier to Cazan, the sultan of Tau- 
rus, about 1394. 

FAERNUS, Gabriel, a native of Cremona, 
was a favourite of pope Pius IV., and was dis- 
tinguished as a critic and poet in the 16tb cen- 
tury ; he died in 1561. 

FA6AN, Christopher, a French comic poet, 
bom 1702, died 1755. His plays were printed in 
4 vols. ISmo, in 1760. 

FA6E, Raimond da la, an artist, celebrated 
for his drawings wMlr the pen and Indian ink ; 
be died at Laau^edoc, in 1690. 

PA6IUS, Paul, alias BUCHUN, a very 
learned protostant German minister, bom at 
Rheinzabetn, hi 1504. He and Bucer went to 
England, upon receiving letters from Cranmer, 
in 1549, were entertained some days in the pa- 
lace at Lambeth, and destined to reside at Cam- 
bridge, where they were to perfect anew trans- 
lation andWuslration of the Scriptures, Fagius 
taking the Old Testament, and Bucer the New, 
for their several parts. Buii this was alljut an

FAGON, Guy Crescent, an eminent physi- 
cian and botanist, of Paris, professor of botany 
and chyraistry in the royal gardens, and physi- 
cian to Louis XIV., died hi 1718. One of his 
sons became ft bishop, the other a counseUor of 
state. 

FAGUNDY, Stephen, at Portoguese Jesuit, 
died at Lisbon, in 1645. 

FAHRENHfllT, Gabriel Daniel, a natural 
philosopher, emfnent for his great improvemenu 
in the consuruction of thermometers, was bom 
at Dantzic, M86. He published a " Disserta- 
tion on Thertaontetersi^* 1734, and died in 1TJ6. 

FAILLE,Winfam dela. asyadicofToutouse, 
and author of a history of that ciQr, died hi 1711, 

FAIRCLOUGH, Samuel, an English clergy- 
man, educated at Cambridge, fiedCn 1678. 

FAIRFAX. Edward, an English poet, who 
flonrished itt the reigns of EUxabetb and James 
I., and chiefly distiitfUished hiramlf by a trans- 
lation of Tasso's " Godftey of BouiUon.* * His 
merits were so great, that Waller professed to 
have learnt from Mm the art of versificatioB.

FALS, Raymond, a medat engraver, settled 
itt Pmis, where he obtained a pensioa of 1300 
litres, died at Berlta, hi 1703.

FALSTER, Christian, a Danish critic, wbiose 
writhngs aire numerous ; the time of Jili^Ath fit 
trnknown. 

FANGOURT,8ilnoShatt English dissenthig 
clergyman and controversial writer, and insti- 
tutor or promoter of the first circuIatlMfibraty 
ever opened io England. He died in 1768, aged 
90 years. 

FANEUIJj, Peter, founder of Fianeuil hall, ia - 
Boston, died in 1743. 
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FANNING, Edmuud, LL. D., a native of 
Connecticut, settled as a lawyer in Nortli-Caro- 
liBa. In the war of tlie revolution, he united 
with the Britisb, and was conspicuous, for the 
oittemess and zeal be displayed against bis coun- 
trymen. He was aAnwards made a general in 
tlie British service, and lieutenant-governor of 
Nora-Scotfa^ He died in 1818. 
^PANNIuS, sumamed Strabo, a Roman,, 
Jfwown by his law to check theeztravagance of 
bis eounorymen. Another of the same name, 
wrote aa acooonc of Nero^s reign, which is Iwt 
FANSHAW, sir Richard, an EngUsb genle- 
m«n, fiuBoas for his embassiM and poetic writ- 
^iSg^born at Ware P<rk, in Hertfordshire, 1607, 
dfadiOGC AtranstadonbyhimtOfthe'^Pastor 
Fid^ of Oaarlni, did Ummoeb credit. Some 
interestiflc iNrirate hisCory of this family will be 
found in Mr. Seward's " Anecdotes of Distiu- 
goisbed Persons.** 

FARDBLLA, Mkhael Angelo, professor of 
natural history and astronomy at Padua, died at 
Nrales. in 1718. 

FARE, Charles Augustus, marquis de la, a 
captain in the French guards, known as the au- 
thor of Memoirs on the reign of Louis XIV., 
died in 1713. 

FAREL, Williav, an iMe refonner, bora in 
1489. Beim driven from Pails, as a protestant, 
he went te ^rasboigh, Geneva, BasU and Neof- 
chatel, where he preached the doctrines of the 
reformation, with zeal, ability, and success, 
although opposed with ridicule and abuse. He 
was thejmociate of Caltin, and died in 1565. 
FARBT? Nicholas, one of the first members 
of tfaa French academy, died in 1646. 

FARIN, Emanuel de Sonsa, a Portuguese 
knight, and ambassadw at Rome, distinguished 
as a poet and Mstortan, died in 16S0. 

FARlNAOCIO, Prosper, an haliaii lawyer, 
whose writings on the civil law, are much 
esteemed at Rome, died in 1618. 

FARIN ATO, Paul, an eminent Italian painter, 
bom at Verona, 1583, and cut, it is said, out or 
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his mother*^ womb, who was just dead in la- 

l boor. He was famous also for being an ex 
ceJIent swordsman and a very good orator, and 

^ for his Icnowle^ in sculpture and architectasc, 
espedally that part of it which relates to fortifi- 
caoons. His last UMnsents are said to have 
been as remarkable as his first, on account of 
the death of his aeiuest relation. He lay upon 
his death-bed in 1606, and his wife, who was 
sick in the same room, bearin? him cry oat, 
"be was going,** told him, "she would bear 
him company ;'j and was as good as her word, 
(twy both ezpinng at the very same minute. 

FARINELLI, Carlo Broschi, an Italian sing- 
er, horn at Naples 1705 ; and, being trained to 
sinking, acquired great reputittion at Rome and 
at Bologna. Tht&me of his great talents reach- 
ing En^and, h6 was en«;aseit to stag in the 
opera at London, in 1734 ; for England was 
then, as it Is eminently now, the place of sll 
places for fiddlers, singers, 'dancers, tumblers J 
«liarpem, an4 impostors of every kind, to flock! 
to and grow rich. His urival in that country! 
was in the newspapers announced to the pubfic 
as an event worthy of national attention. Upon: 
what terms Farinelii, wa^ engaj^ed to sing is not 
known to any degree of certainty ; his salary,' 
however, be it what it might, bore but sinalli 
propordon to the annual amount of Ms profits.} 
The excessive fondness which the nobili^ dis- 
covered for this person, the caresses they be- 
stowed on, and the presents they made him,! 
indicated little leas than infbtuation : thehr boon-

FARINGDON, Anthony, an English divine, 
™ author of several volumes of sermons, died 

FARJMER, Hugh, a dissenting minister, edu- 
cated under Dr. DodcHldfe. and known as a 
theological writer ; he died in 1787. 

FARMER, Dr. Richard, master of Eomianiiel 
College, Cambri(|ge, principal librarian to the 
university, fcc. Sec ; was bom at Leicester, in 
1735, and distinguished, himself in the walks 
of literature by a very masterly " Essay on the 
Learning of Sbakspeare;** in which he decided 
a point that had been much litigMed among the 
learned. For a man of his rare endowments 
he puMlshed but litUe : the essay ahvady men- 
tioned: some " Notes on Shakspeare ;*' a " Poem 
on layhig the first atsne of the public library in 
1755,'* and a sonnet on the Mng's death, in 1760, 
(both in the Cambridge collection of verses) 
*' Directions for the study of Engllsb History '^ 
(Europ; Mag. xlx. 415,) and a " Letter on Der- 
nis the Critic,** (Earop. Mag. zzv. 418,) being all 
that is known. Dr. P., however, assisted manv 
authors in various works, for which he received 
their public acknowledgments and thanks He 
died in 1797. 

PAllNABY, Thomas, an English gramma- 
rian and critic, bdm in London, in 1575, died in 
1647. 

FAJINESE, Peter Lottls. son of pope Paul 
III., by a secret marriage, duke of Parma, and 
PlacentRi, was assassinated in 1547, on tfcconnt 
of his tyranny and debauchery. 

PARNESB, Alexander, known by the tiUe 
of cardinal Farnese, was son of the first duke 
of Panua, and bom 1590 (long before his father 
was advanced to the dukedom.) At fourteen 
years of age be was made bishop of Parma by 
Clement VII. Paul HI., raised him to the 
purple in 1554, and employed him' in various 
embassies. He died in 1589, lamented as a true 
[patron of the arts, and protector of men of 
letters. 

FARNESE, Alexander, nephew to the Cardi- 
nal, was the 3d duke of Parma, and governof 
of the Low C^mtries. He was mortally wound- 
ed, at the siege of Rouen by Henry IV., of 
France and died in 1502. 

FARNEWORTH, Ellis, distingnlshod by 
transtatin,^ some eminent authors, was born at 
Bonteshall, in Derbyshire, and died 1763. Hi^ 
publications were, " The Life of Pope ^Ixtus 
v., translated from the Italian,'* "Davila's 
History of France,'* " The works of Machiavel, 
illustrated with Annotations, Dissertations, and 
several new plans on the art of WSr.** 

FARQUHAR, Oeoi^, an ingenious comic 
writer, was the son of a clergyman, in Ireland, 
and born at Londonderry, in 1678. In 1^6 he 
went to London, and wa»solicHed by his friend 
Wilks, the cerebrated actor, to write a play ; but 
he was still more substantiaAly invited by a 
genteel accommodation, which sQfTered him to 
exercise his genius at his leisure : for the earl of 
Orrery, who was a patron as well as master of 
letters, conferred a lieutenant*8commi88ion upon 
him In his own' regfnKut in Ireland, which 
Farquhar held several years; and behaved bim^ 
self so well as tfn oflker, giving several proofs 
both of courage and conduct He died in April^ 
1707, before be was 30 years of age. His toa»-

dim display a tprifbtlygeniiu, and are eitreme- 
ly diverting. 

FASTOLPF, Sir John, a valiant and renowned 
general durin; the English conqnests in France, 
bom at Yarmouth, in NorfoUt, in 1377, died 14S0. 
He was knighted in the field, and honoured wMi 
the Garter. Sir John was a benefactor to both 
tlie aniversities, bequeatliinf a considerable le- 
gacv to Cambridge for building the schools of 
PhiloBopby and Civil Law ; and at Oxford he 
was 80 bountiAil to Blagdalen College, that his 
name is there commemorated in an anniversary 
qioech. Shakspeare has been very unjustly 
accused of liaving drawn bis sir John Falstaff 
to ridicula tliis great and good man. 

FAUCHETvCiauda, vicar-general to the arch- 
bishop of Bruges, and preaeaer to Louis XVI. 
His manner of preaching disgusting tlie mo- 
narch, Fauchet became a bitter enemy of tlie go- 
vernment, a leader in the destruction of the Bas- 
tile, and a member of the national assembly 
and of the convention ; he was guillotined in 
1793. 

FAUCHET, Claude, a French antiquarian, 
and historiographer to Henry IV., died in 1601. 
His writings are valuable, but inelegantly writ- 
ten. 

FAUCHEUE, Michael le, a French protestant 
divine, admired as a preacher, died at Paris, in 
1667. 

FAU6ERES,Margaretta v., disUngnished ibr 
her literary accompHshments, was a native of 
the state of New- York ; she was unfortunate in 
her marriage, and died in 1801. She published 
several little poems. 

FAULKNER, George, a worthy printer, of 
Dublin, of no mean celebrity, being tl^ first man 
who carried his profession tto a high degree of 
credit in Ireland. He was the confidential prin- 
ter of dean Swill ; and enjoyed the friendship 
and patronage of tlie earl of Chesterfield, whose 
ironical letters to Faulkner, comparing him to 
Atticus, are perhaps the finest parts of bis writ- 
ings. He settled at Dublin, as a printer and 
bookseller, soon after the year 1726 ; raised 
there a very comfortaUe fortune by his well- 
known ** Journal.** and other laudable under- 
takings ; and died an aklerman of Dublin, Aug. 

28, ms. 

FAUftUIER, Francis, succeeded governor 
Diuwiddie, as chief magistrate of the colony of 
Virginia. He was respected for bis integrit>', 
talents, and piety, and was extremely popular 
with the colonists; he died in 1768. 

FAUR, Guy de, lord of Pibrac, advocate-gene- 
ral of the parliamentof Paris, and counsellor of 
etate, known aJgo as a poet ; ne died in 1581. 

FAUST, or WiuSTUS. See FUST. 

FAUST A, FlaviaMaximiana, second wife of 
the emperor Constantine, was sufibcated in a 
batli, for her incontinence, in 3S7. 

FAUSTINA, Anna Galeria, the wife of An- 
toninus Pius, known only for her profligacy, 
died in 141. 

FAUSTUS, an Roj^ish monk, abbot of the 
monastery of the Lena ishinds, and afterwards 
bishop of Riez, in Provence ; he Aed in 481. 

FAVART, Charles Simon, a Parisian, known 
for his admired operas, died in 1793. 

FAVART,Marie Justine Benoite, a celebrated 
French actress, wife of the preceoing, died in 
1772. 

FAVOLIUS, Hugo, a Duteh physician and 
Voet. died in 1585. '^^ 

FAVORINUS, a Platonic philosopher, who 
lived in the age of Adrian. 
FAVORINUS, Varinus, aBenedietine moaK, 
184 
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keeper of the roendicean library, and afterwards 
bishop of Nocera ; be died in 1S37. 

FAVRE, Authcmy, an eminent lawyer at 
Bresse, afterwards governor of Savoy, died in 
1624. 

FAVRE, Clande. SeeVAUGELAS. 

FAWCETT,strWilUam,an English effieer 
of great merit, who, for Ms services, waa pro- 
moted to the rank of general, made a knight of 
tiie bath, and governor of Chelsea ho^rft^ ; be 
died in 1804. 

FAWKES, Francis, an ingenioiis EBg^sfa 
poet and divine, bom in Yorkshire, 1721. He 
published avohuM of poems, by sobscripciooi 
1761, in Svotand several poems afterwards. 
But his great strength is supposed to have tain 
in translation ; as his Anacreon, Sappho, Bion, 
Moschus, Musms, and Theocritus, show. His 
name is set to a ** Family BiUe, with Botes, 
1761/* in 4to. He died Aug. 96, 1177. 

FAYDIT, Ansehn, a Provencal poet, or troiL 
badour, celebrated among the prbces af bis 
time for his wit, and the elegance of bis maiir 
ners ; he died in 1280. 

FAYDIT, Peter, a French priest, known for 
his satirical attaclcs on Bossuet and Fenekm, 
died in 1709. 

FAYETTE, Louisa de la, a French lady of 
great celebrity, maid of bonotur to Anne of Aus- 
tria, and the confident of Loots XIU., retired to 
a convent, after reconciling die monarch to bis 
queen, where she died universaUy beloved and 
esteemed' 

FAYETTE, Marie Madeleine, countess of, a 
French lady,1nore distinguished 1^ her literacy 
productions than by her tkmily. She was mu*- 
ried to the count de Fayette, in 1655. and died in 
'603. The principal works of tins lady are, 

Zaide,** a romance often printed, and **La 
Priucesse de Cleves," a romance also, to wbicb 
Fontenelle is said to have given four readings. 
M. Fayette was so regardless of fame, that she 
published these works under the name q€ 8e- 
grais, who, however, is supposed to have been 
no farther concerned than m aiding a little in 
the design of them. Vcdtaire says, that the ro- 
mances of Fayette were the fiisi which exbi- 
hited the manners of people of fashion in a 
graceful, easy, natural way : all before having 
Wn pompons, bombast, and swj^Iling every 
thins b^ond nature and life. 

FEAKNE, Charles, an eminent English con- 
veyancer, and author of a wdl-known work, 
entitled, " An Essay on Ocmtincent Remainders 
and Executory Devtees,*' bom m 174S, diedlaQ. 
21,1794. 

FEATLEY, orFAIRCLOUGH,Daniel, D.D., 
an English divine, celebrated as an able tbeok)- 
gian, and as a popular and eloqiient preascher ; 
he was provost of Chelsea collie, where he 
died in 1645. 

FECHT, or FECHTIUS, John, a Lutheran 
divine, settled at Rostock, died in 1716. J 

FEGKENHAM, John de, so called |>eeaiise 
be was bom of poW parents, in acottage, near 
the forest of Feckenliam, in VV^orcepterBhire,liiB 
right name being Ilowman. He was the lasl 
abbot orWestmlnster, and died in 1581 Cam- 
den calls him a "learned and j;oed man, thai 
lived long, did a great Ileal of good to the now, 
and always solioted the minds of his adver- 
saries to benevolence.** 

FEUOO, Benedict Jerom, a Spanish Bene«^ 
dictine, who attempted, by his writings, to eX* 
pose the ignorance of the clergy, and the iatiti- 
lity of pilgrhnages, fee He died in 1765. 

FEITHVS, BvenrdKa teamed Gcnnaa, whs 
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retited to France, where he became conspica 
0U3 f«r bis learning, and was honoured with the 
friendship of the most eminent literary men of 
liiat county. 

FELIBIEN, Andrew, counsellor and historio- 
l^pher to tJie king of France, bom at Cfaarties, 
m 1019, died 1695. His " Dialogues upon the 
Lives of thfi Painters" liave done him great ho- 
nour. 

FEUBIEN, John Francis, son of the preced 
ing, inherited from his father a taste and isnow- 
le^e of the fine arts, and succeeded him in aU 
his appointments ; he died in 1733. 

FJSLIBIEN. James, brother of Andrew, and 
archdeacon of Chartres, died in 1716. 

FELIBIEN, Bfichael, son of Andrew, an au 
thor of reputation, died in 1719. 

FELIX, governor of Judea,hi the reign of Nero. 

FELIX, bishop of UrgeUa, in Spain, depcsed 
for heretical opinions, died in exile in 815. 

FELIX, MinuUus, a father of the primitive 
church, who flourished in the 3d century, about 
the vear 500. He wrote a very elegant dialogue 
in defence of the Christian religion, entitled 
»*Octavius." 

FELIX I., pope after Dionysius, was put to 
death in 374, and canonized. 

FELIX n., was elected pope in 355, and af- 
terwards died in exile in 365. 

FELIX m., elevated to the papacy in the 
reign of Zeno, died in 493. 

FELIX IV., a pious and exemplary prelate, 
was choaenpope in 536, and died four years after. 

FELL, Dr. John, an eminently learned di- 
vine, and bishop of Oxford, born «t Longworth, 
in Berkshire, 1625, died 1686. 

FELL, John, an English dissenting minister, 
tutor of an academy at Homerton, died in 1797. 

FELLEft, Joachim Frederic, a learned Ger- 
man, secretary to the duke of Weimar, died in 
1736. 

FEULER. Francis Xavier, an ex-jesuit, of 
Brussels, author of Observations on Newton's 
Philoeo|uiy, and on Buffon*s works, with otliet 
writings ; he died in 1803. 

FELLTHAM, Owen, a miscellaneous writer, 
bom in Suffblk, who lived many years in the 
family of tlie eail of Thomohd, wrote a book of 
great merit, called " Resolves, Divine, Moral, 
and Political,** many editions of which have 
been published. Be died about 1678. 

FELTON, John, an Englishman, known only 
as the murderer of Villiers, duke of Bucking- 
ham, in IfiSS, fhr which lie was executed. His 
Dather and grandfluher had been executed be- 
fore him, as bigoted and seditious catholics. 

FELTON, Bfenry, principal of Edmund hall, 
Oxford, died in 17^. 

FENDALL, Josias, gdveroor and chief jus- 
tice of the province of Haryland, was succeeded 
in 1660 1^ Calvert He was afterwards banished 
from ttie province, for misdemeanors. 

FENELON, Francis de Salignac de la Motte, 
archbishop of Cambray,bora at the castle of 
Fenelon, in the province of Ferigord, 1651, died 
1715. He wrote many works; but what has 
gained him the greatest reputation, and foi 
which he will be immortal, is bis ^^Telemachus." 
No work ever had a greater reputation ; the 
style of it la lively, natural, and beautiful ; the 
ftcdons well contrived ; the moral sublime ; and 
(he political maxims tending all to the han^nesa 
of mankind. He published another considerable 
work, entitled, " A Demonstration of the Being 
of God, grounded on the knowledge of Nature, 
and suited to t)ie meanest capacity ;*' which is 



one of the best books that is written in Frendi, 
upon that subject. 

FENN, Sir John, a very learned antiquary, 
bom in Norwich, 1739, died Febraaiy, 1794, hav- 
teg greatly distinguished himself by his apphca- 
tion to the study of natural histoiy and antiqui- 
ties, which enabled him to collect and puulsh 
in 4 vols. 4to, a large collection of "Ori^nal 
Letters, written during the reigns ofHenry'VLT 
Edward IV., Richard lU., and Henry Vjl.," by 
such of the Paston family, and others, as were 
personally present in court and camp, and were, 
in those times, persons of great consequenee in 
the county of Norfolk. These letters contain 
many curious and aathentic state anecdotes, re- 
lating not only to Norfolk; but to the kingdom in 
general, and to the wars in France. 

FENNER, Arthur, governor of the state <tf 
Rhode-Island, died in 1805. 

FENTON, sir Geoffrey, an eminent writer 
and statesman during the reigns of BliEabeth 
and James I., was bom in Not^ghamshire, and 
died in 1608. He is known t^a translation 
from the Italian of *' The History of the Wars 
uf Italy, by Guiciardini. 

FENTON, ElUah, secretary to the eail of Or- 
rery, an elegant poet, and one of the worthiest 
and most modest men that ever adorned the 
court of Apollo. In 1717 he pttbUabed a volume 
of poems, and in 1733 introduced upon the stage 
his tragedy of '^Mariamne.** Fenton was much 
beloved by Mr. Pope, who, after bis deatb,(1730) 
honoured him with the following epitaph : 

" This modest stone, what few vain marUea eaa, 
" May truly say, Here lies an honest man : 
" A poet bless'd beyond a poet's fate, 
" Whom Heaven kept sacred from the proud 

«nd great : 
*' Foe to loud praise, and friend to learned eaaei 
" Content with science in the vale of peace, 
Cahnly he looked on either life, and here 
Saw nothing to regret, or there to fear : 
From Nature's teinperate feast rose satisfied, 
Thank*dheav*n that he had Hv*d, and that ha 
di6d." 

FERAJUOLI, Nuzio, an eminent ItaUaa 
landscape painter in the 17th century. 

FERDINAND I., emperor of Germany, was 
crowned king of Hungary, in 1537, elected king 
of the Romans, in 1531, and succeieded his bro- 
ther Charles V. as emperor, in 1558 ; he died in 
1564. 

FERDINAND n., king of Bohemia and Hun- 
gary, and emperor of Gwmany, in 1619 ; lAer 
subduing his revolted Bohemian subjeos, and 
waging successftfl war against Denmark, and 
other neighbouring powers, he died at Vi^ma, 
in 1637. 

FERDINAND HI., son of the preceding. wa« 
also kingof Bohemia, 4cc., and emperor or Ger- 
many. His plans of ambition and aggrandize- 
Aient were successfully opposed by the Swedes, 
under the duke of Weimar, and by the French, 
under the great Conde, until the peace of West- 
phalia, &c. ; the emperor died in 1657. 
' FERDINAND I., kina of CastUe and Leon, 
suraamed the Great, defeated the king of Leon, 
and usurped his throne ; he penetrated into the 
centre of Portugal, and afterwards defeated and 
kiUed his brother, the king of Navarre ; be died 
in 1065. 

FERDINAND H., king of Castile and Leon, 
and son of Alphonso VIII., died in 1187. 

FERDINAND IIL, St., obtained the throne 
of Castile on the abdication of his mother; and 
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that of Leon, on ttae deaib of hia father, AI- 
phODso IX., in 1230 ; be made war eucceasfuUy 
against tlie Moors, and died in 13S2. 

FERDINAND IV., lucceeded to tlratitrone of 
Castile at 10 years of age, and died suddenly in 
1312. 

FERDINAND V., sumamed the Catholic, 
united the kingdoms of Castile and Arra«>n, by 
his marriage with Isabella, of Castile. During 
their reign, the Moorish power in Spain was de- 
stroyed by Ferdinand, and a new world was 
added to their dominions, by the discoveries of 
Coiumbus ; be died in 1516. 

FERDINAND VI., sumamed the Wise, suc- 
ceeded his father, Philip V., in 1746. He was 
distinguished for his justice, prudence, and be- 
nevolence, and his reign was prosperous and 
popular ; he died in 1759. 

FERDINAND I., king of Naples and Sicily, 
although a patron of commerce and the arts, was 
unpoptilar for his cruelties ; he died in 1494. 

FERDINAND, king of Portugal, died in 1383, 
after a turbulent and unfortunate reign. 

FERDINAND I., grand duke of Tuscany, 
eminent Ibr the wisdom and energy of his go- 
vernment; he died in 1609. 

FERDINAND II., grand duke of Tuscany, 
after Coamo 11., was respected by all, for the de- 
cided and impartial neutrality he preserved dur- 
ing the wars between France and Spain; be died 
in 1668. 

FERDINAND, of Cordova, a Spaniard, of the 
25th century, so conspicuous for his learning, 
that he was considered by the vulgar as a magi- 
cian. 

FERDIN.\ND LOPEZ, a Portuguese, who, in 
the 16th century, visited the East Indies, and 
published a valuable account of bis voyage, tec. 

FERDINAND, Charles, a poet and philoso- 
pher, of Bruges, died at Paris, in 1494. 

FERDINAND, John, a Jesuit, of Toledo, 
known as a theol^ical writer, died in 1595. 

FERDINAND DE JESUS, an eloquent Car- 
melite monk, of Spain, in the .17th century. 

FERDIN ANDI, Epiphanius, an eminent phy- 
sician, died in 1638. 

FERDOUSI, Hassan Ben Scharf, the most 
selebratcd of all the Persian poets. His epic 

e>em, entitled " Scbanamek," that is, " The 
istory," contains the annals of the kings of 
Persia, and condists of 60,000 verses. Ferdousi 
composed this poem at the command of the sul- 
tan Mahmoud, and was emirfoyed upon it thirty 
years; after which receiving only 60,000 drach- 
mas of silver for his trouble, be quitted tne court 
of Mahmoud in disgust, and wrote satirical 
verses against iiiro. He died io lOSO. 

FERG, or FER6IRB, Francis Paul, an emi- 
nent landscape painter, bom at Vienna, died at 
London, in 1740. 

FERGUS I., king of Scotland, elected king 
for his services in repelling the Picts ; he was 
drowned m 404. 

FERGUSON, Robert, a non-conformist di- 
vine, and a teacher ; atterwards the associate 
of Monmouth, died in 1714. 

FERGUSON, William, a Scotch pahiter, died 
in 1600. 

FERGUSON, Dr. Adam, a natural and mo- 
ral philosopher, and political writer, bom in 
Scotland, in 1724. His principal writings were 
** An Essay on Civil Society;*' '* History of the 
Roman Republic ;^* " A Treatise on Moral and 
PoKtieal Science ;'* and " Institutes of Moral 
Philosophy.* * Dr. Ferguson held many years a 
frofesaorship in the university of Edinburgh, 
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which he resigned in favour of Mr. Dugald 
Stewart. He died in 1816. 

FERGUSON, James, an extraordinaiy phe- 
nomenon of theself-taught Icind, particularly in 
the astronomical branch of science, was bora 
in Bamflbhire, Scotland, in 1710. His parents 
b^ng in low circumstances, be was obliged to 
keep sheep tor four years ; but in this situation 
be learned to mark the position of the stars 
with a thread and bead. One Alexander Cant' 
ley, butler to Thomas Grant, esq., taught him 
decimal arithmetic, algebra, and the elements 
of geometry: after this he went into two very 
hard services. His ingenuity at length intro- 
duced him to Sir James Dupbar, when be team- 
ed to draw, and began to take portraits. At 30 
years of age, lie invented his Astronomical Ro- 
tula, a machine for showing the new moons and 
eclipses. About 1744 he went to London , and, 
by his delineation of the complex line of the 
moon's motion, procured the honour of being 
elected fellow of the royal society, without pay- 
ing for admission. His dissertations and inven- 
tions in mechanics, and other branches of the 
mathematics, introduced him to the flavour of 
king George III., who confierred an annual pen- 
sion of 501. upon liim. He died November 16, 
1776. 

FERGUSSON, Robert, a very ingenious, 
though unfortunate, Scotch poet, bora at Edin- 
burgh, in 1750, died Oct 16, 1774. He waspoft- 
sessed of the brightest genius, and the best heart; 
but his social qualifications were so fascinating, 
that they led him into a course of dissipation 
and impradcnce, which too often is the rohi of 
men of gentns. Bums (bis brother poet, and 
enthusiastic admirer) erected a neat monument 
to his memory in the Canongate church- yard- 

FERMAT. Peter, a native of Toulouse, was | 
distinguished as an able lawyer, and on eminent 
mathematician and philosopher ; the associate 
of Descartes and Huygens ; he died in 1664. 

FERMOR, WiUiam count Von, an officer in 
the Russian service, distinguished for hi? ^' 
tories over the Turks and Prussians, and parti- 
cularly over the king of Prussia, and for the 
capture of B^lin ; he died in 1771. 

FERNANDEZ, Anthony, auperfor of Uie 
Portuguese Jesuit missionarl^ in India, wi 
author of commentaries on parts of the Old 
Testament ; he died in 1038. 

FERNANDEZ, Benedict, a Portuguese jewit. 
and also a writer of commentaries on Scripture, 
died in 1630. 

FERNANDEZ, Alpbonso. a Spanish Domi- 
nican, and writer, died in 1^. 

FERNEL, John Francis, physician to Henry 
n. of France, was distinguished for bit indefau- 
gable attention to his stumea, for bis attaimDeon 
m philosophy and medicine, and fiw his attach- 
ment to private life ; he died in 1550. 

FERNOUILLOT DB FALBAIRE, ChKi» 
George, a French author ; he died in 1801. ^ 

FERRACINO, Bartolomoo, a setfltnght and 
ingenious mechanic, bom at Hassan, in Padoa, 
died in 1764. . 

FERRAND, James, a Fr«nch physldtn, aod 
author of a treatise, "DeIaMaIftdied*Amotti, 
printed at Paris, in 1023 ; and publltlMd ia m- 
glish,in 1640. 

FERRAND, Lewie, a French lawyer, jnd 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, died to IHW. 

FERRAND, Anthony, a counsellor of jj*"'' 
author of madrigals, songs, dec., died hi ITIV- 

FERRAND, James Philip, a French painter, 
in enamel, died In I73t 
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FERRANDUS, Fulgentius, a deacon of Car- 
thage, died before 551. 

F%RR AR, Robert, bishop of St. Davids, was 
barnt as a heretic, in the reigii of Marv, in 1555. 

FERRAR, Nicholas, a native of London, 
wna secretary to the Virgmia company, and 
aAerwardB a member of parliament ; he died 
io 1637. 

FERRARI, Lewis, of Milan, professor of ma- 
thematics at Bologna, inhere he died in 1565. 

FERRARI, Antony Mary Zacliary Bartho- 
lomew, founder of the order of the Barnabites 
at Milan, died in 1544. 

FERRARI, Octavian, an Italian author, bom 
at Milan, 1518, died in 1586. Though excellently 
skilled iu polite literature, yet he was princi- 
pally famous for philosophy, being este^ed a 
second Aristotle. 

FEIRRARI, Francisco Bernardino, of the 
same family with the former, bora at Milan. 
1577, died 1669. He was an able divine and 
sacred historian, and of no mean talents as an 
antiquary. 

FERRARI, Octavio, historiographer of Milan, 
of the same family with the former, born in 
1607, died in 1683. He was remarltable for the 
sweetness, sincerity, and affabilitv of his temper ; 
and had so happy a way of conciliating persons 
exasperated agahist each other, that he acquired 
the title of ** The Reconciler.** 

FSERARI. John Baptist, a Jesuit, author of 
a Syriac Dictionary, &c ; he died in 1655; 

FERRARI, Giovanni Andrea, a painter ot 
Genoa, died in 1660. ^ 

FERRARIENSIS, a general of the Domini- 
caoa, and a writer on phuosophy, died in 1528. 

FERRARS. George, a distinguished advocate, 
a member of parliament, and a fkvourite of 
Henry VIII., and of his successor. He wrote 
the History of Queen Mary, the Tragedy of 
RiclMrd II., and other works, and died in 1579. 

PERSARS, Edward, a poet and favourite of 
Heory Vm., died in 1564. 

FERRARS, Henry, of the same family as the 
proceding, is known as having made large and 
I valoahle collections for a history of his native 

country ; he died in 1633. 
' FERRAUD, N., a deputy to the national 
conveotiOB of France, distinguished for his ha- 
tr^ of monarchy, was shot at Paris, in 1795, 
duriiw an attack on the convention. 

FERREAS, Don Jobn of, bora at Raba- 
nesza, in Spain, in 1653, died in 1735. He was 
author of a Spanish Dictionary, and of several 
works ill TheoloOi Philosophy, and History ; 
the moet considerSue of wliich was a *' General 

PERRBOCAntony, a French anatomist, and 
lectureron Materia Medicaj he died in 1768. 

FERRBTI, or FERRETUS, a poet and histo- 
rian, of Vicenxa. who contributed to the revival 
of learning in Europe, in tlie 14th century. 

FERRETL Emilio, an Italian lawyer, secre- 
tary to pope Leo X., died at Avignon, in 1S5S. 

PEREETIT, Giovanni Batista, a BenedicUne 
monk, of Vicenza ; the time of Iiis death is un 
known. 

F£RRI,Paul, a learaed, popular, and elo- 
^nenUlivine, of Metz. died in 1669. 

PERRI,CSro, a celebrated historic painter, 
korn at Rome, im 1634, died 1689. He was a faith- 
fal imitator of Peter de Cortona, under whom h«[ 
kud been bred ; and to whom he came so near 
bi hie ideas, feda invention, and his manner of 
pinting, that his ceilings, particularly, are often 
Histaltfui for Cortona*s.

FERRIAR, John, M. D., an estunable writer 
on medicine, the Relies lettres, and archaioloii^, 
died at Manchester, in 1815. He published " U- 
lustrations of Sterae," in which he detected 
the source from which Steroe had evidently bor- 
rowed many of the ideas dispersed through hie 
eccentric performances. 

FERRIER, Jeremy, professor of divhiity at 
Nismes, and secretary to the king of France, in 
1696, the year of his death. 

FERRIER, Arnauld de, an eminent lawyer, 
and called the Cato of France, was bora at Tou- 
louse, in 1501), died 1585. 

FERRIER, Lewis, a poet and dramatic writer, 
bora at Avignon, died in 1721. 

FERRIER, John, a Jesuit, and confessor to 
the French kina, died in 1674. 

FERRIERBS, Claude de, adoctorof civU law 
at Paris, and author of several valuable books 
on that subject, died in 1715. 

PERRON, Araauld du, a lawyer of Bour- 
deaux, author of an elegant Latin liistory of 
France, to the reign of Francis I., in continua- 
^on of that of .£milius ; he died in 1563. 

FERTE, Henry de Senecterrc Marechal de, a 
celebrated French general in the reigns of Louis 
XUI. and his successor ; he died in 1681. 

FERUS, John, superior of the gray friars at 
Mentz, known as a popular preacher, and as a 
commentator on theBilJle ; he died in 1654. 

FESTUS, Porcius, a proconsul of Judea, by 
whom the apostle Paul was sent to Rome. 

FESTUS, Pompeius, a celebrated grammarian 
ot antiquity, who abridged a work of " Verrius 
Flaccus de Significatione Verboram.** 

FETTI. Dominico, an eminent painter, bom 
at Rome, in 1589, died 1634. From the paintings 
of Julio Romano he took his colouring, the bold- 
ness of his characters, and a beautiful manner of 
thinking ; he was very delicate in his thoughts ; 
had a grandeur of expression, and a mellowness 
of pencil, that pleased the connoisseurs. His 
pictures arc scarce, and much sought after. 

FEULLEE, Lewis, botanist to Lewis XIV. 
of France, born at Provence, in 1660, died 1733. 
There is of his a " Journal des Observations 
Physiques, Mathematiques, et Botaniques,** 
made upon the coasts of South America and 
New Spain, which is said to be very exact and 
curious, thoiuh written inel^antly. 

FBUaUIERES, Anthony de Pas, marquis 
of, distinguished as an officer, and made a mar- 
shal for hhi services in Germany; he died fat 
1711. 

FEURBORN, Justus, rector of the university 
of Giessen, and author of several theological 
works in Lathi, died hi 1656. 

FEUSTKING, John Heniy, professor and 
doctor of divinity in the university at Wittem- 
berg, confewor to the duke of Saxony, and coun- 
sellor to tlie duke of Saxe Gntba, died in 1713> 

PEVARDENTIU8,or FEWARDENT.Pran- 
ci8,a Franciscan friar, known for hb bigoted 
hostility to the protestants ; he died in 1641. 

PEVRE, Claude, a French painter, died io 
London, in 1675. 

PEVRE, Guy le, sienr de la Boderie, a poet 
of Lower Normandy, eminent for his knowledge 
of oriental literature, died in ISOB. 

PEVRE, Anthony le, brother of Guy, was in 
the service of Henry IV. of France, and his am- 
bassador to England, &c. ; he died in 1615. 

PEVRE, Nicholas le. a French Jesuit, author 
k>f a treatise on trae religion, died in 1755. 

PEVRE, James le, a learaed Frenchman, the 
friend aud rorrefpoxuteotof Erasmus, published 
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m traiulation of the New TeMament with com-Rtion at the Temple, was called to the bar^ and 
bemari^i ; he died in 1537, aged 97. made no inconsiderable figure in Wesimuister- 



FEVRE, Nicholas le, born at Paris, was dis- 
tinguished as a prot'ouTid scholar, well acquaint- 
ed with the uivU law, belles-lettres, and mathe- 
matics. He was preceptor to the duke of Conde, 
«nd afterwards of Lewis XIII. ; he died in 1611 

FEVRE, Tanaquii, or Tannequi, a learned 
man, professor in the university at Baumur ; he 
died in 1672. 

FEVRE, Roland le, an eminent painter, born 
mt Anlou, died at London, in 1677. 

FEvRET, Charles, an eminent French civi- 
lian, bom in 1583, died 1661. Several authors 
have mentioned him and his works in a very 
honourable manner. 

FEVRET JDE FONTETTE, Charlea Marie, 
an eminent French lawyer, and a member of the 
academy of belles-lettres, died in 1772. 

FEYDBAU, Matthew, a doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, and a theological writer, died in 1694. 

FiASELLA, Dominico, an Italian and histo- 
rical painter, died in 1669. 

FICHARD, John, a lawyer, of Frankforf, 
author of ^' Lives of Illustrious monks," died 
in 1581. 

FICINUS, Marsilius. a learned Italian, who, 
under the patronage of Lorenzo and Cosmo de 
Medicis, became a distinguished philosopher, 
physician, and divine, and an able write 



I writer on 
iiumerouB subjects ; he died in 1499. 

FICORONl, Francesco, a Roman medalist, 
and, a writer on medals, and antiquities, died 
in 1747. 

FIDANZA, Johannes, a philosopher, poet, 
and theologist, of Tuscany, styled, on account 
of his great learning, the seraphic doctor; he 
died in 1274. 

FIODES, Or. Richard, an English divine, 
and ingenious biographical and theoligical wri- 
ter, born in 1671, died in 1725. His chief work 
is, " The Life of Cardinal Wolsey. 

FIELD, Richard, an English divine, eminent 
for bis learning, benevolence and piety, chaplain 
to queen Elizabeth, canon of Windsor, and 
dean of Gloucester ; he died in 1616. 

FIELDING, Henry, sou of general Fielding, 
was born in 1707, and received the first rudi- 
ments of his education at home, under the care 
of the Rev. Mr. Oliver ; be was removed to Eton- 
school ; from whence, at about Id years of age, he 
went to Leyden, where he studied under the 
most celebrated civilians for two years ; at the 
expiration of which time he returned to London ; 
and in 1727 commenced writer for the stage. 
Between this time and 1743, he wrote 26 dra- 
matic pieces. About six or seven years after 
Mr. Fielding^s commencing a writer for the 
stage, he married Miss Craddock, a young lady 
fVom Salisbury, possessed of beauty, and a for- 
tune of about iSWl. ; and near the same time 
his mother .dying, an estate of somewhat better 
than 200Z. per annum, came into his possession. 
This fortune, had it been conducted with pru- 
dence and economy, might have secured to him 
a state of independence for life, and, with the 
helps it might have derived from the produc- 
tions of a genius unincumbered with anxieties 
and perplexity, might have even aflforded him 
an sjUaent income; but, fond of fignre and 
magnificence, he threw wide open the gates of 
hospitality, and suffered bis whole patrimony to 
be wasted. In short, in less than three years, 
be reduced tiimaelfto the unpleasant situation 
of having no fortune. Not discouraged, how 
ever, he betook himself closely to the study oft 
the law, and, af^r the customary time of proba- 
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ball. He began Soon after to be molested witb 
such violent attacks from the goui, as rendered 
It impossible for him to be so constant at the bar 
as the laboriousness of his profession required i 
and a proof of the great force and vigour of 
his mind is, his pursuing so arduous a stody 
under the exigencies of family disttcss, with a 
wife and children, whom he tenderly loved, 
looking up to him ior sustenance ; with a body 
lorn by the acuteet pains, and a mind distracted 
by a thousand avocations ; yet obliged, for un- 
mediate supply, to produce almost extempore, a 
play, a farce, a pamphlet, or a newspaper. A 
larue number of fugitive poUtical tracts, woica 
had tJifeir value when the incidents were actually 
passing on the great 'scene of business, can^ 
from his pen. At this time too he produced ma 
" Joseph Andrews," which is too well known 
and too justly admired to leave us any room to 
expatiate on its merits. About 1745, Mr. F. 
accepted of the ofllce of an acting magistrate la 
the commission of the peace for the county of 
MiddlosiiX, in which station he oohthiued ml 
pretty near the time of his death. Tet, amidst 
all the laborious duties of his office, be found 
leisure to amuse himself, and afterwards tbe 
world, with " The History of Tom Jones," and 
"Amelia." At length, however, his whole 
frame of body was so entirely shattered by con- 
tinual inroads of complicated disorders, and tbe 
incessant fatigue of business in bis office, tbat, 
by the advice of his physicians, he set out for 
Lisbon. Even in this mstressful condition, nu 
imagination still continued making the stronge^ 
efforts to display itself; and the last gleam of 
his wit and humour faintly sparkled in tbe 
" Journal" he left behind him of his " Voy«e' 
to that place, which was published hi 1755, at 
London. In about two months after bis arrlTSl 
at Lisbon, in 1754, he died, in his 48th year. 

FIELDING, Sarah, sister of Henry, autboi 
of " David Simple," a novel of considerable 
merit,bom in 1714, died in 1768. 

FIELDING, Sir John, half-brother to Henry, 
an excelleiu magistrate, and author of many 
useful regulations in the police of London and 
Westminster, died in 1780. 

FIENNES, W^illiam, lord Say and Sete, al- 
though raised to the peerage by James InJ'^ 
a rebel against his son, an active member of the 
long parUament, and one of Cromwdl's adbor- 
ents. He was afterwardachambeilain, and lord 
privy seal to Charles 11. ; he died in 1663. 

FIENNES, Nathanael. second son of the p«- 
ceding, was, like his father, an enemy to tbe 
church and king, a friend of CromweB, «nd one 
of his peers ; he died in 1669. . 

FIEiNUS, Thomas, a very ing«>i«««,Srl 
learned physician, born at ^twerp, in Wo,\ 
died in 1631. He composed several works, M>o^ 
which were, " De Veribus Imaginatlonis.*^ 

FIESCHO, John Lewis, a noble GenoeteJ 
who conspired to deliver Andrew Doria and dm 
fleet to the French, and was drowned in tM 
attempt, to 1547. I 

FI6IN0, Ambrozio, a painter, bom at MUao, 
died In 1590. 

FIG&ELIUS, Edmundos, a learned Swede, 
and nrofessor at Upsal, died to 1676. „ I 

FILANGERI, Gaetano, a genUemao of Na^ 
pies, employed about the court, who wrote fl| 
popular work on legislation ; h^ died In HoJ. 

FILELPO, Francis. See PHILELf HUS. 

FILESAC. John, dean of the SKiUty of the< 
ology, at Pans, died to 16361 
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PILICAJA, Vincemio dt, an elegant poet, of 
FloreQce, aad a ^senator of that city, died lu 1707. 
FIL.MBR, Sir Eobertj auUior ot aoine publi- 
cations CO tbe nature of aoionarcliiai govern- 
ment, was bom in Kent toward tbe end of tbe 
t6cb centary, and died in 1647. 

FINiEUS, Orontiufl, a celebrated astronomer, 
and profeeeor of matbematica m tbe Royal Col- 
iCTB at Paris, born at Briancon, in 1494, died 
1555. He was one of ttioae wiio vainly boasted 
of bavinf found out tbe quadrature itf the circle. 
FINCH, Heneage, earl of Nottingbam, lord 
bigb ebancellor of Ik^and, born in 1631, died 
I in 1683. Tbough be lived in very troubfesome 
times, yet be retained tbe good opinion of both 
mince and peoirie. He was distinguished by 
bia wisdom and eloqueoce ; and was such an 
excellent orator, tbat some have sQrled him the 
EiigHsli Cicero. He left behind him, written 
with bis own band, " Chancery Reports,*' MS. 
in folio. 

FINCH, Daniel, earl of Nottingham, son of 

the preceding, vras secretary under William 

I and bis successor, and president of the council, 

' at the accession of George I. ; he died in 1730. 

FINCH, Bdward, brother of Sir Heneaj|;e, was 

vicar of Christ-church, London, from which he 

'was expdled for preadiing in a surplice, and 

asaocteting with women ; he died in 164*3. 

FINCH, Thomas, physician to the duke of 
Sleswidu and successively professor of mathe- 
matics, of eioqueoee, moA of medicitte, at Copen- 
hagen; be died in 1656. 

FINET, Sir John, bom in 1571, was bred up 
in tbe cowt, iiiriiere, by his wit, mirtb, and un- 
common ml in composing soi^s, he pleased 
James L very ssoeb. In 16S6, being then in 
good esteem with Charles I. be was made master 
of the coemonies, aud died in 1641. 
FTN6AL, a Caledonian chief, died in 333. 
FINK£NSTE1N, Count, an eminent Prussian 

I statesman, bora in 1713, beld the important sta- 
tion of cabinet minister at the court of Berlin] 
moretban 50 years, and 4ied in 1800. 
TINliET, Samuel, D D., a native of Ireland, 
i and president of New-Jersey College ; he was, 
I much diMingttished for his piety ; published 
I many sermons, and died in 1766. 

FINUSY, Robert, D. D., an eminent presby- 
terian de^nnan of New-Jersey, was elected 
president of tbe univern^ of Athens,- Geoi^ia, 
in ISlTTand died soon after be bad entered on| 
the duties of that office. 

FUtBNZUOLA, Angelo, an Italian poet, 
bora at Fk^nce, and patronised by pope Cle- 
loent VII. His eomedieih prose, and poetical 
works, were published in 3 vols. ; be died in 
1545. 
I PIRMtClUS MATERNUS, Julius, an ancient 
Christian writer of the 4tb century. His trea- 
tise " Of the Errors of tbe Profane Religion^*' 
shows great learning, and great zeal for Chris^ 
tianity. 

FIRMILIAN, bishop of Ctesarea, in Cappa- 
docia, died in 369. 

FIRMIN, Thomas, a citizen of London, roe- 
mcH^le for his public benedictions and chari- 
ties, bom in 1632, xlied in 1697. In good works 
he was indefatigaUy industrious, antf Moeeess-I 
fiiUy provoked many others thereto, beoominfl 



fihans. The refugees from France, and from 
reland, partook larjrely the eflfocts of bis chari- 
ty, pains, and earnest solicitations for them ; in 
short, his charities were unequalled at tbe time 
when be lived. 
FIRMIN, Giles, a physician, of New-England, 
in its early settlement, and afterwards a clergy.- 
man in Great Briutn, author of tbe " Real 
Christian.*' died in 1697. 

FIRONZABADI, sumamed Sbarad, a Per- 
sian writer on tbe Mahomedan law, in the 11th 
century. Another of that name wrote an Ara- 
bic Dictionary, and died in 1414. 

FISCHER,. John Christian, a veiy eminent 
performer on, and composer for, tbe bautbois, 
was bora at rriboufg, but was long settled in 
England, where he was appointed one of the 
queen^s chamber musicians. This admirable 
musician was seized with an apoplectic fit, 
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29, 1800, and died in about an hour. 



'ISH, Simon, an English lawyer, author of 
" Tbe Supplication of Beggars,'^ a violent sa- 
tire on bishops and cleigy. which gained him 
the favour of Henry Vm.; be died of tbe plague 
in 1571. 

FISHER, John, bishop of Rochester, and 
martyr to popery, bora in 1450, was beheaded 
for denying the king's supremacy, in 1535. Dur- 
ing his confinement, the poor old bishop was 
but hardly used, and scarcely allowed neces- 
saries. He continued above a year in tbe tower, 
and might have continued there till released by 
a natural death, if an unseasonable honour paid 
him bv pope Paul IH. had not hastened his de- 
stniction ; this was, the creating him, in May, 
1535, cardinal, by the title of cardinal priest of 
St. Vitalis. When tbe king beard of it, he said, 
in a great passion, " Well, let the pope send 
bte a hat when be will ; Mother of God, be 
shall wear it on bis shoulders then, for I will 
leave him never a head to set it on." Erasmus 
represents him as a man of integrity, deep learn- 
ing, sweetness of temper, and greatness of sonl. 

FISHER, Mary, an eathusiastic quakeress, 
of the 17th century, who went to Constantino- 
ple to convert the grand seignior. Mahomet, t^- 
ter bearing her patiently, sent her back to her 
own country in safety. 

FISHER, Alexander M., professor of mathe- 
matics and natural philosophy, in Yale College, 
Connecticut, was lost with the packet Albion, 
on the coast of Ireland, in ISSS, wbfleon a voy- 
age to Europe for the advancement of his pro- 
fessional knowledge. Talents of the highest 
order, united witli an entire and intense devo- 
tion to the pursuit of philoBophical and scienti- 
fic subjects, had excited great expectations of his 
future usefulness, and eminence, and tbe news 
of his death was heard with tbe deepest regret 
wherever he was known. 

FISKE, John, first minister of Wenbam and 
Chelmsford, Mass., died in 1677. 

PISKE, Nathan^ D. D., minister of Brook- 
field, Mass., distinguished for bis industry and 
perseverance In tbe great duties of his office ;

FITZHERBERT, Sir Anthony, a very learn- 
ed judge, of the cononon pleas, in the reign of 
Henry VIII. He was bom'at Norbury, in Der- 
byshire, died in 1538, and left behind him many 
valuable worlcs, of which the chief are, " The 
Grand Abridgment collected l^ that most reve- 
rend Jud^, Bf r. Anthony Fitzherbert, lately con- 
ferred with his own manuscript, corrected by 
himself, toeether with the references of the ca- 
ses to the books by which they may be easily 
found; an fanprovement never before made ;** 
and ** The New NaturaBrevium,'* always held 
in very high esteem. 

FITZHERBERT, Thomas, grandson to Sir 
Anthony, a zealous catholic, voluntarily iled to 
France, and afterwards to Rome, where be pre- 
sided over the English college, and died in 1640, 
in the SBth year of his age. His writings were 
controversial, and on theology. 

FITZHERBERT, Nicholas, also ezUed him- 
self, and went to Rome, on account of his reli- 
gious principles, where no wrote several books, 
and was drowned in 1615^ 

FITZJAMES, James, duke of Berwick, na- 
tural son of James II., was distinguished for bis 
bravery as an officer, and Ills successes as a ge- 
neral, for which he was made a marshal of 
France. He was killed at the bead of the French 
army in Germany, in 1734. 

FITZ-STEPHEN, WiUiam, a monk, of Can- 
terbury, who w^s present at the murder of 
Beckct, of whiro he wrote an account, includ- 
ing a curious description of London ; he died 
in 1191. 

FIXMILLNER, Placidus, an Austrian, eccle 
siastical professor at Krenismunster, and a wri- 
ter on astronomy and the canon law ; be died 
in 1791. 

FIZES, Anthony, an eminent physician, of 
Montpellier, whose works on medical subjects 
are much esteemed ; he died In 1765. 

FLACCOUR, F, de, director general of the 
French East Indis company, and at the head of 
a colony in Madagascar, in 1648, an account of 
which he published. 

FL ACCU8, Caius Valerius, an ancient Latin 
poet, of whom remain but very imperfect ac- 
counts He lived, however, in the time of the 
emperor Vespasian, to whom he addressed a 
poem on the Argonautic expedition ; of which 
he lived to compose no more than seven books, 
and part of an eighth. In this poem he imita- 
ted Virgil, and often in the most nappy manner. 

PLACIU8, Matthias. See FRANCOWITZ. 

FLAMEEL, Bertholet, a historical painter, 
of Liege, whose ^eces are to be found in the 
churches of that city, and of Paris ; he died in 
1675. 

FLABIEL, Nicolaf, a notary of Paris, who 
suddenly rose from poverty to rpulenee, proba- 
bly by commercial speculations. His wealth 
gave rise to a report that he bad discovered the 
philosopher's stone. Ke was living in 1399. 

PLAMINIO, Giovani Antonio, an orator,

FLANDRIN, Peter, of Lyons, celebrated for 
his knowledge of the veterinary art, and of com- 
parative anatomy; he wrote a treatise (mtbe 
management of cattle and other worlu, sod 
died^in 1796. 

FLA8SANS, Taraudet de, a Provencal poet 
of the 14th century, bom at Flassans. 

FLATMAN, Thomas, an English wit and 
poet, bora in London, in 1633, died in 1688. It 
is remarked, that Flatman in hie younger days, 
had a dislike to marriage, and ntade a song de- 
scribing the incumbrances of it, with this be- 
ginning: 

" Like a dog with a bottle tied close to bis ttil, 
" Like a toadin a bog, or a thief in a jail," Ate 
but being afterwards smitten with a fafar viigii), 
and with her fortune, be eepoused her, in 1678;

FLECKNOE, Richard, an English poet and 
dramatic writer, in the reign of Charies u., re* { 
membered only as giving a name to dy"^P!

he died in 1610. 

FLETCHER, Pbinehas, called the " Spenser 
of the age,** was born about 1582, and died in 
1630. His most famous composition called " The 
Purple Island,** is an allegorical description of 
man His works were printed at Cambridge, iu 
1633, and in 1773 his *' Eclc^ues** were reprint- 
ed at Edinburgh, with an Introduction and argu- 
ment to each eclogue, and notes by an anony- 
mous editor. 

FLETCHER, GUfis, brother of the foregoing, 
and author of a rich and picturesque poem, 
called '* Cbrist*s Victorie,** was beneficed at Al- 
derton, in Saffblk, where he died in 16S3. 

FLETCHER, John, an English dramatic 
writer, bom in 1576. was tbe son of Dr. Richard 
Fletcher, bishop of London. He v/rote plays 
jointly with Beaumont, though it is not known 
what share each bore in forming the plots, wri- 
ting the scenes, itc. ; but the general opinion is, 
that Eeana>ont*s judgment was usually employ- 
ed in correcting and retrenching the superfluities 
of Fletcher's wit He died of the plague, at 
'London, in 1625. 

FLETCHER, Abraham, a self-taught mathe- 
matician and astrologer, died in 1793. 

FLETCHER, Benjamin, governor of the co- 
lony of New-Tork. known only for his passion- 
ate disposition, and his avaricious propensities, 
which rendered him extremely unpopular. , 

FLEURIEU,Charle» Peter Clarel de,a French

FLEURY, Julian, the learned editor of the 
DeTphin Apnieius. 

FXtNDERS, Matthew, m distinguished Eng-

>^ joj j sent out as commander of a vcssei: for

FUNK, Godfrey, a Dutch painter, pupil of 
Rembrandt, died in 1660.

FLIP ART, John James, a French engraver, 
of great merit, died in 1783. 

FLOCaUET, Stephen Joseph, an eminent 
musician, died at ParWin 1785. 

FLODOARD, or FRDDOARD, a French his- 
torian, and an ecclesiastic, of Rheims, who 
wrote a history of his church firom its founda- 
jtion to 949*: he died in 966. 

FLOGEL, Charles Frederic, professor of phi- 
llosophy in the college of noblemen, at Leignitz, 
jauthor of a history of the human underatand- 

n, and several other works ; he died in 17^ 
FLOOD, Henry, a very celebrated senator, 
formeriy of Ireland, but latterly of England, 
bom in 1733. For many years a most distin- 
guished member of the house of commons, his 
every effort was invariably directed to imwove 
the political constitution, to increase the Inter- 
nal resources, and to promote the general pros- 
peritv of Ireland. As an orator, he made De- 
mosthenes his model, and emulated hts strength 
and vehemence, without aiming at tlie diffusion 
or brilliancy of Cicero ; and, as a writer, enersy, 
force, and argument, more distinguished bis 
productions, than an elaborate structure of 
words, or accurately polished senteiM^es. He 
died in 1791. 

FLORBNTINO, Stephano, a historical pain- 
ter, of Floronce, died in 1350. 

FLORIAN, John Peter Claris de, a very po- 
pular French writer, bom in 1755. v<ritaire, to 
whom he was near akin, procured him the place 
of page to the due de Penthievre, who soon gave 
him a commission in the army ; but, on observ- 
ing the success of his first literary production^ 
" Galathee,'* which appeared in 1762, the duke 
determined that he should confine hbnself to li- 
terature, aqd furnished him with a library. His 
dramas, pastorais, and novels, have placed him 
in the finrt rank of popularity as a sentimental 
writer. His " NumaPompilias,** and " Fables," 
are also much adnrired. He died in 1794. 

PLORIMONU DE REMOND, counsellor of 
the parliameiit^bf Bourdcaux, known as an op^ 
poster of Calvinists, died in 1C02. 

FLORIO, John, born in Loudon, in the reign 
of Henry Vllf., died of the plague in 1635. He 
was the author of several works, viz. " First 
Fruits, which yield familiar Speech, merry Pro- 
verbs, witty Sentences, and golden Sayings;** 
'• Dictionary, Italian and English ;** which was 
afterwards published, in 1611, under this title, 
* aueen Anna's New World of Words,** Ate. 

FLOIUS, Francis, a sculptor, and celebrated 
painter, of Antwerp, died in 1570. 

FLORUS, Lucius Annieus, an ancient Latin 
historian, of the same family with Seneca and 
Lucan, flourished In the reigns of Trajan and 
Adrian, and wrote an abrid^ent of the Roman 
history In four books. 

FLORUS, sumamed Master, a deacon of 
Lyons, in the 9th century, author of a commen- 
tary on St. Paul, &c. 

FLOYER, Sir John, a reftpectable English 
physician and medical writer, died in 17S0. 

FLOYD, William, a member of congress, be- 
fore aj)d aflerlhe adoption of the federal ooa- 
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Btittttion, and a siener of the declarmtton of in- 
dependeiiee ; be died in 1881. 

FLUDD, Robert, an Englisb physician and 
phUoeopber, and « volaminoua writer on the 
wondera of alchjrmy, and the Rodcrudan doc- 
trinee, early in tbe 17th century. 

FLYNT, Henry, one of the lint ministers of 
Braintree, was a man of piety and integrity ; he 
died in 1066. 

FLYNT, Heniy, tutor and fellow of Harvard 
college, a natire of Dorchester, Mass., and a 
preacher, distinguisbed for his solid talents ; he 

rablislied a number of sermons, and died in 

TflO. 

FOES, or FOESIUS, Anutioi, a very celebrat- 
ed physician, of Paris, bom at Metz, in 1598, and 
died in 1506. He translated bito Latin the whole 
woito of Hippocrates, and judiciously corrected 
the Greek text as be went along. He translated 
also the cinsmentaries of Galen, upon the se- 
cond book of Hippocrates, " Concerning vulgar 
Maladies.** 

FOGLIETA, or FOLIETA, Uberto, a teamed 
Genoese priest, died at Rome, in 1581. 

FOHI. the first king of Chhia, who is said 
to have rounded this empire about 800 years af- 
ter the deluge. He was tbe first who taught tbe 
Chinese the advantages of civil society, invented 
instruments of music, established laws and or- 
dinances, and is said to have reigned no less 
than 115 jrears. 

FOINARD, Frederic Maurice, a native of 
Normandy, eminent as a Hebrew scholar, was 
vice-nrestdent of tbe college of du Plessis, and 
died in 1743. 

FOIX, Mark Aaithony, a Jesuit, eminent as a 
preacher, died at Auvergne, in 16JB7. 

FOIX, Odel de, lord of Lautrec, an eminent 
French general under Lewis XU. and Fjancis J., 
and governor of Milan : he died inlSS^. 

FOL ARD,Charles, a Frenchman, bora in 1609, 
died 1753. He was autlior of several works, the 
principal of which are, ** Commentarira upon 
Potybius,** and " A Treatise concerning the De- 
fence of Places/* fcc 

FOLBNGO,TlieopbiIus, a nobleman, of Man- 
tua, was for some time a soldier, and afterwards 
became a Benedictine. He died in 1544. His 
writiop are numerous, both in prose and poe- 
try. 

FOLENGO, John Baptist, a Benedictine 
writer, of Mantua, died in 1559. 

FOLKES,Martin, an EngliHh antiqnarian, ma- 
thematician, and philosophffr, and president of 
tbe royal society of London, bom in 1690, died 
1754.

FORBIN, Claude chevaKer de, a naval officer 
of France. In 1666, chief admiral to the kipg 
of Siam, in the East-Indies, and afterwards in 
tjie service of Lewis XIV. : be died in 1738. 

F0RBI8HER. See FROBISHER. 

FORBONNAIS, Francis Veron de, inspector 
general of the manufactures of France, and a 
writer on finance and commerce, died in 1800. 

FORCE, Chariotte Rose de Caumont dt> la, a 
French poetess of considerable meiit, died in 
1724. 

FORCE, James duke de la, fortunately escaped

FORDYCE, David, a learned and elegant 
writer of tbe present age, professor of philoso- 
phy in the Marischal-college, Aberdeen, and 
author of " Dialogues concerning Education," 
a ♦* Treatise on Moral Philosophy," and " Theo- 
doras, a Dialogue concerning the Art of Preach- 
ing," published after his untimely death. He 
was bom at Aberdeen, in 1720, and died by 
shipwreck, in 1751. 

FORDYCE, Sir WUliam, one of the most 
eminent physicians of London, in the 18th cen- 
tury, and a very benevolent man, died in 1792. 

FORDYCE, Dr. James, many yejws a very 
popular and eloquent preacher among the pro- 
testant dissenters, bom at Aberdeen, in 1720, 
died in 1796, leaving behind him some excellent 
moral and religious publications; particularly, 
'■^ Sermons to Young Men and Women." 

FORDYCE, Dr. George, an eminent physi> 
cian and writer on jnedicine and chymistry, was 
bom at Aberdeen, In 1736, and died in Loudon, 
in 1802. His principal works are, " Elements 
of Agriculture and Vegetation," " Elements of 
the Practice of Physic," and »' A Treatise on 
the Digestion of Food." Other works of his, 
are to ne found in the Pbiloeophical Transac- 
tions, dec. 

FOREIRO, Francis, a Dominican monk, of 
Lisbon, eminent for his abilities and learning, 
died in 1581. 

FOREST, or FORESTA, James PhiUp, an 
Aueustine monk, bom at Bergamo, died about 

FOREST, Peter, a Dutch physician and mo- 
dical writer, born 1522, died 1597. 

FOREST, John, an eminent French painter, 
who wcelled in landscapes, boi% 1636, died 1712, 

PORMEY, John Henry Samuel, minister of 
the French church at Berlin, and professor of 
philosophy in the French college there ; he died 
in 1797. 

FORMOSUS, Usbop of Porto, and pope tfter 
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Stepben V., in 891. Uis luipopubu-ity wss socIj, 
that hlf body was dragged nom bis grave by 
the populace, and thrown into the Tyber. 

FORSKAL, Peter, a naturalist of Sweden, 
who studied tinder Ltnncus, and afterwards 
went with Neibohr to Arabia, where be died in 
1763. 

FOR8TER. John, a protectant Hebraist, of 
Wittemberf , the friend of Lather and Blelanc- 
tbon, died in 1556. 

FOItSTER, George, an bigenlotis naturalist, 
who accompanied Coolc in bis second voyage 
round the world ; be was afterwards professor 
in tl>e university of Caasei, and died in 1792 
while preparing to visit Thil>et. He was the au 
if ajournal of C!oo1k's voyages, &c. 

FOR8TER, Dr. John ReinoM, an eminent

He was bom 
1799, and died at Halle, a Prussian university, 
In Saxony, 179B, leaving behind him many va- 
luable tfffatisea. 

FORSTER, Nathaniel, aa English clergyman, 
prebendary of Bristol cathedral, and chaplain 
to the Idng, died in 1757. His writingi were nu- 
merout, on various subjects. 

FORSTNEK, Christopber. an Austrian law- 
yer, who, for his services in negotiating the 
peace of Munster, was made a member of tlie 
Aulic c ouncil ; 1m died in 1667. 

FORSYTH, William, F. A. S., was beni in 
1737. He was early initiated in hortiealtare ; 
went to London, in 1763, and sbortty afterwards 
became a pupil to the celebrated Philip Bliller, 
gardener to the company of apothecaries ; and 
whom he succeeded in that ntuation, in 1771. 
Here be remained till lie was appointed by his 
majesty, chief superintendent of the royal gar- 
dens at Kensington and St. James* ; which be 
held until his death, in 1804. About the year 
1768, Mr. Forqrth paid particular attention to 
the cultivation of fruit and forest trees, and 
turned his thoughts more especially toward tlie 
discovery of a compoeiticm to remedy the dis- 
eases and injuries incident to them. After re- 
peated trials, he at length succeeded in prepar- 
ing one which folly answered his expectations ; 
and in the year 1789, the success of his experi- 
ments attracted the notice of the commissioners 
of the land revenue ; upon whose recommenda- 
tion, a committee of both houses of parliament 
was appointed to report upon the merits of his 
discovery. The result of their inquiries was, 
a perfect conviction of its utility ; and, In con- 
sequence, an address was voted by the house 
of commons to his majesty, praying that a re- 
ward might be granted to Mr. F. upon iiis dis- 
closing tlie secret of his composition to the pul)- 
lic; which was accordingly done; and in 1791, 
Mr. F. published Ins "Observations on the 
Diseases, Defects, and injuries of Fruit and 
Forest Trees ;'* to which lie added the whole 
correspondence between the commissioners of 
the land revenue, the committee of parliament, 
and himself. In 1802, Mr. F. published the final 
result of his luUours, *' A Treatise on the Cul- 
ture and Manaj^emeni of Fruit Trees," Ace., in 
a 4to volume, with many plates : tbe value of 
which wo«4c tias i>een duly appreciated by. the 
public, three edmonshaviug beenfloldina.very 
abort time. 

FORT, Francis le, a native of Geneva, who 

entered the service of Peter L, of Russia, where 

he behaved witli such skill and abilfty, that the 

emperor mode b|m commander of his armies.

FORTESCUE, Sir John, an eminent Enjslisb 
[lawyar, in tbe reign of Henry VI. In 1441. lie 
was made a Ictng'a aeijeant at law ; and the 
year after, chief justice of the King's l>encb. He 
held this office tbronglt tbe reign of Heniy VL, 
to whom. Jie steadily adhered and served faitb- 
fally in all Iris troubles. His most famous work, 
rue Laudibus Legum AngUe,^ yet remains 
an evetlasting monument of this great and good 
lman*s respect and af^tion for bis country, lie 
died about 1465. 

FORTIGUERRA, Nicolas, aa Italian poet, 
made a bishop by Clement XI., and promised a 
cardinal's hat bf Clement XII. ; be died in 1735. 

FORTIUS, or FORTIS, Joachim, a teacJier 
of GreelE and mathematics, at Antwerp, aud 
|the friend of Erasmus ; be died in 1536. 

FOSCARI, Francis, made doge of Venice, in 
1423, signalized his government by great terri- 
torial conquests j but these were attended wiih 
so much expense to ^he Venetians, that thev 
murmured loudly against hho. The malice of 
bis enemies vented4tself upon his son, whoui, 
upon various pretexts, tiiey caused thrice to be 
banished. Tbe father was deposed in 1457. at 
tlie age of 64, and died two days after. His son 
also dued in prison under a fuse accusation of 
murdering a senator, which the real assas^iu 
confessed on his deathbed, but too late to save 
the life of young Foscari, who bad died in con 
finement, the victim of calumny. - 

FOSCARfNI, Michael, a Venetian senator 
and historian, and a novel writer, died in 10P2 

FOSSE, Coarles de la, an eminent French 
painter, and professor and rector of tlie acade- 
my for painting, with a pension from Lrewis 

IV., of 1000 crowns ; he died in 1710. j 

FOSSE, i\ntoiiy de Ja* lord of Aubigny, dis- 
tinguished OS a poet and tragedian, died in 17G8. 

FOSTER, Dr. James, an English dissenting 
minister, bom in 1697. He published a ** De-

"Christianity as old as tlie Creation,'* Thifi 
defence is written with great force of ar^ment 
and great moderation, has been well accepted, 
is much esteemed by tbe candid and jodiciouci j 
of all parties; and, as he said, was spokeu of 
with great regard by Tindal himself.

FOSTER, Samuel, an eminent English ma-^ 
thematician, and astronomy professor of Gre* 
sham college, bom about 1600, died in 1653.

FOSTER, John, canon of Windsor, and on i 
excellent classic scholar, bora in 1731, died in 
1773.

sufficiently attests his character as a scholar.

FOUCACLT, Nicolas Joseph, a distinguish- 
ed antiquaiy, wlio discovered the ancient town 
of the yyucassians, in 1704, within six miles 
of Caen, an account of witich he published, 
with the histoiy of the coins, medals, 4tc. found 
there ; he died in 1?^. 

FOUCHEK, Simon, a native of Dijon, author 
of a tr«>atise on Bygrometets, and other works ; 
he died in 1696. 

FOUCHIER, Bertram de, a Dutch painter, of 
Bereen-op-Zoom, and a disciple of Yandytlt, 

FOUCaUET,Nicbola8,mar4uis of BeUe-Isle. 
procurator-general of the parliament of Paris, 
and superintendent aC finances, was banished 
for his extravagance with public moneys; he 
died in 1680. 

FOUCaUET, Charles f^ouis Augustus, bet- 
ter known by the title of marshal Belle-isle, 
one of the greatest statesmen and generals that 
France has produced, was bom in 1664, and 
died in 1761. 

FOUGEROUX, Augustus Denys, an eminent 
writer end antiquary, of Paris, died in 1789. 

FOUILLONj Jamas, an eccleshMtic, bom at 
Roclielle, and ednaated among the Jesuits, about 
1700. 

FOULI8, Robert and Andrew, two learned 
printers, of Scotland, natives, it is believed, of 
Cf asp>w ; from whose presses have issued some 
of tlie finest specimens of correct and elegant 

grinting that was produced in the ISth century, 
s 1744, come out Robert's immaculate edition 
of*' Horace ;** tlie sheets of which, as thev were 
printed, were hung up in the college or Glas- 
gow ; and a reward was o^red to those who 
should discover an inaccuracy.

FOULON, WiHiUBi, a schoohnastcr, at the 
Harne, known as a writer of Latin comedies 
he died In 1558.

FOULON, N. a French poUticiaii and finan- 
cier* who was placed at tbe head of the finan- 
ces at the beeinning of the revolution, and be- 
came one of Its first victims, in 1789. 

FOUNTAINS, Sir Andrew, received tbe bo- 
iKMir of knighthood from king WaUam, and 
travelled over most pnrts of Europe ; where be 
made a large and valuable collectiott of pictures, 
ancient statues, medals, and inscriptioiM ; and

FOUUtriERES, James, a Flemish landscape 
painter, bora at Antwerp, in 1580.

1574. 

FOWLER, John, an English printer, educa- 
ted at Oxford, and settled at Antwerp, where 
he learned printing; he was a teamed man, 
skilled in Latin and Greek, apoet, and an ora- 
tor. He died tn 1578. 

FOWLER, Christopher, a pnrftaa of some 
eminence, who became vicar of St. M ary'a 
frqn which he was ejeeted: he died tn 1676. 

FOWLER, Edward, an EMlisb prelate, of 
great piety, pfebendar|r and aflerwards bishop

FOX, Richard, a native of Grantham, of o^ 
seure origin, was educated at Oxibrd and Cam- 
bridge, and made a privy couneeltor, and Usbep 
of Exeter, by Henry, eari of Riebmond, on fail 
accession to tbe throne. He was ^ employeA 
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FOXCROFT, Thomas, a distinguished and 
admired minister, of Boston ; published no- 
merouB sermons, and died in 1709. 

FRAC^\STORIO, GitYilamo, an Italian poet 
and i;)hysiciau, distliiguished also as a mathe- 
matician and astronomer, and as the intimate 
friend of Cardinal Bembo, Scaliger, and otbor 
(earned men ; he died in 15S3. 
FRACHETTA, Girolamo, a native of Rovigno^ 
in Italy, who gained great reputation by his po- 
litical works, the most considerable of which is 
entitled, " II Semlnario de Groverui di Stato, et 
di Guerra/* In this work, he has collected, 
under 110 chapters, about 8000 miliury and 
state maxims, extracted from the best authors ; 
and has added to each chapter a discouree, 
which serves as a commentary to it He died 
about 1610. 

FRAGUIER, Claude Francis, a French wri- 
ter, an eminent classical scholar, and author of 
Latin poems, Sec. : he died in 1728. 

FRANCESCA, Peter, an eminent painter,, of 
Venice, who delighted in representing nigbi- 
pieees and battles. He drew also several por- 
traits, wrote of arithmetic and geometry, and 
died in 1443. 

FRANCESCRINI, Mark Antony, a painter, 
of Bologna, died in 1729. 

FRANCHI, Antonio, a painter, of Lucca, 
engaged in the service of the duchess of Flor- 
enoe ; he died in 1709. 

FRANCIA, Francesco, an eminent painter, 
bom at Bologna in 1450, was at first a goldsmith 
or jeweller, afterwards a graver of coins and 
medals ; but at last applying nimself to painting, 
he acquired great credit by bis skill. Raphaers 
reputation inade him desirous to see his works, 
but bis age ^rould not suffer him to take a jour- 
ney to Rome : neverthetess,^a friendly corres- 
poudence commenced between these two pain- 
ters. Raphael havuig painted the picture of 
St. Cecilia for a church in Bologna, sent it to 
Francia to place it properly for him, and even 
to correct its faults, if he discerned any. But 
Francia was so struck with the beauty of the 
piece, that, despairing of attaining the same 
perfectioa, he fell, it is said, into a kind of me- 
lancholy ; and this, bringing on a consumption, 
occasioned his death in 1518. 

FRANCIS. Bimon, a French painter, bom in 
1606, was in bis youth very devout, and declar- 
ed for a religious life. Seeking out a profession 
which might assist him in raising his soul to 
the love of God, and by chance looking on a 
picture of our Saviour's nativity, be was so ex- 
tremely touched, that, in hopes of being able to 
draw some pieces whose effect on the specta- 
tors might be as lively, he resolved to turn pain- 
ter. Hediedinl67L 

FRANCIS, of Paulo, a Romish saint, canon- 
ized by pope Leo X., was tlie founder of the 
Minims, and celebrated for his austerities: be 
died in 1507. 

FRANCIS, i>{ Assist, a great saint of the 
Romish church, and foimder of one i}( four or- 
ders of mendicant friars, bom in 1182. He was 
the son of a Q^chant, whose profession he 
followed till 190S: at which time lie became 
so strongly affected with religious troths, that 
he resolved to retire from the world. He pre- 
vailed with great numbers to devote themselves, 
as he had done, to the pover^ enjcrffied Iqr the 
gospel ; and drew up an institute, or rule, fbr 
their use, which was approved by the Roman 
Pontiffs. Francis was canonized by pope Gre- 
gory IX., the 6th of May, 1230; and OcL the 



in various embassies, and removed to tlie see 
of Durham ; he died in 15^. 

FOX, Edward, an eminent statesman, ahno- 
ner to Henry VIII., and bishop of Hereford. 
He was tiie principal pillar of the Reformation, 
as to the politic and prudential part of it: being 
of more activity and no less ability thai Cran- 
mer himself; but he acted more secretly than 
Cranmer, and by that means did nut bring him- 
self into danger of suffering on that account. 
He was bora at Dursley, m Gloucestershire, 
and died in 1538. 

FOX, John, an English divine and clmrch his- 
torian, ix>ra at Boston, in Lincolnshire, in 1517, 
the very year that Luther began to oppose the 
•nors of the church of Rome ; he died in 1587. 

FOX, Ctoorge, founder and liead of the Eng- 
lish quakers, was bom in 1624, and died in 1690. 
He was brought up a shoemaker, and followed 
his trade in Nottingham ; till at length his re- 
flections upon the degeneracy of mankind made 
him resolve to attempt a reformation ; and, be- 
lieving himself under the advantage of spiritual 
illumination, lie shut up his shop, and turned 
preacher. This was in 1650 ; and his wife Mar- 
garet, being uo^ the same persuasion, had also 
a share in his ministerial functions. His doc- 
trine and appearance being altogether new, the 
people ran alter him in great numbers : which 
success encouraged him to declaim v/ith tlje 
utmost vehemence against the disorders of the 
times. His disciples adopted plainness in tluur 
habits, were frugal in their manner of living, and 
very reserved in their conversation. Fox had 
several rough traverses in executing the instmc- 
tions that lie professed to receive uom heaven, 
and was ofteu in danger of his life. Notwith- 
standing all these discouragements, he fearlessly 
persevered) and this sect prevailed much ; many 
considerable men being drawn over to them, 
among whom were Barclay and Penft. Their 
fidlowers of the present time, are distinguished 
by neatness of dress, peaceable demeauor, and 
correctness of manners. 

FOX, Charles James, a distinguished English 
statesman and orator, bora in 1749, was the se- 
cond son of lord Holland. After receivingii libe- 
ral educaticm at Westminster, Eton, and Oxford, 
he made Uie tour of Europe ; and, returning 
home, was even, while yet in his minority, elect- 
ed M. P. fi>r Midhurst. His first speech was in 
favour of ministers, against Mr. Wilkes and the 
Middlesex elecdon. He was successively made 
a lord of the admiralty and of the treasury, but 
at length dismissed from office ; and before he 
was 24 years of age, became one of the most 
eloquent exponents of government. Witli the 
exception of a ^ort time under the Rockingham 
administration, when he was secretary of state, 
Mr. Pox continued leader of the opposition party 
in the house of commons from that time till the 
death of Mr. Pitt in the beginning of 1806 ; when 
he wai made secretary of statu for foreign af- 
fairs. He BOW entered on a negotiation with 
the French government with a view to a peace ; 
butadropmr seised him during its progress, which 
terminated fatally at Chisvirick House, Sept. 13, 
of the same year. His remains received the 
honours of a public funeratin Westminster Ab- 
bey on the 10th of October, and were interred 
within eighteen inehea of the grave of his late 
political rival, Mr Pitt. 

FOX DE MOaZILLO, Sebastian, a native 
•f SevlHe, author of philosophical tracts, fcc. ; 
be was drowned on his way to Spain, to become 
the tutor t<k 0fn Carios, son of Philip UX.

FRANCIS DE 3ALEB, a Roraisb ^nt, was 
hUOnap of Geneva, and^tgoind^r of the order of tbe 
visitation. He is said to have <x>nverted 70,000 

{>rotesitaiit8 b^ore his death, which happened 
n 1622. He was canonized by pope AlezAnder 
VI. 

FRAJNCISXAVIER.tbe great coadjutor of 
Ignatius Loyola, wasbom atjCavier, at the foot 
of the Pyrenees, in 1506; and was sent one of 
tbe earliest missionaries to tbe East Indies ; for 
bis zeal and ability in wliicb undertakmg, be ob- 
tained tbe appelladen of tbe Apostle of tbe In- 
dies. He died in 15SS, and was canonized in 169S, 
by Gregory XV. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, cmpearor of Germany, 
married a dausfater of tbe emperor Cfaaries Vl.^ 
and was associated with bis wife in the empire 
till 1745, when be was elected emperor. He was 
m patron of literature and the %rt8, as well as of 
commerce ; be died suddenly in 1675. 

FRANCIS I., king of France, succeeded Lewis 
. Xf I. on the French throne, in 1515. He is known 
as tbe rfval and opponent of tbe emperor Charles 
v., with whom be was involved in war, during 
almost bis whole reign, with various success, 
aod to whom he was, at one time, a prisoner, 
wlHi his two sous ; also, as tbe patron of litera- 
ture and the furts. He died at Rambouiilst, in 
1547. 

FRANCIS II., son of Henry II. and Catb^ine 
de Msdtcis, succeededto the throne of France on 
the death of bis father. He married tbe unfor* 
tunate Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 1560, 
aged 17, after a reign of 17 m<mtbs. 

FRANCiSjdttkeof^leneon, Anjou, and Berr^, 
and brother of ttie preceding, opposed his bro^ 
ther Henry III., for which he was imprisoned by 
Catherine, and afterwards liberated. He was 
subsequently crowned duke of Brabant, and 
was one of tlie suitors of queen Elizabeth ; be 
died in 1584. 

FRANCES DE BOURBOK, count of St. Pol 
and Cbaumont, distinguisbed himself at ihe bta- 
tle of Marign8Ji> He was taken prisoner with 
Francis I., but escaped, and died in 1545. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count Enghien, 
'vas a celebrated general in th« service of Fran- 
cis I. : be was kiued by accident, in 1545. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, duke of Mont- 
nensier, was the faithful associate of Henry IV. 
of France, and distinguished liimself in bis scr- 
dce as a soldier ; be died in 1592. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, duke of Guise and of 
Aumale,dtistineui6bed bimself in the wars with 
Oiftrles v., ana tbe English ; and in the reigns 
of Bcnry 11.^ and Francis 11. of France, com- 
plntely governed the kingdom. After the death 
of Francis, be espoused the side of the catholics, 
in the civil war^and was assassinated in 1563. 

FRANCIS DE BORGIA, St., duke of Can- 
^8, and viceroy of Catalonia, was tbe grandson 
of pope Alejxand^ VL He afterwards became 
a jMtdt, and died at Rome, in 1572. He was car 
nonized bypope Clement X 

ntANC18,Locas, a nistorieal and portriit 
Didntei, employed by tbe kings of Ff»uce and 
Spain: be £ed in 1643. 

FRANCIS BOliAlK, a Dominican, Of Ghent, 
was an eminem araliitect ; ba waaemployed by 
Lewis Xrv., to finish the Pont Royal, of Paris, 
for wbicb be was liberally rewarded ; be died in 
1735. 



FRANCIS, Dr. Philip, more distinguished as 
a trauslator than as an original writer. His 
versions of Horace and Demosthenes have been 
justly vabied : tbe former is perhaps as com- 
plete and useful a work of its Kind as. hath yet 
appeared. |le was also tbe author of two tra- 
gedies^" Eugenia," and " Constantia;" but, as 
a dramatic writer, not very successful. He died 
In 1773. 

FRANCIS, James Charles^ an emiaent French 
engraver, died in 1769. 

FRANCIS, sir Philip, was a member of the 
English parliament, and an active promoter of 
the articles of impeachment of Warren Hast- 
mgs. He has been considered by some as the 
author of Junius' Letters : be died in 1818. 

FANCISCA, or PRANCES, a Roman lady, 
who founded a convent at Rome, and was can- 
onized in 1606 ; she was bom in 1384. 

FRANCIUS, Peter, professor of rhetoric, and 
oratory atAnwterdam, bis native city ; be died 
in 1704. 

FRANCK, George, a native of Naumburg, re- 
ceived a poetic crown, at the age of 18, for bis 
Latin, Greek, German, and Hebrew poetry. He 
was professor of medicine at Heidelberg and 
Wittemburg, and died in 1704. . 

FRANCK, Augustus Herman, of Lubeck, 
professor of oriental languages, and of divinity 
at Halle, was distinguished for bis beneyolence 
and_piety; he died in 1727. 

FRANCK, or FRANCKEN, Franciscus, a 
Flemish painter, of great merit, died in 1616. 

FRANCK, Franciscus, son or tbe preceding, 
and a pupil of his father, was also a painter ; 
be died to 1642. 

FRANCKER, CbrisUan, successively a Jesuit, 
a socinlan, a unitarian, and a catholic, m the 



16th century. 

FRANCKENSTEIN, Christian Godfrey, of 
Leipsic, an advocate, distinguisbed as a man of 
letters, and a historian ; be died in 1717. 

FRANCO, Nicolo, a satbrist, bom at I^ene- 
veoto, in 1510. He was condemned to dt>atb, 
for some severe satires on illustrioos persons of 
Rome ; bat it is not known that he was executed. 

FRANCO, Battista, a painter, of Venice, who 
imitated the manner of Buonarotte, died in 1561. 

FRANCOIS, Abbe Laurent, an able opponent 
of tbe French philosophers, died in 1782, His 
worka were jMncipally in defence of rGligion. 

FRANCOIS, PImon, a self taught portrait 
painter of Tours, died in 1671. 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, a histortcal painter, in 
the service of the kings of France and Spain, 
died to 1643. ^ 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, called the Younger, son 
of tbe preceding, was al«o highly respected as a 
painter ; he died in 1654. 

FRANCOWITZ, Matthias, a protestant di- 
vine, pupil of Luther and Melanctbon, was a pri- 
vate teacher, and afterwards professor of the 
Greek and Latto languages at Witt^nburg ; be 
died in 1575. 

FRANCUS, Sebastian, a German anabaptist 
of tbe 16th century,

FRANKS, Sebastian, a landscape painter, of 
Antwerp, born in 1578. 

FRANKS, John Baptist, son of the preceding, 
was a successful imitator of the manner ol^Van- 
dyck and Rubens ; he was bom in 1600. 

FRANS-FLORIS, an eminent painter, bom 
at Antwerp, in 1530. He grew rich and famous, 
hia performances being good and numerous ; 
bat was greaUy addictedto drinking, and died 
at 50 years of age. He was called the Raphael 
of Flanders. 

FRANTZIUS, Wolfgang, a German divine, 
and professor of dirinity at Wittemburgb, died 
in J«20. 

FRA8SON, Claude, a French monk, was a 
doctor of the Sorbonne, and professor of the- 
ology at Paris, also superior of the Franciscan 
convent there; he died hi 1711. 

FRAT£LLINI, Giovanna, a female painter, 
of Ftorerice, patronised by the archduchess Vic- 
toria ; she died in 1731. 

FKATELLINI, I^renzo Maria, son of the 
prcjpeding. eminent as a historical and landscape 
paihter.diedin 1739. 

FRAUNCE, Abraham, a poet, who was edu 
eated at the expense of sir Philip Sidney, in 
Cambridge ; after which he was called to the 
bar. He wrote, amoncst other things, " The 
Countess of PerabrokeUi Ivy Church and Em- 
anuel,** tn 1591 ; and a " Translation of He- 
liodorus* Ethionics.** 

FRAUWENLOB, Ifenry, a Gennan writer, 
died in 1317. 

FREDE6ARIUS, the earliest French histo- 
rian, after Gregory of Tours ; his chronicle, in 
barbarous languacre, extends to the year 641. 

FREDEGONDE, wife of Chilperic, king of 
France, was bom of obscure parents, but, by her 
beauty -and art, raised herself to the throne ; 
she poisoned aU around her whom she consider- 
ed enemies or rivals, and, finally, the king him- 
self; she died in 597. 

FREDERIC l;,suraamed Barbarossa. duke of 
Swabia, succeeded his uncle, Conrad III., as 
emper<n- of Germany, and was crowned in Italy 
by Adrian IV. A part of his reign was dis- 
turbed by quarrels and wars with the jMpcs, 
who, after a reconciliation, persuaded him to 
undertake a crasade against Saladin. He died 
during the expedition, in 1190, after having 
gained several victories over the Turks and 
Gre^e. His atm Frederic, duke of Swabia, who 
attended hSm, and displayed great valour in the 
Holy LmhL also died there. 
. FREDERIC II., grandson of the preceding, 
and son of Henry vl., was born in 1194, and 
elected ktog of the Romans, two years after. 
In 1210, he was elected emperor of Germany. 
He died in ISSO jued 57. 

FREDERIC III., suroamed the Fair, son of 
Albert of Austria, was the rival of Lewis of 3a- 
varla, in a contest for tbb imperial throne. Be 
was defeated by him atthcoatUe of Micbael- 
doift and taktn prisoner ; he died in 1339. 

FREDERIC iV., suroamed the Pacific, em- 
peror of Germany, was the last of the German 
princes, who submitted to a coronation at Rome.

FREDERIC L, king of Denmark, disUriguish- 
cd himself by his vnsdom, prudence, and by the 
utility of his public measures, particularly in in- 
struetinf Lutheranism among hissubjecte; he 
died inl533. 

FREDERIC II., king of Denmark, was the 
patron of literature and of learned men ; and 
the liberal protector of Tycho Brahe ; he died 
ill 1588. 

FREDERIC m., archbisbmk of Bremen, suc- 
ceeded his father, Christian I^., as king of Den- 
mark, and improved the condition of his peo- 
ple, by making them more independent of^the 
nobles, and by making the crown hereditary ; 
he died in 1670. 

FREDERIC IV., king of Denmark, was en- 
gaged in war with Charles XII., of Sweden, and 
lost some part of his tenteoriestWhich he after- 
wards recovered : he dlM in 1730. 

FREDERICK v., grandson of the pieceding, 
reigned on the throne of Denmark from 1746 to 
1760. He was succeeded by bis son. Christian 
VII. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS I., ^g of Poland^, 
and elector of Saxony, recommended himself to 
the Poles, by his valour against the Turks, and 
was elected their king in 1696. He wep beaten 
by Charles XII., and stripped of his donxluions, 
which he afterwards recoyered and maintained 
till his death, in 1733. He was the patron of lite- 
rature, and hi? court was form long time one of 
the most brilliant In Europe. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS H., soeceeded his 
father on the throne of Poland, in 1734. The 
last of his reign was disturbed by a war with 
the Una of Prussia, who invaded his kingdom, 
and reduced him to unconditional submission. 
Re died in 1763. 

FREOBRtC, prince of Hesse Oassel, married 
a sister of Charles Xil^ of Fiweden, and obtain-, 
cd possession of the Swedish throne in 1730. 
He died in 1757. 

FREDERI9 WILLIAM, elector of Branden- 
burg, distinguished himselr by his war with Po- 
land, and afterwards with Lewis XIV. After 
repelling the Swedes, who had invaded bis do- 
minions, he devoted liis attention to the com- 
merce of his people, and to internal improve- 
ments. Ht>. died in 1688. 

FREDERIC I., elector of Brandenburg, son 
of the precedi^, was ambitious of raising bis 
duchy into a Kftgdom, and joined Leopold, em- 
peror of Germany, in a war against several 
states, to accomplish the object; he died in 1713. 

FREDERIC WILLIAM 1., king of Prassia, 
son or the preceding, succeeded nis father, in 
1713. He began his nign by a strict reform in 
the expenditures of his kingdom, by encourage- 
ing commerce and indust^, and by inviting 
foreign artisans to settle In his dominions ; at 
the same time be provided for his security by 
creating an army of 60,000 men. He died in 
1740. 

FREDERIC n., son of the preceding, ascend- 
ed the throne in 1740. He was distinguished by 
the appellation of " the Great," to which his 
superior talents and conspicuous aehievements 
gave him a Just claim. Durbig his reign, h« 
was engaged in war with almost every poten- 
tate of Europe ; and, in most Instances succesa* 
fully. At the same time, he was solicitous for

FREDERIC, Colonel, son of the unfortunate 
Theodore, king of Corsica, was engaged in the 
service of the elector of Wirtembere, who ho- 
noured him with his friendship. He went to 
England as agent of the elector, and there com- 
mitted suicldikin 1796. 

FREEKEj^iUiam, born in 1664. Hewrote, 
among other things, '*A Dialogue by way of 
question and answer, concerning the Deity,** 
and " A brief and clear confutation of the Doc- 
trine of the Trinity :'* which two piecee being 
laid before the house of commons, were voted 
to be burnt, as containing much blasphemy, and 
accordingly were so ; the author being after- 
wards fined 5001., and obliged to give security 
for his good behaviour for three years, and to 
make arecantation in the four courts in West- 
minster-hall. 

. FREEMAN, John, an Enelish painter, who 
lived in the reign of Charles H. 

FREGOSO, Baptist, dose of Genoa, was de- 
posed and banished forms haughtness; the 
timo of his deatti is unknown. 

FREHER, Marquard, a German, who studied 
the civil law in France. He was counsellor to 
Oasimir, prince Palatine, afterwards professor 
of law, at Heidleberg, and engaged in import- 
ant affairs by the elector, Frederic IV. ; he died 
in 1614. 

FREIGIUB, John Thomas, aleamed German, 
employed as a teacher, at Friburg, a^d at Basil, 
was afterwards chosen rector of the collie of 
Altorf. He died in 1583. 

FREIND, John, an Enclisb pbyiician, and 
elegant writer, bom in ld75, dted 1728. The 
most elaborate of his numerous works is " The 
History of Physic, from the time of Galen to 
thebeginnli^of the 16th century, chiefly with 
regard to practice ,** and this is justly deemed a 
masteriy performance, both for use and ele- 
gance. 

FREIND, Robert* brother to the physician, 
and head master of Westminster school, bom 
in 1667; he pubtished an edition of Cicero^s 
«* Orator." and died in 1751. 

FREINSHBMIUS, John, a most infsnioos 
and learned man, hem at Uhn, in Swabia, in 
MOB. He is atM to have understood almost all 
the European languages, besides Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew. He was jvofessor of eloquence, 
at Upsti, librarian and historiographer to Chris- 
tina, of Sweden, and afterwards professor at 
Hcidleberg, whore be died in 1660. 

FRBIRE DB ANDRADE, Hyadnthe, a Por- 
tuguese, abbot of St. Mary de Chans, and a

FRERET, Nicolas, of Paris, a historian «nd 
chron(rf<^8t, and opposer of Sir Isaac Newton's 
system of chronology, born at Paris, in 16^, 
died 1749. He was a complete sceptic ; and Vol- 
taire, for the worst of purposes, revised two of 
his works: viz. " The Letters of Thrasybulus 
to Leucippus,** and " Examination of the Apo- 
logists for Christianity.*' 

FRERON, Elie Catherine, a French critic 
and jouraalistof c(msiderable talent8,and known 
as having been the constant object of the Eatire 
of Voltaire, was bom at Quiniper, in nifluaud 
died in 1776. His " Letters on certain writings 
of the Times," he began in 1749, and publi£tiea 
13 volumes. In 1754, be began his " Annee 
Literaire," of which he published 7 vohusw 
that year, and eight every year after, dll bis 
death ; and in that work, Freron, as a zcsIoub 
enemy of the modem philosophy, attacltcd Vol- 
taire with spirit. He represented him as a skil- 
ful plaaiary ; as a poet, brilliant, but inferior to 
CoraeiTle, Racine, and Boileau ; as an elegant, 
but inaccurate historian ; and rather the tyraot 
than the king of literamre. 

FRESNAYE, John Vauguelhi de la, an early 
French poet, king*sadvocatefbr Caen, and pre- 
sident of that city ; he died in l(t06. 

FRESNE, Charies du Cange du. a leanjrd 
Frenchman, bom at Amiens, in 1610, died 16w.

FRESNOY, Charles Alphonso du, an wce^ 
lent French poet and painter, bora at Pans, m 
16IL After his death, his poem, " De Arte 
Graphica," was primed with a prose vtnftr 
tlon and notes, by De Piles, and dedicated to 
Colbert.

FRISCH, John Leonard, distinguished as the 
founder of the silk manufacturies of Branden- 
burg, and as the first encourager of the cultiva- 
tion of the mulberry tree in Pruesia ; be died 
in 1743. 

FRISCHLIN, Nicodemus, a learned Ger- 
man, professor at Tubingen, known as a dra- 
matic writer, and as a translator ; he died in 
1590. 

FRISCHMUTH, John, rector of the universi- 
ty of Jena, died in 1687. 

FRISIUS, John, principal of the college at 
Zurich, into which he introduced the study of 
the Hebrew and other oriental languages ; he 
died in 1563.- His three sons were professors at 
Zttrich. 

FRITH, John. SeeFRYTH. 

FRIZON,Peter, master of the Jesnit^s college, 
of Navarre,and author of a history of tlie French 
cardinals. &c., died in 1651. 

FROB^NIuS, John, an eminent and learned 
German printer. He was the first of the Ger- 
mans who brought the art to any periietion; 
and the great character of this printer was the 
principal motive which led Erasmus to fix his 
quarters at Basil, in order to have his own 
works printed by him. He died at Basil, in 
1S97, lamented by all, but by none more than 
Efflynnus, who wrote.his epitaph in Greek and 
I^tln. 

FROBIBHBR, Sir Martin, an emhient navi- 
gator, and the first Englishman that jtttempted 
to find out a nortb-West passage to China. He 
was bom in Yorkshire, and was killed in battle 
in]S94. 

FROELICH, Erasmus, a Jesuit, eminent for 
his knowledge of mathematics and medallic his- 
toiy, died in 1758. 

FROIDMONT,Libert,a native of Liege,dean 
of St. Peters, and nrofessor of philosophy, at 
Louvainr died in 1653.

FROMAGE, Peter, a superior of the jesmts, 
who died in Syria, in 1740. 

PRONTEAU, John, a native of Angers, ehan- 
celtor of Paris university, and afterwards prior 
of Benay , in Angiers ; be died in 1662. 

FRONTEN AC, Louis count, governor-gene- 
ral of Canada, whose exertions conduced to the 
protection ahd property ofCanada; he died in 
1^8. 

FRONTINUS, SextusJuUu8,aRoman writer, 
in high repute under Veswwian, Titus, DoJnl* 
tian, Nerva, and Trajan. Nerva made him cu- 
rator of the aqueducts, which occasioned him 
to write his treatise " De Aquieductibus Urbis 
Rome." He wrote also, " Tres Libros Strata- 
gematum," or, concerning the stratagems used 
in war by the most eminent Greek and Roman 
commanders ; and afterwards added a fourtH,. 
containing examples of those fits and maxims 
discoursed of in the former. These two works 
are still extant. 

FRONTO, Marcus ComeHus, a ftoman ora- 
tor, preceptor to Verehis and M. Aurelius. 

FROWDE,Philip, author of several pieoes of 
poetry, some of which in Latin were pure and 
elegant enough to entitle them to a place in the 
Muse Andieanse. He likewise wrote two tra- 
gedies, " The Fall of Saguntum," and " Phito- 
tas." He died in 1738. 

FRUGONI, Charles Innocent, an Italian poet, 
bom at Genoa, died in 1768. ^ 

FRUMENTIUS, a Romish saint, consecrated 
bishop of the Ethiopians, by Atlianasius, died in 
360. ■ 

FRYEjThomas, a paintei^,who acquired some 
eminence in London, where he died, in 1762^ 

FRYTH, John, an English jtaar^, who was 
converted to Lutheranum, at Oxford. He 
preached bis doctrines so l)oldly, that he was 
s^t to the Tower, and, oh' his refusing^to re- 
cant, was burnt at Smithfield, in 1533. 

FUCHSIUS, or FUCHS, Leonard, an emi- 
nent physician and bottaist, of Munich and In- 
goldstadt, died in 1506. 

FUESSLI,Jobn GaESp4fd,in eminent artist 
of Zurich, author of the history of the artists of 
Switzerland, died in 1782. 

FUGGER, Huldric, bom at Augsburgh, in 
1526, was eminent for his pilfeetion to learning 
and learned men. He Md out great sums in 
purchasing good manuscripts of aneittitautliors, 
and getthng them printed ; and fi>r this purpose^ 
he allov^ed for some time a salary to the filmous 
Henry Stefdiens. His relations were so in> 
censed at him for the monejrs he expended in 
this way, that they brought an action against 
hhn for it, and got him to be declared incapable 
of managing his affain. He died in 1584, hav- 
ing , bequeathed hit ybnry to the elector Pala- 
tine, and a fund for the maintenance of aiz 
scholars. 

FULBERT, an Italian, who aequlred great 
celebrity as a preacher in France, and wlks made 
bishop of Cb^tres ; he died 4n 1086.

He chose physic for his profession, 
being determined thereto by a dream which his 
father had & little before his death ; and at 28 
years of age had made some considerable ad- 
vances toward improvUig bis art : for instance, 
be had acquired a particular skill inthe wounds 
of the nerves ; ana was possessed of a method 
of treating them never known before. The 
pontiff of P€^mui« have him an opportunity 
of trying his new method npon the gladiators ; 
and he wtts so successful, that not a single one 
perished by any wounds of this kind. By this 
we find, as well as by several otiier instances, 
that Galen studied, understood, and practiced 
surgery, as Well as physic. Distinguished above 
his cotemporaries, this prince of physicians con- 
tinued to practise at Rome, the capital of t)ie 
world, till he was obliged to submit to fate like 
other mortals. His death happened in 201. 
There are reckoned abovp ."iOO books of his upon 
phyMc only, and about Iialf that number upon 
other sciences. 

GALEN, Beroard Van, a native of West- 
phalia, known as a bishop and a ircneral ; he 
was engaged in a war with tiie Turk^, attacked 
the United Stncs, Sweden, Sec. and died in 
1678. 

GALEOTI, Nicholas, an Italian Jesuit, au- 
thor of the lives of the generals of his order ; he 
died in 1748. 

GALEOTL Marcio, a native of Narai, tutor 
to the son of Matthias Corvinus, the king, and 
being invited to France by LeWis XL, on going 
to pay his respects to him, fell, and so injured 
himself as to canse his death. 

GALERTOS, C. Valerius Maximianus, from 
a herdsman in Dad a, became emperor of 
Rome; he died in 311. 

GA LGAOUS, a Caledonian chief, famous for 
his noble resistance against the invasions of the 
Romans. ^ 

GALILEI, Galileo, a roost eminent astrono- 
mer and mathematician. Inventor of the tele- 
scope, ice., bom at Florence, Feb. 19, 15G4. 
Having observed some solar spots, in 1612, he 
minted that discovery the following year, at 
Rome ; in which, and in some other pieces, he 
VGntnrod to aswrt the truth of the Copernicanl

syattem, and brought severti new arguments to 
confirm it. This startled the Jeraits, wb« there- 
upon procured a citation for him to appear be- 
fore the holy office, at Rome, in 1615, where be 
was charged with heresy, fbr maiintaining these 
two propositions : 1. That the son is in the cen- 
tre of the world, and immoveable by a local 
motion ; and, 2. That the earth is not the centre 
of the world, nor immoveable, but actually 
moves by a diuraal motion. The first of these 
positions wasdeclared to be absurd, false in phi- 
losophy, and formally heretical, being contrary 
to the express word of God ; the second was al- 
so alleged to be philosophically false, and, in a 
theojogical view at least, erroneous in point of 
faith. The inquisition pronounced sentence 
against him and his books. Tbey obliged him 
to abjure his errors in the most solemn manner, 
committed him to the prison of their office dur- 
ing pleasure, which was till 1634, and his " Dia- 
logues of tlie System of the World" were burnt 
at Rome. Gafilei died Jan. 8, 1642. He was 
the author of several noble and useful in- 
ventions and discoveries in astronomy, geome- 
try and mechanics ; tlie principal of which, be- 
sides those already mentioned, are, in tiie first 
of those sciences, the trepidation or vibration 
of tlie moon, .as also the inequalities or moun- 
tains in its surface. In geometry, he invented 
the cycloid, or trochoid,.; and, in mechanics, 
first found the exact degree of celerity in the 
descent of bodies by the force of gravity : to 
which may be added the machine with which 
the Venetians render their Laguna fluid and 
navigable ; the invention whereof was his. 

GALISSONNIERE, Rolland Michael Barria, 
marquis, a French admiral ; after serving with 
distinction in the navy, was made governor of 
Canada. He died in 1756. 

GALL AND, Antony, a learaed antiquary, of 
France, and professor of Arabic in the royal 
college at Paris, born in 1646, died in 1715. He 
is chiefly known as the translator or author of 

Arabian Nights' Entertainments.*' 

GALLAND, Augustus, a French counsellor 
of state, wrote some memoirs &c., and died in 
1644. 

GALLE, or GALLiEUS, Servatius, pastor 
of the church at Haerlem, died in 1700. 

GALLET, N., a French spice merchant, 
known for some comic pieces, died in 1757. 

GALLIENUS. a Roman emperor. He was 
assassinated in 2G8. 

GAJjLIGAI, Eleonora, was the daughter of a 
joiner, and Mary de Medicis' nurse. That prin- 
cess carried her with her into France, when she 
went thither, in 1C06, to be married to Hcnrv 
IV. ; and Gallipai, under the titl* nf bed cliani- 
ber woman to tliat queen, goveraed her just as 
she pleased. She married Concino ConcinI, af- 
terwards marshal D'Ancre; and their inordi- 
nate pride' and ambition was at Ier.gth punished 
by the assassination of the husband and the 
execution of the wife. 

GALLITZIN, Basil, a noble Russian ; tI*ongb 
unsucccsful in his ambitious views, he was 
a man of great merit. He died in 1713. 

GALLITZIN, Michael Michaelowitz, pHn^ 
of, distinguished hinAself under Peter tlicGn^af 
against Charts XII., of Sweden; he died ITTO. 

GALLOCHE, Lewis, a painter, of the French 
school, died in 1761. 

G ALLOIS, John, a learaed Frenchman, bom 
at Paris, in 1632. He was a universal scholar ; 
but is now memorable chiefly for having been 
the first who published the Journal dcs ^van^ 
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fa coDjiniGtion with M. de SaBo, who had ft»m-Btiaii, and abisbop among Uie Moravian 'biethicn.

GALLtJCCI, Angelo^n Italian Jesuit, author 
of " Commentarii de Bello Belgico,*' died in 
1874. 

GALLUS,i7. Vibius, a Roman emperor, was 
isiaffiinated by hia soffliers, in 353. 

GALLU8, Flavius Claudius Constantius, bro- 
ther of the emperor JuHan. was put to death on 
SMpicion of cruelty, in 354. 

GALLUS, Cornelius, an ancient Roman poet, 
the particular favourite of Augustus Cesar, 
who made him governor of Egypt after the death 
of Antony and Cleopatra; but he was guilty of 
fluch mal-admtoistration in hisgovemment, that 
he was condemned to banishment, and to lose 
his estate. This dii^n^ce grieved him so, that 
he pot an end to hia life, when he was about 43 
years of ue, in the year of Rome 728. 

GALLY, Henry, an Englishman, promoted to 
several benefices, wrote some sermons, &c., died 
in 1769. 

GALVANl, Lewis, an Italian philosopher, 
from whom Calvinism, which has made so 
much noise in the philosophical world, took its 
name. It is said, that a fit of illness, by which 
his wife was attacked, led him to the discovery 
of his theoiy respecting metallic irritation and 
anhnal electricity. The physician having pre- 
scribed for his wife soup made of boiled frogs, 
Gahrani prepared tliem himself; and having ac- 
cidentally touched a frog after he had skinned 
it, be observed it in an involuntary motion, 
which induced him to make some experiments 
that conducted him to the discovery. He was 
bora at Bok)gna, in 1737, died 1798. I 

GALVANO, Antony, a native of the East In-' 
<iie«, governor of the Molucca* Became poor 
by bis liberality, and died in a hospital, at Lis- 
bon, in 1557. 

GAM, David, a brave Welchman, who fell in 
battle nobly defending Henry V. He was knight- 
^ by his sovereign just as he expired. 

G.\MA,Vnsco de, a celebrated Portuguese na 
vigator, who discovered the course to the Ensl 
Indies by the Cape of Good Hope, was bom at 
Sines, in Portugal, and died in 1523. 

GAMACHES, Stephen Simon, author of Phy- 
sical Astronomy, &c., died in 1756. 

GAMACHES, Philip de, author of Commen- 
taries on the Snmma of Aquinas, died in H525. 

GAMALIEL, a Jewish doctor of the law, and 
a secret disciple of our Soviour. 

GAuDARA, Lorenzo, an Italian poet, author: 
of a Latin poem on Columbus ; hedird in 1586. 

GAMBARA, Veronica, an Italian lady, who 
devoted herself to literature, and published some 
poems : she died in 1550. . 

GAMBOLD, John, a truly primitive Chris- |f«ac, the Danes, and Swcdcp; he died in 1589; 
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GANDT. James, a painter, who eame to Ire* 
land with the duke of Ormond, and died there 
in 1669. 

GANGANEXiLI, John Vincent Antony, was 
bom in 1705, the son of a physician ; and, from 
being a petty monk of the order of St. Francis, 
ascended to the papacy. May 10. 1709, when he 
assumed the name of Clement XIV. Thus be- 
coming sovereign pontiff in the roost critical 
and tempestuous tiroes, in bis commerce with 
tlielvorld, he practised the humiHty of a Fran- 
cisoan monk ; but, on occasion of splendour, he 
sustained the papal grandeur with appropriate 
magnificence. The most striking incident of his 
life was his being the instrument, under Provi- 
dence, of annihilating the mighty order of tho 
Jesuits. To the resentment of that order it is 
supposed he at last fell a sacrifipe, his ro^bust 
oonBtitution and regularity of life seeming to 
promise him a much longer period than OOyears; 
for he died in 1774, poisoned, as is supposed, in 
the sacrament ; he himself declaring his ausfA- 
cions before he died, and all the after symptoms 
strongly confirming the same. 

GANO, John, collected the first baptist society 
inNew-York,andwaB itt minister; he distin- 
guished himself in the American war, and died 
in 1804. 

GANSEVOORT, Peter, -a distinguished offi- 
cer of the American army during the revolu- 
tion. He rendered his country essential service, 
by defending fort Stanwix, when besieged by St. 
Leger; and afterwards, by preventing the co- 
operation of that officer with Burcoyne, he con- 
tributed essentially to the surrender of the lat- 
ter. He died in 1812. 

GARAMONT, Claude, a French engraver and 
letter founder, was a native of Paris, and began 
to distinguish himself about 1510. He brought 
his types to so great a degree of perfection, that 
he can neither he denied the glory of having 
surpassed whatever had been done in this wav 
before, nor that of not being excelled by any of 
his successors in this useful mechanic art Ga- 
rainont died in 1561 ; ai>d all his fine types came 
into the hands of Foumier the Elder, an emi- 
nent letter founder at Paris. 

GARASSE, Francis, a Jesuitical writer, and 
author of the enmity between the Jesuits and the 
jausenists, in the church of Rome, was bom at 
Angoulemc, in 1585, and died in 1631. 

GARBIEN, Lorenzo, a painter, of Bologna, 
and pupil of Ludovici Caracci, died in 1654. 

GARBO, Raphael del, a historical painter, of 
Florence, died in 1534. * 

GARCIAS 11., king of Navarre after Sancho 
n., died in 1000. 

GARCH,ASSO, Garcias La^FO de la Vepa, a 
celebrated Spanish poet, bom at Toledo, in 1500, 
died 1536, by a stone thrown by a countryman 
from a turret, felling upon his head. 

GARDEN, Alexander, a dietirtguished episco- 
pal clergyman, of Charleston, South-Carolina. 
He came from Scotland to Charleston, in 1720, 
and resided there until bis death, in 1756. 

GARDEN, Alexander, M. D , a scientific phy- 
sician, of South-Carolina, who introduced into 
medical me the Virginian snake root ; he diedf

GARDTE, Pontusdc la, a French adventurer, 
successively in the emplojrmont of marshal Brl-

GARESSOLES, Anthony, a native of Mon- 
tauban, who wrote several (heological worlu, 
died in 1650. 

GARBT, John, a Benedietine of St. Maur, 
born at Havre de Grace, died in 1094. 

GARLANDE, Jean de, a grammarian, ob- 
tained soma celebrity bv his poem on the *' Con- 
tempt of the World,*' dec. ; be was living in 



GARNBT, Henry, a person memorable in 
English history, for having been privy to, and 
aUnng in, the celebrated consphncy called " The 
Gunpowder Plot," was executed at the west 
end of S t. Pau l's, May 3, 1606. 

GARNBTT, Dr. Thomas, an English physi- 
cian and natural philosopher, was born in 1786. 
After having studied medicine and chymistry, 
and graduated at Edinburgh, he delivered seve- 
ral courses of lectures on cbsrmistry an4 expe- 
rimental philosophy, at Manchester, Liverpool. 
Stc. He was soon after elected professor or 
philosophy, in Anderson*s Instituoon at 61as> 
gow; and his leisure hours in Sootldnd were 
employed in collecting materials for Ms " Tour 
through the Highlands, and part of the Western 
Isles.'* Dr. Gamett afterwards accepted an in- 
vitation from the new royal institution, in Lon- 
don ; where, for one season, be was professor 
of natural philoeopby and chymlstiy, and deli- 
-vered the whole of the lectures. On retiring 
from this situation, as being too laborious for 
the 9tate of his health, be commenced a course 
of lectures at his house, on Zoonomia, or the 
Laws of Animal Life, arranged according to 
liie Brunoniaa theory. Prom a patient, whom 
he attended in a tever, he caught the infection, 
and died in 1803. 

GARlflEBL, Robert, a French tragic poet, 
born in lS34rdied 1590. 

GARNEBR, John, a Jesuit, professor of rhe- 
toric and philosophy, died in 1681. 

G ARNlER, Julian, a Benedictine monk, died 
in 1723. 

GAROSALO, Bonvenuto, an Italian painter, 
bom at Ferrara, died in 1699. 

GARRARD, Mark, an eminent painter, bom 
at Bruges, in Flanders, in 1561. He was prin- 
cipal painter to queen Eliiabeth, and died in 

GARRARD, James, was an officer of the re- 
volutionary anny, and one of the firtt settlers 
of Kentucky, of which state he was afterwards 
governor ; he died in 18S2. 

GARRICK, David, an excellent English actor, 

born at Hereford, and baptized there, Feb. 28, 

J716. Having performed a noviciate at Ip«iwich, 

he made his appearaoce at Goodman's Fields ;j 
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land, Oct 1741, acted Richard lU, for the nrnt 
time. His acting was attended with the loudetit 
acclamatioiis of applause ; and his fame waa f^. 
quickly propagated through the town, that the 
more estabUshed theatres of Drary Lane and 
Covent Garden were deserted. These patentees, 
alarmed of the great deficiency in tbe recefpu of 
their bouses, aiM at the crowds which constantly 
filled the theatre of Goodman's Fields, united 
their eflTorts to destroy the new-raise^ seat of 
theatrical empire; in consequence of which, 
Garrick entered into an agreement with Fleet- 
wood, patentee of Drary Lane, for 500Z. a year. 
The tame of <mr Enmsh Rosclus was now so 
extended, that an invuation from Ireland, upon 
very profitable conditions, was sent him to act 
in Dublin during the months of June, July, 
and August, 1748 ; which invitation he accepted. 
Hto success there exceeded aU imagination * he 
was caressed by all ranks as a prodicr of thea- 
trical accomplishments ; and tbeplay-^use was 
so crowded during this hot season, that a very 
mortal fever was produced, which was called 
Garrick's fever. He returned to London before 
the winter, and now attended ckMely to his the- 
atrical profesfdon, in which he was irrevocably

He nnblished an edition of *' Camden's 
Britannia,*^ In English, and the posthumous 
works of sir Henry Spehnan. 

GIBSON, Richard, an eminent English pain- 
ter, greatly In favour with Charles L, to whom 
, bewas page of tbe back stairs. He was adwarf, 
and manied one Mrs. Anne Shepherd, who was 
I also a dwarf. Charles T. was pleased to honour 
their marriase witib his presence, and to give the 
bride. Watter wrote a poem on this occasion,

GIBSON, William, nephew of Richvd, be- 
came eminent as a painter ; he died in 1708. 

GIBSON, WiUiam, a self-taught mathemati 
J2S ^ ^* ^oet wonderful powers, bora in 
IWUfedim 

GIBSON, Edward, kinsman to William, and 
ustracted by him, died young. 
, GIDEON, ono of the judges of Israel, died 
IwdB. C. 
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GIFANiUS, Hubertus, or Obertus, a critic and 
civilian, died at Prague, in 1604. 

GIFPQRD, Dr. Andrew, an eminent English 
dissenting divinfe and antiquary, bom in 1700, 
died 1784. He was assistant librarian at the Bri- 
tish Museum ; to which post he was remarkablv 
suited, having a peculiar talent for rcedving and 
communicating knowledge. As a minister of 
the Gospel, he was Uvely and evangelical ; he 
was master of the pathetic, and persuadon 
dwelt on his Ups ; his heart was in the work ; 
and, upon some occasions particularly, it might 
have been said of him, as was said of one of 
the blessed reformeis; " Vividus vultus, vividi 
oculi, vivide manus, d^que omnia vivida." 

GIFFORD, Richard, an Engflsh divine, au- 
thor of several learned works, died in 1807, much 
respected. 

GIFFORD, John, a political writer and histo- 
rian, (whose real name, however, is said to have 
been John Richard Green, ) was bora in 1758. He 
embraced the law as a profession ; but, having 
dissipated his litUe fortune, he was obliged to go 
abroad under the assumed name which he ever 
after retained. He returned in 1788; and. on the 
breaking out oi the French revolution, devoted 
his pen to the defence of government in cburcb 
and state. He contributed to the estabUshnent 
of the " British Critic ;' * and compiled a " His- 
tory of France ;** and a " History of the Politi- 
cal Life of William Pitt.'* He died in 1818. v 

GIGGEO, Anthony, an Italian divine, who 
wrote " Thesauras Linguc Arahicc," in 4 vols, 
fotio, besides other works, died in 1633. 

GILBERT, Sir Humphrey, an enterprising, 
but unforiunate navigator, related to sir Walter 
Ralei^. He took posecssibn of Newfoundland 
in the name of queen Elizabeth, wrote a book 
to prove the existence of a north-west passage 
to Chlna^d died in 1583. 

GILBERT^ Thomas, B. D., an English divine, 
who made a convert of Dr. South to his opinion 
of predestination ; he died in 1694. 

GILBERT, Sir Jeffrey, diicf baron of the ex- 
chequer, and a voluminous law writer, was bom 
in 1074, and died at BaUi, in 1726. 

GILBERT, William, a leamed physician, who 
first discovered several of tbe properties of tbe 
loadstone, born at Colchester, in 1540, died 1603. 

GILDAS, surnamed the Wise, a Native of 
Wales, and the most ancient British writer ex- 
tant ; for his famous " Epistie" was written A. 
D. 560, and is a most severe censure of the de- 
pravity of the Britons at that time. 

GILDON, Charles, an English poet and critic, 
bora in 1665. lie is best known by his '* Com- 
g|»te Art of Poetry,*' and died in 1733. 

ItTLES of Viterbo, an Italian cardinal, favour- 
ite (^popes JuUus III., and Leo X., died In 1538. 

GILES, John, or iEgidius, the first English- 
man on'record entered among the Dominicans ; 
he lived In the 13th century. 

GILIMER, or GELIMER, was the last of tbe 
Vandal kings of Africa. 

GILL, Alexander, an English scholar, master 
of St. Paul's school, who wrote some theologi- 
cal tracts, died in 1635. 

GILL, Alexander, son of the above, assisted 
his father in his school, was a good Latin poet : 
he died in 1643. 

GILL, Dr. John, an eminent English Calvin- 
istic divine, a teamed orientalist, and vcdumin- . 
oufi writer on theological subjects, bom 1697, 
and died in London, 1771. His greatest work la 
A " Commentary on the Bible.** • 

GILLES, Peter, a learned adventorer, who 
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went into foreign countries to ieara their mao- 
neni ; he died at Rome, in 1555. 

GILLESPIE, George, a famous preacher of 
the church of Bcotland, died hi 1648. 

GILLOT, Claude, a French painter and en- 
graver, disciple to Vateau, died in ITJ2. 

GILLRAir, James, a celebrated caricature 
designer and engraver, died in 1815. 

GILPIN, Bernard, an emuient EngUsh divine 
and reformer, born in 1517, died 1583. 

GILPIN, Richard, a popular non-conformist 
minister in and about London ; he afterwards 
pnctised physic, and died in 1657. 

GILPIN, WiUiam, an English divine, biogra- 
pher, and delineator of nature's picturesque 
beauties, was born in ITSi, died 1804. His prin- 
cipal works are, " An Exposition of the New 
Testament;'* " An Essay on Prints ;" and nu- 
merous Essays and Observations on Picturesque 
Scenery, &c., in different parts of England. 
To these we should add, his " Sermons to a 
Country Congregation." 

GILPIN, Sawrey, R. A., a celebrated painteri 
particularly of horses and wild animals, was 
horn in 1733, and was brother of the preceding. 
He went to London at the age of 14, and was ar- 
ticled to Mr. Scott, a ship-painter, who lived in 
Covent-Garden, where Mr. Gilpin caught his 
first relish for animal painting, frequently amus- 
ing himself in' sketching the carts and horses, 
market^oups, tec. He was afterwards patron- 
ised by Wiliiam, duke of Cumberland, at Wind- 
sor ; and from his royal highness* stud he ac- 
quired that knowledge of the horse which he has 
so ably exhibited in his works. The historical 
compositions he has left, show that he might 
have claimed the palm in tbc first department 
of art. The Triumph of Camillus, Diomcdcs* 
Horses, his poetical subjects, and drawings of 
animals, po6.scss a taste peculiar to himself. His 
«hef d'cBUvre is in the possession of S. Whit- 
bread, eni. M P. It consists of a group of tigers, 
and is a noble and spirited composition. He ex- 
celled much in giving an expression of terrible, 
hut majestic fierceness, to that noblest of all ani- 
mals, the lion. Ho died at Brompton, in 1807. 

GINNANI, Francis, pace to duke Anthony 
Famese, wrote sev^al wonts on agriculture ; be 
^ied in 1766. 

GIOCONPO,Fra Giovanni, a schoohnaster 
at Verona, who instructed Julius Cesar Scali- 
ger : he died in 1531. 

GTOIA, Flavio, of Amalfi, in Naples, a cele- 
brated mathematician, who, from his knowledge 
of the magnetic powers, invented the mariner's 
compass, by which the navigation of Europeans 
was extended to the most distant regions of ttall 
globe ; befdre this invention, navigation wtt 
confined to coasting. It is said that the Chinese 
knew the compass loiu before', be this as it may, 
the Europeans are inmbted to Gioia for this in- 
valuable discovery. He was bom about 1300. 

GIOLITO DEL FERRARI, a printer, of the 
16th century, at Venice, ennobled by Cliarlcs V. 
died in 1547. 

GIORDAN!, Vital, a Neapolitan mathemati- 
cian ; author of several works on tlie mathema- 
tics, died in 1711. 

GIORDANO, Luea, a painterof Naples, he wasi 
knighted by the king of Spain, and died in 1705. 

GIORGIANt, or ALBEID ALSCHERIF 
ABON HASSAN, or HOUSSAIN ALI, a na- 
tive of Georgia, author of Theological and PM- 
kMopfaical terms. 

GIORGIONE, an illustrious Venetian painter, 
h6m in 1478, died in 1511. 

m 
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GIOSEPPINO, an eminent Neapolitan painter, 
bom in 1560, died in 1640. 

GIOTTINO Tumaso, a pahiter, of Florence, 
died in 1356. 

GIOTTO, an eminent Florentine painter, 
seulptor, and architect, born in 187^ died in 
1836. 

GIRALDI, Lilio Gregorlo, an ingenious critic, 
antiquary, and historian, and one of the most 
learned men that modem Italy has produced, 
died in 1552. 

GIRALDI, John Baptist Cintio, an Italian 
poet, born at rerrara, in 1504, died in 1573. His 
works consist chi^ of tragedies ; and ^aome 
make no scruple to rank hub aAnong the best 
tragic writers that Italy has produced. 

GIRALDUS, Sylvester^ learned Welchman, 
who wrote aHistoiy of Ireland, and other works 
of great erudition, died aliout 1215. 

GIRALDUS, Cambrensis, an ancient British 
historian, who died about the latter end of 
the 13th century, having written " A History 
of the World," in wbich his information res- 
pecting^ ecclesiastical affairs hi extremely valu- 
able. 

GIRANDON, Francis, was inspector-general 
of sculpture*to Lewis XIV. ; he died in 1715. i 
GIR ARD, John Baptist, a Jesuit, bom at Dol, i 
was tried by the paruament of Aix, for using 
sorcery upon a young girl ; but was acquitted. 
GIRARD, Gabriel, a French ecclesiastie, was 
ahnonei to the duchess of Berri, &c. ; he died ia 
1748. 

GIRON, D. Pierre, duke of Ossuna, a Spaniard, 
who encouraged the famous conspiracy against 
Venice, which forms the subject of one of tlie 
finest pieces of English tragedy; he died in 
prison in 1G34. 

GIRONST, James, of Aiyou, known as a po- 
pular preacher : his serftions were published in ! 
1704; he di^d in 1689. 

GIRTIN, John, an English painter, whase 
views of London and Paris, are mnch admired ; 
he died in 1802. 

GIRY, Lewis, one of the first membeia of the 
French acs^emy, and author of several valuable 
works ; he died in 1665. 

GISBERT, John, a native of Cahors, professor 
of divhiity at Toukmse, and author of Aoti- 
Frobalasimus, died in 1710. 

GISBERT, Blai8e,a Jesuit of Cahors, wrote a 
work on Education, Itc, died in 1731. 

GISELINUS, a physician, a native of Bragee, 
died in 1551. 

GIST, Mordccai, a brigadier general in the 
American war: was in the battle of Camden, 
died in 1793. 

GIULANO, Di-Majano, a Florentine, scqiplor 
and architect, who died at Naples, in 1447. Se- 
veral buildings at Naples, are the monuments 
of his genius. 

OU78TI, Antonio, a pah)ter,of Florence, of 
much excellenee, died in J 706. 

GLAIN, N. Saint, a zealoiis Protestant, bom 
at Limc^es, aboutlOOO, remarkable for havinK 
been, by reading ofSpinoza's book, changed into 
as zealous an Atheist 

GLANDOR, Matthias, a physician to the ai«h- 
bishop of Bremen, died in 1653. 

GLANVIL, Joseph, a distinguished plkfl«M>- 
phical and theological writer, bom at Pljrmootb. 
In 1636, died in 1680. In •• Some PhUofophicat 
Consideratioila. touchhv tMe Being of Witcli<>s 
and Witchcraft," he defended the pofwihiHty 
of witchcraft, whi«h drew him into a coitfro- 
verqr thajt ended only y9ith lUa life. Daring the 
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course orit, be endeavoured to confirm bis opin- 
ion by a collection of several narratives relative 
to It. 

G L. AN VII4LE, Ranulph, chief justicianr'of 
ail England^ and an eminent writer on jurispru- 
dence, mrho first collected the English laws into 
one body, flourished toward the end of the 13th 
ceulury- - 

GL. APHTRA, a priesifess of BeItona*8 temple, 
known for her amours with Marc Antony. 

GL APTHORNE, Henry, a poet and dramatic 
writer, who lived in theteiga of Chailes I., and 
pobljslied five plays. 

G LASER, Christopher, apothmryto Louis 
XIV., and author of a valuabje treatise on chy- 
mij»try, died in 1670. 

GL. ASS, John, a Scotch divine, who, in 1727, 
published a treatise to prove that the civil esta- 
blishment of religion was inconsistent with 
Christianity ; for this he was deposed, and be- 
came the father of a new sect, called in Scot- 
land, Glfibs^tes, and in England, Sandcmonians. 
He was bom at Dundee, in 1698, and died in 
1773. 

GLASS, John, born at Dundee, traded to the 
Brazils, whence returning in 1765, with great 
proi>er^, he was mlirdered by the seamen, who 
were afterwards executed. 

GLASaiUS, Solomon, D. D., a German di- 
vine, superintendent of the schools and churches 
in Saxe Gotha, and author of several works ; he 
died in 16W. 

GLAUBEB, John, a painter, of Utrecht, whose 
picxes are much admired ; he died in 1796. 

GLAUBER, John Gotlief, a painter, whose 
pieces were in a finished style, died in 17(^. 

GLAUBER, Diana, sister Of the preceding 
painters, bom in 1650, was also distinguished 
icfT the execution of her pencil; she became 
blind In her old age. 

GLAUBER, John Rodolphus, a celebrated 
German chytnist, and chymlcal writer, of the 
17th century. 

GI-.EDITSCH, John Gottlieb, a native of 
Leipsic, and lecturer hi botany, physiology, &c., 
died in 1780: 

GLE^IIEN, Frederic William Von, a noble- 
man, ofltayreuth, he constructed a curious mi- 
croscope, and died in 1783. ' 

GLCN, John, a painter and engraver on wood, 
of Liege, of the 16th century. 

OI^NDOWER, Owen, a celebrated Welch 
warffivr, who for more than fourteen years op- 
posed the sovereignty of Henry IV. pf England, 
by. force of arms, declaring him to be a usurper, 
and the murderer of Richard II., bom in 1354, 
died in 1415. 

6LENIE, Jamof , a mathematician, engag- 
ed fai the miKtary service bf Great Britain, died 
in I8I7. BewM the author of a History of 
Gunneiy, and several valuable mathematical] 



GLENN, James, governor of the colony of 
Poutb-Carolina, was succeeded by Lyttleton, in 
1755. He promoted the prosperity of the colony, 
by an advantageous treaty with the Indians. 

GL1CA8, i Byzantine historian, his '^Annals 
from the Oeatlon,*' were published in Greek 
and Latin hi 16G0. 

Gf.^8SON, Francis, an English medical and 
anatomical author. His Treatise on the Liver is 
Ida chef-d'muvre,; he died hi 1677. 

GLOUCESTER, Robertof, the most ancient 
poet in fhe records of English history, flourished 
In the rimeof Henry IL 

GLOVEB, Richard. This very ingenious 
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gentleman was brought up in the mercantile 
line, and, by a remarkable speech that be de- 
livered in behalf of the merchants of London 
at the bar of the House of Commons, about the 
year 1740, previous to the breaking out of the 
Spanish war, acquired, and with great justice, 
the character of an able and steady patriot ; 
which character he retained through life. In 
the belles lettres he also made no inconsiderable 
figure, being the autlior of an epic poem of very 
high celebrity, entitled " Leonidas ;'* the subject 
of which is, the gallant actions of that great 
general, and his heroic defence of, and fall at, 
the pass of Thermopyle ; he wrote also, " Bo- 
adicea," " Medea,'*" and " Jason," tragedies ; 
and died in 1785, aged 74. 

GLUCK, Christopher, an eminent musical 
compofer, bom in Bohemia, in 1716. Ua intio- 
duced a new style of music into Paris, and died 
at Vienna, in 1787. 

GLYNN, Robert, a native of Cambridge, au- 
thor of the Day of Judgment, a poem of great 
merit; he obtained the prize of Cambridge, and 
died in 1800. 

GMELIN, Dr. Samuel Gottleib, a celebrated 
eastern traveller, who has left an account of [As 
travels in 3 volumes. He was bom iu Svvabi.i, in 
1745, and died in 1774, at Achmct Kent, a viliugc 
of Mount Caucasus. 

GMELIN, John George, bom at Tubingen, 
puUisbed some works ; he died in 1755, 

GMELIN, John Frederic, a professor in the 
university of Gottingen^ was bom at Tubingen, 
in 1746. He was a voluminous and able Writer 
on every part of natural history ; but is most 
celebrated for his edition of Linmeus' "System 
of Nature." The world is also indebted to him 
for the discdvery of several excellent dyes, ex- 
tracted -from difiercnt vegetable and mineral 
substances ; he died in 1805. 

GOADBY, Robert, aprintcr and bookseller, of 
Sherborne, in Dorsetshire, and author of several 
useful puMications, died in 1778. His '■'■ Illustra- 
tion or thft Holy Scriptures," is a book thai 
has been very generally read, and widely circu- 
'iated. "The Life of Bamfylde Moore Carew, 
King of the Beggars," was likewise written by 
him. 

GOAR, James, a Dominican friar, of Paris, 
puUished " Orasconun Eucologium," &c. ; he 
died in 1653, much respected. 

GOBBO, Pietro Paolo Cortonese, a much 
admired painter, of Cortona, died in 1640. 

GOBBO, Andrea, an Italian historical painter 
died about 1537. 

GOBEL, John Baptist, a native of Hanne, 
Ushop of Lydda : was accused by Robespierre, 
of atheism, and guillotined in 17S^. 

GOBELIN, Giles, a famous French dyer, 
whose name has been given ever since to the 
finest French scarlets ; his house, and the small 
river that he made use of at Paris, are still called 
the Gobelins ; an academy for drawing, and a 
manufactory of fine tapestries, were erected in 
this quarter, in 1666, and for this reason the 
tapestries are called " Of ^he Gobelins." He 
flourished about 1630. 

GOBIER, Charles, a Jesuit, of St^Maloes, wrote 
the " History of the Mariannes," ice. ; be died 
in 1708. 

GOBRYAS, one of the seven Persian nobles, 
Who conspired to dethrone the usurper Smerdis. 

GOCLENIIIS, Conrad, a German, esteemed 
by Erasmus for his virtues and leaming ; he 
died in 1539. 

GOCLENIUS, Rodolphus, considered as the 
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founder of modem magtietism : was born at 
Wittemberf, and died in 1621. 

GOCLENIU8, Rodolphus, a volominoua wri- 
ter, 50 years professor of logic at Marpurg, died 
In 1688. 

60DDARO, Jonathan, an EngUsii physician 
and chymtet, and one of tiie first promoters of 
the Royal Society, bom in 1(U7, died in 1074. 

GODEAU, Anthony, a French bishop, bom in 
16(^. He was a very voluminous author, both 
in prose and verse ; but it may suffice to mention 
one work in each way, as chiefly worth notice : 
his "Ecclesiastical History," and a "Transla- 
tion of the Psalms into French verse ;" he died 
in 167%. 

GODEFROI, or GODFREY, of Bouillon, 
4ttke of Lower Lorraine, a most celebrated 
crusader, and victorious general : he took Jeru- 
salem from the Turks in 1099, and w%a pro 
claimed king ; but his piety, as historians relate, 
would not permit him to wear a diadem of gold 
in the city where bis Saviour bad been crowned 
with thorns ; he dfed in 1100. 

GODEFROI, Denys, a native of Paris, and 
author of Corpus Juris Clvili8,&c., died in 1022. 

GODEFROI, Theodore, counsellor of state, 
of prance, died in 1642. His brother James, 
was law professor at Geneva, where he died 
in 1659. 

GODEFROI, Denys, son of Theodore, an au- 
thor ; he died in 1681. 

GODESCHALC, sumamed Fulgentius, a 
monk, in Saxony, in the 9th century, known for 
his controversy about predratlnation and grace; 
he died in 869. 

GODEVVYCK, Marigarita, a female painter, 
of Dort, much admired, died in 1677. 

GODFREY, of Viterbo, chaplain and secre- 
tary to king Conrad IH., and the einperors Fre- 
deric and Henry VI. He laboured 40 years in 
compiling a Chronicle from the Creation of the 
World to 1 186. It is written in Latin prose and 
verse, and entitled " Pantheon.'* 

GODFREY, Sir Edmundbury, an able ma- 
giijtrate, who exerted himself in the discovery 
of the popish plot, wa^ found dead, pierced by 
his own sword, supposed to have been killed 
by the papists in 1678. 

GODFREY, Thomas, the Inventor of Had- 
ley's quadrant, died in Philadelphia, in 17^. 

GODFREY, Thomas, son of the preceding, 
a poet ; died at Wilmington, tn 1763. 

GODIVA, the name of a beautifulUady, wife 
of Leofric earl of Mercia, in the reign of Edward 
the Confessor. Having an extraordinary aAbc- 
tion for Coventry, she solicited her husband to 
release the inhabitants of that city from a grie- 
vous tax. To this he evasively consented, on 
cuiidition that she would ride naked through 
the streets of Coventry; which she performed, 
covering her body with her hair, and command- 
ing all persons to keep within doors and fVom 
the windows on pain of deatk. The inures 
of I^teofric and Godiva are in the window of 
Trinity Church ; and every year on the Fri- 
day after Trinity Sunday, there is a procession 
through the town, with a figure representing a 
naked woman on horseback. 

GODOLPUIN, John, an ominent civilian, of 
England, bora in 1617, died in 1678. He puh- 
lished several books which were held in much 
esteem. 

GODWIN, Earl, brother to Edward the Con- 
fessor, invaded England, in 1052. Being tried 
for the murder of prince Alfred his brother, he 
WU9 pardoned, but died at the king's table, while 
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protesting his iunocencc of the said murder; 
supposed by the historian of those times to have 
bden choked with a piece of bread, as a judg- 
ment from heaven, having wished it might stick 
in his throat if he were guilty of the murder, 
which be ceriainly was. 

GODWIN, Thomas, an English prelate, who- 
embraced the tenets of Uie protestants, but on 
the accession of Mary, was persecuted ; be was 
afterwards favoured by Elizabeth, who at length 
became displeased with him, which hastened 
bis death in 1590. 

GODWIN, Dr. Francis^ an excellent mathe- 
matician, philosopher, and. historian, born in 
1561. In 151^^ he wrote an entertaining piece, 
which came out about five years after his death, 
under the title of " The Man in the Moon ; or 
a Discourse of a Voyage thither, by Domingo 
Gonsales,*' in 1638. But his principal work ^ 
" A Catalogue of the Bishops of England, since 
the first planting of the Christian Religion 
in this Island ; together ^ith b brief History 
of their Lives and memorable Actions, so neaf 
as can be gathered of Antiquity ;** he died iu 
1633. 

GODWIN, Dr. Thomas, a learned English 
writer, and excellent schoolmaster, hotn iu 1587, 
died in 1642. His chief work is, " Romaus i 
Historio Anthologta," an EngHsli Exposition ' 
of the Roman Antiquities, ice. 

GODWIN, Mary WoUstonecrafl, aladyof very 
superior literary aceomphshments, who distin- 
guished herself hy many able productions, but 
chiefly by " A vindication of the Rtohts of 
Women, with Strictures on Moral and Political 
Subjects.'* She also wrote well on female 
education and conduct, and her practical skill 
in education was even soperior to her specala- 
tions on the subject Fdr sonndncss of under- 
standhig, and sensibility of heart, she was, per- 
haps, never excelled; but there were certain 
pecuUarities of system both in her writings mud 
her conduct, against which eveiy lover oT^ref i< 
gion or morals must protest. She was bom in 
1768, and died in 1797. 

OOERCE, William, an eminent scholar, d 
Middlebury, author of Jewish Antiquities, ^c., 
died In 1715. 

60ERIN6, Jacob, for many years nilnistcr of 
the German Latberan church in New- York, died 
in 1807. 

GOESTZ, John baron of; a memorable Swede, 
who endeavoured to excite an insumecdpa Id 
England in favour of the pretender ; he wmt be- 
headed m 1719.

GOEZ, Damlan de, a Portuguese writer, And 
a great traveller, became acquainted wkb tbe 
learned men of Europe. 

€K>FF, Tliomas, bora in Essex, 1508, and 
died in 1627. He was a divine ; but wrote several 
pieces on dliTercnt subjects, among wUcb are 
four tragedies. 

GOFR William, one of the judges of kti«

phvBieian, flourisbed about 1593. 

60GU£T,Aiitony- Yves, a French writer, and 
aathor of a cetebrated work, entitled/* L'Ori- 
gioe de laoiz, des Artt, des Sciences, et de leur 
Progres cliea lea Anciens Peoples,*' bom at Pa- 
ris, in 1716, died 1758. 

GOLDAST, Melchior Haiminsfield, a learned 
Civilian, of Switzerland, aathor of many valua- 
ble works, died in 1635. 

GOU)HA6£N, John Eustacbius, of Magde- 
borf, translated Herodotus, ice ; be died in 1772. 

GOLDMAN, Nicholas, a native of Breslaw, 
author of a ueatise on military architecture, 
died in 1665. 

GOL.DONI, Charles, a dramatic writer, bom 
at Venice, in 1707, produced a number of come- 
dies, which were remarkably successAiL He 
died in 1793. 

GOLDSMITH, Francis, a poet and translator, 
who Uved in the reign of Charles I. 

GOLDSMITH,OUver, an eminent English his- 
toric, draqnatic, and niiiBcellaneous writer, was 
bom at EJ^iin, in Ireland, Nov. 29, 1739. OuU- 
ting liome to taste of foreign climes, he encoun- 
tered many difficulties ; and having experienced 
all the vicissitudes to which a pennyless wan- 
derer must necessarily be subject, arrived in 
England in 1758. Shortly after, be became an as- 
sistant at an academy at Peckham ; then a writer 
in ** Ttte Monthly Review ','* and afterwards in 
** The Public Ledger," in which his" Citizen of 
the World" originally appeared, under the title 
of '' Chinese Letters.' * Fortune seemed now to 
take some noticaof a man she bad long neglect 
ed. The simplicity of his character, the int^ty 
of his heart, and the merit of his productfons, 
made his company acceptable to the better sort 
He took handsome chambers in the templft, and 
lived in a genteeK style. His " Traveller,** his 
<^ Vicar of Wakefield,*' his " Good-natured Man, 
a Comedy," raised him up, and ensured him suc- 
cess to aoy thing that should follovif ; as " The 
Deserted Village,'* " She Stoops to Conquer," 
&c. Notwithstanding the success af his works, 
py which he cleared vast sums, his circum- 
stances were by no means prosperous ; and this 
has been imputed to two causes : partly to the 
Hberalitf of his disposition ; and partly to an un- 
fortunate habit of gaming, the arts of which be 
very little understmxi. He died April 4, 1774. 
Goldsmith, like SmoUet, Guthrie, and others, 
who subsided by their pens, is supposed 0ome- 
times t* have sold his name to works in which 
he had little or no concern. 

GOLIUS, James, a learned orientalist, bornJ 
at the I!agu6 ; travelled into several countries'"' 
lie published several learned works, and died in 
1067. 

60LIUS, Peter, brother of the precedhiK. «!• 
excellent orientalist, asdsted in the edition or the 
;n-eat Arabic Bible, printed at Rome, in 1071 ; he 
died in 1673. 

60LTZIUS, Henry, a famous Dutch painter 
and ongraver,bom in 1558, died 1617. 

GOLTZtUS, Hubert, a German writer on Ro- 
man antiquities, bom in 15%. He was the au- 
thor of severe excellent works, in all which he 
appliei medals to the clearing up of ancient his- 
tory. He died in 1563. 

60LYDD AN, a bard in the eourt of Cadwal- 
lader, in the beginning of the 8th century. 

GOMAR, Fi«iicis,a native of Bruges, known 
for bis strong defience of Calvin's principles 
against Arminius ; he died in 1641. 

GOMBAULD, John Ogier de, a French poet 
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and theological writer, bora 1567, died in l<aaO. 
At the age or90, he published a large collection 
of " Epigrams ;'* and some yean after a trage- 
dy, caued "Danaides." 

GOMBERVILLE, Marin Le Roi, a French- 
man, member of the academy, and author of 
Romances, &.c, ; he died in 1674. 

GOMERSAL, Robert, an En^isb divine, po- 
et, and dramatic author, bom IwO. died 1646. - 

GOMEZ, de Cividad Alvarez, a Latin poet, of 
Guadalaxara, died ia 1556.. 

GOMEZ, de Castro Alvarez, a learned Span- 
iard, author of the life of Cardinal Ximenes ; 
be died in 1560. 

GOMEZ, Magdalene Angelica Poisson de, a 
French lady, who wrote some romances, ice, 
died in 1770. 

GONDEBAUD, thh-d king of Burgundy, be- 

tme tributary to Clovis, king of the Franks ; he 
died in 516. 

GONDRIN, Lewis Antony, a favourite of 
Louis XIV., who gratified that monarch by em- 
ploying 1200 men to destroy a wood which was 
offensive to him. 

GONDY, John Francis Paul, afterwards Car- 
dinal de Retz, bom 1613, died 167A, This extraor- 
dinary man has drawn his own character in his 
" Memoirs,*'wbich are written with such an air 
of grandeur, impetuosity of genhis, andinequali- 
Qr, as give us a very strong representation of 
bis conduct. He was a man who, from the 
greatest degree of debauchery, and still lan- 
guishing under its consequences, preached to 
the people, and made himself adored by them. 
Voltaire says, that " in his youth he lived like 
Catalfaie, and Bke Attieus in his old age.** Of 
his Memoirs, '^several parts,'* says the same

VolUire, " are worthy ol^Sallust, but the whole 
is not equal." They are supposed, however, 
to be written with impartiaJity ; the author 
having every where spoken with the same free- 
dom of his own infirmities and vices, as any 
other writer could have done. 

GONET, John Baptist, a Dominican friar, 
professor at Bourdeaux, and author of a sys- 
tem of theology ; he died in 1681. 

GONGORA, Lewis de, a Spanish poet, bora 
in 1652, died in 1627. His works are all posthu • 
mous, and coiisist of sonnets, elegies, a comedy, 
a tragedy, Ate. The Spaniards have a very 
high opinion of this poet, even so as to entitle 
him prinee of the poets of their own nation. 

GONNBLLf, John, a Tuscan sculptor and 
painter, who lost his sight at the age ot 90 ; but 
modelled in clay; and by his exquisite sensa- 
tion of fueling, wrought his statues to great per- 
fection, and drew portraits with striking resem* 
hiance. He died at Rome in 1673. 

GONSALVA, or GONSALVO, Femandez, 
duke of Terra Nuova, and called The Great 
Captain, a renowned Spanish general under 
Ferdinand and IsabeUa, was bom at Cordova 
in 144.i and died in 1515. 

GONTHIER, a Latin poet, author of a histo- 
ry of Constantinople, in 1203. 

GONTHIER, Leonard and John, Frencbmea 
and brothers, eminent In the art of painting or 
staining glass : the time of their birth and death 
is uncertain. 

GON2AGA, Lucretia, an illustrious lady of 
the 16th century, as remarkaUe for wit, learn- 
ing, and style, as for high birth. She wrote 
such beautiful letters, that the utmost care was 
taken to preserve them ; and a collection of 
them was printed at Venice, in 155S. All that 
came from her pen was so mucb esteemed, that 
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a colIccttoD WM made even of tbe notes thatHdied in 1690. Another of that name, waa au 



§be wrote to her servant!, aeveral of which are 
to be met with in tbe edition of her lettera. 

GONZAOA, Bcipio. a noble Italian, who 
wrote some poems, and left manuscript meoMkirs 
of himself : he died in 1503. 

GONZAGA, Vespasian, duke of Sabblone- 
ta, a city which he founded; lie died In 1591, 
much respected. 

CrONZALEZ, Th^rrsas, a Spaniard, general 
of the Jesuits, who died at Konm, in 170&. 

GOOCH, Sir William, a dintinguished officer 
ill the military service of Great-Britain, cora- 
1) milder of the forces raised for the Spanish war, 
and afterwards a uiojor-general, and governor 
ti£' tlie colony of Virginia, alter Dryuale, in 
1727. 

GOODALL, Walter, a Scotchman, known 
as a philologist, and author of a vindication of 
Mary; lie tlied in 1758. 

GOODKICH, EUzur, D. D., minister of Dur^ 
ham, Conn. ; was distinguished for his literacy 
and scientific acquirements : be waa well ver- 
sed in the languages, and familiar with mathe 
matieal and piiilosophical investigation : he 
published several sermons, and died in 1797. 

GOODRICH, Chaunccy, son of the prece- 
dhw, was an eminent lawyer and statesman, 
of Hartford, Conn- Ho was a represcniativei 
and afterwards a senator iu congress, a coun- 
sellor and lieutenant-governor of Connecticut, 
and mayor of the city of Hartford. For depth 
and solidity of judgment, great professional at- 
tainments, strict integrity, benevolence and pi- 
ety, he bad few equals ; and his death, which 
happened in 1815, was lamented as a public ca- 
lamity. 

GOODWIN, Thomas, a puritanical divine, 
one of the members of the assembly of divines at 
Westminster, and author of tlieological works, 
he died iu 1679. 

GOODWIN, John, a meet acute and subtle 
Controversialist of the 17th century. He wrote 
a vindication of tlie death of Charles I., which 
at the Restoration was burnt by the common 
liangman. Ue was excepted out of the act of 
indemnity, and died soon after. His works arc 
numerous, but mostly in support\>f Arminian 
doctrines. 

GOOKIN, Daniel, author of tbe historical, 
collections of tbe Indians in New-England, and 
mtvior-general of Massachusetts : died in 1087 
GOOKIN, Nathaniel, minister of Hampton, 
N. H. ; much respected for his faithfulness 
he died in 1734. 

GOOL, John, Van, a Dutch painter, born at 
the Haniie. in 1685. 

GORblAN I., emperor of Rome, invested 
with the purple in Africa, much against his 
will, in 037, in tbe reign of Maximinus, and 
soon after killed by a general of that monarch. 
GORDON, Robert, of Stralogb, author of 
" Theatrum ScotiaB," an excellent work, con- 
taining a description of the whole country of 
Scotland, with maps of every county. He died 
about the middle of the 17th century. 

GORDON, Thomas, a native of Scotland, 
greatly distinguished by his writings on political 
and religious subjects. lie was concerned with 
Mr. Trcnchard in the composition of " Cato's 
Letters," and "The Indt'p«Mjdc:it Whig;" and 
published English translations of Sallust and 
Tacitus, with additional discourses to each au- 
thor He died In 1750. 

^ GORDON, James, a Jesuit, who taught phi- 
losophy and languages at Paris and Bourdeaux, 
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thor of a commentary on the Bible. 

GORDON, Alexander, a learned Scotchman 
an excellent draftsman and antiquary, ant 
secr^anr to the Antiquariui Society, in 174(1 
He published a Journey through most parts oi 
thaeountiet of Scotland, with 66 copper-plates 
" The Livei'of Pope Alexander VI. and his soi 
Cs^ar Borgia ;** " A Complete Bistoiy of tbi 
Ancient Amphitheatres," &c. &c. 

GORDON, Hon. George, commonly callct 
Lord George Gordon, a man whose restless 
spirit has furnished too many materials for fu 
ture history, to pass unmentioned in thiscoikc- 
tioii. He wa« son of Cosmo-George, duke oi 
Gordon, and born in 1750. At an early period 
of life he entered into the royal na\7, which 
he quitted during the American war, in conse- 
quence of an altercation witli the earl of Sand- 
wich , relative to promotion. He afterwards re- 
presented the borough of Ludgershall in parlia- 
ment during several sessions ; and, as he ani- 
madverted with great freedom, and often wiib 
great wit, on the proceedings of both sides of 
the House, it was usual at that period to say, 
that " there were three parties In parhanient, 
the ministry, the opposition, and Lord George 
Gordon ;" at length, however, takinga very \i» 
lent part in the House against a "Bill for the 
Relief of Papists from certain Penalties and Dis 
abilitiee," he headed a popular association to 
oppose the measure; which transaction pare 
nse to, though it certainly did not authorizf, 
the dreadful riots by which the kingdom, aw 
particularly the metropolis, was for some days 
devastated in 1780. For this Lord Geoige iras 
tried on a charge oi high treason ; but acquit- 
ted, on the ground that his intentions Iti assem- 
bling tbe people were not malicious and traitor- 
ous. May 4, 1786, he was excommunicated by 
the archbishop of Canterbury, for contempt, in 
not appearing in court as witness in a caow. 
Jan. 28, 1788, bavins received sentence on two 
convictions, Jfor libelling the French Mjwspa- 
dor and queen, and the criminal justice of Crew 
Britain, he retired to Holland, but was s«ni 
back under a guard, and committed w^*^' 
gale. In July, 1789, he presented a petufon to 
the national assembly of France, fonts mO- 
ference in his behalf: but Lord Grenville ro- 
formed the French ambassador that the «PP"*J 
tion in hia favour could not be admiued, ano 
the ambassador acquainted hfan with it. "* 
died in Newgate, in 1793 ; and his last w<*»«"2j 
were embiuered by the knowledge that bccoi 
*ot be buried among the Jews, whose reiir 
he bad embraced, durmg his imprisonment, 
to which he was warmly attached. 

GORDON. Andrew, a naUve df Al 
professor and author ; he died in 1751.

GOSSELIN, Antony, regius professor of his- 
tory and eloquence at Caea, and principal of 
tbe coUeee da Bois, published a '* History of tbe 
Ancient Greeks, in Latin, 1636.** 

60SS0N, Stephen, a divine and poet, bom 
Id Kent, in 15S1, educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, took orders, and obtained the living of 
St. Bocolpli, Bisbopsgate, where be died, in 
1^3. He wrote three plays ; and afterwards, 
b 1579, published an invective against poets, 
llayens, Ate called ^* The Schnole of Abuse.** 

GOTH, Stephen, avchbiabop of ITpsal, who,

GR.-EUINUS, Julius, a native of Frejus; he 
was put to death by Caligula, for refttsii^to be- 
come ihe accuser ot M. Sllvanus. 

G&£M£, John, a Scotch poet and ndscel* 
laneous writer of considerable merit, bom in 
1748, died 1772. 

GRiGVIUS, John George, a celebrated critic.

GRAFFIO, a Jesuit of Capua, In the 16th cen- 
tury, author of two volumes on moral eubjecti. 

GRAFIGN Y, Frances, a French novelist and 
dramatic writer, born in 1694, died 1758. 

GRAFTON, Richard, an English printer, in 
the 16th century. He compiled tlie greater part 
iof «« Hall's Chronicle :'* and, in 1562, pubUebcd 
An Abridgmentof the Chronicles of £n|ltQd" 
His large Chronicle appeared in 1569. Grafior 
was a great promoter of the reformatiw, b) 
printiuiBibles. He was living hi 1572. 

GRAFTON, Augustus Henry Fllzroy, doki 
of. was educated at Cambridge university, of 
which he was afterwards chancellor, and sac- ^ 
cecded to the family honours, in 1757. He wa 
made secretary of state, aod afterwards fintkird 
of the treasury, which ofilce he held dU 177a 
Prom 1771 until 1775, he was lord privy seal, 
and, after that time, was an opponent of tlie ui- 
nistry till Ms death, in 1811. The celebrated in- 
ters of JuniuS) were many of them addressed lo 
him, with a severity which must have been dic- 
tated by private hatred. 

GRAHAM, Georee, clock and watch inaker.

GRAND, Joachim le, a French political writer, 
iQuch esteemed at the court of Lewis XTVT.; be 
dknl in 1733. i.

GRANT, Francis, lord Cullen^ an eminent 
lawyer and judge, of Scotland, died in 1726^ 
universally respected. 

GRANT, Patrick, a Scotch Judgejvho wrote 
against the rebellion ; he died in 1762. 

GRANVILLE, George, viscount Lanidowne, 
an eminent English poet,l)om in Devonshire 
in 1667, died, in 1735. Having vainly endea- 
voured to get employment in arms, for the 
defence of James U., to whoee cause he was 
wnnnly attached, he passed the course of king 
William's rei^ in private life, enjoying the 
companv of his muse, wbich he employed in 
celebrating the reigning beauties of that age ; 
as Waller, whom he strove to imitate, had done 
those of the preceding. We have also several 
dramatic pieces of his, which were ail well re- 
jccived. 

GRAPALDUS, Francis Marine, a native of 
Parma, so distinguished as an ambassador to 
the pope, that Juuus II., crowned him with his 
own hand. 

GRAS, Anthony le, an ecclesiastic of Paris, 
who translated C.Nepos : be. died in 1761. 

GRAS, James le, an advocate of Rouen, who 
translated Hesiod into Freacli verse, in the 17th 
century. 

GRASWINCKEIj, Theodore, a native of 
Delft, eminent as a lawyer, and a man of letters ; 
he vindicated the Venetians against the duke 
of Savoy, and died in 16G6. 

GRATAROLUS, William, a learned physi- 
cian, of Basil, wrote many books, and died in 
15G2. 

GRATIAN, one of tbe roost virtuous of H^ft 
Roman emperors, son of Valentinian, bom ui 
359, was aasausinated by rebels in 383. 

GRATIAN, a private soldier, raised to tha 
throne of Britain, in 407; be reigned 4 months. 

GRATIAN, a monk of Tuscany, in the IStli 
century ; be was employed 24 years in recon- 
ciling the contradictory canons one to another. 

GRATIANI, Jerome, an luUan of the 17th 
century; he wrote. Conquest of Grenada, &c. 

GRATiUS, Faliscns, an eminent Latin noet, 
{supposed to have been ootemporary with Ovid. 

e have the fragment of a poem of his o» 
hunting, called •*' Cynegeticon.*' 

GRATIUS, Ortulnui, a learned German, wild 
wrote several works ; lia died In 1542. 

GR ATT AN, Right Hon. Henry, a aUtteimaa, 
and an orator, bom in Dublin, about |750, Bfi 
was bred to the bar, but relipqui^bed that pro- 
fession for the senate. He was elected Into th« 
Irish parilament ha 1775, and by his powerfdl 
eloquence obtained for liis jconntry a parMpar 
tion in the commerce of Britain : fof wm^ be 
was rewarded with a vole of^.OOOt , Be wfia 
the active and vigilant leader of tlie ^ppoMtmn, 
till the Union, which measun! he f^^^jiftiM 
all bis power. In tbe British parNament be 
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eiiii'tly excited his tuieitta in advocating lite 
Ciiiituiic cIhiiiih, lu vvliich causa lie tell a mar- 
tyr, by ieaviDg [reiand in an exbau«te4 state of 
he&ltfi, to carry tn England the petition with 
whicii he liad lieeu intruKied. He died soon 
ftAer his arrival, May 14, 1820, and was buried 
in VVtatminster Abbey. 

GRAUNT, John, a well known author of 
*' Obeervationi on the Bills of Moitality," born 
Iki London, in 1620, died in 1674. 

GBAUNT, Edward, a learned man, bead of 
Wctiimiimter nchool, died in 160L 

GRAVELOT, Henry Francis Bourguignon, a 
▼erv famous engraver, Umt at Paris, in 1609, 
died in 1773. 

GRAVEROL, Francis a French advocate , 
he wrote Sorberiana, and died in 1604. 

GRAVES, Thomas Lord, a gallant British ad- 
miral, bom at ThandKS, in Coruwall, died 
in 1802. 

GRAVES, Richard, 53 years rector of Cfa^ 
verton, near Bath, was bom at lAickleton, in 
Gloucestershire, in 1715 ; at the ace of 16 he 
was chosen a scholar of Pembroke College, 
Oxford ; and in 1736 elected a feUoW of AU 
Souls. He was presented to the living of Cla- 
verton, in 1750 ; and from that time to his death 
in 1804, never absented himself a single month 
at any one time : thus 6ettin{{an example wortl^ 
the approbation and imitation of alt clergymen. 
Mr. Graves was the intimate fiimd and corres- 
pondent of Shenstone, as well as of many other 
literary charaetero, and was author of an inge- 
nious natirical novel, called '^Tbe Sfriritual 
Quixotte ;'* beiAdes a dramatic pieee, essays, and 
many poems, tramilations, and sermons on vari- 
ous subjecis. He always enjoyed good health, 
and but a fewmontlu before his deadi, when 
nearly SOyeiars of a^e, published "The InvaUd, 
with the obvioup Means of enjoying Life, by a 
Nonagenarian/* Theie it an ease, and sj^bt- 
Uness, and an epigrammatie turn in his writ- 
ings, which was peculiiir to himself, and will 
make them be always read with pleasure. 

GRAVESAND^ William James, a cele- 
brated mathematician and moral philosopher, 
bom in 1686, at Bols-le-Duc, in Holland, died 
$n 1742. 

GRAVINA, Peter, an Italian poet, who pub- 
lished a 4to vol. of poems much admired. 

GRAVINA, Johh Vincent, an eminent dra- 
matic poet, firitie. noliquary, and lawyer, of 
Italy, bom at Romiano, in 1664. died in 1718. 
The greatest of aUliis works, and for which he 
will be ever memorable, is his three books, " De 
Ortu et Proeressu Juris CivUiB." 

GRAY, Thomas, eminent for a f^ ikiems that 
he ha^ left, was bom in London, in 1716i, and 
died in jl^71. He was perhaps the most learned 
man in Europe, equally acquainted with tlie 
elegant and the profound parts of science. A 
t^ew arrangement of liis poems, with notes and 
additions, was made and printed in 8vo., in 1799. 

GRAYSON. William, a senator of the V^ted 
Utates, flrom Vhr^ia; of great abilities and 
«nknpeaciial>le intepity ; he died in 1700. 

OR AZSSINl, Antony Franeis^sumamed Lasea, 
considered n^ariy of equal merit as a writer with 
Boccaee; he died in 1588. 

GRE ATRAKES, Valentine, a most extraordi- 
naiy f^erson, celebrated for hi6 power (real or 
supposed) or cnring the king's evil and other 
disease by atroking the affected parts with his 
iNthds. He wasboni in Ireland, in 1698, but it is 
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GREAVES, Joliu, nu cjiiiiicia niathfiiiatician 
and antiquary, burn at Colmore, Htuiis, in ltJ09, 
published several icaiued wurks, and died iu 
1652. 

GRECOURT, John Baptist Joseph Villartde, a 
French poet, who became a favourite of men of 
wit and rank , he died in 1743. 

GREEN, Robert, a dramatic autbot hi queen 
Elizabetb^s reign, bora in ISSO. Be was a man 
fof great ivit and humour, but in the Tife that be 
led prostituted ipreat talents to the purposes of 
vice and obscenity ; and iqion the whole, both 
in theory and practice, seems to have liecn a 
most perfect Uliiertine. Bis works of diflferoit 
kinds are very numerous ; many of them are 
pastoral romances in prose and verse. Bis dra- 
matic pieces, amountu^ to four or five, may be 
seen in the " Biographia I^madca ;** he died 
iii 1592. One of his biographers says of him, 
that his works contain ^ seeds of virtue, while 
his acts display the tares of folly. . 

GREEN, lffatthew,«n ingenious English poet, 
bora in 1696, of ajrood family among the dis- 
senters ; heki an office in the custom- liouse of 
liOndon, and died in 1 737. His poems were first 
collected and published in ]52mo. in 1796. The 
most celebrated of them is entitled ^* The Bplem,** 
in which (says Mr. Melmouth) '* there are more 
original thoughts thrown together, than I hftve 
ever read in tlie same compags of lines. 

GREEN, Dr. Maurice, an emment musician 
and composer, who was soccessirely organist 
and ccmiposer to the Royal Chapel, professor 
of music in the university of Cambridge, and 
master of the royal band. At>out 1750, be con- 
ceived a project of reforming church- music, 
and had made a considerable progrea in the 
Work ; J>ut, his health failing him, he transmitted 
the further prosecution of it to his friend Dr. 
Boyce, who ccnupleted and pul>liehed it. Dr. 
Green was b<mi in London, and died in 1755. 

«GREEN, John Richard. See GIFFORD,

GREEN, John, bishop of Lincoln, and ^ 
eminent controversial and miscellaneous writer, 
bora at Hull, about 1798, died in 1779. 

GREEN, Samuel, the first printer in Kortli-

GREEN, Edward Burnaby ..a gentleman well 
known in the regions of Paroaasus, hy " Trans- 
lations of Anacieon and Pindar,** and many 
single poems and essays ; he died in 178S. 

GREENE, William, deputy governor and go- 
vernor of tbie colony of Rhode-Island, died in 
1758. 

GREENE, William, chief justice and after^ 
wards governor of the state of Rbode-Ialaud, 
died In 1809. 

GREENE, Nathaniel, a maj^ceneral in tlie 
army of the United States, during: the revolu- 
tion, distineuisbed himself in the battles of Tren- 
ton and Princeton, and afterwards, in tliat of 
Germantown, where he commmided tlie left, 
and of Monmouth; where he commanded the 
right wing of the army. He wai appointed 
quarter master general, in 1778, and in 1780 to 
the oommandof the southera army, with whicli 
he gained the victory at the Butaw Springs. 
His bravery, drill, and services, were micii as 
to merit the express aofHrobation of congress, and 
of his country ; be «ed in Georgia, in 1788.

GREGORY, Dr. George, a native of Ireland, 
and a learned and indusmous moral and miscel- 
laneout writer, died vicar of West-Ham, in 1808. 
GRENADA, Lewis de, who refused the bish- 
opric of Braganza, beinc so mucb attached to 
a monastic Hre ; be died In 1588. 

GRENAN, Benignus, a Latin poeVpoetical 
rival of professor Coflhi; be died in 17!Q. 
GRENCE, a French painter of great merit. 
GRENVIMiE, George, a celebrated Britisk 
statesman, known in parliamentary history for 
his two bills for a more regular payment of the 
navy, in 1757, and fbr tbe trial or contested elec- 
tions in 1790. 

GRESHAM, Sir Thomas, an eminent mer« 
chant,.bom in London, in 1519, and died in 1579. 
He was well acquainted with the ancient and se- 
veral modem languages, had a very comprehen- 
sive knowledge of all affairs relating to com- 
merce, whether fbrelgn or domestic; and his suc- 
cess was not less, being in^ his time esteemed tlie 
richest commoner in England He transacted 
queen Elizabeth's mercantile affairs so constant- 
ly, that he was called <' The Royal Merchant ;" 
and bis bouse was sometimes appointed foi* 
the reception of foreign princes upon their first 
arrival in London ; but the most shining part 
of bis character appears In his public benefac- 
tions. Th') Royal Exchange, which he built, 
was a singular ornament to tbe city of London, 
and a creat convmienee to tbe merchants, wlio 
wanted such a place to meet and transact tbeir 
affairs in ; and the donation of bis own man- 
sioD'house, In Biriiopwate-street, for a seat of 
learning and the Kberalarts, with the handsome 
provision made for the endowment and support 
nf it, was eucli w Instvioe of a generous and 
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public Spirit at baa been equalled by few, and 
mu8t perpetuate his memory witb the highest 
esteem and gratitude, so long as any regard to 
leaming^and virtue is preserved ; nor ought bis 
charities t« the poor, his 8 alms-bousM, and his 
liberal contributions to the 10 prisons and hos- 
l^tals in XiOndon and Southwark, to'be forgotten 
in the delineation of Sir Thomas Gresbam's be- 
nevolent character. 

eRESSET, John Baptist liewis, a celebrated 
Prench poet, and author of Vert-yert ; he died 
in 1777. 

6RETSER, James, a learned Jesuit, 34 years 
professor at Ingoldstadt ; he died in 1635. 

QREUZE, a very eminent Frendi painter. 

JilEVENBROECK, an admked Flemish pain- 

jir, of the 17th century. 

jf 6REVILLE, Fulk, or Foolk, lord Brooke, 

r va eminent statesman, historian and dramatic 

writer, bom in Warwickshire, in 1554, was 

assassinated by one of his domestics in 1GS8. 

6REVIN, James, a poet and physician ; he 
wrote several plays, &c., and died in 1973- 

6REVIU8. or GRiEVIUS, John George, a 
celebrated Latin critic, borain 1632, at Naum- 
bourg. in Saiony, died in 1703. 

GREW, Obadiah, an English divbie, who 
sided with the presbyterians, but opposed their 
views in cutting off the king ; he died in 1008. 

GREW, Nehemiah, a learned writer and phy- 
sician, and secretary to the Royal Society, bom 
at Coventry, in 1628. His chief works are " A 
Catalogue of the natural and artificial Rarities 
belonging to the Society;" **A Comparative 
Anatomy of the Stomach and Guts ;" and " The 
Anatomy of Plants," fcc. ; he died in 1711. 

GREY, Lady Jane, an iUustriotw, iHit unfor- 
tunate personage t>f the bkx>d roysd of England 
by both parents ; ber grandmother on her father's 
side, Henry Grey, marquis of Dorset, being queen 
consort to Edward IV., and ber grandmother 
on her mother's, lady Frances Brandon, being 
daughter to Henry VII., queen Dowager of 
France, and mother of Mary queen of Scots. 
She was bora m 1537, and fell a victim to the am- 
bition of ber parents, who on the demise of 
Edward VI., overcame her by their persuasions 
to suffer herself tobe proclaimed queen of Eng- 
land. Though only an innocent agent, she 
was, on the accession of Mary, declared guilty 
of high treason, and beheaded in 1554, aged 17 

{rears. She was eminent for her piety and 
earning, being mistress of the Greek and Latin 
languages, in Doth of which she wrote elegant 
letters, which were printed after her death. 

GREY, Dr. Zachary, ah ingenious flnglish 
scholar, bora in Yorkshire, in 1687, died at 
Ampthilt, in 1766. He was the author of nearly 
30 publications ; but his edition of " Hudibras," 
S volumes 8vo., is the work which will best pre- 
serve his memory. 

GREY, Dr. Richard, a learned English divine 
and polemical writer, born in 1693, died in 1771. 
Be published " Memoria Technica ; or a new 
Jlethod of Artificial Memory ;" " A System of 
Snglidi Ecclesiastical Law ;" " A new and easy 
Method qf learning Hebrew without points,*' &c. 

GRIB ALDUip,Matthew, a learned civilian, c^ 
Padua, who leftttaly to embrace protestantism ; 
he embraced tb^ anti-^itarian doctrine, for 
which he was persecuted ; lie died of the plague, 
in 1564. 

GRIBNER, Michael Henry, professor of law 
at Wittemberg, wrote several works on jurispm- 
dence, and died in 1734. 

Ql^fDLEY, Jeremy, attorney-general of the 
" %« 



Ifprovhice of Massachusetts, of great distiucUunj 
he died in 1767. 

GRI£RSON,Conetanaa, bora at Kilkenny, in 
[Ireland, 1700, died 1733. She was an excellent 
scholar, not only in Greek and Roman hteratnie, 
but in history, divinity, philosophy, and mathe- 
matics ; and wrote elegantly both in verae %xA 
prose. 

GRIESBACH, John Jacob, a learned critic and 
divine, born in Hesse Darmstadt, 1745. In 1775, 
he published his edition of the ♦* Greek Testa- 
ment," with various readings; an inestimable 
work. His " Critical Notes upon the Scriptures" 
are very valuable. He died at Jena, where lit 
was divinitv professor, in 1812. 

GRIFFET, Heniy, a Jesuit, of Moulin8,*?bo 
died at Brussels, in 177B. He published Daniel's 
History of France. 

GRIPFIER, John, an eminent painter, caUed 
old Griffier ; he died in London, in 1718. Biason, 
called yOhng Grifiier, was an excellent landacape 
painter, and was living in 1713. 

GRIFFIN, Cyrus, a member, arid president of 
congress ; a warm friend of the independence 
of the colonies; and, in 1789, a judge of the 
United States' district court for Virginia; he 
died in 1810. 

GRIFFIN, the last prince of Wales before io 
final suhjugation by the English, was murdered 
by. his conquerors. 

GRIFFITH, Michael, a native of London, wbo 
became a jteuit, and was missionary of his order 
in England ; be died in 1652. 

GRIFFITH, Elizabeth, a novelist and drama- 
tic writer of some eminence, first distinguisW 
by " The Letters of Henry and Frances," wliicn 
contained the genuine correspondence between , 
her and her husband before their marriage. Her 
next publication was, " Menaoirs of Ninon de 
L'Enclos." Beside these, she wrote three noveto, 
four comedies, the " Morality of Shakespeare s 
Drama Ulustrated.** and " Essays addressed to 
Young Married Women,'* 'which closed and 
crowned her literary career. She died in Irdand, 
1793. 

GRIFFITHS, Ralph, first editor of the Montii- 
ly Review, begun in 1749, which he edited very 
ably ; he died in 1803. 

GRIGNAN, Frances Margaret de 6evigii«i

GRIGNION, Charles, an engraver, who ac- 
quired great reputation in England, until nw 
manner was superseded by a more fashionaow 
and imposing style ; he died in 1810, aged 94.

Irary, an able theological writer, born in 1519, 
4ied at Croydon, in 1583. 

GRINGONNEUR, JaeqaemiO) a Parisian 

e inter of the 14th century, w1k> is said to have 
vented cards to amuse the melancholy liours 
of Charles VI., king of France. 

GRIN<K)R£, Peter, tMraldatannt to theduke 
of Lorraine, died in 15fl. 

GRISAUNT, William, an English physician, 
astronomer and mathematician of some note 
the time of his death is unknown. ' 

6RISWOLD, Roger, LL. D.> an emiA?nt 
lawyer of Connecticut, was a diaanguistied and 
ioflaential meml>er of Congress under the ad- 
ministration of the first President Adams, and 
his successor. In 1801 he was appointed secre- 
tary of war, an office which be declined ; he 
was afterwards successively a judge of the su- 
preme court, and lieutenant governor and go- 
vernor of his native state. He died in 1813. 

GRIVE, John de la, a French geographer, 
bom at Sedan ; author of "Topography of Pa- 
ris," &c. ', he died in 1757. 

GROCHOWSKI, a Pole, who was at the bat- 
[ tie of Syezekociny with Kosciusko, tn 1791, in 
which he was mortally wounded. 

OROCYN, WUliam,born at Bristol, 1443, died 
KlJJ. He was a greater master of the Greek 
and Latin languages, and introduced a better 
pronunciation of the latter, than had been known 
before in England. He was professor of Greek 
at Oxford, where be is said to have taught 
Erasmus. 

GRODITIUS, Stanislaus, a Jesuit, of Poland, 
author of 8 vols, of Latin sermons, &c. ; be died 
in 1613. 

GR<»rOVnJS, John Frederic, an eminent ci- 
Tiliaii, historian, and critic, born at Hambdrgb 
to 1613, died in 1678. 

GRONOVICTS, Jamas, son of the preceding, 
and a writer on the belles lettres, born at De- 
venter, in 1645, and dfed in 1716. His chef 
d'oeuvreis, "Thesaurus Antiquitatum Gra:;ca- 
rum," 13 vols, folio. 

GROPPER, John, an able polemic, of West- 
phalia, who had a great abhorrence of womeii. 
he dipd in 1559. 

GROS, Peter, an able sculptor, who embel- 
lished the capital of France wltn his art ; be 
died in 1710. 

GROS, Nicholas, a theologian, of Rheims, 
whose opposition to the bull unigenitus obliged 
him to flee from France to England ; he was au- 
tijor of several works, and died in 1751. 

GROSE, Francis, F.8. A., who, after having 
Illustrated the " Antiquities of England, Wales, 
and Scotland," In a series of views of monastic 
and othearuins, was on the point of completing 
Iva design by thone of " Ireland," where ne had 
been employed about a month before Iiis death, 
which happened In 1791, in the 53d year of his 
age. He published also " A Treatise on ancient 
Armour and Weapons;" "A Classical Dic- 
tionary of the Vulgar Tongue ;" " A provincial 
Glossary, with a Collection of local Proverbs I j 
and popular Superstitions;" an() "Rules for| 
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drawing Caricatures; the Subject illustrated 
with (bur Copperplates ; with ah Eway on Co- 
mic Painting.** 

GR06LEY, Peter Johnt a Frenchman, mem- 
ber of the academy of belles letters, &c., and 
author of several works; be died in 1785. 

GR0SSETE8TE, Robert, an English prelate 
who wrote commentaries on Aristotle^ «c. Dr. 
P««e wrote his life ; be died in 12S3. 

GROSll^SSTE, Claude, a ministerof Savoy, 
who went to London cm the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes ; he wrote several works, and 
died in 1713. 

GROSVENOR, Benjamin, a native of Lon- 
don, and minister of a dissenting congregation 
there ; he wrote an Essay on Health, &c., and 
died in 1758. 

GROTIU8, Hugo, or Hugo de Groot, bom at 
Delft, in 1583, died in 1645. He was eminent as a 
lawyer, philosopher, mathematician, historian, 
political and poetical writer ; but his chief worka 
are " Treatbe of the' Truth of the Christian 
Religion;" and, which, ftogly. is sufficient to 
render bis name immortal, his " Treatise of the 
Rights<of War and Peace," " De Jure Belli et 
Pacis."' 

GROTRJS, William, brother of Hngp, was a 
distinguished lawyer and a writer on law ; ba 
died in 1602. 

GROVE, Henry, a learned divine among tha 
English diraenters, bom at Taunton, in 1683, died 
in 1738, leaving some very excellent theolc^cal 
treatises. 

GROVE, Joseph, an English historical and 
critical writer, died in 1764. His best work is a 
" Life of carduial Wolsey." 

GJIUBER, Gabriel, a very distioguished Je- 
suit, bom at Vienna, who at an eaity age made 
great proficiency in the arts and sciences. Ha 
practised and taught successively, rhetoric, his- 
tory, mathematics, hydraulics, chymistry, archi- 
tecture, and medicine, in which be obtained tha 
degree of doctor. His recreations were physi- 
cal and cl^mical experiments, drawing and 
painting. On the suppression of the society of 
Jesuits, the empress Maria Theresa took him 
into her service, and intrusted to him the su- 
perintendence of shin- building at Trieste, aa 
well as the draining of the Sclavonian and Hun- 
garian morasses. As soon as he learned that tha 
society continued to exist in the Russian em- 
pire under the protection of the government, ha 
joined the society at Polocz, where he applied 
himself to his favourite studies for several 3rears. 
Being sent to St. Petersburgh several times on 
the business of the society, he gained the esteem 
of their imperial majesties. In 1803 he was 
elected general of the society, andshowed much 
tranquillity and perseverance in very arduous 
and trying circumstancea By his exertions, the 
order mcreased in Russia, and was restored in 
the kingdom of Naples. His amiable and phi- 
lantliropic behaviour, and the variety and ex- 
tent of his knowledge, procured him many 
friends, as well as the confidence and good- will 
of men of the highest rank. With those abili- 
ties and information which form a great mind, 
be united the piety and virtue of a trae member 
of a religious order. He died In 1805. 

6RUCHIUS, Nicolas, of Rouen, was the first 
who explained Aristotle in Greek; he died in 
1572. 

GRuDIUS, Nicolas Everard, treasurer of 
Prabant ; he wrote sacred and pirofane history 
in LiUin, and died in 1571.

GRYLLU8, son of Xenophon, slew Epaml- 
uoudas. and fell himself at tbe battle of lf»- 
tinea^aOS B. C. 

GRTNiEUS, Simon, a learned German. Greek 
professor at Vienna, and afterwards at Heidel- 
berg, became a protestant, for which he suifered 
much jbe died in 1541. 

GRYNiEUS, John James, m native of Berae, 
and minister and professor at Basil ; he died in 
1617. 

GRYNiEUS, Thomas^as professor of Greek 
and Latin, at Berne and Basil ; be left four sons, 
all eminent in literature. 

GRYPHIARDER, John, professor of history 
and poetry, at Jena, died in 1613.

He acquired the rank of colonel, and the 
croes of St. Louie, by hie active eerricee in the 
French army, and pubUatied,in 1770, his cele* 
brated work, " Easai general de Tactique ;*' a 
work which, though known and admired over 
ail Europe, drew upon its autlior the envy too 
often attendant on merit, which emUttend a 
great part of his days. ■ He was also a dramatic 
writer, and produced three tragedies, ** The Con- 
stable ol' Bourbon," ^* The Oracdii,** and ** An- 
na Bullen ;** neither of which, however, was

6UILLELMA, ofBohemla, the fbundreos of 
an Infamous sect which started up in Italy in the 
I3tb eentury, and which, under the mask of de- 
votion, used topractiseall manner of lewdness. 
GuBletraa imposed so effectually upon the world 
by a siiow «f extraordhiary devotion all her Ufe 
time, that uie was not only reputed holy at her 
destn, but aUK> revered as a saint a considerable 
time after it. However, her frauds, and the de- 
toflloQS she bad emjrioyed, were at last discover- 
ed; upon wliich her body was dog up, and burnt, 
la 1300. She died In 1^81, and hadbeen buried 
in Milan.

GUILLOTIN,a physician, of Sabites, inventor 
of the guillotine ; he died of grief that this mstm- 
ment was so much abused. 

GUISCARD,Robert, a famous Norman knight, 
who assisted in the conquest of Naples from the 
Saracens ; he died in 1065. 

GUISCARD, Charles, a Prussian officer of 
disthiction. author of " Military Memoirs of the 
Greeks ana Romans,'* fee. ; be died in 1775. 

GUISE, dande de Lorrahie, duke of, settled 
in France, and became founder of the family of 
Guise there ; he died to 1513. 

GUISE, Francis, duke of, son of the preced- 
ing, a man of great talents ; in him began the 
factions of Conde and Guise ; he died fai 1563. 

GUISE, Henry, duke of; memorable in the Us^ 
tory of France as a ealiant officer ; but an impe> 
rious, turbulent, semtious subject, who placed 
himself at tlie head of an armed force, and cal- 
led his rebel band. The League; the plan was 
formed by the cardinal, his younger brother; 
and, under the pretext of defending^e Roman 
catholic icifigion,the king, Henry IH., and the 
freedmn of the state, against the desipis of the 
Huguenots, or French protestants, they carried 
on a civil war. massacred the Huguenots, and 
governed the king, who forbade his appe9rance 
at Paris ; but Guise now became an open rel>el, 
entered that city against the king's express <«• 
der, and put to the sword all who oppoMd him ; 
the streets being barrleadoed to prevent his pro- 
gress, this fatal day is called in Ibe French his- 
tory. The Day of the Barricades. Masters of 
Paris, tlie policy of the Guises failed them ; fbr 
they sufi<Bred the king to escape to Blois, though 
he was deserted in his palace at Paris by bis 
veryguarda At Blois, Henry convened an as- 
sembly of the states of France ; the duke of 
Guise had the boldness to appear to a summons 
sent him for tiiat purpoae : a forced reooncilia* 
tion took place between him and the king, by 
the advice of this assembly ; but It being acci* 
dentally discovered, that Guise had formed a plaa 
to dethrone the king, that weak monarchl in- 
stead of resohitely bringing him to Justice, bad 
him privately assassinated. Dec. 23, 1558, in the 
38th year of his age His brother, the cardhtal, 
shared the same rate the next day. 

GUISE, Charies, duke of, eldest son of Hent^ 
was arrested on hie fiMher's murder, but escape 
ed ; he was reconciled to the king, but the Jear 
lousy of Richelieu drove him from the kingdom) 
he Medio 1640.

dinand II. He protected the Lutherans in Ger- 
maoir, anA by his victories humbled the house 
of Austria. The glory of this action has been 
unjustly attributed to cardinal Richelieu, who 
had the art of raising his reputation from the 
victories whieb Guitavus was content to gain. 
He carried the war beyond the Danube, and 
would perhaps have dethroned the emperor, had 
Jie not been slain at the battle of Lutzen, A. D. 
1663, in the STth year of his age, after he had de- 
leat^ th« impArial army eonmaoded by Wnl- 
stein. Heearried to his tomb the name of "The 
Great Gustavus," the love of his subjects, and 
the esteem of his enemies. I

The attainmenta of Sir Matthew were 
wonderftti ; for be bad, beaide bis peculiar pro- 
feation, a considerable knowledge in tbe civil 
law. in arithmetic, algebnt and other mathe- 
inatical aciehcea, aa well as in phytic, anato- 
my, and tbrgery ; wat very conversant in ex- 
perimental pbilotopby, and other braacbet of 
pbiloaopbical learning, and in ancient biatory 
and chronology ; but, above all, he teemed to 
have made mvlnity hit chief stu^y; to that 
those who read what he has written upon theo- 
logical questions, might be inclined fo think that 
be had studied nothing else. Bis principal 
works are legal, philosophical, and religious ; of 
tbe former, the noost valuable are, bis " Pleas of 
the Crown," and a " History of ttie ComoKm 
Law of England.** He died in 1670. 

HALES, John, an English divine and poet, 
bora at Bath, in 1684, died in 1650.

HABfBERGER, Georfe Christopher, a lean»> 
ed German, publithed Qri^eut and other volu^ 
minout wdnu ; be died in 1773. 

HAMEL, da Monceau, Heniy Lewie du. of 
Parit, emineM for bia knowledge of mechanics, 
agriculture and commerce ; lie died in 1782. 

HAMEL, John Bantiat du, a celebrated 
French pbikNKmher ana divine, bera at Vire, in 
1604, died in I7Q6. 

HAMILCAR BARCA8, a famont Carthi«i- 
nian asnoral, tlain in battle 937 B- C. 

HAMPTON, Patltek, abbot of Ferae, in Scot- 
land. He wat condemned to the flames, for hie 
a^ierenee to tbe tenets of Luther, and endured 
the sentence with wondeiful Inrtitade. He wa« 
not only pioua, but learoed and polite. He tuf-

HAMILTON, William, duke of, was secre- 
tary of state for Scotland. He died in 1652 of 
wounds jr«ceived at the battle of Worcester. 

HAMILTON, William, an ingenious poet, 
distiagiiished by the liveliness of bis imagina- 
tion and the delicacy of his sentiments. He was 
bom of an ancient and honourable family in 
1704, and died in 1751. His poema were printed 
at£diaburgh, 1700. 

HAMILTON, Oeorge, earl of Orkney, dis- 
ttaiuished himself at the bi^ttle of the Boyne, 
and at Blenheim ; he died in 1737. 

HAMILTON, sir WUUam, thirty-seven years 
Britisb laibnrwadnr at the court of Naples, was 
bom in the year 1739. and died in London, in 
1803. The zealous and suceassfol efforts which 
he made daring his long residence in Italy, in 
bringing to l^ht the buried treasures of anuqui- 
tf neea not here be enumerated ; indeed, his 
whole life was devoted to studies connected 
wiUi the fine tits. His ^* Observatiohs on Mount 
Vesuvius, Mount .£tna, and other Volcanoes, 
la a Series of Letters to the Royal Sooety," 
were published with notes in 1773. 

HAMILTON, Elizabeth, a distinguished nus- 
celkuwous writer, bom at Belfast, in 1758. Aras 
Ramitton remained single through life, an4died 
at Harrowgate, in 1810. Her principal works are, 
"Letters of a Hindoo Rajah;** ''Memoirs of 
Modem PbUosoptiers ;*' " Letters on the Prin- 
ciples of Education ;" and the " Life of Agrip- 
pma, Wife of Getmanicus."

HAMILTON, Andrew, governor of the co- 
lony of New-Jer4ey, and deputy governor of 
Pvnnmrivania, died in 1703. 

HAMILTON, John, a counsellor of the colony 
of NeW'Jersey, who was at the head pf its go- 
femment for several yean ; he died in 1746. 

HAMILTON^ John, was several times gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania ; be died in New^York, in 
1783. 

HAMILTON, Alexander, secretary of the 
Tieasury of the United States, under general 
Washington, and a major genial in the Ameri- 
eto army, was bom tn the Island of St. Croix, in 
1797, and came to New- York, in 1773. At the 
commsneement of the revolution he joined the 
armyf was aid-de-camp to the commander in 
chief, and continued in the service until the sur- 
Nhder of Comwalfis, at Yorktown, where the 
Americana under hhf command stormed and 
took the British works. He afterwards com- 
msttced the practice of the law in New-Y6rk, 
aad rose to the highest eminence in tba pro- 
ftmion. He was kiUtd in a duel with colonel 
BufT, fai 1804. As a statesman and a financier, 
be revived the puMic credit, and placed the 
United States revenue on a nermanent footing. 
Heal ways possossed the confidence of Washing- 
ton, and h» death was lamented by the whole 
community, as an irreparaUa loss to his coun- 
try. 

HAMILTON, Fanl. wtt a firm and decided

' 1805. 

HAMILTON, WilUam, an EngUsh historical 
painter, and member of the royal academy, died 
in 1601. 

HAMLET, the name of a prince df Denmark, 
whose history, af related by Saxo-Grammaticus, 
has furnished Shakspeare with the groundworic 
of one of his finest plays. 

HAMMOND, Anthony, an English poet and 
an author, distinguished also as a wit, and as a 
man of fashion ; he died about 1730. 

HAMMOND, Dr. Henry, a learned English di- 
vine and commentator, bom at Chert^, in 
1605, died in 1660. His chief works are,a " Prac- 
tical Catechism ;'* a " Paraphrase and Annota* 
tions on the New Testament ;'' and a " Para- 
phraseand Commentary on the Old Testament ;*' 
of which he only publislied the Psalms, and went 
through a third part of the book of Proverbs. 

HAMMOND, James, an elegant English poet, 
born in 1710^ died in 1743. He was equerry to the 
P!" 
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rince of Wale<i ; and ts said to have divided 
his life between pleasure and books ; in his re- 
tirement forgetting the town, and in his gayety 
losing the student. Of bis literary hours the 
principal effects are exhibited in his memorable 
" Love Elegies.** 

HAMON, John, a French physician, who 
wrote on relidoiu subjects in an admired style ; 
he died in l(w7. 

HAMPDEN, John, a celebrated poUtical cha- 
racter in the reign of Charles I., famous for sus* 
taining aingly the weight of a royal prosecution, 
on tub refusing to pay the ship-money in the 
reign of Charles I., was born in London, in 1504. 
Having in 1635-6 obtained a seat in the house of 
commons, he soon grew to be one of the most 
popular men in the nation ; and after he had 
held the chief direction of his party in the house 
against the king, he took up arms in the sane 
cause, and was one of the first who opened the 
war by an action at a place called Brill, about 5 
miles from Oxford ; but he was cut off early by 
a mortal wound, which he received 1^ a pistol 
bursting in his hand, in a skirmish with prince 
Rupert, June 18, 1643, and of which he died the 
34th. Clarendon has given Hampden the cha- 
racter of a great, rather than a good man ; but 
when passive obedience and non-resistance 
wfire disgraced by law, he came to be esteemed 
a good as Well as a great man, and has conti- 
nued to be thought so from that time to this. 

HAMPTON, James, translator of Polybius» 
died 1778. 

H AMSA, a Mahometan doftor, known for his 
attempt to eradicate the tenets of Mahomet and 
to establish his own. He flouriahed about 1030. 

HANCOCK, John, minister of Lexington, 
Maiaachusetts, respected and beloved 3 he died 
in 1753: 

HANCOCK, John, minister of Braintree, soq 
of the preceding ; died in 1744. _ 

HANCOCK, Thomas, a benefketor of Harvard 
coUege, died in 1764. 

HANCOCK. John, LL. D., one of the moM 
conspieuous friends oC the American revolutioiu 
was president of congress in 1770, and signed 
the declaration of independence in that capaci- 
ty. He was afterwards fpvemor of _Masac)Rl- 
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' HA?n)EL} George Frederic, an iUustrioun 
master in music, bom at Halle, in Upper 9axony , 
In lf|B4. His compositions, particularly bis ora- 
Corioii, have b«eD repeatedly perform«Jd, to the 
present day, witb uniatemipted succeso and un- 
rivalled giory. He died lu 1759, and was ba- 
iled in Westminster Abbey, wliere, by his own 
order, and at bis own expense, a monument is 
erected to his memory. 

U ANGEST, Jerome de, a doctor of tbe 8ar- 
bonne wno wrote against Luther ; tic died in 1538. 

HANIFAH, a saint among the Mussulmanu, 
the head of all their sects; be died at Babylon. 

HANKINS, Martin, was professor of history, 
politics and eloquence at BreslaW} and an author ; 
he died in 1709. 

HANMER, Meredith. D.D., treasurer of Tri- 
nity church, Dublin. He translated the ecctedi- 
astical hiatoriesof Eusebius, Socrates and Eva- 
grius, and died in 1604. 

HANMER, Jonathan, a non-conformist di- 
vine. He is tbe author of ecclei^tical anti- 
qui^ and other works ; he died in 1687. 

HANMER, Sir Thomas, Bart., a distinguished 
statesman and polite writer, bom in 1676. In 
1713 be was chosen speaker of the house of 
commons; which office, difficult at all times, 
but at that time more panisularly so, he dis- 
charged with becoming dignity. He died in 1746 

HANNECKEiV, Menuon, a historian and di 
vine, of Germauy, was professor of morals, 
tlieology, Stc. at Marpurg, and died in 1671. 

IIANNECKEN, PhUip Lewis, son of the 
preceding, was professor of Hebrew and elO' 
quence at Giessen. His works were chiefly on 
theological controversy ; he died in 1706. 

H ANNEM AN, John, a painter, at the Hague, 
and an excellent copyist of Vandyck ; he di^ in 
1680. 

HANNIBAL, a great Carthaginian general, 
was the son of Hamllcar, who made hhn swear 
on the altar, that he would never be reconciled 
to the Romans. At 25 years of age, he took 
upon him tlie command of the army. After 
taking Salamanca and Saguntum, in Spain, he 
defeated the Gauls, and passed the Alps in de- 
fiance of the snow, and of Publius Cornelius ; 
having mollified the rocks with vinegar, and.cut 
through them with iron. He took Turin, and 
at Pavia defeated Cornelius Scipio. The follow- 
ing year be defeated Flaininius, and slew 15,000 
men ; he next overthrew Varro at Cannife, with 
40,000 foot, and 2700 horse, the flotver of the 
Roman youth, and sent to Cartha|[e two or three 
baskets of gold rings taken from the hands of 
5630 slain Roman gentlemen. And now had 
Haimibal gone straight to Rome, he bad cer- 
tainly ruhicd that commonwealth ; but going to 
Capua, where he wintered, the delights of the 
place so debauched his whole army, that tbe 
Romans recovered themselves from the conster- 
nation into which the loss of five battles bad 
thrown them. Two years ^ter, MarceUus gave 
him battle, and conquered, but was hUnself 
killed in an ambush. Hannibal was defeated 
afterwards by Sempronius Gracchus, and at last 
met with a total overthrow tty Scipio ; when, 
falling (or fearing to fall) into the hands of the 
Romans, he took poison, which he bad kept In 
a ring for that purpose. 182 B. C, aged 70. 

HANNIBALIANUS, Flavius Claudius, was 
murdered by Constantius, in 338. 

HANNO, a Carthaginian, employed by his 
countrymen to make the circuit of Africa; in 

consequence of which he explored varions re- , , .,-.„.„«. -^-..-., „ 

gions, and made great geographical diieoveri6i.iimoWA as 8 graminarian, died i»1788l 
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Some supposed voyages of Hanno are published 
tn the Oxford Geographers. 

H ANNSACHS, a German poet Hi^ worici, 
in five volumes folio,.are indinereot ; he died in 
1576. 

HAXRK^T, Francis, an associate of Marat 
and Robespierre, and equally atrocious in hii 
character. He was guUkytined, July, 1794, ex6- 
ciAted for his cruelty and rapme. ' 

HANSON, John, a distmguished member of 
Congress from Maryland, aud' for two yean 
president of that body ; he died in 1783. - 

HAN WAY, Jonas, was born at Portsmouth, 
in 1712. Beiug bred to commence, he left Eng- 
land, and entered into business at Lisbon as a 
merchant ; from Lisbon he removed to Peters- 
burgh, where he was appointed agent to Uie 
British Actory ; and, with the view of opening 
a trade through Russia into Pwsia, he undertook 
a laborious and dangerous course of travt;l«, of 
which he afterwards published an interettii^ 
account at his return to England. To the cha- 
ritable disposition and benevoteot exertions of 
Mr. Hanway, London owes in a freat measure 
the institution of the Marine Society, the snp- 
port<»f the Magdalen Hospital, the improvement 
of its streets and avenues ; and the poor of va- 
rious descriptions, their most efibctual comfort 
and support. He died in 1786. 

HARCOURT, Harriet Eusebia, an English 
lady, who established a female monastery on 
her lands in Yorksliire, which was4is6olved at 
her death, in 1745. 

HARDENBURGH, Jacobus R., D. D., first 
president of Uueen's College, New-Jeni^, was 
indefatigable in his labours, and much Messed : 
he died in 1790. 

HARDER, John James, was professor of rhe- 
toric, afterwards of medicine and anatomy, at 
Basil ; a man highly esteemed fbr his learning 
and abilities; he died hi 1711. His brother, 
James, was professor of oriental languages at 
Leyden, and a learned divine. 

HARDEBT, Geoffrey, an Augustine monk, 
confessor to Henry II., professor at Oxford, and 
an author ; b.e died in 1360. " 

HARDI, Alexander, a French poet, who is 
said to have written 600 pieces for the theatre. 
Of these, however, no more remain than 41, 
which were publisned by himself in six vols. 
He was tbe nist French dramatist who intro- 
duced tbe custom of being paid for hispjeces, 
and died at Paris, in 1630. 

HARDI ME, Peter, a painter, of Antwerp, 
died in 1748. His brother, Simon, excelled as 
a flower painter, and died in 1737. 

HARDIIfG, John, an old English chronicler, 
bora in 1438, died after 1461. 

HARDING, Thomas, an English divlHe, and 
polemical writer, born in 1512, died about 1^. 

IIARDINGE, Nicolas, an eminent Eng&h. 
scholar, and author of qpme Latin, and other * 
poems ; he died in 1759. 

HARDINGE, George, an emimmt Englfarii 
lawyer, a member of pariiamenl, aiid attorney 
and solicitor general to the queen : he died in 
1816. 

HARDION, James, a Frenchman, who pub- 
lished " Universal History,** 18 vols., and lahrr 
works ; he died in 1766. 

HARDOUIN, John, a French Jesuit, eminent 
as a critical, hii^ical, and miscellaneous wri- 
ter, bora at Kimper, in Bre{agne, in 1647, di^ 
in 1729. 

H ARDUIN, Alexander Xavier, of Arrss, 
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HARDWrCKE. See yORKE, Philip. 

HARDY, Sir Oiiades, governor of the colony 
Of New-Vork, afterwards an admiral in ihe 
British navy, and cn.-nmauder in chief oC ihu 
western squadroa, in 1779, ilie year of his death 

HA ROY, Josiah, broUier of the preceding 
was governor of the province of New- Jersey, In 
1761. 

HARE, Dr. Francis, bishop of Chichester, 
and ftathor of some celebrated polemic tracts, 
died in 1740. 

HAR6RAVB, Francis, one of the most emi- 
nent law-writers of his day, was born in 1T39, 
mnd died in 182 1. He was iifany years one of h is 
iniuesty*8 counsel, and recorder at Liverpool ; 
and among his numerous publications m&y be 
mentioned; a "Ooliection of State Trials," 11 
vols, folio, in 1781. In 1813, owing to ill health 
and other circumstances, he parted with his 
Ubrary, which was purchased by parliament for 
8000^, to be placed in the library of Lincoln's 
Inn, for the public use. It contained 300 MSS. ; 
and his law books were enricbed with valuable 
Botes. 

RARIOT, Thomas, an En^ish matheraati- 
dan. He accompanied Sir NValter RaldgU to 
America, and gave the puUic an account of 
Virginia ; belied in 1031. 

HARIRI, an Arabian author, lived in 1130 

HARLAY, Achille de, a firm, dignified, and 
learned president of the parliament of Paris, 
after De Thou ; he died in 1616. 

HARLAY DE SANCY, Nicholas de. was 
ambassador of France to England, under Henry 
in.; be died in 1639. 

HARLAY, Francis de, aichbishop of Paris, 
the favourite of Lewis XIV. ; be died in 1695. 

HARLAY, Achille de, first president of the 
parliament of Paris, was an upright magistrate ; 
and died in 1713. 

■ H ARLEY, Robert, afterwards earl of Oxford 
and earl Mortimer, and lord high treasurer in 
the reign of queen Anne, was born in London, 
in 1661. On the 8tb of March, 1711, he was in 
great danger of his life ; the marquis of Guis- 
card, a French papist, then under examinatioq 
of acontmittee of the privy council at Whitehall, 
stabbing him with a penknife, which he took 
up in the clerk's room, where he waited before 
be was examined. Guiscard was imprisoned 
and died in Newgate^the 17th of the same 
month ; wbereupon an act of parliament passed, 
making it felony, without benefit of clergy, to 
attem{^ the life of a privy counsellor in the exe- 
cution of his office. After the death of queen 
Anne, viz. luna 10, 1715, Harley was impeached 
by the house of commons of high treason, and 
high crimes and misdemeanors ; and was com- 
mitted to the Tower by the house of lords, 
w4iere he sufiiered oonfineraent till July 1, 1717, 
and then, after a public trial, was acquitted by 
bis peers; he died in 1734. and Pope has cele- 
brated his memory in the tbilowing lines : 

*' A soul nipreme in each bard instancfi tried, 
Above all pain, all anger, and all pride, 
The rage of power, the blast of pubUe breath, 
The lust of lucre, and the dread of death." 

This nobleman laid the foundation of the Hai- 
leian Collection of.MSS notv In the British 
Museum ; which was enlarged by his son Ed- 
ward, who succeeded to his title and estates, 
and at whose deatllt it consisted ofSOOOvohimes. 
and above 40,000 original rolls, charters, and 
other deeds and instruments of great antiquity. 
HARLOW, an eminent English portrait and 



(historical pamter, died in the oioom of life, ia 
1819. The admirable arrangement and pow- 
iJrful e.!fect with which he rfepresenied ilie scene 
from Henry VIFI., in which Mrs. Siddotis ia 
the principal figure,and all the Kemble fami- 
ly are introduced, is a masterly proof of hie 
taste, judgment, and skill, as a historical pain- 
ter ; as his portraits of West, Northcote, FuseU, 
&c., were of his fidelity in that braich of tha 
art. As a opyiat also he wa^ entitled to high 
praise. His copy of a picture of Rubens might 
be tiken for the original ; and his copy of Ra- 
phael's famous picture of The Transhgu ration, 
which he pamted with astonishing rapidity, 
was highly admired at Rome, where the origmu 
might be co.npared with it. 

HARMER. Thomas, an eminent dissenting 
divine, and critical writer on biblical literature, 
born at Norwich, in 1715, was 54 years pastor of 
a congregation at Wattesfieki, in Suffolk, and 
died in 1788. 

HARMOOiUS. See ARISTOGITON. 

HARO, Don Louis de, a favourite of Philip 
IV., prime minister, and a great diplomatist ; he 
died in 1661. 

HAROLD I., king of England, son of Canute ; 
he died the 5th year of his reign, in 1039. 

HAROLD If., eon of earl Godwin, took pof- 
session oCthe English crown, on the death of 
Efiward the Confessor. In repelling the inva- 
sion of hb kingdom, by William of Normandy, 
he was slain, Oct. 1066, in the first year of his 
reign. 

H ARPALUS, a Grecian astronomer, inventor 
of the cycle, 480 B. C 

HARPALUS, an officer intrusted by Alex- 
ander with the treasures of Babylon, with which 
he fled away. 

HARPB, Jean Francois la, an eminent French 
orator, critic, poet, and dramatic writer, bom at 
Paris, in 1740, died in 1802. 

H ARPOCRATION, Valerius, an ancient rhe- 
torician of Alexandria, who has left an excellent 
*^ Lexicon upon the Ten Oratora»of Greece." 
He flourished about 175. 

H ARPSFIELD, Nicholas, archdeacon of Can- 
terbury, an English divine, attachei to the p^ 
pish religion ; he died in 1.5*^. 

HARRINGTON, Jnhnlord, an English noble- 
man, distinguished by the talents and genius 
which he displayed at a very early age ; he died 
in 1613, aged 32. 

HARRINGTON, Sir John, an ingenious Eng- 
lish poet, and translator of Afiosto's ** Orlando 
Furioso;'^ by which he gained a considerable 
reputation, and for which he is now principally 
known ; he was born at Helston, near Bath, in 
1561, and died in 1613. 

HARRINGTON, James, an eminent jpolitical 
writer, bom in Northamptonshire, in 1611, died 
in 1677. His chief work is called "Oceana,** 
and is a kind of political romance, in imitation 
of Plato's " Atlantic Story," where, by Oceana, 
Harrington means England ; edibiting a plan 
of republican government, which he would liave 
erected, by forming the three kingdoms into a 
genuine commonwealtlL 

HARRINGTON, Henry, an eminent EngUfb 
physidhn and poet, died at Bath, in 1816. 

HARRIS. Walter, an EngliBh physician, fa 
the reign of WilUam lU. He wrote some es- 
teemed boolcs on the diseases of children. 

HARRIS. Robert, was president of Trinity 
college,- Oxford, wrote some sermons, and died 
in 1658. 

iiARRIS,John,aa Eo^irii diTiAe,and a diitiar 
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gnished matbematician, secretary to tbe royal 
society, died in 1730. 

HARRIS, William, minltter of a dinenting 
congregation in London, died in 1740- 

HARfiiS, WilJiam, a protestant dissenting 
minister, of eminent abilities and character, and 
author of a historical and critical Account of 
the Live* of James I., Charles I., and Oliver 
Croriivrell, ail tending to recommend republican- 
ism, in 5 vols., after the manner of Mr. Bayie. 
He died in 1770. 

HARRIS, James, an English gmtleman, of 
▼ery uncommon parts and learning, born in the 
Close, at Salisbury, in 1709, died in 1780. He is 
tbe author of " Three Treatises, concerning 
Art, Music, and Painting, and Poetry, and Hap- 
piness ;" " Hermes , or, a PhikMophical Inqui- 
ry concerning Universal Grammar," (irhicli 
bishop Lowth, in the preface to bis " English 
Grammar,** calls the most beau tiftil and perfect 
example of anatysis that has been exhibited since 
the days of Aristotle;) '' Philosophipal Arrange- 
ments ;'* and " Phildogical Inquiries.'* 

HARRIS, James, eariof Malmesbury, an En- 
glish ambassador at the court of Berlin, St Pe- 
tersburg, and afterwards at the Ha^e, and a 
member of the privy council, was jraised to tbe 
peerage in 1800/fmd died in iCflO. 

HARRISON, WiUiam, an 'elegant poet, and 
•ecretary to the English ambassador at ^le 
Hague, died in London, in 1713. 

HARRISON, WUliam, «n English writer, au- 
thor of the Pitorim, a pastoral tragedy, 1709. 

HARRISON, John, a colonel in the pariia- 
ment army, and one of the judges of the un- 
fortunate Charles; be was ezecutadfbr his per- 
fidy, after the restoration. 

HARRISON, Robert Hansen, an eminent 
lawyer, of Maryland, was chief jusUce of the 
general court, and governor of that state. He 
was appointed a judge of the supreme court of 
the United States, in 1789, but declined the of- 
fice, and died in 1790. 

HARRISON, John, a most accurate English 
mechanic, invents and maker of the famous 
time-keeper, for ascertaining the longitude at 
tea, born at Foulby, near Pontef^act^ in York- 
flhire, 1603, died 1776. After many experimente,

1795. 

HART, Levi, D. D., minister of Preston, 
Conn., instructs ma^ young men tot tbe mi- 
nistry, and died in 1808. 

BART, John, a signer of the declaration of 
Independence, and an active and useful revo- 
hitionary patriot, he died in 1779. 

HARTE, Walter, a divine, poet and hiatori- 

abom earlv in the 18tb century, and educa- 
In the free-school of Marlborough. Lord 
Chesterfield, to whose son Harte waa tutor) 
describes bim as a man of consummate erudi- 
tion. His greatest poetical work, called " Tbe 
Amaranth,^' was published in 1767 ; his." His- 
tory of Gustavui Adolphus," in 1765 : and his 
** Essays on Husbandry," in 1764. He died in 
4773. 
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{of eminence, bom in Yorkshire, in 1705- Hie 
principal work is entitled " Observations on

He died in 1757. 

HARTMAN, John Adolphus, a convert from 
the Jesuits, to Calvinism, and professor of pbi- 
losopby and poetry, at Castel, and afterwarde 
of history, at Marpurg ; he died in 1744. 

HARTSOEKER, Nicolas, professor of phi- 
losophy, at Heidelberg, and matbematician w 
the elector palatine, died in 1795. 

HARTUNOUS, John, professor of Greek at 
Heidelberg, for some time in arms against Hm 
Turks ; he died in 1579. 

HARVARD, John, an eminent American dl^ 
vine, founder of Harvard college, Massachu- 
setto, died in 1638. 

HARVEY, Gideon, an eminent Engliab pby- 
sidan, attendant up(m Charles H. in Ids exile, 
and after his restoration ^ be died tn 1701. 

HARVEY, Wtffiam. an eminent EnglfA phy- 
sician vfiu> first discovered the circolaoon of the 
blood and the motion of the hrart, in animals, 
bom at Folkstone, in Kent, in 1578, died in 
1657. 

HARVEY, Sir John, governor of the colony 
of Virginia. His tyranny and rapacity caused 
his impeachment and removal, in 3635. 

HARWOOD, Dr. Edward, an EngHsh dis- 
senting divine, and excellent classical scholar, 
bora in 17S9, died in 1794. His chief worka 
are, " An Introduction to the Study of tbe New 
Testament," " A View of the various editions 
of the Greek and Roman Classics," and an edi- 
tion of the " New Testament in Gre6k, whb 
English notes.** 

H ASE, Theodore, professor of Hebrew at 
Bremen, his native town, died in 1731. 

H ABE, James, brother of the |nrecedin|[, die- 
tinguished for his learning and writings, died in 

HASSELaUIST. Frederic, a fwedish bota- 
nist and natural bistorian, bom in East Goth- 
land, in 1732, died at Smyrna, in 1752. 

HAST^, Edward, a topographer, bom at 
Hawley, in Kent, in 173S. His >^ History of 
Kent^ n well known and esteemed. In the 
latter part of his life he was much reduced in 
circumstances, and was, by lord Radnor, pre- 
sented with the mastership of the hospital at 
Corsham, Wilts. He died there in 1812. 

HASTINGS, Elizabeth, daughter of tbe earl 
of Huntington, was celebrated for her accom- 
plishments, and for her public aiud private cha- 
rity. She died in 174C^ deservedly lamented. 

HASTINGS, Rt. Hon. Warren, was bom 
near Daylesford, in Worcestershire, |n 1731 
Having been educated at Westminster school, 
he went out to the East Indies as a writer, and 
in course of time became -covenior of Bengal. 
He was removed from Madras to tbe presidency 
of Calcutta at a critical period, when the state 
of Hindostan becameperilous from the rapidly 
increasing power of Hyder Ally, the sover^ln 
of Mysore, and the intrigues of the French, who 
were taking advantage of the rapture between 
Great Britain and her colonies. In this exigency, 
the governor-general bad to rely solcdy upon his 
own exertions; and he succeeded, beyond ill 
expectation, in saving British India from a com- 
bination of enemies. Party spirit at home, how- 
ever, turned bis merit into a crime, and chargei 
were brought against him in parliament. He 
tetumed in 1706, and an impeachment foOowed, 
the trial of which lasted nine years, and termi* 
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ired Ufa on tbe wreck of bit fortune, and aii||hav« sunk into wretcbedneM, arising frora the 
.. ^ _ .... ,_*._ «- """ ^untimehrtoii of their dearertrdativef. 

HA WEIS, Tbomas, an Elngtiaii divine, known 
as ehaplain to tlie eoiintess of Huntingtoni and 
at principal of a seminary wliicb slie founded 
fdr tbe education of students in divinity ; he died 
in 1890. 

HAWKE, Edward lord, a brave and intrepid 
English admiral, appointed rear of tbe white, in 
1747, being then styled by George U. " Hii own 
Adoiiral;" and, by successive promotionB, he 
became vice-admiral of Great Britain, in 1765. 
Ha was one of tbe greatest characters that ever 
adorned tlie British navy ; but most of all re- 
markable for the daring courage, which induced 
him, on many occasions, to disregard those forma 
of conducting or sustaining an attack, which, 
by the rules and ceremonies of service, had be- 
fore been considered as iadispensable. His de* 
feat of the French armament, under marshal 
Conflans, off Belleisle, will n^ver be forgotten. 
He died in 1781. 

HAWKESWORTH, Dr. John, an Englis}! 
writer, of a very soft and pleasing cast, bom at 
Bromley, in Kent, in 1715, died in 1773. As an 
author, "The Adventurer" is his capital work; 
the merits of which, it is said, procured him the 
degree of LL. D. from Dr. Herring, archbishop 
of Canterbury. When the design of compiling 
a narrative of the discoveries in tbe South Seas 
was on foot, he was recommended as a proper 
person to be employed on the occasion ; but the 
performance did not answer expectation. Works 
of taste and elegance, where imagination and 
the passions Were to be affected, were his pro- 
vince ; not worlu of dry, cold, accurate narra- 
tive. However, he executed h&i task, and is 
said to have received for it the enormous sum 
of 6000*. 

HAWKINS, Sir John^ an English admiral, 
who signalized himself, in the reign of Eliza- 
beth, by opposing the Spanish armada, and in lus 
expeditions to the West Indies ; he died in 1595. 

HAWKINS, Sir John, to whom the public 
art indebted for a good edition, with notes, of 
"Walton's Angler," as well as a valuable " His- 
tory of Music," was bom in 1719, and died in 
L789. Some short time before his death, he 
wrote a " Life of Dr. Samuel Johnson," 
which, though replete with literary anecdote 
and entertainment, met with but an indifferent 
receolion from tbe critics. 

HAWKINS, WUiiam, governor of the state 
of Georgia, died in 1819. 

HAWKSMOOR, Nicolas, an English archi- 
tect, pupil to Sir Christopher Wren, died in 1736. 

H AWKWOOD, Sir John, born in the reign 
of Edward II., died in 1394. Though bred a 
tailor, having afterwards taken to arms, he 
signalized himself in the wars in Italy, by his 
valour and conduct, Which raised him to the 
highest poets. He gained so great honour and 
reputation for having restored, in those parts, 
military discipline, which was almost lost, that, 
after bis death, the Florentines erected, in their 
city, a black marlile statue as an acknowledg- 
ment for tbe services he had done them. 

H A WLEY, Joseph, distinguished as a states- 
man and patriot, and regarded as having been 
one of the ablest advocatts of American liberty ; 
he died in 1786. 

HA WLEY, Gideon, many yeare a missionary 
to the Stockbridge, Mohawk, and Oneida In- 
dians, and eminently useful to tbem ; be died in 
1807. 

HAY, James, a Seetchmtn, who went to 
S33 



annuiQr from the India company. He lived, 
bewever, to see liis plana for the security or 
India piibUciv applauded ; but received no other 
recompense for his suflbrings, than that of being 
•worn of the privy-cooncU Sir Warren died 
in 1818. 

HATSELL) John, clerk of tbe honsa of 
•ommons, from 1768 to 1797, died in 1830. 

HATTON, Sir Christopher, an eminent states- 
man, and lord chancellor under Uneen Eliza- 
beth, died in 159L 

HAUSTEAD, Peter, a clergyman and acomic 
writer, in tiie reign of Charles I. 

HAUTE-FEUILLE, I'abbe, a French gentle- 
man, sidlied in mechanics, who made considera- 
ble improvements in the movements of watches, 
and invented a specular gnomon for reaulating 
cjociu and watches by the sun, 4cc., bora in 
1647, died in 1724. 

H AUTEROCHE, Noel le Breton de, a French 
dramatic poet and actor, died at Farid, in 1707. 

HAUTETEERE, Antliooy Dadiue de, profes- 
sor of law at Toukniae, author of a treatise on 
monastic life, and other firorks, indicative of 
great talents and learning ; be died in 1683. 

HAVARD, WiUiam, a respectable actor, and 
dramatic writer, of Dublin, ^ed in 1778. 

HAVEN, Samuel, D. D., minister of Ports- 
roouth, New-Haaipshire, published many sei^ 
mona, and died in 1806. 

HAVEN, Jason, attnister of Dedham, Massa 
chusetts, author of many published sermons, 
died, much respected, in 1803. 

HAVJ^OAMP, Sigibert, a celebrated Dutch 
critic, and professor of history, eloquence, and 
the Greek tongue, at Leyden. He was particu- 
larly skilled in tlie science of medals, and was 
the author of some works in this way that were 
very mudi esteemed. He gave good editions, 
as well as grand ones, of several Latin and 
Greek authors ; of Euuopius, Tertulllan's "Apo 
logetic," Josephus, Sallust, &c. ; and his edi- 
tions of those authors are redtoned the best. 
He died in 1743, aged 58. 

HAVERS, Clopton, an English physician, 
aiubor of a treatise on the bones, died early in 
tbe J8th century. 

HA WES, Stephen, an English poet, who 
flourished ai>out 1500. 

HA WES, Dr. WiUiam, an English physician, 
who has immortalized his name by being tbe 
fbunder of the Royal Humane Society, for the 
recovery of persons apparenUy dead by drown- 
ing, suffocation, or strangulation, was bora at 
Islington, in 173G. and died in 1808. Dr. Hawes 
was a truly amiame and lienevolent man ; and 
gave a strong proof <Mf his phiianthrophy in bis 
unwearied attention to the above-mentioned in- 
stitution, which has been found highly useful, 
and to establish which he employed many years 
of tiis life. So much, indeed, did tiiis engross 
his mind, and engage his attentien, that liis own 
immediate interests appeared to him to be very 
subordinate considerations ; yet be was always 
ready to aftbrd liis professiimal assistance to 
distress. It would be difficult for the enemies 
of Dr. Hawes, (if such a truly benignant'cba- 
ncter could have any enemies,) to say any thing 
to his disadvantage. There was a remarlcable 
■implicinr in his manners, the result of an inno- 
cent and unsuspecting heart ; and his name 
ought to be recorded among the benefactors of 
their eountry, for tbe establishment of an insti- 
tution, wliich has been a source a( renewed 
bappineii to thousands, who might otherwise 
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England with James 1., where be wae ennobled, 
and employed on several embassies, and to ne-l 
fotiate a marriage betweeu tbe priuce of Wal&b 
and a princess or Prance ; be died in 163<S. 

HAT, WUliaro, born in SusHez, in 1695, was 
ronarliablefor bis personal detormity ; on wbict 
subject be wrote an excellent '' Essay," wbereiu 
be alluded to bis own case witb singular good 
humour. He was representative in parliament 
for Seaford, and died in 1755 ; having written, 
beside tbe above essay, " Rcligio Philosophi," 
" Imitations of Martial.'* and some otber pieces, 
wbich were collected and printed in 1794. 

HATDN. Joseph, was born of low parentage, 
at Rborau, in Austria, in 1733. At an early age 
he was received into tbe choir of the cathedral 
in Vienna. He afterwards got his living by 
teaching music, and by composition. In 1791, 
he went to England, and published several of 
his works ; in consequence o( which tbe univer- 
sity of Oxford conferred upon him the degree of 
doctor of music. "In 1796, be returned to Ger- 
many, where he composed liis sublime oratorio 
of "The Creation," and "The Seasons,'* and 
died in l8Qd. His works are very nimierous and 
Taluable. While Haydn was in England, a 
ship captain entered his chamber one morning: 
" You are Mr. Haydn t" "Yea-'* " Canyou 
make me a march to enliven my crew 1 You 
shall have thirty guineas ; but I must have it to- 
day, for to-morrow I start for Calcutta." Haydn 
agreed : the seaman left him ; the composer 
opened his piano, and in a quarter of an hour 
the march was written. Haydn appears to have 
had a delicacy, rare among the musical birds of 
prcr and passage, who go to feed on the un- 
wieldy wealth of England ; he thought so large 
a sum, for a labour eventually so slight, a spe- 
cies of plunder— came home early in tlie even- 
ing, and made two other march^ in order to 
allow the liberal seaman his choice, or to give 
them all to him. At daybreak tlie purchaser 
came — " Where is my march 1" " Here, try it 
on the piano." Haydn played it. The captain 
counted the thirty guineas on tiie piano, took up 
the march, and went down stairs. Haydn ran 
after him ; '* I have made two others, both bet- 
ter, come up and hear them, and take your 
choice.'* " I am satisfied with the one I have." 
The captain stiH went down. " I will make y4)u 
a present of them." Tbe captain went down 
only tlie more rapidly, and left Haydn on the 
stairs. Haydn, from one of those motives not 
easily defined, determined on overcoming this 
singular self-denial. He immediately went to 
tbe exchange, ascertained the name of the 
ship, made a roll of his marches, and sent tbetn, 
with a polite billet, to the captain on board. Ht 
was surprised at receiving, shortly after, bis en 
velope, unopened, from the En^ishnian, who 
had judged it to be Haydn's. The composer 
tore the whole in pieces on the spot. The anec- 
dote is of no great elevatioh ; but it expresset^ 
peculiarity of character; and certainly neither 
the captain nor the composer rauld have been 
easily classed among the common, or the vulgai 
of men. Haydn soon adopted the custom of 
shopping, and frequently wandered in the morn- 
ing from bouse to bouse of the music-t^ellers. 
He used to mention his dialogue with one of 
those persons. He had inquired for any par- 
ticularly good musk, ** You are come exactly at 
the right time," was the 8hM)keeper'8 answer, 
" for I have just printed off Havdn*s sublime 
music. *' Oh ! as for that, I will have noihinp 
to do with it." " How, sir, nothing to do witii! 
?34 



Havdn ! what fault is to be found with it?" 
**0h! fhult enough; but there is nu use io 
speaking about it now; it docs not pleafe Bie, 
show me something else." Tbe music-seilcr, 
who was an enthusiast aboot Haydnte compo- 
sitions, looked at the inquirer, " Ko, sir, 1 have 
other music, no doubt, but it is not fit fur you," 
and turned his back upon him. Haydn i\ as go- 
ing out of the shop, laughing, when he met an 
acquaintance coming in, who pronounced las 
name. The music-seller, whose vexation hod 
revived witb tbe sound, turned romid and said, 
"' Yes, sir, here is a gentleman who actually 
does not like that great man*smusic.** Tbe mis- 
take was of course aoon cleared up, and tbe 
person wtis known who alone might presame to 
object to Haydn's music. 

HAYER DU PERRON, Peter le, a naUve of 
Alencon, distinguished for his poems, odes, 
songs, ice. ; he was bom in 1603. 

HAYER, John Nicholas Hnbert, a French 
ecclesiastic, author of a work on the immortali- 
ty of the soul, and otber valuable writings; lie 
died at Paris, In 1780. 

HAYES, Charles, an ingenious matbcroatlcal 
writer, author of a treatise on fluxiens, and 
other works ; be died in London, in 1760. 

HAYES. Dr. William, an eminent musical 
composer, born in 1708. He became profee^or 
of hiusic at Christ Church College, Oxford, and 
published a collection of English ballads; butM 
best known by his cathedral music and catcbM- 
He defended Handel against Avison, whh some 
OMierity, and died in 1777. 

HAYLEY, WUliam, an Enclisb poet, and 
miscellaneous writer, died in 1^. . 

HAYLEY, WUliam, a poet, dramatist, wd 
miscellaneous writer, bom in 1745, was eda- 
cated at Cambridge. On leaving tbe university, 
he retired to his estate of Eartham, iu Sussei; 
he died at Felpham, in 1820. ., 

HAYMAN, Francis, a painter, of some dis- 
tiiiciion, born at Exeter, In 1708, became a roem- 
bcr, and librariau of tbe royal academy, *^« 
died in 1776. 

HAYMON, a native of the Tyrolesc, in iw 
15th century, of gigantic stature. He is said to 
have been 16 feet in height, with strength pro- 
portionate to his size. 

HAYNES, Hopton, assay master of the Enr 
lish mini, known as the author of a work ob w 
attributes and worship of God, and the cbarafr 
ter and offices of Christ ; he died in 1749. 

HAYNES, Samuel, an English cJerpymaBl 
be published a collection of state papeiSi •o" I 
died in 1758. ^ ^ 

HAYNES, John, governor of Massacbo*^ 
and Connecticut, of which latter colony He »« 
one of the founders ; he died in 1654. 
I HAYTER, Rev. John, an excellent Gn

HAYWOOD, Henry, minister in.S<>»J£^'

HAZAEL, servant of Benbadad, ^\^f°yli 
ria, was sent by his master to ^oqiojeoj wv| 
prophet Elisha, the result of his 8i«»n<*^, 
bis return, be killed the king, and usurpea 
throne, 880 B. C. 

HEAD, Richard, a natlTe of Irelanoi 
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as the author of "The Eofiiflh Rogae," • co- 
medy, and several other draroauc pieces ; be 
died iu J678. 

HEADLEY, Henry, an ingenious poet, and 
ezeeOent young man, was bom at Irstead, in 
Norfolk, in 1766, and, a^r passing ander the 
tuition of Dr. Parr, was admitted to Trinity col- 
lege, Oxford. He died in fTSS. Before the age 
of SO he published a volume of ** Poems ;" but 
he is principally known to the literary world by 
two volumes of " Select Beauties of Ancient 
English poetry, with Remarks," 1787 : a work 
very deservedly in high esteem ; and which was 
elegantly republished by Mr.Sharpe, in 1810, 
with a biographical sketch of the author, by the 
Rev. Henry Kelt, B. D., Fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford. 

HE A RNE, Thomas, an English antiouary, 
and indefatigable collector and editor of books 
and BISS. chiefly concerning English history, 
bom in 1678, and died in 1735. 

HEATH, Nicholas, archbishop of York, and 
chancellor of England in the reign of Mary, 
died in 1360. 

tCEATH, James, an English historian, bom 
in London, In 1639, and died in 1664. 

HEATir, Thomas, brother of the preceding, 
and a Jesuit ; he was sent as a miseionary to 
England, where be (^ied about 1568. 

HEATH, Benjamin, a lawyer of eminence, 
and town-clei^ of Exeter, who wrote several 
works, but Is best known by " A Revisal of 
Shakspeare's Text, wherein the alterations in- 
troduced into it by the more modem editoiii and 
critics are particularly considered,' 1765. 

HEATH, William, a brigadier, and aAef- 
wardis a major^eneral in the American army 
during the revolution ; he was distinguished for 
hia patriotism and zeal, and died after the war 
at Roxbury. Massachusetts 

HEATIiCOTE, Dr. Ralph, a very learned di- 
vine and cootrovcrsial writer, bora in 1721, and 
died in 1793. When very youngs he published, 
at Cambridge, "Historia Astronomis,*' which 
laid the foundation of that merit wliich he ailer- 
wards acquired in the literary world. The doc- 
tor was deeply engaged in the Middletonian 
controversy upon tbe miraculous powers. In 
1775 he published " A Sketch of Liord Boling- 
broke*B Philosophy ;" and, in the latter end of 
the same^ear, came out, " The use of Reason 
asserted m Matters of Religion.*' The doctor 
aim was engaged in the compilation of the 
^' Biographical l>ictionary,'' 12 vols, dvo, 1761, 
and had a considerable sum from the booksellers 
for several new articles in the edition of 1784. 
In 1771 appeared '* The Irenarcb ; or. Justice 
of Peace's Manual;*' &nd he then qualified 
himself for acting for the liberty of Southwell 
and Scrooby. The first volume of " Sylva ; or, 
The Wood," waapubJished in 1786, and a se- 
cond edit'on in 1788. He had intended publish- 
ing a second volume of this work, but indisposi- 
tion prevented bis accomplishing it. , 
HEATHFIELD, Lord. See ELIOT. 
HEBEVSTREIT, John Ernest, a physician 
and writer educated at Jena ; he went afterwards 
io L eipwgi c, where he died in 1756. 

Bl^BKR, son of Selah, and father of Pheleg, 
died <^17 B.C. aged i^H. The Jews derive the 
name of Hebr^-ws from him. 

HEBF.FDEN, Dr. William, an eminent Eng- 
lisl) pfivsician and medical writer, born in 1710, 
died In 1801. 

HERBERT, James Rene, a French revolution- 
ist, di:itinguish^ fpf hia abusive writinga and 



Ihis bitteraeas against the queen. He was guil- 
lotined byorder of Robespierre, in 1794. 

HECAT.£US, a historian of Abdera, at tbe 
court of the Ptolemies, author of a history of 
the Jews, &c. 

HECHT, Christian, a minister, of Eaien,iD 
East Friezlaud, died in 1748. 

HECK, Nicholas, an admired Dutch Umdscapf 
and historical painter, born In 1580. 

HECK, Martin Heunskirk, son of the preced- 
ng, was also an eminent landscape painter. 

HECK, John Van, a luulscape painter, of Ou* 
denard, died in 1689. 

HECKEWELDER, John, a native of Eng- 
land, was for many years a Moravian mission- 
ary among the Delaware Indians, and author of 
an account of the manners and customs of the 
Indian tribes which once inhabited Penraylvar 
nia; he died in 1833. 

HECQUET, Philip, a French physician, who 
is immortalized in Gil Bias, under the name of 
Doctor Sangrado. He was a man of piety, and 
author of several medical works; he died in 
1737. 

BEDELIN» Francis, a French grammarian, 
poet, antiquary, preacher, and writer of roman- 
ces ; but chiefly distinguished by a book entitled, 
" Pratique du Theatre," born at Paris, in 1604, 
died in 167T5. 

HEDERICUS, orHEDERICH, Benjamin, a 
native of Upper Saxony, and author of a cele- 
brated " Greek Lexicon," was born in Misnia, 
in 1675, and died in 1748. 

HEDLINGER, John Charies, a Swiss engra- 
ver, whose medals are much admired, died in 
1771. 

HEDWIG, John, a German, professor of bo* 
tany, whose researches respecting the cryptoga- 
mia class of plants win immortalize his fame ; 
he was bora in 1731, and died at Leipelc, in 1799. 

HEEDE, William, a historical painter, bora 
at Fumes, died iu 1728. His brother. Vigor Van, 
also eminent in the same branch of the pro- 
fession, died in 1708 

HEEM, John David de, a painter, of Utrecht, 
whose fraits and flowers were much admired ; 
he died in 1674. 

HEEMSKIRK. SeeHEMSKIRK. 

HEBRE, Lucas de, an eminent historical 
painter, of Ghent, died in 1584. 

HEC^SIPPUS, a Jew, converted to Christi- 
anity ,Tn 157. He wrote a history of the church 
to his own time. Another of the same name, 
wrote an account of the destruction of Jem- 
[saleni. 

HEIDEGGER, John Henry, an eminent pro- 
testant divine, professor at Heidelberp,titStein- 
furt and at Zurich, where be died in 1698. 

HEIDEGGER, John James, born in Switzer- 
land, in 1661, and famous for his humour and 
his ugliness. H is judgment and taste in operatic 
amusements gained hhn the favour of George 
11. and his court, and acquired him the chief 
management of the Opera-house in the Hay- 
market. He also improved another species of 
diversion, not less agreeable to the king, which 
was the masquerades ; and over these he always 
presided ai the king's theatre.

From these 
several employments, he gained a reiru lar in- 
come, amounting in some years to 5000Z., which 
be spent with much liberality ; and his charity 
was bnimdJess ; it being well attested, that afler 
a succpseful masqueiadt,' hr has been kncwn to 
give away Fcveru! hundred pounds at a i.iuie. 
He is supposed to have been tbe most hard-fea- 
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tured man in the kiugdom, and innumermble 
Jesu are related of iiiin ; but being good liu- 
iiioured, and always tbe first to joke on hia own 
QgUness, he blunted every shaft of ridicule : he 
died in 1649. 

H£IL, Daniel Van, a painter, of Bruflsels, 
bom about 1704. 

HEIL, John Baptist, brother of the preceding, 
was an eminent historical and portrait painter ; 
he was bom in 1609. Leonard Van, anottier 
brother, was also diptinguiahed as a painter, 
particularly of flowera and insects. 

HEIN, Peter, a Dutchman, who, fnm obscu- 
rity, rose to the command of tbe fleets of hit 
country, was killed in a battle with tbe French, 
iuim 

HEINECCIUS, John GotUieb, a German law 
professor and writer, bora at Eisembog, in 1681, 
died 1741. 

HEINECKEN, Christian Henry, an extraor> 
dinary youth, bora at Lubeck, in 1 131. He spoke 
his maternal tongue fluently at ten months ; at 
one year old he knew tbe principal events of the 
Pentateuch ; in two months more h« waa master 
of the entire histories of the Old and New Tes- 
tament ; at two years and a half he answered 
the principal questions in ge<M;raphy, and in an- 
cient and modera history. He spoke Latin and 
French, German and Low Dutch, with great fa- 
cility, before the commencement of his fourth 
year, 1725, in which he died. His constitution 
was so delicate, that he waa not weaned till a 
few montlis before his death. 

HElNSiUS, Dffniei, professor of politics and 
history, at Leyden, and librarian of the univer- 
sity there, born at Ghent, in 1580, died 165S. 
He distinguished himself as a critic by his la- 
bours' upon Theocritus, Hesiod, Seneca,. Ho- 
mer, Theophrastus, Ovid,Llvy, Terence, Horace 
ice., and wrote poems in various languages, 
which have been often printed, and always 
admired. 

HEINSItTS, N., grand pensionary of Holland, 
was an able statesman, and a man of strong 
powers of mind. He died at tb^ Hague, in 1720. 

HEIXSIUi;}, Nicholas, the son of Daniel, born 
at Leyden, In 1630, became as great a Latin 
poet, and a greater critic, than his father, and 
died in 1681. 

UBldd, N., a German historical writer, of the 
17th century. # 

HEISTER, Lawrence, a physician, sui^^n, 
and naturalist, bora at Frankfort, in 1683, died 
ill 1758. His principal works are, "Compendium 
Anatomicum,'* and " fasiitutions of Surgery." 

HELE, Thomas, an Eogiishman, who, after 
serving in the army, settled at Paris, where he 
became an esteemed dramatic writer, in the 
French language ; he died in 1780. 

HELENA. St., the mother of Constantino the 
Great, was dfstluguished fur her piety and Chris- 
tian charity, and as the founder of several 
churches She died in 338. 

HELIODORUS, of Phoenicia, flourished about 
39c). In his youth he wrote a romance, by which 
be is now better known than by his bishopric of 
Tricca, to which he was afterwards promoted. It 
is entitled, " Ethiopics," and relates the amours 
of Theagenes and Chariclea. The learned Heu- 
tius is of opinion, that Heliodorus was among the preceding,

HELLOT, John, a Franchirtiilosopbkial and 
chymical writar, and a distinguished cbynust, 
died in 1766. 

HELMBREKER, Tbaodore, a Dutch Umd- 
scape and historical paintar, of Haarlem, died tt 
Rome, in 1694. 

HELMONT, John Baptist Van, eoauDonly 
called Van Heimont, a man of great leambi, es- 
pecially in physic and natural philoeophy, boni 
at Brussels, in 1577. By his ^ill in pbyiie bt 
iperf'ormed such unexpected cures, that b< was 
put into the inquisition, as a man that did tbisgi 
beyond the reach of nature. He cleared hiuf 
^If before the inquisitors ; but, to be more at 
liberty, retired afterwards into &Uaod, wba« 
he died, in 1644. 

HELMONT, Matthew Van, a painter, of Ant- 
werp, died in 1796. 

HELOISE, the concubine, andafterwanlftiM 
wife, of Peter Abelard ; a nun, and afterww* 
prioress of Argentuil ; ai^, laMly, abbess of tte 
Paracteta. She wasborn about the beginninca 
the nth century, and died in 1163.

He wm auttior of " OBaTm PhUoeo- 
pbiques,^' and other works, and died in 1790. 

HENAITLT, John d', • Frenchman, who ao- 
qaired coiunderable celebrity as a poet, died In 
1683. 

HENAULT, Charlee John Francis, bom at 
Paris, in 1685, was admittedcoanaellorin parlia 
meat, in 1706, witfi a dispensation on account of 
his age, and, in 1710, was made prorident <^the 
first chamber of inquests. He spent seireral 
years in making liimself master of the Roman 
law, the urdinancos of the French kings, their 
«ufllioni9, and public law; but history was hin 
mTuurite study; and he is deservedly accounted 
the first fraraer of chronological abridgments ; 
in which, witlxnit stopping at detached facts, he 
utends on^^ to those which form a chain of 
events that perfect Or alter the government and 
character of a country, and traces only the 
springs which exalt or humble a nation, jBXtend- 
ing or contraetinc tlie space that it occupies in 
tiie world. The first edition of his work, the re- 
sult of forty years* reading, appeared in 1744, 
under the adi9>ice8 of the chancellor Bragues- f 
seaa, with the modest title of, " An Essay." 
The fuccess it met with surprised him. He 
made continued improvements 4n it, and it has 
gone through nine editions, and been translated 
iuto Italian, English, ftndGerman, and even into 
Cbiiiese. He wrote, in early life, three tragedies, 
which met with indifferent success ; but after- 
wards be composed three delightful comtdiesj 
Henauit died in 1771. 

HENDEB80N, Alexander, a leader of the 
presbyterian party in Scotland, and one of the 
divines sent to meet Charles L at Newcastle. 
He died about 1646. 

HENDERSON, John, of CovMt Garden thea- 
tre, an admirable actor in various characters of 
the immortal Shakespef ro. His private h fe was 
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below, *' Inveniam viam, ant faciam.** Each 
aoditor paid one shilling. He was also author 
of a weeklv paper, called ** The Hyp Doctor,*' 
for which he had lOO{. a year gtvea him. This 
singular character died in 1756. 

HENLEY, SamueT, D. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in the college of Williamsburg, Vir- 



Uxceedlngly amiable. Ha was bom in London, | 
fin 1747, and died in J7d5 

HENDERSON, Jobn, B. A., of Pembroke col 
lege, Oxford, bom in Ireland, in 1757, dis|4ayed; 
at ^ very early period of life, an uncommon 
thirst after knowledge, which he gratified with 
auremitting ardour. The favourite subjects of 
his studies Were metaphysics,divinity, morality, 
chymistry, and medicine ; and the virtues of his 
bean were superior evQi to the astonishing 
powers of his auderataiiding. He died, however, 
the victim of intemperance, in 1788. 

HENOBST, a Saxon chief, who went to Eng- 
land to assist in repelluig the iPicts, and received 
the kinedom of Kent as a reward for his ser 
vices ; he died in 489. 

HBNLEY. Anthony, a member of the British 
parliament, distinguished for his eloquence, the 
wit and ease of his writings, tiie elegance of his 
manners, and his patronage of literary men ; he 
died in 1711. 

HBN LB Yt John, hetter known by the appella- 
tion of *' Orator Henley,** was bora at Melton, 
Howbray,in Leicestershire, in 1093. HepubKsh- 
ed several (rieces; as a trap^ation of Pliny*s 
** Bptaties,** of several works of Abbe Vertdt, 
•f MMitfaiieon*s <' Italian Travels,'* in folio,! 
uid many other lucubrations ; but his celebrity 
he aeqnlred as a popular orator near Clare Mar- 
ket. Jb preicbed on Sundays upon theological 
mattePfand on Wednesdays upon all other; 
Bcfenees. He struck medals, which he dispersed! 
as tick|to to his subscribers, a star rising to the*

HENNUYER, John, a Mshop of Lisieux, in 
France, juatly memorable for his humanity at the 
time of the dreadful massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew, died in 1577. 

HENRION, Nicholas, a native of Trmree, 
war engaged, at the time of hte death, in ITSiO, 
in writing a work on weights and roeasores. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, an early Eoglish hi» 
toriaii,diedinllC8. 

HENRY I., snmamed the Fowler, emperor 
of Germany, was elected to the throne in 919. 
He was a wise and politic prince, was specess- 
ful in his wars, strengthened his empire, and 
promoted harmony and union, among tlit Ger- 
man princes. He died in 936. 

HENRY IT.,Buroamed the Lame, was grand 
son of the preceding, and ascended the imperial 
throne in 1003. He died In 1024. 

HENRY III., emperor of Germany, succeed- 
ed to the throne in 1030. He made war with se- 
veral o€ The p<^>es, expelled three of them, and 
was crowned by a fourth. He died in 1056. 

HENRY IV., emperor of Germany, succeed- 
ed his father, Henry III., when only six year* 
;old ; daring his minority, the kingdom was go- 
Ivemed by his mother. He was involved in wars 
I with the popes, was dethroned by his children, 
I and died in poverty and obscurity, in 1106. 
I HENRY v., son of the preceding, deposed 
I his father in 1106. He died In 1185, leaving the 
character of an unnatural son, an impious hjrpo- 
[crite, and an insidious and imperious master. 
! HF4NRY VI., ascended the throne of the em- 
! pire in 1190. He detained Richard of England. 
I who had fallen into his hands, a prisoner, and 
iobtaineda large sum, as his ransom. He died 
In 1197. 

HENRY VII., was elected emperor in 1308. 
He entered Rome, sword In hand, and was 
crowned by the pope, 1313, and died the fbl- 
[lowing year. 

HENRY, Raspon, margrave of Tburingit, 
was raised to the imperial throne in 1846, but 
died the following year. 

HENRY I., king of France, succeeded to the 
throne in 1031. He died in 1060, with the reputa- 
tion of a brave warrior, and a benevolent man. 

HENRY II., succeeded his father, Francis L, 
as king of France, in 1547. He was engaged in 
wars with England, and with Charles v., of 
Spain, and supported the glory of his arms, br 
his bravery and success. He died of a wound, 
accidentally inflicted at a tournament, in 1559. 

HENRY III., was chosen king of Poland, but 
quitted that throne, to succeed nis brother, as 
king of Prance. After a reign, distracted by the 
quarrels between the protestants and catholloe, 
he was killed by a priest, named Clement, la 
1589. In his person, the house of Valoit beeaoM 
extinct. 

HENRY IV., kingof France, was bom atPatt« 
in 1553. His right to the throne was disputed, 
because he was a protestant : but, after the ma»> 
sacre of St. Bartholomew, he signalized himself 
against the leaguers; and Ileiuy III. dying, hf 
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laws, and died with the reputation of a great 
and good kine, in 1509. By bia marriage, the 
rival daiins of t|ie housei or York and Lancas- 
ter, were united and settled. 

HENRY Vin., fion and Bue«e«»or to Henry 
VTI., ascended the throne, in 1S09, aged 18. Al- 
though for a short tiine popular, he soon, hy his 
arbitrary and capricious conduct, proved him- 
self a tyrant. He obtained the title of defender 
of the faith, fVom the pope, by opposing Luther. 
He afterwards quarrelled with the pope, who 
refused to divorce him from his wife, and re- 
nounced tiis authority, and declared himself 
head of the church, tluis introducing the refor- 
mation into England. He was six times mar- 
ried ; two of his wives perished on the scaffold, 
and two others were divorced. Although bene- 
hts resulted from his reign, he must be detested 
for Ills tyranny add oppression ; he died in 1547. 

HENRY, prince of Wales, oldest ^n of James 
I., died in lol'^ aged 18. lamented by the nation, 
who viewed in bpft their future friend and com- 
mon benefactor. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, an early EngKsb 
historian,died in II68. 

BENRY, Bfattbew, an eminent dissetiting 
teacher, and voluminous writer, born in 1CC2, 
died in 1714. Bis best known work is hia " £i- 
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succeeded him, in opposition to cardinal de Bour- 
bon. In 1589. with 4000 men, he defeated 30,000, 
commanded by the duke of Mayeane* Sec. He 
afterwards embraced the catholic religion, and 
was crowned. He also defeated 18,000 Spani 
ards, in Burgundy, and reduced tlie leaguers to 
their duty, whom be pardoned. A young scho- 
lar, John ChasteL would have struck liim in tiie 
mouth with a knife, but missed him ; the kUig 
said, ** And is it so, that the Jesuits mtist be con- 
demned by my mouth 1" iuA tliereupon they 
were banished. A protestant minister told him, 
*' He denied God with his mouth, and therefore 
he was struck there ; but if he denied him in his 
heart, the next stroke might be thereabouts too.' * 
He concluded a peace wuh 8pain,and an agxee- 
meut with Savt^, in 1601 ; and was stabbed with 
a knife, by Ravillac. in his coach, at Paris, May 
14, 1610. Above firty historians, and five hun- 
dred panegyrists, poets, aad orators, have spoken 
in his praise. But the " Henrtade'* of V<rftaire 
is the mo8t likely to iomiortalize him.

HER ALDUS, Desiderius, a counsellor of the 
parliament of Paris, eminent fur ilia writings 
on law and on the belles Iettres,died in 1649. 

HERBEIiOT, Bartholomew d^an eminent 
orientalist, bom at Paris, in^ 1625, died in 1695. 
His chief work is " Bibliotlieque prientale, or 
A Universal Dictionary, containing whatever 
relatJ« to the Knowledge qi the Eastern world." 

HERBERT, Thdmaa, an Englishman, author 
of »• Travels io Asia and Africa,'* was engaged 
in the civil wars of his country, at first on the 
fide of the parliament, afterward^ for the king. 
At the restoration he was created a baronet, and 
died in 1683. 

HERBERT, Mary, countess of Pembroke, a 
great encburager of lettcrd, and herself an in* 
genious poet.

HERBERT, Edward, !orrf Herbert of Cher- 
bury, in Shropshire, an eminent English states- 
man, and writer on history, philosophy, and 
criticism, bora In Montgomery Castlu, in 1581, 
died in 1643. 

HERBERT, George, brother of the preceding, 
a divine and poet, of whose judgment the great 
Lord Bacon, had so high an <^nion, that he 
would not suffer bis works to be printed till 
they had passed Heibert's examination ; he was 
bom in 1593, and wrote a volume of devout 
poems called "The Temple." He also wrote 
a valuable work in prose, entitled " A Priest to 
the Temple ;** he di«d about 1G.35 

HERBERT. William, earl of Pembroke, bom 
in Wiltshire, in 1580, died of apoplexy, in 1630. 
He was chancellor of Oxford, and miade the 
universitir a present of a large collection of 
manuscripts. Pembr<>ke College was so named 
in honour of him. 

HERBERT, William, a topographical anti- 
quary, bora in 1718, died at Cheshunt, in 1795, 
published a new edition of " Alkyns's History 
of Gloucestershire;" and a continuation of

UBRBIN, Augu'itus Francis Julian, a native 
of France, distinguished as an oriental scholar, 
died in 1806.

HERISSANT, Lewis Aiithony Prosper, an 
eminent French poet and physician, died at 
Paris, in 1709. 

HERITIER, Nicolas 1', a French poet, and 
dramatic writer, and historiographer of France, 
died in 1680. 

HERITIER, Marie Jeanne V, de Villandnn, a 
French poetess and novel writer, died at Parts, 
in 1734. 

HERITIER DE BRUTELLE, Charles Lou- 
is T, a botanist, was bora at Paris, in 1746. In 1784 
he published a splendid work, called " Stirpes 
NovsB ;" twh years after which he went to Eng- 
land, and collected from the gardens the mate- 
rials of his ** Hortum . Anglicura," which he 
left unfinished, being assassinated in August, 
1801, as was suspected, by his son. 

HERLICIUS, David, a German astrologer, 
born in 1557. 

HERMAN, Paul a celebrated botanist, a na- 
tive of Halle, in Saxony, died in 1695^' 

HERMAN, James, an eminent m^nematician 
of Basle, and the friend of Leibnitz. He was 
boil) in 1678, and died in 1733, leaving various 
works. 

HERMANT, Godofrol, a doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, and rector of the university of Paris, died 
in 1690. 

HERMAS, Pastor, or Shepberd, one of the fa- 
thers, supposed to have died at Rome, A. D. 61. 

HERMES, an Egyptian legislator, priest, and 
philosopher, who lived, as some think, in th« 
year of the world 2076, in the reign of Ninus, 
after Moses; and was 90 skilled in all profound 
arts and sciences, that he acquired the surname 
of Trismegistus, or, "thrice great." Some 
Writers think that Hermes Trismegistus was no 
other than Moses, and state that he^ flourished 
1930 B C 

HERMIAS, A liexetic, of Galatia, In the 3d 
century. 

HERMII*LY,yaqttette d', anative of France, 
author of the historj' of Majorca and Minorca, 
&c.,died at Paris, in 1778. 

HERMOGENES, of Tarsus, a Greek rhetori- 
cian, flourished about the year 161. At 15 he 
became a teacher ; at 17 he wrote his " Art of 
Rhetoric;" but, at 25, he lost his memory^^and 
the faculty of speech. Of his works some pbr^ 
tions remain, which were printed at Geneva, in 
1614. 

HERMOGENES, a heretic, of theSd century, 
of the sect of stoics. 

HEROD, falsely called the Great, king and ty- 
rant of Judea, who, on the strength of a misin- 
terpreted prophecy, caused all the male children 
of Bethlehem, and its neighb<iurhood, to be mas- 
sacred by his soldiers, at the time of the birth of 
Christ, in the vain hope of destroying the Sa- 
viour of mankind. He died A. D. 3. 

HEROD ANTIPAS, son and successor to He- 
rod the Great ; he put to death John the Baptist 
Our Saviour was made to appear before him by 
Pilate. 

HERODI AN, a Greek historian, of Rome,who 
flourished under the reigns of Seyerus, Cara- 

falla, Heliogabalus, Alexander, and Maximin. 
lis history contains eight books, and is greatly 
admired, it comprises the events from A. D. 1^ 
to 238. Herodian died about 247. 
HERODOTUS, an ancient Greek historian, 

I of HaUcaraasauSjin Caria, bom about 484, and 
died in 413 B. U. He is called " The Father of 
History ;" his work is written In the Ionic dla 
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HEROPHILUS, a physician and able anato- 
mist, of Chalcedoo, 570 B. C. 

HERRERA TORDESILLAS, Antonio de, a 
celebrated Spanish historian. He published a 
•* History of the World from 15M to 15U8;*' and 
(what Is much more esteemed) a general '* His 
tory of the Indies from 1493 to 1554 ;'* and also 
wrote a History of Spain. He was bom in 1565, 
and died in 1625. 

BERRICK, Robert, a poet, bom In London, 
1801, received his education at Cambridge ; alter 
which he obtained the vicarage of Dean Prior, 
Devoushiro. At the timoof the rebellion, he 
was deprived of this living ; but at the restora- 
tion he recovered it, and died not long after- 
wards. Bis poetical works were printed In 1648, 
under the tiUe of '• Hesperldee.'*^ 

HERRING, Dr. Thomas, archbishop of Can- 
terbury, bom in Norfolk, 1693. When the re- 
beilidu broke out in Scotland, in 1745, and the 
Highlanders defeated the king^s troops at Pres- 
ton-pans, the archbishop (then of York) contri- 
buted much to remove the general panic, and 
awaken the nadon from its lethargy. He con- 
vened the nobility, gentry, and clergy, of his dio- 
cese, and addressiBd them in a noble and animat- 
ed speech, which had such an effect upon his 
auditory, that a subscription ensued to the 
amntmt of 40,000Z., and the example was suc- 
cesHfulIy followed by the nation in general. On 
the death of Dr. Potter, in 1747, he was translate 
ed to the see of Canterbury, and died in 17S7. 

HEHSCHEL, Sir William, an eminent Eng 
Ush astronomer, discoverer of the planet Geor- 
gium Sidus, or^ it is sometimes called Her- 
sehel, died in 1822, aged 84. 

IIERSENT, Charles, or Hersan, a French di- 
vine, known as the author of a severe satire 
against Richelieu : he died in 1660. 

HERSEY, Ezekiel, an eminent physician, of 
Hingham, Mass., who gave 10001. sterling to- 
wards founding a professorship of anatomy and 
aurgf^ry in Harvard college ; he died in 1779. 



^^^^jfeRSEYTAbner, brofher of Ezekiel, gave 
355/. to establish a professorship of the theory 
and practice of physic in Cambridge ; he died 
after 1770. 

HERTZBERG, Ewald Frederic, corote de, a 
very eminent statesman, of Prussia, bora at Let- 
tln, in Pomerania. He became known in the 
literary world at the age of 17, and on leaving 
college, by a " Dissertation on History.'' On his 
return from the university, l>eing known to Fre- 
deric n., who saw him possessed of merit, in 
1745, he entered the diplomatic career as secre- 
tary of legation, and progressively rose to the 
highest point of rank and confld^ce in the state. 
The remembrance of him will always be closely 
connected with that of the peat king whom he 
had the honour to serve. He died in 1795. 

HERVET, Augustus John, earl of Bristol 
a captain of the roval navy, and a lord of the 
admiralQr ; he died in 1779. 

HERVEY, James, an English divine, of ex- 
emplary virtue and piety, bora at Hardingstone, 
In Northamptonshire, in 1714, died in 17M. His 
ehi«'r writings are, *' Meditations and Contem- 
plations:** *^ Remarks onLotd Bolingbroke*s 
Letters oo the Slndy and Use of History ;'' — " 
S40

BESHUSIUB.Tillemannus, a Geraiandivioe, 
was a teacher of theology, and the author of se- 
veral theological works; he died in 1588. 

HE8IOD, a very ancient Greek poet, but whe- 
ther eotempory with, or oUeir or younger, tliio 
Homer, is not yet agreed among the learned. 
The '^Theogony,*' and "Works and Days," sre 
the only undoubted pieces of this poet now ex* 
*int. 

HESSE, William, prince of, was dlstinfoisb- 
ed for his attention to literature, and for bii pe* 
tronageof lltenry men : he died in 1597. 

H£g»EL8, or HES8ELIU8, John, proAisor 
of theology at Louvain, was distingoabed fo 
his eloquence and learmng ; he died in 150S^ 

HE8YCHIU8, a celebrated grami 
lexicographer, of Alezkndria, who 
about A. D. 300. 

HETHERINGTON, William, an EngUflh di- 
vine, who died in 1778, leaving 90,000rai i 
perpetual ftind for th^relief of 50 Uiad peifom 
with 10/. a year. 

HETZER, Lewis, a German aodniaa; 1m| 
published a translation of the Bible, which was 
suppressed, and died in 1540. 

mSURNIUB, John, a celebrated Dutch pbyii- 
cian, bom at Uuecht, in 1543, died in 1601. 
There are several productions of his, but b» 
principal one is, ** A Treatise upon disorders of 
the Head.** He also published Hippocrates, io 
Greek and Latin, with explanatwy commeDtt* 
ries, which have undergone many editions. 

HEUSCH, WiUiam de, a landscape paiatOi 
of Utrecht, who died in the latter part of tbe 
17th century. His nephew Jacob, and another 
of the same family, named Abraham, were auo 
successful, as painters. * ., 

HEUSINGER, John Michael, a Sam^ 
vine, eminent for his piety, was aoade profeno' 
at Gotha, and afterwards at Eisenach, wbeif 
hediedinI75L , 

HEUSINGER, James Frederic, nephew of 
the preceding, was an able scholar, and a dtf* 
tinguished teacher ; he died in 1778. _ 

HEVELIUS, John, an eminent •«««<■!£: 
bom at Dantzic, in 1611, died in 18B7; leaTinl 
behind him several valuable treatises. 
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HEVIN, Prudent, an eminent French I0^ 
ion, and writer on sunniy, died at Pans, w 

HEWES, Joseph, a member of the conti-

Re drew ap a catalogue of tbe library at Got- 
tingen, wbicb BMde ISOIbOo vobunes. King 
George IlLplBced liis three vovnger sons under 
bis care at Gottingea, and they an treated bim 
wftb tbe ffeateet resnect; be died suddenly, 
July Uy im2. His mdpal works were, an 
edition of Bomer, widi iUnstrations, 8 vols. ; 
another of Viii^ with notes; and **OpQsettla 
• Acad CTnic a,** Q vols. 8vo. 

HETWOOD, John, a noted Eagttih poet and 
jester of bis time, was one of tbe first who 
v.'T€te Boglisb friays. He found means to become 
a favourite with Henry VUL, and was well re- 
warded by that monai«h for the mirth and quick- 
ness of bisooKceits ; be was bom in London, 
anddiedinl566u 

HETWOQD, Jasper, son of the preceding, 
rranabued tbree tragedies of Seneca, and wrote 
varioos poeaos and devices, some of which are 

g-inted m a book called " Tbe Paradise of 
ainty Devices,'* in 1573, 4to ; he was bom in 
15.15, and died to 1S07. 

HBTWOOO, Thomas, an actor, and most 
votoininotts play-writer, in tlie reigM of queen 
Elizabeth and James L He is said to have been 
the autlKHT of 230 pl^ys, of which only ^ are 
now extant. 

HE Y WOODjEliaaja very volumittous writer, 
bora to London, in 1603, died in 1796. Her latter 
and best writings are " The Female Spectator,*' 
4 vols. " Epistles for the Ladies,** 3 vols. " For- 
tunate Foundling,** 1 vol. *'■ Adventures of Na 
ture,^* " History of Betsy Thoughtless, " 4 vols., 
" Jenny and Jemmy Jessamy," 3 vols., " Invisi- 
ble Spy,** 2 vols., "The Husband** and "The 
Wife,** 2 vols ; all in 12mo. : and a pamphlet, 
entitled, *' A Present for a Servant Maid.** When 
young, she dabbled in dramatic poetry, Imt with 
no great success : none of her plays being either 
uqch approved at first, or revived afterwards. 

HBY WOOD, Oliver, an English non-confor- 
mist divine, and a writer on theological sub- 
jects ; he died in 1703. 

HEY WOOD, Nathaniel, a native of Bolton, 
({jected for non-conf<Mmity ; died in 1677. 

HETWOOD, Thomas^ junior, one of the 
signers of the declaration of Independence ; he 
was from South Carolina. 

HIACOOMES, the first Indian in New-Eng- 
land, converted to Christianity ,wa8 minister at 
Martha's vineyard ; he died in 1600. 

HICETAS, of Syracuse, an ancient philoso- 
pher, who flourished about 340 B. C. He taught 
that tbe sun and the stars were mottonless, and 
that the earth moved round them ; this is men- 
tioned by Cicero, and probably gave tbe first hint 
of that system to Copernicus. 

HICKEL, a ccllebrated portrait and Idstoiieal 
painter, died at Hamburgh, April 1700. 

HICKBS, John, joined tbe duke of Mon- 
mouth's rebeOion, to 1685, and for this didoyal 
act was executed. 

HIOKES, George, an English divine, anti- 
qnary, critic, and polemieal writ«^ of uneom- 
mon parts and leiming, bora in Yorkshire, in 
1642, died to 1715. flOs " Linguarum Septed- 
irtotmlhim Tbesavias,** pttbUiM ia 1705, ex- 
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faibits a splemfid and duiibla inonoBient of bia 
industry. 

HICKMAN. Henryi e)eeted fbrnon-conformi- 
^, minister of an EnglMb congregation at Lev- 
am, and author of several works ; Im died to 
1688. 

HIERO L, Ungof Syracoae, 478 B. C, cde- 
brased by tbe pen of Pindar. 

HIERO U., king of Syracuse, 968 B. C, was at 
one time the enemy, and afterwards, tbe friend 
of theBomans. 

HIEROCLES, an enemy and persecutor of 
tbe Christians to the 4th century. 

HIEROCLES, a Platonic philosopher of the 
5Ui century, taught at Alexandria with great re- 
putation, and wrote seven books upon provi- 
dence and Fate. Tlieae books, however, are 
lost, and all we know of them is by the extracts 
which are to be met with in Photius. Hierodra 
wrote also ** A C<mun«itary upon tbe Golden 



Verses of Pythagoras.** which is still extant, 
several mnes been published with those 
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HIERONIMUS, or, as he is commonly called, 
Jerome, a very celebrated fbther of the church, - 
bora on tbe confines of Oalmatia, about 320, 
died in 490. 

HIFFERN AN. Paul, a native of Ireland, but 
chiefly resident in En^and, and knowi^ as a 
dramatic writer, translator, and compiler, was 
bora in Dublin, to 1710, and died to 1777. Some 
very curious and entertaining memoirs of this 
singular character, will be found In the Euro- 
pean Magazine, voL XXV. 

HIGDEN, Ralph, an early English chronicler; 
died in 1363. 

HIGDEN, Dr. William, an eminent political 
writer m the time of queen Anne, died in 1715. 

HI6GENS, or HIGINS, John, an EngUsh, di 
vine, who instructed youth, and wrote several 
school-books : be died after 1604. 

HIGGINSON, Francis, first minister of Sa- 
lem, Massachusetts, arrived from Endand to 
6^, and died in 1G30. 

HIGGINSON, John, son of tbe precedtog,, 
much respected ; died to 1706, aged 93 ; he was 
a minister 72 years. 

HIGGONS, Sir Thomas, a writer, and an am- 
bassador from England to Saxony and Vienna u 
be was knighted for his services, and died to 
1601. 

HIGGONS, Bevil, a dramatic poet and histo- 

an; died in 1738. 

HIGHMORE, NaUwniel, an eminent English 
anatomist ; he died to 1684. 

HIGHMORE, Joseph, an. eminent Englbh 
patoter, bom to London, to 1602, died in 1780.^ 
Mr. Higbmore was also a respectable writer, and, 
among several other things, published in 1766, 
two small volumes of ^* Essays, Moral, Religi- 
ous, and Miscellaneous.'* 

HILARION, a native of Gaza, founded • 
monastic order in Palesttoe, and died in 371. 

HILARIUS, an ancient father of tbe Cbrii- 
tian church, bod bishop of Polctien, who flo«« 
risbed in tb^ 4tb century. 

HILARIuBE, Joseph, eminent aa a medalilt 
and antiquary,'at Vieima ; died to 1798. 

HILARY, St. a native of Poictien, to France, 
bishop of that town, to 355 ; waa banished hy 
Constanttas, into Phrygto ; aad died to 367. 

HILDEBERT, bishop orKam, and then 
arehbisbop of Toun, duitinguiihed for piety, 
learning, sc; died to tbe 12th century. 

HILDBSLET, Mark^u English blsbopmuch 

^I»diedtol77«.^* 
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HILL. Aaron, » celebrated poet and miiceUs 
neoofl writer, bora in London, in 16B5, died in 
1750. Hie principal worlta are, " Elfrid. or 
Tbe Fair Inconstant," a tragedy; " Rinaldo,*' 
an opera ; another tracedy, called, ** The Fatal 
Vtaion, or, The Fall of Siaai :*' and two trage- 
dies, called, "Merope,» and "Zara;" which 
were broufbt upon tbe atage in Drury-lane, by 
Garrick. 

• HILL, Joeepb, an Engliab puritan dhrine, who 
fled to Holland ; author of an improved edition 
of *' Bcftrevelii Lexicon," kx. ; Jie died in 1707. 

HILL, Sir John, an English writer, born 
about 1716, died in 1775. He was bred an apo- 
thecary, and set up in Si. Martin's lane, West- 
minster ; but, marrying early, and without a 
fortune, he was obliged to look round for other 
resource than bis profession. Being possessed 
of quick natural parts, he soon made himself 
acquainted with tbe theoretical as well as prac- 
tical parts of botany ; and being recommended 
to tbe duke of Richmond and lo.« Petre, he, un- 
der their patronage, executed a scheme of travel- 
ling over several pans of England, to gather 
certahi of the moet rare and uncommon phints, 
which he afterwards published by subscription. 
About 1746, lie transited from the Greek a 
pinall tract, written by Theophrastus, **On 
Gems ;*' ^and this being well executed^ pro- 
cured bim friends, reputation, and moneV. En- 
couraged by this, be engaged in works of greater 
extent and Importance. The lirst that he under- 
t(K>k was, ** A General Natural History." 3 vols, 
folio. He next engaged, in copiunction with 
George Lewis Scott, Esq., for a " Supplement to 
Chamber's Dictionary." He at the same time 
started the "British Magazine;" and, when 
engaged in a number of tiiese and other works, 
some of which seemed to require a man's whole 
attention, carried on adaily essay, under the ti- 
tle of " The Inspector." He next applied himself 
to the preparation of certain simple medicines : 
namely, tbe " Essence of Water-dock, Tincture 
of Valerian, Pectoral Balsam of Honey, and 
Tincture of Bardana." Tbe well-known sim- 
plicity of these medicines made the public Judge 
tayourably of their eflbcts, insomuch that they 
iiad a rapid sale. Soon after tlie publication of 
the tirst of these medicines, he obtained tbe 
]»ntronage of the carl of Bute ; under which lie 
published a very pompous and voluminous Ik>- 
Tanical work, entitled, " A System of Botany ;" 
and having, a year or two l>efore his death, piV 
sontcd an elegant set of his botanical works to 
the king of Sweden, that monarch invested Jiim 
with one of the orders of his court. 

HILL, Robert, a man remarkable for his per 
severance and talent in learning many languages 
by the aid of books alone, and that under every 
disadvantage of laborious occupation(asa tailor) 
and extreme poverty ; he was bom at Miswell, 
near Tring, in Uenfordshire, in 1609, and died 
in 1777. 

HILL, William, an English scholar, who pre- 
pared an edition of Dionysius Feric^etis; he 
died in 1607. 

HILL. Geotge, tn eminent clergyman^ of 
Scotland, professor of Gnsek, and afterwards 
of divininrat the college of St. Salvador, prin- 
cipal of St. Mary's College, and chaplain to the 
king; he died hi 1820. 

HILL, Thomas Ford, an eminent English an- 
tiquary and philologist, died Sept., ITOST 

HILLEL, the Elder, a Jewish doctor, of the 
Mischna, born about 30 B. C, he reduced the 
Jewish traditions into six treatis^.

HINCMAR,or HINCMAEUB, aichbishopaf 
Rbelms, « zealous supporter of the Galilean 
cbupcb ; he died in 888. 

fliPPARCHIA, a celebrated lady wbo floor 
isbed in the time of Alexander. She addictd 
herself to philosophy, and wrote some tbiop 
which bave not been transmitted down to os; 
among which were "Tragedies; Phikisopbical 
Hypotheses, or Suppositions ; some Reasoninp 
andQuestions proposed toTheodoms, suroamcd 
the Atheist/* &c. 

flIFPARCHUS, a great astronomer, bom at 
Nice, in Bithynia, flourished between 160 and 
125 B. C. He is reckoned to bave been the fir^t 
wlio<h>m vague and scattered observations rr- 
duced astronomy into a sciencoi and prosecuted 
the study of it systematically. 

HIPPARCHU8, son of Fisistratos, was slain 
by Harmodius and Aristogiton, 538 B. C. 

HIPPOCRATES^ the father of physic and 
prince of physicians, bora in the idand of Cm 
in the 80tb Olympiad, flourished at the time of 
the Peloponnesian war. He was the inteisn 
that we know ofy who laid down precepts con- 
cerning physic On account of his n'onderfol 
skin and foresight in this art, be passed with 
the 'Greciana for a god, «nd after his deatb l)w 
divine honours paid him. fie died at aboot 90 
years of age. His works have often been printed. 

HIPP^AX, a saUrist of Ephesus, » {«- 
markable for bis wit as the -deformity w J" 
person.

HOADLY, Benjamiii, biebop of Wincbester, 
bom atWesterbam, in Kent, 1976. died in 1761. 
Preaching against wliat he considered aa the 
inveterate errors of the clergy, among other dis- 
courses one was upon these words, " My king- 
dom is not of this world ;** which producing 
the famous Bangorian controversy, as tt was 
railed, employed the ^ress for many years.

HOCB8TETTER, Andrew Adam, a German 
divine, historian, and political writer, bmn at 
TubiMen, in 1668, died m 1717. 

HODGES, Nathaniel, an eminent English 
pAnrsician, settled in London, where he died in 
1684. He wrote an account of tbe plague in 
London, and other medical works. 

HODY, Humphry, an eminent English di- 
vine, and controversial writer, regius professor 
of Greek at Oiford, and an arcbdleacon; he 
died in 1706. 

HOE, Matthias de Hocnegg, a distinguished 
German Lntfaeraa divine, and preacher to the 
elector of Saxony ; he died in 1645. 

HOECK, Robert Van, an eminent pafaiter, of 
Antwerp, died in the middle of the 17tb century. 

HOECK, John Van, a distinguished portrait 
and historical painter, born at Antwerp, in 1600, 
and died in 165U. 

HOEL, Gerard, a distinguished historical and 
landscape painter, of Utrecht, died in 1733. 

HOBLTZLINUS, Jeremias, a teamed phi- 
lologist, of Nuremberg, settled at Leydcn, where 
he<Uedinl64]. 

ROE8CHELIUS, David, a learned and inde- 
fatigaUe scholar, of Aug^urg, and librarian 
and teacher in the college there, died in 1617. 

HOFFMAN, Daniel, an eminent Lutheran 
divine, and professor, at Helrastadt, toward the 
close of the 16th century. 

HOFFMAN, Maurice, a German medical, 
anatomical, and botanical writer, bom at Bran-

HOBART, Nebemlah, son of Peter, and min- 
ister of Newton ; be was bumble, pious, and 
learned, and died in 1712. 

HOBART, Noah, minister of Fairfield, Cobh., 
waa a man of great talents and extensive ac- 
quirements ; be wrote in favour of presbyterian 
ordhnation, and died in 1773. 

HOBART, John Sloesr judge of tbe district 
court of New York, and a senator of the United 
Sutee; be died in 1805. 

HOBBES, Thomas, bora at Mahnsbwry. in 
, 1588, died in 1679. He pubHshed^among other 
things, an ** English translation of Thncydides," 
" Hnaoan Nature,** and a treatise "DeCorpore 
Politico, or, of tbe Elements of tbe Law.** 
Tbis latter niece was presented to Gasseadui, 
and read by him a few months before his death ; 
who Is said first to bave kissed it, and then to 
have delivered bis opinion of it In these words : 
" Tilifltreatiae is Indeed smaU in bulk, but, in 
my Judgment, tbe very marrow of science.** 
In 1651, ne published his religious, political, and 
moral prindides in a complete syinem. which 
lie called the ** Leviathan ;** and caused a copy 
of it, very fairly written on vellum, to be pre- 
sented to Charles H. He also, in his 88th year, 
puUisbed in English verse, the whole " Diad*^ 
and " Odyssey** of Homer ; bat bis poetry is 
Welow criticiim, and has long been exploded. 



HOFFMAN, John Maurice, son of the pre- 
ceding, a physician, and metfical writer, bom at 
Altdorf, in 1656, and died in 1787. 

HOFFMAN, John James, the laborious com- 
I»ler of a " Lexicon Universale Historico-Geo- 
graphico-Poetico-Pbilosophico-Politico-Pbiloto- 
gicam,** 2 vols, folio, Geneva, 1677. It hasbeen 
since enlarged and published in 4 vols, folio, and 
finds a place in every learned library. He wae 
bom at Basle, in 1635, and died there in 1706. 

HOFFMAN, Gasper, professor of physic, 
at Altdorf, and author of some medical works ; 
he died in 1649. 

HOFFMAN, Frederic, bora at Hall, near 
Magdeburg, in 1660, was professor of physic at 
that place, and died in 1742. Hia works were 
collected at Geneva, in six large folios, 1748, 
and 1734; and he has deservedly been reckon-^ 
ed among^the best writers on pbync.

IS07, died in 1680. He nobly maintained iind 
defended the rights and privileges of the house 
of commons, of which he was a most wortliy 
member, against the arbitrary measures of 
Charles I. and his favourites, falsely styled

HOLLIS, Thomas Felham, duke of Newcas- 
tle, was employed in several high offices during 
the reign ofOcorge II. He retired from thead- 
miuisuation soon after the accession of George 
ni., and died in 17U8. 

HOLLIS, Thomas, born in London, in 1720, 
died in 1774. He was possessed of a large for- 
tune ; more than half of which he devoted to 
charities, to the encouragement of genius, and 
to the support and defence of liberty. His stu- 
dious hours were devoted to the search of noble 
authors hidden by the rust of time, aDd to do 
their virtues justice by bri|;htening their actions 
for the review of the public. A new edition of 
"Tolaiid's Life of Milton" was published un- 
der his direction, in 1761 ; and in 1763, he gave 
an accurate edition of Algernon Sidney's " Dis- 
courseson Government;" on which the pains and 
expense that he bestowed are almost incredible. 

HOLLIS, Thomas, a benefactor of Harvard 
college, and founder of a professorship of ma- 
thematics and theology, in that seminary ; he 
died in England, in 1731. 

HOLMES, George, a distinguished English 
antiquary, employed to arrange the valuable pa- 
pers in the Tower; tie died in 1749. 

HOLMES, Dr. Nathaniel, an English divine, 
eminent for his knowledge of the Hebrew 
languages ; he died in 1979. 

HOLMES, Robert, D. D., an English divine, 
successively canon of Salisbury and dean of 
Winchester, distinguished as a poet aiid scholar, 
and for his devotion to biblical criticism ; he 
died at Oxford, in 1805. 

HOL6TEN, Cornelius, an eminent painter, 
of Haerlem, wlio lived about the end of the 17th 
century. 

HOLSTBINIUS, Lucas, a German cbmmen- 
taior, on Greek and Latin authors, bom at Ham- 
burg, Ita 1506, and died in 1661. 

HOLT, sir John, chiel" justice of the court 
of king^s beneb, in the reign of king Willtam, 
was bora in 184B; died hi 1708. fie published 
chief justice Kelynge's Reports, with annota- 
tions upon them, by himself; and his integrity 
and Qprightness as a judge are celebrated by the 
author of the '* Tattler," No. 14, under the cha- 
racter of Vcjrus, the magistrate, 
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HOLT, John, an English miscellaneoas vrt* 
ter, died near Liverpool, in 1801.

He wrotO "Tech- 
nogamia, or the Marriage of the Arts," a com- 
edy, acted by some Oxford scholars, at Wood- 
stock, in 1621, before king James ; and a " Sur- 
vey of the worid," in 10 books, a poem, in 
1661 ; but the work that he is known and es- 
teemed for now, is his "Translation of the Sa- 
tires of Juvenal andPersius;" for though bis 
poetry is but indifferent, yet his translation is ge- 
nerally allowed to be faithful,and kls notes good. 

HOL YOAKE, Francis, a learned Englishman, 
memorable for havmg made an *< Etymological 
Dictionary of Latin Words,'* bom in War- 
wickshire, in ISeTjdied in 1633. 

HOLYOaKE, Thomas, an officer in the Eng- 
lish army, afterwards a clergyman, and author 
of a Latin and English Oletionary ; he died in 
1675. 

HOLYOAKE, Edward, president of Harvard 
colfege, died in 1767. ' . 

HOLYWOOD, John, an English mathemati- 
cian, died at Paris, in 1356. 

HOMBERG, William, a native of Batavia, ' 
in Java; he went to Europe, and settled at 
Paris, where he became a distuiguishedchymist, 
and physician to the duke of Orleans ; he died 
in 1715. 

HOME, David, acelebrated Scotch divine'and 
writer, the time of his death is unknown. 

HOME, Henry, tord Kaimes, one of the se- 
nators of the college of justice in Scotland, and 
eminent as a critical and philosophical writer, 
born in Scotland, in 1696, died in 1783. His 
principal works are, '* SkeUhes of the History 
of Man," " Eloments of Criticism," and "The 
Gentleman Parmer." 

HOME, John, was bora in the city of An- 
crum, in Roxburgshire, in 1724, and died at 
Merchiston House, near Edinburgh, in 1808, 
Mr. Home was originally educ^ed for the 
church of Scotland, inducted into a living in 
the Lothians, the duties of which he discharged 
with the greatest propriety. As soon, however, 
as it was known that he was the author of the 
excellent, tragedy of "Douglas," he became 
very unpopular, from the puritanical spirit of 
the times, which rendered it criminal in tlie 
eyes of the multitude, that a clergyman should 
even read a play, far less be the author of one 
On this, Mr. Home gave in his re^gnation, and 
contented himself with the income of a small 
paternal estate. He was always, as far as his 
means would admit, the friend and patron of 
merit; and under his fostering handt many 
sparks of literary genius, that would otheridse 
bava lain dormant, were brought to light. Ho 
was, In early life, a very kind patron to Mac- 
pherson, the translator of Ossian, who had nt- 
terwards an opportunity of manifesting his gra- 
titude by a bequest of 90002. Though Mr. Homo 
wrote ^eyeriU UM;e<|ie9 besides " Douglas" 
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! ef which . p t Meas merit, none of tiiem 
were lucceMful on the etsge. 

HOMER, the moat andent of the Greek poets, 
was the father ot poetry, as Herodotus was of 
history, and Hippocrates of physic. As much 
as he hat celebrated Che praises of others, he 
haaheen so veiy modest about Jiimself, that we 
do not find tb^ feast mention of him throughout 
his poems : so that where he was bom, who 
were his parents, what age he lived in, and al- 
most every circumstance of his life, lemaln, at 
this day, in a great measure^ if not wholly, un- 
known. The only incontestable works which 
Homer has left behind him are the ** Iliad** and 
the " Odyssev.** It was by these poems that 
all the worthies of antiquity were formed. 
Hence the lawgivers, the founders of monar- 
chies and commonwealths, took the model of 
their politics ; hence tl|e philosophers drew the 
first principles of morality which they taught 
the people ; hence physicians have studied dis- 
eases and their cures ; astronomers have learn- 
ed the knowledge of the heavens, and geome- 
tricians of the earth : kings and princes, the art 
Co govern ; and captains, to form a battle, to 
encamp an army, to beside towns, to fizht, and 
gain victories. " Homer (says Sir Williaiii 
Temple) was, without doubt, the most universal 
genius that has been known in tbe world, and 
Virgil the most accomplished. To the first must 
be allowed the most fertile invention, the richest 
vein, the most general knowledge, and the most 
lively expressions : to the last, tbe noblest ideas, 
the justest institution, the wisest conduct, and 
the choicest elocution. The colouring of both 
seems equal, and indeed in both is adniirable. 
Homer had more fire and rapture, Virgtl more 
light and sweetness ; or, at least, the poetical 
lire was more raging in tbe one, but clearer in 
the other ; which makes tbe first more amazing, 
and the latter more agreeable. In short, tliese 
two immortal poets must be allowed to have 
so much excelled in their kinds as to have ex- 
ceeded all comparison, to itave even extiiisuish- 
ed emulation, and, in a manher, confined true 
poetry, not only to their two languages, bat to 
their very persons." The first appearance of 
Homer's works in Greece, was about 120 years 
Wore Rome was built ; that is, about 200 years 
after the supposed tlrae of Houier. The Arhn- 
delian marbles give 907 years before Christ, as 
the period when he flourished. 

HOlVHtf EL, Charles Frederic, a voluminous 
writer, of Leipsic, died in 1781. 

HOMMOND, Charios Francis 1', an instruct- 
er of youth, at Paris, autlior of an Epitome 
Historiae Sacree, and "De viris UlustribusUrbis 
RorasB," &c., died in 1794. 

HONDEKOETER, GiHes, a landscape and 
flower painter, at Utrecht, bom in 1583. 

HONDEKOETER, Gysbrecht, son of the pre- 
ceding, was also a painter, and was born in 1613. 
HONDEKOETER, Melchior, a landscape 
painter, of Utrecht, died in 1695. 

HONDIUS, Abraham, an eminent painter, of 
Rotterdam, died in 1695. 

HONDHJS, Jesse, an eminent selftaught en- 
graver on copper and ivory, and a writer of 
distinction, in Flanders ; he died in 1614. 

HONE, George Paul, a lawyer, of Nuremberg, 
and counsellor to the duke of Meimingen, died 
in 1747. 

H0NESTI3, Petrus de. or Petras Damianl; 
•n Italian, made bishop or Ostia and a cardinal 
by pope Stephen, and. afterwards his ambassa- 
dorat Franc« ; be died in M^ 
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HONORIUS, son of Theodosius the Great, 
and emperor of the West, died at Ravenna, m 
423. 

HONORIUB I., pope after Boniface V., died 
in 638- 

HONORIUS H., Lambert, bishop of OBda, 
and pope in 1131, died in 1130. 

HONORIUS HI., Censio Savelll, succeeded 
Innocent HI., as pope, and died in 1937. 

HONORIUS IV., James SavelH, was elected 
pope in 1285. and died in 1287. 

HONTAN, baron de, author of a volume of 
travels in North America, fiUed with hnproba- 
bilities ; he lived in the I7tb century. 

HONTHEIM, John Nicholas de, suffragan » 
the archbishop of Treves, d led in 1790. 

HONTHOR8T, Herard, an eminent and a*- 
mired painter, of Utrecht, died In 1660.

He dlsUngubl>e4 
hims.elf "by many noble inventions and im- 
provements in mechanics; invented pfendttlum 
watches, and several astronomical iustnnw*'''' 
fbr making observations both at sea and land: 
and was particularly serviceable to Mr. Boyle 
in completing the air pump.

HOOKE, Nathanael, author of a valuaWe 
" Roman History," and other works; be oiea 
in 1764. 

HOOKER, John, an eminent English anti- 
quaiy, born at Exeter, in 1^24. He afterwarjj 
represented his native ptaee in parliament, anfl 
died in 1601. ^' . 

HOOKER, Richard, an eminent Englisb {; 
vine, author of an excellent work, entitled ^Jj7, 
Laws of Ecclesiastical Polity, in 8 booWt 
was%orn In 15®, and died in 1600.

HlXJLE, John, a poet and traariaior of eon* 
siderabte reputatioa, waabora in London, 1^307, 
aiMl edacated in Henford«bi««^ iindec Mr. James 
Bennett, the publisher of Roger Ascham's 
works. In 1744, be was placed' as a»clerk in the 
India Home, in which establishment he remain 
ed till the end of the year 1785, when he resign- 
ed his office of auditor of Indian accounts^ uid 
soon &Aer retired to the neighbourhood of Dor- 
king, in Surrey, where lie died in 1803, having 
produced elegant translations of the works of 
Tasso, Ariosto, and Metastatio, and written 
three tragedies. He was a very amiable charac- 
ter, and greatly esteemed by Dr. Johnson.

HOPKINS, Edward, governor of Connecti- 
cut, and a benefactor of Harvard college ; he 
founded grammar schools in New-Haven and 
Hartford, Conn., and died in 1657. 

HOPKINS, Samuel, minister of West Spring- 
field, Mass., died in 1755, much esteemed. 

HOPKINS, Stephen, LL. D., chief justice 
and governor of the colony of Rhode Island, a 
member of Congress in 1776, and a signer of 
the declaratioa of Independence ; be died in 
1785. 

IlOPKtNSON, Francis, a member of con- 
gress, from New- Jersey, and a signer of the 
declaration of Indepetiidence ; he was after- 
wards a Ju^ of the district court of the Uni- 
ted States, for Petmsylvania, an4 died in 1791.

ROPPNER*, John^, R. A., aneminent English

HOPTON, Arthur, a distinguished English 
mathematician, and writer on mathematical 
subje^l^died in 1614, aged 96. 

HOinrON. Ralph, lord, an English officer, 
distinguished for his valour, particularly during 
the civil wars ; be died in 1658. 

HOPTON, Susanna, an English lady, author 
of** Daify Devotions*' and other religious works ; 
fhe died in 1709.

HORATU,. three Roman brothers, who 
fought and conqpered the three Coriatii of Alba, 
667 B. C. 

HORATIUB; Cbeles, a renowned Roman 
knight, who saved the city by his noble defence 
of a wooden bridge^ attacked by Porsenua. 
While he and'two associates opposed the enemy 
aX the entrance, he desired his fellow-citizens to 
cut away the bridge behind him ; tliis being eie- 
cuted, lie fell into tbeTy^r; but, though wound- 
ed, aud oppressed 1^ heavy annour, he gained 
the shore. He flourished SOO'B. C. 

fiORATIUS, QuintosFlaccus, or Horace, an 
ancient Roman lyric and satiric poet, who flour- 
ished in the a^ of Augustus, was bom at Venu- 
sium, about & B. C. His poetical talents soon 
made him known to some of the greatest men in 
Rome. Virsil, as he has told us, was the flrst wha 
recommended him to Mccenas ; and this cele- 
brated patron of literature and learned men grew 
so fond of him, that he became a suitor for him 
to Augustus, and got his estate (which had be^n 
forfeited) to be restored. Augustus was highly 



hours, and afterwards made htm no smaU offers 
of preferment. The poet had the greatness of 
mind to refuse them all ; the life he loved best, 
and lived as much as he could, was the very re- 
verse of a court life ; a life of retirement and 
study, ftee from the noise and hurry of ambitioiL 
He died about 8 B. C. 

HORMAN, WilUam, a native of Salisbury, 
distinguished as a divine and as a botanist, died 
in 1535. 

HORMISDAS, a pope of Rome, in 514, died 
in 523, and was afterwards canonized. 

HORMISDAS Hm succeeded his father as 
king of Persia, in 578. His subjects revolted un- 
der his general, Varanes, who defeated him, and 
deprived him of sight. He died in 590. 

hORNE, George, bishop of Norwich, bom at 
Otiiam, in Kent, in 1730, and died in 1792. This 
divine united, in a remarkable degree, depth of 
learning, brightniess of imagination, sanctiQ' of 
manners, and sweetness of temper. Four vo- 
lumes of his incomparable " Sermons'* are pub- 
lished. His " Commentary on the Psalms,*' in 2 
vols. 4to, '* will (as the writer of his epitaph ex- 
presses it) continue to be a companion to tlie 
closet, till the devotion of earth shaU end in the 
hallelujahs of heaven." Dr. Home also wrote a 
celebrated piece of irony, in reply to Adam 
Smith's Sketch of David Hume's Life. 

HORNECKfDr. Anthony, an eminent Eng- 
lish divine, bora in the Lower Palatinate, in 
1641, died in 1696. 

HORNER, Francis, an EngUflh lawyer, and a 
member of parliament, of some distinction, died 
in 1817. 

HORNIUS, George, professor of history in the 
university of L^den, died in 1670. 

HORNSBY, Thomas, D. D., bom in 1734, and 
died in 1810, at the Observatory, in the univer- 
sity of Oiford. He was SaviUan professor of a«- 
trenomy, i^ofessor of natural philosophy, reader 
in enerimental pbilosophyt tuid librarian to the 
Radcuffe library ; and liis long and eminent sef 
vices in the cause of science, and successful la- 
bours in completing the astronomical arrange- 
ments at the Obsemitory, will ever be rememr

HORSLEY, John, author -of a very learned 
and excellent work, entitled, " Britannia Roma- 
na ;** being an ample aecount of the vestiges of 
tbe Romans in Britain. He was bom In Nortb- 
imiberland, and died In 1731. 

HORSLEY, Samuel, bishop of St Asaph, was 
bora in the parish of St Martin's in tbe Fields, 
where his father was clerk in orders, and was 
educated at Trinity halI,Cambrid£e. He became 
one of the most eminent men of bis day, as a 
theologist, a mathematician, and a profound 
classic Re was many years rector of St. Mary*s, 
>fewington, the first umish to wbicb he was ever 
promoted, and which preferment be beld long 
after his episcopal elevation. His lordsbip*s first 
seat on tbe right reverend bench was in 178B, as 
bishop of St. David's. In 1799, be was Uans< 
lated to the see of Rochester, with wbicb he beU 
tbe deanery of\V«8tmin6ter> mkK tn taoez^ ele- 
Tated to the more lucrative bishopric or St. 
Asaph. No man of the age, perhaps, possessed 
more of what is generally understood by tbe 
idea of recondite learning, or was more pro- 
vfoundly versed in classical chronology. Heeoited 
and illustrated some of the most finportant of 
Sir Isaac Newton's works, in 5 vols. 4to, and 
was himself the author of several esteemed ma- 
thematical and theological productions. As a 
senator,he w^ deservedly considered in the first 
class; there were few important discussionB in 
the house of lords, especially when the topics re* 
ferred to the hierarchical establishments of Eng- 
land, tbe French revolution, or the African slave 
trade, (of which he was a systematic oppmient,) 
in which his lordship did not participate. Tbe 
reverend prelate was many years a leading mem- 
ber of the royal society ; but withdrew from it, 
as has been said, in consequence of a certain 
bigb appointment taking place, of which he dis- 
approved. His concluding words, on retiring, 
were," t quit that temple where philosophy once 
presided, and where Newton was her officiating 
minister !'* His lordship died at Brighton, Oct 
4,1806. 

HORSTIUS, James, a German physician, and 
professor of medicine in the university of Hehn- 
stadt; he died in 1600. 

HORSTIUS, Gregory, of such reputation in 
tbe practice of physic, that he was usually cal- 
led the iGsculapius of Germany. He was bora 
in Torgaii, in 1578, and died in 1636. 

HORTE, John, an English, divine, bisbop of 
Kilmore, and afterwards of Tuam, in Ireland : 
be died in 1751. 

HORTENSIA, a celebrated Roman matron, 
who, when tbe senate laid a heavy tax on tbe 
women of Rome, pleaded with «o much elo- 
quenee in behalf of her sex, that tbe tax wascon- 
siderably diminished. 

HORTENSIOS, Quintus, a celebrated Roman 
orator and poet, who, being eclipsed at tbe bar 
by Cicero, quitted it for a miliury life, and be- 
came miliury tribune, pmtor, and consul. Be 
died about 50 B.C.

HOW, WiOiam, anofficer in the royal army, 
during the civil wars in England, afterwards a 

£hysician and botanist of distinction in London ; 
e died in 1656. 

HOWARD, Charles, earl of Nottingham, an 
intrepid English admiral, commander-in-chief 
at the defeat of the Spanish Armada, born in 
1536, died in 1694. 

HOWARD, Sic Robert, an Enslish historian 
and dramatic poet, died about 1698. There was 
one Edward. Howard, esq., likewise a descend- 
ant of the saine family, who exposed himself to 
the satirists by writing bad plays. 

HOWARD, Henry, eari of Surrey, a brave 

general and esteemed poet, bora in 1580, was 
eheaded on a susi^cion of his designing to wed 
the princess Mary, and thereby aspiring ttf the 
crown. 

IIOWARD, Thomas, earl of Surrey, And 
duke of Norfolk, lord high admiral of England, 
in the reign of Henry vUL, distinguished for 
his services as a naval officer, and as a soldier, at 
the battle of Floddenfleld, and afterwards as 
viceroy of Ireland ; he narrowly escaped the 
capricious tyranny of that prince, and died in 
1554. 

^ HOWARI), Edward, a brave and celehttited 
Engiisb admiral, brother to the precedhag, was 
killed in an actio«> with a French ship, in 1514. 
HOWARD, John, wais bora at Hackney, in 
Middlesex, in ^ year 1796, and put apprentice 
to Mr. Nathaniel Newnham, A wholesale gro- 
cier, in WaUing-street. His coustimtkm was 
thought very weak, and hhi health mipeared to 
have been injured by the neeesiary (ulM of his 
apprenticeship ; at the expiratipn oi it, there- 
Ibre, he took an apartment in a lodging-house, 
in Stoke, Newington, kept hy a Mrs. Sarah 
Lardeau, a widow, by whom he waf nursed 
with the utmost care and attention. At length 
he became so fond of his landlady, that tf 
were privately married, about the year 1' 
She was possessed of a small fortuhe, which he 
presented :o her sister.

tionate mourner for her death. About this Ume, 
It is believed, he was elected F. R. S., and, with 
an intention of visiting Lisbon after the earth- 
quake, he at midsummer, 1756, set sail on board 
the Hanover packet, which was taken by a 
French privateer ; and he behaved with so much 
hauteur, so much a l*Anglois to the captain of 
the privateer, as might probably be the cause of 
his suffering so severely as it appears he did, and 
*' perhaps what lie suffered on this occasion 
increased (if it did not first call forth) his svm- 
pathv with the unhappy people.*' He after- 
wards, it is believed, made the tour of Italy; 
and at his return, setUed at Brokenhurst, a re« 
tired and pleasant villa in the New Forest, near 
lormington, in Hampshire; having, April 25, 
1758, married Harriet, only daughter of Edward 
Leeds, esq., of Crozton, in Cambridgeshire. 
Mrs. H. died in 1765, in childbed. After tb« 
death of his second wife, he left Lymington, 
and purchased an estate at Cardington, near 
Bedford, where he very much conciliated the 
esteem of the poor, by emt^ying them, build** 
ing cottages for thenl. itc. In 1773, he served 
the office of sheriff of the codnty of Bedford. 
This office, as he observes, brought " the die- 
tress of prisoner^ more immediately under hia 
notice ;" and with a view to iti alleviati<m, he 
began his labours by ** Visiting most of the 
county jails inEnglaiM,'* and afterwards *' the 
bridewells, houses of correction, city and town 
iails," where he found ** multitudes, both of 
felons and debtors, dying of the jail fever and 
the small-pox.** Upon this su^ect he was ex- 
amined in the house of commons, in March, 
1774^ when " he had the honour of thehr 
thanks.** This encouraged him to proceed in 
his design : he travelled again and agsun through 
Great Britain and Ireland, and also into France, 
Flanders, Holland, Germany, and Switzeriand ; 
and published " The State of the Prisons in 
England and Wales, with preliminary observa- 
tions, and an account of'some foreif^ prisons, 
1777.** in 1780, he published an Appendix to 
this Account, In which he extended the narra- 
tive of his travels to Italy, and gave some ob^ 
servations on the management of prisoners ot 
war. and the hulks on the Thames. This Ap^ 
pendix he republished, in 1784 ; which publica- 
tion inelcided also an account of his visit to 
Denmaric, Sweden, Russia. Poland, Portugal, 
and Spain. By tills time his character for ac- 
tive beneveilence had engaged the public atten- 
tion, and it was proposed that a subteriptioa 
should beset on foot, t6 erect a statue to his ho- 
nour. This idea was so well received, that in 
15 or 16 months, 615 persons subscribed 15331. 
13^. 6d. ; bift some of those who knew Mr. How- 
ard liest never concurred in the scheme, being 
Well assured that he would never countenance 
nor accede to it: and the event Justified their 
conduct; for the language that ne held upon 
the subject, whenfirst advised of it, was. *^ Have 
not I one friend in Enalsind that would put a 
stop to such a proceeding 1** In consequence 
of two letters ftom Bfr.

HOWARD, Simeon, D. D., minister in Bos- 
ton ; he took a deep interest in the American 
revolution, and died in 1604. 

JHOWARD, Benjamin, a member of congress, 
from Kentucky, afterwards governor of the ter- 
ritory of iTpper Louisiana, was a brigadier-ge- 
neral hi the army of the United States, during 
the last war : he died in 1814. 

rtOVTE, John, an English non-conformist di- 
Viner eminent for his learning, moderatiovif, and 
great virtues ; he died in 1705. 

fiOWB, John, an Engflsfir statesmen, and 
member of pariiament, was a 'privy counsellor, 
in the reign of Anne. He died In 17^1. 

HOIV^ Richard, earl; a famour Britisli asd- 
mlnil, bony tn 1796. At 14 he entered tlie na- 
vy ; a-nd at the early age of 20 n^as appointed 
csLpttSa of the Baltimore slbdp, in wliieh he 
attacked^ two French frigates of 30' guns each, 
and obliged them' to sheer off. Our limit? pre- 
vem 08 trom tracing tbin brave man througlrall 
hiaf exploits; lkit,King presented to the khog, 
by lord Htfwke, after the memorable victory 
over Conflans, in 17^, bi« majesty said, *' My 
lord HoWe, your lii^ has been one continued se- 
ries of servic4» to your country.'* In brief, We 
may itty the same thing of the Itftter period of 
his existence. In' 1782 lie was sent to the relief 
«f Gibraltar^ s service Which lie performed in 
the most adihirable mannerih the sight of the 
hostile fle«t, which he in vain challenged to bat- 
tle. In I793j his lordfaHip took the command of 
the channel fleet ; &nd'in 17d4, totally vanquish- 
ed one of the most powerful fleets that France 
had ever equipped for sea. and brought home 
■even shipa oftheline, besides smaller vessels. 
On this glorioos occasion their ma;iesties^ With 
three of the princesses, paid'hUh a visiton board 
his ship, at Splthead ; when the king presented 
him with a magnificent sword, enriched with 
diamonds, A gold chain, and a medal ; and the 
thanks of both houses of pariiament, the free- 
dom of London, end the universal aeelamations 
of the nation!, followed these acknoWle^raieiits 
of the sovereign. Earl HoWe died In 1799, and 
a handsome monument is cretted to hli toemo- 
ry, in St. Paul's eathedraL

for that district. He died in 182«.

HOYLE, Edmund, author of some celelvrated 
treatises on the games <jf Wliist, QuadriUe, 4tc~ 
bom in 1672, died in 1760/

In 1763 be 
publtabed " Flora An|^ica,*' and died in 1793. 

HUBT, Peter Danid, biihop of Avrances, in 
France,' and a celebrated pbikMopbical, bittori- 
cal, and commercial Writer, born at Caen, in 
]e30,anddiediDl7Sl. 

HUPNA6EL, George, a native of Antwerp, 
difltingulsbed aa a writer on nfttural biitorjr, and 
of Latin poetry ; he died in 1600. 

HUGH CAPET, count of Paris and Orieans, 
was raised to the throne of France by bis me- 
rits and courage, iti 987, and thus became the 
bead of the third race of the French monarchy ; 
be died to 996. 

HUGHES. John, an English poet, dramatic 
•nthor, and essayist, born at Mtrlborough, in 
1677, died in 1730. His last work was^' The 
Siege of Dama^cus,^' a tragedy, which is still 
occasionally acted. Several papers in the " Tat- 
tlers," "Spectators," and "Guardians,** were 
written by him. 

HUGHES, Jabez, younger brother of the pre- 
•adii^, distinguished as a scholar, and as a 
translator from the JUatia and Spanish ; he died 
in 1731. 

HUGHES, JabeSf^of Cambridge, known as the 
editor of Cbrysoftom*8 treatise on the Priesthood; 
be died in 1713. 

HUGO, of Cluni, abbot of Cluni, and a saint 
of the Romish calendar, died in 1609. 

HUGO, Herman, a teamed Jesuit, who wrote 
on metaphysical subjects, and was also distin- 
guished in his time as a poet, was born at Brus- 
aels, in 1588, and died of the plague, at.Rhim- 
berir, in 1629. 

HUGO. Charles Lewis, a French and Latin 
writer, abbot of Etival, and titular bishop of 
Ptolemais J he died in 1735. 

HUGTENBURQH, John Van, an eminent 
Dutch painter, died In 1733. His brother, James, 
was a landscape painter of reputation. He *' 
in 1696. 

HULDRIC, John Jamesjprofessor of lAw, at 
Zurich, where he died in 1731. 

HULL, Thomas, a respectable actor and dra-^ 
smtie writer^ and founder of the theatrical fund 
for the relief of distressed actors and actresses, 
was bred to the practice of physic,^ but quitted 
that prof^ion for the stage, of which he died 
the father, at tiie age of 80, in 1808. 

IIULME, Nathaniel, an English physician of 
reputation, and author of several essays on me- 
dical subjects ; he died in 1807. 

HULSEMANN, John a Lutheran divine, 
professor of divinity at Leipsic, and a theolo- 
gical writer ; he died in 1601. 

HULSIUS, Anthony, a distinguished oriental 
scholar, amPprofeasor of divinity at Leyden 
be died in 1685. 

HUL8HJS. Henry, a theologi^ writer, and 
professor at Douisbunb, where he died, in 1733. 

HULST, Peter Van der, an excellent painter of 
animals, a native of D6rt ; he dfed'in 1706. 

HUME, David, a celebrated philosopher and 
bistoriaa, bom at Edinburgh, in 1711, and died 
In 1776. His *' Essays," and^*^ History of 7 
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land," are so wfell known, as scarcely to need 
mention. The latter has. undoubtedly, the pre-, 
ference, in the public mind, over every other 
tztaft.

HUMPHREY, Lawrence, an EngUab writer, 
was professor of divinity, and preiSdent of Mag-" 
dalen college, Oxford, and afterwards dean or 
Gloucester, and of Winchester r he di^ id 1590/ 

HUMPHREYS, David, LL. D., a soldier of 
the revolution, aid-de-camt>, suc<ie8sively, to 
Putnam, Greene, and Washington ; afterwards, 
ambassador from the United States to Lisbon, 
and minister ^enipotentiarv to Spain ; he died 
at New-Haven, in 1818. He rendered essential 
service to his country, by his poetical and pa- 
triotic writings, which were read and admired, 
both here and in Europe ; also, by tiie introduc- 
tion, into the United States, of a valuable breed 
of fine-wooled sheep, from Spain:' 

HUNNERIC, king of the AMcan Vandals, 
known for liis severe persecution of the Cbris- 
tianr, died in 484. 

HUNNIADES, John Corvinus, a general of 
the Hungarian armies in the 13tb century, and 
distinguished for bis bravery, and his great 



in the wars with the Turks ; be died in 
1456, lamented by the pope, by the Christians, 
and even by the infidels. 

HUNNIUS, Giles, a distinguished Lutheran 
divine, professor of divinity at Marpurg, and 
afterwards at Wittemberg ; he died in 1603. 

HUNT, Walter, an English carmelite, known 
for bis opposition to the union between the 
Greek and Latin churches ; he died in 1470. 

HUNT, Jeremiah, D.D., an English clergy- 
man and theological writer, died in 1744. 

HUNTER, Robert, author of the celebrated 
"Letter on Enthusiasm," which has been as- 
cribed to Swift, and still more commonly to the 
eari of Shaftesbury. He wrote also a farce, 
called ** Androboros," and died governor of Ja- 
maica, in 1734. 

HUNT£R,William. M. D., a most celebrated 
Englisb pby^an and anatomist, bom in 1718, 
died in 1783. The most splendid of Dr. Hnnter*s 
medical publications is, " The Anatomy of the 
Human Gravid Uterus." His Anatomical Mu- 
seum was the most complete of all the private 
ones in Europe, and was collected by bilii at the 
expense of upwards of 20,0001. 

HUNTER, John, younmr brother of tUe pre- 
ceding, a very eminent Englkih sutgeon, and 
anatomical writer, bora in 11S8, died suddenly, 
in 1793. At the age of SO be began, as assistant 
to bis brother, the career that epded infais be- 
coming, both in theory and practice, tlie first 
surgeon in the world. His anatomical researches 
were various, petseveriag, and successful c with 
the ofllce, use, aituatioa, orcommuni^ition, of 
the several parts of the human structure, no 
man was better acquainted ; and bis numerous 
writings may be considered as a basis on which 
the whole art of physic may securely rest^ Mr 
Hunter's most valuable treatises may be found 
in the ^'Philosophical Transactions," Jrom the 
69d to the 812d volumes.

HUNTINGTON, Henry of, an English ch<;o 
nlcler of the 13th century; he wrote a history 
of England from the earliest accounts to the 
death of king Stephen. 

HUNTINGTON, Eobert, a Iduntid Bnglish 
divine, and writer of travels, bom in 1636, died 
to 1701. 

HUNTINGTON, Jo^ph, D. D., minister of 
Coventry, COno., aiUthorof " Calvinism Improv- 
ed," which was answered by Dr. Strong, of 
Bradford, Conn. : he died in 1795. 

HUNTINGTON, Samuel, an eminent lHwyei 
of ConhecticutjWas a member of congress from 
that state, in ^776, and a signer of the declara- 
tion of Independence; afterwards a Jud^e and 
chief justice of the siipreme court, and lieuten- 
ant governor <^ the state ; he died in 1796. 

HUNTINOTON, Samuel, a native of Con 
necticut, rem'oved to Ohio, in 1801, and was 
afterwards, chief Justice of the stipreme court, 
and governor of that state; he died in 1817. 

HUNTINGTON, Jedediah, a general, and a 
distinguished officer in the American army, 
during the reyoliitioo, afterwards treasurer or 
the state of Connecticut and collector of the 
customs for the port of New-London ; be died 
in 1818. « 

HUNTORST, Gerard, one of the best Dutch 
painters of the ]6tli century. 

HUBID, Dr. Sichard. bishop of Worcester. 
His " Dialogues on Chivalry and Romance," 
" Sermons at Lincoln's Inn Chapel," and " Life 
ard Works of Bishop Warburton," are his 
principal literary productions. In 1783, on the 
deitb of archbishop Comwallis, Dr. Hurd, who 
had been precieptor to the prince of Wales and 
the duke of York, was offered the primacy ; but 
requested of the king permission to decline it. 
He died in 1808, in the 89th year of his age. 

UURSIS, Dr. James, a learned divine, and a 
very pleasing poet, bon^ at Bisbonetone, Sussed, 
in 1763, died at Buckland, in Berksbire, in 1801.

tation (but for the professional envy and ran- 
cour of a wretched cabal), and that he appeared 
no l^ss amiable as a man, than he waa admira- 
ble as an artist. 

HUTCHESON, Dr. Francis, a veiyfine writer 
on moral philosophy, and an excellent man, 
bom in Ireland, in 1694, died in 1747. His

HUTCHINS, John, author of the history^ 

4ind antiquities of Dorsetshire ; be died in 1773. 

HUTCHINS, Thomas, geographer general 

of the United States ; be published several mansf 

and died at Pittsburgh, in 1789. ' 

HUTCHINSON, Ann, an artftil woman in 
Massachusetts, whose religious opinions were 
heretical,and which were condemned by a coun- 
cil of ministers: she was banished from the co- 
lony, and was murdered by the Indians, weat of 
New-Haven, in 164a 

HUTCHINSON,Thomas, governor of Masta- 
«husetts, odious for bia arbitrary conduct in 
bis office ; he published a History of the Colony 
of Massachusetts, Aic, and died in England, 
in 1780. 

HUTCHINSON, John, an English philoso- 
phical and critical author, celebrated as the o|^ 
ponent of Dr. Woodward in natural history, a^ 
of Sir Isaac Newton in philosophy ; he waa boffa 
in Yorkshire, in 1674, and died in 1737. 

HUTCHINSON, John Hely, a celebrated 
Irish lawyer and statesman ; not a little remark 
able for his lividity after lucrative officea. Be- 
ing atone and the same time a privy- counseHer, 
ireversionary secretary of state, major of the 4tb 
regiment of horse, provost of Trinity Colleget 
Dublin, and searcher, packer, and gauger of the

HUTTEN, Jacob, a native of Silvia, founder 
of an anabaptist sect, called the Moravian breth- 
ren ; the tiaae of his death is not kiM>wn, aItlioug& 
it ig saidyb e was burnt as a heretic.

HYLL, Albayn, an English physician and 
medical writer, died at London, in 1559. 

HYPATIA, a most beautiftd. virtuous, and 
learned lady of antiquity. daujpMer of Tlieon, 
who governed the Platonic school at Alexandria, 
the place of her birth and education, in the lal- 
ter part of the 4th oentuiy. Socrates tellsus, 
that Hypatin " arrived at such a pitch of leara-

His murderers walking in Rbegium 
some time afterwards, and seating some cranea- 
ta the air, one of them said to his companions, 
*< there come the witnesses of Ibycus death.**

are very Interesting remains of ecclesiastical 
antiquity on many accounts ; but the most im- 
portant use of bis writings respects the autiien- 
ticitv of the Holy Scriptures, which he frequent- 
ly alludes to in the very expressions that tbey 
sundinatthisday.

JAROSLAW, grand duke of Rtrssia, in the 
KHh century, was a patron of learned meu. 

JARRIGE, Peter, a Jesuit, w\m became 9 
protevtant, and afterwards recanted. He wrote 
for, and azunst, the J^fmits, ahd died in 1670. 

JARRlr, Laurence Juiliarddu, a French poet 
and divine, who excelled as a preacher; be 
died in 1730. 

JARS, Gabriel, a Frenchman, and mineralo- 
gist of some note, died in 1768. 

JARVIS, Abraham, D. D., second bishop of 
the episcopal church in Connecticut, (bed at 
New-Haven, in 1813. 

JAUCOURT, Lewis de, a learned FVcnclv- 
man* and an author ; he died in 1780. 

JAULT, Augustus Francis, professor of Sy- 
riac in the Royal College at Paris, was cele- 
brated as a physician, and died in 1757. 

JAY, Guy Michel, le, an advotate of the paor^ 
liament of Paris, mined himself by printing a 
polyglot Bible, and died in 1675. 

JEACOCKB, Caleb, was a baker, and an au- 
thor, died ih 1786. 

JBANES, Henry, educated at Oxford, was 
the author of several works ; be died in 1663. 

JE ANNIN, Peter, a Burgundian, advocate in 
the partlament of Dijon, and favourite of Henry 
rv. I be died in 1633, after seeing seven succes- 
sive kings on the throne of France. 

JEAURAT, Sebastian, a Frenchman, dis> 
ttnguished as an able mathematician ; he died 
in 1803. 

JEBB, Samuel, an Engilsli physician and

JEBB, Dr. John, bom in London, in 1736. 
He was eminmt both as a non-conformist divine, 
and a physidan.

JENCKES, Joseph, lieutenant governor and 
governor of the colony of Rtiode laland ; iic 
died in 1740. 

JENISCHIUS, Paul, a learned native df Ant- 
werp, died in 1647. 

JENKIN, Robert, professor of divinity at 
Cambridge, and author of valuable theological 
tracts, died in 1727. 

JENKIN, William, a puritan, ejected for 
non-conformity, in 1662. 

JEXKINS, Henry, a native of Yorkshire, re- 
markable for his longevity, being at the time of 
bis death, (1670^ 169 yearscold. He remember- 
ed the battle of Floddenfield. and was exami- 
ned in court tm a circumstance that happened 
140 years before. He retained bis faculties to 
the last; but, as he was born before parochial 
registers were kept, no parish would support 
him ; so that he subsisted by begging. 

JENKINS, Sir Leoline, a learned civilian and 
an. able statesman, under Charles II., born iu 
Giamorganshire, in 1^3, died in 1685. 

JENKINSON, Charles, eari of Liverpool, a 
statesman of profound al)ility, but extremely, 
unpopular, was the son of colonel Charles Jen- 
kinson, and first introduced liimself into life as 
a political writer, and a critic in- The Monthly 
Review. From this source he derived the pat- 
ronage of the late earl of Bute, and all those 
honours and rewards to which he alterwards at- 
tained. He was for many years president of 
the board of trade. In the year 1782, he suc- 
ceeded to the family title of a baronet; in 1786, 
he was created lord Hawksbury, and in 1796, 
earl of IjiverpooL He was supposed to be high 
in the confidence of bit majesty ; and his tho- 
rough knowledge of the commercial interest of 
his country, and acquaintance with subjects of 
political economy, have been displayed in nu- 
merous tracts ; toe greater partw which, how- 
ever, were written on subjects creating a tem- 
porary interest, rather than as illustrative of 
general principles.

His estates at Hafod, in Cardiganshire, were 
conducted on the most liberal scale, and were a 
strong atuaction to all visiters of that part of 
Wales. But in 1807, the elegant mansion, a 
most vahiable library, and a printing establish- 
ment, from which had issued many elegant pro* 
ductions, were destroyed by an accidental fire, 
while !Mr.>Johnes was attending bis dmy in 
parliament. In IBll he lost a favourite daugh- 
ter, from the effiKts of which shock he never 
recovered. He died iu 1816. Mr. Jobnes re- 
{vinted, with great care and attentioD, geaeralty 
with notes and illustrations, at his private press, 
above alluded to, the valuable works of " Froi»> 
sart,** " do JoinvilIe,r* and " Monstreiei.'^ 

JOHNSON, Martin, an excellent painter of 
landscapes, died in tlio reign of James n. 

JOHNSON, Samuel, an English divine, of 
remarkable learainf,aQd steadiness in suftering 
for Ur Drinciples of the revolution, in 1668. 
He was bora m 1640, snddied in 1703. 

JOHNSON, John, a son juror divine, who, 
though promoted in the established church, ei- 
pressed a mean^^nion of bO' articles and litur- 
gy ; he died in 173S. 

JOHNSON, or JANSEN. Cornelius, an ex- 
cellent painter, a native of Amsterdam. In the 
reign of James I., he drew several fine portraits 
of that monarch, and most of his court, and^ied 
in 1665. 

JOHNSON, Charies, a dnunatic w^ter d* 
merit, died in 1748. The dramatic pieces wliicfa 
this author produced are enumerated in the 
'' Biographia Dranyttica." 

JOHNSON, Maurice, an exceUent Englisfa 
aiktiquary, died in 1755. 

JOHNSON, Dr. Samuel, bom at Utchfield, 
in 1709, where his fatlier was a reputable book- 
seller. He was entered of Pembroke college, 
Oxford, in 17S8, but left the nniyersity M^dioat 
taking any degree. In March, 1737, he went to 
Lond<m, where he appears to have met with 
appointments which disgusted him with the 
town ; for, in Angust, we find him desfarous ci 
returning again into his native country, to take 
upcm himself the c^ke of master of a charity 
whool. in Shropshire, then vacant, the sahuy 
of which was 602. a year. But the statutes of 
the school requiring the person who should he 
elected to be a master of the arts, this attempt 
seems to have been frustrated. In 17M, he m- 
gan to write the ** Debates in th^ Senate of Lu- 
liput,*' printed in the Gentleman^s Magazine; 
and, after producing some poems, transatiiHis, 
and biographical works, which met with a good 
reception, (particularly " L<md6iC' the " Va- 
nity of Human Wishes,'* and " The Life of 
Savage/*) he brought forih '* Irene,** a tragedy, 
in rw. This not meeting with the success that 
he expected, he set about his " Dictionary.** 
The execution of this cost him the labour of 
many years; but he was amply repaid by the 
fame which he acquired. During tlie recesses 
of this stupendons labour, he published his 
'' Ramblers.** The reputation of these works 
gained him the honorary dsgree of doctor of

JOHN, of Udino, a celebrtted painter, atH^nia,'* a beautiful little novel, in the Easteift 
Borne, died in 1564. n«tyle, abounding with the most useful nod ma- 
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Iqdian affliirsj in the colony of Ne\v-¥ork, 
known for the great influence and authority he 
acquired over that people ; he died in 1774. 

JOHNSON, Samuel, D. D., a native of Con- 
necticut, diatinguiahed aa the first convert to 
episcopacy hi the colony, and afterwards aa 
president of King's college. New- Fork; be died 
in 1772. 

JOHNSON, WiUiam Samnel, LL. D., F. R. S 
son of the |M>eceding, waa an eminent lawyer, 
and for aoveral years, agent of the colony of 
New-Tork» in England. He was afterwards a 
judg« of the supreme court of Ck)nnecticut, a 
delegate to congress, and to the convention 
which formed the constitution of the United 
States, and first senator of the U. 8., from Con- 
necticut He was also president or Columbia 
college. New- York, for several years. He died 
at Stratford, in 1819, aged 93. 

JOHNSON, Tliomas, an eminent lawyer, and 
a find patriot, of Maryland, governor of that 
state anier the refVolution, and afterwards an aa- 
soeiate judge of the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States : he died in 1819. 

JOHNSTON, Br. Arthur, a physician, but 
more celebrated as a Latin poet, was bom at 
Aberdeen, in 1597, of which university he af- 
terwardd biBCame principal; he died at Ox- 
ford, in 1641. His " Epigrams,'* and version 
of the ** Paahns,** are excellent. 

JOHNSTON, Charles, bom in Ireland, was 
bred to the bar ; but, being exceedingly deaf, he 
relinquiahed that profession. In 1760, he pub- 
lished " Chrysal, or the Adventures of a Gui- 
nea;*' a political Romance, in which all the 
scenes and characters were sketched from real 
life. This was followed by " The Reverie ; or, 
a FUght to the Paradise of Fools ;" the " Histo- 
ry of John Juniper, Esq., alias Juniper Jack," 
&c. dtc In 178S, Mr. Johnston went to India, 
where be died about 1800. 

JOHNSTON, Gabriel, governor of the colony 
of North Carolina, died in 1763. His adminis- 
tration contributed to the Increase and prosperi- 
ty of the colony, and to the advancement of 
learning there. 

JOHNSTONE, James, a Scotch physician, 
distinguished for his treatment of a malignant 
fever, at Kidderminster, died in 1802. 

JOHNSTONE, George, one of the commia- 
sioners^sent to treat with America, during the 
war ; he died in 1787. 

JOINVILLE, John Sieur de, an eminent 
French statesman, and author of " The History 
of St. Louis," a very curious and interesting 
piece, died in 1318, aged 90. 

J0L060EH, a Welch bard, who, from 1370 
to 1420, was in the court of Owen Glendowr. 

JOLY, Guy, known by bis long and faithAil 
attachment to the famous cardinal de Rhetz, 
whom he attended both in his prosperity and 
adversity. He wrote" Memoirs of his Times," 
from 1648 to 1665 ; which, as Voltaire expresses 
it, " are to those of the cardinal, what the ser- 
vant is to the master." 

JOLY, Claude, a French ecclesiastic, who 
died in 1700. , 

JONAH, the fifth of the minor phophets, waa 
sent to denounce Judgments on Nineveh. He 
died about 761 B. Cf. 

JONAS, Anagrimus, a learned Icelander, 
who acquired a great reputation for astronomy 
and the sciences, died in 1640, at the age of 95. 

JONAS, Justus, a famous protestant divine 
and polemical writer, in Germany, bora In Tbu* 
ringiaTin 1493, died in 1555. 
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ral maxims, suited to the several conditions of 
life. Of his political works, which followed at 
distant intervals, the public are more divided 
about the merits : it is, however, but fair to pre- 
sume that they were ills candid^pinions upon 
tiie subjects, and, as such, deserving of no cen- 
aure from the judgment of impartiality. His 
last underuking, *' The Lives of the British Po- 
ets," would alone have been sufiicient to im- 
mortalize liis namCj as it by far excela any thing 
executed upon a similar plan, by others ; and, 
though the critical remarks, in a few instances, 
incorporate a little too much with political opi- 
niraa, their general excellence must always give 
tbem deserved celebrity. It is said, that he was 
executing a second part of " The Prince of 
Abyssinia," and was in hopes to have finished 
it before his death, which event happened Pec. 
13, 1784. The editor of the " Biographia Dra- 
matica," after bestowing manj^ just encomiums 
mi the genius of Dr. J., says, it would be the 
highest injustice, were I not to observe, that no- 
thing but that genius can possibly exceed the 
extent of his erudition ; and it would be adding 
a greater injury to his still more valuable quaii- 
ti^ were we to stop here ; since, togcthor with 
the ablest head, he seems to have been poss e ss 
ed of the very best heart at present existing. 
Every line, every sentiment, that issues from his 
pen, tends to the great centre of ail his views, 
the promotion of virtue, religion, and humani- 
ty ; nor are his actions less pointed toward the 
same great end. Benevolence, charity, and 
piety, are the roost striking features of his cha- 
racter ; and while his writings point out to us 
what a good man ought to be, his own conduct 
seu us an example of what he is." A statue to 
Dr. Johson's memory has been erected in 8t. 
Paul's cathedral. In an East India newspaper 
we meet with the following poetical picture of 
this celebrated character: 

'* Herculean strength and a stentorian voice. 
Of wit a fund, of wordtt a countlesa choice ; 
In learning, rather various thaa profound. 
In truth intrepid, in religion sonnd : 
A trembling frame and a distorted sight, 
But firm in judgment and in genius bright ; 
III controversy mr<Ny known to spare, 
But humble as the publican in pray'r ; 
To more than merited his kindness, kind. 
And, tho' in manners harsh, of friendly mind ; 
Deep tinged with melancholy's blackest shade.

JOHNSON, Thomas, a London apothecary, 
and the best herbalist of his time, died in 1644. 

JOHNSON, Samuel. LL. D., a member of 
congress, and senator from North Carolina, af- 
terwards a judge of the supreme court, and go- 
vernor of that state ; he died in 1816. 

JOHNSON, Sir Nathaniel, governor of the 
colony of South Carolina, in 1706. He display- 
ed great ability and judgment in defending the 
colony fimn the French and Indians; lie died 
in 1713. 

JOHNSON, Edward, an inhabitant of Mas- 
aachaaettt, author of a work, entitled " The 
Wonder working Providence ofSion's Saviodr, 
in New-England, from 1628 to 1653." 

JOHNSON, Robert, the last proprietary go- 
vernor of South Carolina, in 1719, afterwards 
appointed to the aame office by the crown ; he 
ded in 1735. 

JOHNSON, Sir WiQiam, ioperinteBdent of 
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JpNATHAN, son of Saul, and th^ faithful 
friend of David, wai slain in batfle by the Phi- 
listines, 1055 B. C. 

JONATHAN; a general of the Jews, and bro- 
ther of Judas Maccabeus, was a valiant man, 
and eruellyput to death, 144 B. C. 

JONES, William, an English divine, of learn 
ing and piety, whose works are highly esteem 
cd: he died in 1801. 

JONES, Jeremiah, a dissenting divine, and 
author, died in 1724. 

JONES, John, » Benedictine monk, educated 
at Oxford, was made vicar-general of liis or- 
der, tfhd died in 1636. 

JONES, David, a native of Wales, wrote 
some poetical pieces, and died in 1"^. 

JONES, John, a Welch antiquary, who was 
employed 40 years, from 1590 to 1630 in collect- 
ing Welch MSS. 

JONES, Rice, a Welch poet, died in 1801. 

JONES, John, a dramatic writer, in the reign 
of Charles I. 

JONES, Inigo, a celebrated English architect, 
bom in London, in 1573, died in 1652. His abi- 
lities in all human sdences surpassed most of 
his age. His designs and buildings were many 
and important ; biu for an account of these we 
must refer the reader to Campbeirs" Vitruvius 
Britannicus.*' 

JONES, John, a medical writer, bora in 
Wales, died in 1580. 

JONES, Sir William, judge of the Wne's 
bench, in the reign of James I., and Charles I. 

JONES, Sir Thomas, a judge of the king's 
bench, under Charles II. and James II. 

JONES, William, one of the last of those 
genuine mathematicians, admirers, and cotem- 
f ornriei of Newton, who cultivated and im- 
proved the sciences in the present century, fa- 
ther to Sir William Jones, was born in Anglesey, 
in the year 1680, and died in 1749. 

JONES, Henry, a native of Drogheda, in Ire- 
land, and no mean dramatic poet, though ori 
ginally a journeyman bricklayer, died very poor, 
in 1770. His principal performance, " Th^ 
Earl of Essex,*' a tragedy, appeared in 1753. 

JONES, Griffith, bora in London, in 1721, died 
in 1786. This gentleman was many years edi- 
tor of the London Chronicle, of the Daily Ad- 
veriis«r, and, we believe, of the Public Ledger, 
In the " Literary Magazine,** with Johnson, 
and in the " British Magazine,** with SmoUet 
and Goldsmith, bis anonymous labours were of- 
ten associated. His modest mind shrunk from 
public attention ; and his labours were moat 
frequently directed to the improvement of the 
younger and more untutored classes of man- 
kind. His translations from the French arej 
very numerous, but cannot now be traced. 

JONES, Sir William, one of the judges off 
the supreme court of judicature, in Bengal, and 
an excellent poet, to whose translations We are 
indebted for many beautiful effusions of the 
Persian muse, was bora in London, fn 1746, and 
died in 1794, at the premature age of 48. Bta- 
dowed by nature with a mind of extrsSordinary 
viKour, Sir William, by unwearied industry, 
aided by superior gehiua, successfully explored 
the hidden sources of Oriental science and Hte* 
rature ; and his attainments in this interesting 
J»ranch of learaing were such as to make him 
far beyond all competition, the most eminent 
Oriental scholar, in this, or perhaps any other 
»ge. Unlike many other eminent literary cha- 
racters of the age, Sir William was a sincere 
and pious Cbristtan ; instead of labouring by his

writinp, to propagate the doctrines of infidelity 
as has been a favourite practice with some mo- 
dern philosophers of reputation, he was desir- 
ous to lend the Scriptures his utmost support ; 
and, in one of his latest annual discourses to 
the Asiatic Saciety, he has done more to give 
validity to tlie Mosaic history of the creation 
than has been done by the researches of any co- 
temporary writer. The following epitaph, writ- 
ten by and for himself, is equally admired for 
its truth and its ejegance. 

" Here was deposited 

the mortal part of a man 

who feared GOD, but not death ; 

and maintained independence, 

but sought not riches ; 

who thought none below him, 

but the base and unjust ; 

none above him but the wise and virtnbus; 

who loved bis parents, kindred, firieiuls, 

and countiy : 

and having devoted his life to their service, 

and the improvement of his mind, 

resigned it calmly, 

ing glory to his Creator, 

ishing peace on earth, 

and good will to all his creatures,

JONES, Richard, a Welehman, and an in- 
genious author, died in the j7th century. 

JONES, David, speaker of the colonial as- 
sembly of New- York, and a judge of the su- 
preme court of that state, died in 1775. 

JONES, Thomas, an English divine, eminent 
as an instracter of matbemati(», at Cambridge, 
died in 1807. ^ , ~b^ 

JONES, John Paul, a native of Scotland, who, 
afler being engaged in the merchant service of 
Great Britain, came to America, at the com- 
mencement of the. revolution, and received a 
lieutenants commission in the navy of the Uni- 
ted States. He was soon afler promoted, and, 
as captain of the Ranger, and afterwards of the 
Bonne Homme Richard, fought battles and gain- 
ed victories, which gave him reputation thnrngh- 
out Europe, and which, for their desperatioo, 
have seldom been equalled. He also aimoyed 
the enemy*8 merchant vessels in every sea. 
After the peace, he was, for a time, in the aer- 
vice of Russia. He died at Paris, in 1793. 

JONES, John, H. D., an eminent physician, 
of New- York, afterwards professor of surgery 
in King*s college ; he died in 1791. 

JONES, WilUam, speaker of the bouse of 
assembly, and goveraor of tbe state of Rhode- 
Island, died in 18S2. 

JONG, Ludolpli de, a Dutch painter of emi- 
nence, died in 1697. 

JONGHB, Baldwin, or lonius, a Franciscan 
monk, and the author of several work*, dledia 
1634. 



JONIN, Gilbert, a Jesuit, known as sn eai- 
ent poet, died at Touraon, in 1638. 
JONSiUS, John, a native of Holstein, and aa 



elegant writer, died in 1659. 

JONBON, Benjamin, a celebrated KngHsft 
poet, bora in Westminster, in 1574. He was 
hred a bricklayer, tot went afterwards to St. 
John*s college, Cambridge ; where, however, 
his continuance was short in proportion to bis 
finances, which would not supply the deeeot 
conveniences of a learned ease. In thia exi- 
gence he turned bis thoughts upon ttw play- 
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houses : bis incluiation and genius lay to com- 
^siiions for the stage ; and he had the example 
of 61iaks)>eare, who had taken the same course, 
to the like -difficulties, with success. The first 
play Jonson printed was the comedy entitled 
" Kvery man in his humour ;'* after which he 
produced a play regularly every year, for ecmie 
vears successively. In 1619, on the death of 
Sanicl. he succeeded to the vacant laurel ; and 
this ofnce obliged him to provide the Christmas 
diversion of a masque: accordingly, in hie 
works, we have aseHes of these and other en- 
tertainments of a Hke liind, mostof wUch were 
f (resented at court from 1615 to 1635. He died 
n 1637,and was interred in Westminster Abbey. 
Over his grave is a common pavement -stone, 
^and on it are engraven these words, 

" O EAiUB BEN JONSON." 

JOHNSTON, John, a polish naturalist, tra- 
-relled over Euro^, an^ died in 1675. 

JOR AM, king ^f fsrael, 896 B. C. ; he was 
slain 8&( B. C. 

JOR AM, king of Judah 869 B. a ; hei!ied in 
8?5B.'C. 

JORDAENS, Jamest «n eminent painter of 
the Flemish school, "bom at Antwerp, in 1S93, 
died in 1678. He improved under Rubens, for 
-whom he worked, and from whom be drew bis 
best principles. 

JORDAN, Sir Joseph, an English admiral, by 
whose extraordinary valour, the Dutch were 
defeafed at the battle of Solebay, in 1672. 

JORDAN,C>tarh}sStc(ilhen, a Prussian writer, 
lilglily esteemed by Frederick the Great, who 
crectid a monument to him, with this inscrip- 
tion, " Here lies Jordan, the friend of the mu- 
ses and of the king.** He died in 1746. 

JORDAN, John Christopher, privy coun- 
sellor to the king of Bohemia, was an eminent 
antiquary, and died in 1740. 

JORDAN, Dorothea, an eminent English ac 
tress, was the danght«r of Capt. Bland, of a 
most respectable Ibmily in Ireland, iter mother 
eloped with her father ; they both took to the 
utage ; and our heroine was bom among the 
rheopi an corps. As an actress, she commenced 
her career in Dublin ; but soon quitted that for 
Tate Wilkenson's York company ; where she 
soon distinguished herself so mudh as speedily 
to attract the notice of the London managers. 
She died at St Cloud, in France, In 1816; and 
was indebted, we believe, to the kindness of a 
casual Eof lish traveller for a decent interment. 
The obscurity of her retreat, and the penury in 
which she ended a life that had led to much 
higher expectations, very much interested and 
astonished the public. 

JORDAN, Thontas, a dramatic writer, in the 
reign of Charles T. Langbaine speaks of him as 
having been an actor also. 

JORDANO,Luca, an eminent Italian painter, 
was bom at Naples, in 1638, died in 1705, 

JORDEN. Edward,an EngUab physician, and 
an author, died in 1632. 

JORNANDES, a Goth, author in the time of 
Justinian. 

JORTIN, Dr. John, a learned Endish divine 
mod ecclesiastical historian, bom In London, In 
16t)8. died in 1770. His chief works are. «> Dis- 
courses concerning the Trath of the Christian 
Bellgion ;** ** Miscellaneous Observations upon 
Authors, ancient and modem;** "RMoarln 
upon Ecclesiastical History,** *' Llf^ of Eras- 
nuns ;" and " Remarks upon the works of Eras> 
mus.** 



JOSEPH, son of Jacob and Rachel, was the 
favourite of his father. In Egypt he rose to be 
the govemor of the country, and died 1636 B. C. 

JOSEPH, husband of Mary, the mother of 
Jesus Christ, was of the tribe of Judab, and of 
the linei^e of David. 

JOSEPH, of Arimathea, a counsellor, and 
disciple of our Saviour. 

JOSEa^H I., 15th emperor of the house of 
Austria, was crowned king of Hungary, in 1687, 
elected king of the Romans, in 1690, and suc- 
ceeded to the -empire of Germany, in 1705 ; he 
died in 1711. 

JOSi^H II.,«mperor of Gennany, was elected 
king of tiie Romans, In 1764, and crowned em- 
peror the following year ; he was abenevolQitt 
monarch, but too fond of innovation : be died 
in 1790. 

JOSEPH, king of Portugal, of the Braganza fa- ^ 
mily,ascended the thronein 1750,and died in 1777. 
His reign was turbulent and unfortunate. 

JOSEPH MEIR, a learned rabbi, was bom 
in France, in 1496, and died in 1554. 

JOSEPH, Ben Gorton, a Jewish historian, 
who flourished in the 10th century. 

JOSEPH, of Paris, a capuchin, and confidant 
of Richelieu, died in 1638. 

JOSEPH, Father, an apostate monk, who 
raised 6000 banditti in 1678, to extirpate the ca- 
tholic religion in Hungary. 

JOSEPHUS, Flavius, the ancient historian 
of the Jews, bora at Jemsalem, A.D. 37, died 
in 93. His " History of the Jewish War and 
the Destruction of Jerusalem," in 7 books, was 
composed at the command of Vespasian, and 
is singulariy Interesting and affecting, as the 
historian was an eye-witness of all that he re' 
lates. St. J«rome calls him " the Livy of the 
Greeks." His " Jewish Antiquities,*^ In 20 
books, written in Greek, are a very noble work : 
we have also a discourse " upon the Martyrdom 
of the Maccabees ;'* which Is a master- piece of 
eloquence, for he was certainly agreat orator, at 
well as a great historian. 

JOSHUA, the son of Nun, and successor of 
Moses, inooaducting the Israelites to Canaan i 
he died 1424 B.C. 

J06IAH, king of Judab, 641 B. C, died 610 
B. C 

JOSSELYN, John, a native of GreatBritaIn, 
who came to America In 1663, and wrote an 
account of New- England, ice As a historian 
be Is not esteemed worthy of great credit. 

JOUBERT, Francis, a priest of Montpelier, 
confined in the Bastile, for bis attachment to the 
(Jansenista ; he died in 1763. 

JOUBERT, Laurence, a French physician 
and medical writer, bom at Valence, in 1530, 
Idled In 1582. 

JOUBERT,BartbokMiiewCatbarine,a French 
general of great celebrity, second In command 
under Buonaparte In the conquest of It^, was 
killed at the battle of Novl, In 1799. 

JOURDAIN, AmaUe Brechlllet, an oriental 
scholar, distlngulahed for his attainments in the 
study of the eastern languages, died In 1818. 

JOUSSE, Daniel, a French lawyer, who wrote 
Bome valuable works, died In 1781. 

JOUVENCY, Joseph, a French Jesuit, pro- 
fessor of beUee-letten at Caen, and a writer, 
died in 1719. 

JOUVENET, JobD. a Frenchpainter, whose 
ideees are esteemed, died In 1717. 

JOVIANU8, Flavius Claud, a Roman empe- 
ror, elected by the anny alter the death of Julian 
{the Apostate, in 363. He at first refused, saying, 
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that be Would not eomoiud idolatioiM loldian . 
butf npon an aMuranee that they would embrace 
Cbrtstianiiy, be aecaptedthe Uuroat, immediate- 
hrabat apaH tbe pagan templet, and forbade tbeir 
■aerUkcet ; but be did not lone eqjogr tbe dUpkty to 
wbich bto merit bad rai«ed bun ; being tunocated 
la bis b<^ by the fumee of a fire which bad been 
made to dry tbe chamber, in 3S4, intbe33d year 
of bis age, and 8th moatb of bis reign. 

JOVINIAN, a monk of Bliian, who became 
the head of a nct» and died in eonsequeaee of 
bis debauchery, A. D. 406. 

JOVIUS. BancRlictus, broliier of tlM hitforian, 
known asa poM and historical writer. 

JOVIUS, Pa»l, aa Italian Glovio, well known 
by his biitorie& waa bom at Cemo» in Italy, in 
1483, and diedin 1553. 
' JOYEU8B, Anne de, a duke and admiral of 
France, and a favourite of Heniy III. ; he died 
in 1587. 

JOYEUSB, Francis de, brother to the pre- 
ceding, was an able minisler of Henry IIL and 
IV., and Lewis XIU. ; be died in 16tC 

JO YNBR. WiUiam,or Lyde,an English writer, 
who embraced popeiy, and died in 17W. 

JUAN, George, a Spaniard, knight of Malta, 
known as an able mathematician ; be «" " " 
Madrid, in 1773. 

JUB A, king of Mauritania, waa driven from 
h\n kingdom V C'Mar, and deatroyedliimself 
48 B.C. 

JUBA, son of the preceding, was carried 
prboner to Rome by Cssar, but under Augustus, 
t» recovered bis domlaimis. 

JUO A, Hakkadisb,or tbe Saint, a rabbi, cele- 
brated for bis learning and riches, who lived in 
the time of the emperor Antomnus, and was 
the friend and preceptor of that prince. He 
collected, about 96 years after tbe destruction of* 
tbe Temple, in a book which he called tbe 
** Misna." the constitutions and traditions of 
the lewish magistrates and doctors who pre- 
ceded him. 

JUDA, Leo, sOn of a priest of Alsace, Was 
well skilled in Hebrew, and died minister of 
Zurich, in 1543. 

JUDA-CHING, a rabbi, of Fer, of the llth 
century, author of an Arabic dicUouary and 
other works. 

JUO AH, the fourth son of Jacob and Xeah, 
was the head of a tribe, and died in 1636 B. C. 

JUDAS ISC ARK)T, so called, from the place 
of his Mrth, betrayed his Lord and Master Je- 
sus Christ for 30 pieces of silver, and immedi- 
ately hanged himself. 

JUDB, St., an apostle, and the author of an 
epistle, was brother of James the Less, and suf- 
fered martyrdom, A. D. 80. 

JUDEX, Matthew, a learned German, divini- 
ty professor at Jena, died in 1564. 

JU6LARIS, Aloytius, an Italian Jesuit. He 
wrote 100 panegsrrics on Jesus Christ and 40 on 
Lewis Xrn., and died in 1653. 

JUGURTHA, a brave Numidian prince, who 
sustained a war of five yearn against the power 
of Rome : be was at last betrayed, thrown into 
a dungeon, and died of hunger. 

JUIGNE BROtSSINmRB, D. Seigneur de 
Moliere, wrote a Theological and Histoneal Dic- 
tionary, published in 1644. 

JULIA, a virgin and martyr of Carthage, 440. 

JULIA, daughter of Csesar and Cornelia, a 
Roman lady of great virtue, and the wife of] 
Pompey ; she died 53 B. C. 

JULIA, daughter of Augustus, was the wife] 
of Metellus, afterwards of Agrippa, and then of! 
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Tiberius. She was banished by the tatter Um 
her debaucheries. 

JULIA, the daughter of Titus ; ber cbarac- 
ter was infamous. 

JULIA DOMNA, tbe wifb of tbe emperor 
Severus, was well skilled in pbUosopfay and the 
sciences. 

JULIAN, tbe Roman, emperor, commonly 
styled the Apostate, because he professed Chris- 
tianity before he ascended the throne; alter 
which he openly embraced pagwism and perse- 
cuted tbe Christians. He was killed in battle 
363. 

JULIAN. St arefablsbopof Toledo, author of 
a work aAinst the Jews, died in 600. 

JULI^A. a singular character of Norwicb, 
who in her zeal for mortification, confined bei^ 
self between fbor walls ; siie lived la tbe thne of 
Bdward IH. 

JULIEN, Pater, one of tbe best stataariei 
that France ever posseieed. His last work vu 
amarblesUtueofPoussin. His bathing nympb, 
in white maiUe, and the statue of La Fonuise, 
are considered as his chefb d*<Buvres. He died 
at Paris, in 1805, at an advanced age- 

JULIO, Romano, an Italian painter, the 
disciple of Raphael, with whom be was a par 
ticular favourite, died in 1546, leaving immortai 
proofs of his great abilities. 

JULIUS I., pope and saint, waa elected 
pope in 387, and diedin 353 ; he was a man of 
learning and piety. 

JULIUS n., pope, taUed before Julian delt 
Rovere, equally distinguished for bis warllkeex- 
ploits and political negotiations, was bom at 
Arbizala, in 1440, and died in 1513. He builttbe 
famous church of St Peter at Rome, and wai a 
generous patron of the polite arts. 

JULIUS HI., John Marie du Mont, a natire 
of Arezzo, was elected pope in 1550. Bediar 
solved the council of Trent, where he presided 
in the name of Paul III., and died in 1556- 

JUNCKER, Christian, an able medaliBt, wai 
bom at Dresden, and died in 1714. 
JUNCTIN,orGUINTlNO, Franciscan ItaRas, 
and a Carmelite, who quitted the catholic (ct 
the protestant religion, and settled in Fraocei 
where he died in 1580. 

JUN6ERMAN, Godfrey, professor of law at 
Leipsic, died in 1610. 

JUNGERMAN, Lewis, brother to tbe pre- 
ceding, distingnished for works on botany and 
natural history, died in 16^. 

JUNGIUS, Joachim, professor of matbenar 
tics at Glossen, died in 1657. 

JUNILIU8, a bishop of Austria in the 6lb 
century. . 

JUNIUS, Adrian, a learned Dutchman, aof 
author of numerous works ; he diedinl57& 

JUNIUS., SeeJBOYD, Hugh. 

JUNIUS, or DtJ JOHN, Francis, professor 
of divinity at Leyden. His best known work 
is a Latin version of the Hebrew Bible, he died 
in 1602. 

JUNIUS, Francii, or Francois 4u John, bora 
at Heidelberg, in 1^, died in 1677. He was 
highly distinguished for his skill and researehef 
in tbe Anglo Saxon and Gothic languages. 

JUNTA, Thomas, a physician of Venice, ani 
an author, died in the 16tb century. 

JUNTAS. There were two of tbe name, prit- 
ters ofcelebrity, who had establishmentfl at Ve* 
nice, Florence, and Geneva. One of them dim 
in 1519; the time of the death of tbe other ii 
not known. 
JUa£T» Francis a oadve of Dijon, wLose 
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poiitkai i^Mefl are in bigli eiteem ; be died in 
1696. 

JURIEtJ, Peter, a French protestant divine, 
wMuetiinei called the Goliah of tbe protestants, 
born in 1637, died in 1713. His theological and 
polontcal writings are held in roueb, esteem ; 
particQlarly bis " Treatise of Devotion,'* and 
his " Preservative against Popery." 

JUBIN, Dr. James, a diatnguished person, 
who cultivated medicine and mathematics with 
equal success. He was secretary of tbe Royal 
Sodetyin London, as well as president of the 
ConeTO of Physicians there, and died in 1750. 

JUSSIEU, Anthony de, a celebrated French 
physician, botani8t,and traveller, born at Lyons, 
10 1686, died in 3758. 

JUSSIEU, Bernard de, a Frenchman, emi- 
nent as a botanist and physiciaD: he died in 
1779. 

JUSTEL, Christopher, counsellor and secre- 
tary to the French kinc, was the author of se- 
veral worla^ and died m 1649. 
, JUSTEL, Henry, son and suecessor of Cbrls- 
itopber. On the revocation of the edict of 
Nurtes, he went to London, and was made 
I keeper of the king's library ; he died in 1693. 

J(J9TI,' N. de, a celebrated German mineral- 
ogist, and professor of natural history at Got- 
Liiagen, was bom in 17Q0. 
' JIX8TIN, an ancient Latin historian, who 
abridged tbe laige work of Tre^us Pompeius, in 
44 bo<dcs, coDMn-iBing a history of the world 
from Ninus to Augustus Caesar, which is written 
witti great psj^^ and elegance. Be flourished 
about A. B. m. 

JUSTIN, sumamed the Martyr, one of the 
earliest writers of tbe Christian church, was 
born at Neapolis, the ancient Sichem of Pales- 
tine, to the province of Samaria, and beheaded 
for the Christian relickni under Marcus Aure- 
iiu9,A. D. 167. 

JUSTIN l.,from a soldier, rose to ttie rank 
|9f general, and was pvoclumcd emperor of tbe 
ItBst by bis army, on the death of Anastasius, 
inSIS; hedicdA. D. 527. 

JUSTIN jr., successor of Justinian, in 563. 
Be was a weak prince, but his wife governed 
Hm and hi« empire with abOity ; he died in 
:5?8. 

I JUSTINIAN, the first Roman emperor of his 
iMme, celebratedv for having collected the im- 
mense variety and number of tbe Roman laws 
into one body, called " The Code ;" to which 
the emperor gave bis own name { he also had 
tlie decisions of judges and other magistrates, 
together with the authoritative opinions of the 
taost emin«it lawyers, collected ; and the name 
•f " Digests** or "Pandects" given to them. Be- 
<des these, for the use chiefly of young students 
tithe law, Justinian ordered 4 books of "In- 
aitutes" to be drawn up, containing an abstract 
•r abriftement of the t6xt of all the laws : and 
l^stlfj the laws of Aiodern date, posterior to 
that of tire fbrmer, were thrown into one vol. 
in the year 541, and called tbe " Nove}lfle,'* or 
["New Code/'* This most important transac 
lion in tfi^ state has rendered Justinian's name 
limmortal. 

JUSTINIAN n., succeeded to the throne in 
ps. He was sneeessfttl against the Saracens, 
rat was of an infamoivi character, and was 
nsaratnated m 711. 

I JUSnNIANIf St. Lawrence, a noble of Ve- 
Itiee, was made the first patriarch of Venice, in 
Hsi ; he died in 1455, and was caaoalzed by 
^pe Alexander Vin. 
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; JUSTINIANL Bernard, nephew to the pee- 
ceding, went ambassador from Venice to Lew- 
is XL of France : be wrote several historical 
works, and died in 1489. 

JU8TINIANI, Augnstin, bishop of Ndm, in 
Corsica, was a Immed man, and professor of 
Hebrew at Paris. He was lost at sea in 1S36. 

JU8TINL\NI, Fabio, bishop of Ajaccio, was 
an author, »nj mod in 16S7. 

JUVARA, Phifip, a Sicilian arcbiteet, who 
erected beautiful edifices at Turin ; be died in 
1735. 

JUVBNAL,Dedas Junius, a Roman poet and 
satirist, was bom about the beginning of the 
emperor Claudius' reign, and diied in his 80th 
year. Juvenal, as a poet, improved, on Horace 
and Persius, being elegimt and wit^ with the 
fbrmer, and great and^suUhne with the latter. 

JUVENAL, de Carteneas FeUi, m French 
writer, highly respected, died In 1760. 

JUVEKCUS, Cassias Veetius Aquilinus, a 
Spaniard, of noble birth, in the 4th century, and 
author of a poem. 

JUXON, WiUian. archMsbop of Canterbury, 
was inmrisoned by the parliament; he was re- 
instated in office at tbe restoratioD, and died in 
1663. 



K A3BBTE, Jolm, an ezcdient Dutch pain- 
ter, died in 1660. 

KAHTER, John, a professor of Theology, at 
Rihletz, and an author, died in 1649. 

KAIN, Henry Lewis le, a celebrated French 
actor, died at Paris, in 1778. 

KALB, baron de, a native of Germany, and 
a brigadier-general of the French army. At 
the commencementof the American revolution, 
he vohmteered his services in the cause of free- 
dom, was promote4to tbe rank of major-gene- 
ral, and was for a time commander of the south- 
em army. He was killed at the battle of Cam- 
den, in 1781. and a monument was ordered by 
congress to be erected to his memory. 

KALE, WiBiam, a Dutch painter, died ia 
1693. 

KALGREEN, N., a dramatic writer, of fiwe* 
den, died in 1798. 

K ALRAAT, Barent Van, a native of Dordt, 
eminent as a pidnter, died in 1721. 

KALUBKO, Vincent, a PoUsh historian, 
elected bishop of Cracow, died in 1233. 

KAM-HI, emperor of Cbboa in 1661, was a 
liberal patron of tbe literature and arts of Eu- 
ope, and of Christian missions ; be died in 

KAMPEN, Jacob Van, an eminent Dutofa 
painter, in the 17th century. 

KANDLER, John Joachim, an ingenious ar^ 
tist, of Saxony, died in 1776. 

KANOLD, John, a Germain f^ysician, and 
an author, died in 1799. 

KANT, Immanuel, an eminent metaphyil' 
cian, bomatKoningsberg, in 1724, and died In 

KASTNER, Abraham Gothelf, professor ©f 
mattiematicsat Gottingeo. secretary of the rsf- 
al society, and keeper of the obeervatcny at that 
place, died in 1800. 

K ATEB, a Persian poet at the court of the 
Samanides. 

KATTERPELTO, Dr., an eccentric sort of 
ouack philosopher, who for several years guSed 
the good people of England with the exhiUtioa 
of expenmentBia electricityt &c., which he 
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' Wonderful Wonder;** ioalnuatiQC that 
bie practices were magical, and performed un- 
der tlie supernatural agency of the Black Cat, 
bis constant companion on those occasions. He 
is supposed to have been a Prussian by Urtb, 
and died in Yorkshire, in 1799. 

KAUFFMAN, Mary Angelica, an eminent 
paintress, and royal academician, in London, 
was born in 1740, died at Rome, in 1807. The 
Germans styled her '' The Paintress of the 
Soul ;" and her mental acquirements and moral 
conduct were no less distinguished than her ta- 
lenu as an artist. She was at one time of her 
life the dupe of a villainous artifice, by which 
ahe was drawn into an unfortunate matrimonial 
eonnexion. 

KAUNITZ, RITBERG, prince, a celebrated 
fftatesmaa, and for 40 years prime minister of 
Austria ; he died in 1794. 

KAY, William, a native of Breda, distin- 
guished as a historical jiainter, died in 1568. 

KEACH, Benjamin, a baptist teacher, and au- 
thor of works of great merit, died in ttte begin- 
ning of the |8th century. 

KEATE} George, a poet and miscellaneous 
writer, born at Trowbridge, in 1729, died 1797. 
What will chiefly distinguish him as a writer 
Is, " An Account of the Felew Islands," which 
he <Jbmpiled £rom the papers of captain Wilson 

KEATING, Jeffry, an Iris^ clergyman and 
«n aothor, died in 1650. 

KBBLB, Joseph, an eminent English law- 
yer, bom in 1633, died in 1710. He was a man 
•f incredible industry, having published several 
lK>oks in tiis ttfetime ; beside which, he left 
above 100 large f<rfios, and more than 50 thick 
quartos, in manuscript. His principal works 
are, " An Assistance to Justices of the Peace, 
for the easier Perfbrmance of their Duty,** and 
** Reports.*' taken at the kiog*s bench at West- 
minster, from the 12th to the 30tb year of the 
reign or OtmrlesII. 

KECKERMAN, Bartholomew, professor of 
Hebrew at Heidelberg, fell a sacrifice to his in- 
tense application to study, in 1609. 

KEENE, Edmund, an EngH^ bishop, and 
yice-chanceltor of St. Peter*s€oUege,Cambridge, 
died in 1781. 

KEILL, John, an eiqinent mathematician 
and philosopher, born at Edinburgh, in 1671, 
4ied in 1731. Mis works are numerous, and in 
Wgh repute. 

KEILL, James', an eminent physician and 
tnatomist, younger brother of me preceding, 
born in 1673, died in 1719. 

KEITH, James, a brave and experienced 
field-marshal, ia the king of Prussia's service, 
born in Scotland, in 1696, distinguished himself 
In the memorable wars of that illustrious mo- 
narch, and was killed in the unfortunate afiair 
of Hohkerchen, in 1758. 

KEITH, Sir William, governor of the colony 
of Pehnsylvania, from 1717 to 1726, and author 
of a history of Virginia ; be died in 1749. 

KELLER, James, a learned Jesuit, of Sekin- 
f en, the friend of tbe emperor Maximilian, died 
at Munich, in 1631. 

KELLBY, Edward, a famous English necro- 
mancet. was bom in 1555. Behaving indis- 
creetly in Germany, he was imprisoned by the 
emperor Rodolphus H., by whom he had been 
knighted ; and, endeavouring to make bis es- 
cape out of the window, so hurt himself by a 
faU, that he died soon after, in 1595. His chief j 
jforks are, "APoemof Chymistry;'* "A Poem 
of the Philoaopher*8 Stone ;" and "A true and! 
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[faithful Relation of what passed for many yean 
between Dr. John Dee and some Spirits, Ice., 
{London, 1659.'* 

KELLY, Hugh, bora in Ireland, in 1739, was 
bound apprentice to a stay-maker. At tbe es* 
piration of his indentures he set out for LoiidoD, 
to procure a livelihood by bis business. This 
happened in 1760 ; and he encountered all the 
difficulties which a person poor and without 
friends could be subject to on his first arrival in 
town. He soon after, about 1763, commenced 
author, and was intrusted with the management 
of *' The Public Ledger,*' and other periodical 
publications, in which he wrote many (nriginal 
essays and pieces of poetry. For several yews 
atler this period, he continued writinf upon a 
variety of subjects, as the accidents of the timei 
chanced to call for the assistance of hia pen. In 
1767, the ^* BaUer" appeared in 3 poclcet vols., 
which had at first been inserted in " Owen's 
Weekly Chronicle," in sii^e papers ; as did 
tiie** Memoirs of a Magdalen." under tbe title 
of " Louisa Mlldraay." He died in 1777, leav- 
ing six dramatic pieces. 

KELLY, John, LL. D. a Scotch divine, who 
translated the Bible into the Manks tongue, and 
published a grammar of that language ; he died 
in 1809. 

KEMP, John, LL. D., a native of Scotlaiid, 
Icame to America soon after the revolutioUf Ha 
was appointed professor of mathematics, and 
afterwards of geography, history, and experi- 
mental philosophy, in Columbia college, New- 
York. He died in 1812. 

KEMPIS, Thomas, famous for his transcend- 
ant piety and devotion, was bom at Kenipen, in 
the diocess of Cologne, about 1380, and died in 
1471. His well-known book, *^ De Imitatione 
Christi," of the Imitation of Jesus Christ, has 
been translated into ahnost ail the languages is 
the world. 

KEN, Thomas, an English prelate, cbaplida 
to the king. He devoted his life to pious and 
literary pursuits, and died in 1710. 

Kendal, George, lost all his i>ref»inenO;hi 
the church for non-conformity, ih 166S. He 
was the author of several works. 

KENNEDY, John, an English clergyman, 
author of Scripture Chronology, 1753. 

KENNEDY, James, regent of Scotland dur- 
ing the minority of James II. He was made 
archbishop of St. Andrews, and died in 1472. 

KENNEDY, John, a Scotch physician and 
antionanr, died in 1760. 

KENNET, Basil, D. D., born at PostUng, in 
Kent, in 1674, died in 1714. He was aotbor of 
the " Antiquities Of Rome ; " The lAvem and 
Characters of the ancient Grecian Poets ;*' ** Aq 
Exposition of the Apostles' Creed," Ax. 

KENNET, White, an English prelate. H^ 
was an eloquent and popular preacher, and had 
a valuable manuscript c(dlection. He died la 
1728. 

KENNETH H., the 69th king of Scotland, 
ascended the throne in 833. He broogbc to 
Scene the famous stone chair in wbicb tlie 
kings of Scotland were crowned, and died la 
854 

KENNETH HI., eon of Malcolm, defeated 
the Danes, and also the English ; be waaaseaasi^ 
nated in 904. 

KENNICOTT, Dr. Benjamin, well kaowi 
in the learned world for his elaborate edition oi 
the Hebrew Bible, and other very valuable pub 
lications, was canon of Christ Church, Oxn>r j 
keeper of the Radcliffe Library, and wicmr .^ 
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Culbam in Oxfordshire. He was bora In 1718, 
an4 died in 1783. 

KENRICK, Dr. William, was the ion of a 
■tay-maker, at or near Watford, Herts, and 
brought up to the business of a rule maker. 
However, he seems earl^ to have abandoned 
it, and to h«ve devoted his talents to the eult^ 
vation of letters. His first production as a poet 
was a volume of ** Epistles Philosophical and 
Moral,*' in 1759, addressed to Lorenzo; an 
avowed defence of Infidelity. He was for a 
considerable time a writer in " The Monthly 
Review." In the year 1766 he produced his 
pleasant comedy of " PalstalTs Wedding." It 
was at first intended to have been nven to the 
public as an original play of Shakspeare re- 
trieved from obscurity ; and it musi be acknow- 
ledged a most happy imittvtion of our great dra- 
matic bard. Dr. Kenrick also translated the 
EmUius" and ** ]^loisa" of Rousseau, and the 
"Etoaents of the History of Enghmd," by 
HthH ; produced several dramatic performances; 
a volume of " Poems, ludicrous, satirical, and 
moral," and an infinite variety or other publica- 
tiona both original and translated, and died in 
1779. 

KENT, William, an English painter, but 
much more eminent as an architect, bom in 
1685, died in 1748. Mr. Walpole consideta him 
as Uie inventor of modern gardening. , 

KENTI6ERN, or St Mungo, a Scotchman 
and bishop of Glasgow, in the 6th century. 

KEMYOI}, Lloyd, lord, an Enslish judge, 
bom in 1733. In 1783, he was made attoroey- 
teneral ; in 1684, master of the rolls ; and in 
YlSSf lord chief justice of the king's bench, 
whith office be filled with distinguished integri- 
ty . His lordship possessed an uncommon strength 
m mind, and an intuitiveness of perception, 
which enabled him at once to discera the direct 
path of justice, however attempted to be con- 
cealed by legal chicanery, and subtleties of 
practice. To his exertions, England is indebted 
for much of that reform which has been intro- 
duced into the practlee of the law, and particu- 
larly with regard to attorneys, whose misconduct 
never failed to meet his just resentment and in- 
dignation. His endeavburs on the Bench, were 
uniformly directed to the promotion of every 
moral and religious duty, to the discouragement 
of vice, and to the exposure of those false prin 
dples of honour, the baneful efiects of which 
we have too often reason to contemplate. He 
died at Bath, in 1803, 

KEPLER, John, a celebrated German astro- 
nomer, and authorof many valuable discoveries 
in that science, born in 1571^ died in 1630. 

KEPPEL, Rt. Hon. Augustus viscount, son of 
WiOiam, earl of Albemarle, greatly disdngnish- 
ed himself in the naval service of his country. 
He was created a peer of Great Britain, bv the 
title of viscount Kepple, and was, at two differ- 
ent periods, first lord of the admiralty. Re- 
specting his services during the American war, 
while he cornmanded the channtl fleet, we must 
refer to history for the detail. He died in 1786. 

KERCKCHOEE, Joseph Van der, a painter 
!«f Brussels, of some note, died in 1794. 
' KERCKR1N6, Thomas, a physician, obtain- 
ed celebrity In hispro&aslOD, and died at Ham- 
largh in 1603. 

rKERGUELINDETREMARA,Tves Joseph, 
idiatingaished French naval commander, died 
11797. 

KERI, Franeli Boigia, a learned Jenit, of 
HunfUT, and an Mthor, died in ITBBt. 
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KERKHERDERE, John Gerard, historio- 
grapher to the emperor Joseph L died in 1738. 

KERSAINT, Armand Guy Simon, count of, 
a French naval officer of merit. He belonged 
to the party of Girondists in the convention, and 
was condemned to die in 1793. 

KERSEY, John, a mathematician, bom in 
1616. died about HOO. He publisbed " Elementa 
of Algebra," and '* Dictfonarium Anglo Bri- 
tannicum : or a General English Dictlonaiy." 

KERVlLLARS,John Marin de, a jesidt, who 
translated Ovid into French ; he died in 1765. 

KESSEL, John Van, a Dutch painter of em- 
inence in the 17th, century. 

KETEL, Cornelius, a Dutch historical and 
portrait painter, who resided sometime in Eng- 
laoid, ano being introduced to queen Elizabeth, 
;>ahited her a picture. After his return to Hol- 
land, he laid aside his pencil, and painted with 
his fingers. Hediedl60S. 

KETT, William, a tanner, of Norfolk, who 
headed an insurrection in the reign of Edward 
III. ; he w as defeated and executed in 1549. 

KETTLEWELL, John, an eminenthr team- 
ed and pious English divine, bom in 1653, and 
died in 1695. His most celebrated work, entitled 
" Measures of Christian Obedience," has gain- 
ed him a lasting reputation. 

KEULEN, Janssen Van, a Dutch portrait 
painter, and favourite of Charles I., died in 1665. 

KEYSLER. John Geo»e,a learned antiquary, 
of Germany, bora in 1689. died in 1743. He was 
author of several learned works ; but is most 
generally known by a " Mssertation on the con- 
secrated Mistletoe of the Druids ; and br " Tra- 
vels through Germany, Bohemia. Hungary, 
Swiuerland, Italy, and Lorraine,'* illustrated 
with copper-plates engraven from drawings ta- 
ken on the spot. 

KHER ASKOF,Michael, a Russian poet of the 
18th centur]^ and counsellor of state. 

KHILHOF, Prince, a I^ussian nobleman, am- 
bassador to Charles XII., of Sweden-; he wao 
imprisoned by that monarch, and died in 1796. 

KICK, Cornelius, a painter, of Amsterdam, of 
great merit, died in 1695. 

KIDDER, Dr. Richard, bishop of Bath and 
Wells, author of " A Comroenury on the five 
books of Moses ; with a dissertation coneeming 
the writer of the said books ; and a general at> 
gument to each of them."

Tiie 
greater part of these be republished, with other 
practical discourses, in the year 1794; but the 
woit which, next to the studies immediately 
connected with bi9 ofiiee as a Obristian minister, 
engaged hia principal attention, and by which 
he wiU ever be distingoiBb^, is the ** Biogra-

KIRSTENIUS, Peter, a German physician, 
author ef an " Arabic Grammar,,'* and of se- 
veral other works in Arabic, born in tSTT^ died 
in 1640. It is observed in his epitaph, that ho 
underst ood 2 6 languages. 

KIRSTENIUS, George, a native of Stettin, 
eminent as a botanist, died in 1660. 

KIRWAN, William, dean of KiUala, a dis- 
tinguished ornament of the church, was origi- 
nally a Romish priest ; but became a zeafons 
adherent and powerful supporter of the pro- 
testant faith. He was certainly one of the most 
popular orators that ever appeared in the pulpit, 
and no man ever made a more powerful impres- 
sion on his audience. - He was at all times ready 
to exert his great powers in forwarding the ob- 
jects of benevolence ; many of them owe ex- 
istence and prosperity to his unparalleled exer- 
tions. He was bom about 1754, and died near 
Dublin, in 1806. 

KLAPROTH, Martin Henry Von, professor 
of ehymistry at Berlin, and an eminent writer 
on thM science, died in 1817.

His great patron in 
Englaml was Charles IT. ; but after the death of 
that monarch, he was well received by king 
James and his queen, and constantly employed 
by them until the Revolution. It is v^ re- 
markble of this painter that he had the honour 
to draw 10 crowned heads ; 4 kings of England 
and three queens; the our of Mussovy ; Charles 
II., king<^ Spain, afterwards emperor, when he 
was in England ; and tiie French king, Lewis 
XIV. ; besides several electors and princes.

He was intended for the profes- 
sion Of the law; but the drama bad more at- 
tractions for him, and he wrote numerous pl^s, 
the best of which have been translated. His 
"Stranger," " Lover's Vows," and "Pizarro," 
have had great success. Kotzebue was assas- 
sinated, in 1819, by a fknatical student of Jena, 
namedt Sandt, who then stabbed himself, but 
recovered from his wounds, and suffered de- 
capitation for the murder. 

KOUCK, Peter, a Dutchman, and principal 
painter to Charles V., died in 1550. 

KOUU KUAN, l^tiamas, alias NADIR 
BOH AH, bom In 16o7,in the province of Che- 
rasan, in Persia^ He was the son of the gover- 
nor of a Persian fortress ; and engaging in the 
aerviee of the Schah Thamas, whose throne 
Eiebref, a usurper, possessed, and had lorded 
it over tbe Persians for five years with the ut- 
most barbarity, tbe soptai gave him at length 
tbe command of bis army. The new general 
•Btltvly defeated Eschref, conducted Schah 
Thamas to triumph to Ispahan, and established 
him upon the throne of his ancestors. Es- 
chref, having got together his treasures and bis 
woman, fled toward Candahar with 10,000 men. 
Koali Khan, at the head of 15,000 men, went 
iamffuit orbim, and recomfflended Utatha 



king to go against tbe Turks with tbe rest of 
bis army; assuring him that, as soon as he 
had secured Eschref, he would fly to Ids assist- 
ance. Kouli Khan at last came np with the 
usurper, and prepared for an engagement which 
was very soon decisive. The /^wans, sur- 
rounded, were either cut to pieces or taken : ' 
Eschref was among the prisoner^ and all his 
treasures fell into the handa of^ the victor. 
Kouii Khan ordered both his eyes to be pOTout, 
and some days after had him beheaded. He 
then hastened back to succour the sophi, whom 
he supposed to be engaged with the Turks ; but 
was surprised to find, when he came near Ispa- 
han, that he had concluded a peace with tbe 
Porte, disbanded bis army, and sent him orders 
to do the same. These orders be received with 
indignation, exclaiming against the ignominious 
peace and his effeminate prince. Instead of 
disbanding his army, which now consisted of 
70,000 men, he marched with it to Ispahan, 
seized the Schah Thamas, imprisoned lum in a 
strong fortress, and in an assembly of the chief 
men of Persia got him deposed, and his s<hi, an 
infant six montns old, proclaimed SchaAi, by tbe 
name of Schah Abbas Hf . In his nanve, Konli 
Khan assimied to himself the sovereign power, 
and presently Issued a manifesto disclaiming 
tbe late peace with the Turks. After having 
recovered all that had baon takett from P^nda, 
be concluded a peace with the Ottoman Porte in 
1736. Tbe following year, the young Schah 
Abbas died, and KouH Khan procured himself 
to be proclaimed his successor. As he thought 
war would be a bener prop to his throne than 
peace, he immediately carried his victorious 
arms against the Mogul, and ii one single ba^ 
tie conquered ahnost all that empire; In thit 
expediuon hekilled 200,000 people ; and brought 
away a treasure worth about 145 millions, in 
which' was tbe imperial throne, set with dia- 
monds of an Immense value. Taking from the 
Mogul all the coontry that lay between the fbr- 
mer limits of Persia and the Indus, and subdu- 
ing the whole country of the Usbeck, he vast- 
ly enlarged the bounds of his empire ; but he 
now fell into a state which seemed to border 
upon distraction : he attempted to change the 
religion of Persia to that of Omar ; han^ up 
the chief priests; put his own son to death; 
and was suilty of such cruelty, that he was as* 
sassinated in 1747^ in his 60lh year; having 
reigned above 30^ years over one of the moA 
powerful empires on the globe. 

KRACHBNINNIKOW, Stephen, a Russian 
naturalist, professor of botany and natural his- 
tory, at Petersburg, ^Bed hi 1755. 

KRANTZ, Albert, a famous historian and 
divine, professor of divinity, at Rostock, and 
author of several learned works, died in 1574. 

KRAUSE, Francis, a German, eminent as a 
historical painter, died in 1754 

KRESA, Father, confessor to the king of Bo- 
hemia, died in 1715^ 

KRuGER, John Christian, author of poemi 
aad comedies, died at Hamburgh, in 1750. 

KUHLMAN, Qiiirinus, a famous fknatie, 
born at Breslaw. He was at last burnt at Mos- 
cow, in 1689, for some seditious propbedet. 

kUHNIUS, Jachim, a learned native of 
Pomerania, and principid of the cfrtk^of Oc- 
tingen ; he acouired great celel>rity by bli pab- 
Ucationsj and died in 1697. 

KUICk, John Van; a painter, of Dordl, ae- 
cused of heresy, was croelly burnt by tbe Jeittiti 
inlSTt 
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KUIVCKET, jQlm, an able ebymist andiii^ 
gesiousshilofopber, was bora at Sieswic, and 

KUN2^ John Cbrittopher, D. D., a diitin- 
ffuiibed clergyman of the Lntheran church in 
Philadelphia, afterwards paftor of a Lutheran 
church in New- York, and protaaor of oriental 
languages in Ck>lumbta college ; be died in 1807. 

KUPJESKMohn. apahiter, of Bohemia, bom 
in 1667, was patronlsea by the emperor Charles 
III., and ot her princes. 

KUBTER, Ludolf, a leiftmed German critic, 
fopm in 1670. He published editions of Buidas, 
Aristophanes, and eeveral worlu of a smaller 
Mnd, and died in 1716. 

KUYP, Jacob, an emhient landscape painter, 
at Dordt, flourished about 1643. 

KUYP, or CUYP,. Albeit, a very eminent 
landscape painter, was bom at Dordt, in 1606. 
The time of his death is uncertain. 

KYD, Thomas, an English dramatic writer in 
the reign of queen EUsabeth. 

KYDERM INSTER. Richard, abbot and his- 
torian, of the Benedictine convent of Win 
cbombe, died in 1S3L 

KYNESTON, John, an .En^h divine, who 
gained great reputatuwi 1^ a Latin oration, 
which be pronounced : he died in 1783. 

K YN WELMARSH,Franci8, an Englishmau, 
who wrote some poetry In the I6th century. 

KYRLE, John, the celebrated Man of Ross, 
as Pope calls him in his poem " On the Use of 
Riches." Be possessed a small estate of 500Z. a 
year at Ross, and literally became, as the poet 
sings, a bleising tothe whole community. He 
died in 1734, a^e age of 90.

LABEO, Antistuis,a Roman hiw^er who op- 
posed the government of Augustus.

that he is generally distinguished by the tideot 
" The Christian Cicero.''^ 

LACY, John, an actor and dramatic writer 
of some eminence, in the reign of Charles II. 

LACYDAS, a Greek philosopher, of Cyrese, 
who was tenderly attached to a favourite goose, 
died 213 B. C. 

LADISLAUS I. succeeded to the nangiriaa 
throne in 1077. He wi^ an able politidao, a 
brave geheral, and a pious man : be wascauop- 
ized in 1198. 

LADISLAUS III., king of Hungary, a lices- 
tious monarch, who was assassinated in 1S90.

LAMBRUN, Margaret, was a Scotch wo- 
man, and one of the wtteue of Miiy queen of 
Scots, as was also her husband, who dying of 
grief for the tragical end of that princess* hia 
wife took up a reeolution of revenmng the oeatk 
of both upon queen Elizabeth. For 4hat por* 
pose ahO put on a man*s habit; ana, assuming 
the name of Anthony Sparke. repaired to the 
coortof <|ie queen of England, always carry* 
ing with her a brace of pi^bla,onetokiU Elixa* 
both, and the other to shoot herself, in order la 
avoid the hasods of Justice ; but her design hap* 
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ibrougb tbe erowd to come up to her ma^jenty, 
who WM tbeo walking in her carden,flbe chan- 
ced to drop one of the irtatola. This being seen 
by Che goardai ehe wai seized, in order to be 
sent immediately to prison, but the queen not 
fuspecting her to be one of tier own sex, had a 
mind flnt to examine her. Accordingly, de- 
manding h«r name, country, and quality, Mar- 
garet replied with an unmoved steadiness, " Ma- 
dam, thougbl appear in thi» habit, I am a wo- 
man ; my name la Maicaret Lambrun ; I was 
several years ia the service of queen Mary, my 
mistress, wliom you have so unjustly put to 
death : and by her death you have also caused 
that of my husband, who died of grief to see so 
Innocent ^ queen |>erlsh so iniquiiously. Now, 
as I had the greatest love and affection for both 
those personages, I resolved, at tbe peril of my 
life, to revenge their death by liiiting you, who 
are the cause of both/' The queen pardoned 
iier, and granted her a safe conduct till she 
should be set upon the coast of France.

D., an active and- 
powerf^il advocate of the revolution, was a 
member of Congress in 1775, and ^lerwards'a 
member of the convention which formed t&e 
federal constitutton, a senator in Congress, and 
goveraor of tbe attUe of New-Hampshire ; be 
died at PortsmouUl^4n 1819. 

L ANGE, Joseph, Greek professor at Friburg, 
in 1600 ; he turned catholic i»th« latter parioC 
his life. 

LANGB, Charles Nicholas, afiwisanataraliat, 
about 1790. 

LANGE, Rodomhus, canon of Monster^ «•» 
tinguished himself as a poet ; lie died ih 1519. 
LALN6ELANDE,Robert, author of ** Tbe VI 
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■ions of Pierce Plowman," and one of the most 
ancient Engtisb poets, flourished about the mid- 
die of the 14th century. 

LAN6HAM, Simon, arebbishop of Canter- 
bury; he was made treasurer of England by 
Edward m., and died in 1376. 

LAN6HORNE, Dr. John, rector of Blagden, 
to Someraetsbire, and authdr of several literary 
pmhietiotts ; among which the best itnown are, 
"Poems,** in 8 vols., "Sermons/* in 2 vols.. 
« Theodosiualmd CoosCantia,'* " Frederick and 
Fharamond, or the Oonsolations of Human 
Ufe ;** and a translation of " Plutareh*8 Lives.'* 
Be was bom in 173S, and died in 1739. 

LANOIUS, John, of Lawenburg, practised 
physic at Heiddberg ; be was physician to four 
successive electors pbMlne, and died in 1505. 

LANOLAND, John, principal of Magdalen 
Han, Oxford, and bishop of Lincoln, was a 
popular preacher and a benevirfeat man; he 
dndta JM7. 

LANOLE, John Maximilian, minister of the 
reformed church at Rouen ; he wrote a defence 
of Charles I., and died in 1674. 

LANGLE, Samuel de, son of the preeeding : 
on the revocatioQ of the edict of Nantes, he 
went to England, was made D. D. at Oxford, 
and died in 1099. 

LANGOiEY, Batty, an English architect, au- 
thor of some ttsefal books, died in 1751. 

LANOTCm. John, an English Carmelite 
monk, was at the council of BasIL 

LAN6TQN, Stephen, made archUsbop of 
Canterbury by the pope, in the seign of king 
Jobn, died in 1238. He was one of the aiost 
Mlnatriotts men of the age in which be lived, 
for bis learning and his writingv 

LANGUET, Hubert, a learned Frenchman, 
minister of state to the eleaor of Saxony, and 
afterwards in the service of tiM prince of Orange 
be died in 1581. 

LANGUET, John Baptist Joeepb, doctor of 
the Sorbonne, the celebrated vicar of St. Sulpice 
at Paris, and one of those extraordinary men 
whom Providence raises up for the relief of the 
indigent and wretched, for the good of society, 
and the glory of nations, was bom at Dijon 
June 6, 1&7, and died ini750. 

LA NGUET, John Joseph, archbishop of Sens, 
a polemieiy divine, esteemed for liis benevolence 
and ptety ; he died in 1753. 

LANIER, a painter, empknred by Chwles L 

LANNOY, or LAUNOlf, Charles de, an able 
general in the service of the emperor Charles V., 
who took Francis I^^isoner at the battle of 
Pavia ; he died in 1527. 

LANSBERGHE, Philip, a learned mathe- 
maUcian, of Ghent, and the author of several 
works ; hediedin 1632. 

LANSDOWNE. See iSRANVILLB. 

LANZANO, Andrea, an Italian painter, 
who excelled in hi^ art, died In 1713. 

LANZI, Lewi8,an Italian Jesuit, distinguidied 
asaa antiiiaary. On the suppression of his or- 
der, he was ma^ snb^director of ttie gallery at 
Plorenee. He was author of an essi^ on thie 
Tnseaa taocuage, and other wortcs, and died 
InlSWt 

LANZONI, Josepbk a native of Ferrara, em- 
tnent as a physician, and an antiquary ; he died 
in 1730. . 

LAPARELLI, Francis, an Italian, eminent 
as an architect, mechanic, and engineer. He 
asristed Michael Angelo in his desicns for St. 
Pater's church, at Rome, and died in 1580. 

LAPIDE, Cornelius, a F^rench Jesuit, author 
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■(of 10 vols. toUot of commenuries on the Scrip- 
tures, died in 1637. 

LAPO, Arauiphus di, a native of Florence, 
known as an able architect, died In 1300. 

LARCUER, Peter Henry, a French writer, 
author of a translation of Herodotus, of Xeno- 
pbon, &^. ; he died in 1813. 

LARDNER, Dr. Nathaniel, a very eminent 
dissenting divine, author of " The Credibility 
of the Gospel History ;'* of " The Testimonies 
of the Anoent Jews and Pagans in favour oi 
Christianity ;'* " The History ofHeretics,** iit. ; 
he was bora in 1684, and died in 1768. 

LARGILLIERE, Nicholas de, a French 
punter of great merit. He painted portraits of 
James II., of England, and his queen, and died 
in 1705. 

LAROON, Marcdius, a painter, bora at the 
Hague, was celebrated for nls astoidahing cor- 
rectneasas a copyist ; he died in 170S. 

LARREY, Isaac de, a French Calvinist,who, 
on the revocation of the edict of Nantes, ned to 
Hcrtland, and was made historiographer to tlie 
states r he died in 1719. 

. LARROaUE. Matthew de, a French protes- 
tant minister, or deserved popularity ; he died 
in 1684. 

LARROUUE, Daniel de, son of the preced- 
ing, and author of several works, died in 1731. 

LASCARIS, Constantine, one of those learn- 
ed Greeks who quitted Oonstantin<^ upon 
its bein| taken by the Tuits in 1453, and took 
refuge in Italy. He was author of a "Greek 
Grammar," and other small works of a similar 
kind. 

LASCARIS, John, suraamed Rhyndacenus, 
was of the imperial fkmily. He was an admi- 
rable scholar, and died in 1535^ 

LASCI or LASKO, John de, a learned Pole, 
made iHsbop of Vesprim. He declared in fa- 
vour of the reformation, and was dismissed from 
his bishopric ; he died in 1560. 

LASENA,or LASCENA. Peter, a learned 
ItaUian, and an author, died In 1636. 

LASSELS, Richard, an Englishman, who 
embraced the catholic religion; he published 
' travels in Italy,^* and died in 1768; 

LATIMER, Hugh, Mshop of Worcester.one 
of the first reformers of the church of Eng- 
land, bom in 1470. It is a remarkable circum- 
stance, though not altogether without pwrallel, 
that, from being a papist he beeune a zealous 
protestant, active in supporting the reformed 
doctrine, and assiduous to make converts. For 
bis aeal, however, in the protestant faith, he 
was, with Ridley, bishop of London, burat at 
Oxford, in 1555. 

LAUD, William, archbishop of Canterbury 
in the reign of flharles I., was bora in 1^. 
and beheaded in l645 for high treason ; he fell 
a sacrifice to party vic^nce, and high church 
sentiments. 

LAUDER, William, a native of Scotland, 
memorable for an attempt to ruin the reputation 
of Milton ; an attempt which ended In the de- 
stractionof hisown. He began first to retsJl 
part oi his design in the Gentleman's Magazine, 
1747 i and fin£ng that his forgeries were not 
detected, was encouraged, in 1751, to collect 
them, with additions, into a volume, oititled 
"AnE8sayonMilton*s Use and Imitation of 
the Moderns in his Paradise Lost** The fideli- 
ty of his quotations had been doubted by seva* 



hral people'; and thefiilsebood of them was soon 
after demonstrated- by bishop Douglas, in a 
pamphlet emitted, " Milton vindicated firoBH tha 
316 
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Charge o£ PtasiariwiH brought against him by 
Lauder; ao4 £auder himielf convicted of seve- 
ral Forgeries and gross Impositions on tbe^Pub- 
lie." The appearance of this detection over- 
whehned Lauder with eonftision. Hesubscribed 
a confes^n dictated by Dr. Johnson ; and, find- 
ing that his character was not to be retrieved^ 
i|uittfld the kingdom, and passed the remainder 
of his life in universal conteiBpt. He died at 
Barbadoea, inlTm SeeBOWI^.' 

LAUDOHN, or LOUDON, Gideon Ernest, 
field-marshal, ftod eoamander in cliief of the 
Austrian forces, born in 1714^ died in 1790. So 
' high was bis reputation, that Frederic the Great, 
of Prussia, used to aay, be feaved nobody 
much as Laudobn. 

LAVGifiR, Mark Antony, a Freneb Jesuit, 
the author of several works, died in 1760. 
. LAUN AY, FrandB de, a French advocate of 
eniineoce^ and an auuiMr of law publications, 
died in 1603. 

LAUNOI, John de, m Ieam«d French writer, 
known for his defence of the ^hte of the Gal- 
lican church, tied in 1678. 

LAUNOY^ Charles de, a French general. 
SeeLANNOV. 

LAURA D£ NOTES, the mistress of Pe- 
trarch, who wrote in her praise 318 sonnets and 
88 SiAigs, most of whicb breathe the 'warmest 
spirit of poetry. She was bom at Avignon, 
in 1310, and died in ma 

LAURATI, Peter, a celebrated Italian pain- 
ter, who flourished in the 15th century. 

LAURENS, or LAURENTIUS, Andrew, 
professorof iiiedkine,at Monnieliert and phy- 
sician to Hemy IV«, died in 1600. 

LAURENS, Hononis, brother of Andrew, 
an advocate in the parliament of Paris, and af- 
terwards archbidiop ofEmbrun ; he died in 1612. 

LAURENS, Henry, a member of Ck>ngr88B 
from South Carolina, and president of that 
body tn 1777. He was taken prisoner by the 
British, while on Ids way to Holland, as ambasr 
sador from the United States, and confined in 
the towe^i and treated with great rigour until 
1781. On his liberation, he went to France, 
and afterwards, joined ttm American ministers 
in siguiiiA the treaty with Great Britain. He 
died in CaroUaa, in 1792. 

LAUHENS, Joim, son of the preceding, was 
a distinguished officer of the American army, 
during the vrar of the revolution, and rendered 
fssential services to his country. He was mor- 
tally wounded in an action with a small party 
*ef the enemy in Carolina, and died in 1782. 

LAURENT. Peter Joseph, a native of Flan* 
ders, celebrated for his astonishing mechanical 
powers: be died in 1775. 

LAU^ENTIO, Nicholas, a remarkable cha- 
racter in the bislory of modem Rome, who, al- 
though the son of a vintner, rose to the supreme 
power, but was murdered by the populace. 

LAURI, Fiappoiao eminent Italian painter, 
bom at Rome in 1093* died in 1694. 

L AVATEB, Lewis, an eciOesiastic, known for 
his abUitiestw a protestont controversialist, died 
in 1586. 

LAVATER, John G«spar Christian^ a Swiss 
divine, of warm fancy, and natoral acute- 
nc8B» by which he was led to t«rn bis attention 
t» the eipressien of human sentiment and cha- 
laeter; Be peiceived that not only transient 
pasrioa, but «veB tiie more permanent qualities 
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vanced. Success inflamed his imagination, and 
he became an enthudaM in the study of phyid- 
ognomy . The opinions relative to it, wMcb he 
propagated, were a medley of acute ofaserva- 
tion. ingenious conjecture, and wild reverie. 
His books, published in the German language, 
were multiplied by manv editions, and tranMn- 
tions. This amiable clergyman (for such be 
was,) was bora at Zurich, in 1741, and died 
there in 1801, in consequence of a-wound whicli 
he received ftom a French. 8ol£er a twelve- 
month before. 

LAV1N9T0N, George. blA«p of Exeter, 
bora In 1683, and died at Sxeter, ui 1702. Be- 
sides sermons, be published, *' The Enthusiasni 
of the Methodists and Papists compared.'* 

LAVIROTTE, Lewis Anne, a French physi- 
cian of eminence, died in 1799. 

LAVOISIER, Antoine Laurent, a celebrated 
French medical and cbymical writer, bora at 
Paris, in 1743, was murdered by the guilloUne un- 
der the execrable tyranny of Robespierre, witb 
27 other farmers-general, in 1794. 

LAW, John, of Edinburgh, a famous pro- 
jector, who raised himself to the dignity of cteip- 
troller-general of the finances of France, upoa 
the strength of a scheme for establishing a bank, 
an East- India, and a Misslssipiri company, with 
tlie profits of which the nationaldebt of France 
was to be paid off; but this great fabric of false 
credit fell to the ground, and almost overthrew 
Uie French goverament, ruining some thousands 
of families ; and it is^remarkable, that the saute 
desperate game was played by the Soutb Sea 
directors in England in the same fatal year, 
1720. Law, behig exiled as soon as the credit 



of his projects began to fbil, retired to Venice, 
be died in poverty, m 1739. 
LA ViT, Edmund, bishop of Carlisle, an emi- 



nent theol^ical writer, born in I7(K!, died in 1787. 

LAW, William, an able English dissentinf 
divine, and author of the *' Serious Call ;'' he 
died in 1761. 

LAW, Jonathan, a native of Connecticut, 
was successively a judge and chief justice of 
the superior court, lieutenant-governor, and af- 
terwards governor, of that state : be died in 
1750.. 

li AW, Richard, LL. D., an eminent lawyer 
of Connecticut, was for several years, ajudge 
and chief justice of the supreme court of that 
state, and afterwards jiidge of the United Slates 
district court. He died in 1806. 

LA WES, William, an eminent Englirii mu- 
sician and composer, was killed at the siege 
of Chester, In the army of Charles L 

LA WES, Henry, bis brother, and also a great 
musician, in which art he is by some tlioagbt to 
have excdled William, was bora at Salisborj, 
In 1600, and died in 1662. 

LAWRENCE, Stringer, a distinguished gene- 
ral on the Bast- India Company^s establishment, 
bora In 1607, died in 1775. In gratitude fbrliis emi- 
nent services in the command of their fd^cee on 
the coast of Coromandel, during a perlpd of £0 
years, th« Company erected a noble moDumem 
to his memoiv In Westminster Abbey. 

LAWRENCE, James, a captain In tbe navy 
of the United States, distinguished for bis bra- 
vayjmddcil). was wounded id bn action witb 
the British frigate Shannon, in 1813, and diiil 
four days afterwards. 

LAWSON, Sir John, captain of a sbip i»tbe 
«f character, are«ftea^evydistiaet]y expressed; navy of the parliament, and afXerwardi rear- 
but eaniedbli €hMrvstioii8 In Ibis wajf mucbl admiral und«r tbe duke of Tork ; be wbs kfll- 
farther tbaa tayolbir ptnOB btdbcrare ad-ted in 1665.

' LAZARELLI, John Francis, a native of Ga-| 
beo, and a poeu died in 1694. 

LEAKE, RiHChard, master gonner of England. 
was distinguished for bravery in several naval 
sctSons} be was bom at Harwich, in 1629, and 
died in 1696. 

LEAKE, Qb JMm, s brave and successful 
Biglish admiral, bom in 1096) was distinguished 
by many great actions ; but chiefly by his relief 
Kid preservatton of Gibraltar from the French 
and§paniards,inl70S. He died In 1790. 

LEAKE, Stephen Martin, an incenious wri- 
ter on coins, and on heraldry, bom In 170S, died 
In 1773. 

LEAKE, Dr. John, phvsician to the West- 
minster Lying-in-HOspitai, of which he was the 
founder, died in 1793. Bis writings on midwife- 
ry, and on female diseases, are in very high es- 
teem. 

LEAPOR, Mary, an ingenious English lady, 
and author of some poems, ^ed in 1735. 

LEAMIMG, Jeremiah, an episcopal eteigy 
man, of New-Ehgland, and a theological wri- 
ter ; he died in 1804. 

LEBID, an Arabian poet, empltiyed by Ma- 
bomet to answer satirical works against him. 

LE BLANC, Marcel, one of the fourteen Je- 
suits whom Lewis XiV. sent to Siam, died in 
4<»3. 

LECLAIR, John, a native of Lyons, an emi- 
nent musical composer, was assassinated in^ 

LECnUS, James, a native of Geneva, a po- 
et and critic, died in 1611. 

LEDESMA, Alphonsus, a Spanish poet, died 
inl6S3. 

LEDYARD, John, a distinguished American 
traveller, a native of Connecticut. He ao* 
companied captain Cook in hia last voyage, and 
Witnessed his death. After suffering incredible 
hardships in his diflbrent journeys, he died at 
Cairo, in 1789. while (Nreparing to penetrate the) 
interidr of Africa. 

LEE, Saauiel, an Englishman, ejected from 
his living for non-conformiQr in 1666, and em- 
barked for North America, 

LEE, Nathaniel, an eminent English drama> 
tic poet. He is the author of deven plays, all 
acted with applause. His thoughts«re wonder- 
fuUy suited to tragedy ; but frequently lost in 
such a cloud of words, that it is difficult to see 
the beauty of them. He died in 1601. 

L^, Thomas, president of the council of 
Vircinia, in 1749. The administratfon of the 
affiars of the colony devolved on him until his 
death. Which occurred in 1750. 

LEE, Charles, a naUve of Wales. Aftei 
serving in the English army under generals _

in 1773, and at the commencement of the ravo- made admiral of the fleet ; out, after the revo- 



lutionary war, was appointed a major-general in

LEE, Richard Henry, an eminent dtlMB, and 
distinguished patriot of the revolution, was a 
member of ccmgress from Virginia, in 1776, and 
fimt proposed to thai body the declaration of In- 
dependence, whkh he afterwards signed. He 
was subsequently president of congress, and a 
senator of the United States^under the federal 
constitution. He died in 1794, and his nama 
win be remembered with gratitude, as one of the 
most coos|i4cttous actors of the revolution, so 
long as Americans eqjoy the beneflti resulting 
from that event. 

LEE, Arthur, LL. D., brother of the preced- 
ing, was also an ardent friend to the rights of 
the colonies, and rendeiedthem essential servi> 
ces, while agent of Tlrginiai at London.

IVencb astronomer, and one of those who made 
tiie journey to the north in 1785, for the admea* 
sureraent of the globe, died atParb, In 1799. 

LE MONNIER, Lewis William, brother bf 
the-precedlng, was adistinguish«dphysician and 
an able philosopher. He wrote several valuable 
articles for the French Eacyclopedia,and died la 

L'ENCLOS, Ninon de, a very dlstinguisbed 
French courtezan, who, with a fine understand- 
ing and philosophic spirit, «rould reason like 
Socrates, though she acted like Law ; while, 
therefore, tbe great Conde,'lhe Villarcoaux, the 
Sevignes, the RochefoucauUi, enjoyed her as a 
mbtress, the learned consulted her as a philo- 
sopher and a critic. This bewitching womaa 
died in 1706, aged 90, retaining her pbraonal 
charms to the last. She left some children, and 
one of her sons died before her, a^very traglcsl 
death indeed. Not knowing her to be hb mo- 
ther (for all her operations were conducted wlUI 
secrecy and mystery,) he actually fell Ih love 
with her ; and when, to get rid of hb passion, 
she discovered herself to him, through shame 
and despair he poignarded himself in her p^ 
sence. 

L*ENFANT, James, an eminent French pro- 
testant minister, born in 1691, died in 1728. Hb 
was author of three capital works, viz. Hist<^ 
ries of the Council of Constance, Basil, and 
Pisa. Besides these, he pubUshed the New 
Testament, translated' into French from the ori- 
ginal Greek, with notes, in conjunction witb 
Beausobre ; which version was much esteemed 
by tbe protestants. 

' L* ENG LET, Nicholas du Fresnoy , a very vo- 
luminous French writer, bom in 1674, died in 
1755. Hb " Metiiode pour etudier THistoire,** 
&c. seems to have been thought his best produce 
Uon. Hb end was very tragical : for, falling 
adeep as he was reading by the fire, he fell into 
it, and his head was nearly burnt on before the 
accident was perceived. 

LENNARD, Sampson, a Mend of Sir Philip 
Sidney, with whom he distingubhed himself at 
tbe battie of Zutphen. He was also an- eminent 
translator from Xatin and French ; he died ia 
1630. 

LENNOX, Chariotte, a writer of noveb and 
plays, the daughter <^ colonel Ramsay, Neuien- 
ant-goveroor of New- York, was bora in 1790; 
and died in 1604. Her best known novel b 
^ Tbe Female auixotte.** Tbe latter part of 
her life was clouded by sickness and penorr; 
her chief support being dbrived ttum- ** Tm 
Literary Fund;** 

LENS, Bernard, painter and enamallar ta 
George IL, died in 1741. 

LENTRAL, William^ speaker <tf tfaa low 
parliament, a dubious character doringtlieeiva 
wars, who sought hb own fortnnes by aeepstl y 
siding with the republicans; he died under eoa- 
trition, in 1663. 

LENTULUS, Cntlus, a Roman comoI, bii^ 
torian, and poet, he was put to death by Tlbt- 
rius. 

LEO L, or Aheient, succeeded Marclaa, <M 
tiie throne of Copstantiapple^ ip^ 457, He wm 
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praised by some historians, butgreatly censured 
07 others, and died in 474. 

LEO II., or Younger.^ He ruined his consti- 
tution by his debaucheries, and died, aged 16, 
toon after his accession. 



LEO III. was the son of a cobbler, who served other Greek authors.

LESLIE, Dr. John, bishop of Oogher, in Ire- 
land, memorable for his exertions in defence of 
the royal cause, and for having endured a riege 
in his castle of Raphoe, before he would sur- 
render it to Oliver Cromwell, being the last 
which held out in that country. He was bora 
in ScoUand, and died in 1671, aged' about 100 
years, having been above 50 years a bishop.

LEWIS, Francis, of New- York, was one of 
the signers of tlie declaration of Independence.

LICINIUS, Caius, a Roman tribune, author 
of the law to forbid any man tlie possearion of 
more than 500 acres of land. 

LIDDEL, Duncan, a native of Aberdeen, a 
physician, and professor of mathematics at 
Helmstadt, He returned to his native town, 
where 'he established six scholarships at the 
universi^ and died in 1613. 

LtEUTAUD, Joseph, physician to Lewis 
XVI., and member of the academy of sciences, 
of Paris. He wrote Elements of Physiology, 
■ynopsis of the Practice of Medicine, dec j and 
|die dlnl78 0. 

LIEVENS, John, a native of Leyden, emi- 
ncfnt as a historical and portrait painter, invited 
by Charles I. to England, to paint the persons 
of the court. 

LIGARIUS, duintus, a proconsu l of Africa, 
was WM of the murderers of CSsur. 

LIOER, Lewis, author of the Paris Guide, 
and some nseftil works on gardening ; he died 
In 1717. • --•. 

LIGHTPOOT. John, a most eminent divine, 
bom in Staflbrdsbiro. He was one of the most 
learned rabinical scholars that England ever 
produced. His works are published in S vols. 
foUojhe died in 1675. 

LIGN AC, Joseph Adrain de, a native of Poic- 
tiers, a priest and author of Letters to an Ame- 
rican, on Buflbn*s Natural History: he died in 
1763; 

LIGONIEE, John, earl of, a very distingnish- 
ed.fleld marshal In the English army. He serv- 
ed with honour in all the wars of queen Anne, 
under the duke of Marlborough, and in every 
succeeding war, and died in 1770, aged 93. 

LIGORlO, Peter, a Ne^mlitan, d&tingnished

LlBfiRl, Peter, a native of Padua, eminent 
as a painter.

LIBERtUS, pope after Julius I., in 353. He 
subscribed very reluctantly for the condemna- 
ton of Athanasius.

LILBuRNB, John, a famous finish enthu- 
siast, bom in 1618, died in 1657. He was the 
chief rinsdeader of the levellers, a modeller of 
state, and publisher of several seditious pam- 
phlets; and of so quarrelsome & dispoeition, as 
to have it appositely said of him, that if there 
were none living but him, John would be against 
Lilbume, and Lilburae against John. 

LILIENTAL, Michael, a Prussian, professor 
at Koningsberg. He published various works, 
which are preserved in the memoirs of the Ber- 
lin academy ; ha died in 175D. 

LILLO, George, an excellent dramatic wri- 
ter, bora in London, in 16B1 I'hough strongly 
attached to the muses, lie seemed to have laid 
it down as a maxim, that the devotion paid to 
them Ought always to tend to the promotion of 
virtue, morality and religion. In pursuance of 
this aim, Lillo was h^ppy In the choice of his 
Buliyects, and showed great power in affecting 
Che heart, by working up the passions to such a 
height as to render the distresses of common 
and domestic life equally interesting to the au- 
diences as that of kings and heroes ; and the 



avarice, lust, dee., as the havock made 
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in stales and empires by aiabitioD, cruelty, <^t^< 
tyrauuy. His " Qeorge BarnweJI/* '* Fatal 
Curiosity,** mad " Arden of Fevewham," are 
aJl planned oa common and weii-known stories; 
yet they bave much more frequently drawn 
tears from an aodience than the more pompous 
tragedies of " Alexander the Great,** " AU for 
Love," Stc. He died in 1739. 

LILLY, William, a famous Encliab astrolo- 
ger, bom In 1602, died in 1681. In Dim we have 
an instance of the general superstition and igno- 
rance that prevailed in the time of the civil war 
between CharleB L and his parliament ; for the 
king consulted this astrologer to know in what 
quarter he should conceal himself if he could 
escape from Hampton court: and general Fair- 
fax, on the other siA, sent for him to his army, 
to aok him if he could tell by his art whether 
God was with them and their cause. Lilly, who 
made his fortune by lavourable wedictions to 
both parties, assured the general that God would 
be with him and his army. His almanacs were 
in repute upwards of 36 years, and to be found 
in almost every family in England. 

LILY, Wiliiasi, an English grammarian, 
born at Oldham, in Hampshire, in 1406.^ He 
was appointed firsi master of Bt, Paul's school, 
by the founder, Dean Colet, in 1510, and died 
of the plague at London,'ip 1532. He is highly 
praisRd by Erasmus, who revised the syntax in 
bis " Grammar,** for his uncommon knowledge 
in tbe languai^ and admirable skill in the 
instruction of youth. 

LILY, George, eldest son of the grammarian, 
patronised at Eome, by cardinal Pole.- He wrote 
some historical books, and was the first who 
published a correct map of England ; he died in 
1559. 

LILY, Peter, second Bon of the grammarian, 
was a dignitary of the church of Canterbury. 
He bad a son named Peter, who was D. D., pre- 
bendary of at. Paul*B, and archdeacon of Taun 
ton; he died in 1614. 

LIMBORCH, Philip, a celebrated professor 
of divinity, in Hollaod, born in 1633, died in 
1712. His best work is a " History of the In- 
qalsition.'* 

LIMN^US, John, a German lawyer, of Je- 
na, known as the author of various learned 
works ; he di^d in 1663. 

LIN ACRE, Dr. Thomas, a very learned Eng- 
fish physician, bom in 1460, died in 1524. He 
projected the foundation of the college of phy- 
sicians, was the first president after its erection, 
and held that ofllce ror the seven years that he 
lived afterwards. 

LINANT, Michael, a French poet, tbe ind- 
mate friend of Voltaire, who three times obtain- 
ed the prize of the French academy ; he died 
in 1749. 

LINCOLN, Benjamin, a distinguished officer 
and a major-general in the American army, dur- 
ing the revolution. His services were conspi- 
cuous through the war. He was second in com- 
mand at the capture of Burgoyne, commander 
of the forces in the sotuhero states, wa.^ taken 
prisoner at Charleston, and exchanged, and af- 
terwards snared in the siege of Yorktown, and 
superintended the capitulation of Cornwallte. 
Alter the war, he was repeatedly in public life. 
Was lieutenant-governor of Massachusetts, and 
collector of tbe port of Boston until 1809. He 
died in 1810. ' 

LINCOLN, Levi, a member of congress fVom 
Massachusetts, was attorney-general of the Uni- 
ted States, and for a timet acting secretary of 
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state, and tieutenant-governor of his native 
state ; he was appointed to, hut did not accest, 
the office of judge of tbe supreme court of tbe 
United States. He died in 1820. 

LIND, Dr. James, tf celebrated medical wri- 
ter, died in 17M. 

LINDANUS, WiHiam, a Dutchman, made 
first bishop of Ruremonde, bv Phihp H., ^ 
Spain. He wrote some Latin books in defence 
of the cathoUc religion, and died In 1568. 

LINDENBRUCH, Frederic, a Fleming, the 
laborious and learned editor of Virgil, Terence, 
and other classics. He died in 163& 

LINDSAY, John, a learned divine, formanr 
years minister of the dissenting congregafioa io 
Aldersgate- street, London, He wrote several 
books, and died in 1768. 

LINDSAY, Sir David, of tbo Mount, Lyoa 
King at Arms, an ancient Scotch writer anddrir 
matlc poet, bom in 1496, died in 1557. His chtef 
writings were, '* Satires on the Vices of tlM 
Clergy.** His poetical works were publisbed is 
1806^ ^ ^ 

LINDSAY, David, after studying in (w^ 
universities, returned to support the rdbrmed 
religion against queen Marr. He wrote a bis- 
tory of Scotland, and died in 1S93. 

LINDSEY, Theophilus, bora in 13S3,tooklds 
degrees in arts at Cambridge, and obt^ned, u- 
ter other prefermentSt the valuable living w 
caaerick,In Torksblre; which, however, he 
resigned, in 1773, having embraced the Soebuao 
system. He then settled in LondoUv where M 
opened a chapel, in Essex-street, Strand, i> 
which he officiated till 1793, when he retired 
from the ministry. He died in 1808. 

LINDWOOD, William, divinity proAssorjt 
Oxford, ambassador to Spain, and afterwaiw 
bishop of St David*s. He wrote the constita' 
tion of the archbishops of Canterbuiy, aw 
died in 1446i 

L1NGELBACK, John, » cdlebratedGemM 
landscape-painter, of the 17ih century. ^ . 

UNGUET, Simon- Nicolas Henry, a Fi«Bcb 
writer, bom at Bheims, He was educated a 
lawyer, and rose to the highest eminence asM 
advocate. He wrote "Theory of Laws, HJ 
moirs of theBastUe, Politicjd Annals,'* and mma 
other works. He feU under the gnillotiDei^ 

LINIERE, Francis, a French poet of fw 
literary merit, but of dissipated character, an* 
an obstinate atheist, died in 1704. . , 

LINING, John, M. D., a native of Scotlawlf 
was a distinguished physician of South Csro^ 
na. He publLshed an account of the jwJJ^ 
fever in 1753, the time of his death is not knows* 

LINLEY, Thomas, a very erotaent Ej^ 
composer of music, and one of the j^opneww 
of Drury-lane theatre, died in 1795^ __«^ 

LINN, William, D. D., an emtoent pJWtt; 
rian clergyman, of New-Jersey, afterwards aer

LINN, John Blair, D. D., mhiisterof ap(«a^ 
byterian church in Philadelphia, known aa • 
poet; he died in 1804. ^ _.

LLNUS, St , successor of St. Peter, at Rome, 
be is ranked among the mar^rs of that city. 

LIOTAEID, John Stephen, a crayon painter, 
of great fame, bom at Geneva, in 1702. 

LIOTARD, Peter, a French botanist, who be- 
fan the study after he was 40 years old, and 
porsaed it with.80 much seal, that he was made 
director of the public garden, at Grenoble ; he 
died in 1796. 

XJPPI, Philip, who from a Carmelite, became 
a painter. He was a native of Florence, and 
died in 1488. 

LfPPI, Lawrence, a painter, of Florence, who 
excelled in historical pie^s and in portraits. 
Be also possessed ment as a poet ; be died in 
1664. 

LIPSIUS, Justus, a most acute and learned 
Flemish critic and commentator on ancient au- 
thors, bora near Brussels, in 1547, died in 1606. 

LIRON, John, a Benedictine of St.3Iaur, au- 
thor of several French works of great merit, 
died in 1749. 
.LIS, John Van der^ apainter, born at CHden 
burgh. His pieces on Scriptural subjects and 
moral sports, possess great merit ; he died in 
1699. ^ ' "^ • 

LISLE, Claude de, a native of Lorraine, ez- 
CftUed as m teacher of geocrapliy- He wrote 
"Historical Relation of Siam,'' "Abridgment 
•f Universal History," tec. ; he died at Paris, 
inl7Sa 

LISLE, William de, an eminent French geo- 
grapher, bom at Paris, in 1675, died in 1726. 

LISLErJoseph Nicholas de, an able astrono- 
mer, brother to William. He had the friend- 
ship of Newton and Halley, and was invited to 
Russia, where he was placed at the head of the 
observatory ; he died in 1768. 

LISLE, Sir George, learnt the art of war in 
Flanders, and distinguished himself in the civil 
wars of Great Britain. He was knighted on 
the field of battle, at Newbury, by Charles I., 
for his bravery ; he died in 16^, 

LI90LA, Francis de, was 4 years ambassa 
dor to England from the emperor Ferdinand III. 
He wrote on the ambitious views of Lewis 
XIV., which highly offended the French; he 
died in 1677. 

LISTER, Matthew, president of the college 
of physicians, and physician to queen Anne, and 
Charles I., who knighted him ; he died in 1657. 

LISTER, Martin, nephew to sir Matthew, 
studied i^ysic abroad, and on his return, settled 
at York, where he acquired great reputation. 
He afterwards removed to London, and attend- 
ed the duke of Portland on his journey to Paris ; 
be died in 1711. 

LITltGOW, William, a Scotchman, famous 
for his travels on foot over Europe, Asia, and 
Africa, and his sufferings by Imprisonment and 
torture at Malaga. He was born the latter end 
of the 15th, and died about the middle of the 
16th century. 

LITTLE, William, in English lilstoriao, 
who wrote the history of bii country firou the 



invasion of William the Conqueror, to 1197, in 
Ifive books. 

LITTLEBURY, Isaac, an English divine, 
who published a translation of Herodotus. 

LITTLETON, or LYTTLETON, Thomas, 
judge of the cotut of common pleas, in the 
reign of Edward IV., and author of a cele- 
brated treatise on tenures or titles, by which all 
estates were anciently held in England: he 
died in 1481. 

LITTLETON, Adam, an excellent English 
philologist and grammarian ; an indefatigable 
restorer of the Latin tongue, as appears from his 
" Latin Dictionary,** and an excellent critic in 
the Greek, bom in 1627, died in 1694. 

LITTLETON, Edward, an English divine 
and poet, in 1734. \.- 

LITTLETON, Edward^ a disUneulshcd mem- 
ber of parliament, chief justice of the court of 
common pleas, lord keeper of the great seal, 
and afterwards made a peer^ by the tttle of lord 
Littleton; he died in 1645. 

LITTLETON, John, an active member of 
parliament. His attachment to Essex was the 
cause of his being condemn^ as a conspirator, 
though he was saved from execution by Sir 
Walter Raleigh ; he died in prison in 1600. 

LIVIA, wife of Tyberlus Claudius Nero, af- 
terwards married to Augustus, died A. D. 29. 

LIVINGSTON, John, a Scotch presbyter, 
banished because he refused to take the oath of 
allegiance, on account of his religious opinions. 
He went to Holland, where he continued to 
prea^. He was author of some letters, and 
died In 1672. 

LIVINGSTON, WUliam, LL. D., an eminent 
lawyer, of New- York, and a zealous advocate 
of the rights of the colosies, removed to New> 
Jersey, and wa»«bosen & member of Coi^;res9, 
and afterwards governor Of that state; he died 
in 1790. 

LIVINGSTON, Johni D. D.. an eminent di- 
vine, of New- York, bom in 1746. He was pa^or 
of the Dutch reformed church in the city of New- 
York, and, at the same time, professor of theolo- 
gy in the theological seminary of that church ; 
and on its removal to dueen's ci^^e, N. J>, he 
was placed at the head of the institution; he 
died at New-Brunswick, in January, 1825; 

LIVINGSTON, Brockholst, an eminent law- 
yer, of New- York, was engaged in the army 
during d part of the revolution, and was at the 
capture of Burgoyne. He went to Spain, in 

1779, as private secretary to Mr. Jay, and on hio 
return, soon rose to professional eminence in 
his native city. He was a judge of the supreme 
court of New-York, and afterwards of the 
United States, until his death in 1823. 

LIVINGSTON, Philip, a member of Con- 
gress, in 1776, and one of the signers of the de^ 
claration of Indepen^nce ; he died In 1778. 

LIVINGSTON, Robert R., a distinguished 
member of congress from New- York, was one 
of the committee which drew up the declaration 
of Independence, and after its adoption, was, in 

1780, appointed secretary for foreign affairs. 
He was afterwards chancellor of the state of 
N^w-York, and minister from the United States 
to France. He materially assisted Fulton, by 
supplying him with funds, lx>th in Frandfe and 
at home, to enable him to pursue his experi- 
menCi, and to carry his discoveries into effect. 
He died in 1813. 

U VINIUS, or LrVINEUS,John, Latin trans- 
lator of some of the woilts of Gregory and 
ChiTsoeiom, was a smdeot at Cologne, where 
^ 283 
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die4 inJSBd. 

UVIUS, Andronictts. a Roman comic poet, 
wboseplays are lost. He lived t40 B. C. 

LIVIUS, Titus, the best of the Roman histo- 
rians, born at Padua, 59 B. C. The history of 
Livy, Uke other great works of antiquity, is 
transmuted down to us exceedingly mutilated 
and imperfect Its books were originally 142, 
of which only 35 are extant. It commenced 
with the foundation of Rome, and concluded 
about 13 B. C. The encomiums bestowed upon 
Livy, by both ancients and moderns, are great 
and numerous ; but probity, candour, and im- 
partiality, are what have most particularly 
distinguuhed him above nil historians. Be 
died ATfi. 17. 

LLOYD, William, an EngUsb prelate, suc- 
cessively, king's chaplain, prebend of Salisbury, 
vicar of Su Mary's, dean of Bangor, prebend of 
Bt Paul's, and bishop of St. Asaph. He was 
a zealous promoter of the revolution. His pub- 
lications were numerous; he died in 1717. 

LLOYD, Nicholas, an English divine, author 
of " A Historical, deoKrapiiical, and Potttical 
Dictionary,'* in 1670. He was rector of New- 
ington, and died in 1680. 

LLOYD, Robert, an English poet and mis- 
cellaneous writer, bom in 1733, was a compa- 
nion of Wilkes, Churchill, Colman, tec, and 
died in the fleet prison, in 1764. Re wrote a 
poem called ''^The Actor;'* "The Capricious 
Lovers," an opera, and other dramatic pieces. 

LLOYD, Thomas, a naUve of Wales, joined 
the society of quakers, and came to America 
with Winiam Penn. He was lieutenant go- 
vernor of Pennsylvania, and president of the 
cotonial couneiL He died in 1G94. 

LLWELYN AB GRUPYDD, a Welch prince 
who heroically resisted the invasion of Edward 
I. of England; but he fell, and the liberty of 
his country perisbsd witli him in 12S2. 

LLYWARCH AP LLYWELYN. a Welch 
bard of merit : who flourished from 1170 to 1S90. 

LLYWARCH Hffl7, a Welch poet, distin- 
guished also as an able defender of his country 
against the Saxon invasion, in which he is said 
to have lost 94 sons. He flouriAed about 630, 
and died aged 130. 

LLYWfiLYN AP JOBWERTH, king of 
North Wales. He was a wise, active, and war- 
;ike prince ; he died in 1240. 

LLYWELYN APSITSYLT, a Welch king 
of South Wales. He was killed in battle, in 
1021. 

LLYWELYN VARDD, a Welch poet,some 
of whose pieces have been preserved. He 
Sourisbed between 1130 and 1180. 

LLYWELYN O LANGEWYDD, or 
LLYWELYN SION, a Welchbard, of Gla- 
morgan, who died In 161<L He onen pre^ded at 
.he meetinffig of the bards. 

LLYWELYN, Thomas, author of a history 
«f the difl^rent editions of the Wck^h Bible, in 
which he evinced great learning ; he died in 
17%. 

LOBB, TheonbUus, a native of London, an 
snrinent physician. He wrote some theolMi- 
cal, wd some medical tracts, and died in 1763. 

LiTftEL, Matthias, a native of Lisle, who de- 
voted himself to the study of botany. After 
travelling in most paru of the continent, he 
went to England, whero be wae nominated 
pfaysieiaa and botanist to James L ; be died in

LOBO, Jerome, a Jesuit, of Lisbon, who was 
sent on a mission to the Indies, and penetratsd 
into Abyssinia, of which he published a iraiy 
accurate account, and died in 1678. 

LOBO, Rodriguez Ffands, a celebrated Por> 
tuguesepoet, whose Worka were published is 

LOCK, Matthew, an excellent musician, of 
Exeter, published some muncal pieces, in 1697; 
and after the restoration, was employed as a 
composer of operas. Hto vocal muric is stiU 
greatly esteemed ; he died in 1677. 

LOCK ART, Alexander, author of " Memobs 
of Scotland.** was bom, near Edlnbmgb, hi 
1673, and killed in a du^. In 1733. 

LOCKE, John, the most celebritted phifoso* 
pber of the age he Uved in, and one of the 
brightest ornaments of Engliah ttterature, was 
bom in 1632. By the patronage of lord Sbafti- 
bury, he held a respectable situatioB under gs- 



vernment, and wrote some able poHtieal t 
His lordship, however, being at length compel- 
led to fly to Holland, to avoid being prosecatsd 
for high treason, Mr. Locke tcUowtA him. b 
1685, the English demanded him of the Stales 
General, on susj^cion of -his being conoen* 
ed in Monmouth's rebellion. On tms, be kept 
himself private for several months, and el^ 
ployed the time in preparing ibr the press that 
work which has immortalized hia name soi 
fame, " The Espay on the Human Undevsttad- 
ing.'* It was not published, however, tin aA^ 
the revolution, an event which restored fataa lo 
his native countnr. The latter years of IkiB tff^ 
be devoted chielqrtoreligioas retirement, and to 
the writing of works on theology, and diedal 
the seat of lady Masharo, inlTOC. 

LOCKE, Samuel, D. D., a naUve and dislie* 
guished minister of Massachusetts, was, Ar 
several years, president of Harvard eollege; h$ 
died after 1773. 

LOCKER, John, an English geiSUeman, de- 
voted to literary pursuits, and an authorof ssoK 
works; he died in 1760. 

LOCKMAN, John, author of" Rosalinda," » 
musipal drama, " David's Lamentations,'* and 
other works; be died in 1771. 

LOCKWOOD, Samuel, D. D., an Americas 
clergyman, settled in Andover, Connecticai, 
died in 1791. 

LOCKYER, Nicbo1as,CiomweU*s chaplain, 
and author of some theological tracts ; he died 
in 1684. 

LODBROG, Regner. a celebrated kiag of 
Denmark, at the beifaming of the 9tb centnry. 
He was a warrior and poet, fUn of fm atic i wa 
and religious frenzy. 

LODGE, Dr. Thomas, an Bu^isb pbysleisB 
and dramatic writer, died in 16B5. We flndbim 
characterized, by many of his cotemporsiy 



poets, as a man of very considerable gcnins. 

LOEWENDAL, Ulrie Frederic Woldem^ 
count de, a native of Hamburgh, distingoinea 



as an officer in the service of Poland, and Bfte^ 
wards of Denmark, against Sweden. H«fjf 
finally a field-manhal oC France, and died is 
17S5. 
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LOGAN, Frederic. i>aron de, a German poet, 
of considerable merit, whoie Epieraimh &c 
Jbave been edited by Leaing ; he died in 1655. 

LOGAN, John, aficotch tbvlne and poet, bora 
about 1748, died in iWdon, m 1768. His poems 
were published in 1781 ; and in 1790, two vo- 
Hames of his sermons were printed ; for he had 
obtained much distinction as an eloquent and 
Affectins preacher. 

LOGAN, James, a native of Ireland, distin- 
guished for his talents and learning, came to 
Pennsylvania with the proprietor, in 1699, and 
held the offices of chief justice of the colony and 
president of the conncU. On the death of the 
governor, in 1736, the administration devolved 
on him for two years. 

LOGAN, an American Indian chief, known 
for his friendship to the white peoide, until his 
fiunily were wantonly jnurdered by them, in 
1774, and afterwardsl for the hostility with 
which he avenged his loss. 

L0GB9, Mary Bruneau, a French lady, much 
admired Ibr her wit and genius, particularly by 
the king of Sweden, and the duke of Orleans, 
and called the tenth muse. She has left none 
of her poetry Mjdnd her* 

LORENSTBIN, Daniel Gaspard de, a learn- 
ed German, who wrote some dramatic pieces, 
and other works ; lie died in 1683. 

LOIR, Nicholas, a painter, born at Parisuihe 
disciple of Le Brun. He died Mpfessor oruie 
academy of painting. ^ 

LOKHAN, sumamed tbe Wise, sometimes 
called Abre Anam, or father of Anam, a philo- 
sopher and fabulist of great account among the 
Easterns. Being once asked how he had attain- 
ed so ^alted a pitch of wisdom and virtue, 
Lokman replied, "It was by always speaking 
the truth, by keeping my word inviolably, and 
hf never intermoddttng in affairs that did not 



LOI4LARD, Walter, founder of tbe religious 
•eec called Lollards, who denied the power and 
Induence of the vhrgin Mary over Ghnst ; taught 
that the mass, baptism, and extreme unction, 
were ef no use or avui ; reilected the form of 
tbe penitential, and renounced all obedience 
boch to the ecdesiastical and civil magistrates. 
He was Dumt for heresy at Cologne, in 1322. 

LOLMB, John Lewis de, LL. D., a native of 
Geneva, in which country he practised as an 
advocate till he went to England, where he pub- 
lished, in 1775, a celebrated treatise, " On tbe 
Oonstittttion of England:*' a work well known 
and Justly esteemed, Junius recommended it 
to the public, as deep, solid, and ingenious ; and 
iathe British seoate it was honoured with the 
applause of a Camden and a Chatham. H^ 
pobljsbed, besides, a "History of tbe Flagel 
iaats, or Memorials of Human Superstition, im- 
itated from the Abbe Boileau.*' Dr. De Lolme, 
died in Switzeriand, in 1807. 

LOM, Jossu Van, a physician, who practised 
at Touraay and Bruges. His works on medical 
subjects, written in elegant Latin, were pu1l>Iish- 
ed in 3 vols. Amsterdam, 1745. 

LOMAZZO.John Paul, a native of Milan, 
known as a landscape, and portrait painter. 
He wrote a treatise on painting, in Italian, and 
died in 15§e. 

LOMBARD, Peter, well known by the titl^ 
of master of the sentences^ from a work of his. 
fHileb is looked on as the source and origin of 
the scholastic theology in the Latin cfaurcTi. He 
was bora at Novara, in Lombardv, and died in 
1164. 
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LOMBARD, John Lewis, prafessOt of aitil- 
lery, at Mentz. He wrote on the movement of 

E reptiles, principles of gunnery, ttc. ; he died 
1 1794. 

LOMB ART, Lambert, an architect and pam- 
ten a native of Liege, died in 1565. 

LOMENIE, Henry Augustus, count de Brien- 
ne, for some time ambaseador to England, and 
secretary of state in the reign of Lewis XIV., 
of France ; he died in 166S. 

LOMENIE, Henry Lewis, count de Brienne, 
son of the preceding, and also his successor 
in his high offices. But the loss of his wife, 
whom he tenderly loved, affected his under- 
standing, and he was dismissed ; he died in 
'198. 

LOMENIE DE BRIENNE, Stephen Charles 
de, of the same family, was ma^ archbishop 
of Toulouse, and afterwards cardinal, and 
prime-miniBter of Lewis XVI. ; but his abilities 
were below his high station, which he quitted, 
after having disgraced Calonne; he died in 

LC^IIOff OZOP, a celebmied Russian poet,and 
great tinner of his liative tongue, born in 1711, 
died ia 1764. The odes of Lomonozof are great- 
ly admired for originality of invention, subli- 
mit of sentiment, and energy of language. 
He IS in fact the Pindar of Russia. Lomonozof 
made also no inconsiderable figure in history, 
bavii^ published two works relative to that of 
his own country. 

LONDE, Francis Richard de la, a French 
poet, of considerable merit, who also wrote on 
history, morals, and antiquities; he died in 
1765. 

LONDON, John Campbell, earl and baron of, 
was commander-in-chief of the British forces 
in America, and governor of the colony of Vhr- 
ginia. 

LONG, Ed;ward. a judge, of the vice-admi- 
ralty court, Ih the West Indies, and author of a 
Histoiv of Jamaica, &c. ; he died in England, 

LONG, James le, a priest of the oratory, bom 
at Paris. He was professor at several univer- 
sities, and was wen skilled in ancient and mo- 
dera languages, and in mathematics and philo- 
sophy ; he died in 1721. 

LONG, Thomas, an able divine, bora at Exe-

LONG, Dr. Roger, a very eminent astrono- 
mer, and author of an excellent treatise on that 
science. He erected in one of the rooms of 
Pembroke college, of which he was master, a 
sphere of eighteen feet diameter, elevated to 
the latitude of Cambridge, wherein thirQ^ per- 
sons might sit conveniently : it is turaed with 
great ease by a small .winch, though the whole 
weight is above 1000 lbs. He was bora in Nor- 
folk, in 1679, and died in K70. 

LONGBEARDyi William, a facetious priest, 
notorious for raising seditions in London, in the 
reign of Richard I. He was torn to pieces by 
horses, and then hung upon a gallows. 
, X^ONGEPIBRE, Hnary Bernard de, a learned 
Frenchman, bora at Dijon. He translated into 
verse, Anacreon, Theocritus, Sappho, &c., and 
was the author of some tragedies. He died in 
1727. 

I.ONGINUS, Dtonysios, a Grecian philoso- 
pher and orator, author of a " Treatise on the 
Sublime,*' which raised his repatation to such 
a height as no critic, either before or since, could 
285 
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ever reaeb. Hla cotemporaries had ao great 
an opbiion of bia Jodgment and taate, that they 
appointed him aoverelgn judge of all authoia; 
and every thing was received or rejected by the 
pubhc according to the decision of Lon^us. 
He waa jmt to death by Aurelian. in 373. 

LONGLAND, or LANGEL AND. Robert, an 
BngUili poet, bom te Shropshire. Ub" Vision 
of Fierce Plowmim,** abounds with severe re- 
iections on the Romish clergy, and exhibits a cu- 
rious picture of the times. It waa finished in 
1369. 

LONGLAND, John, ao Englishman, made 
dean of Salisbury, in 1514, and seven years af 
cer bishop of Lincoln : his works appeared in 
folio, in im He died in 1547. 

LONGOMONTANUS, ChrisUan, an eminent 
astronomer, bora in Denmark, in 1SG2, died in 
1647. He was author of several works, which 
show great capaci^ in mathematics and astro- 
nomy : but his " Astronomia Danica" is the 
most disting uiahed. 

LONGUEIL. Gilbert de, a learned physician, 
of Utrechtj^thor of Remarks on Plautus, Ovid, 
Nepos, a Dialogue on Birds, with their Greek. 
Latin, and German names, and a Greek and 
Latin Lexicon ; he died in 1943. 



LONGUEIL, Christopfaer d«,an able French 

bolar, highly favoured Inr Lewis Xll., and by 

pope Leo X., who encaced him to write against 



Luther ; he died in ISO. 

L0N6UERUE, Louis Dufonr de, a French 
critic and theological writer, bom in 16SB, died 
Ml 1732. 

LONGUEVAL, James, a French Jesuit, who 
wrote a History .of the French Church, in 10 vols. 
Dliisertation on ftfirades, Stc. ; he died in 1735. 

L0N6UB, a Greek sophist, author of four 
pastorals, and the Unres of Daphnis and Chloe, 
edited in 1600, 4to. 

LONI, Alexander, of Florence, eminent as a 
paioter, died in 1703. 

LONICESUS, John, a learned German, pro- 
fessor of languagsa at Marpurg. He comtnled 
a Greek and Latin Lexicon, and published 
Dioscoridcs ; he died in 15d9. 

LONICENUS, Adam, son of the preceding, 
was a sagacious physician, who died at Frank- 
fort, in 1586. He was the author of many 
works, chiefly on natural history. 

LOON, Theodore Van, of Brussels, whose 
excellent paintings adorn the public edifices of 
Rome and Venice, was bora in 1630. 

LORD, Benjamin, D. D., an American di- 
vine, settled at Norwich, Connecticut ; he died 
in 1784, aged 90. 

LOREDANO, John Frands, a learned and 
iii^unious senator, of Venice, author of a life 
of Adam, History of the Kings of Cyprus, dca, 
waa bom in 1606. 

LORENZETTI, Ambrogio, a painter, of Si 
enna, and the first wbo painted with success, 
storms, rain, and the efibct of winds; he died 
iu 1350. , 

LORENZINI, Lawrence, a native of Flo- 
rence, eminent as a mathematician. He was 
imprisoned twenty years, during which Ume he 
wrote 12 books on conical and cylindrical ac- 
tions, in Latin ; he died in 1721. 

LORENZINI, or LAITRENTINI, Francis 
Maria, an Italian poet, wbo wrote " Sacred 
Dramas ;*' he was born at Rome, In 1680, and 
died in 1743. 

LORIMER. Dr. John, an English physician, 

aiid author or an Essay on Magnetism, bora in 

irx\ die<l July, ITflS. 
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LORING, Israel, bora in 1682, waa settled at 
minister of Sudboiy, Massachnaetta, and died 
in 1772. 

LORTT, Henry, or Glareanna, fiom C^ris, is 
Switzerland, where be was bora. He studied 
at Basil, Cologne, and Paris, waa the friend of 
Erasmus. He wrote much on daa^ai sub- 
jects, and died in IS63. 

LORME, Philibert de. an eminent Freodl 
architect and antiquary, Dora at Lyons, died ia 
1557, leaving behind several books of architec- 
ture greatly esteemed. 

LORHE, John de, a French pbyaiciaii, who 
attended the wife of Henry HL, Afory de Medi- 
cis, and other branches of the royal family. 
He was universally esteemed, and died in 1634. 

IX)RME, Ctiarles de, son of the preceding^ 
physician to Lewis XIH. He acquired gre« 
fame and opulence, and died in 1678. ' 

LORRAINE, Robert le, a celebrated French 
sculptor, bom at Paris, in 1666, died in 1743. 

LORRAINE, Charles of, cardinal, and arch* 
bishop of Rheims, son of the duke of Guise. 
His influence at one time was neariy unlimited 
in France : he died in 1574. 

L0RRI8, William de, a poet of considerable 
merit, author of the ** Romance of the Rose.*' 
in imitation of Ovid*8 Art of Love, died about 
1620. 

LORRY, Anne Charles, a French physiciaii. 
wi& known for his Latin treatises on melancho- 
ly and its affections ; also a treatise on cuta 
neous diseases ; he died in 1783. 

LOS A, Isabella, a native qf Cordova, eo il- 
lustrious for her knowledge of Latin, Greeki 
and Hebrew, that she was honoured with tbt 
degree of D. D. She died in 1546. 

LOT, son of Haran, and nephew of Abra* 
ham. When Sodom was about to be destroyed, 
God, out of mercy to Abraham, spared Lot. 

LOTEN, John, a good landscape painter, of 
the English school, though a native of Holland, 
died in 1681. 

LQTH AIRE L, aon of Lewis the Debonnaire, 
was partner on the throne of Germany with 
his father, in 817, and made king of Lombardy 
three years after. He revoked againat his ti- 
tber, seized him, and shut him in prison. This 
conduct brought on a war In which an inunense 
number of lives were sacrificed. Lothaire died 
iA885. 

LOTHAIRE n., duke of Saxony, afterwards 
king, and then emperor of Germany ; be died 
in 1157. 

LOTHAIRE, king of France, son of Lewfti 
IV. His wife. Emma, gave him poison, of 
which he died hi 986. 

LOTHAIRE, king of Lorraine, abandoned 
his wife to marry his mistress, but pope Nicho- 
las I. had the spirit to Interfere, and to compd 
his majesty to again take his lawful wife. He 
died in 869. 

LOUIS L, sumamed the Debonnaire, or the 
Feeble, son of Charlemagne, was proclaimed 
king of France, and emperor o€ the West, in 
814. He was in a perpetual quarrel either with 
his brothers or sons, until his death, which hap- 
pened in 840. 

LOUIS IL, the Young, eldest son of Lothaira 
I., was made king of Italy in 844, and succeeded 
to the imperial throne in 855. He was a brave 
and virtuous monarch, and anxious to preserve 
the dignity of the throne ; ho died in 87*. 

LOUIS III., sumamed the Blind, succeeded 
to the throne in 890, and was crowned by Bene* 
diet IV. He was soon after, surprised and ukeo 
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by his rival, Bereager, who put OQt bis eyee JA of territoiy to France. Louis died of a eecond 
he died in 934. H attack of the small pox, in 1774. 

LOUIS IV., called the Child, succeeded hisQ LOUIS XVI., ascended the throne in 1774,

LOUIS v., was elected emperor of Germany, 
in 1314 ; and after much civil discord, was killed 
by a faU from bis horse in 1347.

LOUIS II., the Stammerer, was the son of 
Charles the Bald, and succeeded his father as 
king of France, in 977. He was a weak prince, 
and died in 879. 

LOUIS UI., son of liouis n., shared the king- 
dom With his brother Carloman, with whom he 
lived in perfect union ; Louis died in 883, and 
Carloman became sole king of France. 

LOUIS IV.,8umamed Transmarine, because 
he resided 13 years in England, succeeded to 
the throne of France in 936. He was killed by 
a fall from his horse while hunting in 954. 

LOUIS V„ surnamedthe Lazy, succeeded bis 
father Lothaire in 986. He was vigorooriy 
preparing to march against the Saracens, when 
he was poisoned by his queen Blanche, in 987. 
He was succeeded by Hugh Ci^t. 

LOUIS VI., called the Big, succeeded to the 
throne in 1108. He was disturbed by external 
quarrels, and internal factions; but he was a 
wise ana popular monarch, benevolent as a 
man, impartial as a judge; he died in 11.37. 

LOUIS VII., the Young, son and successor 6f 
the preceding, was early engaged in a quarrel 
with the pope, and was excommunicated by 
him. He made a crusade with an army con- 
siiiting of 80,000 men, to Falestine, but was de- 
feated by the Saracens ; he died at Paris, in 1180. 

LOUIS Vill., surnamed the Lion, succeeded 
hii father, Philip Augustus, in 1223. He waged 
luucessful war against the English, and took 
large Mssessions from them ; he died in 1235. 

hOUSfi IX., called Saint, son of the preceding. 
He made two crusades^uring the last of which 
he died at Tunis, in 1270, and was canonized 
by Boneface Vllt. 

LOU 13 X., called Hudn, succeeded his father, 
Philip the Fair, in 1314, and died in 1316. 

LOUIS XI., ascended the throne in 1461, an 
ungrateful wretch, who rebelled against his 
father, and afterwards poisoned his brother. 
During his reign, rebellion and carnage were 
common occurrences ; and he has been deserved- 
ly called the Tiberius of France. He died in 
1483. 

LOUIS Xn., surnamed the Just, ascended 
the throne in 1498. He engaged in war with 
nearly all the neighbouring states, but was an 
amiable monarch, and greatly beloved by his 
Bobjects; he died in 1515. 

LOUIS Xm., surnamed the Just, ascended 
tile throne in I6I0. He was guided in his con- 
duct by the celebrated cardinal Richelieu, who 
from motives of ambition kept him at war dur- 
ing most of bis reign ; he died in 1042. 

LOUIS XrV., surnamed the Great, was bom 
in 1638. His reign is celebrated, as an era of 
magnificence, learning and licentiousness, in 
France ; he died in 1715, leaving behind him 
monuments of unprecedented splendour and ex- 
pense, in palaces, gardens, Sec. 

LOUIS XV., ascended the throne in 1715. 
During his reign, France was almost constantly 
at war. The contest with England, concerning 
the possession of Canada, ended with great lots 



having married the celebrated Maria Antoinette 
of Austria, in 1770. He was a benevolent, vir- 
tuous, and amiable man, much attached to le- 
ligion, and anxious to make his subjects happy. 
By his subjects he was treated In the vilest 
manner, called a tyrant and traitor, and Anally 
beheaded by a perjured tribunal, in 1793. 

LOUIS XVIII., brother to Louis XVL, dur- 
ing the reign of Terror, and that of Buonaparte, 
being obliged to leave his country, he wandered 
from place to place, as his safety required. He 
finally went to England, where he remained till 
1814, when the allied powers placed htm on the 
throne of France. On the approach of Napoleon 
from his retirement, he was obliged again to 
fly, but was again placed on his throne by the 
allies. He was a mild and amiable prince, con- 
sulting the wishes and happiness of his people ; 
he died in 1825. 

LOUIS I., called the Pious, king of Germany, 
was a powerful monarch, and rendered himself 
formidable to his neighbours ; he died in 876. 

LOUIS II., son and successor of the preced- 
ing, defeated his uncle Charles the Bald; be 
died in 882. 

LOUIS HI., king of Germany. See LOUIS 
III., emperor. 

LOUIS I., of Anjou, king of Hungary and 
Poland, succeeded Charles U., in 1342, and died 
in 1382. 

LOUIS IL, was king of Hungary, after his 
father Ladislaus, and was drowned in a marsh, 
as he fled from a field of battle, in 1526. 

LOUIS, prince of Tarentum, married Jane^ 

Sueen of Naples, and was crowned king of 
raples, in 1352. 

LOUIS ^, duke of Anjou, second son of John, 
king of France. The kingdom of N^les was 
left him by the' will of queen Jane, but failing 
to obtain it, he died of a broken heart, in 1384. 

LOUIS, Antony, secretary to the academy of 
surgeons, at Paris, was one of the best anato- 
mists in Europe. He wrote many professional 
works, and died in 1792. 

LOUPTIBRE, John Charles de Relongue do 
la, of the Arcadian academy, at Rome, wrote a 
collection of poems, in 2 vols. ; he died in 1784. 

LOU VET, Peter, was master of requests to 
queen Margaret, he Wrote some learned works, 
and died in 1646. 

LOUVET DE COUVRAY, John Baptist, 
during the revohition, be was an active mem- 
ber of the French convention, and although 
prosoribed, escaped the scaffold. He was au- 
thor of some licentious works, and died in 1797. 

LOUVILLE, Eugene d* Allonville, chevalier 
de, a nobleman, who served as a colonel under 
Philip v., king of Spain. He afterwards devo- 
ted himself to mathematics and astronomy, and 
died in 1752. 

LOVE, James, an English actor and dramatic 
writer, died in 1774. Though this person passed 
by the name of Love, bis real family name was 
Dance. 

LOVE, Christopher, lin English clergyman 
and divinity writer of great reputation, was 
beheaded in 1651 by ^e republicans, on a charge 
of high treason in holding correspondence with 
king Charles I. ^ 

LOVELACE, Richard, an English poet and 
dramatic writer, born hi 1618, died in 1658. He 
wrote two plays, neither of which have been

M AFFEI, Francis Scipio, of Verona, a cele- 
brated draroattc writer, antiquary, and critic, 
born in 1675, and died in 1755. 

MAFFEI, Raphael, a learned author^ died in 
1521. 

MAFFEI, Tegio, a Latin poet, born in Lom 
bardy, in 1407, was author of "i^terams," and 
a ^ Supplement to Virgil,*' which ne called the 
13th book of the " ^neid.** JuUin Scaliger 
and Gerard Vossius have declared him a great 
poet His prose works are also esteemed.

MAHOMET, or MOHAMMED, a celebrated 
Impoitor, and foander of tbe Mahometan reli- 
gion, bora in SH, at Meeea, a tt» of Arabia, 
of tbe tribe of the Koraebttee, wbkbwae reck- 
oned the noMeet in aU that coantry, and was de- 
eeendediaadirictHne frooi Pber Koraieb, tbe 
founder of it. In bie 4Mi year be began to 
take upon bim tbe ftyle of tbe Apostle of God, 
and under that «b»iacter to propagate tbe im- 
posture wblch he lad eoneerted. On hie firat 
appearance, be was treated with derision and 
•ontempt, and called by tbe people, a sorcerer, 
magician, liar, impostor, and teller of fbblee, of 
which he frequently complains in tbe Koran ; 
so that for the first year he made little or no pro 
gre« ; but oersevering in bis design, wbieb he 
Bianaged with great address, be afterwards gain- 
ed many proselytes, among which were some 
of tbe most considerable men of tbe city. Tbe 
main argumeou which Mahomet used to delude 
men into a belief of this imposture, were pro- 
mises and tbreats, behig those which be knew 
would work tbe easiest on tbe aftcttons of the 
vulgar. His promises were chiefly of paradise ; 
whicb with great art be fVuned agreeiMv to the 
customs and taste of the Arabians: for they, ly- 
ing within the torrid zone, were, through the 
nature of their climate, as well as tbe then ex- 
cessire corruption of their manners, exceeding- 
ly given to the lore of women^ and the scorch- 
ing beat and dryness of tbe country making ri- 
vers of water, cooling drinks, shaded garttena 
and pleasant fruits, most ref renting and detigbt- 
ful to them, they were ftom hence apt to place 
their highest enjoyment in things of this naaire ; 
and therefore, to enswer the heig^ of their car- 
nti desires, be made the joys of neaven to con- 
sist totally in these particulars, which be promi- 
ses them abundantly in many places of tbe Ko- 
ran. On the contrary, be described the punish- 
ments of belL which be threatened to all who 
would not believe in bIm, to consist of euch tor 
ments as would appear to them the most aflliet-

Moees, whom he slew in 1413. He reecored tbe 
power of the Ottoflsans to its ancient gUiry. 

MAHOMET II., tbe 11 tb sultan of the Turfc% 
was bora at Adrianople,4n 1480; and is tbbe 
remembered chiefly for taking Constantinople, 
in 1453, and thereby driving many learned 
Greeks into the West, which was a great cause 
of tbe restoration of learning in Europe, aa tlie 
Greek literature was then introduced theire. He 
wae the first of tbe Ottoman emperors whom 
tbe Westero nations dignified with tbe title of 
Grand Seignior, or Great Turk ; wliicb posteri- 
ty has preserved to bis descendant^ He died 
in 1481. 

MAHOMET m. succeeded bis father Anra- 
rath HI., in 1505. He began his reign by strang- 
ling 19 of bis brothers, and drowning 10 of bis 
r«tl)er*s wives. He invaded Hungary with 
300,000 menjiuid died in 1603. 

MAHOMET IV., emperor of the Turks, re- 
duced Candia with the loss of 200,000 men ; be 
then invaded Poland, and laid the kingdom un- 
der an annual contribution, of 520,000 crowM. 
He was afterwards deposed, and died in 1091.

When 
I«ewis was dragged before the revolutionary 
tribunal, Malesherbes boldly appeared to defend 
him, but it was in vain ; his noble and virtuous 
defender, was eondemned by the same tribunal, 
and with his daughter, and a grandchild, as- 
cended the scaffold, where tliey were executed 
in 1793. He wrote several celebrated works. 

MALBZtEU, Nicolas de, a French author, 
tt^tor to the dukea of Maine and Burgundy. He 
published " Elements of Geography," &c., $nd 
died in 1737. 

MALFILLASTRE, James Charles Lewis, 
a French poet, who wrote sonnets, odes, Ace. 
he died in 17G7. 

MALHERBB, Francis de, a no|cd French 
poet, who has always been copsidered by his 
countrymen as the father of their poetry, born 
in 1555, died, in 163a» Boileau observes, that he 
was the first in France who taught the muse 
harmonious numbers, a Just cadence, purity of 
language, regularUy Qf composition, and order ; 
in short, who laid down all those rules ibr itae 
writing which future poets were to follow if 
they hoped to succeed. 

MALlNGRE, Claude, a French historian, 
author of a " History of the Honorary Dignities 
in France ;" he ^cd in 165j?. 

MALIPIERRA, Olympia, a V^etianlady of- 
noble birth, who wrote poems of atm^ merit ; 
she died in 1559. 

MALLEHANS, Claude, a proftasor of phfio^ 
sophy at Paris, and .author of a '* Phtioeophical 
Syetein of the World ;'* he died in 1723.

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MALLET, David, or MALLOCH, a dramatic 
writer, bom in Scotland about 1700. in 1740, 
he wrote a ** Life of Lord Bacoo,** was associ- 
ated with Thompson the poet, in the compoai- 
tioB of tlM '* Masque of Alfred,** and wrote « 
ttagedy or two, and several poems. Tbe inrin- 
cipal works of this author have been eoUeeted 
in 3 volumes. Aa a writer, he cannot bo placed 
in any high class; there being no species of 
composition in which he wi« eminent; be died 
in 1765. 

MALLET, Edmund, a French divine, pro- 
fessor of divinity in tbe college of Navarre, at 
Paris. He was one of the writers for the En- 
cyclopedia, of the articlesmi divini^ and belles 
lettres, and the author of se^ipral ot^r works ; 
he died in 1887. 

M ALLBT, Dupan, an eminent politieal wri- 
ter, who took refine in England from tbe revo- 
lutionary mania of France, and was no leas dis- 
tinguished by the extent of his knowledge and 
tbe vigour of his style, than by the probity and 
independent spirit of his character. He was 
born at Geneva, about 1750, and died in 1800. 

MALLINKROTT, Bernard, a very learned, . 
but turbulent man, dean of the cathedral of 
Monster. He was degraded and Impriscmed; 
and died in 1664. 

MALMSBURY. See WILLIAM. 

M ALONE, Edmund, bom in 1741, was tbe 
son of an Irish judge, and was educated at the 
university of Dublin. In 1767, he was called to 
tbe bar in London ; but he contimied a voy 
short time in the profession, and turned bis pur- 
suits to literature. In 1790 he mtblisliedan 
edition of Shakspearc ; and in 1705 exposed, 
the Shakspearean imposture of the Irelaoid fa- 
mily. He brought out a *' LIfb of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds;** a "Life of Dryden ;** a " Biogra- 
phical Sketch of the Right Hon. WiUiam Whid- 
bam.'* He died in 1802. 

MALOUIN, Paul James, professor of medi- 
Qine in the royal college of Paris, and phyaiciaB 
to the queen. He wrote on " ChynUstry and i 
Medicine,' ' and died in 1777. 

MALPIGHI, Marcello, an eminent Italian 
pJ^sician and anatomist, born in 1038, died in 
1094. His discoveries in anatomy were cmi- 
siderable, particularly respecting the liver and 
kidneys. 

M ALTON, Thomas, author of a '*Treatiat

MARETS, John des, a French writer, very 
debauched in bis youth. He afterwards became 
a great saint and fanatic, and uttered various 
^opfaecies. He wrqte dramatic pieces, which 
gained hiiu applause, and died in 1676. 

MAR£TS, Samuei des, a celebrated French 
divine, of the Reformed church, bom in 1599, 
died in 1663. A chronological uble of the works 
of this celebrated divine may be found at the 
end of his " System of Divinity.** Their num- 
ber is prodigious, and the variety of their sub- 
jects shows an unbounded genius. 

MARGARET, sister of Edm Atheling, fled 
to Scotland on the invasion of William the Con- 
queror, and married Malcolm, king of the coun- 
try. She was ao luniable and benevotent prin- 
cess, and died in 1093. 

MARGARET, daughter of Waldemar HI.^ 
king of Denmark, bom in 1353, was stfled the 
Semiranis of the North. 8he succeeded her 
£stl>er in the throne of Denmark, her husband in 
that of Norway, and the crown of Sweden was 
fiveu her as a recompense for delivering the 
Swedes from the lyraony of Albert, their king. 
Thus possessed of the three kingdoms, she 
formed the grand political design of a perpetual 
WQioni which she accomplished, pro tempore 
(mly, by the famous treaty styled the tmion of 
Coimar. She died in 1412. 

If ARGARET, daughter of Raymond Beren- 
ger, count of Provence, married St. Lewis, in 
1254, and attended him in his wars to the holv 
land, where, on his captivity, she behaved with 
JieroK intrepidity ; she died in 1S8S. 

MARGARET, daughter of Robert, duke of 
Burgundy, married Louis Hnttai, king of France 
in 1305. She was a beautiful, but sensual wo- 
man, and was strangled in ISU. 

MARGARET, daughter of Maximilian L, 
married to the infant of Spain, and afterwards 
to the duke of Savoy. She displayed her reli- 
gious zeal aninst the Lutherans, and died 1530. 
, MARGARET, of Ai^u, daiighur of Rene 
d*ABjou, king of .Naples, and wife of Henry 
VL, king of England, an ambltioos, enteiprts- 
ing, courageous woman. Intrepid in the neld. 
she signalized herself 6y heading her troops in 
several battles against the house of York ; and 
if she had not been the instrument of her hus- 
band's miafortttnes by putting to death theduke 
of Gloucrater, his uncle, her name would have 
been immortalized for the fortitude, activity, 
and policy with which she supported the rights 
of her husband and sen, till the fktal defeat at 
Tewksbury, which pot an end to all her enter- 
prises ; the Idng being taken prisoner, and prince 
Edward, their only son, basely murdered by 
Richard, duke (^ York. Margaret was ransom- 
ed by her father, and died in Anjou, in 148S. 

MARGARET, daughter of Francis I., of 
France, married Emanuel Phtlibert, duke of 
Savoy, and died highlv respected in 1574. 

MARGARET, of France, daughter of Hemy 
IV., disgraced herself by the levity and Ucen- 
tiouuness of her character. She was divorced 
in 1509, and devoted the rest of her life to tttera- 
ly and religious exercises. 

MARGARET, of Valois, queen of Navarre, 
and sister of Francis I., of France, bom in 1492, 
She was celebrated as a writer both in vetae 
and prose. Her '* Beptameron" or novels, have 
been often republiibed. She died in 1519. 

MARGARET, daughter of Florent, coimtof 



Holland, fabulously said to have given birth to 
'a65 children. 

MARGARET, of York, sister of Edward IV., 
married Charles the Rasn, duke of Burgundy, 
known bv the opposition she made to the eleva- 
tion of Henry VIL, of England 

MARGARET, countess of Richmond and 
Derby, married Edward, earl of Richmond, and 
on his death she was married to Sir Heruy Staf- 
ford, who dying, she took Thomas Stanley, earl 
of Derby. She was a woman of virtue and in- 
telligence, and died in 1500. 

MARGARET, duchess of Newcastle, fkmous 
for her voluminous productions, in letters, plays, 
poems, philosophical discourses, and orations. 
She died in 1673. 

MARGARITONE, an Italian painter, who 
invented the mode ofgildingcn Armenian bole, 
or clay : he died in 1275. 

M ARGON, WUliam PlantavH de la Pause de, 
a French author and journalist, who was ban- 
ished for his libelous publications; he died in 
1760. 

MARGRAAF, Andrew Sigismund, a cele- 
brated practical chymist, of Bertin, who made 
great improvements in the modes of analysis ; 
he died in 1782. 

MARGUNIO, Massineo, a naUve of Candia, 
who printed Greek books at Venice, and after- 
wards became bishop of Cerigo. He wrote 
Greek odes^and died in 1608. 

MARIA THERESA, queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, married Francis Stephen of Ix>rraine, 
who was crowned emperor, in 1745. Her reign 
began with a war, in which all the neighbour- 
ing naUons were euaged, and Maria was near 
losing her throne. After the war had continued 
eight years, a peace was concluded at Aix-Ia 
Chapelle, and Maria immediately devoted hej>- 
self to repaiUng the ravages which her subjects 
had suffereCduring the commotion. She built 
hospitals, encouraged commerce and science, 
aiMldid eveiv thing which humanity and muni- 
ficence could devise, to render her Infirm solders 
comfortable. The king of Prussia, again de- 
clared war against her, but in this terrible 
struggle, she maintained her elevation, and a 
peace was established. After a long reign, 
durinc which she displayed, heroism, virtue, 
and charity, to a degree which endeared her to 
her subjects, she died at Vienna, in 1780. 

MARIA ANTOINETTE, queen of France, 
was the daughter of the emperor Francis I., 
mid Maria Theresa ; she was married to Lewis 
XVL of France, in 1770. This celebrated queen, 
was humane and benevolent to her subjects, 
but fond of magnificence and pleasure. She 
was doomed in the latter part of her reign to 
witness the most horrid scenes of riot and murder 
among her subjects, the execution of her hus- 
band, and her own trial and condemnation. 
She bore all these calamities with great forti- 
tude and serenity, but such was their elTeet on 
her, that the colour of her hair changed to a 
silvery white. ShewasguiHodncd.beif^B carried 
to the seaffoM in a cart, on the 16th Oct., 1793. 

MARIAMNE, wife of Herod the Great, and 
mother of Alexander the bi^nrieit of the Jews, 
iTaln bv order of Herod, 528 B.C. 

>T ARIANA, John, a Spankh blatoriaa, bom 
in i:m, died in lOM. Be wrote several worka^ 
theological and historical; the moatconsiderable, 
of all hjs pertbrmances,ishis**Hiatoryof8pafa!i." 

MARIANU8, Scotus, a Seotcb nook, related 
to the venerable Bede, and ratlKurof • Gnonlcl^ 
ftom Jcnn ChiiH, to K63.

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MAKIETl'E, Petec Joba, aecretai^ to the 
French king^ and efaaneeUor comptroller, died 
in 1774, .

MA9I6NAN, Jobn James Medicbino, mar- 
quis d?, a native of Milan, wbQ wps prevailed 
on by Francis SfOrza, duke of Milan, to murder 
Viaeonjj, a Milanese nobleman ; he died in 1555. 

BIARI6NT, James Carpentier de, an ecclesi' 
astic, more admired for his wit^hantbe purity of 
bis morals. He was the .author of poems, and 
several Jiistoriesj be died in 1702. 

MARIKOWSKT,Martin, a physician ofHun- 
gary, eminent for bis writings and practice ; be 
died in 1773. 

MARIIXAC, Louis de, a Freiich officer, 
raised by Louis Xltl. to the rank of roarshai of 
France, and afterwards found guilty of extortion 
and peculation, ftx wliicb he was beheaded, in 
1632. 

MARIN, Michael Ang^Io, a French novel 
writer, whose works tend to promote the cause 
of virtjse and relibjiion ; he 'died in 1767. 

MARIN ARI, Honorio, ah Italian painter, pu- 
pil and imitator of Carlo Dolce; be died in 1715. 

MARINELLA, Lucretia, an ingenious Vene- 
tian lady, who lived, in the }7tb century, and 
wrote a work called " A Demonstration that 
rhe Women are more noble, more political, 
more courageous, more knowing, more virtuous, 
and better Malnagers, than the Men.*' 

MARINI, John Ambrose, a native of Genoa, 
and author of two Romanceis, which Were very 
popular. 

MARINO, John Baptist, ^ Italian poet, of 
«!mineuce, who Went to France, and was patro- 
tiised Jtty queen Margaret, and Mary de Medicis. 
His works are numerous ; he died at Rome, in 
1622. ■ ' 

MARIO NUZZI, or MARIO DB FIORI, an 
eminent {italnter of flowers and landscapes, died 
at Romej in 1673. 

MARION, Francis, an active and successful 
partisan officer of the revolution, who for his 
activity, bravery, and usefulness, received the 
thanlv of congress and was promoted to the 
tfiknk of brigadier general ; be died in 1795. 

MARIOTTE, Edme, a native of Dijon, known 
as an able mathematician, and learned ecclesi- 
astic : he died in 1684. 

MARICS CAIUS, a celebrated Roman, seven 
(inies consul. By a series of exploits, he be- 
eame the most popular commander of Rome, 
but bis disputes with Sylla proved fatal to the 
Roman {)eopIe ; he di^d 86 B. C. 
- MARIUS, Marcus Aurelius, a common soldier, 
who rose to the imperial purple of Rome. He 
was a man of astonishing strength of body ; but 
was slain by a soldier soon after bis elevation. 

MARIVAUX, Peter Carlet de Chamblain de, 
- rrrnc^. author aru^ ^rflter of romances, bom 
\u 1C88, died in 1763. The great characteristic of 
both his works was, to convev a useful moral 
wniiCY the veil of wit and sentiment. 

MARK, St., an evangelist, the diiKipIe of 
Peter, by whose direction he is suiq;K)sed to have 
written Ills Gospel for the use of the Roman 
Christiana, in 72. 

MARKjpope, after Silvester I., la 1335; he 
4icd the 9sme year. 

MARK ANI ONY. See ANT0NilTS,Mareu8. 

MARKHAM, Gervasc, an English poet and 
miscellaneous writer, who lived ia tbe reigns 
of Elizabeth, James I., and Charles I. 

MARKHAM, WilHam, a nephew of Peon, 
was secretary and lieutenant governor of Penn- 
syh ania ; he died in 1704.

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MARKLAND, Jeremiah, a very acute and 
learned English critic, born in 1693, died in 1776. 

MARLOE, Gbristoj^er, an Enslish dramatic 
author, bom about 1588, and bred a studentrt 
the university of Cambridge ; but aiterwwosi 
becoming a player, trod tho sapoe stage with tlM 
inoomparable Shakspeare. He was accounted 
an excellent poet in his time, even by Ben Joft* 
#on himself; and Heywood, his feUow-sctcur, 
styles him the best of poets.

M ARLORAT, Avgustin, aa Augustinemonk, 
of Lorraine, who embraced the tenets of the 
protestants, and was an eminent tbeoioipcal 
writer, he was murdered in 1668. 

MARMION, Sheckerley, an English draiDilie 
writer, bom in 1608, died in 1639. 

M AfeMOL, Lewis, a Spaniard, taken prison- 
by the Turks, at TuniS; and kept in slawy 
8 year^ He wrote a description of Aihea. 

MATOONTEL, John Francis, a French 
novelist, admired at once for the vigour and 
tbe delicacy of his genius, was bora at Bert, la 
1719. Seldom has wisdom been arrayed is t 
more charming drees than in his " Moral Tales,' 
" Belisarius,*' tec He died in great retirement, 
but In a state bordeiing on want, in 1799. Three 
years before his death, being noininated torn 
legislature, he went to tbe Electoral Aflsesabqr, 
and, thanking his fellow-citizens for tins man 
of respect, said to them, " You beboM, my 
friends, a body enfeebled by age ; but the heart 
of an honest man never grows old."

MARSHAM, ^ John, a learned author,. bom 
in London, was one of tbe six clerks in chance- 
ry, member for the city of Rochester, and was 
loitghled and made a baronet by Charles II. He 
is celebrated for bis Chronological Dissertation, 
and died in 1685. 

MARSIOLI, Lewis Ferdinand, an Italian no- 
bleman, famous in letters and in arms, bora at 
Bologna, in 1658, di^ in 1730. He was founder, 
in 1713, of the academy of arts and sciences, at 
Boh^a, called " Tbe Institute," and author 
of a physical *' History of the Sea, and a De- 
scription of the Danube, from Vienna to Bel-

MARTIALIS, Mardus Valerius, an ancient' 
Latin poet, bora ia Spain, A. D. 39. He is ge- 
nerally allowed to' have excelled all those, whe- 
ther ancient or modem, wiio have attempted 
the pointed epigram. He died at the age of 76. 

MARTIANAY, John, a Benedicthie, who 
ably edited ttoe Works of St. Jerome, in 5 vols, 
folio, with a life of that father ; he<lied in 1717. 

MARTIGNAC, Stephen Algal, lord of, m 
French writer, who published |he Uves of the 
bishops of PariSf and translated Borsce, Te- 
rence, Juvenal, Ovid, Ate. ; he died in 1^. 

MARTIN, St., was converted to Christianity, 
and became bishop of Taurus. He isjregarded 
as the apostle of Gaul. His confession of faith 
is still extant ; he died in 397. 

MARTIN L, pope, Caused the doctiiAes of the 
Monothelitcs to be condemned ; he died in 655. 

MARTIN n., pope, ailer John VIII., in 882 ; 
he died twoyears after. 

MARTIN HL, a native of Rome, pope after 
Stephen VHI. He was a benevolent ponthS; and 
founded' several churches ; he died in 946. 

MARTIN IV., a Frenchman, made pope after 
Nicholas III. ; he died at Perouse, in 1285. 

MARTIN v., Otho Colonna, an illustrious 
Roman, made pope after the abdication of Gre- 
gory XII., in 1417. 

MARTIN, Benjamui, one of the most cele- 
brated mathematicians and opticians of the age, 
born in London, in 1704, and died in 1783. 

MARTIN, David, a learned French pretestant 
divine, of most amiable manners, author of a 
"History of the Bible," with 434 plates, also 
of sermons, &c ; he difed in 1721. 

MARTIN, Doiii James, a Benedictine of 
Languedoc, who Wrote a treatise on the Religion 
of the ancient Gauls, a History of the Gauls, 
and other vmikt ; he died in 1751. 

MARTIN7 Thomas, an English'antiquarian. 
He wrote the History of his native to\%'n, and 
was in possession of a larcc collection of anti- 
quities, pictures, &c. ; he died in 1771. 

MARTIN, Claude, a native of Lyons, wbo 
went to India as a soldier, but left the army and 
remained in that country. He became immense 
ly rich and built a magnificent edifice at Luck- 
know. He tt^en made a very curious, and valu- 
able collection of the natural productions of 
liie country, and died in 1799. 

MARTIN, Alexander, LL. D., governor of 
the state of North-Carolina, a senator in con- 
gress from that state, died in 1807. 

MARTINDALE, Adam, an English mathe- 
niatidan and divine, who was chaplain, in the 
family of lord Delaware. He was author of 
" Land Meter's Vade Mecum, Almanacs, &c., 
and died in 1700. 

MARTINEAU, Isaac, a Jesuit, confessor and 
friend to the duke of Burgundy, and author of 
Psalms of Penitence ; he died in 1730. 

MARTINI, Raymond, a Dominican friar and 
^eat orientalist, who nourished in the 13th 
century. He was selected at Toledo, in 1350, to 
study Hebrew.and Arabic, in order to conftite 
the Jews and Mahometans. This he attempted 
in a very learned work, called " Pugio Fidel." 

MARTINI, Martin, a Jesuit, long resident in 
China, where he wrote some valualue books, on 
tbe manners and habits of tbe Chinese, 4cc. ; 
be(Ued in 1651. 

MARTINIERE, Anthony Augustin Bnuen 
de la, bora in 1684, was secretary to the king of 
Naples, and geographer to the king of Spain, , 
ai3dl2ilinl749. 

RIARTINIUS, Matthias, dlvini^ profeMor, 
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at Paderborn, and Bremen. He wrote a Pbi- 
kMopbical Lexicon, and died tn 1630. 

MARTINUSIUS, George, or VTISINO- 
VlBCIl, a native of CroaUa, who fhHn a lighter 
of atovea, became a bishop, minister and friend 
to the king of Hungary, and finally a cardinal. 
Be was assaasioaieMd iu 1551. 

MABTljNELLl, a landscapepaioter of great 
^inence, bom ai Kaples, in 1670, died in 1720. 

MARTYN, John, a botanical writer, bom in 
London, in 1099, died in 1768. 

MARTY H, Peter, a Milanese, empkiyed as a 
negotiator by Perdinand of Spain. He was au- 
thor of a HisLory ot the Discovery of America, 
ICC^ aiul died in 15t25. 

MARTYR, Percr, a disHnguisbed eommenta- 
tor on the Bibie, bui (i at Florence, in 1500, died 
inlSOS. 

MABUCELLI, John Stephen, an eminent 
Italian painter died in 1706. 

BfARULLUH, Michael Tarcbanistis, a very 
learaed» but atucibucal and blasphemous Greelc, 
who left hisuaiiv'! country, and resided in Italy. 
He was drownud in 1500. 

MARULLUS, a poet of Caiabria in the 5th 
century, who came to Padua, to wait upon 
Attila. Marallus expected an ample reward for 
the flatteries with which he had nlled liis pane- 
gyric upon Attila; but when that prince was 
informed that the poet deduced his origin from 
Heaven, and styled him a god, he ordered both 
the verses and the versifier to be burned. Attila^ 
however, forgave Mm. 

MARVElX, Andrew, a very iogenloui poli- 
tical and critical writer and poet, born in l620, 
died in 1678. He manfully supponed the rdi- 
gious and civil liberties of his country, by his 
wfitinn and his parliamentary interest, ag^ainst 
the arbitrary encroachments of the court on 
both : and repeatedly declined aH inducements 
which the king c^ered him, to go over fo the 
court 



MARVIELLES, N. d^, a Frei>ch officer, au- 
thor of some poetical faeces of merit, in Latin 
and French ; be died in 1775. 

MARY, the mother of our blessed Savionr, 
was of the tribe of Judah, and of the royal 
bouse of David. 

MARY, wife of Cleophas, called In Scripture, 
the sister of the Virgin, and mother of the 
apostles James the Less, fiimon, Jude, ind 
Joseph. 

MARY, queen of Bnglancl, eldest daughter 
of Henry vlll^t and Catharine of Arragon. 
(9he was a learned woman, but bisoted in the 
popish superstition, exceedingly ^alous, and 
violent and sangulnarv in her resentments. 
During her reign, fire, ramots, and the stake, 
were the horrid means us3 to make preeelytes 
to the Romish chureh. The sacrifice of the in- 
nocent lady Jane Grev and her husband, to a 
mean fit of jealousy, showed a degree of barba- 
rity rarely equaHed in civilized lifew Slie mar- 
ried Phinp of Spain, whose coldness toward 
her, together with the loss of Calais, is said to 
have so preyed on her mind, that she fell into a 
fever, of which she died in xSSft 

BfARY, queen of England, wife of WHIiam 
m., was dsAighter of James II., by the daughter 
of lord Clarendon. She is represented as a meek, 
inoffensive character, little inclined to meddle 
with public affairs, and of a humane and bene- 
volent dispositiott; she died in 1694. 

MARY, daughter of Henry UI^ duke of ma-

127-i. She was accused of poisoning one of her H^ England, in 1563 vditfc the ^ 
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husband's sons, of which crime, she was, how- 
ever, probabiy innocent; she died in 1321. 

MARY, of Anion, daughter of Leviris IP., and 
wife of Charles vIL, of France. She was a 
woman of a very heroic charactar, and died In 
1463. 

MARY, daughter of Henry Vn., of Engtand, 
married Lewis XII., of France, and waagranA* 
mother to the unfortunate lady Jane Grey ; tlie 
died in 1534. 

MARY THERESA, of Austria, dftqghter of 
Philip IV., of Spain, married Lewis XIV., of 
France, in 1660, and died in 1683. 

BfARY DE MEDICI8, daughter of Franda 
II., duke of Tuscany, was married toBeiu7lV.« 
of France, in 1600.

1643. 

MARY LECZINSKA. daughter of Stanffllaus^ 
king of Poland, married Lewis king of Francet 
in 1735, and is represented as a ve^amiabte 
and virtuous princess ; she died in 1768. 

MARY, €s{ Clcves, married Henry I., piinM 
of Conde. She was toved with so much ardour 
by the duke of Anjou, afterwards Henry ni» 
that when he came to the throne, he dealgnen 
to anno) her marriage, and take h& himaeif ; 
but her sodden death, protmblr by pmeon, at 
the age of 18, in 1574, left himdtecoiwolnse. 

MARY, of Arragon, daughter of Saneho IH;, 
wife of Otho, was put to death in 998, for fUse- 
ly accusing, and destroying the eonnt of Ma- 
dena. 

MARY, daughter of Cbarlea, duke af Bon^ 
gundy, married Maximilian, son of the eraporor

He wrote a Hebrew 
grammar, and other books, and died in 1728. 

MASCRIBR, John Baptist de, a French wri^ 
|er, author of a desorlpiion of Egypt, from Mal- 
let's Memoirs, Chrisaan Reflections, Itc. ; he 
aUid in 1760. 

MASENIUS, James, a jesuii, professor of 
^oquence and poetry, at Cc^ne. and author 
of a Latin poem on the Fall of Man, from 
which, it is said, Milton borrowed ideas ; he 
died in 1681. 

MASHAM, lady Damaris, a very learned 
lady, who wrote a discourse conc^ning the 
Love of God. Besides learning, she possessed 
every other virtue, and died in 1708. 

MASKUS, Andrew, born near Brussels, a very 
teamed orienti^lit, who wrote a Syriac gram- 
mar, and translate pieces from the Syriac ; be 
died in 1733. 

MA8RELINE, Rev. Dr. Nevil, a most emi- 
nent mathematician, and many years astrono- 
mer royal at Greenwich, was bom in 1332, and 
educated ai Cambridge. He determined the 
method of finding the longitude at sea by lunar 
obaerVations. He pubiisbed " The Nautical 
Almanac,** and several other scientific works, 
A4died in 1811. 

MASO, Thomas, or FINIOUERRA, a gold- 
mnith, of Florence, said to have invented the 
art ol taking impressions from engravii^ on 
copper, about 1480. 

MASON, Francis, a native of Durham, cbap- 
laia to James I., and author of some valuable 
writirMR ; be died hi 1621. 

MASON, Sir John, a statesman of eminence, 
in the reign of Henry VIII., and his successors. 
Henry employed him on several embassies, and 
made him his privy counsellor, ffe maintained 
bin influence at court under Edward^Blary, and 
jauxaheth; bediedinlSM.

jPaine,** and other works ; he died in 1806. 

MASON, John, one of the early settlers Of 
Connecticut, distinguished for his successful ex- 
pedition agabst the Pequot Indians, of which 
he wrote an account ; ho was commander of the 
tromw and lieutenant governor of the colony. 
He dted in 1673, 

MASON, John, D. D., a native of Scotland, 
and a distinguished presb^rian clergyman, of 
New- York, was eminent for bis leaming,talents, 
and etoquence. He died in New- York, in 
1792. 

MASON, George, a distinguished statesman, 
of the state of Virginia, died in 1792. 

MASaUE DE F%R, or IRON MASK, a per- 
son confined in the bastUe, who always wore a 
mask with steel springs, which concealed bia 
features, without preventing his eating. Thou^ 
no person could ever discover who he was, it is 
certain Jroin the treatment he received, that he 
was a person of high birth. He died in 1708, 
and was buried privately. 

MASSAC, John Baptist, an eminent French 
painter, bom at Paris, died in 1767. 

M ASS ANIELLO, or ANELLO. See ANEL- 
LO. 

M ASSARI, Ludo, a native of Bologna, emi- 
nent as a historical painter, died in 16ra. 

MASSARIA, Alexander, a physician, bom at 
Vicenya. He wrote '' Practice of Medicine,'* 
and other worits, and died in lfl98. 

BlASSASOiT, an Indian sachem, who resi- 
ded in Naraganset bay, when the pilgrims land- 
ed at Plymouth, in 1020. He was distinguished 
for his friendship to the whites, and for the good 
faith he always observed toward them. He 
died aboot tne year 1655. 

MASSE, John Baptiste, a Parisian, miniature 
painter to the Fkench king ; he died in 1767. 

MASSEI, Raymond, a physician, of Orleans, 
author of Paean Aurelianus, and other works, 
[about 1600. 

MASSENA, Andrew, prince of Esling, one 
of the most distinguished and foriunate of Buo- 
naparte's fi^d marshals. He was bora at Nice, 
in 1758, and commanded in chief in the memo- 
raUe compaign of Switzerland ; when, at the 
battle of Zurich, he had to contend against the 
archduke Charles and marshal Suwaroff; yet, 
the fraits of this campaign were 70,000 prisonere ! 
He ended lus military career by the command 
of the army of Portugal, in 1810-11, and died 
hi 1817. 

MASSEVILLE, Lewis le Vovasseur de, a 
native of Montebourg, an able topographical 
writer, and author of a History and Geography 
of Normandy ; he died in 1733. 

MASSIEU, Vt^iUiam, an ingenious and 
learned French writer on classical antiquityi 
and authmr of an edition of Demosthenes, bom 
in 1665, died in 1732. 

MASSILLON, John Baptiste, a very oeYe- 
brated preacher, of France, and considered in 
that country as a consummate master of elo- 
quence, was bora in 1663, died in 1742. 

MASSINGER, PhUip, an excellent English 
dramatic poet, bora in 15B5, died in 1639. He 
WM held in high esteem by the poets of thai 
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age. Hia works were collected by Mr. Uuoal 
and BIr. Daviet, in 1779. 

MAB6INI6SA, an African king, Who became 
a moat faithful ally of Rome, died in 149 B. C. 

MAS8OLIN0, de Paoicale, of Florence, an 
■dmirabie painter ; be died in 1450. 

MASSON, Anthony, a French engraver, 
whow portraiti were much admired, died in 

vm. , 

MASSON. Innocent le, a Carthusian, wlioj 
rebuilt the Grande Chartreuse, at Paris, when 
destroyed by fire ; he died in 1703. 

MASSON, Anthony, a Minim, author of a 
tlistonr of the Deluge, and of Noah ; he died 

MASSON DES GRANGES, Daniel, a French 
ecdesiastic author of tlie " Modem Flnlosopher, 
or the Unbeliever condemned at tiM) tribunal of 
Reason ;" he died in 17U0. 

MASSON, PapbiuB, a French annalist of good 
reputation. He died in 161 1 . 

MASSON, John, a refonned minister, origi 
nally of France, but who fled to England to 
enjc^ that liberty in religion which bis own 
country refused him, and died In Holland, about 
the middle of the 18th century. 

MASSON, Francis, an eminent Scotch gar- 
dener and botanist. He visited the Cape of 
Good Hope, the West-Indies, Portugal, Madeira, 
and North-America, to collect plants fbr the 
royal aardens, and died at Montreal, in 1805. 

MASSUET, Rene, a learned French Bene 
dicthie, known by his edition of Irsncus, with 
learned dissertations, in 1710, 

MASTELLETAjJohn Andrew, a painter, of 
Bok^a, born in IJTT?, died in a fit of melan- 
choly. 

MATANI, Anthony, an Italian physician, 
professor of medicine at Pisa, and author of se- 
veral learned works on bis profession, he died 
in 1769. 

MATERNUS, DE CILANO, George Christ- 
ian, author of a Dissertation on the Aurora 
Borealis, and other works,dicd in Lvwer Saxony, 
in 1773. 

MATHER, Richard, came to Massachusetts, 
in 1635, and settled there. He was an eminent 
divine, and author or several religious works 
he died in 1699. 

MATHER, Ramuel, son of the preceding, 
camowith his fatlier to New-England, but re- 
turned to Great Britain, where be l>ecame a dis- 
tinguished preacher ; he died in 1671. 

MATHER, Increase, D. D.^ hrotber to the 
preceding, was for several years a cleigyman 
of Boston, and afterwards, president of Har- 
vard college ; he was autlior of several works, 
and died in 1723; 

MATHER, Cotton, D. D., F. R. S., son of the 
preceding, was distinguished for his great learn- 
ing and piety, and may be considered as tiie 
most eminent clergyman of hlf day in New- 
Ensland. He was settled at Boston, where be 
died in 17S7. Hift writings were numerous. 

MATHER, Samuel, son of Dr. Cotton Mather, 
was also a clergyman of Boston^ He died in 
1785. - 

MATHER, Nathaniel, an eminent English 
divin&^Bettled at London, died in 1697. 

MATHER, Eleazer, first minister of North- 
ampton, Marfs., was born in 1637, and died in 1669. 

MATHIAS, St., one of the tT^elve apostles, 
in the room of the traitor Judas; 

MATHIAS, son of Maximilian U^ was em- 
peror of Germany, after his brother Rodolphus 
II., in 1613. He died at Vienna, in 16l6i 
304 



MATHIAS COEVINUS, king of Hnngaqr 
and Bohemia, in 1458. He broke the conspira^ 
of Hnngarian Imrds, wbo invited Frederic IK, 
to take p ofls oc Mon of the crown. He was a 
great warrior, but a good and benevolent king, 
and introduced order, and reformed abum 
amonghissnfe|{ect8: he died in 1490. 

MATHIAS. Christian, a native of Holstdi, 
professor of divinity and philosophy at variout 
universi ties. He wrote Hiatoria Patriarcharum, 
&c., and died in l(t56. 

MATRON DE LA COUR, James, a French 
matliematician, and an active member of the 
academy at Lyons. He wrote Elements of Dyna* 
mics, and Mechanics, and other works, and died 
in 1770. 

MATHON DE LA COUR, Cbaries Joseph, 
son of the preceding, was distinguished atParla 
for his literary labours, and ttic prizes he obtaiff< 
ed in the various learned academies there. A- 
niong his works, he wrote on the danger of 
readme books hostile to religion. He was exe- 
cuted in 1793. 

BfATIGNON, Jamee'de, an able wit.rrior,vra0 
commander-in-chief in Normandy, in 197$, and ^ 
was made marshal by Henry lU. of France ; he ,' 
died in 1597. 

MATILDA, or MAUD, daughter of ^enry I., 
king of England, married Henry IV., king or 
Germany, and was afterwards acknowledged 
queen of England ; but her conduct notsuiUiw 
the nobles, she was deposed, and Stephen placed 
on the throne ; she died in 1167. 

MATSYS, duhitin, sometimes called tb» 
blacksmith of^ Antwerp, famous for having been 
transformed from a farrier to a painter by the 
force of love, and for the sake of a iniatreai; 
became eminent in his new mofinsion, and died 
in 158 9. 

MATTEI, P90I0 da, a painter, of Naples, ce- 
lebrated for the correctness of bis pieces, died 
in 1728. 

MATTHEW, or LEVI, a tax gatherer, be- 
came a disciple of our Saviour. He wrote his 
gospel about A. D. 64, and is supposed to bvm 
suffered martyrdom. 

MATTHEW CANTACUZENUS, eon of 
John, emperor of Constantinople,' and partner 
on the throne with him tn 1534. He composed 
some commentaries oh Solomon's Song. 

MATTHEW, of Westminster, an English 
historian, of tiie 14tb eentuqp, very much es- 
teemed for hir veracity, aetiteness, and diH- 
gence. 

M ATTHE\VS, tobitib, an able and etoqoent 
divine, in the Teign tif James I., was made bi- 
shop of Durham, and afterwards of Yorlc: lie' 
died in 10^. 

MATTHEWS, thomab, a nithm of Glamor- 
gaiishire, eminent as a naval commander : be 
died in 1751. 

MATTHEWS, Samuel, gov^emor of the cd^ 
lony of Virginia, in 1696, died to England, wl^to 
realdii^ there as the agent of the colony. 

MATTHEWS, John, an active frifend nf the 
revoludnn, a meml)er of congress from Soutti 
Carolina, during that struggle, a^d afterwarte- 
gove m<frof that state ; he died in 180^. 

MATTHIEU, mer, a French historian, wti»' 
b«camd historiographer to Henry IV., and in- 
tended Lewi^ Xni. at the siege of Montaubaa. 
He wrote the histoiy of France^ and hlstorfevs^ 
of several pf the French kings ; he died In lesi . 
MATTBiDLUS, Peter Andrew, an able mt- 
thor, born at Sienna. He published, in Itadiaa.- 
some valuable commentaries on DidscoridAu 
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Bis works were edited by Bartholin ; be died in 
1577. , 

MATTI, Don Emanuel, a Spaniili'poetof 
CBinencei member of the Arcadia, at Rome. 
Pope Innocent XH., made him dean of Alicant ; 
be died in 1737. 

MATURING, a native of Florence, eminent 
at a painter, was a pupil of Raphael, whose 
works he rivalled; he died in 1537. 

MATY, Dr. Matthew, an emhient phydcian, 
critic, and misceUaneous writer, bom in Hol- 
land, in 1718, but settled in England; he was 
secretary to the Royal Society, and principal 
librarian of the British Museum. He died in 
1776. 

MATY, Paul Henrr, M. A., F. R. 8., son of 
the preceding. His whole life was taken up in 
literary pursuits. In January, 1783, lie set on 
foot a Review of Publicatioas, principally fo- 
reign ; and no man was better qualified for tlie 
employment. He was bom in 1745, and died in 

MAUCHARD, Burchard David, professor of 
anatomy and physic, at Tnbfaiigen, and physician 
to the duke of Wirtemberg. He wrote various 
tracts on his profession, and died in 1751. 

MAUCROIX, Francis de, a Frenchman, H,- 
mous for bis many translations from Gh'eek and 
Latin authors. He was intimate with BoUeau 
and Racine, and died in 1706. 

MAUDUIT, Michael, an eminent French di 
vine, who wrote against atheists and deists, also 
a translatioo of the Psahns, 6lc. ; he died in 1709. 

MAUDUIT, Israel, P. A. 0., a political and 
miscellaneous writer, best known as author of 
" Ponsideratimis on the German War,*' &c., 
died in 1787. 

MAU6IN, John, of Anjon, translated Ma- 
chieval's Discourses into French, about 1550. 

KAUPERTUiS, Peter Lewis Moreau de, an 
eminent Frenbh philosopher, bora in 1098. In 
1738 he was placed at the head of the academi- 
cians who were sent into the North by the king 
of France^ in order to determine the figure of the 
earth, which was executed with geeat succras. 
He died in 1759. 

MAUPERTUY, John Baptist Drouet de, a 
Parisian, was bred to the law, but afterwards 
took orders. He wrote his " History of the Ho- 
If Church at Vienne/* and other religious books, 
and died in 1736. 

M AUPIN, N. Aufiigny, a celebrated singer at 
the Paris opera. She died in 1707. 

MAUR, St.« a disciple of St. Benedict, Who

MAUREPAS, John Frgleric Philltppeaut, 
c<Huit of, a statesman, of France, eminent Anr 
his genius, activity, and profbund sagacity, was 
born in 1701, and died in 1781. 

MAURICE, of Nassau, prince of Orange, 
succeeded his father in the government of the 
Low Countri^, in 1584. He added to Ms do- 
minions by conquest, Imd was considered the 
ilhlest general of his thne* he dle4 inI6^< 



MAURICEAU, Francis, a French surgeon, 
who applied himself with success and reputa- 
tion to the disorders of women, and was at the 
head of all the operators in obstetrks. One of 
his works upon this subject has been translated 
into several languages. He died to 1700. 

MAURITIUS TIBERnJS, a Cappadociao, 
who distinguished himself at ttie iiead of the Ro- 
man armies, and finally was made emperor, but 
dethroned and put to death by Phofcas, in 602. 

MAUROUCO, Francis, abbe of Santa Maria 
del Porto, in Sicily, and professor of mathema- 
tics there, was the author of several mathema- 
tical works ; he died in 1575. 

MAURUS, TerenUanus, a Latin poet in the 
Ume of 1^^. 

MAURT, Jean Siffrein, an emhient preacher 
at Paris, distinguished at the commencement of 
the revolution^ for his defence of the clergy and 
of royalty; in the states-general. He was after- 
wards archbishop of Paris, and a cardinal, and 
died at Rome, in 1817. 

MAUSSAC, PhlUp James, president of the 
court of aids, at Montpellier, and an elegant 
Greek scholar and writer ; he died in 1650. 

MAUTOUR, PhUibert Bernard Moreau de, 
auditor of the Paris chamber of accounts, and 
member of the academv of inscriptions. He 
wrote some poems and other worlcs, and died 
in 1737. 

MAXQY, Jonathan, D. D., professor of divi- 
nity, and president of Brown university, and 
afterwards president of Cohmibia college. South 
Carolina ; he died in 1820. 

MAXENTIUS, Marciis Aurelius Valerms. 
son of Maximianus Hercules, declared hunseu 
emperor of Rome, in 306. He was defeated inr 
Constantino, and drowned in the Tiber, in 312. 

MAXIMIANUS, Marcus Aurelius Valerius 
Hercules, a Roman emjperor, who rose to that 
digni^ from the rank of a common soldier. He 
was put to death by order of Constantine, his 
son-in-law, in 310. 

MAXIMIANUS, Galerius Valerius, a shep- 
herd, raised to the Roman throne by Diodesian, 
who gave him his daughter in marriage; he 
died in 311. 

MAXIMILIAN I., archduke of Austria, son 
of Frederic IV. He was elected king of the 
Roma'hs, and afterwards emperor. He was un- 
steady in his attachments, and little to l)e de- 
pended upon in politick aflliiirs j he died in 1519. 

MAXIMILIAN II., son of Frederic I., was 
elected Itiog^of the Rop^anstln lS8B,and_two 



He was a peaceful and well disposed prince, ami 
died in 1576. 

MAXIMIUAN, duke of Bavaria, deserved 
by his courage, the title of Defender ef Germa- 
ny, bv his wMom, that of Solomon. He was 
raised to the dtbnity of an eleetor of Germany : 
hediedinlOSl. 

MAXIMILIAN, Emanuel, elector of Bavaria, 
^tstinguished himself by hisservices in the cause 
Qt the emperor Leopold. His merits placed him 
^t the head of the Hungarian army, and he was 
made governor of tlie Low Coui^tHes by the 
king of Spain ; hedied in 1796. 

MAXIMtLiAN, LeopoM, elector of Bavaria, 
son of the einperor Charles VU., died in 1777. 

MAXIMINUS, Cains JuHui Veras, son of a 
peasant, rose by his valour to be emperor of 
Rome, in ^55. He was a tyrant, and fell liy as- 
sassination, in 856. 

AfA^SIMUS, Magnus, i^ Soaniard, )Mroclaimea 
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•mperor of Room by hit army, but be wm 
fcated and beheaded by Ttaeodoaiuf , in 386. 

MAXIMUS, of Tyra, a Platonic pbUoMpber, 
wbo wai at Rome fai IM. Hii dincoanee itUl 



MAXmUB, a Cynic, tutor to the apostate 
Julian, whom be encouraged in bte opinsition 
to Cbrittianity ; iie wae put to death in 306. 

MAY, Thomae, an Bnclish dramatic poet, 
and historian, bom in 1594. We have several 
translations of bis fhmi Lsitin authors, and other 
eomposilions of his own also in verse. But he 
was most famous for that of ** Lucan*8 Pbarsa- 
Ua ;*' and his own continuation of that poem 
to the death of Julius Cesar, both in Latin and 
Ei||lish, has considerable merit. Be died in 

MAY, Lewis du, a proiestant French histo- 
rian. He wrote " State of the German Em- 
pire,'* and sevenri otlier works, and died in 
1681. 

MAYENNE, Charles, of Lorraine, duke of, 
son of Frauds, duke of Guise, and one of the 
most distiuguisiied warriors en his time. He 
was, however,defeated by Henry IV., of France, 
who afterwards became his friend, and added 
the Isle of France to his goyemment ; he died 
in 1611. 

MAYER, John Frederic, a Lutlieran divine, 
of Leipsic, professor at Wittemberg and Ham- 
burg, aud author of dissertations ou^e Scrip- 
tures ; he died in 1713. 

MAYER, Tobias, one of the greatest astro- 
nomers and mechanics of his age, was bom in 
Wirteroburg, in 1723, died in 17C2, having pub- 
lished several excellent works. 

M.\YERNE, Sir Theodore, an eminent phy- 
sician, t>orn at Geneva. He became physician 
to Henry (V., of France, and afterwards to 
James I., of England, and his queen. His 
works were printed in folio ; he died in 1635. 

MAYHEW, Thomas, was governor of Mar- 
tha's Vineyard, and distinguished for his regard; 
to the spiritual and temporal welfare of the In-, 
dians under his authority ; he died in 1681. 

MAYHEW, Thomas, son of the preceding, 
was the first clergyman of Martha's Vineyard, 
and was distinguished for his ministerial labours! 
among the Indians of that island. He perished 
at sea, aged 37. 

MAYHEW, John, a son of the preceding, and 
a clergyman of Martha's Vineyard, died in

MAZOCRI, Alexins SymmactauB, an Italiaa 
antiauary, died in 1771. 

MAZ^IER, Claude Lewis, a member of tiia 
French convention during the revolution. Bis 
moderate, yet bold and firm conduct marked

B§ 
was a great merebant, and as great a fttTfiwMMi 
equally fit to entertain an ambassador aa a (u^ 
tor. His public services so recommended biai 
to the Fkirentines, that they d«>clared him cMef 
of the repuUHe ; and he was so universaRy es- 
tecned by tbe princes nf Europe, that tbey o^ 
ten msde him the arbiter of toeir difltocBKca 
He died la 1493, 
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MEDICISf Jobn, ranwrned the InvlacUde, 
Was in the wrvice of Francis ]., of France ; be 
Aied In 1536, aced 96. 

MEDIC IB, Lorenzo de, an Italian, related to 
the great Ckmno. Be caused Alexander die Me- 
dlicia, the doke of Florence, to be awairi n a t e d 
£il537. 

MEDICI8, Hippolyto de, natural ion of Ju- 
lian, was, in 1529, raised to tbe rank of car- 
dinal, by bis oousin, Clement VII., and sent le- 
gate to Germany. Be possessed great talents 
as a negotiator, and military man; he died in 
1535. 

MEDICIS, Sebastian de, of tbe same illustri- 
ous family, was distinguished by his learning ; 
he died in 1580. 

MEDICIS, Peter de, of the same family, an 
eminent and highly celebrated painter, was bom 
at Florence, in 1586. 

MEDINA, John Bapdste, a highly celebrated 
painter, bom at Brassels, and created knight 
in BcoUand ; he died in 1711. 

MEEN, Benry, an English divine, published 
** Remarks on the Cassandra of Lycophoron,** 
one of the most obscure of the Greek poets ; and 
died in 1817. 

MEGASTUENES, a Greek historian, about 
903B.C. 

MEBEGAN, William Alexander, a French 
historian, who wrote " Picture of modem Bia- 
torVj^Vand other works ; he died in 1760. 

MEIBOMIU8, John Benry, a learned pro- 
fe«br of physic at Behiistadt, his native place, 
was. afterwards first physician at Lnbec. Be 
wrote some professional works, and died in 
ld55. 

MEIBOMIU8, Benry, a German nbysician, 
born in 1638, and known by the puMication of 
**Scriptnres Rerum Germanicarum,** a very 
usefol collection. Be died in 1700. 

MEIBOMIU8, Marcus, a very learned person 
of the same family, bora in 1611, who published 
** Notes upon Diogenes iiaertius,'* &c., and 
died in mi. 

MEIBOMIUS, Benry, a native of Belmstadt, 
oelebrated (br his great knowledge in medicines, 
bis general learaiik , and bis critical powers ; he 
died in 16S5. 

MEIR, George Frederic, a German philoso- 
phical writer, born in Saxony, in 1718, died in 
1777. 

MEISNER^ Balthasar, a Lutheran divine, and 
theological professor at Witteroberg, was author 
of several books, and died in 16S& 

MEI6S0NIER, Justus Aurelius, of Turin, 
eminent as a painter, scuptor, goldsmith and ar- 
chitect, designer and goldsmith to the king of 
France; be died in 1750. 

MELA, Pomponius, an ancient Latin geogra- 
l^cal writer, bom in Spidn, who flourished in 
tbe reign of the emperor Claudius^ Bis 3 books 
of '*Coemography, or De 8itu Orbis,** have 
been thought- worthy of tbe attention and lar 
haurt of the ablest critics. 

MELANCTflON, PhiHp, a celebrated Ger- 
man divine, coa4iutor with Luther in the Re- 
formation, and one of the wisest and greatest 
men of his age, bora at Bretten, Feb. 16, 1497, 
died in 15607 

MEL ANIPPIDES. two Greek poets of m^t. 
One of them grandlather, flourished SQO B. C.

are lout. 

MELCBISEDBCK, high-priest of God, and 
king of Salem, met Almibam after his defeat 
of the king of Sodom, and gave him hiablassing;

MELEAGER, a Greek poet of Syria. 188 B. C. 

MELETIUS, bishop of Lycomdii, in EtyDC, 
who founded a new sect, whicn supported the 
Arians. Be died about A. D. 346. 

MELISBUS, a philosopher of Samoa, who 
maintained that tbe universe ia infinite, and 
immoveable, 444 B. C. 

MELITO. St., bishop of Sardia, in Asia, io 
170, and author of several works which are lost. 

MELITUS, a Greek orator and poet, the ac- 
cuser of Bocratea. Bis iniquiQr was discovered 
after the death of Socrates, and he waa sen- 
tenced to death, 400 B. C. 

MELLAN, Claude, a celebrated French en- 
graver, invited to England by Charles II. ; ha 
died in 1688. 

MELLON, John, an American clergyman. 
Rattled at Lancaster, Mass., and afterwards at 
Hanover, N. B. ; he died in 1807. 

MELMOTB. William, a learned English 
lawyer, bora in 1606. Be wrote an admirable 
treatise " On the great importance of a religi- 

is life/* and died hi 1743. 

MELMOTB, William, son of the preceding, 
was bora in 1710. Be translated the epistles 
of »' Pliny" and "Cicero" and wrote some 
elegant letters under the assumed name of air 
Thomas Fibroebone.

BfEMMI, Shnon, a portrait painter, of Sienna, 
died in 1345. 

MEMNON, a Rhodian, general of Darius, 
opposed Alexander's invasion. 

MENAGE, Giles, called the Varroof histhne, 
bora in France, in 1613, and died in 1693. 
He composed several works, the principal of 
which are "Origlnesde laLangueFrancoise,** 
" Miscellanea," a collection of pieces in Greek* 
Latin, and Frencii, proae and verse. 

MENANDER, an ancient Greek comic poet, 
bora at Athens, in the 3d year of the 100th 
Olympiad. The kings of Enrpt and Macedon, 
sent ambassadors to invite blm to their courts, 
and even fleets to bring bin over ; but Menaader 



preferred the free eqjojrmcnt of his studies to the 
promised favours of Uie great.

MENGOLI, Peter, a learned and popular 
lecturer on mechanics, at Bologna, died m 1690. 

MEN6S, Antony Raphael, an eminent pain- 
ter, bom in Bohemia, in 1796, died at llome, in 
1779.

IMETTRIB, Julian Offray de la, a French 
physician, of impious sentiments, died in 1751. 

METZU, Gabriel, a Dutch painter of emi- 
nence, died In 1658.

He used to study and write by 
raiidle-lipiu, even at noonday in summer, and 
always waited upon his compaTty to the door

MICHAEL I., succeeded to the tlirone of 
Constantinople, in 811 ; he was a mild and virtu- 
ous monarch. 

BflCH AEL n., a Phrygian, of low descent, 
he persecuted the Christians, was an ^pressive 

id unpopular monarch, and died in SSS. 

MICHAEL III., surnamed the Drankard, suc- 
ceeded to the throne In 842. His minority was 
governed by his mother, a woman of great abili- 
ties. But when he assumed the reins of govern- 
ment, his profligate conduct produced his assassi- 
nation, in 867. 

MICHAEL IV.. called the Papfilagonian, as- 
cended the imperial throne in 1034, but stung 
by remorse of conscience for the murder of the 
last emperor, he retired to a monastery, in 1041, 
and died soon after. 

MICHAEL v., surnamed Calafates, suc- 
ceeded to the throne in 1041. He was a suspi- 
cious and cruel monarch, and had his eyes pat 
out in 1043. 

MICHAEL YI., or Warrior, raised to the 
throne by the empress Theodora, he was un- 
popular, and resigned his crown in 1057. 

MICHAEL Vn., Paleologtis, was deprived 
of his throne by his mother, he afterwards re- 
ascended it, but retired to a monastery in 1078. 

MICHAEL VIII., Palteologus, was regent of 
the eastern empire, and taking advantage of his 
situation, assumed the supreme power : he died 
in 1283. 

MICHAEL PALJEOLOGUS, son of Androni- 
custhe Elder, was in 1314, emperor under his 
father, and died in 1320. 

MICHAEL FOEDERWITZ, was elected 
czar of Russia, in 1913. He was a brave and 
prudent prince, and died in 1645. 

>nCHAEL ANOELO. ofBattles, a celebrated 
Roman painter, died in 1660. 

MICHAEL CERULARIUS, patriarch of 
Constantinople, in 1043 ; he prevented the union 
of the easterfi and western churches, and was 
banished in 1059. 

MICHAEL ANGELO BUANAROTTI, an 
illustrious Italian painter, sculptor, and archi- 
tect, born in 1474. died at Rome, in 1564. He 
has the name of the greatest designer that ever 
lived. Beiitf asked why he did not marrv, he 
answered, "Painting was his wife, and hia 
works his children.*' The most ^celehrated of 
all his works, is his " Last Judgment," printed 
for pope Paul III. In architecture, he surpassed 
an the modems, and as some think, the universi- 
ty also. St. Peters at Rome, the Capitol, and his 
own house, are pnxrfs of bis ability. He was 
also an excellent poet. 

MICHAEL ANGELO DU CARAVAGIO, ft 
celebrated Italian painter, born in 1569, was at 
first a day labourer, but seeing some painters at 
work on a wall which he had helped to raise, he 
was so charmed with their art, that be immedi- 
ately applied himself to tlie study of it, and in a 
few years was admired as the author of a new 
style of painting. His pieces are to be found ir 
most of tl>e rabiocta of Europe.

His father designed 
Um for the church, and be was himself inclined 
to that profession for some time, but aAer he 
had taken the degree of M. A., in 163S, he left 
the university and returned to his father. During 
his retirement for five years, he enriched his 
mind with tlie choicest ttorss of Credan and Ko- 
man learning, making poetry his nineipal study. 
The poems entitled " Corous,'*^ "L'aB^ro," ** 11

NEWTON, ThomAs, an English divine, au- 
thor of a history of the Saracens, and other 
works ; he died in 1607. 

NEWTON, sir Isaac, a most celebnfted Eng- 
lish pliilosopher and mathematician, and one of 
the greater geniuses that ever appeared in the 
world, was bom at Woolstrope, in Lincolnshire, 
in 1643, and died in 1787. His discoveries in op 
tics, (particulariy bis invention or improve 
meiit of the reflecting telescope,) and in otner 
branches of natural philosophy and the mathe- 
matics, are generally known.

poets, blending pretty equally amusement witli 
instruction.

OLDCASTLE, sir John, caUed the good'lord 
Cobham, the first author, as well as the first 
martyr, on the reformation from popery, was 
born in the reign of Edward III. He was one 
of the leaders in the reforming, party, who 
drew up a number of articles agaitist the cor- 
ruptions which then prevailed among church- 
men, and denied the scriptaral doniiuion of the 
pope. As a heretic, he was Irang in chains 
alive upon a gallows, and fire being put under 
him, he was burnt to death in 1418.

*' Stanley's History of PJtilosophy" into Latin, 
with " Notes and Dissertations" of his own.

QNOSANOER, a Greek author who flourish- 
ed about A. D. 50j and wrote commentaries up- 
on-" Plato's politics,*' whlc^ «re lost ; but bis 
naoi^ is particularly famous lor his tv^atise *' Of 
the duty aod virtues of the general of an army," 
whlel) has been translated into several languages. 

QNUPHRlt;S,Panviniud, acelebrated Augus- 
tine monk, born at Verqna, in 15-29, who, apply- 
ing tlimtelT to the study of ecclesiasticalhistory. 
oontinaed the ", Lives of the Popes" begun by 
Platina. He acquired the title of the father of 
history ; and died in 1568. 

OOkT, Adam Van, an eihinent painter, of 
Antwerp, was born in 1557. 

003T, Jvnes Van, a celebrated Dutch pain* 
ter. died in 1600. 

OPIE, John, an eminent English artist, and 
professor of painting, in the Royal Academy.

he died in 1549. 

PAUL IV., John Peter Caraffk, succeeded 
Marcellus H. on the papal throne, in 1555. He 
was very haughty and cruel toward the pro 
testants, and died unlamented, in 1559. 

PAUL V , Camillus Borghese, pope, after 
Leo XL, in 1605. He embellished Rome with 
scuipiure, aqifeducts, and paintings, and died, 
greatly respected, in 1621. 

PAUL, Petrowitz, emperor of Russia, son of 
the great Catherine and Peter IH. He married 
for his second wife a niece of the king of Prussia.

He was bishop of An 
tioch, in 3(30 ; but avowing his belief that Jeaus 
Christ was only a good nuui, endowed with 
great wisdom, he was deposed by the Synod of 
Antioch, ih ^. 

P.\UL, of Tyre, a rhetorician, who went as 
ambassador from his country id Adrian, A. D. 
120. 

PAUL, thcsilentiaiy, a Greek writer, so called 
from the office he held in the palace of the em- 
peror Justinian. 

PAUL, of Sancta Maria, a Jew, converted^ 
Christianity,. He became tutor to J6hn II., 
king of Castile, and was appointed bishop of 
Carthagena, and then of Burgos. This teamed 
prelate died in 1445. 

PAUL, deacon of Aquileia^ wa<« secretary to 
Didier, the last king of the Lombards. He was 
afterwardk banished, but left his exile for the 
court of the duke of Benevento^ He wrote some 
histories, and died in 891. 

PAUL. Father, a most tHustriods persoA and 
universal scholar, but particularly skilted in the 
canon and civil law, and in physic. He wrote 
many polijAcal and anatomicM worits ; but is 
principally celebrated for hte ** Histmy of the 
Council of Trent,*' the rarest piece of history 
the world ever saw. 

PAUL, an ecclesiastiG, Of Spain, author of 
"A History of the Spanish Fathers,'* edited at 
Antwerp, in 1635. 

PAUL, a physician, of iEgina, in the 7th ceh- 
turv author of several modical works. 

PAULA, St., a Roman lady of noUe birth, 

sfti^ great letuming, who embraced Christiaaitv, 
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built a monastery at Bethlehem, and iBsplayed 
all the virtues and mortifications of an ascetic 
life : she died in 407. 

PAULET, William, Bfarquisof Whicbester. 
son of sir John Paulet. one of the courtiers of 
Henry VIU., and of his three successors. 13m 
declared that he retained his places by being* 
willow, and not an oak ; he died in 1572. 

PAUL!, Simon, was professor of medicine «t 
Copenhagent and pliysician to Christian V., 
who rewarded his services by making blm a 
bishop. He wrote several books on hii profiB»- 
sion, and died in 1680. 

PAULIAN, Aime Henry, a learned jesitH, ef 
Nismes, who wrote largely on philoao|diy mnd 
physic ; he was bom in 1723. 

PAULINUS, St., a native of Bourdeanx. Re 
married a Spanteh lady, by whom, he waa por- 
iua^ied to embrace Christianity. He afterwms 
went to lAly, where he was made Idsbop of 
Noia, and died in 431. 

PAULMIER UE GRENTEMESNIL, Joliaa 
de. a Frenchman, physician to ChaHes IX, 
whom he restored to health. He was a very 
copious author in the line of his profession, ud 
died in 1670. 

PAULMY, Mark Anthony Rene de Voyer, 
marquis de, distinguished as a man of lec^ii, 
and for his valuable library. He was raised to 
the dignity of minteter of state, wad was the 
author of several works; he died iA 1787. 

PAULZE, N.,a Frenchman of great intelti- 
gence and erudition, made fsxmer-general of 
France. He formed a company for the kn- 
pnovement.of Guyenne. He was imprisoned 
during the revoluuon, and guillotined in 1794. 

PAUSANIAS, an ancient Greek writer, who 
flourished in Cappadocia, about 170 A. D.^ aad 
has left us a curious " Description of Greece.** 

PAUSANIUSj a Lacedemonian, governor ef 
the kingdom during his nephew's miudrity.

Li 
his lime, a plague raged at Rome of so fatal a 
nature, that persons seized with it died sneezing 
an(d gaping. 

PELAGIUS. an illustrious Spaniard, related 
to the king or the Visigoths, and afterwards 
king of Lc on and Asturias ; be died in 737. 

PELBTIER, Claude de, a Parisian, counsel- 
lor Of the Chatelet, and of the parliament, pre- 
sident of the chamber of requests, provost of 
the merchants, and builder of the quay at Paris, 
which bears bis name, and, finally, counsellor of 
sute : he .died in 1711. 

PE^L, Dr. John, an En^h divine, and very 
eminent mathematician ; he died in 1685.

PELLtao^-FANTANIER, Paul, a French 
writer, was born in 1624, and died in 1693. His

PELLOUTIER, Simon, a protestant divine, . 
born at Leipsie. He was member of the Berlin 
academy, and distinguished as an active pastor 
and an able writer , he died in 1757. 

PELOP1DA3, a celebrated Theban warrior, 
and statesman, the fHend of Epaminondas; 
he was slain iv battle, 364 B. C. 

PEMBERTON, Henry, F R. S.,an English 
phvsician of eminence. He wrote on chymistry 
anil philosontiy. and dlQd in 1771. 

PEMBERTON, Ebenezer, a distinguished 
American divine, and pastor Of a church in 
Boston ; he dl»»d in 1717. 

PEMBERTON, Ebenezer, D. D., son of the 
preceding, waa in the ministry at New- York 
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PEKRY, John, or Al»-HENaY, a Browuist, 
educated at Oxford. He wrote against episco- 
pacy, under the name of Martin Mar-Prelate.

He was a man of wisdom and vigour, and died

PEPPERELL, sir WUIIam, a native of 
Maine, and lieutenant-general in .the Bri^Lishser 
vice ; he commandeMi the exp^ditiqn whkh to(4c 
liouisbui^, and died in 1759. 

PEPUSCH, Dr. John Christopher, one of the 
•irreatest theoretic musicians of modem times. 
He became, so early, a proficient on the harpei- 
chord, that at the age of 14 he was sent for tp 
court, and appointed to teach *tke prince, fatbor , 
of the king of Prussia. At 33 he went over Uf 
England, was retained at Drury-lane, and assish 
ed in setting the operas^ which were performed 
there.

He was a member of congress, in J774, 
and afterwards a judge of the court or fippeals 
In Vimnia ; he died in 1803. 

PENHALLOW, Samuel, of New Hampshire, 
author of a " History of the early^ndian War 
of New-England ;** he died in 1726. | 

PENN, William,* distinguished British ad- 
miral, who commanded at the reduction of Ja- 
maica, in 1655, and was knighted by Charley IL, 
for his services ; he died in 1670. 

PENN, William, a distinguished quaker, 
founder and legislator of the colony of Pennsyl- 
vania, was born in London, in 1644. At the age 
of 24, he became a preacher among the Qua- 
kers. In 1081, Charles H., granted Mr. Penn and 
his heirs, by ieners patent, the province of Penn- 
sylvania, and made them absolute proprietors 
and governors of that coontry. He died in 
England,*! 1718. 

PENN, Thomas, son of WilUam Penn, was 
born in 1702. For nearly fifty years after the 
death of his father, he took an active'and infiu-| 
ential part in the administration of Pennsviva- 
nia, and was distinguished for his iiberalitv to 
the literary, charitable and religious institutions 
of that colony. He died in London, in 1775. 

PENN, John, a member of congress, from 
North Carolina, in 1776, and one of the signers 
of the declaration of Independence.

PENNINGTON, lady, wife of sir. Joseph, 
bart— Family misunderstandings having separ- 
ated her from her children, she wrote for their 
use, "An unfortunate Mother *s .advice to her 
absent Daughters,** a work of great merit ; she 
died In 1783. \ 

PENNINGTON, Isaac, son of a lord mayor pf 
London, was converted by Fox, and became a 
zealous quaker. As a writer and travelling 
minister, be was active in spreading the tenets 
be had en^raced, for which he was much per- 
secuted ; he died in 1679. 

PENNY, Thomas, a celebrated English natu- 
ralist, who travelled over England and other 
countries, in search of botanical knowledge. 

PENROSE, Thomas; an English divine and 
ingenious poet, died in 1779, aged 36. 

PENRITDDOCK, John, a colonel during the 
civil wars, in the royal service, who was be- 
headed in 1655. He was a man of great piety 
and many virtues.

PERIZONIUS, James, avleamed German, 
professor of eloquence, histmry and Greek, at 
Leyden. He published various works in Latin, 
on history, classical literature and antiquities, 
and died in 1717. 

PERKINS, Winiam, a strict Calvinist, whose 
writings drew npon him the attacks of Armi- 
Dius, which occasioned the calling of the Synod 
at Dordt, for the settlement of theological dis- 
putes; bediedinieos. 

PERKINS, William, remarkable for longevity, 
died in New-Hampshhre, in 1732, aged 116. 

PERNETY, James, historiographer, of Ly 
ons, and member of the academy there. He 
was an able writer on history, education, &c., 
and died in 1777.

PETER, chief of the apostles, was son Of 
John, and brother of Andrew, of the city of 
Bethsaida. He was a bold and powerful preach- 
er of the Gospel. Nero caused hbn to be cm- 
cified with his head down, A. D. 66. 

PETER, St., a bishop of Alexandria, apd • 
learned and pious prelate. He sufiered martyr- 
doni, in 311. 

PETER CHBTSOLOGUS, Bt, arcbbishbp 
of Ravenna, died la 458. 

PETER the Hermit, a French officer, of 
Amiens, who, quitting the military profession, 
commenced hermit and pilgrim. He traveUed 
to the Holy Land, in 1093 ; after which, he re- 
ceived a commission fh>m pope Urban U. to 
excite all Christian princes to a general war 
against the Turks and Saracens. The tbne of 
bis death was about 1100.

PETER the CHreat, czar of Russia, who ci- 
Tflized that nation, and raised it from ignorance 
and barbarism to politeness, knowledge, and 
power, was born in M7S. Tbe iiistory'of his 
life and r^n would demand a volume, and is 
so eventful, as to defy abridgment. He spared 
no pains nor fatigues to obtain knowledge which 
he thought would be beneficial to his subjects, 
and was emphatically and justly called the 
" Father of his Country." He died in 1735; 

PETER II., emperor of Russia, son of Alexis 
Petrowitz, succeeded the empress Catherine at 
the age of 15. He banished the fkvourite mi- 
nister, Menzikoff; and died in 1738, aged 15. 

PETER in., emperor of Russia, ascended the 
throne in 1761. His attempts to reform his sal>- 
jects proving abortive, he was dethroned by his 
queen, Catherine II., who assumed the reins of 
government.

PETER of Cloni, or, the Venerable, was 
a man of great learning, who granted a friendly 
asylum to the unfortunate Abelard, in 1130. He 
received pope Innocent U. at his abbey with be- 
comiM magnificoice. 

PETER, an ecclesiastic, preceptors and then 
secretary, to William H., king of Sicily. He 
was invited to Ensland by Henry II.. and was 
made archbishop of fiaih, and then of London. 
He died In 1300. 

PETER, the wild boy, a youth found in the 
woods In Hanover, in 1736, and carried to Eng- 
land by the order of queen Caroline ; but no 
care nor paim could ever make him articulate a 
word ; he died in 1785. 

PETER LOMBARD. See LOMBARD. 

PETER MARTYR. See MARTYR. 

PETER D*OSMA, a Spanish ecclesiastic, in 
the 15th century, who was, perhaps, the fore- 
runner of the reformation, as he wrote and 
preached against tiie infallibility of the church 
of Rome. 

PETERS, Gerard, of Amsterdam, a distiu- 
guislied landscape painter, in the 16th century. 

PETERS, Bonaventnre, of Antwerp, a paint- 
er, whose marine pieces are much admired ; he 
died in 1653. 

PETERS, Francis Lucas, an emimmt land- 
scape painter, born at Mechlin, died in 1654. 

PETERS, Hugh, a turbulent Englishman, 
who became an actor, then a bishop and lectur- 
er, then ail adulterer, for which he was obliged 
to flee to America; but returned to Endand, 
where, for his violence against Charles I., he 
was hanged and quartered, in 1660. 

PETERS, Hugh, an English Jesuit, known in 
history as the friend and confessor of James II., 
by whose advice the niin of tliat monarch was 
hastened. 

PETERS, Charles, an English divine, cele* 
bsnted for bis theological writings, died in 1777. 

PETHION DE VILIJBNEUVE, Jerome, 
mayor of Paris, and member of the national 
convention. He was a violent opposer of roy 
alty, and his influence hastened the downfall 
of Louis XVI. He permitted riot and murder 
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copious and learned writ^ on several paita/a 
his profe8si<m, and died in 1794. 

PETIT, Peter, a learned Frenchman, horn « 
Paris, was the author of various worksofgreit 
interest, and died in 1687. 

PETITOT, John, an eminent painter and 
chymist, bom at Geneva, in 1607. To Mm is 
ascril>ed the invention of painting in enamel : 
he died in 1691. 

PETIVER, James, F. R.6., an BngGsb bot« 

Eist. He collected a museum, for which stf 
[ans Sloane ofiered 40002. He was author of 
iseveral works on botany, and died in 1718. . 

PETRARCH, Francis, an Italian, eminM 
for great parts and learning, and who has 1^ 
called the father of modem poetry. AtVaucI^ 
near ^vlgnon, in 1337, he commenced an anion 
with a young damsel named Laura, who lived 
in the neigbwrarbood, and whom lie has t^k 
famous by his poetry. He died in 1374. 

PETRE, sir William, LL. D., he had theffl 
to continue in power under the dissimilai^rHni 
of Cromwell, Ilenry VIII., fldward VI.,aod mi 
ry ; and under Elizabeth he was made secre^- 
ry of state. He was a man of great talents, mi 
died In 1574. 

PETRONIUS MAXIMtJS, a Roman senator, 
who assassinated Valentinian lU., and seiz^ 
the throne, in 455. 

PETRONIUS ARBH'ER, Titus, a polite wri- 
ter of antiquity, who flourished in the reign of 
Nero. He was Med to death by order of Neto, 
A. D. 65. , 

PETTUS, sir John, deputy governor of 1i» 
foyal mines, and member of puliament, under 
Charles II . He wrote on mining^ and on histo* 
ry, and died in 1690. 

PETTY, sir WiUiam, an eminent En^ish 
physician, but chiefly celebrated for his kaow* 
ledge in mathematics and mecbanka, and Ptt 
bis writings upon political arithmetic; be dKed 
In 1687, aged 64. 

PETYT, William, a native of Yorkahirtk 
eminent for bis knowledge of ancient law^ei 
which lie wrote several works; he died in ITw* 

PEUCER, Gaspard, an ehiinent physielb 
and mathematician, professor of medidae, it 
Wittemberg. He was a Lutheran, and maim 
Melancthon's daughter. His opinions canscMi 
imprisonment for 10 years, during which timib, 
be wrote several learned works; he died la 
1603. 

PEUTEMAN, Peter, a painter, of Rottai4»aH 
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wbo being in mn anatomical room daring an 
earthquake, was lo A-ighted at the motion of 
ttie skeletons, that he died in 169S. 

PEUTIN6ER, Conrad, a learned German, 
secretaiy of the senate of Augsborg, and an 
able negotiator. He pubUsbed many learned 
works, and died in 1547. 

PEYER. John Conrad, a German nhysician, 
in the 17th century, distinguished for having 
first given an account of the intestine glands. 

PEYRERE, Isaac, a French heretical writer, 
bom in 1594, and died in 1670. HebeUevedtbttt 
Adam was not the first man.

PEYSSONNEL, Charles, a Fraieh writer, 
wiio went secretary of an embassy to Constan- 
ttliople, and was afterwards consul at Smyrna. 
^e was a philosopher and antiquary, and wrote 
several learned dissertations ; he died in 1757. 
His son was also consul at Smyrna, and a man 
of science, and general information, and died in 
1 790. 

PE2AY, M aison, marquis of, be instructed 
I^ewis XVI., In milltaiy eierdses, and was re- 
warded with the place of inspector-general of 
Uie coasts, but was afterwards disgraced, and 
died in 177a 

PEZENAS, Esprit, a learned Jesuit, professor 
of philosophy, and hydrography, at Marseilles. 
He died In 17%. 

PEZRON, Paul, 4 veiy learned and ingenious 
French historian and antiquary, bom in 1639, 
and died in 1706. 

PFANNER, Tobias, called, from his extensive 
knowledge, the living Archives of the bouse of 
Saxony. He died fn 1717. 

PFEFFERCORN, John, a famous converted 
Jew, who had nearly persuaded Maximilian t» 
burn all books except the Bible. Be wrote on 
ibfi Scriptures, and died in 1520. 

PFEPFBL, author of " A History of Germa- 
QjN** died at Paris, in 1807, aged 81. 

rFIEFFER, Augustus, i learned orientalist, 

{irofessor of oriental languages at Wittemberg, 
:.elp8ic, and other places. He published several 
able works, and died In 1698. 

PFEIFPER, Lewis, a native of Lucerne, and 
a famous general in the service of Charles IX. 
of Prance, whose life he once preserved ; he 
died in 1594. 

PHiEDON, a nati<ve of Ells, the disciple of 
Bocrates, and founder of the sect called Eleau 
philoBopbers. 

PBiEDRUS, an ancient Latin author, ad- 
mired for the elegance of his language; he 
lived in the reign of Tiberius. 

FfLEDRUS, Thomas, professor of ek>quence 
at Rome, early in the 16th century, and called 
the Cicero of his time. 

PH A ER, Thomas, an English physician, who 
publirtied various medical works, cbiefly com 
piled from the French. He also translated a 
part of the iEnefd; be died in 1560. 

PHALARIS, a celebrated tyrant of antiquity, 
bom at Crete; be was particularhr cruel to- 
ward bis enemies. He was nut to death by his 
subjects, in his brazen bull that Perillus made. 
and in which he was the first to tufi'er death, 
S63B.C. 

' PHARAMOND, was first king of Prance, 
knd institutor of tha Sattque Jaw which pre- 
vents women from Inheriting real estate. On 
[■this law is founded one which excludes femaleic 
from inheriting thjg throne of Fnw9^ Be died 
4n4». 
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PHARNACES, son of Mithridates, king of 
Pontus, revolted against his father. Cesar de- 
feated him with such tkcility that he wrote to 
the senate only the following : " Veni, vidi, 
vici." 

PHERECRATES, a Greek comic poet, who 
flourished about 330 B. C. 

PHERECYDES, a phitosopher, of Scyros, 
560 fi. C, and master of the great Pythagoras. 
There was another of the same name 456 B. C« 
author of " A History of Athens.** 

PIHDIAS, the most famous sculptor of anti- 
quity, an Athenian, and cotemporaiy of tlie 
celebrated Pericles: be died in 432 B. C. 

PHILANDER, William, a Frenchman, arch- 
deacon of St. Antoninus, tie wrote a commen- 
tary on Vitruvius, and another on Quintillian: 
he died in 1565. 

PHOiELPHUS, Ffancis, a learned Italian, au- 
thor of several works, professor of eloquence 
at Venice, and secretary of ^n embassy to Con* 
stantinople. His son Marius was also a man 
of leamiiw, and died in 1480. 

PHILEMON, a comic poet, of Athens, flour> 
i^hed 274 B. C. ; he is said to have died at 101 
years of age. 

PHILETUS, a Greek poet and grammarian, 
of Cos. preceptor to Ptolemy Philadelphus. 

PHIUDOR, Andre Danlcan, the roost skilful 
chess-player perhaps that ever was known. He 
was also an excellent musidaa, and produced 
many French dramatic pieces of considerable 
merit. He died in 1795, aged 69. 

PHILIP, St, a native of Bethsaida, was the 
first whom Jesus called to become his disciple. 
He was a fisherman, and left a family at home. 
Another of the same name, wbo was a deacon 
in the church, converted a eunuch of Candace. 

PHILIP H., king of Macedon, and father of 
Alexander the Great, was eqiial^r renowned aa 
a legislator, politician, and warrior. He was 
aMaaslnated at a banquet, by Pausaalas, a cap- 
tain of guards, 336 B. C 

PHILIP v.. king of Bfacedon, succeeded to 
the throne 320 B. C. His jeakHisy of the Ro- 
man power, and his alliance with Hannibal 
iroved his rain. His dominions were invaded 
y tlie consul Lsvinus. and he was conquered, 
ie put to death his eldest son, Demetrius, and 
lied 178 B. C. 

PHILIP, Marcus Julius, an Arabian, who, 
from the r^nk of a common soklier, ascended 
the imperial throne of Rome, by the murder of 
the younger Gordian, in^ 244. He was assasil- 
hated in 349. 

PHILIP L. king of France, succeeded his f^ 
ther, Henry I., in 1060. He was a wicked and 
ambitious prince. Dissatisfied with his queen, 
Bertha, be carried away Bertrande, wife of tbe 
count of A^jou, and married her. He Was at 
war with England and the Flemings, and was 
defeated by both. He died in 1106. 

PHILIP 11., sumamed Augustus, king of 
Prance, succeeded his father, Lewis Vn..in 1180. 
He was a wise and politic prince, an intrepid 
warrior, an enlightened leg^ator, and an un- 
partial judge. In conjunction with Richard I., 
of En^and, he made a crusade to the Holy 
Land, with 300.000 men, but, though victorious, 
he returned with little glory. He afterwards 
Invaded England, and was crowned khig, at 
London, but the nobles throwingoff their alle- 
^ance, he retfared, and died in 1223. 

PHILIP III., or the Hardy, was proelj 
Widg of France in 1270,^ while in Africa, on a 
cruMiWitliUilittlierLewliIX. HedeflMted 
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the Saraceni, and made a truoe witb ttaem for 
10 yean : be died In 1385. 

PHILIP IT., or tbe Fair, sacceeded bis fbtber 
Philip HI. He engaged in a long and bkxHiy 
war witb Edward I., of England, tbe emperor 
b( Germany, and tbe count <^ Flanders, at the 
■ame time. In a battle witb tbe Flemings, 35,000 
of bis enemies were killed, and an equestrian 
statue was erected to the joMmveb, in tbe cboreh 
of Notre Dame, in honour of the vjbctory ; be 
died in 1314. 

PHILIP v., sumamed tbe Long, king of 
France, tbe son of Philip tbe Fair, succeeded 
to tbe throne in 1316. He made war against 
the Flonings, renewed tbe alliance witb Scot- 
land, and banished the Jews trom bis kingdom. 
He permitted great cruelties against lepers, who 
were either put to death or confined ; be died 
In 1531. 

PHILIP DE VALOIS, fim king of France, 
of the collateral branch of tbe Valois, ascended 
tbe throne in 1328. His elevation was disputed 
by Edward III., of Englahd, and a terriUe war 
ensued, in which, at tbe celebrated battle of 
Cresey, the French tost 80,000 men. Richard 



proposed to decide the war by single eop)bat, but of Antiochus Epipbaues, behaved with great 



Philip declined. 9e died in 1350. 

PHILIP Im^9 of the emperor Maximilian 
and Janc^ueen (^ Spain, obtained the fipanisli 
throne. He possessed but moderate abilities, 
and died in 1506, aged 38. 

PHILIP II., son of Charles V. and Isabella 
of Portugal, was made king of Sicily and Na- 
]des, in 1554. Ho was afterwards made king 
of England, by marriage writh queen Mary ; and 
two years after, ascended tbe Spanish throne, 
by tbe abdication of bis father. He made war 
against France and England, and was unsuc- 
cessful. Though a man of great abilities, he 
wa.s superstitious |iad cruel in tbe extreme ; he 
died in 1598. 

PHILIP in., son of Philip H. and Anne of 
Austria, became king of Spain at the age of 20. 
He cruelly banished all tbe Moors from his king- 
dom, and thus deprived himaelf of the arts and 
servicea of a million of his gubjects. At the 
siege of Ostend, be lost 89,000 men, and tbe place 
was Qf QQ use to ^im when taken ; be died in 
1621. -r •.. ■. 

PHILIP ly., son of Philip HI. an^ Margaret 
of Austria, became king of Spain, in 1621. He 
renewed the war with Holland, and abo de- 
dared war against France, in both of which 
be was unsuccessful. The Portuguese replied 
against him, and after m^i^ bloody attempts to 
feduee them, be acknowledged their indepen- 
dence. Tl^ weak and effeminate monarch died 
tal&S. 

PHILIP v., duke of Anjou, son of Lewis, 
tbe dauphin of France, and Maria Anne, or 
Bavaria, ascended tbe Spanish thrpna, in 1700. 
His elevation ^as opposed by tbe archduke 
Charles of Austria, m which England, Holland, 
Savoy, Prussia, ana Portugal joined him, and 
one of tbe most bloody wars on record ensued, 
in which France finally joined tlie Spaniards. 
A peace was signed between the allied powers 
at Utrecht, in 1713. Ho died in 1746. 

PHILIP tbe Good, succeeded to tbe throne 
of Spain, in 141d. H^ joined the English against 
France, but afterwards abandoned them, aiHl 
joined tbe duke de Berri of France, against bis 
orotber Lewis XI., and encaged in all tbe tu- 
mults of war. He tost tbe tiuie of Good, by burn- 
ing the town of Dinan, near Liaie, and putting its 
jln|A^|toBto to tbeaword; 1^^ in 14Qr. 
^4t 
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PHILIP DE DREUX, bisbopof Beaurais, m 
France. He became a famous gefteral, and 
joining the crusades, behaved witb great val- 
our at tbe siege of Acre. He afterwarda joined 
Philip Augustus against tbe £nglisb,oiid died 
in 1217. 

PHILIP, duke of Swabia, was elected enh 
peror of Germany, i n 1 196. He was a prince of 
great wisdom, and strong powers of mind: 
his memory is still respected in Germany. Be 
diedinim 

PHILIP tbe Bold, son of John, kingofFranoe, 
and duke of Burgundy, was a brave and vk- 
luous prince, but unrortunately so pr<^»e in 
his expenses, that bis body was sdnd oAer 
death, by bis creditors, and it was witb difficulty 
his dutcbess could redeem it. He died in MIM. 

PHILIP of Orleans. SeeORLEANS. 

PHILIP, infant of Spain, was placed ia na- 
session of tbe dutcbiea of Pm'ma and PlMemia, 
and after having signalized liimself in war, he 
devoted himself to th^ prosperity and iaaprove- 
mentof his subjects; be died, univenaUyM- 
gretted, in 1765. 

PHILIP, governor of Jerusalem, in tbe time

PHILIP, an Indian sachem, notorious for^ 
bloody ware be waged witb tbe early settlem 
of New-England, which bad nearly extermina- 
ted tbe colonists. He was killed by them tai 
1676, and his forces destroyed. 

PHILIPS, Thomas, a native of Ickford; 
he wrote the Life of Cardinal Pole, a wotk tiC 
great celebrity, in which he supports tbe princi- 
ples of the Romish ehurch, and thus brouffat 
upon himself a host of opponents. He died u 
Liege, in 1774. 

PHILIPS, Fabian, a learned English anti- 

?uary, who Was a zealous supporter of <^aile8 
., and strongly protested against his execution 
He died in 1090. 

PHILIPS, Edward, a nephew of Miltoa, 
born in 1630. He nuUisbed several works^oae 
of which was a dictionary entitled ** A raw 
World of Words." 

PHILIPS, Catherine, an English lady of 
great wit and accomplishments, chiefly distih- 
guished for her skiU in poetiy ; siie died in 1664, 
aged 33. 

PHILIPS, John, an eminent EnglSrii poet, 
died in 1708. 

PHILIPS, Ambrose, an English pastoral and 
dramatic poet, and political writer, died in 1749, 
aged 78. 

PHILLIPS, George, was tbe first miniater of 
Watertown, Mass., and died in 1664. 

PHILLIPS, Samuel, a clergyman, at Aodo- 
vef, Blass^wrote some sermons, and died 1771. 

PHtCLIPS, John. LL. D., a native of Mas- 
saehusetM, distinguished for his liberal endow* 
ment of an academy at Andover, and another 
at Exeter. His brother Samud joined him ia 
bis laudable undertakings. 

PHILLIPS, Samuel, LL. D., a member of 
congress in 1775, and afterwards HeuteDant-cp- 
vernor of Massachusetts ; be died in 1863. Be 
wae distinguished for bis patriotiain, intqpiQr* 
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and UberaUty to diffsreiit religioiw and Uteraiy 
institatioiiB. 

PHlLUPa, John, a lawyer, of MaiMcfattsetts, 
was president of the senate of tbat state, and 
ftnt mayor of tlie city of Boston. He died in 
1823. ~ 

PHILO, Judaos, an ancient Greek writer, 
on moral philosophy, and of a noMe family 
amona the Jews, flonrished at Alexandria in 
tlie rcogn of Calignla. He was twice sent by the 
Jews of that city to Rome, to plead their cause 
against Apion, and on his second mission is 
said to have become a Cturistian. 

PHILO, a ffonmiarian, of Byblos, who trans- 
laied Banchoniathoa, from the PtMBnician into 
Greek. 

PHILO, an architect, of Byzantium, 300 B. C. 
He ia the author of a treatise on military ma- 
chines, 4^ 

PHlLOLAUS, of Cretona, an ancient philo- 
sopher of the ^rthagmrean school. He made 
the iMarens his principal object of contempla- 
tion, and is fenerally supposed to have been the 
author of tbat system which Copernicus after- 
wwds revived, and which is now known to l>e 
the tme system of astionomy. 

PHILOPCEMEN, of MegalopoUs, celebrated 
as a general in the Acbsan league, against the 
Spartans and iGtoUans. He was poisoned by 
DiooeratiM, 183 B. C. 

PHILOP()KUS, John, an Alexandrian, au 
thor of a Commentan^ on the Creation, and 
head of the tri-thelsts in the 7th century. 

PHiLOBTORGtUSL an ancient ecclesiastical 
historian, who flourished in Cappadoda about 
the year 420w 
^^PHILOSTRATUB, flavins, an ancient Greek 
sopliist and critic, who wrote the Life of Apol- 
loniua Tyaneus, which is highly celebrated. 
He died ia 244. 

PHILOXENUS, a dithyrarobic poet, at the 
court of Dionysitts, of Syracuse. He died 380 
B.C. 

PHILPOT, John, a native of Hampshire, a 
warm advocate for the reformation, was made 
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condemned on a fatoe accusation of treason, by 
his ungrateful fellow-citizens, and put to death* 
bypo6on,318B. C. 

PHOCYLIDES, a Greek poet, of Bfiletus, 
about 540 B. C. 

PHORMIO, a peripatetic philosopher, of 
Ephesus. 

PHORMIO, an Athenian general, who dis- 
played great bravery during the Pelopoimesian 
war. He sold his property to snpply the army, 
bat refused to be commander-ih-cliief. 

PHOTINUS, bishop of Sirmium, was depos- 
ed for supportmg that Christ wks only a man ; 
he died in ;r76. 

PHOTItJS, patriarch of Constantinople, in the 
9tb century, and the greatest man of the age in 
which he lived. Of his works, the most consi- 
derable is his- " Bibliotheca.** He died in 886. 

PHRAATES HI., king of Parthia, was mur- 
dered by his two sons, 36 B. C. 

PHRAATES rv., was raised to the Parthian 
throne by his fatlker, whom he soon murdered : 
but be at last perished himself by the band of 
his own son. 

PHRANZA, George, a Greek author, who 
wrote a Chronicle of his own Times, to 1461. 

PHREAS. or FREAS, John, an English wri- 
ter of the 14th century. 

PHRYNE, a celebrated courtezan, of Athens, 
•the mistress of Prexiteles, 328 B. C. 

PHRYNICtJS, a Greek orator, of Bitbynia, 
under Commodus. 

PHRYMIS, a musician, of Mttylene, who ia 
said to have added two strings to the lyre, 438 
B. Ct 

. PIA, Philip Nicholas, an eminent cbymist, 
and chief surgeon of the hospital at Btrasborg ; 
he died in 1799. 

PIAZZI, Jerome Bartholomew, a historian 
of the ** Inqoiahfon In Italy,** Of which court 
he was formerly a judge; but became after- 
wards a convert to the church of England, and 
died at Cambridge, in 1745.

PICHON, John, a French Jesuit, and antbM;

PORTA, Joseph, a native of Castel-Nuovo, 
celebrated as a painter, died in 1585. 

PORTA, John Baptist, a Neapolitan, of great 
learning, who invented the camera obacura.

PORTA, Simon, or PORTIUS, a Neapolitan, 
distinguished for bis learning, was professor of 
philo^ojp^ at Pisa, and died in 1554.

Cfasrles, earl Camden, a 
moat eminent Engtirii lawyer and statesman, 
bom in 1713. In 17», be was appointeff -^-~ 
ney-general; inl762,hewascallMtotlie _ 
of serjeant-at-law, appointed chief iustice of 
the common pleas, and knighted. His lordship 
jh-esided in that court with a dignity, weight, 
and impartiality never exceeded by any of his 
predecessors; and, when John Wilkes, esq., 
-was seized and committed to the Tower,.on an 
Illegal general warrant, bis lordship, with the 
intreindity of a British magistrate, and the be- 
coming fortitude of an Englishman, granted him 
a habeas corpus, and, on his beii^ brought be- 
fore the court of common pleas, discharged him 
from his confinement in the Tower, in 1763, in 
a speech that did him honour. His wise and 
Spirited behaviour on this remarkable occasion 
watf so acceptable to the nation, that the city of 
London presented him with the fireedom of their 
corporation in a g(Hd box, and derired his pic- 
ture, which was put up ia GuikUiall, with tliis 
inscription:—

RODOLPH, duke of Swabia, was elected 
king of Germany, in 1077, by some German in- 
surgents.

ROGERS, John, an eloquent and zealous 
English divine, who suflbred martyrdom at the 
stake, at Sraithfield, in 1555, in the persecuting 
reign of Mary.

sub-dean of Wells, and afterwards promoted to 
the living of St. Criles, London ; he died in 1729. 

ROGERS, Woods, an Englisb circumnaviga- 
tor, and writer of hi9 voyages round tlie globe ; 
he died in 1733. 

ROGERS, Nathaniel, a descendant of the 
mar^r, was minister at Ipswich, Mass. ; he died 
in 1655. 

ROGERS, Ezekiel, first minister of Rowley, 
Mass., died in 1661. 

ROGERS, John, a native of England, came 
to America when young,and in 1682 was chosen 
prraident of Harvard college ; be died in 1684. 

ROGERS, William, D. D., a baptist clergy- 
isan, professor of English and oratory in the 
ThUversity of Pennsylvania ; he died in 18S1. 

ROGHMAN, Roland, a distinguished land- 
scape painter, of Amsterdam, died in 1686. 

ROHAN, Henry, duke of, peer of France, 
bora in 1579. He distinguished hiniiMlf as a 
warrior against Lewis X1JL , and also m a politi- 
cal writer ; he died of wounds received in bat- 
tie, in 1638. 

ROHAULT, James, a French philosophjcal 
and polite writer, bora in 1620, and died ia 1675w

tive^f Villefranche, removed early in life to 
Rodin, where he was soon noticed for bis know- 
ledge of commerce and poliijcal economy, and 
for his writings. He was afterwards a minister 
of Lewis XVf., and a favourite of the people for 
a time, but was at length proscribed and fled 
ftom Paris.

ROLAND, Mary Jane Pbtlipon, wife of the 
preceding, was a woman of strong mind, and 
eminent fbr her knowledge of the arts, her wit 
and ilearoing.

ROLLOCK, Robert, a native of Scotland, 
appointed by Una James VI., the first principal, 
and professor of divinity, in tlie university or 
Edinburth : he died in 1601. 

ROLT. Richard, a miscellaneous and drar 
matic writer, died in 1770. 

ROBfAINE, Rev. William, an eminent and 
very learned English divine, bom in 1714, and 
died in 1795, having published many valuable 
theological works. 

ROnANELLI, John Francis, a painter, bora 
at Viterbo, patronised l»y the pope, and elected 
head of the academy of St. Luke, died in 1662. 
His son Urban, was also eminent as a painter, 
and died in 1683. 

ROMANO, Julia, an eminent ItaUan his- 
torical painter, and architect, and disciple of 
Raphael; he was bora at Rome, in 1493, and 
died in 1M6. 

ROMANUS L, emperor iff the East, was 
raised to distinction, by saving the life of the 
emperor BartL He afterwards married a daugh- 
ter of Constantino X., who raised him as his 
associate to the throne. After exhibiting sreat 
military talents, united with humanity and be- 
nevolence, he waJB banished to a monastery, by 
his son Stephen, and died in 948. 

ROMANUS U., the Younger, emperor of the 
East, a worthless, and efiisminate prince, who 
died in consequence of his debauchery and in- 
temperance, in 963. 

ROBIANUS HI., emperor of the East, raised 
himself to the throne, 1^ marrvingUie daaghtei 
of Constantine the Younger, in 1038. He was 
poisoned, and strangled at the instigation of his 
wife, in 1034^. 

ROMANUS IV., suraamed Diogenes, was 
Uken prisoner, by a Turkish general, in 1071, 
and generously set at liberty by him. On his 
return to Constantinople, he found his throne 
usurped by Michael, the son of his predecessor, 
who defeated him in a subsequent battle, took 
him prisoner, and put out his eyes, which caused 
bis deaths in 1071. ^ 

ROMANZOFT, N., marshal de, a Russian 
general, distinguished as one of the ereatest 
warriors of the age in which he livM. He 
defeated the Turks at the battle of Ruth, leav- 
ing lOOjOOO of their army on the field ; he died 
about 1787. 

ROMBOUTS. Theodore, asuecessful histori- 
val pointer, of Antwerp, died in 1637. 

ROME, DE L'ISLE, John Baptist, a native 
of France, distinguished by his devotion to the 
study of mineralogy and natural history, and by 
his writinfTs on those subjects ; he died in 1790.

ROSE, Samuel, an English lawver, author of 
a Life of 6<Hdsmith, and editiMr ofCofnyn** B^ 
ports and Digest; be died in J804. 
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ROSEWELL, Tbomai, tn eminent diswnt- 
ing clergyman in Encl«nd| was educated at 
Oxford ;lie died in 160L 

ROSINUS, John, a learned German author, 
and preacher of the cathedral, at Naumberg, in 
Saxony, died in 1626. 

ROSOI, Bamaby Firmin du, a French dra- 
matic writer, distinguished himeelf at the revo- 
lution, by his writings in farourof the unfortu- 
nate king, for which he was condemned and 
executed in 1792. 

ROSS, Alexander, teacher of an English 
grammar school, and chaplain to Charles I., and 
author of some religious tracts, died in 1654. 

ROSS, Alexander, a Scottish bishop and vol- 
uminous writer. He wrote "A View of all 
Religions/' and died in 1720, aged 80. 

ROSS, David, an eminent English actor, died

ROWE, Elizabeth, an Engfish lady, famous 
fur her fine parts and writings, in verse and 
prose, bora in 1764, died in 1737. She is chiefly 
celebrated for her " Friendship in Death, in 20 
Letters from the Dead to the Living ;** and her 
" Letters Moral and Entertaining.** 

ROWE, Thomas, the husband of the preced- 
ing, died in 1718, in the 28th vear of his age. He 
commenced a translation of Plutarch*s Lives, 
which he did not live to finish. 

ROWE, Thomas, educated at Oxford, min- 
ister of LItchet, in Dorsetshire, afterwards t 
dissenting clergyman, died in 1698. 

ROWE, John, a popular English preacher, 
settled in Staffordshire, and afterwards in Lon- 
don, died in 1677. 

ROWLAND, Henry, author of a History of 
the Island of Anslesey, died in 1722.

He was cbanceltor of 
Lancaster, principal secretanr of state, and 
prime minister of England, under Elicabeth ; in 
which stations, as well as tliat of high treasurer, 
be behaved with uncommon pmdence and saga- 
dty. He died in 1618. 

SALLES^GRE, Albeh Henry de, a learned 
writer, l»om at the Hague, in 1604. Heliecame 
an advocate of the court of Holland, and com- 
missary of the finances of the states-general, 
and died in 1723. 

SALLO, Dennis de, a French writer, fkmous 
as tlieinventor of literary journals, bom in 1696, 
and died in 1669. 

SALLUST. Caius Crispus, a moat celebrated 
Roman historian, bom 85 B. C, and died atthe 
age of 50. 

SALMANASAR, king of Assyria, who put 
an end to the kingdom of Israel, tnr invading the 
country, and carrying ttie people uto captivity. 
He died about 714 B.C. 

SALMASiUS, Claudius, or SAUMAISE, a 
French bistorianand critic, of most uncommon 
abtUties. and immense erudition, bora in 1588, 
and died in 1653, leaving works very numerous 
and various. 

SALMERON, Alphoneoi, of Toledo, a zeal- 
Otts follower of Ignatius Loyola, tlie founder of 
the Jesuits, distinguished for his learning. He 
wrote Commentanes on theScriptures, 4bc, and 
died in 1588. 

SALMON, William, an eminent empiric, au^ 
tbor of the ** complete Physician,'* and other 
works, died about 1700.

SANCHEZ, Antonio Nunes Rlbeiro, an emi- 
nent Portuguese physician and writer, bom in 
1069, and died in 1783. 

SANCHEZ, Thomas, an iUastriouB Jesuit, of 
Spain, was bora in 1551, and died in 1610. He 
was a man of great learning.

SANDRY, Thomas, brother to the preced 
as professor of architecture in the royal i 
demy, and died In 1798. 

SANDEMAN,Robert,a Scotchman, who, af- 
ter preaching his peculiar doctrines ha. London, 
came to America, and founded a sect, cailed 
Sandemanlans. He died iu Connecticut, in 
1773. : 

SANDERS, Robert, an English writer, author 
of the *' Complete English Traveller," the

SAPPHO, a famous poetess of antiquity, who,

8ARAVIA, Adrian, a protestant professor of 
divinity at Leyden, wept to England, wliere he 
became canon of Canterbury, and died in 1611.

SARDANAPALUS, a dissolute king of As- 
syria, who, on a revolt of his subjects, set fire 
to his palace, and perisbed in the flames, 
B.C. 

SARGEANT, Nathaniel Peurlee, cbief-ju»- 
tice of Massachusetts in 1789, died in 1791. 

SARGENT, Winthrop, a soldier of the revo- 
lution, afterwards governor of Mississippi Ter- 
xitoiv, died in 1820. 

SARISBURY, John, a famous Englbh bisto- 
. rian, critic, and philoeoptaer, bom in 1110, died 
In 1161. 

SARJEANT, John, an English secular priest, 
who went to Lisbon, where he became a catho- 
lic, and wrote against bis former faith ; he died 
about 1670.

8ARTO, Andrea del, a famous Italian paint- 
er, b(mi in Florence, in 1478, and died in I5S0. 

SATURNINUS, a heretic of the 2«i century. 
He sufqxwed the world was created by angels, 
and regarded the connexion of the sexes as cri- 
minal. 

SATURNINUS, Publins Sempronius, a Ro- 
man general, who assumed the imperial purple 
in 263, and was murdered by his soldiers in 267.

Keror by the Alexandrians, and soon after killed 
imself. 

SAUL, son of Cish, of Ibe tribe of Benjamin, 
was anointed king of Israel, by tlie prophet 
Samuel, 1095 B. C. He kiHed himself after an 
unfortunate battle at Gilboah. 

SAUNDERS, Charles, a dramatic writer, in 
the reign of Charles II. The time of his death 
is not known. 

SAUNDERS, Richard, author of " Astrolo- 
' gical Judgment and Practice of Physic,*' and 
other works ; he died in 1680. 

SAUNDERS, sir Edmund, chief justice of the 
king's bench. In the reign of Cbarles II., was 
originally a strolling beggar about the streets. 
Be was noticed and taught to write by an attor- 
ney's clerk ; and in a few years became an able 
attorney, and a very eminent counsel ; he died 
in 1683. 

SAUNDERS, John Cunningham, a very emi- 
nent and successful English oculist; he died 
suddenly in 1810, at the early age of 37. 

SAUNDERS, William, a distinguished Eng 
llsh physician, author of several valuable medi- 
cal works, died in 1817. 

SAUNDERSON, Dr. Nicolas, an illustrious 
professor of the mathematics in the university 
of Cambridge, bom in 1(^83. At 13 months old 
he lost his eyes by the small pox ; nevertheless 
be became a great mathematician ; he died in 
^739. 

BAURIN, James, an eminent Flemish divine, 
theological and controversial writer, born in 
1677, and dltd in 1730. He was prtsaessed of

SAURIN, Bernard Joseph, soil of the. pre« 
ceding, was an advocate of the parliament of 
Paris, a dtstiBgnislied dramatic writer, and the 
friend of Voltahre and Hetvetlus.

SAUSSURE, Nicolas de, a disUngnished 
French writer on agriculture, died in 1790. 

SAUSSURE, Horace Benedict de, a celt- 
brated naturalist, was bora at Genava, in 1740, 
and died in 1799. 

SAUVAGES, Francis Boteier de, a French 
physician, professor of botany and medicine, at 
Montpellier, died in 1767. He wrote several 
medical and botanical works, and bis reputa- 
tion was so great, that he was called the Boer- 
haave of Languedoc 

SAUVAL, Henry, an advocate in the parlia- 
ment of Paris, and author of a work, entitled 
" The History of the Antiquities of Paris," 
Idied in 1676. 

SAUVEUR, Joseph, a French mathemati- 
cian, born in IffS. He was honoured by the 
royal family, had prince Eugene amoiw hia 
pupils, at tlie age of 20, and was made professor 
of mathematics to the royal college. Be died 
iu 1716. 

SAVAGE, Richard, a celebrated English poet. 
He was the son of Anne, countess or Maccles- 
field, by the eari of Rivers. His mother was 
his eneniy till his death, which was in 1743, iu 
a jail at Bristol. His indiscretion was his rain. 
S AV ART, James, an eminent French writer 
up<»i the subject of trade, died In 1602, aged 70. 
SAVARY, N., a celebrated French writer, 
author of '^Travels in Egvpt," a translation of 
the " Koran,** with a " Lite of Mahomet," and 
a " Dictipnary and Grammar of the Arabian 
Language ;" he died in 1788.

6CHYNDAL, Bernard, an admhred Dutch 
painter, bora at Haerlem, died in 1716. 

SCIOPPIUS, Caspar, a learned German wri- 
ter of tb^ 17th eentury, called the Grammatical 
Cur, on account of his calumniating all men of 
eminence in learning ;'lie died la 1649, aged 73. 

8C1P10, Publius CoraeUut, a renowned Ro- 
man general^ suraamed Africanus, for his con- 
quests in that country. He was valiant, and ge« 
nerousto his prisoners. He died 180 B. C. 

SCIPIO, Lucius ComeUus, brother to the pre- 
ceding, obtained the surname of Asiaticus, from 
his conquests in Asia. 

SCIPIO NASICA, of the same funily as the 
receding, was distinguished fbr his success in 
Ipain, and fur hbt virtues. 

SCIPIO, Publius iEmilianus, Obtained the 
surname of the second Africanus^rom the final 
eonquest of Carthage, 147 B. C. He afterwards 
destroved Numantla, and enlarged the Roman 
domimons in Spain, and was found dead In bis 
bed, 138 B. C. 

SCIPIO, Publius, father-in-law of Pompev, 
was defeated In Africa by Jufins Cssar. 

SCLATER, WUliam, B. D., an English di- 
vine and poet, died hi 1647. Another of the 
same name, was vicar of Pitminster, and a the- 
ological writer ; he died in 1688. 

SCOPAB, a sculptor and architect, of Paros^ 
430 B.C. Hia moat admhred works were a sta- 
tue of Venus, and the Mausoleum of Artemisia. 

SCORZA, Sinibaldo, a Genoese painter and 
engraver, woo excelled in landscapes and ani- 
mals. He died in 1631. 

SCOT, Reynolds, a leaned English gentle* 
man, bora in 1545, and 4.ied in 1599.

8ERVIUS TULLltJS, sixth king of Rome, 
celebrated for his laWs, on tbe subjects of rank 
and property. He was myrdered by his son-in- 
law, the second Tarquin, 534 6. C. 

SESOSTRIS, a fabulous khigof Egypt, who 
is said to have extended his conquests over va- 
rious parts of the worid. He is supposed to 
have destroyed himself, when oppressed with 
age and infirmity. 

SE^SA, an Indian philosopher, who is said 
to be the inventor of the game of cheSS. The 
king of India was so pleased with his wisdom, 
that he conferred on him the highest honours of 
his kingdom. 

BESTO, Caesare de, an ^rohient painter, of 
Milan, flourished about the b^nmng of the 
16th centunr. 

SETTLE, Elkanab, an English dramatic 
poet, died in 1734, aged 76. 

SEVERUS, Lucius SeptimfuS, a Romim em- 
peror after Pertinax ; he died in Britkin. in 211. 
Two other emperors of the saifle nkine perished 
by the hands of their enemies. 

SEVERUS, Cassias, a Roman orator, banish- 
ed by Augustus, on account of the severity of 
his satirical declamations. 

SEVERUS, Sulpitius, a historian, author of 

Historia Skcra,'* and called the Christian Sal- 
lust; he died in 420. 

SEVERUS, L. Cornelius, a Latin poet,in tb^ 
age of Augustus. 

SEVERUS, a heretic of the Sd century, who 
maintained the existence of a g<)od and an evil 
principle. 

SEVIER, John, an offieerOf the revolutionary 
army, afterwards a member of congress, and 
governor of Tennessee, died in 1815.

SETMOUR, Edward, viscount Beauchamp, 
ftnd duke of Somerset, uncle and euardian of 
Edward VI., and protector of the kingdom of 
Great Britain, was executed, on a false charge 
of high treason, in 1553. His brother Thomas, 
admiral of England, had sufibred on the same 
ebarae, three years before. 

SEYMOOR, Anne, Margaret, and Jane, dis- 
tinguished for their poetical talents, were the 
daughters of Edward, duke of Somerset. 

SByMOUR, lady ArabeUa, daughter of the 
earl of Lennox ; she ntarried William Seymour, 
without the consent of the king, who caused 
them both to be conveyed to the tower; her 
husband made his escape, but she died in prison, 
In 1015. 

SFONDRATl, Francis, a senator of Bfilan, 
and state counsellor, and ambassador of Charies 
v., alterwards took orders, and became a car- 
rmal. He wrote the "Rape of Helen,** and 
dkd in 1550. One of his sons became pope un- 
der the name of Crr^ory XIV. 

SFORZA, James, styled the Great, count def 
Conignola, a renowned warrior, bom In 1360 
he was drowned in 1434.

TELFAIR, Edward, a revolutionary patriot, 
and governor of the state of Georgia, died in 
1807. 

TELL, William, an Uhistrious Swiss patriot, 
and chief instrament of the revolution wtiich 
delivered the Swiss cantons from the German 
yoke, in 1307. He shot an apple off the head 
of his son with an arrow, and soon after shot 
the tyrant who compelled him to do it. He died

TELLIER, Michael le, an eminent French 
lavryer, and secretary of state under Lewis 
Xllt., and afterwards chancellor of the king- 
dom. He is known as a zealous enemv of the 
protestants. and bv his influence caused the re- 
vocation of the edict of Nantes, and the violent 
measures that followed.. He died in 1685. 

TELLIER, Francis Michael le, marquis de 
Louvols, son of the chancellor of France, was 
made minister of war at the age of S3, and 
afterwards secretary of state.

TERR A8SON, Anthony, sonof tbe preceding, 
was also a distinguished advocate, and professor 
to the royal college. He wrote a " History of 
Roman Jurisprudence,*' and other works, and 
died in 1782. 

TERR AY, Joieph Marie, comptroller-general, 
minister of state, and director-general of build- 
ings, in France ; and was a man of great in 
tegrity, loyalty and patriotism. He retired from 
office, in 1774, with the respect of the virtuous, 
and died in 1778. 

TERTRE, Francis Joachim Duport du, a 
French writer, and profe«>or of the learned 
languages among the Jesuits, died in 1759.

TESTZELLjJofan, a Dominican, of Germany. 
He was commissioned to publish the indulgencea 
of the holy see ; and the zeal with wliich Im 
executed the duties of the office, caused the aal- 
madversioiis of Luther, and consequently, tlM 
reformation.

THUCYDIDES, a celebrated Greek Iiistorian^ 
•f Athens; be wrote a ^* History of Grecian 
Affairs in his own Times,*' and died 391 B. C- 

THi:irXl£R, Dom. Vincent, a celebrated 
French preacher, author of " Letters on tlie Bull 
Unigenitus," &c., died in 1736- 

THUNBERG, Charles Peter, an eminent 
Swedish botanist, the friend and pupil of Lin- 
neus. After spending Miveral years in Japan, 
Ceylon, and at the Cape of Good Hope, in mak- 
ing botanical researches, he was apptiinted pro- 
fessor of botany at Upeal, and died about 1790. 

THUBLOE, John, secreurv of state to the 
two protectors, Oliver and Bieiiard Cromwell, 
died in 1668. He was a man of very amiable 
character, and exercised all poraible moderation 
toward persons of every party.

He possessed a 
vigorous, and active mind, added to close appli- 
cation, which gave him a high rank among ttie 
professional men of his day. He died in 1806. 

TUYSIUS, Anthony, a Dutch philoloffer, pro- 
fessor of poetry-and eloquence at Lcyden, and 
librarian to the university, died in 1670. 

TIARINf, Alexander, an cniinent portrait 
and historical painter, of Bologna, died in lf.68. 

TIBALDI, Pelegrino, an eminent i>aintcr, 
-sculptor, and architect, of Bologna, was enno- 
bled by the king of Spain for his merit, and died 
in 1592.

TIBERIUS, Claudius Nero, emperor of Rome, 
after Augustus.

TIBERIUS, Consiantine, raised by his merit 
to the throne of the Eastern empire, became the 
father of his people, and is equally extolled for 
his valour, his love of justice, and his clemency

Dionysius the tyrant, died 337 B. C. 

TIMON, an Athenian misanthrope, wborfe^ 
dared himself the enemy of the human rasti 
and said be loved Alcibiades, because bcwciM 
one day prove the ruin of Athens. 

TlMOTEO, da Urbino,an eminent landsra^^ 
historical, and portrait painttr, of Urbino, dte 
in 1524. 

T1M0THEU8, a musician, of Miletus,* 
thor of a poem in honour of Diana of t' 
Ephesians, died 557 B. C 

TIMOTHY, the disciple of St, Paul,ai>d«j 
of the primitive herald«< of the cress. HeH 
made first bishop of Ephesus, and is said tolii^ 
been stoned lo death for opposing tlie \ 
of Diana, A D. 97. 

TINDAL, Dr. Mafthcw, a most cekbi 
English polemical writer, died in TM. 

TINDAL, Nicholas, nephew to the prKfjj 
ing, chaplain to Greenwich l!o."'-pital, a i ' ' 
laneous writer, &c, died in 1774. 
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. TIKDALL, William, an EDgliah divine and 
antiquary, and a miseellaneoua writer, died In

TlNELLI,Tiberio, an eminent historical and

He was 
the patron of literature and the arts, and was 
Hilled by the British, in the storming of Seringa- 
patniii, about 1799. 

Tl R A BOSCH 1, Jerome, a learned Jesuit, was 
pcnfedsor of rhetoric at Milan, and librarian to 
the duke of Modena. He wrote a ** History of 
Italian Literature from the days of Augustus,'" 
a work of great merit, and died in 1794. 

IMRAaUBAU, Andrew, an eminent French 
lawyer, counsellor of the parliament of Bour- 
dcaiix^ and afterwards of Paris ; he was a vo- 
iumiiiOds writer, and died in 1574. 
I, TISSOT, S. A . D., a celebrated physician and 
modical writer, of Switzerland, died in 1797. 

TITIAN, orTITIANO, a celebrated Italian 
painter, died in 1576. 

TITLY, Waller, an English writer, and an 
ambassador to Copenhagen, died in 1754. 

TITON DU TILLET, Everard, a French 
Jesuit, distinguished tor his learning, and for a 
braxcn Parnassus, which he planned and erected 
in honour of Lonis XIV. ; he died in 1762. 

.TITUS, a Greek disciple of St. Paul, con- 
verted by him to Christianity, and made bishop 
of Crete, where he died. 

TITUS VESPASIAN, a Roman emperor, 
s^n of Vespasiaa, who once exclaimed, " f have 
lof^ a day l" because he could not recollect that 
he had done any remarkable good action on that 
day. He died A. D. 81. 

TIXIER, John, lord of Ravisy, called also 
IIAVISIUS TEXTOR, an elegant French scho 
lor, and miscellaneous writer, died in 1533. 
. TOALDO, Joseph, an Italian physician, and 
teacher of mathematics in the university of 
Padua ; he published Journals on Astronomy 
and Meteorology, and died in 1797. 

TOBIN, John, a solicitor in Loudon, and a 
dramatic writer, died in 1804. 

TODD, Hugh, D. D., an English divine, author 
of H '' Description of Sweden,'* and other works, 
died about 1710. 

TUIRAS, John Caylard de St. Bonnet, roar 
Quia de, a distioguiabed French general, was 
marshal of France, and afterwards a general in 
tlie army of the duke of Savoy ; he was killed 
in the Milanese, in 1636. 

TOLAND, John, a very famous political, 
\ polemical, and miscellaneous writer, and anti^ 
quary, died in 1733. 

TOLLET, Elizabeth, an English lady, emi- 
nent for her knowledge of mathematics, and 
the languages ; she wrote some poems, &o., and 
I died in 1754. 

TOLLIUS, Jacobus, a learned physician, of 
Utrecht, became professor of Greek and elo- 
quence, at Brandenburg, and died in 1096. His 
brother Cornelius was professor of the same 
branches at Harderwyck. 

TOLKMil EI, aaudlo, bishop of Coraala, was 
4i«tinguished as a poet and orttOFi and as a 
Icnrftod man ; he died in 1557. 
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TOMKINS, Thomas, a most eminent and 
distinguished artist in ornamental penmanship, 
5ied in 1816. 

TOMPION, Thomas, a most eminent English 
Watchmaker, died in 1696. 

TOMPKINS, Daniel D., for many years 
governor of the state of New York, and after- 
wards vice-president of the United States dur- 
ing the administration of Mr. Monroe. He may 
justly be ranked among the greatest and best 
friends of his country ; and his zeal and services 
in the war with Great Britain, deservedly ac- 
quired for him the esteem of every section of tha 
{tinion. He died in June, 1835. 

TONSTALL, Cutbbert, an English scholar, 
distinguished for his knowledge of matheuiaticR 
and divinity, was made bishop of London, and 
•of Durham, and lord privy seal, by Henry VIII., 
and died in 1559. 

TOOKE, George, an English soldier, who, 
during the civil wars, devoted himbelf to literary 
pun^uTts, and to poetry ; he died in 1675. 

TOOKE, Thomas, a learned Englisii teacher, 
master of a school at Bishop Stortford, which, 
under his care, gained great celebrity ; he died 
in 1721. 

TOOKE, John Horne, an English politician 
and writer, author of " Diversions of Purley,** 

tc; he died in 1812. 
TOOKE, Andrew, a learned English divine, 
».id professor of geometry In Gresham college, 
Idied In 1731. 

TOOKE, William, P. R. S., was bred a 
printer, but at 27 obtained ordination, and be* 
came chaplain to the British factory, at St. Pe 
tersburgh. After many years* residence there, 
he returned to his own country, and passed a 
literarv life; lie died in 1820. 

TOPHAM, Thomas, an Englishman, cele- 
brated for great personal strength, died in 1749. 

TOPHAM, Edward, an English writer, pro- 
prietor of a periodical paper called the " World," 
and author of " Letters from Edinburgh,** some 
dramas, &c.; he died in IS'iO. 

TOPLADY, Augustus Montague, a zealous 
and able Calvlnistic divine, died m 1778. 

TORFiEUS, Thormodus, historiographer to 
the king of Denmark, author of a History of 
Norway, and other works, died iu 1730. 

TORRE, N., a native of the Milanese, dlstln- 
guished as a chymist and a pyrotechnist. It is 
said that he difcorercd a method of preparing 
an unextingulshable fire. He died in ITBO. 

TORRENTIUS, Lievinus, a native of Ghent, 
eminent as a scholar, and as an amba^'sador, 
was made bishop of Antwerp, and died in 1595. 

TORRENTIUS, John, » very fine but im- 
moral painter, of Amsterdam, died in 1640. 

TORREY, Samuel, minister of Weymouth, 
for 50 years, died in 1707. 

TORRICBLLI, Evangeliste, an Ulustrioub 
mathematician and philosopher, of Italy, died 
in 1647. 

TORY, Geoffrey, a professor of philosophy In 
ihe college of Burgundy, was afterwards a 
priiaer, and greatly improved the art ^ he died 
in 1550. 

TOSCANELLA, Paul, an eminent astrono- 
mer, who is supposed to have formed the flrit 
idea of a P9pnge> to the East, by the Cape of 
Good Hope ; he died about 1490. 

TOj^TATUS. AlphonK), a dodor, of Sala- 
manca, and bishop of A villa, distinguialied fop 
his eloquence and his writings, diedln 1454' 

TOTILA, king of the Goths, defeated the 
troops of the emperor Justinian, obtuihed po^* 
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Mtdoii of Italy, Corsica, Sardinia, and Sicily, 
and sacked Rome ; be was afterwards killed in 
battle, in S5-2. 

TOTTiN, Jobn, an eloquent and popular 
Englisii preacher, died in 1775. 

TOULMIN, Joshua, an Englisb Unitarian 
clergyman, author of the " Lite of Socinus," 
** Biography of Dr. Priestley,** and other works 
be died in 1815. 

TOUP, Jonathan, a divine, and a very learned 
critic in the classics, died in 1785. 

TOURNEFORT, Joseph Pitton de, a famous 
French botanist, and natural historian, died in 
1708. 

TOURNEIiY, Honore, a distinguished French 
ecclesiastic, was professor of theology at Douay, 
and a nnpiilar preacher ; he died in 1729.

TRAPP, Joseph, an EngIL«h divine and poet ; 
he translated Virgil's iEneid iiYblank vo-ee, aod 
•died in 1747. 

TRAVERSARI, Ambrose, a monk, bom near 
Florence, in 1386. He translated Diogenes Lft- 
ertius into Latin, wblcb is acknowledged to per 
sess some merit. 

TRAVIS, George, an English divine and catk* 
troversial writer, was archdeacon and preben- 
dary of Chester, and died in 1797. 

TREA DWELL, John, LL. D., Uentenant- 
governor, and governor of the state of Cnn- 
necticut, died in 1823. He was distinguished 
for his sound judgment, strict integrity, and ar- 
dent piety, and was a good citizen and an if|- 
right magistrate. 

TREAT, Robert, deputy governor in 1676,ani 
afterwards governor of tbe colony of Conoieo* 
iticul ; be died in 1710. 

TREAT, Samuel, an eminent clergyman, of 
New- England, son of the preceding, died iii 1711 

TREMANE, Nicholas and Andrew, twinf, 
born in Devonshire: titey were alike In featoics, 
and, though at a distance, and without any ia- 
teiligence given, they equally desired to walk, 
sit, eat, and drink at tbe same time«, and were

1792. 

TOZZETTI, John Targioni, an eminent bo 
tanist and physician, of Florence, was pro- 
fessor of botany at that place, and a member of 
several leaiiied societies of Europe. He was 
the first who Introduced inoculation into Tus- 
cany, and died in 1780. 

TRACY, Uriah, an eminent lawyer, of Con- 
necticut, and a member of tbe senate of the 
United States, from that state, died in 1807. 

TRADEi^CANT, John, a Dutchman, who 
settled in England, as superintendent of the 
gardens of Charles I , and known as one of the 
first collectors of medals, and objects of natural 
bistory. He died in 1652. 

TRAJAN, M. Alpinus Crinitus, a Roman 
emperor, celebrated hi history for his luild aiui 
equitable government, and for his valour in the 
field, difd in 117. 

TRALLIAN, Alexander, a celebrated Greek 
writer on physic, floarJUihed about S50. 
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TREMBLEY, Abraham, a native of Geneva 
author of " Instructions on Natural Religioa,'* 
and other works, died in 1784. 

TREMELLIUS, Immanuel, a Jew, who was 
converted to Christianity, and became a protest- 
ant divine, and professor of Hebrew at HeiA«> 
berg, and afterwards at Sedan. He published 
a tranf;lation of the Bible, and died in I5B0.

TULLY, George, a relative of the preceding, 
author of a " Discourse on the Goveniinent of 
the Thoughts," and several other works, died 
in 1005.

TUNSTALL, James, an eminent English di- 
vine, and a writer on religious and other subjecit;, 
died in 1772.

VALENTIN, Basil, tlie assumed name of a 
Benedictine of the 16th century, distinguished 
as an able chymist. His works have been trans- 
lated into Latin and English, from the German. 

VALENTIN, Moses le, a painter, celebrdted 
for his concerts, players, and low scenes, died at 
Rome, in 1632.

VALENTINIAN HI., Flavius Placidus, waa 
acknowledged emperor, when only six years 
old ; during his minority, his mother ably main- 
tained the dignity of the empire, but afterwards 
biadisHipatioits led to his destruction in 455. 

VALER I ANUS, Publius Liciuius, emperor of 
Rome, in 253. After persecuting the Christiana 
and fighting the Gotlis and Scythians, he was 
defeated and taken by the Persians, and flayed 
alive, in 263. 

VALERIANUS, Pierius, aa ingenious Ita- 
lian philosopher and critic, died in 1558. 

VALERIUS MAXIMUS, a Latin historian. 
His works are dedicated to Tiberius, in whose 
age he flourished.

digy of Latin, Greek, Hebrew and Arabic leam^ 
ing ; he died in 1733. 

WILDBORE, Charles, an eminent self taught 
English mathematician, wlm, in 1780, becanke 
the editor of tho ** Gentleman*s Diary;'* he 
died in 1803. 

WILDE, William, an eminent English law- 
yer, created a baronet, made one of the judges 
of tlie common pleas, and afterwards promoicd 
to the king's bench.

He accepted the 
presidency of Princeton college^ and came to 
America, in 1768. Here he entered zealously 
into the views and interests of tlie colonists, 
was sent as a delegate to congress in 1776, and 
signed the declaration of Independence. When 
a degree of public tranquillity was restored, be 
resumed tlie station of president of ihe college, 
the exercises of which had been interrupted by 
the war, and retained the office until bis death 
im794. 

WrrSIUS, Herman, avery leamed and emi- 
nent Dutch divine; be died in 1708, having 
published several important works.

WOLCOT, John, M. D., of Devons, in Eng., 
a very eminent and ingenious satirist, who pub- 
lished his works un^ler the name of Pet«r Pin 
dar. He died in 1819. 

WOLCOTT, Roger, chief judge of the supe- 
rior court, and governor of the colony of Con- 
necticut ; he died in 1767. 

WOLCOTT, Erastus, son of the preceding, 
was a brigadiei^general in the American revolu- 
tionary army, and a judge of the superior court 
of Connecticut ; he died in 1793. 

WOLCOTT, Oliver, LL. D., a son of Roger, 
was a distinguished patriot of the revolution, a 
member of congress in 1776, and a signer of the 
declaration of Independence, and afterwards 
lieutenant- governor and governor of Connecti- 
cut: he died in 1797. 

WOLFE, James, a renowned English officer, 
who was slain at the conauest of Quebec, in 
1759, aged 34. At the dedwive moment which 
assured victory to his troops. Roused fro.n 
fainting in the last agonies, by the sound of

defeated, be said, "Then I thank God I die 
contented ;" and almost instantly expired.

WOLMAR, Metehior, a native of Switzer- 
land, celebrated as the teacher of Calvin and 
Beza, in the Greelc language; he died in 1561. 

WOLSELEY, Robert, ao English author, 
was a supporter of Cromwell, and an envoy to 
Brussels, and died in 1^. 

WOLSEY, Thomas, prime minister of Henry 
VIII. who, from being the son of a butcher at 
Ipswich, rose to be a^hbishop of York, chan- 
rellnr of England, cardinal of St. Cicify, and 
legate, a latere. He died in 1530. 
WOLSTONECRAFT. See GODWIN. 
WOLTERS, Henrietta, a lady of Auister- 
dam, eminent as a miniature painter ; she died 
in 1741. 

W^OLZOGEN, Lewis de, a divine of Am- 
sterdam, and a zealous partizan of the Socini- 
ans ; he died in 1690. 

WOMACK, Lawrence, D. D., bislrop of St.

enemy of liberal principles of cHril government, 
and the decided opponent of reform. He is now 
the most efficient member of the Holy Alliance. 
ANGOULEMfij Louis Anthony de Bourbon, 
due d% dauphin of France, is the oldest son ot 
Charles X.. king of France, and of Maria 
Theresa, princess of Savoy. Be was born at 
VeisaiUes, in 1775, an4 in eariy life was distin- 
guished for his inild and aaiiaMe disposition, 
and for his stadkNis habits. At the beginning 
of the French revolution, he emigrated with his 
father to the court of Turin, where for some 
time he devoted himself to his studies. Ilo 
afterwards commanded a corps of emigrants in 
Germany. In 1799, he married the only daugh- 
ter and surviving child of Louis XVI., his pa- 
ternal uncle. For several years he resided at 
diibrent European courts, as the interest or in> 
baasador at several of the European courts. He||clinatkmsoftlieaovereignspermitted, until 1800, 
was one of the commimioners, who signed tbej when he visited Ipgland, where he remained

Be 
was a member of the continental congress In 
1776, and one of the signera of the declaration 
of Independence. He was afterwards sent as 
minister from the congress to Holland, and was 
aeknowied|edin that character by the states. 
While he retained that station, he rendered im- 
portant services to his country by procuring 
loans, and cdndnding treaties of amity and com- 
merce. Toward the close of the revolutionaiy 
war, he was appointed, together with Dr. Frank- 
lin, Mr. Jay, and Mr. Laurens, commiwioner 
for negotiating a peace with Great Britain ; with 
this view he repaUtid to l^aris, where with bis 
colleagues, be had the high honour of procuring 
the recognitiou of the entire, independence of 
ihe coluuies by that power,, and of signing a 
treaty ofpeace to that effbct. He was afterwards 
tJie nrst ambassador from the United States to 
Oreat Briton. On the adopiloa of the constitu- 
tion ot'the United Sutes. Mr. Adams was chosen 
first vice president, and on the retirement of ge- 
neral Wasbington at the close of his second pre- 
sidutttial term, he succeeded him as presideni 
of the United States. Sfer. Adams has resided 
as a private citizen on his esute at Qulncy, 
since his retirement from the presUlenor. He 
has written an able defence of the consototion 
, of the United States. 

ADAMS, John Quincy, is the son of the pre- 
ceding, and was bom atduincy, about 1765. He 
has loitg been engaged in public life, as the re- 
presentative of iiassachusetts, in the United 
States senate, and of his country, as her amr

skm of Spain. He is heir apparent to the French 
throne. The duke and his dutchess are said to 
be extremely devout, but not sufficiently tolerant 
toward the procestanu of the kingdom. 

ANGOULEME, Maria Theresa Charlotte, 
dutchess d\ is t(ie sole survivtaig child of Louis 
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XVI., and his (raeen Maria AMoiiiette ; slie mar- 
ried the duke ta 1799. Tbe onparaUeltid luis- 
foitumt of her early life, have rendered ter 
melancholy, both in appearance and in reality ; 
ahe lias drank too deep of the luuer cup of 
affiictfcH), ever to focget it ; and the traces of her 
lyiexampled miiiery, are probably indelible. Wbe 
la however disitiiguietoed tor her piely, benevo- 
Jence and humanity. The events of her life, 
•re identified with the history of France, and 
of the revolutioo. On the return of Buonaparte 
from Elba, she retired to Bourdeaux, where she 
was received with acclaoMtioos ; but being af- 
terwards deHerted by the inhabitaiiu, she em- 
barked on board an EngUsh vessel for Limdon, 
frcun which place she joined Louis XVIU. at 
Ghent ; she returned to Paris after tlie battle qf 
Waterloo ; she has had no children. 



BADEN, Charles Ixmis Frederick, duke of, 
was born in 1786) and married in 1806 to a cousin 
of the empr«i>6 Joisephiue, ainttlie adopted daugh- 
.ter of NatK)te<»n. lie succeeded to tlie dukedom 
of Baden« in 1810. During the wars ou tiie con- 
tinent, he served with repntationt in several 
campaigns under Buonaparte, by whom he was 
highly esteenuid. The mi^'ortunes of tiie em- 
peror, however, %nd the disasters of the Buaaian 
campaign, M bith to fono-vewcouaexious with 
the other 80venii|as of Europe ; he j(^ned the 
allies, fought against the emperor, aiid was re 
warded by the allJBs, with an accession of terri 
tory . He is one of the few ijenuaa princes, who 
has given aeonstitutioii to his people, founded on 
the same basis as that of tite kingdom of W|r- 
temburg. 

BAILLIE, Joanna, is a single lady, who re- 
sides chiefly in her native country, Scotland. 
She isdisttoguished for hertalentsaud writings, 
and lias published a series of plays in several 
volumes, illustrative of tiie strong passions of 
the mind. She has also written a eoUeciion of 
metrical legends of emtitent eharaaers in one 
volume. 

BARBAULD, Anpa Letitia, is the daughter 
of the Rev. John Aiken, aa EngUsh dissenting 
clergyman, and wife of the Rev. R. Barbauld, 
master of a school in Norfolk. She was born in 
the year 1734, and was «aiiy instructed iu Uie 
Latin and G reek languages by her fatlier. This 
lady is distinguished for her learning, as well as 
I'nr l.er numerous wriiuigs, wlitcli have gained 
tier groat celebrity. 8iie is now far advanced in 
life, and yd retains great viaour both of inteUeci 
and of body. As a writer of |>rose, she has sur- 
Iiasfcd aiiiiost (ivury female of her lime, and is 
equalled for olegauce of diction, and souj^dness 
f>f ^(iU?e, bv few of the other sex. 

UATHURST, Henry, carl, was bom in 17(J2, 
and succevficd his faster, who was several years 
lord chaiicuilor of England, »s earl, in 1794. Aa 
a member of the house of commons, lie was 
honoured with the cmifidence of Mr. Pitt. He 
was made a commiaBloner of tlie admiralty, in 
1783, nnd lord of the treasury, in 1788, and has 
Riibsoquently held several other important officer, 
the dnties of which, he has ditcha^ed with 
ubiiity. He is now secretary of state for the 
colonial department, and one of the teilen of 
the English exchequer. 1 

BEETHOVEN, Ludwig Van, was bom at 
Boun, in the electorate of CoIc«n, in 1772, 
and at tbe early age of eleven, gave evidence, 
]»f those great Diuttoa) talent«, both as a com- 
poser and performer, for which he boa been 
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since so mucli diMinguished. in 1793, be was 
sent by the elector of Cologn, to Vienna, to 
study tbe theory of music^ under tbe cde- 
brated Haydn ; he has tontmued to reside in 
that ci^ eince, under ttie patronage ^ several 
disliMttiBbed noblemen, by whom bets muai- 
fieent^ supported. Bis works are far too nu- 
menma to be mentioned herei th^ are uni- 
veraally known, and are admi^ to be produc- 
tioRs ef the hidbest «rder: many of tbem will 
be beard with delight, after the overtures, even 
of Mozart. Beethoven is extremely deaf ; tKis, 
together wid) a d^ree of inattention to theo' 
dinary rules of politeness in private U^e, has dv ^ 
tracted somewhat from his reputation. He is 
however, said to possess a nice sense of honour 
and of inoral rectitude, and an extensive ac- 
quaintance with literary and scientific sufegccts. 
BERNADOTTE, John Baptist JuUul^ now 
Cliarles John, kins of Sweden, is the son of a 
citizen of Pau, in Beam. He was bora January 
SC, 17Gi»aad after receiving a limited education, 
commenced bis career, as a private soldier in a 
regiment of royal marines, at tlie beginning (tf 
the French /evolution. His activity and vaJour 
soon raised him from obscurity ; iu 1793, he at- 
tained tlie rank of colonel, and the next year, 
that of general of brigade. From that time, bis 
reputation as an officer rapidly increased, and 
his promotion in tlie Fcepch service, conse- 
quently folkiwM. He was appointed ambas- 
sador from France to Vienna, and to Hie Hague; 
commander-in-chief of the army c^ the weM, 
and minister of war. Buonaparte made liim a 
mai-slial of the empire, and gave him tite princi- 
pality of Ponte Corvo. lie was also decorated 
with the order of tlie Eagle by tbe king of 
Prussia, and with tlie insignia ol several oilier 
orders, by different princes. Until laiO, he was 
actively and successfully engaged as a general 
officer, under Napoleon, and u^intained the re- 
putation of a brave, skilful, and efiicieiit ccuu- 
maoder. He was also distinguished no less for 
his humanity and moderation, tliau for'his va- 
lour and energy. This fact, so foreign to the 
characters of the oilier French marshals, en- 
deared him to Llie people of those countries 
through which the victssitudes of war led himi 
and contriiHited in a great degree to his pret-eut 
elevation. On the depoaftion of Gustavus Adoi- 
phus, ill 1810, the throne of Sweden was witii- 
out au heir, and he was selected by tbe piind(^al 
inhubilaiits of tliat country, to supply the xa- 
caocy. He was accordingly proclaimed by the 
states of Sweden, crown prince of that king- 
dom, August, 1811, and adopted by Charles XI 11. 
as his son. On receivuig intelligence nf iliat 
event at Paris, tte solemnly renounced the catho- 
lic religion ; hastened his departure from Fi ui.ci« 
and made his public entrance into Stockholm 
ion the 1st of November folio wing. From ihu 
time to tlie present, he has been dcvotul iti ti:c 
jiiiterests and prosperity of his adopted euuntry, 
and he has gained the confidence and esteem of 
his subjects by his eiertiuns for their weliuie. 
In 1813, Sweden entered into the cualition 
against France, and the crown prince was ap- 
, pointed to command the right wing of tiie allit-d 
! army, consisting of nearly one hundred thousand 
• men ; with this force he gained several impof' 
jitant victories, and contributed to the overthrow 
of Napoleon. On the death of Charies XUI., 
February 5th, 1818, the crown prince was de- 
. ,vated to the throne of Sweden, and has since 
been acknowledged by all the great powers uf 
IJEurope, as sovereign of that kingdom. 
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MKKTRAND, count Henry 
reiuted from a rcs|M)ctabie familylQ TouraiUe. 
II <) took the oatt> of fidelity to Napoleon, and 
r-erved as a general or artillery in the camp of 
tit. Oiiiora, in iBm. The succcfiding year he 
WA!) aid dc-camp to the emperor, and ki tbatca- 
|iacity, acted adistin^aished parttn most of the 
carupaignd of that period. In the battles «f Ahs- 
tcrliu, and Fricdland, he iignalized hiraaeU* as 
a brave and skilful general, and as a firm friend 
of the emperor ; and lie so far succeedud to bis 
contiiieKce and favour, that be was named erand 
liiarsbal of ttie palace. Marsbai Bertraud was 
engaged in the memorable campaign of Russia, 
and tiie severe actions tliat ensued. He then 
retired with the cra|icror to Elba, and, while 



he for a time, aToided taking aoy active part ; 
but th« time soon arrived, when he felt it bis 
duty not to be kept inactive by a mere diffinrence 
of opiniim ; he then joined the army and engaged 
in the coatiBst, with ft#eal and patriotiam, that 
raised Mm to popularity and influence. Frmn 
that day to this, his histiMry is before the world ; 
it has bo«Q a succession of splendid achieve- 
ments, which have gained for his name a mer- 
ited place on the same tablet with that of 
Washington. The brigbteat ntoords of ancient 
or modern fame, have nothing prouder, to offer. 
Time must show, whether lie will complete the 
parallel with his iUustrioin OMXiel, which may 
thus far be ran with so much apparent justice.

RhOOMFIELD, Robert, a distinguished Eng- 
lish poeMcal write^ was born in the county of 
SuffVMk, in the y^r 1776. His father was a 
mechanic of middling circumstancesi} and witli a 
lar^e family depetic'ant on him for sMpp«>rt; he, 
of course, was ena')leil to pive his children but a 
liiniiod and common t^dm-^iinu. The death of 
this p.iient comjHilled Mr. Klooinfield, wlien a 
lad ot' olftvcn years old, to accept the employ- 
ment (H' a farnier's boy. In the intervals of his 
I.-ibours, his native genius prompted him to pe- 
ruse sMCli txioks and newspapers as came within 
Ills reach, and even then, ho wrote a small po- 
em wliiu.'i WHS published in the London Maga- 
zine. He now turned his attention to poe> 
try during the hours of relaxation from labour, 
and roiiii*»»6e!l many excellent pl»ice8 ; the prin- 
ci|ml of which, the *■'■ Farmer's Boy,** as a de- 
scriptive |H>t:in. pnsscBsci: great merit ; it has ful- 
ly e^tubiished the claim of tlie author to the U- 
tiu of poet, and st:imp:.-d his name with the lio- 
imiir <>( •{iMiius. He has also pnblislied songs, 
huilHilri. a^id other pieces ; and the '^ Banks of 
Wye,'* H poem. 

llorilVAR, Simou, i;4 the most brilliant star 
ill (^»lombian history, and indeed In Uie history 
of ino(l<>rn revolutions ; and, to whatever it nwy 
be ascribed, whether u> accident, good fortune, 
'or p<'r.<«onal m*!rit, or to all eomhined, he has 
rai'ied hiui.-^tflf to an eminent station in the li:$t 
<n" aucc»;.-<3rul heroes and remarkuble men. He 
was born at Caraccus, aiH)ut the year 1785, and 
is saiii to 1m descended of a nohlc and wealthy 
liioiily of that place. Afier completing his stu- 
uifs 511 Madild, where he received his education, 
he resided for tiome time at Fnris, where lie wasi 
intimate with Humboldt and Bonpland, and 
theu iiavellod through England, France, and 
other c<»untrie^ of Europe. Before he returned 
to America, he had formed the design of de- 
votint; himself to the cau:je of South American 
iudefH'ndeiice, and he returned in season to 
join Miranda and his associates, ^ust as he had 
iiufiirled the standard of liberty in Venezuela.

preme dictator, with all the «rray at his com- 
mand ; but when a favourable opportunity pre- 
sented, he voUintarily relinquished hia power, 
and returned to the rank of a private citizen. 
As president of tke republic of Colombia, he 
has proved himself etiually eininem as a states- 
man, as well as a soldier. He has recently ex- 
hibited his magnanimity, and disinterestedness, 
by relinquishiiig supreme authority In an adjoin- 
ing sute^ for whose liberties he had been con- 
tending ; and by decliuiiig to accept a present ofa 
million of dollars, which had been vtited him, by 
the confess of Peru, for his patriotic services. 
There is reason to believe that he is about to 
attempt the liberation of Brazil from the domi- 
nmien of a PoNugueee dynasty. 

An American i^itleman, in a letter from 
Lima, thtM speaks of him : • 

*^ General Bolivar, or, as be is always called, 
the Libertador, is about 5 feet 7, slender in his 
person, and,«as the *' Hero of the Equator,*' 
whiehthe Americans call him, might be sup- 
posed to be rather dark in his complexion. His 
countenance, always of a serious cast, yet not* 
withstanding the mouKtaehio on his upper lip^ 
not fernciotis, as many represent him ; his eyes, 
dark hazel, are expressive and penetrating : he 
reads English, but does not speak more than a 
few words. French he sneaks fluently, though 
not correctly. Apohtgizimr one day for my 
imfierfect knowledge of French and Spanish ; 
lie said, " O, no matter, never regret it, your own 
fine idiom m the only one worth speaking ; all 
that is liberal, all that is noble, is to be found in 
that. It is the lansuage of liberty.'* He talks 
a great deal, and with apparent frankness, and 
without premeditation. He seems fond of so- 
cial life, and never balks a party by going away 
prematurely, &«. On two occasions I have Itecn 
wilb Idm in large parties, once at a hall and 
supper, where he staid from eight in the evening 
to five in the morfllRg. talked the whole time ; 
at supper, gave toa^tts and made speeches, and 
after supfier danced a waltz with a handsome 
girl. At a breakfast on Washington's birth day, 
the dav he selected for his visit to the frigate 
tTnited States, which4asted Oroin eleven to three, 
he gave several tonstaand speeches, in one of 
which he exalted the United States as infinitely 
surposshiff every nation of ancieut and modem 
times, in knowing how to unite the most entire 
liberty with tbe most perfcet order, tntelligencCf 
and liberally.

BOTER, John Peter, president of the istamdof 
Havti, is a native of St. ^pmingo. Of bis birth 
and early life, we are unable to give any par- 
ticulan. He fa said to be well educated, and it 
appears that he mnitt long have possessed con- 
siderable infloeoce hi his native island, as on 
the death of Potion, be was elected presMent 
of the republic, without oppo^tion. Since the 
death of Christophe, he has extended his au- 
thority over the whole teland, mid united all tbe 
inhabitants under hto government. Boyer has 
recently procured, by negotiation, the recogni- 
tion on the part of France, of the independent 
sovereign^ of the whole island. So far as we 
are acquainted with ^^ *ots of bis administra- 
tion, he has given evidence of a strong mind, 
and of talmts for goveniing, which might be 
coveted by some of the mote legitimate sove- 
reigns of Europe. 

BRYANT, William CoHen, a poet of con- 
siderable eminence, was horn in the town of 
Conington, Massachusetts. His father was a 
respectable physician of that place. After com- 
pleting his preparatory studies, he became a 
member of ttie WUHamstown coiege, and re- 
mained there two years. He tiien commenced 
his profesBioiial studies, read law In an c^lee 
at Northampton, and settled as a lawyer in 
Great Barrlngton. His amiable character, and 
social qualities have ^taihed for him the. re- 
gard of a large circle ornlends; while bis pure 
taste and cultivated gentue have excited admi- 
ration on both sides of the Atlantie.

BUONAPARTE, madam Letitia Romalina, 
mother to the late emperor of France, was bom 
at Ajaccio, in Corsica, ]<730, and In 1767 married 
an assessor to the tribunal of that island. On 
the death of her husband, she was ^ft with a 
numerous family, and without a fortune. She, 
however, succeeded in gaining powerful friends 
and protectors, to some of wliain she was in- 
debted for the elevation of her family. On the 
invasion of Ck>raica by the B&glish, she removed 
to Marseilles, and from thmte to Paris, where 
she resided until the downfall of the emperor. 
During the greater part of that period^ she 
lived in all the splendour and hixury of a court, 
and received from the French people, that 
homage which was dud to the mother of their 
sovereign. But the elegance which surrounded 
this lady bad no charms for her, and it was sadd, 
that she was constantly advising Napoleon to 
recollect, that the day of trial mifdhft come, when 
the dazzling glory with which he was encircled, 
might pass away. Since the abdieatlbn of the 
emperor, madam Buonaparte Ims resided in the 
states of the church, with her sons Lueien and 
Loiiis. 
BUONAPARTE, Joseph, brother to Nhpo- 
42$ 
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leoo, was born at Ajaccio, Jan. 7, ll^aod ve-. 
moved with his family to France, in 179S. The 
next yoar he married a mademoisellei/lmy, ^s- 
ter to tile present j|ueen of Sweden. He was 
appointed by his brother a commissairy io the 
army; and by the republic ambassador MRome, . 
in 1797. On his return, he was clKteen a depu- 
ty to the council of Five Hundred^ and secreta- 
ry to that body. After the revolatton of the 18th 
Brumaire, his brother named him cgtiHwellor 
of state, and minister plenipotentiaiy to nego- 
tiate a treaty of aminr and commerce with the 
United States. He.«igned the treaty of Liui«- 
vilie, in 180], andaoon after concluded a | 
with Great Britain, at Amiens. He was i 
nated presid«Dt of tbe senate, by tbe emperor* 
and honoured with the titlesof prince and grand 
elector of the empire. This was Imt the pieli^ 
ID farther advancement f he was raised to tb% 
rank of general and oommander-ln-ebief of the - 
army <^ Naples, and lastly named lieu^naat- 
general of that kingdom, which he bad invaded 
at the head of a powerful army. On the 1 3th of 
Feb., 1808, kins Ferdinand left Naples for Sicily, 
and the next day Joseph entered the dty and 
took possession of the palace. He was soon af- i 
ter proclaimed king of Naples, and formal^- 
elevated to that dignity. As sovereli^ of the ■ 
kingdom of Naples, he became subservient to ] 
the views and policy of Napoleon. He suppres- 
sed the religious orders, seized upon their pro* 
perty, and converted their lands to the public 
use. He also abolished tbeifeudal ri^ts, and. i 
created a new order, called the order of the Two 
Sicilies. Hdwas likewise accused of resigning to : 
pleasure, hours which should have 6een devoted j 
to business, and of preferring a voluptuous ud i 
ostentations life, to tbe welfare and respeet of 
his subjects. His administration, however, was . 
far from being either tyrannical or ^u^ and his 
people complained rather of his prodigality of - 
expenditure, and the burthen of the public tax- 
es, than of bis vices or injustice. In tlie year . 
1806, he was proclaimed king of Spain and the 
Indies, by Napoleon, and he imrocdlai«^ quit- 
ted Naples, for his new monarchy. Tbe civil 
wars which ensued in Spain, the interference of 
the Enriish, and the victories of Wellington, . 
caused his overthrow in that kii^<mi, a<^ bia 
retreat ftom it. In 1813. He returned to France^ 
and on the invasion of Russia, in 1814, he was 
appointed by tbe emperor, lieutenant-gikieral of 
the empire, and commandant-general of tbe na- 
tional guards, and confidential adviser to Ae 
empress Maria Louisa, then invested with the 
regency. Being afterwards overpowered by the 
allied army, he left the kingdom, and retired to 
Swttzertand ; and on the final ^icationof Na-^ 
poleon, he came to the United States. He baa 
since resided as an American citizen, in the state 
of New- Jersey, and has acquired the eenfidenoe 
and esteem of the inbaUtants of that state, and 
of the country. His wif^e resides with Iwr two 
daughters in the vicinity of Frankfort 

BUONAPARTE, Lueien, was borti hi 1775, 
and went to France in ITra^ Be was at fiin 
emptoyed as acommissaryiif stores, te Betgiun, 
and did not commence his political career untlff 
1797. He was then sent as a deputy to tbe coun- 
cil of Five Hundred, and, while a member of 
that body, was distinguished for his moderatioo 
and love of justice. Perceiving tiiatchetbcft

ac^e part in the aflTairs of that period. Since 
tlie abdication of the emperor, he has resided at * 
Rottie. He has been created prince of Canino, 
by the pope. 

BUONAPARTE, Louis, third brother of Na- 
poleon, was bom in the year 1778. He entered 
young into the military service, was with his 
brother in tlie campaigns of Italy and Egypt, 
and returned from the latter country with des- 
patebea for the directory. When Napoleon was 
proclaimed emperor, foe was made a constable 
of tha «m|^re, and governor-general of Pied- 
mont. In 1805, be succeeded Moral in the go- 
vernment of the city of Paris ; he afterwards 
. took command of the army north, and on tlie 
4th of iune, 1806, he became king of Holland. 
I^ouis was distineuished for his mild and gentle 
disposition, and for his love of justice. He made 
his administration, so far as was in his power, 
benc^cial to bis people ; he diminished the taz- 
f>8 of tbe country, secretly encouraged trade, and 
generally adopted such measuresas acquired for 
him the character of a good prkice. His policy 
to ftir int«fered with the views of Napoleon, 
that he was compelled to relinquish the throne, 
and he retired to Oratz, in Styria, and afterwards 
to Rome, where he now resides. He has recent- 
ly publMied an Interesting work, relative to his 
reign over Holland. 

BUONAPARTE, Jerome, the younger brother 
of Napoleon, was bom in 1784, and educated in 
Prance. He went to St. IXmilngo with Le Cleit:, 
as a lleutosant, and soon afterwards was ap- 
pointed to the command of a frieate. Buona- 
parte had so high tm opinion of his nautical ta- 
iems that he made him an admiral ; be, bow- 
ever, was soon dissatisfied, and transferred him 
to tbe army, where heTose to the command of 
a divigion. About the year 1801, Jerome visited 
the United Stages, and while here, he married a 
Mi$» Patterson, daughter of a nery reqiectaUe 
gentleman of Baltimore. Napoleon compcl!e<l 
hiia4o divorce this lady, with a view of marry- 
ing a princess of the house of Wertemburg. 
This marriage took place in 1807, and be now 
resMcs with hia family in ttie territory of Wer- 
tembure, uiuierthe title of count of Montfort. 

BURR, Aaron, late vice-president of the Uni- 
ted States, wasbnni atPairneld, in Connecticut, 
in 17^, tnd eductted at Princeton college, in

CALHCXTN, John C. is a' native of South < 
Carolina, and was bom m tbe district of Abbe- 
ville, about the year 1781. His father emigrated 
from Penn^hrania to South Carolina, anterior 
to .the revolution, aud^was aa ardent whig dur- 
ing that struggle. Mr. Calboon laid the founda- 
tion of hto classical attainments under the tuition 
of the Rev. Dr. Waddel, after wbkta be became 
a student at Tale Coll^fe, and graduated with 
much distinction for Ms DroActency in meta- 
physics, mathematics, and the sciences gene- 
rally ; and vi^tb a high reputaUon for bis talents. 
At this period. Dr. DwigDt foretold the political 
eminence which be would one day attain. Mr. 
Calboun prepared biaraelf for the practice of 
law, attended the lectuies <^ jp^tfi Reeve, at 
LitchfieM, Cimn., and soon after, rose to the 
first grade in his professioQ. In a short time be 
1 became a member of the legislature of his native 
state, whem he attracted great eonfidence, and 
in two years be was elected to congress. Of this

Itively directed to the great and important object 
|of the general defence," and his active niiud 
seems Ui have parvaded and analysed the great 
and complicated mass of o\ir national interests, 
and to have foraiod almost a new creation in 
the militaiy department of the government." 
In March, 1825, Mr. Calboun was elected vice- 
presidenC of the United States. He was a lead- 
mg, decided, and able advocate for the late war, 
and has ev^ bean a uniform advocate tor in- 
ternal impn»vementa, and also for a navy, ** atf 
the appropriate armour fisr a free people, with- 
out endangering their liberty." As a statesman, 
Mr. Calhoun is an (»nament to his country ; as 
a patriot, he is ardent and independent ; and his 
colloquial powers are of tbe first order. 

CAMBACERES, John James Regis do, was 
bom at Montpdlier, of a respectable family, in 
1793, and educated for the bar. His talents soon 
gave him reputation, and in 1798, he was nam* 
ed a deputy to tbe national convention, and, in 
that capacity, voted for tbe death of the king. 
He w» afterwards president of the council of 
Five Hundred, and minister of Justice. On the 
elevation of Napoleon to the first consulsbip, 
Cambaceres was created second consul, and, in 
that office, devoted himself to the organization 
of the courtaof justice As emperor, Napoleon 
n^ed him arch-ciiancellor of the empire, and 
a mejnber of the legion of honour. He was in- 
defotigable in,tb» service of the emperor, who 
423 
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initiated hlin in all bit secrets, and on several 
occasions, in the absence of Naiwleon, he wwi 
intrusted with the control of affairs. In 1814, 
he was created graiAl dignitary of the order of 
the iron crown, and president of the council of 
regency, daring the campaign of Rusisia. After 
the Abdication of Bonnaparte, he sent in hiii ad- 
tiesion to the king ; but on tlie retum of that 
monarch from Elba, he resnncd his ufflces of 
arch-chancellor and Minister of justice. On the 
llaal return of Louis XVIII., he was banished 
as a regkide, but kas been since snflTured to re- 
turn to Paris, where he now lives in a very re- 
tired manner. He published, in 1704, his project 
for a civil code, which has since served us a ba- 
sis of the Napoleon code. 
CAMBRUiGB, ^olphus Frederick, duke of, 



jwas born iji 1755, and uducartid ui i'auiii i >ui-, 
where he took his first degree in 1777. Me wu? 
(toon made dean of Windsor, and in 1701, r^i!jt>(l 
to the bishopric of Norwich. On ttic death oi 
the late primate, Dr. Sutton was, by the infiu< 
Knee of the king, nominated to tiil the v^cmtvey. 
He is said to be a prelate of great learning, con* 
ciliating habits of life, of an amiftble diaracter, 
and well calcutatdd to fin the highest episcopal 
dignity of the realm. His only son, is now 
speaker of the house of commons. 

CAR^Y, William, Lh. D., baptist missionaiy 
at Bengal, was originally a shoemaker. In bw 
twenty-fourth year he was ordained as a clergy- 
man, and in 1793, was sent as a missionary lo 
India. On his arrival there, he iminediatHy 
made himisclf master of the Bengalee, San^rit, 



Britain, and was ttorn in 1774. He was educa- 
teil at Gottingen, and when he came of age, 
wns made a coloniel, and created duke of Cam- 
bridge, with a stipend of l^OOOZ. a year. In 
1803 he was sent with 14,000 men to defend 
Hanover; but not succeeding, he returned to 
England. He then took his seat in the house 
of lords, and was promoted in the army to the 
rank of field marshal. In 181d he married the 

ftrincess Au<ni;$ta, niece of the landgrave of 
lo^sc, by whom he has a son. Since his mar- 
riage his yeariy allowance has been doubled. 

OAMPBBLU Thomas, a dbtinguished i)oeti- 
cal and miscellaneous writer, was bom at Glas- 
gow, in the year 1777, and received his education 
It the university of that city. In 1799, he pub- 
lished "The Pleasures of Hope," a poem of 
great merit, and wliich has passed through sevf;- 
ral editions. He subsequently travelled on the 
rontincut, and on his return settled in London, 
lit' has since written " Gertrude of Wyoming," 
and other poems, and " Annals of Great Britain 
fron the accession of George HI. to the peace 
of America. Mr. Campbell is the author of 
tieveral articles on poetry and belles letlres in 
tile Ediuburgb Encyclopaedia, and is now editor 
of tliH Ijondon New Monthly Magazine (I&i25.) 
C A N N I NG, George, Rl. Hon. The father of 
ttii:! rentlenmri, a native of Ireland, having dis 
pleased his (Viends by marriage, was \et\ to pro- 
vide f<ir htiuse'f, and died in early^life, leaving 
h\i tattitiy destitutii. Mr. Canning was educated 
l*y Ilia reiatiiiMs. at Eton and Oxford, when; ho 
y.-iinvA severtri prizes. He afterwards went to 
the T< tuple Jo study law, and after completing 
liii; studies, was returned a member of pariia- 
nieut for Newiown, ia the Isle of Wight. The 
i<uni?ter, Mr. Pitt, soo« discovered his abilities, 
and otTered him the place of under secretary of 
«:» ue, in thp a Iminisiratloa, which, in 17%, he 
acceptred. From that ttmei he supported Mr. 
i'iu until hie di^dth ; lie then joined Mr. P«ircival, 
:i:ul wna made secretary of state for foreign af- 
itir^. Ill itiis capacity, his conduct to lord Cas- 
ilffeaiili, l»rought on a duel between them, in 
u'hir.i^ he w«u< wounded, and for which he lost 
tus pl.ic.e. lie afterwards came into pariiameot 
iVd.i) Ijivorpitol ; was sent as ambassador to 
I.i-'-h.tii, and on his return was made preaident 
ff Uii! IJoard of Control for India Affaira. Mr. 
I'niiiiiii!: is now secretary of state for foreign 
lur.iir.-s, and leader of the administration party 
i:i the Imuse of commons. He is said to have 
f)<:cii a contributor to, and perhaiw proprietor 
of, tfiH (^arterly Review.

CATALAN!, Angelica, madam, is prob.nbr? 
tfie most distinguished female singer of th4f a<^'>. 
She was born near Rome, in 178t2, and educated 
in a convent. Her father who was a silversmith, 
hecomins embarrassed in his pecuniary atfairsj- 
his daughter became a public singer at Milan; 
'at the age of fifteen, and was highly applauded 
by the Italian and French critics and joumuU. 
On her first appearance in England, iir IHOfi, ^-he 
was found superior to all the continental pane- 
zyi ics, and htm never since ceased to l>e croaily 
admired. Her voice is singularly powert'ul, and 
eqimlly melodious in the high and totv tofi^f:. 
Her figure is finely formed, and her depurtiiioiit 
majestic. She ia still heard with di-light, b«)th 
in Groat Britain and on the continent. 

CH.\NTREV, Francis, on eminent English 
sculptor, was born at Norton, in Dcrbysliire, in 
tl>c year 1782. His father dying when he wa4 
quite young, he was educated by his mtuhi-r, 
and in early life gave indicationg of hiii mniiiiii, 
by making models in clay. His friends had 
chosen the law as a profession for him, and he 
was on his way to Sheffield, to enter an office, 
when he chanced to look at some 5gure^ in ihe 
shop of a carver atid gilder, which imnudintely 
induced htm to change hi? pursuits. He there- 
fore became an apprentice to the carver, and 
resided with him three years ; during which Im ' 
devoted himse^' to drawing, modellini^, and 
studying from tiature. He then went to L<md<ui. 
where he soon atb'acted attention, and ohtuined 
extensive employment. His first public work, 
was a statue of the king in Guildhall. He has 
shice establiahed his reputation, by several 
splendid specimens of his genius. In 1818, Mr. 
Chantrey visited Italy, and contracted an inti- 
mate friendship, with his great rival Canova. 

CHAPTAL, John, count de Chanteloun, was 
born at Montpellier, in the vear 1755. He stu- 
died medicine and natural philosophy when 
young, and, before the French revolution, was 
distinguished as a physician and chymt.<<t. At 
the beginning of the revolution he headed a mob 
in Montpcllierjand took possession of the citadel 
in 1791. In 1793, he was called tn Paris by the 
committee of safety, to be consulted as a chy- 
mist, relative to the production of saltpetre, 
aod the making of gunpowder, and Ih: bo far 
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3iM3c*>eded in improving the maniiltetiireof tfa 
article, as to produce aQ that was wanted for tJ 
119^ of the French amy, consiacing of 1,400,0 
men. It may safelv be said, that if any m; 
eontributed more than another to prevent the 
republic from being overrvn, at that time, It was 
M. Chaptal. He was rewarded for his servi- 
ces by the dhreetory with the profesMXsbip of 
chymistry, in the university of MontpcUier. He 
was afterwards, under Boooaparte, made minis- 
ter of the interior. In tkat situation, he paid 
great attention to the manufacturing estaUi^ 
ments In France, and to the means oTpromoting 
education. He was a devoted friend to Napoleon 
during iUs reigOf and since his abdication has 
lived as a private citizen. His writings have 
been very numerous, principally on chymical 
subjects. 

CHARLES X., king of France, was bom Oet. 
9, 1757. He married, in 1773, Maria Theresa, 
of Savoy, by whom be had three children, a 
daughter, whodied young, the present due d' An- 
gouleme, and the late due d*Berri. In his youth, 
the king was gay and cxtrava^nt; he was, 
bowever, amiable in liis disposition, and a pat- 
ron and protector of men of letters. From the 
beginning et the revolution be was decidedlv 
opposed to any reform, and soon emigrated with 
his family- He went to Turin, and, in 1791, 
joined his brother, the late king Louis XVIIL. 
and prepared to assist in invading France. The 
eirents of this period of his life are matters of 
history, and do not need repetition here. Fall- 
ing in his projected invasion of Prance, he re- 
tired to Westphalia, and afterwards to Great 
^Britain, where he resided until the restoration 
of his family. In 1814, he returned to France, 
and took up his residence in the Thuilleries, as 



Iie(itenai^[bneral of the kingdom in the absence 
of his bronir ; and by his affable deportment and 
condescending manners, contributed not a little 
to reconcile the French to a change of govern- 
ment. On the death of his brother, he succeed 
ed to the throne under the title of Charles X. ; 
he was recently crowned at Rheims, with all 
tffe parade and splendour of modem extrava- 
gance. The general policy of his administra- 
tion has been the same as that of his predeces- 
sor, since his elevation to the throne. He has, 
liowever, abolished the censorship of the press, 
and done some other acts indicative of sounder 
views of government, than were entertained 
during the last reign. 

CHARLES LOUIS, of Lorraine, archduke 
of Austria, was born in the year 1771. He be- 
gan his military career under the prince of Co- 
bourg, in Brabant, and was soon afterwards 
made governor and captain-ceneral of the low 
countries, and field marshu of the empire. 
TT)i9 prince coromMided with great reputation 
and glory in the war against revolutionary 
France, and in a sttccession of campaigns, and 
during a series of severe actions with the first 
French generals of the age, proved himself not 
only a matca for them, but almost the only 
general eapable of successfully opposing them. 
Oarlimita will not allow us to recapitulate his 
victories ; we can only say, that whether oppos- 
ing Moreau on the Rhine, Buonaparte In Italy, 
or Maraena in Switzerland, he dbplayed great 
military talents, and acquired great glory. Ow- 
ing to the intrigues of the Austrian court, he 
was induced to resii^n his military comnmiM, 
und be was made minister of war. In 1809, he 
resumed the command of the army of Italy, and 
the next jrear he was made Anstrian generalis- 
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simo of the army. After the peace with Francci 
be had an Interview with Napoleon, and repre- 
sented bim at the marriage ceremony with the 
arch dotchess Maria Louisa, at Vienna. Prince 
Ctaries now resides at Vienna, devote^ to mill- 
tanr and literary studies. 

CHATEAUBRIAND, Francis AugusttM. vis- 
count de, was bora in 1740, of an ancient rami* 
ly In Brittany. He entered into the military 
service in 1788, but Ms r^ment revolting at 
the beglnniM of the revolution, he came to 
America, and spent some time among the In- 
dians of the westtam wilderaess, stu^ng the 
character of that people, and viewing the beau- 
ties of nature In their original state. He re- 
turned to Europe in 179S, and ftom a sense of 
duty, enlisted under the banner of the French 
princes. In their service be was severely 
wounded, and confined to bis bed for three 
years ; this ruined his finances, aiid compelled 
him to resort to his pen fi>r support. He pub- 
lished his Essay on Ancient and Modem Revo- 
lutions, and afterwards his Genius of Chris- 
tianity, works which have been much read and 
admired. Napoleon wished to attach him to 
his interests ; and for a short time succeeded ; 
but on the death of the duke d* Bnghein, he re- 
signed his employments* He then travelled in 
Italy, Greece, andlQie Hbly Land ; 9^ has since 
published his travels in those countries. During 
the residue of the reign of Napol^n, he lived 
a private life ; but on the restoration of the 
Bourbons, he was created a viscoum, and nam- 
ed minister to Sweden. He was afterwards 
ministor to Beriin, president of the electoral 
collese of the Apartment of Loiret, and mtn»- 
ter or state. He has lately resigned his offtcdt 
In consequence of a quarrel with|S0ke ministry. 

CLARENCE, William Heiiry/auke of, is the 
third sou of bis lat€f miO^^stv, George III. He 
was bom In 17C5, educated for the navv. nnd 
sent to sea at an-earty age. flavtng servVd his 
time as a midshipman, he was gr8du<illy pro- 
moted to the command of a ftlgate, and recently 
to the station of admiral of the fleet. In 178^, 
he was created duke of Clarence, and St. An- 
drews, with tn income of 1S,000; per annum. 
In 1814, he commanded the royal yacht, which 
conveyed Louis XVIII. to France and a throne. 
He married in 1818, a sister of the duke of Saxe 
Meiningen. 

CLARKSON, Thomas, a distinguished En- 
glish philanthropist, was bom in the year 1761, 
and educated at Cambridge, where he had a 
high reputation. In 1785, Mr Clarkson composed 
a prize essny in Latin, on the question, " Is it 
just to make men slaves against their will?" 
a translation of which he afterwards published 
This was, probably the first effectual step toward 
the suppression of the African stave trade ; and 
seems to have stimulated its author to those 
great exertions, which so materially contributed 
to the English act of abolition . From this time, 
Mr. Clarkson relinquished his professional pur- 
suits, and devoted bis whole time to this great 
object. He connected himself with Bk. Wilber- 
force and otbers, and formed a society for the 
abolition of the African slave trade ; he tiaowrote 
and published several works on tbe sut^ect ; had 
several Interviews with Mr. Pitt, and the privy 
ooancll ; and after years of unwearied exertion, 
has accomplished the great object he had in 
view. He has Hved to witness the triumph of 
principle, and of humanity, and to see bis n 
placed among tbe beneflMtort of tlie

if a native orniecoumy of Hanover, in Virf^ia. 
Hto fktber. a respectable baptist dergyman, 
died when be was very young, leaving bis family 
in peoniiiary means, soinewhM limited. His 
education was not ttrat of a seiiolar ; but at an 
early age as a cleric in tbe chancer ofBce at 
Rtcbmond, Mr. Clav attracted the attention of 
cbaneeltor Wythe, In whose house lie found an 
asylnm and a home, an instructor and patron. 
Under whose auspices he soon acquired a pro- 
ikieney in the taw. Be removed to Leiington, 
Ky., in n97, and there was successful in his 
profession, and soon became distinguished as a 
politician. From 1799 until 1806, he was a 
Jeadmg and eloquent member of the house of 
Representatives of Kentuclcy, at which time he 
was elected t member of the senate of the 
United States. After tMt^ be was successively 
chosen a member of theiegisiature of his adopted 
state ; of the senate of tbe United States ; and 
in Nov. 1811, a member of the house of repre- 
eent^ves of the United States, and was imme 
diately chosen sp^er of that body. This ollice 
he held until his iFecent appointment of secre- 
tary of state, at the commencement of Mr. 
^aras* administrati<Hi. Mr. Clay's politick 
career has been populv. In every appointment 
which he has held, b#has Acquitted himself 
with dign^ and firmness, and he has acqaired 
the reputation of a zealous patriot ; a statesman, 
sound, prompt, and sagacious ; and a briUiant 
and fbreiMe orator. 

CLnrrON, De Wltt, eon of James Climon, 
a major-general in the revolutionary array, was 
bom in the county of Orange, state of New- York, 
in the year 1769. He was educated at Columbia 
College, and after receiving tbe honours of the 
university, commenced the study of the law, in 
rrm^ and was adored to the bar. Re was ee- 
CTCiary to his uncle, governor George Clinton, 
who appointed hhn SPcretary of tbe university, 
and of the board of fortifications of New-YoA. 
Be was elected a member of the le^slature, 
from tbe city of New- York, In- 1797, without 
oppoeMon,And soon after was chosen a member 
^ the senate. Mr. Clinton was afterwards a 
member of the eouncil of appointment, in 1802 
a senator in congress, and was from 1803 to 
1807 mayor of the city of New- York. During 
this time, he was for nine months a senatcN' in 
the legislature, and n>eml)er of the council of 
appointment. In 1808 he was again chosen 
mayor of the city of New- York, and received 
the appointment of regent of the university. 
During Mr. Clinton^s public life, much "of his 
attention has tieen bestowed upon subjects rela- 
tive to the pnblic health and internal improve- 
ments generally, and when the law was passed, 
in 1817, authorising tbe junction of the Western 
and Northern lakes and the Hudson river, by ca- 
nals, Mr. Climdn was appointed commissioner. 
In 1811 he was elected lieiktenant-governor of the 
state of New^York, and recommended as a 
candidate for president ef the United States, by 
a majprity of the members of the legislature, 
and from that time until 1815, was agam mayor 
of the «lty of New- York. He was elected, in 
1817, govenrar of tlie state of New- York, almost 
without opposition, and was re-elected in 1834 
In thegreatand growing itateofwhichMr. Clin 
ton is a native, his naaM, his genius^ and his ser- 
vloea, are stamped upmi many mohuments of 
pnhHe munificence; and the promptitude^ so- 
Hdity, anff talent exhibited in Ms public career, 
evince that his energy is equal to ang^ oocuiTeBce.

in Surrey. His father taught him arithmetic, 
and to read and write, and educated him as a 
farmer. Eariy in life, he left his father and 
went to London, and afterwards enlisted in a 
regiment destined to Nova Scotia, where he re- 
sided six years. During this time, he devoted 
all his leisure to the cultivation of fafs mind, la 
1799, be came to America, here he commenced 
author, and under the name of Peter Porcupine, 
wrote a series of essays, which exhibited his 
powers, and enraged his opponents. Beipt 
prosecuted for a libel and amereed in 5000 dollan 
damages ; he left the country and returned id 
England, where he commenced his Political 
Register, which be extended to forty volumes. 
In this paper he attacked the administration with, 
his whole energies, and with sucb eflfect, as to* 
incur the vengeanceof the ministry. Mr. Cobbett 
visi^ America again In 1817, and retumM to 
England in 1819. He still conUnues his writings, 
which are already numerous. In dry humour, in 
pointed sarcasm, and inihe poWer of eastfog ridi- 
cule upon an opponent, he is almost unrivafied. 
Mr. C. is said to be pre(>aring for publication, a 
History of the Persecutions of tbe late Queen. 

CON6REVE, sir WilHam, was bom in the 
year 1760, and emered young into the artiUeiy, 
of which his father was an officer of rank. Be 
applied himself assiduously to the service, and 
soon distinguished himself by his mechanical 
genihli, and by his important improvements 
The principal of these. Is the rocket, known by 
the name of the Congreve Rocket, Which, as a 
formidable means of military annoyance, iv 
generally admined to be more efficient than al- 
most any other. This he Invented in 1808; it 
is now adopted generally hi the af mies of tlie 
military powers of purope. Sir William has pub- 
lished several scientific works, whidttr^rove him 
a man of extraordinary talents. He Is said to be 
high in favour with the present king George IV. 

eONSTAMTlNE, grandduke of Russia, ia 
the second son of Paul i Re marri^t In ITM^ 
a princess of Saxe Cobourg, who has since re» 
turned to her family. In 1799, he served mnf#r 
general Suwarrow, and behaved with great 
bravery. He veas m the battle of Auatt^tiiZv 
opposed to Bemadotte, and distiuguiahed him* 
self by his gallant resistance to the French." 
During the invasion of Russia, he was activel^r 
engaged, and in thesul)8equait campaigns ; and 
be entered Paris with the allies. He is now 
viceroy of Poland, under his hrother Alexander. 

COOPER, sir Astley Pastun, F. R. 8., is one 
of the most distinguished surgeons and medical 
writere in Great Britain. Few p os occa an equid 
share of science and practice, md none etijoy a 
higher reputation for that spirit ofiiberftlity aadr 
philoftophy, which ought to characterize the 
member of a learned proftssion. Ht ia a mern^ 
ber of the Royal Society, a surgeon of 6u3filB 
Hospital, and president of the Medieti and Chi- 
rurgicai Society. His writinn, which m« m- 
inerous, are eimsldered atauflnrd iSeerita by tfM 
members of the profession. He has hu^ been 
appointed surgeon to die king, «id er^tted • 
baronet. 

CUVIBR, baron de, was bom at MombiiHard 
in 1700, and educated at Stutgard, where tm be- 
came acquainted with the language, the litera- 
ture, and the aeienoes of Germany. He arrived 
inFrance at the beginning of tbe revohitioD, and 
was soon dis^guisbed among scimtifie mew 
He was one of the first members of the French 
Inatitute; and ia perpetuiU oecretary of fh« 
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«niy of phy9lt«l science, and professor of 
natural history to the college of France. Baron 
Cuvier is one of the most distinguislied natural- 
ists of the present age ; and to profound know- 
ledge, be has the art of expressins; his ideas with 
great clearness and el^^nce. His wrifinp are 
very numerous, on scientific and miscellaneous 
subjocts. He is one of tiie editors ,of the Jour 
T%9l dee Scavants. 
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Seine, and in 1810, was appointed couttsetlor 
of the court of appeals. In 1815, he put hinr- 
self at the head of a company of national 
guards, in support of the royal cause, and 
vehemently opposed the^esttHration of Buona- 
parte. On the retnrn of the liine, be wis appoint- 
ed prefect of police and a member of the coancU 
of state, and soon after, he was made minhiter 
of police in the room of Fouche. He was a^r- 
wards created a count, removed from the minis- 
try of police, to that of the home department ;

from Louis XVIII. to Great Britain. Be ia 
now one of the ministry, and president of the 
council.

D*ARBLAY,madame, is the dauehter of Dr. 
Bumey, and is better knowi> by her maiden 
name, of Miss Frances Bumey. This lady has 
deservedly attracted public attenUon, and gained 



She unquestionably ranks among tlie first female 
novel writers ot the age. Her first work was 
BveJina, published in 1777. To this succeeded 
Crecilia and. Camilla; she has also written a 
tragedy, which has been performed on the Eng- 
lish stage, and recently a novel called the Wan- 
derer, or Female Difllculties. Madame D* Arblay 
is now a widow, and resides, since, the death 
of her husband, in England. 

DAVID. This celebrated French painter has 
been greatly didtinguished for his zeal and atro- 
city as a revplutionist. He was a member of 
the national convention, and voted for the im- 
mediate death of Louis XVI.; and he was the 
constant associate and intimate friend of Robes- 

eerre and Marat. After the fall of the former, 
i was arrested and Imprisoned, but his merit 
as an artist, probably saved his life. He is ac- 
knowledged to be the first French painter of the 
present dav. His pictures of the " Death of 
Mfirat,*' of the Sabines, and of the coronation 
of Napoleon, are considered as admirable speci- 
mens of the art. As a regicide, David has been 
banished, since the return of J^uis 3^VI1I., and 
now resides in Bruxelles. 

DAVY, sir Humphrey. This distinguished 
philosopher, w^ bas done so much to enlarge 
the bounds of chjrmical science, was l>om at 
Feasance, in the year 1779, and received the 
nidimeats of education at the school in that 
place. At the age of 15, he was placed as a pupU 
with a Mr. Borlase, an excellent surgeon and 
aecompKsbed scholar, with whom he resided 
several yeans. durii|g which time, he laid down 
for hinuelf, and pursued a course of study, 
whkh made him master of the leading princi- 
ples of botany, anatomy, and physiology, the 
simple mathematics, natural philosophy, and 
chymistry. Ttie latter study, however, was 
most con^oiial to his taste, and some ear^ dis- 
eoveries in that science, drew him from otMcuri- 
ly, and devoted him for life, to the pursuit of 
uk favourite science. He soon aAer published 
his *' Rescarehes Chjnnical and Philosophical,** 
aad was chosen professor of chymistry in the 
' royal institution. His most brilliant discoveries 
were subsequent to this period. Our limits will 
nol permit us to mention titem. The most im- 
portant, however, to the cause of bumantw, as 
well as of science, was the invention of the 
safety lamp, which bas proved of immense 
benefit to the English miners. JSir Humphrey 
Is DOW president of the Royal Society, and a 
member of most of the philosophical societies 
•f Europe. His writings are numerous, and of 
meat imporunce to the cause of

DE8EZE, Raymond, die intr^d and eloquent 
defender of Louis XVI. at the ^r of tbe French 
national convention, was bom at Bourdeanx. in 
1750, and educated for the bar from his earnest 
years. His profesrionid wuc^^a was unusually 
rapid. Having beeit engaged in a defence which 
had attracted the attention of the fashionable 
Hforld, he so farsuceeeded, as to gain the esteem 
and patronage of the count de Vergennes. 
With his influence, he removed to Paris, where 
he soon gained the reputation of the most elo- 

5[uent a(^ocate of Prance. He was imprisoned 
or his defence of his unfortunate sovereign^ 
and narrowly escaped death ; lived in retirement 
during the reign of Napoleon, and was only 
rewarded for Ms loyalty, on tlie restoration of 
the Bourbons.

ED6EWORTH, Maria, if the daughter ot 
Richard Lovell Edgeworth, esq., of Edgeworth- 
town, Ireland, a gentleman distinguished in the 
literary world for his talents and wvftings. The 
daughter is said to excel her parent in talents ; 
she has devoted herself to literarv pursuits, with 
seal and ardour. One of her objects hm been 
to perfect the system of female education, in 
which she bas in part succeeded. As a novel 
writer, she ranks among the most eminent ; and 
tbe Irish character has never been drawn with 
equal truth and spirit by any other writer. Her 
publications, which are numerous, have beea 
well received on both sides of the Atlantic. 

ELDON, the eart of, is the son of a Mr. 8cott 
of Newcastle, and was bom in 1750. He was 
educated at Oxford, entered at Middle Temple, 
in 1772, and called to tliebar at the usual perkkL 
His first efforts were far from successful, out the 
encouragement he received from lord Thurlow, 
induced him to proceed, and be then rose into 
repute. He was la 1783, chosen a member oS 
parliament, and soon after attomeyrgeneral. In 
1790, he was appointed chief- justice of the com- 
mon pleas, and raised to the peerage. Two 
years after, he was nuule lord chancellor ot 
Great Britain, an office which he still retains. 
Be has accumulated an inmiense fortune by his 
proforaion, and has been created an eart. 
' EBtMET, Thomas Addis, esq., is a native of 
DuMia. His father was an eminrat physician, 
of that city, and the son was educated for that 

E9fession, and took a doctor's degree at Bdin- 
rgh ; but on the deaib of a brother, wbo bad 
risen to eminence as a barrister, be quitted tb# 
pmctice of medicine for that of tbe law, and 
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lin. Mr. Euiiuet wu odu of the leading mem- 
b«fflor tbe NK iLiy of united IrishmeB, and was 
appointed a member of Uie Iriab directory, wliicli 
waa to be substituted for the existing spirenunent. 
His safety being sUpulaied for by tfie man wbo 
betrayed tlie plot, tie was exiled from tlie Britisb 
doniuionc He tben establislied liimaelf in 
New- York, wliere he now practice^with great 
reputation andflucceai. 

ERSKUiE, Thomas, Idrd, Is the tUrd son of 
the laie eari of Bucban, and was bom in Scot 
land, in 17W. After completlog bis education, 
Qnder ttie care of one of the most accomplished 
scholars of Scotland, be entered the navy, which 
he aooo exclianged for the army, in which he 
served several years. The demands of an in- 
crearing familv, and the scantiness of his ia- 
cooM, as an oncer, induced him to make choice 
of a profession, and in 1777 he commenced his 
legal studies. The next year he was called to 
the bar. Here he soon had an opportunity of 
displaying his transcendant talents, and his first 
ellbrt was considered a masterpleee of fbrenaic 
eloquence. Froaitliat moment his success was 
certain, and his sobeequent exertions have only 
realized the expectations formed by those who 
then heard him. As an eloquent and accon»> 
plished advocate, lie unque^onably stood first 
at the EMtish bar. Xori nrskine became a 
member or the house of commons, in 1783, 
cretted a peer in 1806, and raiM^ to tbe dignitr 
of lord high chancdlor of the realm ; wtiich of- 
fice be resigned, on his friemto going out of ad- 
ministratioa. 



FELLBNBERG, M., a celebrated agrieultu 
ralist and instructor, was born at Berne, in Swit- 
xerland, in 1771. fie is a great-grandson, by the 
mother's side, of admiral Van Tromp. lie was 
very carefuHy educated, and, in aarly life, tra- 
velled in France, Switzerland, and Germany, as- 
Kumingthe parb and appearance of a labourer, 
thatJie might better acquaint himself with men, 
and thetr wants. H« was of great use in pre- 
serving tranquillity, by his influence, in bis na- 
tive country, after the conquest of tbe French, 
In 1798. He soon withdrew from public affairs, 
and having formed an acquaintance with tbe 
celebrated Pestalozzi, bought a large farm at 
Hofwyl, about 6 miles from Berne, which he cul- 
tivated in the most .ippfoved manner, to serve 
OS a model for the neighbourhood, and which is 
tilled by tlie scholars in his school of industry. 
He also established a school, in w^hich he has 
very snccesb-fully attempted a new system of 
education, and which has attracted great atten- 
tion in Europe. 

FERDINAND IV„ kinf of the Two Sicilies, 
the third son of Charles HI. of Spain, was bom 
in Naples the 19th of January. 1751. His natural 
disposition was mild and amiable, and in «arly 
life was exhibited fn acts of charity and benevt>- 
lence, which rendered him the idol of the people 
of Naples. His father succeeding to the throne 
of Spain in 1759, Ferdinand was deckuredlriDg 
of ~the Two Sicilies, and during bis minority, 
wasplaced . by bia father under a regency. He 
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Europe ; and since tben, has eiqperienc^d mO 
the victesitudes of fortune, from victory ai^ 
conquest to defeat and disgrace. Be hns i«- 
peatedly been driven from his capital, aiul c<m»- 
pelled to tak^ shelter in Sicily ; be has «c4:ii 
that capital threatened with bombardiftH'iit ai^ 
pillage, by a foreign foe, and saved from tl»at 
fate, only by bribery and comiptjon ; lie has 
seen Ids em^re wrested from him by bd eneniy. 
himself dethroned, and Murat, the brother of 
that enemy, seated on his throne; he baa seen 
bioMeif deserted by his own subjects, and at tbe 
mercy of a neighbeuriDf power ; and wiien re- 
stored to hiatlnroiie, and to the pleidtiide oT bis 
audioriQr, he has again seen his peopile revoH- 
iug agalatt a reign distinguiBhcd only for m 
tyranny, bigotry, and oppressioa, and deaaand^ 
ing of their sovereign a conetitutioBal Ibrafi of 
foveromeat, and mild and equal laws, wsd bas 
feond himself obliged toyield to their dqaiaiMla. 
The tnterfereaee of the Holy AUiaoce ba» jciaca> 
ed him from tbe iDfluence of hieaul^ta, and 
again plaoed bim ob ao abeotate tbreae. He 
m>w boMs despotic dominion over hie anl^ecta, 
sui^oned bf a& Aostriaa armed force wkbia 
his territory, and liable on the reoEioval of that 
force, to the'vei^ance of an inured, oppressed, 
and insQlted people. 

FERDINAND VII., king of Spain and tbe 
Indies, is tbe son of Charles IV. of Spain, and 
was bom the 13th of October, 1784. Be was 
ereated priaee of Asturias,^ when only six years 
of age, and succeeded to tbe throne by tbe abdi- 
cation of his father 4a bis favour, in 180& Tbe 
Uiddents of hiaeventful reipi, have bom marked 
by the stujndity and bigotry, which so eminently 
cbaractenze this soveieign. Soon after be 
ascended the throne, he was pwsaaded to leave 
his dfnnioions, ai)^ meanly submit bimself to 
the power of Napoleon, that he ifA^bt obtain 
from tiiat emperor a recognition tn bis title; 
when in his power, he was made a prisoner to 
France, forced to relinquish his sceptre. uncon- 
ditionally, to bis father, by whom it waa resign- 
ed to Buonaparte, and for five years kept in 
custody in the interior of France. On a chaise 
of affiMra in France, lie was sufiered to return 
to bis d<Hnioioas. Before be left bis kingdom, 
he had autborieed the cmivocation of a cortes, 
and he h»6 sokoMily promised to maintain them 
in their privileges, and to .improve their acts. 
No sooner, however, had he returned to Spain, 
than he refused to sign a constltu^oo enacted 
by the coitea, he declared null all their actt 
done in bis absence, lie restored tlie inquisition, 
ordered tiie monka wbo had been serviiig in the 
army during tbe revolution, to cetum to tfaek 
monaateries, and denounced all those who bail 
taken the oatii of allegiance to BiKmapaite. Be 
even went farther, aiM condemned to exile Md 
iroj^fismiment the most patriotic membaa of 
tile cortes, who bad «ttruf0ed during lus jm- 
prisonment, to suinort bia throne, and preserve 
it nninpahred unw bis rostoration. During bis 
reign, the inhidMtanUi of his Soutii Amenenn 
eotonias have Aadaiaaed allegiance to histhnmei

FRRDINAND HI., grand dolce of Tuscany, 
and archduke of Austria, was bom in the year 
1769. He is a son of the htte Leopold, emperor 
of Germany, and brother of the present empe- 
ror of Austria. Tuscany was granted him by 
Ms fkther, and he was created grand duke in 
1791 . Diatlnguisbed by his protection of letters, 

' and the mildness of his administration, he has 
shown himself more desirous to maintain peace 
in his states, than to involve tliem in war, for 
what are now styled the essential principles of 
government. He was, therefore, the first of the 
princes tif Europe, to recognise the French re- 
public. This of cnur:)e involved him in difficulty 
with neighbonrin!; powers, who compelled him 
to change his policy, and adopt a system, which 
resulted in his expulsion from his state. He has 
been re-established in Tnscany, since the abdi- 
cation (rf* Buonaparte, and yet retains his awho- 

. rity in that state. 

' PESCH, cardinal, uncle of Napoleon, late 
emperor of France, was bom at Ajaecio, in 
Corsica, in 17163, and educated for the church. 

' An ardent partizan of French revolutionary 
j»rincfples, he tlUvw of his clerical dress, and 
entered the army. In 1796, he became com- 
missary general in the army of Italy, under Na- 
poleon, and in that office he acquired a large 
fortune. After this, he resumed the ecclesiastical 
profession, was appointed archbishop of Lyons, 
and in 1803, obtained a cardinaPs hat He was 
'. 'soon after sent amtmssador to Rome, where he 

- resided until the coronation of the emperor, 

•^ when he accompanied pope Pius VH. to Paris, 

. :to assist in that ceremony. He was the same 

rear appointed grand almoner of France, and a 

'principai officer of the legion of honour. In 

' 1806, be was nominated by the elector, arch- 
chancellor of the Germanic empire, his coadjutor 
and successor. He afterwards fell into disgrace 
with BuonAparte, for oppbsing his violent treat- 
' . hient of the pope, and retired to his see in Lynns, 

' where he resided In great splendour, until 1814. 
On the doi^fall of his nephew, he went with 
his sister Madam Letitia Buonaparte to Rome, 
where he lived in retirement, until the return 
from Elba. He then resumed his dignities in

FRANCIS II., emperor of Austria, and son 
of Leopold n. of Spain, was bom in February, 
17H8. In June, 1793, he was crowned king of 
Hnngaiy ; in July, elected king of the Romans 
and in August of the same year, he was crown 
ed king of Bohemia. In 1804, he took the title 
of hereditary emperor of Austria. Francis is 
not wlIDhg to relinquish the rights of despotism ; 

^ yet his mildness of temper, and his attachment 
to his subjects are remarkable. He is an effi- 
cient member of the *♦ Holy Alliance.** 

FREDERICK VI., king of Denmark, son of 
Christian VII., was born in January, 176& He 
distinguished himself by the probity, justice, and 
pnlilicity of his administration whUe rq^nt, and

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reign hatj afforded an example of political and

early life was much deiroied ta the Interests of 
Prassia; hot since his. alliance' with Alexander 
of Russia, the character of Frederick seems to 
have been cban^l the.'tk'otiilses made to bis 
subjects during bis mrbul6n( wars with France, 
have been broken, an4 Frederick, backed by the 
armies of the " Hdiy .Alliance,** defies the dis- 
content and anger of his people. 

FREDERIOK. AUiCIJSTUS I., son of Frede- 
rick Christian, was bora December, nS6; be- 
came elector of Saxony in 1768, and in 1777, 
elector of Bavaria, by the death of Maximilian. 
In 1791, the crown of Poland was proffered him 
in the name of the Polish nation, which he de- 
clined accepting, at the desire of his subjects. 
In 1806, Saxony was constituted a kingdom, and 
Frederick elected king. He becamr. a member 
of the Germanic body in 1812. Taken prisoner 
by the armies of France, Russia, and Prussia 
in 1813, he was obliged to relinquish large p4>r- 
tions of his territory, and, by order of the kii^g 
of Prussia, he accfded to tl|jB " Holy Alliance*' 
in 1817. 



GALL, Dr., is now a resident of Paris, and 
watbora in Wertemburg, in 1758. With him 
originated the science of craniology, which has 
found so many advocates in Germany^ Paris, 
England, and the United States. 

GALLATIN, Albert, a native of Geneva, 
came many years since to the United States. 
For ^ubeisteoce he became a French teacher, 
but afterwards connecting himself with Mr. 
Jefferson, he rose to high employments in tbiS'.'- 
country. He was appmnted secretary of the 
treasury ; and, in 1813, was sent to conclude a ' 

Biace between the United States and Great 
ritain ; failing in this he returned in 1814 ; in 
1815^ he was appointed minister to Parhj^ and i 
afterwards went to London on public busmess. ' 

GALT, John, an extensive and observant h 
traveller, uid an aiuthor of considerable talent, 
was bora in Greenock, 1779. He has published 
the "Life of Benjamin West, Esq.;** the V Life 
and Administration of Cardinal Wolsey ;*' 
"Annals of the Parish,*' and many.'other 
works. 

GEORGE IV., kingof Great Britain' and Irq; 
land, son of George III., waibom August I9ith; 
176S, on the 17th of that month was. jd^^ted 
prince of Wales, and earl of Chester. .I]i<!jcoQ^ 
nected himself with Mr. Fox and the ^loimtar 
party, in 1783, and in tlie same yc|cr.>Jiaviftg 
taken his seat in parllament,8upportedMr«Fc)t*i 
celebrated India bUI. In 1795 he miEHMythe 
princess Caroline of Branswick, andf'Jin' |8lO, 
In consequence of the king's indfspositiKnftfJte 
s appointed regent, and continued'cldp^ at- 

hed to the Pitt party. He suceeedod m»^t^ 

ther in 1890. His attemputo procure a divorce* 
ment ftom the queen, prodticed an estriioindina- 
ly feeling of indignation throughout this kingdom, 
which only subsided at her death, which took, 
place soon after. 

6ERABD, M., acelebrated painter, was bora

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liiabed tbe » gtwhr of Medicine,** and m «« Systdiki 
of Nosoloffy/* both of which have b^eo re- 
publisbod in this country. 

60UVI0N,8t C7r*'c<NU)t, one of ^e b«M 
Prencb taettcMnt, was an officer under lam 
XVI., and acquired great reputatien as a scAdSir 
under Buonaparte, who appdnted him a nta^ 
ihal. When Louis XVIII. resumed to Praiie& 
he created him a peer. He is bow at the head 
of the war department. 

GRAFTON, duico of, was bom in 1760. Be 
was cloeely attaclied to Mr. Pitt; is now one of 
the whiK party, and was actively engaged for the 
queen, during her trial. 

GRANT, Mrs., author of " Memoirs of aa 
American Lady,*' " Letteri from the Bdoun- 
tains,'* &:c Sbe was bom at Glasgow, in ITSS ; 
and when a child, spent some years in tldl 
country with her father, who was a Biftisft 
officer stationed among the Mohawks. 

GRENVILLE, lord, was bora in 17S9, and 
(educated at Oxford, where he studied law for a 
short time, and afterwards devoted bis life to 
politics. He for some time supported Mr. Pitt * 
in his administration. He was afterwards a 
member of parliamem, and for a short time 
speaker of the house of commons. When Mr. 
Pitt's interest declined, lord GrenviHe joined 
Mr. Fox in the opposition, and has since acted 
mestly with that body. 

GR06, M., a historical painter, a pnpil of 
David, and one of the best masters of the French 
Jschool. 

GROUCHY, marshal, bora at Paris, in 1766, 
(was oDce a lieutenant of the body guards of 
iLouisXVI., - - ' 



at Rome, In 177B ; be is now a resident ot France, 
and chief painter to tlie king. 

GiFFORD, WUliam, editor oi the " London 
Quarterly Review,** was bora In 1787. When 
he had learned to write and cipher, he was put 
on board a coaatinf vessel, where lie remained a 
year. He alterwards was bound an apprentice 
to a shoeaialEer. wliere he continued till he was 
tweoty years of age, wiien his talents were dis- 
covered, and be wai sent to Oxford. He per^ 
formed two toara afterwards on the oontioent, 
as tutor to lord Belgrave, who, on his return, 
placed liim In a state of independence. He has 
published a translation of the " Satires of Juve- 
nal;** the ** Baviad;** the •* Msviad;' 
some other works. 

GILLIES, John, a native of Brechin, was 
bora In 1750, and educated at the university of 
Glasgow. His great work^the " History of An- 
cient Greece,** and tlie " History of the Workl 
fVom Alexander to Augustus,** have gained him 
Uie reputation of a correct historian. He has 
also published otlier works of merit, and now 
resides in I^mdon. 

GISBORNE, Rev. T., an Engllsb curate, and 
distingui^ed moral writer. Amoi^ his worlcs 
are *' The Principles of Moral Philosophy,** an 
** Inquiry into tlie DuUes of the Female sex," 
and ** A Familiar Survey of tbe Christian Re- 
ligion,*' &c. ■ 

GLOUCESTER, duke of; son of the late duke 
of that name, was bom at Rome, and succeeded 
to his father's title in 10OS. In politics, the duke 
has geaeially voted with thewhigs, and during 
the queen's trial, he snn>orted her as a mucfi 
injured and oppressed womiui. He has lately 



Cambridge, and is now chancellor of thar uni- 
versity. 

GODOI, Don Manod, prince -of peace, was 
born M\ BadajoK, in Spain, in 1764, of a poor fa 
roily. From one of the king's body guards, liv- 
ing on a pay of twenty cents a day, he became 
a favourite of the king and queen, was made 
prime minister, and, besides being invested with 
all the titlcm and honours his majesty could be- 
slow, the king gave him his cousin In marriage. 
His ambition and influence were unlimited, nor 
did Godoi finish his career of artifice and in- 
trigue, till Buonaparte, In 1808, became king of 
Spain. 

GODWIN^ William, sqn of a dissenting cler- 
gy man, was himself a preacber of that persuasion 
for some years. In 1792. as the author of " Po- 
litical Justice,'* he inculcated some doctrines, 
both on religion and politics, which gave great 
offence. He has sinee been a political and*mis- 
cellaneous writer, and has acquired much cele- 
brity by bis masterly examination of Malthus' 
" Theory of Population," " Fleetwood," " Man- 
devllle," " Life and Age of Geoffrey Chaucer," 
and " Caleb Williams," are from bis pen. Be- 
sides these, he has written mftny useful books 
on education, and is now a juvenile bookseller 
in London. 

GORTHfi, baron, a most celebrated Gennan 
writer was bora at Frankfort in 1749. In 1782, 
be was ennobled, and as baron Gorthe was named 
president of the ducal chamber. Oortbe, In his 
own country, is ahnost worshipped, and abroad 
bis reputatioB is high as a poet, and as a scholar. 
Bis worica are voTominous, the first of whicti 
was tbe " Ctorrows of Werter." 

GOOD, Dr., a asan of distin^nished talenfs, 
and eminent as a physician, hen'esidei in Lon- 
don.. Besides naayother wwks, hetately pub-

arted much in public life. He was educalfed at acquired ^reat reputation as a general, and 

lirendered important services to France. By

Buonaparte be was made a count, and after- 
wards manhal of the empire. His a^tacbmeiA 
to Napoleon however has been dounted, and it 
is certain that during the battle of Watej^Ioo, he 
was within hearing of the canonade with 40,000 
men. Soon atYer the rettira of the king, Gr«mcby 
came tfi the United States but lately obtained 
permission to return to France. 

GU8TAVUS ADOLPHU8, ex-king of Swe- 
den, was born November. 1778, and succeeded 
his father, Gustavits HI., in 1792. At the com- 
mencement of bis reign, he resolved to follow 
the pacific system of his father. But he refused 
to marry Catharine Paulowna, of Russia, after- 
wards queen of Wertemburg, although he went 
to Sl Petersburgh with that object; this,.and hie 
refusal to recognise Buonaparte as emperor of 
France, was sufficient to involve him in hie 
after difficulties. A coalition of France, Russia, 
Prussia, and Denmark, was formed in 18Q9, 
against Sweden, and the fear, anxiety, and dis- 
content manifested in all dasses of the Swedeis 
on this account, would have terminated In a 
civil war, had not Gustavns been seized, lUid 
required to abdicate tlie throne. He now re- 
jsides at Basle, in Switterlaud.

HALL, Rev. Robert, a Baptist minister, end 
not only one of the most eloquent disacntiitf 
ministers of his time, but an abfe polemioj 
writer, was born hi England in 1766. He mu 
some time a minister at Cambridge, bqt bfai de- 
clining bealtb bas obliged him to retire ti 
Leicestershire. 

HARDCNBERG, prince wes bom in Hano^ 
ver, 1750. AiRer tbe KaiigrttVate of AnepadI 
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and Bareutb was sold to Prussia, M. Hardoiberg 
^vas employed to assimilate their laws and 
goverument to those of Prussia. He is now 
«b«iDceUor of state, minister of war, and mem- 
^r of tbe cabinet of tbe Iting of Pnusia, who 
Itave him tbe rank of prince. He is considered 
one of the ablest statesmen of Europe. 

HASTINGS, marquis of, born 1754, and as 
lord Rawdon, is well Icnown in tbis country as 
a general in the British service during tbe f»vo 
ttoiiary war. His career since has gained liini 
much popularity. In 1805, he was sent as coni- 
raander-iik-cbief, into Scotland ; and in 1822, he 
returned to England from India, where he had 
been for some years as governor-general. 

HAZL.ITT, William, tlie'son of a dissenting 
minister, was originally an artist, but, relin- 
quishing the pencil for tlie pen, has become con- 
•idorably distinguished as an author. Besides 
many other works, he has written " Lectures 
on tbe English Poets," *' Political Essays, with 
S^cetcties of Public (Characters,'* " Lectures on 
tbe English Comic Writers,'^ and '* Characters 
of Shakspeare's Plays." 

BEATH, James, an eminent engraver, of 
England, was born in 1757. He has engraved 
several beautiful prints, which have gained him 
great reputation ; his son, Charles Heatli, is con- 
pidered one of tbe best engravers of his time. 

HENRY, Dr. William, born in Manchester, 
Eng., his acqiAred much celebrity as a chynfnSn. 
His works have all been well received. Among 
them, are '* Elements of Experimental Chymis- 
try," and " A General View of tlie Nature and 
Objects of Chymistry." 

HESSE CASSEL, elector of, was born June, 
1743. He is one at the most illiberal moiiarcits 
of the present day. After the battle of Jena, 
Bnonaparte took from him his electorate, to 
which he did not return till after the coalition, 
Into iviucb ^e entered, was victorious over 
France. 

HOB HOUSE, John Cam, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and soon alter tra- 
velled into Greece and some provinces of the 
Turkish empire, in company with lord Byron. 
He has written an " Account of a Journey into 
Albania and other provinces in the Turkish Em- 
pire,** a volume, illustrative of lord Byron's 
*' Childe Haroltl,** and tnmie other works. In 
a reply to lord Erskinc, he offended the huuseof 
commons, for which he was imprisoned ; hut 
he was soon after elected a member of the 
house he had offended, and is an intimate friend 
of sir P. Burdett. 

HOFLAND, Mr. and Mrs., the former a land- 
scape painter, and the latter an author, each 
unitiBg ctmsiderable talents in their profession. 
Among the works of Mrs. Holland are '' The 
9on of a Genius," " Savs she to her neighbour, 
whati*' "Ellen the Tti'acher," "TheSisturs," 
%ndthe " Oflicer's, Clergyman's and Merchant's 
Widow.** Many of lier works are desiijned 
for youth, and all are strictly moral. 

HOGG, James, the Ettrick shepherd, is the 
son of a respectable farmer and sheep dealer in 
Scotland, who was ruined when ^e snbject of 
tbis article was a child. At seven ytsars of age 
he became a cowherd, and afterwards a shep- 
herd. During this period he suffered many 
* iiardships. ^' Time after time," says he *• I had 
out two shirts, which often grew so bad, that 
When I put them on they hung in* long tatters as 
ftr as my heels.** At eighteen years of age, he 
fould bu41y read, and in writing a letter at Uiat 



'make sundry letters of the alpliabet.** Wlien 
Jie was nineteen, he hired himself as a shepherd, 
U) a gentleman, with whom he lived nine years. 
Here he bad tccesa to many valuable books^ 
and aspired to be an aethor. In 1793, M wrote 
"An Address to the Ouke of Buccleugh in 
beha'f o' mysel* ftn* itlier poor fo'k.*' His first 
printed work appeared in 1^1, and soon after, 
he published tbe " MiMintain Bard,** by which, 
and a work on sheep, he became master of 
nearly three hundred pounds ; a sum which, he 
says, made him " perfectly mad.** But in three 
years he was pennyless, and in 1810, in utter des- 
peration, he took his plaid about his shoulders, 
set out for Edintmrgh,and forced himself into no- 
tice aa a literary character. His worlds, among 
which arc the "Uueen's Wake,** '* The Pilurinis 
oftheSun** "Madorof theMoor." "The Brow- 
nie of Bodsbeck,** and '^Winter Evening Tales," 
have nearly all been published in the U. Sttitcs. 

HOME, sir Everard, is not only one of tlte 
principal operative surgeons, but is a writer of 
considerable eminence, in London. He has 
written on the " Properties of Pus,'* " Practical 
Observations on the treatment of Strictures in 
tlie Urethra," "Observations on Cancers," 
" Lectures on comparative Anatomy,** &c. 

HUFCLAND, Dr., the most celebrated of 
German physicians, is profesi>or of the university 
of Jena,'and phytfefen to the king of Prussia. 
He has published many works, on medicine, 
among which, the most curious is the " Art of 
prolonging Human Life,*' by means of which, 
he is of opinioti that the age of man may bee.v- 
teuded to two hundred years. 

HUMBOLDT, baron, Frederick, one Of the 
most indefatigable atid intelligent of modern 
travellers, was born at Berlin, in 17U9. He has 
visited Holland, Italy, Swiizerland, Cuba, South 
America, and the United States; few have 
encountered tdil and danger more readily, in 
pursuit of a favourite object ; or looked upon 
the works of natiu'e with a more observant eye. 
Baron Humboldt has published several volumes 
of travels, and is known as a botanist and 
mineridogist. He is now supposed to be in the 
East Mnes. 

HUNT, Lelgn, a nephew of tbe late Benja< 
min West, was born in England, in 1784. As 
a poet and prose writer, he has exhibited con- 
siderable talents ; among his works are " The 
Feast of the Poets,'* " The Descent of Liberty," 

Foliage,** a translation of the "Aminta of 
asso,** "The Round Table,** &c. For a 
time he was editor of a paper, called the " Ex- 
aminer,** and for a libel published in it on the 
prince regent, he was once sentenced to two 



years imprisonment 
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'on. Dr. Charles, bom at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, in 1737. Although since the age of 
eijghteen, he has always been a schoolmaster, 
he has become eminent as a mathematician. 
Among his works are " Elements of Conic Sec- 
tions,*' "A Mathematical and PhrfOsophical 
Dictionary,** and "** A new course of MaUiema< 
tics.' * He uow resides at Woolwich. 

HYDE DE NEUViLLE. count, the eon of 
an Englishman, a resident or France. De Neu 
ville was a principal agent of the exiled Bour- 
bons after the estaA>Iishment of the consulship, 
and had the boldness to propose to Buonaparte 
to restore the exiled family. For this, and some 
unsuccessful intrigues, an order was issued for 
his arrest ; but he. escaped, and fled. Anally, to 
tliis coimtry, aud resided in tnc vicinity of New 
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of Louia XVUIm b« returned to France, and for 
liiB fidelity to tlie Bourbon5, be was rewarded 
with tlie title of count, and the place of ainbas- 
t»dor to the United Btatee. 11b has lately re- 
turned to Paris. 



IRVING, Washington, was bom in the city 
of New- York, about the year 1783, was educated 
at Columbia Colleee« and while there he amused 
the town occasionally l>y some effusions vt^ich 
appeared in one of the pliers of the time. He 
had ciHninenced the study of the law, when in 
I^^, bid studies were interrupted by decaying 
beaJib ; he Immediately sailed for Europe, and 
at the expiration of two years, having visited 
many of the most important places on the con- 
tinent, be returned tiirougb England to his na- 
tive city. After completing his studies, he was 
admitted to the bar ; but preferring other pursuits 
to the details of the law, he devoted himself tc 
literature, and in 1807, in connexion with Mr. 
Paulding and Mr. Verplanck, the most amusing 
and popular i^erlodical publication of the times, 
was producfd under the title of " Salmagundi.'* 
In 1810, Mr. Irving published ^' Knickerm>cker*6 
History of New- York," and the fame of it 
established the reputation of its author. During 
the late war, iMr. Irving was military secretary, 
and aid-de-camp to the governor of the state 
of New -York ; and in 1815, he went to Eng- 
land, and has since resided in Europe. Since 
bis arrival in England, he bos added much to 
his literary reputation, both tliere, and in his na- 
tive countiv, by several volumes under the titles 
of "The Sketcli Book," *»0mcebridge Hall," and 
" lales of a Traveller." Mr. Irving is now en- 
gagt'd at Paris, in editing an extensive collec- 
tion of Euglisli and American literature. 



JACKSON, Andrew, was bom in the (then) 
Wraxaw settlement, South Carolina, in the year 
1767, and is of Irish parentage. He enlisted, in 
the service of his country at tlie age^of fourteen, 
and after flirting bravely, was wounded and 
taken prisoner. After his release, he studied 
at a flourishing academy in. the settlement, 
prepared himself for the bar in Salisbury, iu 
North Carolina, was admitted to it, and settted 
himself at Nashville, in Tennessee, where he 
was so successful in bis practice, that he was 
soon appointed attorney-general for the distriot. 
At a state convention in 1796, Mr. Jackson was 
much distinguished, and he was that year 
Herded, to congre«i; after being a jnember of 
each house one year, he resigned his seat, 
esteemed for the sounaness of his understand- 
ing, and the moderation of his demeanour. He 
was then for a short time a judge of the su- 
preme court of Tennessee. At the commence- 
ment of the late war he was a major-general of 
militia in Tenncss^, and by an energetic ad- 
dress to the militia of his division, be drew S500 
volunteets* to his standard. These were dis- 
banded Ih the spring of 1813. General Jackson's 
military INireer. since, is well known ; in his va- 
rious cair^aigns, he has proved himself a most 
skilful cdminander, a vigilant disciplinarian, and 
adauntiess soldier. He was sent by government 
to receive the Floridas from Spain, as commis- 
sioner, and afterwards was appointed governor 
of tiiese provinces. General Jackson was elect- 
ed a senator to congress from Tennessee, where 
43S ^ 



he has since held aseat, and he was a nww 
nent, although unsuccessful candidate for tr i 
presidency, hi opposition to Mr. A^ma. 

JAMIESON, Robert, aiiemioeatBiiueralo«iacJ 
and a resident of Edinburgh, wfa^re he is a pRy 
fessor of natural history, president of tbe Wet- 
nerian Society, and lecturer in mineral<igy. Hii 
largest work is a " System of Mineralogy," 3 
vols. 8vb. Among other ^n^orks whicb b« has 
published, is a '' Treatise on tbe external, cby mi- 
cat, and physical character of Minerals;^* an 
" Outlhaes of the Mineralogy of tbe Scettk 
Isles." -< 

JAY, John, was bom in tbe city (^ New 
York, on tbe 1st of Decemtier, old etj^e, in 1745. 
He was educated aC Columbia College, And tvas 
afterwards admitted to the bar, where be attain- 
ed great and deserved reputation as a lan^'r j 
He was elected by tlie citizens of New- York, i. 
the first American con^-ess, in 177^, and- after! 
having been re-elected tbe two sueceediiijg ^ars, 
he was chosen president of congress, in 1776. 
He was afterwards appointed a memtier of the 
convention of New- York, and after tbe organ- 
ization of that government, was appoioTrc 
chief-justice of the state. In 1778, he w^ 
minister plenipotentiary to the court of Spaitt 
and in 1782, was appointed one of tlie conr 
mi^ioners to negotiate a peace with England, 
and a treaty was signed in Sep. 1784, when he 
returned to New- York. Alterthis» be was at 
the head of foreign affairs until tbe organiza- 
tion of tbe government, when he was appointed 
chief- justice of the United States; while in 
this occupation, be was engaged with Mr. Madi- 
son, and colonel Hamilton is writing tbe Fede- 
ralist. As envoy- extraordinary to Great Britain, 
be negotiated and signed the treaty which bears 
his name, and on his return in 1795, he found 
himself elected goveraor of the stale of New- j 
York. This office he lield until 1807, wbe* 
declining a re-election, and also the situation < j 
chief-justice of the United States, to which 1 ' 
had lieen appointed, he retired frcun public 1 
to his farm at Bedford, N. Y., still tbe friend ^ 
his country, but wholly unambitious of fort^' 
honours or distinctions. He is one of the am. 
worthy men who were bred in the school oftbt 
revolution ; and is conspicuous atike for tha J 
soundness of his judgment and his legal acquire- ^ 
meats.

JOURBAN. marshal count, an eminent mili- 
tary commander, was bom at Limoges, in 17GS. 
He served in the United States in ttie regiment < 
^f Auxerrois, f^om the age of 16 to the close of 
^^ revolutionarv contest. In 1793 he comraand- 
•ft* the army of the North, and defeated the 
t^knoe of Saze Cobourg, and compelled him to 
S^ndon the blockade of Maubeuge. At the 
Vifkd of the array of the Moselle, in 1794, he de- 
^0^ed the allies, under Cobourg, and the entire 
utnquest of the Netherlands was the conse- 
qnonce. As a member of the council of Five 
Hundred, in 1797, lie manifested a decidedly re- 
puMicad spirit, and was soon chosen president 
of the council. In July, 1800, he was sent as 
administrator to Piedmont, and by his judicious 
government did himself much honour. In 1803, 
he was at the head of the army of Itoly, and, in 
1804, was appointed marshal and grand oftcer 
of the legion of honour After this be was sent 
into Spain with Joseph Buortaparte, as his ma- 
jor-general and militaiy counsellor. He assented 
to the return of the Bourbons, was created a 
knigbt of St. Louis, and in 1819, became a men^ 
ber of the house of peers. 



KEOT, rev. Henry, was educated at Oxford, 
and is a fellow and tutor of Trinity College, and 
one of the king's preachers at Whitehall. He 
has pubtiihed many works, among which are 
"Sermons at the Bampton L^tures/' " Elements 
of General Knowledge ;" a translation of Chor 
teaubriand*s ** Beauties of Christianity;*' and 

The Flowers of Wit." 

KING, Ruftis, is the ton of Richard King, a 



Cambridge, and completed bis studies in the law 
in the office of the late chief-justice Parsons. 
While a student, he volunteered his services in 
tlie cause of his country under general SulttvaB, 
who soon appointed him his aid, and served 
with much ardour and alacrity in the enterprise 
against the British on Long Island. In 1784» 
he was a delegate to the congress then sitting at 
Trenton, and in 1787, bore a conspicuous part in 
the general convention at Philadelphia. In 1788, 
Mr. King removed to New- York, and was elect> 
ed to the legislature in 1789, and also a senator 
to congress. He represented the United States 
at the English court from th^ last year of presi- 
dent Washington's administration to the year 
1803, with much honour to himself and his coun- 
try, when he returned home. In 1813, he was 
again chosen senator to congress, which office 
he continued to fill with undiminished esteem 
and applause. Mr. King in his public life, has 
disi^ayed a sound mind, and discriminating 
judgment, and is a profound statesman, civilian, 
and orator. . He has recently l>een appointed by 
president Adams, minister to England. 

KNIAZIEWICZ, general, a native of Poland, 
who first distinguished himself in the gallant 
struggles made by the Poles, in 1794, to ex^ 
pel uieir Russian tyrants. He commanded, un- 
der Zaionczek, at the combat of Gulkow ; and 
at the fatal battle of Maceiorrice, he seconded 
Kos^ttsco with the utmost intrepidity and intel- 
ligence. As second in command of the. Palieji 
legions in the French service, he repeatedly dis- 
tinguished himself, and afterwards, at the head 
of the Polish legion on the Rhine, he contributed 
his services to the gaining of the victory of Ho- 
benlinden. Napoleon, in 1803, sent him the 
decoration of a commander of the legion of ho- 
nour, and he balance been a lieutenant-gweral 
in the army of ffhtnd. 

KONOVN1TZIN, lieutenant-general in tht 
Russian service, bom in 1764. He was employ- 
ed in the war against Sweden, and, in 1812, 
Caught gallantly at Witepsk, at Smolensko, at 
Borodino, and at Krasnoi; and was rewarded 
with the cross of several orders.

Don Peuro attended Ferdinand hi hia 
exile, and on hit return to Spain, in 1814, that 
prince nominated him cnunielior of state, as 
weli aH anibaacoidor to France, and hia repre-

LACEPEDE, count, a distinguished natu 
ralist, and a pupUof Daubenton and Buffbn.

This ilinstrious friend had become an advocate 
of the colonies, and felt all that ardour in the 
cause of liberty, which has not deserted him in 
maturer yeanK Lafayette had watched atten- 
tively the momentous controversy between 
Great Britain and her oppressed siAjects, and 
resolved to make any sacrifice in their cause. 
He made known his intention to Dr. Franklin, 
then our comrouMloner in Prance, who laid be- 
fore him the disastroui state of the country. 
/' The more hopeless your cause,** said be, " the 
more occasion is there for my assistance, the 
more honour shall I acquire by bestowing it** 
H«> immediately equipped a vessel for tbia en- 
terprise at his own expense, and severing the 
lips which wo^ild have detained hini in h^ na- 
tive country, he sailed for the tJnUediNates. 
ArrivvNl at Philadelphia, he presented Himself 
before congress. " I am come,** said be, '* to 
r. quest two favotun of tbis asseinblage of potrl- 
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|ots. One is that I may serve in your army, the 
other, that I receive no nay.'* He was irnme- 
diately received into the family of Washiustoa, 
and congress in July following, tendered Wsa^ • 
commission of major-general. Soon after, leam- 
in£ the embarrassments of the army, he gave 
Washington 60,000 francs (about 11000 dollait) 
to procure supplies; by which generous act, 
Washington was so afi^cted, that he embraced 
Lal'ayette with tears of joy and affectioQ.

AAer bis recovery he joined general Green, in 
New- Jersey, and was at the head of 52000 men, 
whom he had formed, clotlied, armed, equipped 
and disciplined himself. He was afterwards 
actively employed in different parts of the coun- 
try, till 1779, when he returned to France, fats 
object to obtain assistance for his adopted coun- 
try. In this he succeeded, and in May, 1780, b« 
returned with the joyful intelligence, that a 
French fleet and army would soon arrive oa 
otur coast. He immediately resumed his com^ 
mand, and in the campaigns of 1780 and 1781, 
he displayed the most couFummate generalship 
ia preserving his little army, then oppoi^ to 
l(H-d Cornwallis, till the siege of tMit general at 
Yorktown, where, collected and nndisnia]^, 
heflhared largely in ilie honours of the day.

At the head of two hundred grena- 
diers, he marched against Fonlarabia, and by a 
masterly coup de-main, he took the place, de-

of instruction. He was born in England, in 
1771, was bred and stiii maintains the habits 
and manners of a quaker. Disappointed in liis 
expectations in his native country, he left Eng- 
land in disgust, and came to tiie United States 
about 1817, where his fame procured him friends, 
and his industry rendered htm useful. He has 
recently gone to South America, where, under 
the liberal patronage of Bolivar, his prospects 
of success are most Mattering. 

LAPLACE, marqnis, a geometrician of high 
celebrity, was bora in 1749. He was president 
of the conservative senate in 1803, and in 1814, 
gave his vote for the dethronement of Napoleon, 
for which the king gave him the title of a peer. 
Sf. Laplace, holds the first rank among French 
mathematicians, and, in bis " Exposition of ^he 
System of the World," he has powerfully con- 
tributed to advance the boundaries of a s^ence 
that has so often employed the industry of the 
most profound geniuses of the world. 

LASCASAS, count de, is descended from an 
ancient Spanish family, and is distinguished as 
the faithful and spirited friend of Napoleon, 
whom he accompanied to St. Helena, and who, 
during his reign, loaded Lascasas with fovonrs. 
Lascasas has published a Narrative of his Resi- 
dence at St. Helena, and also, under the name 
of Lesage, "A Hmoricai and (geographical 
Atlae." 

LAV.4LETTB, count, was bom !n 17C9, at 
Paris, of obscure parents. To Bandelocqne he 
was indebted for a superior education. He was 
destined for the church, but, having finished his 
education, he studied the law. But the revolit- 
tion Interrupted his pursuits. As an otflcer in 
Che national guards, in August, 1702, he edca'> 
voured to defend the palace of the Thuilleries ; 
afterwards He enrolled bhnself in the legion of 
the Alps, and served in tbe army of the Rhine, 
and that of Italy, with such distinctfon, that 
Buonaparte made him his ald-de-camp, and en- 
trusted him with his secret correspondence. He 
gave him madamoiselle Beauhamois, the nie6e 
of his wife, Josephine, in marriage, to draw the 
ties of attachment closer between them. Lava- 
iette accompanied Buonaparte to £^pt, and 
after the establishment of tbe consutobtp, was 
appointed postmaster-general and cooiMellor of 
state; he was subsequently made a count, and 
a commander of the legion of honour. For the 
extraordinary vigilance and activity of his mea- 
sures t9 acc<;i«rate the progreas of Napoleon, 
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on hii relitni from Elba, be was created a peer 
of Prance. But on tbe retuni of the king, he 
wan brought lo trial, ae an accompHee of Na^ 
leon, and eond^nned to death. He, however, 
escaped from prison In dtegnlBe, taw the aasii- 
tanee of hia wife, and fled to Munich, where he 
buB since found 'an«»)rlum and powerful friends. 
Madame Lavalette was crusty retained some 
time in prison, having t>een accessaiy to the 
escape of her husband ; a treatment which dis- 
ordered her senses, and she has since l>een a 
eoiifirraed lunatic 

LAWRENCE, sir ThoMas, the successor of 
•ir Benjamin West, as president of the Royal 
Academy at London, is now aboot fifty eight 
years of age, and won bom at Rath. He orst be- 
came distinguished by his portraits of the Kem- 
ble family, and in a few years he began to ob 
tain tbe highest patronage, and no exhibition 
was considered complete or interesting, without 
wme of his pictures. The personal character 
of sir Thomas Lawrence accords with his pro- 
fessional talents, and he possesses much native 
modesty, and suavity of manners. He is painter 
lo George IV. 

LEOPOLDjprince of Saxe Coboufg Saalfeld^ 
was bcNii in 1790, and entered into thd Austrian 
army, where be distin^iished himself on seve- 
ral occasions, and attained the rank of lieute- 
nant-colonel. He visited England in 1814, in the 
suite of the sovereigns of Russia and Prussia. 
The intended marriage between ttm prince of 
Orange and the princes of Wales having been 
broken <^, prince Leopold was the protestant 
selected to espouse her, aud they were married 
in 1817. By the preliminaries of their marriage, 
the prince was entitled to an income of more 
than 966,000 dollars, (beside an outfit lo the same 
amount,) about 223,000 dollars of which was to 



was naturalized by an act of parliament pre- 
vious to bis marriage, and was appointed a 
colonel and field-marshal. The death of the 
princess Charlotte has reduced him to the rank 
of a commoner, in England. 

LESLIE, professor of the university of Edin- 
burgh, is a native' of Scotland, and "a profound 
mathematician and chymist He has invented 
several valuable philosophical instruments, has 
published several scientific works, and M & con- 
tributor to the Edinburgli Review. 

LOCKHART, John 6., a native of Scotland, 
was born about the year 1793; he is a lawyer, 
and resides at Edinburgh. He is a popular au- 
thor, and is supposed to have written Peter's 
Letters, and also a leading writer for Black<- 
wood's Magasilne. Among his best perform- 
ances, is Re^iuald Dalton. About four years 
since he married the eldest daughter of sir 
Walter Scott. His works, which are numerous, 
are distinguished for masculine and original 
talent ; btft are deficient in elegance and refine- 
ment. He is, however, one of the most eminent 
writers of the day. 

LUCCA, the dutchess of, formerly Maria Loui 
sa, of Bourbon, infanta of Spain, was bom at 
Madrid, in 1783. She married Don Louis de 
Bourbon, eldest son of the duke of Parma, and 
In 1801, by political events, they were called to 
feign over the kingdom of Etruria. In 1803, 
her husband's death left her regent of that king- 
dom. Her court became by degrees one of the 
most brilliant in Europe. But, in 1807,. the king 



^he retired to the court of her father. She 
scTted before tbe congtsss of Vienna, ber rigbu 
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jto the esutes of Parma, Piacentia,an<i GuastaQp. 
but obtained only the principality of Lccna,cr 
^wliicb she took possession in 1817. 



MACANZA, Don Pedro, n i}f^m}niinemr 
It^r, descended from an ancient irish family, aad 
was bom aboiu 1760. He rose rapidly into tbe 
favour of Ferdinand, who ^imwbited him mi- 
nister of grace and justice. To bim is attf^n- 
ted the crime of having been tbe prind^ 
prompter of ttie mraarch to ^stroy tlie liboties 
of Spain. He issued tbe e^st probibiiing t^ 
exiles who espoused the cause of Joseph Cram 
entering the penbieula, and afterwards com- 
menced tbe persecution of the patriots. BvlX be 
was soim discovered to have been gpilty of tbe 
grossest bribery and corruption, and he vtm 
thrown into prison, from which, after two y«an, 
he was allowed to retire to an estate in Castile, 
where be now lives, desphsed by all parties. 

MADALINSKI, general, the patriotic Pole, 
who had the honour of beiqg the first to raise 
the standard of liberty against the Russians, in 
1794. He bad long held a secret correspondence 
wi^ Kosciusco, and, when the order was giv- 
en wr disbanding the Polish army, be collect- 
ed bis regiment of seven hundred men, 4fir 
tested the scattered Russian detachments, and 
succeeded in joining Kosciusco, (who fa^d been 
appointed generalissimo.) at Racow,- though ptir- 
sued by seven thousand Russians. He distin- 
guished himself in several bottles, particulasly 
in the defence of Warsaw. He still resides. in 
Poland,, beloved amnrespected by bis country- 
men.

He participated in the dis- 
cussions relative to the constitution, and furnish- 
ed many able papers for tbe " Federslist." Af- 
terwards, Mr. Madison was a mesober of the 
legislature of Virginia, and subsequently was 
elected to congress, and in both these bodies he 
was an able advocate for the people. Re was 
appointed secretary of state by Mr. Jcfierson, 
and in this capacity displayed much talent as a 
statesman and logician. Mr. Madison was elect- 
ed president in 1809, saA was re-elected in 1813. 
in affairs of state his reserve was habitual ; be 
seldom yielded to expediency, and bis honesty 
as a statesman, it is believed, was never doubt- 
ed. Mr. Madison is a native of Virginia, where 
he now resides, and Is about seventy years of 
age 

MAIIMOUD II., sultan or emperor of tbe 
TuHis, was born in 178^|md succeeded his bro- 
ther, Mustapha IV., in 1818. At the time he be- 
came emperor, troubles and dangers the most 
appalling,existed1n the imerlor ofliis dominions, 
while a war with Russia and the Servians, 
threatened the dissolution of his empire. He 
was coippelled to submit to a Irardensome peace 
with Russia, but by his pradence and cn'^nnr 
and the wisdom of his policy, he Hc^eeslvcly 
reduced to obedience the pachas of Roniella,

Marino 
afler joined BoHTar, and bas been engaged 
in many of tbe battles since tbat period. 
HARBfONT, dnlte of Rapua, wbo bas im- 
ortalized liis name by liis bravery and milita^ 
ry talenli, and stained it by being tbe first to de- 
sert bis benefactor, was bom at Cbatillon upon 
tbe Seine, in 1774, and was educated for the ar- 
ray. Tbis be entered hi 1798, and was present 
in tbe first campaigns of tbe anniesof tlie Alps, 
and of Italy. He tben beeamo aid-de-camp to 
Buonaparte, and diepli^ed mucb courage and 
talent at tbe battles of Lodl, CastigUone, and 
St Ctoorre. In 17S8, be was made a lirigadier- 
ceneral for bis conduct at Malta. In Daimatia, 
be routed, witb a bandful of troops, tbe Eussiaaa 
and Montenegrins, and finr tbis be was rewarded 
witb a dukedom. He compelled Wellington to 
ndse tbe siege of Bad^Joz, took tbe command 
of an army in Germany, and contributed at tbe 
vietaries of Lutzeo, Bautzen, Dresden, and 
otbers. He was made a marshal on tbe fielded 
Znaim,wbere be bad been victorious, and in 
1814,sbared in the laurels gained at Brienne, 
Champ Aubert, Vaucbamp, and Montmirail. 
Here ends tbe glory of bis career. In the re- 
treat, on Mris, Marmont, finding himself in a si- 
tuati<m In wUeh be cmild pursue bis.own vievro 
without accountability to Buonaparte, negotia- 
ted with She aUieSv aad separated bis division 
from tbe rest of tbe army. Louis rewarded so 
valuable a subject with a peerage, and bas since 
appointed biro one of the four marshals of the 
loyal guard and a commander of St. Louis. 

IIARSH ALL, John, was born in Virginia, 
about the year 1756, and went through the usual 
course of classical education in a private serai- 
nary. He shared in tbe dangers and fatigues of 
the army during the revolutionaiy war, and was 
under tbe immediate command of Washington, 
after which he studied tbe law, and soon after, 
be was elected to the legislature, and then was 
a member of the executive council, in a short 
time be was at the bead of his profession ; was 
a member of the Virginia convention, in 1788, 
and generally represented this city of Richmond 
in the legislature of the state, until in 179?» he 
was prevailed on to accept tbe appointment of 
an envov to France, with Messrs. FinckBey and 
Gerry. Mr. Marshall shared largely in thetrans- 
Actions and honours of this embassv. After hir 
return, he had been asbort time a distinguished 
member of congress, when he wasappoibted se- 
cretary of state by Mr. Jellbrson. He soon after 
received tbe appointment of chie^justice of tbe 
UMted States, whith bi&b office be bas since 
cwatinued to fill with dlgni^ and reputation, and 
is alike conspicuous for his sound judgment and 
himinottsroind. Judge Marshall has published a 
Life of Washington, in five volumes, 8vo, andls 
>w eraployedin revisinf it for a second edition. 
MATUION, rev. C. R., bom in Ireland, in 
1783, was educated at Trlnl^ CoDMe, Dubiin,

rotts massacres be has permitted, exhibitt the 
bkxMiy tyranny of his goveramem ; his internal 
edmlnistration is exercised with excessive rigour. 

MANCHESTER, duke of, was born in 176a 
Although bis father was a strong oppoittioaist, 
tm joined the ministrv, and was appointed Heu- 
tenant governor, and afterwards governor of 
Jamaica, v^iere be now resides. 

BiANUEL, M., one of the most eloquent and 
4iltr^iid of tbe defendem of French liberty, was 
bom in tbe department of tbe Lower Alps, tn 
1775. In 1815, hewas a member of the chamber 
«f deputies, convoked by Napoleon, and after* 
wards, stronglv contended for tbe rights of the 
younger Napcaeon, and moved a spirited protest 
against the force emploved by the allies to re- 
atore tbe Bourbons. In 18l8| be was re-elected to 
the cbamberof deputies, and has since held a 
aeat there. In point c^ aigument aad elocutioii. 
be is one of tbe most fonnidable opponents of 
tbe miidstry. 

MARCT, duke of Bassano, enjoyed the confi- 
dence and friendship oCNapoleoB, ftom the time 
he was made consul to his abdication. He was 
made secretary of tbe council of state, and was 
employed in negotlatingtbe treaQrof Pr«riMH|h ; 
in 1811, he was made minister of foreign alMrs, 
and created duke of Bassano; in 1812, be nego- 
tiated treaties with Austria, and Prussia ; and in 
1813 and 1814 was entrusted with various impor- 
tantmissions. Hewa8banlsbedbyLouis,and is 
now a resident at Oratz, in Syria, occupied in the 
educati<m of bis chiidreii. He was bom at Di- 
joa.inl758. 

MTARIA LOUISA, latfe em| 

daughter of Francis II. of J ^ 

bora in 1791. The younger branches of tbe 
imperial ftiraily bad been tought to think of 
Napoleon with so much horior, that the princess 
fainted at the first suggestion of her marriage to 
' him ; but at length she yielded to the entreaties 
of her fbther, and tosutte oolicy, and afterwards 
became sincerely attached to him. They were 
married in 1810. During theabsencec^ Buona- 
parte in the campaigns of 1813, and 1813, fbe was 
placed by him at the head of the French go- 
vernment as empress-regent, and in that ci^' 
city, she went in state to the senate, and de- 
manded a levy of 190,000 men. On setting out 
for tbe army in 1814, Buonaparte took, as it 
afterwards proved to be, his 6xaA ftirewell oUber. 
The officers of the national guard of Faris, 800 
in number, were summoned to the great saloon 
of tile Thuiliertes, to receive the soianndepOBlt 
which Napoleon entrosted to their honour, in 
the perBons of his wife and child. ** I confide,*" 
said he, and he spoke it In a tremukmd accent. 
** my wife and child to my Adthftil citixens of 
Paris, thus givina them the dearest mark of taa- 
fidence, which I have in my power to bestow.**

Be serv^ io 
the campaigns of 1812 and 1813, and, as second 
in commMid of the Parisian aational guard at 
the attack of the allies on Paris, he displayed 
much presence of mind and firmness of purpose. 
After the return of Louis be %ras made niiuister 
of state, knight of St. Louis, and peer of France* 
But, as he accepted a peerage of Napolcxm, ia 
1813, he has since only been restored to bis titles. 

MONROE,James,was bom in yirginia,ls now 
(1835) about 67 years of age, and resides at 
Loudon, in his native state. Ardently devoted

states, and abolished tlM oppceaslve privileges 
and inununitiea of the noMes and clergy. In 
1806, he joined Napoleon, with an army of 35,000 
Bavarians, against Francis II., and at Uie con- 
clusion of peace, was elevatod by bis potent 
ally, to the dignity of king of Bavaria, and the 
Tyrol and other provinces were added to his 
territory. Maximilian remained faithful to his 
engageroeats with Napoleon till the disastrous 
campaign in Russia compelled him to join the 
subsequent alliance against France. After the 
general peace of 1814, he purchased for himself 
new titles to the afiections of his people, by 
giving them a representative government, and 
placing them in the rank of free nationa.

Under the name of Little, be pub- 
lished a volume of poems, which were jusUy 
eensured for their Itcentiousneas. He viaiMd 
tbe United States in 1805, but bis prejudicetf did 
not allow him to form a favourable opinion of 
our country. Since bis return, in 1806. he has 
^ublisUed " Tbe Two- penny Poet- bag /^ ^^The 
Fudge family in Paris ;'* *' The Loves of the 
Angela ;** and " Lalla Rookh,'* an oriental ro- 
mance, which unites tbe purest and softest 
teudemess with the lofiies; dignity, and in every 
page, glows wicb all the fervour of poetry. 

MOR£, Mrs. Hannah, was bom near Bristol, 
about tbe year 17S0L, and is the youngest of five 
Bisters. At Bristol, her taste and knowledge 
acquired her the friendship of Dr. Stonehouse, 
wlio encouraged her to write, and corrected all 
her early effusions. Tbe " Search after Hap- 
plDess," her first publication, was favourably 
received ; and she soon after pubHsbed several 
other pieces. In 1783, she published her " Sa- 
cred Dramas.*' She retired about 1798, to 
Somersetshire, with her sisters, where they 
eatabiislied charity schools among tbe collierii 
witli much advantage to them. She has con- 
tinued since to give her productions to the 
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Transfiguration, from Raphael; a Magdalen, 
fhun Murillo ; a Head ot tbe Saviour, from da 
Vinci ; tbe Monument of Clement XIIL, from 
CanoYa ; and Tbeseus Tanquiabing tbe Mino* 



MORILLO, Don Pabto, a man of emuraoe and 
lent, was originally a seijeaat of aniilery in 
tbe B^anish marines, but distinguished himself 



so much during tbe war between Spain and 
France, that in tbe course of it be was promoted 
to be a general. In 1815, be was placed at tbe 
head of an expedition against South Anierica« 
consisting of twelve thousand men. He waa 
at first aucceasAil : Cartbagena surrendered to 
him after a siege, during which be confiscated 
tbe property of the Venezuelans, and committed 
many cruelties. New Granada was afterwards 
reduced, and again Morillo bad recourse to the 
system of btoodshed and piliage. These events 
roused tbe spirits of Bolivar, Paez, and Aris- 
mendi, and Morillo was several time* defeated, 
be was driven ftrom Granada, and a great pari 
of Caraccas. In 1890, having beard m tbe revo- 
lution, be returned to Spain, joined the patriots, 
and for a time was tbe political chief of Madrid. 
But be has been removed, and appears to be 
viewed with eospicion by tbe liberal party. 

MOSTONSKI,coujitThaddeu8. an illustrioua 
patriot of Poland, was bom at Warsaw, in 1790. 
When Stanislaus was compelled to accede to 
tbe confederation ofTanowitz, and consequent- 
iv t^tbe overthrow of Polish liberty, MostonskI 
fled to Paris, became connected %vitn the Giron- 
dist paryr, and obtained a promise of assi^ance 
for tbe Poles; but tbe triumph of the j

ME86ELRODE, count Charies Robert de, se- 
cretary for foreign affairs, and privy counsellor 
to the emperor of Russia, was born in Livonia, 
abtmt tbe year 1770.

He accompanied 
the emperor into France in the camimign of 
1814,ftnd was one of the four plenipotentiaries 
that signed the treaty of quadruple alliance, at 
Chaunont, in March, of that year. All the notes 
and addresses of the emperor, at this period, 
bear his signature, and were mostly drawn up 
by him. After a short stay in Paris, be repaired 
to Vienna, to assist in the conference relative to 
tbe ftiture constitution of Germanv.

OWEN, Robert, esq., a native of Great Bri- 
tain, was bora to a moderate fortune, and ed»: 
cated as a manufacturer. With a benevolent 
disposition, and a powerful understandini, he 
hasjjevoted bis life to the study of plans for 
'^ameliorating tlie condition of> tbe poor. 'With 
this view, lie has formed an estabUshment in 
Scotland, called New Lanark, In which bis plans 
have been crowned with success. His principle 
seems to have been taken originally from tbe 
Moravian settlements, but with this differenee, 
that among thenu property is in coinmon, but, 
on Mr. Owen*s )Han, only such things are in 
common, as tend to general advantage. Mr. 
Owen is about forming a similar establishment 
in this country. How f|^r bis plan will succeed 
here, or as a public ^etem, elsewhere, remains 
to be seen. By his mode of living, he anticipates 
a saving of several thousand dollars per annum, 
to every association formed on bis plan.

PAEZ, general, is a native of Caraccas, and 
was bora In 1787, of poor, but respectable pa- 
rents. In early life he was employed as a su- 
perintendant of the flocks of an establishment 
in Barinas. When tbe first straggle for liberty 
took place in Caraccas, h^ Joined the royalist 
party, and fought on their side until the cruel- 
ties of his associates filled him with disgust. 
He then left them with a body of cavalry, and 
Joined the patriots in New Grenada, where he 
performed soch prodigies of valour, in opposing 
Morillo, that he was made a brigadier-general, 
and afterwards general of division. The 111^ 
ration of the Colombian republic, by the visto- 
ry of Carabobo, crowned his glory. Paez is of 
a robust constitution, and possesses great mu»- 
cular activity and power. He Mves as frugally 
•s hit soldiers^ alwaya divides bit booty with

With hk otiier productions, they will perpetuate 
his reputation, so long as talents are esteemed, 
or fine writing admir^. Sir Walter is clerk or 
the court of sessions of Scotland, for which he 
receives about IfiOOl. sterling peir annum.

SEDGWICK, Catharine, auttior of two very 
popular novels, the *' New-England Tale" and 
" Bedwoad," is the daughter of judge Sedgwick, 
and was bom at Stockbridge, Mass., in the year 
179B. She is deservedly ranked amom; the most 
elegant prose writers of the day ; and is under- 
stood to be now (1895) engaged in the' prepara- 
tion of a series of Tales, founded on scenes la 
New-England. 

SENEFELDER, Alois, was bora at Munich, 
and placed ibr education in the university of 
Ingoldstadt, as a student of jurisprudence. To 
him the arts are indebted for the invention of 
l^hography ; a process, by means of which 
books may now be embellished with prints, 
without incurring such an expense as to place 
themb^ond the reach of persons of small for- 
tunes. An accurate account of the inventor 
and the inventien, may be found in the 5th 
volume of the supplement to the Kncyclopoedia 
Britannica. We can only say, that he received 
the first sunestions of this useful art, from an 
accidentalflisoovery, and that he brought it to a 
degree of perfection, by successive experiments, 
which win make it of great service to mankind. 
Lithography has since rapidly extended, and 
been applied to a variety of purposes, connected 
with the arts, in diflferent parts of the continent, 
and in Great Britain. 

SIDDONS, Mrs., is the daughter- of Mr. R.

SUSSEX, the duke of, is the fourth son of 
George HI., and was born in 1773. He received 
the latter part of his education at Gottingen, 
and afterwards travelled in ItsAy. In that coun- 
tnr he contracted a nuu'riage with lady Augusta 
Murray, according to tlie Ronii^ church, and 
on their return to En^and, they were married 
in Hanover t^tiare. This marriage has since 
been annulled, as violaiing the royal marriage 
act. The duke has entered much into public 
life, particttlany by accepting the office of presi- 
dent of various societies* He Is grand-master 
of the society of freemasons in England. His 
annual incooie is fixed at ]'i,QOO<. 



inclination and talents, however, led him to en- 
gage in political life ; at the banning of the 
revolution he became a member of the legisla- 
tive asa^bly, took an active part in its delibe- 
rations, And was tent as the agent of that body, 
on a secret miscio» to Englmd. On his retur^j 
his influence rapidly hicreased, and be wafli 
made minister for for^n affiiira. He took an 
active part in tlie elevation of Buonaparta to 
the consiilsttip, and under the consular govern- 
ment was employed as a minister and diploma- 
tist. In 1808, the pope granted a brief, which 
retsored him to ft Miolftr Ufe» »ii4 ledtimated 
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a marriage which he had coiitracttrd. In \m, 
he WA^ named hi^h chamberlain, and in lt<(i6, 
created prince ol lieneventun), in Naples. On 
the approaching dnwulal of Napoleon, TaUcv- 
rand began to intrigue against hiui, and provide 
tor himself. He was in consequence reineiattd 
as fliinister for forelj^n affairs, by Louis X\ HI., 
and sent as liis plenipotentiary to Vienna. He 
is now in private lite, an active and atientiTe 
observer of the political affairs of Europe. Pro- 
bably no man living has taken a more active part 
in the political chaages which have occuttuI 
in Eu^e during the last thirty years, or gaimd 
a hi^«> reputation for talents, intrigue, and 
political cunning. 

TALHA, M. This dfetlfi|iliriM and adini- 
mirable actor, was bom at Paris, in 17C6. fie 
attended fof some time the classes of declama- 
tiofi in the royal stiboo! ot Paris, and sdon ob* 
tained an order for hts appearance on th« ^tage, 
and in a short time took the lead in his proft^ 
sion. liadam de Stael says of him. " Talnu 
may btf cited as a model of power, and of dis- 
cretion in the use of it, of simplicity and true 
grandeur. Ilis attitudes recall to nnnd the fine 
statues of antiquity ; and th« expression of iiii 
face and every look, ought to be the study «f 
our best painters, 'i here is In the voice of iliii 
man a magic, which I cannot describe ; which, 
from the moment when its tirst accent is beard, 
awakens all the sympathies of the lieait ; ail 
the charms of music, of painting, of sculpture, 
and of poetry ; but, aliove all, the language of 
the soul." Talma has succeeded in acqniring 
such dignfty of mien, and grandeur of deport- 
ment, that the emperor IVaiwleo^ sei1oubl>- took 
lessons of him, the better to support his own 
dignity on all great occasions ; it may be added, 
that these p«M cot«tnporariet loved each other 
almost to ldolatr|^ The w^e of Talma is also 
possessed of conlMerablc theatrical»reputatia», 
both in tragic and comic parts. Tier heaith, 
however, has compelled her to reiinqoisb^ the 
stage since 1810. 

TEIGN MOUTH, lord, was l)orn in Devon- 
shire, in 1754, and sent early to India, as a wri- 
ter in the service of tlie East India Company 
While in that country, he was intimate with 
Mr. Hastings, and under his government tilted 
several important otfices. In 17B3, he succeeded 
to be governor of Bengal. From his di^^ent 
employments in Indio^ he realized a handsome 
fortune, with which he returned to £nglaud, 
where, in 1797, he was created a peer by ilie 
title of baron Teignmouth. He was tlie inti- 
mate friend of sir William Jones, whose life 
and works he has published. Lord Teignmouth 
is distinguished for his piety and benevolence ; 
he was one of the founders, and is now presi- 
dent of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

THENARD, M. This celebrated French 
cbymist was Ixmi in 1777. Wfe eariy applied 



TALLEYRAND, Ferlgord, prince de. This 
celebrated noMeroan, who is perhaps the most 
considerable politiciaii in Europe, was born in 
the year 1754, of one of the moot ancient fami- 
lies in France. He was educated for the church, 

and in 1788 was made bishop of Aiitun. His Jiimself tothestudyof chymistry, and with such 
■ "* success, that at the age of&O, he was a chymi^ 

teacher in the principal public taboratofies of 
Paris, and at the polytechnic school. When be 
was 26, he was liacfe proilessor of chynilstry fn 
the college of France, and he soon after suc- 
ceeded the celebrated Fourcroy, as a member 
of the Institute. In conjunction with Gay- 
Lussac, he piiblieb^ in 1810, a highly interest- 
ing work, entitled " Physico Chymical Enqui- 
ries.^ He has also distinguished himself 1^ 
several other scientific pnbhcittions. 

THORVALDSEN, Albert, was bom at Co- 
pentiagen in i77^ Qe is the son of an Iceland^, 
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who lived in lUjit ciiy. 



From bis infancy he 
was fond of tJie" comparatively rude carvings 
of his father, ^ho was a stonecuctter, and who 
had tile sagacity to perceive the talents of iiis 
eon. He accordingly placed him In t^e free 
drawing-sdiool at Copenhagen. After display- 
ing great talents there, particularly in modttlitg 
in clay, and reiceiving several prizes, be was ffent 
to Rome, where he resided for some time, giv- 
ing the most assiduous attention to his favourite 
pursuits. His first production there, was a mo- 
del of Jason, which was considered a master- 
piece. He was afterwards commisite^ to 
execute the Jason in marble, and from cmt time 
has been constantly employad. He has produ- 
ced seferal olhor vilQabte works. Since tlie 
death ^f Canova, Tborvaldsen and Chantrey 
may bacousidered as being at the head of modem 
flculptdrs. 

TWJMBULL, John, author of M'FingaJ, 
Was b6rn in 1750, in Watertown, Cobn. iHs 
fath^ was the congregational clergyman of that 

fiace. He was graduated at Yale College, in 
767, and was admitted to the bar in Connecticut, 
In 1773, but soon after entered into the office of 
John Adams, at Boston, as a student. Here he 
tof^k a lively interest in the passing scenes in 
politics, and often was a contrili^r to the 
papers with great effect. He has resided at 
Hartford, Conn., since 1781, has passed through 
a car^r of high success at the bar, and from 
IfWl to 1819, was a judgftof the superior court 
in his native state. In lilo, he revised his seve- 
ral works, and an edition of ihtm was pub- 
lished, for which he received a liberal (kMapen- 
satinn. At the age of s^ven^-five. Ills conver- 
sation is still marked with all that wit and 
vivacity which have distioguished hitt* 
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WELLINGTON, the duke of, fourth son of 
the late earl af Mornington, was bom in Ireland, 
May, 1769. He was first placed at Eton school, 
and then sent to the^ilioiry school of Angers, 
in France. He entered the army as aa ensign, 
and rose by interest and purchase, to me rank 
of lieutenant-colonel, in 1793. The next yew 
be commanded a brigade ontlK conthient under 
the duke of York. In 1797, he accompanied 
his brother, tord WelleSky, to India, where he 
rose to the rank of major-general, and to be 
governor of Seringapatam. On his return to 
England, in 1805, he married a lady of the fa- 
roily of lord Longford, was sent to Ireland, as 
secretary of state under the duke of Richmond, 
and subsequently elected a member of parlia- 
ment. In 1809, lord Wemngton, then sir Arthur 
WAileslev, was ordered to the Peninsula, as 
commander in chief of the British forces ; and 
it is to his great talento, and brilliant successes, 



tion. During the timtf^exbmmaauled in those 
countries, he was constanCIy opposed to Masse- 
na, Marmcmt, and Smilt, three of the most dis- 
tinguished French generals; and on all occa- 
sions, be proved liimselC their equal as a general 
and as a commander. For his services there, he 
was created duke dfRoariso, with the rank of ■ 
grandee of Spain, by the ^^anish regency, and 
was succesrivtiy made an earl and a miMnuis, 
by his own govwament, with a pension of 
4,0001. per annum, and a present from parUa- 
luMit of 900,0001. In 1813, after the disasters 
of Buonapaite in Russia, kitd WeUinfton forced 
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the passage of the Bidassoa and entered France. 
The restoration of the Bourbons following, and 
peace taking place soon after, he returned to 
England, and was rewarded for bis services, 
with a diUBBdom, and a gift from parliament cMf 
100,0002. in July, he was nominated ambassa- 
dor-extraordinary to France^ and was then sent 
to the congress at Viuina. He was there on the 
retum of Napoleon from Elba, and was instant- 
ly nominated by the alfied sovereigns, generalis- 
sUno of ^ European troops. la this capacity, 
be gained the roemoraWe victory at Waterloo, 
which erowi^ his fame and put an end to the 
wars that hadUo long desolated Europe. He is 
now a field marshal of the forces, master general 
of the ordinance, ice, A part of the money 
voted him by parliament,^ amounting in all to 
more than 800,0002., has been apiM^priated to 
the purchase of an estate, on which is to be 
erected for him, a sptendid mansion at the public 
expense. 

WILBERPORCE, William, esq., a member 
of the English parliament, was bora in York- 
shire, in the year 1759, and educated at Cam- 
bridge, where he became the intimate friend of 
the late English prime minister, Mr. Pitt. Mr. 
Wilberforce is particularly distinguished for tlie 
active part he has taken in the abolition of the 
African slave trade. His unshaken persever- 
ance, his untiring zeal, and his unbounded 
philanthropy on ^is important subject, as well 
as «m other occanons, entide him to the highest 
expressions of applause and gratitude from all 
good men. 

WILKIS^ David, esq. This distinguished 
painter is a native of Scotland, and was bora in 
1785. Having early displayed ». talent for draw- 
ing, he was sent at the age of fifteen to the 
academy at Edinburgh, where he continued 
several years. He went to London In 1805, and 
was elected a member of the Royal Academy, la 
18 IS. He te said to be highly successful iu paint- 
ing scenes of domestic life.
